IsTor  is  there  anv 
evidence  tfiat  any  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  meeting  provid- 
ing: f<^r  the  levy  of  a  tax  to  pay  the  loan  as  it  falls  due.  Xor  is 
them  any  evidence  that  a  request  was  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
school  distnct  to  call  this  mieetins:.  Your  attention  is  specially 
called  tjo  Sec.  42Y.  If  the  reriuisite  numl>er  of  voters  had  been 
notified  of  the  meeting,  and  if  the  notice  of  the  meeting  was 
deemed  sufficient,  it  is  possible  that  upon  investigation  we  would 
find  that  the  district  could  su]>ply  proper  proof  of  tho  other  facts 
which  are  lacking  in  this  application,  but,  as  these  two  matters 
go  to  the  groundwork  of  the  loan,  T  am  compelled  to  return  the 
application  to  you  without  my  approval.

I  see  no  escape  from,  the  conclusion  that  a  loan  voted  at  a  spe- 
cial meeting  where  the  amount  proposed  bo  be?  voted  had  not  beer 
specified  in  the  notice  of  the  special  meeting  would  bd  invalid.

Bonds  Issued  by  a  City. — Ordinance  to  authorize,  which  is 
nxaterially  aniende<l,  must  be  passed  with  all  the  formality  of 
original  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — Wc  are  in  receipt  of  yours  relating  to  the  city 
hall  Inrnds,  wliich  your  city  contemplates  issuing.  We  have  gone- 
over  the  records  very  carefully  and  as  the  result  of  our  delibera- 
tion, wo  have  conchided  that  there  is  very  grave  doubt  as  to 
whether  the  lx)nd3  would  be  valid  in  the  hands  of  tlie  state. 

We  have  examined  tlie  authorities  you  cite,  especially  the 
Wisconsin  case.  In  that  case  everything  appeared  to  be  regular 
on  tlie  face  of  the*  proceedings,  while  in  this  case  we  have  dis- 
tinct notice  that  the  proposed  ordinance  a*  ajnended  was  never 
published  previous  to  the  timie  of  the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 
The  change  made  in  the  ordinance  was  a  very  material  one,  al- 
though it  inures  to  the  benefit  of  the  citj'. 

Tlie  fact  is  that  tlie  bonds  are  not  to  be  issued  under  the  fii-st 
ordinance,  but  are  to  l>e  issued  under  the  new  ordii^ance,  and 
rliis  was  never  published  as  the  statute  provides. 

Simonton  in  his  work  on  ^lunicipal  Bonds,  paragraph  l)-2 
lavs  do^vn  the  rule  as  follows : 

*'An  ordinance  cannot  be  amended  in  a  material  part  or 
clianged  to'erubrace  a.  different  or  enlarged  subject.  When  any 
such  change  is  contemplated,  or  necessar)^,  tlio  ordinance  must 
1x3  introduced  as  a  new  ordinance." 
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Again  at  paragraph  94,  he  says : 

"Usually  the  municipal  charter  or  some  general  law  requires, 
that  before  an  ordinance  takes  effect  it  shall  be  published  for  a 
certain  numjbor  of  times  and  in  certain  papers. 

In  all  such  cases  the  publication  is  necessary  and  until  it  is 
done  in  the  manner  pointed  out  the  ordinance  is  inoperative; 
and  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  such  an  ordi- 
nance are  void  in  tlie  hands  of  a  hona  fide  holder,  unless  the 
bonds  contain  recitals  made  by  officers  whose  duty  it  was  to  kave 
the  ordinance  published,  which  estopped  the  corporation." 

I  very  much  msh  w^e  might  see  our  way  clear  to  advise  the 
commissioners  to  accept  these  bonds  at  the  present  time.  I  ap- 
preciate what  you  say  in  reference  to  the  days  of  repudiation 
being  past^  but  nevertheless,  I  feel  that  I  ought  not  to  advise  the 
commissioners  to  take  bonds  over  which  tliere  might  possibly  be 
litigation  in  the  future. 

I  think  the  only  safe  way  is  to  have  the  new  ordinance  passed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  statute.  This  will  ne- 
cessitate a  little  delay,  but  I  belie\' e  will  be  better  for  all  parties 

concerned.

Dear  sir: — ^Your  correcte<l  certificates  have  ho^w  this  day  re^ 
ceived  by  me.  The  certificate  of  your  clerk  as  to  tlie  posting  of 
notices  doefe  not  indicate  how  long  lief  ore  the  day  of  election 
they  were  posted.  The  notice  it^cK  bears  date  23rd  day  of  Oc- 
tober, and  calls  for  the  election  the  6th  day  of  November.  This 
at  most  would  be  but  a  two  weeks  notice,  whereas  section  258h 
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is  very  explicit  in  requiring,  *'at  least  three  weeks  notice  of  the 
submission  of  said  proposition/'  Under  the  circuimstanoes  I  do 
not  see  hem  I  can  grant  this  loan,  as  this  goes  to  the  very 
ground  work  of  your  authority  to  borrow  from  the  trust  funds 
and  tlie  autliority  of  the  land  commissioners  to  grant  you  this 
loan.  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  refuse  this  application,  but  under 
die  circmnstan^eis  I  see  no  way  around  it.  I  shall  not  wi'ite  tlie 
land  carrunissioners  to  tliis  effect  until  I  hear  from  you  again. 
Can  you  suggest  any  w^ay  out  of  this  difficulty  ?

Dc-far  Sir: — I  have  this  morning  received  additional  proofs 
in  tlio  matter  of  the  application  of  Waupaca  Coimty,  Wis.,  for 
a  loan  of  $10,000  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  county  insane 
asvlum. 

The  ordinance  adopted  by  the  county  board  provided  as  fol- 
lows : 

Sec.  5.  '*A  tax  upon  all  tlie  taxable  property  in  Waupaca 
County  shall  he  and  is  hereby  ordered  to  be  levied  each  and 
every  year  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds 
heretofore  sold  and  said  certificates  as  it  falls  due  and  also  to 
paying  the  principal  tliereof  within  the  time  limjted  tlierefor." 

This  attempt  to  levy  a  tax  pursuant  to  die  constitutional  re- 
quirement is  clearly  insufficient.  A  very  recent  case  tofore  our 
Supreme  (^ourt  involved  the  construction  of  the  constitutional 
requirement.     I  refer  to  tlie  case  of  Kyes  vs.  St  Croix  Coimty 
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et  al.  roix>rtG5d  in  vol.  83  X.  W.  Rep.,  p.  637.     The  wording  of 
the  resolution  in  that  case  Avas : 

''There  shall  he  annually  levied  by  the  county  board." 

In  the  present  case  the  wording  is : 

'*A  tax  shall  he  and  is  herebv  ordered  to  be^  levied  each  and 
every  year." 


Tlie,  constitutional  requirement  is  explicit,  that  the  tax  shall 
be  levied  befoi-e  or  at  the  time  the  bonds  are  issued,  and  the 
court  lias  held  that  it  is  insuthcient  that  a  tax  is  ordercnl  to  l)c 
levied  at  some  time  in  tlie  future. 

I  must  therefore  return  this  application  for  loan  without  uiy 

approval.

Under  tlie  notice,  a  copy  of  which  you  have  inclosed  with  your 
letter,  I  would  say  tlmt  in  my  opinion  tJie  only  power  which  the 
town  board  luis  is  to  issue  Ixmds  of  tlie  to\ni ;  to  obtain  the 
money  from  tJio  State  on  certificates  of  ind(4)tednoss,  then  vor 
must  proceed  pursuant  to  Sees.  258a  to  258//-  inclusive.  This 
you  cannot  do  under  your  notice,  but  tJie  I^and  C^nnmissioners 
are  authorize<l  to  purchase  the  bonds  of  to\ATJS  under  sulxlivision 
4  of  Sec.  258  of  the  statutes  of  1898.  If  your  proce(»dings  are 
in  all  resjx^.ts  regular  for  the  issuance  of  the  Ixuids,  the  Land 
rommissioners  Avill  undoubtedly  take  your  l)onds  upon  your  a])- 
plication,  to  sell  them  the  same.     If  you  wish  us  to  consider 
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taking  your  bonds,  the^  we  must  have  certified  copies  of  all  tlie 
papers  and  proceedings  had  relating  to  the  loan":  Tihe  proceed- 
ings of  the  town  boai'd  relative  to  calling  die  special  niieoting, 
tlie  aotice  of  special  jnecting,  proof  of  posting  and  publcation 
of  same  pursuant  to  statute,  proceedings  of  tlie  special  meeting, 
with.  full,  proofs  respecting  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  7th  inst.,  inclosing  papers  con- 
cerning tlie  issue  of  bonds  for  your  town,  was  duly  received  and 
contents  carefullv  noted. 

There  are  several  i-easons  why  tlie  State  cannot  take  your 
bonds  as  such,  nor  loan  you  tlie  amount  which  you  ask  on  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  upon  tlie  proofs  wliich  you  have  for- 
warded to  me.  However,  if  you  act  promptly  and  follow  my 
suggestions  contained  in  this  let.ter  explicitly,  there  is  time  for 
you  to  give  the  proper  notice  and  vote  at  your  annual  town  mieet- 
ing  to  borrow  your  m<mey  from  the  State  at  3^2  P^^^"  cent,  in- 
terest on  certificates  of  indebtedness.     I  inclose  herewith  re- 
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quest  on  the  To\vn  Clerk  to  give  notice  tliat  tliis  proposition  will 
be  voted  upon  at  your  annual  tx>vni  meeting.  Have  this  request 
signed  by  twelve  qualified  electors  and  filed  with  you  at  once, 
and  not  later  than  Monday  tlie  llth,  inst.,  post  notices  in  three 
public  places  in  your  town  that  this  proposition  will  be  voted 
upon  at  your  annual  meeting.  I  have  inclosed  five  copies  of 
such  notice.  Tliis  must  be  three  weeks'  notice,  under  section 
25SA  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1808. 

At  your  annual  meeting  your  polls  must  be  open  from  be- 
t^veen  nine  and  ten  in  the  morning  until  five  in  tlie  afternoon, 
to  receive  votes  upon  tlie  question  of  borro\\ing  the  money  from

Dear  Sir: — I  have  exaim(ine<l  tlie  bonds  offered  the  state-by 
Rudolph  Klejlx>lte  &  Co.,  of  Chicago;  being  $10,000.  of  the 
bonds  of  Joint  School  District  No.  1  of  the  City  of  Now  Xisbon 
and  the  To\ms  of  Lisbon  and  Clearfield,* Juneau  County,  Wis- 
consin. 

The  authority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  I..ands  to  in- 
vest  the  trust  funds  of  the  state  is  found  in  section  258.  Tliis 
section  provides  that  the  c( ►mm issi oners  shall  invest  such  funds 
in  the  following  named  stocks  and  loans,  but  in  no  odier  manner. 

^^'1,  In  loans  to  s<;h(K)l  districts  in  the  stattH  or  to  the  school 
directors  of  any  towns  therein,  in  which  tJio  towniship  systx^an-  of 
schools  exist^  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  pui7)ase  of  erect> 
ing  school  buildings  but  for  no  other  purpose." 

Tliis  section  was  amendeil  in  18i)t)  to  include  loans  to  school 
districrts  to  re-fiuid  their  indebtedness,  but  you  will  notice  that 
such  loans  m|ust  be  made,  ^'as  hereinafter  provided."  The  man- 
ner provided  hereinafter  is  particularly  set  out  in  sections  261, 
262,  and  262a.     Section  261  pi-ovides: 

''Every  loan  to  a  school  district  ma.v  be  made  for  such  time 
not  exa^eding  ten  years,  and  of  such  amount  which  togetlier 
with  all  other  indebtedness  of  said  district  shall  not  exceed  fixe 
per  ce ilium  of  the  last  prccrdinrj  assessed  valuation  of  the  real 
property  in  such  district  and  not  exceeding  in  any  other  case 
ten  thousand  dollars." 

In  this  case  the  indebtc^lness  exceeds  the  alx>ve  5  j-yef  cent,  limitr 
ation. 

This  section  was  amended  in  1890  to  ]K}rmit  loans  to  be  nuade 
to  school  districts  for  a  tenn  of  fifteen  vears,  and  it  has  been 
amende<l  again  during  the  present  scc^sion  of  the  legislature  to 
pennit  the  loaning  of  $25,000.     But  the  law  as  it  stands  at  the 
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present  time  still  rc^qiiires  that  not  moi'e  than  5  per  cent  of  tlie 
last  precedinj?  assessed  valuation  of  real  property  in  the  district 
may  l>e  loaned  on  ceii:ificates  of  indehteidness. 

Under  sulnlivision  2  quoted  ahovo  you  ^\nll  thus  see^  it  is  im- 
possible for  the  commissioners  of  puhlie  lands  to  invent  the  trust 
funds  in  those  honds. 

Su])di vision  4,  of  section  258,  authori;5es  tJio  commissioners 
of  pid>lic  lands  to  invest  the  trust  funds, 

"In  tlie  l)onds  of  the  United  States,  i\rainC,  Xe\v  ITampshire, 
Vermont  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  T^^ew  York, 
Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois  and  Iowa:  and  in  the  bonds  of  cities, 
villia<res  towns  and  counties  of  this  state,  issued  pursuant  to 
la.w  since  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  section  3  article  11 
of  the  constitution  of  this  state." 

A  school  district  is  authorized  bv  section  470av,  to  issue  lx>nds 
for  the  purpose  of  re-fundino^  its  indel)tedneSvS,  and  \\\q  lx>nds 
examined  by  me  seem!  to  duly  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
said  sectir>n.     But  subdivision  4  of  section  258  quote<l  al)ove  in 

euiimeratinc:  l)onds  in  which  the  tmst  funds  of  the  state  mav  l>e 
invested  does  not  include  Iwnds  of  school  districts.  I  am  there- 
fore constrained  to  hold  that  while  these  bonds  seem  to  Ix?  duly 
issued  by  the  school  district,  there  is  no  authority  on  the  part  of 
the  land  commissioners  to  invest  the  tmst  funds  in  such  bonds.

Gentlemen: — I  am  in  receipt,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 

J.  O.  Davidson,  State  Treasurer,  of  your  letter  of  the  30th  ult., 

Enclosing  letter  to  you  of  Charles  B.  Wood  of  the  same  date, 
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Replying  to  Mr.  Wood's  siiprgestion  that  the  indebtedness  of 
this  school  district  was  legalized  by  an  act  of  the  Wisconsin  Leg- 
islatnre  known  as  ch.a.pter  4  of  the  laws  of  1901,  I  would  say 
that  I  was  not  called  upon  to  pass  on  the  constitutionality  of 
that  act  before  it  liecame"  a  law,  and  I  do  not  wish  now  to  attack 
the  constitutionality  of  tbat  act.  I  -^wuld,  however,  respect- 
fully call  the  attention  of  ^Ir.  Wood  tq  sOction  31  of  Article  IV 
of  our  constitution,  in  which  certain  special  legislation  is  for- 
bidden. Our  court  has  several  times  passed  upon  various  acts 
of  the  l^^slature  which  have  seemed  to  comei  within  the  prohi- 
bitions of  that  section.  In  the  case  of  I^eville  vs.  Clifford,  63 
Wis.,  435,  our  Supreme  Co^^^t  passed  upon  the  constitutionality 
of  chapter  106  of  th<^  laws  of  1883  and  held  that  that  law, 
which  was  very  similar  to  the  one  in  question,  was  unconstitu- 
tional, as  violatinfir,  as  the  court  said,  "either  subdivision  6  or  7, 
or  both,  of  section  31,  article  TV." 

In  my  opinion  to  the  State  Treasurer,  however,  I  did  not 
urge  this  point,  as  I  did  not  wish  to  attack  the»  validity  of  these 
bonds. 

The  Commissioners  of  Public  Lands  are  authorized  to  invest 
the  tnist  funds  only  in  certain  bonds  enumerated  in  subdivision 
4  of  section  258,  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1808.  This  subdivision 
re^ids  as  follows:  "In  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  Maine, 
Xew  Hampshire,  Vermont,  ^Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Con- 
necticut, Xew  York,  Ohio  Michigan,  Illinois  and  Iowa,  and  in 
the  l)onds  of  cities,  villages,  toA\Tis  and  coimties  of  this  state  is- 
sued pursuant  to  law  since  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  of 
section  3  of  article  XI  of  the  constitution  of  this  stiite." 

From  the  above  you  will  see  that  tlio  bonds  of  school 
districts  are  not  included,  and  I  therefore  held  that  there  was 
no  authority  on  the  part  of  the  Land  Commissioners  to  invest 
the  trust  funds  in  these  bonds.     Loans  to  school  districts  may

Dear  Sir : — ^I  have  examined  and  herewith  return  to  you  ap- 
plication of  School  District  Xo.  6  of  the  Town  of  Morris,  Sha- 
wano Co.,  Wis.,  for  a  loan  of  $450  from  the  trust  funds  of  The 
Stafcr,.  1  < 

The  application  shows  that  it  purports  to  have  been  author- 
ized at  a  special  school  district  meetinc:  held  on  the  27th  day  of 
April,  1901.  An  important  part  of  the  notice,  viz.,  "to  raise 
by  tax  a  sutn  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  such 
loan  as  it  becomes  due,"  has  been  stricken  out  of  the  notice. 
The  notice  bears  date  the  22nd  day  of  xVpril,  and  the  special 
school  district  meeting  was  to  be  held  on  April  27,  only  four 
days  after  the  date  of  the  notice,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  posting, 
assuraiing  that  tlie  day  of  posting  w^as  the  22nd  day  of  April. 
The  statute,  section  427,  expressly  provides  that  no  tax  or  loan 
or  debt  shall  be  voted  at  a  special  meeting  unless  three-fourths 
of  the  legal  voters  shall  have  been  notified  either  personally  or 
by  a  written  notice  left  at  their  place  of  residence,  stating  the 
tinae,  place  and  object  of  the  meeting,  and  si)ecifying  the  amount 
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propased  to  be  voteil,  at  least  six  days  beforo  the  time  appointed 
therefor  exchisive  of  (he  day  on-  irhich  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 
I  Diiiist  decliuo  to  approve  this  loan  under  the  cipciinilstances, 
as,  without  a  validly  called  and  la>\'fully  held  meeting,  the 
school  district  has  no  antlioritv  to  borroNv  the  money.

I  liave  examined  and  lierewith  return  to  you,  certified  copies 
of  tlie  legal  pap?rs  relating  to  $20,000  of  3i/>  per  cent  bonds  of 
the  city  of  Kenosha,  Wisconsin,  dated  July  1,  1899.  Tlie 
l)onds  on  their  face  recite,  ^'that  said  re-adjustment  bonds  in  lieu 
and  in  place  of  which  this  series  of  l)onds  is  issued,  were  issued, 
sold  and  negotiated  to  settle  and  re-adjust  a  debt  contracted  and 
owed  by  tlie  city  of  Kenosha  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment to  section  3  of  article  11  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  prohibiting  cities  and  otlier  municipal  corporations 
fronii  contracting  a  debt  in  excess  of  five  per  centimi  of  tlie  as- 
feossed  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein." 

The  autlioritv  of  the  land  commissioners  to  invest  the  trust 

ft 

funds  of  this  st-nte  is  found  in  section  258  of  the  Wisconsin 
statutes  of  18U8.     Subdivision  4  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

^*In  the  bonds  of  *  *  *  -^^  *  cities,  villages,  towns 
and  counties  of  this  state  issued  pui'suant  to  law  since  die  adop- 
tion of  the  amendment  to  section  3  of  article  11  of  the  constitii- 
tion  of  this  state^'^ 
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It  is  under  said  subdivision  the  land  comniissioners  are  au- 
thorized to  invest  in  these*  bonds  if  at  all.  And  while  the  par- 
ticular bonds  offereil  to  the  state  have  in  fact  been  issued  since 
the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  section  3  of  article  11  of  the 
constitution,  yet  they  are  in  fact  and  in  law  only  a  continuation 
of  die  indebtedness  which  was  created  prior  to  tlie  adoption  of 
such  amendment,  and  in  my  opinion,  u}x>n  a  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  I  am  satisfied  that  their  is  no  authority  on  the 
part  of  the  land  commissioners  to  invest  in  these  bonds.  I  raise 
no  question  as  to  theJ-validity  of  the  bonds.  In  invefttJments  of 
tlie  truest  fmids  by  tlie  land  commissioners  it  is  necessary  tliat 
said  comjniissioners  satisfy  themselves  not  only  of  the  authority 
of  the  particular  municipality  to  incur  the  indebte<lncss  and  • 
lK>m>\v  thei  mone\'  on  the  one  hand,  but  that  on  the  other  hand 
the  t^ommissioners  tlieinselves  have  tlie  authority  \o  invest  tho 
trust  funds  in  the  particular  security  offered.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  die  27inst^,  would  say 
that  while  your  letter  is  not  perfectly  clear  upon  \hoi^  |x>int.s,  I 
asstime,  first^  that  Tomah  is  incorporat^^d  under  the  general 
chartex  law;  second,  that  the  territory  of  the  city  is  organizc^l 
as  a  school  district  and  operating  under  the  school  district  sys- 
tem of  this  state,  and  tliat  the  el(>ctors  of  the  city  liave  ii(n'(»r 
vote<l  to  change  from  the  school  district  systean  to  tlie  system  pro- 
contains  an  enumeratign  of  such  powers.  In  this  section  are 
4 
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vidcd  for  cities  operatins:  under  the  sreneral  charter  law,  as  pro- 
vided by  section  925-113,  a3  amended  by  chapter  287  of  the  laws 
of  1899. 

If  T  am  correct  in  these  premifTes,  then  the  school  district  sys- 
tem is  in  force  and  the  school  district  is  entirely  unhampered 
by  any  provisions  of  the  charter.  The  school  district  has  all 
the  powers  gdven  to  school  districts  br  the  law.  Section  430 
found  several  limitiations  on  the  power  of  levying  taxes,  and  in 
Section  430^.  we  find  fhe  provision  that 

"The  tot^l  amonnt  of  school  district  tax  hereafter  levied  in 
nny  school  district  in  this  state  in  anv  one  vear  for  bnildinsr  arnl 
for  the  maintenance  of  schools,  inclndinsr  teachers'  wa^r^  and 
incidental  expenses  shall  not  excee<l  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  as- 
s^SvSed  valuation  of  the*  taxable  property  in  snch  school  district 
for  the  current  year."

Deab  Sir: — In  your  letter  of  June  29th  you  state  that  Lan- 
caster is  a  city  of , the  fourth  class  and  is  not  by  its  charter  made 
a  separate  election  precinct ;  has  never  at  general  or  otHer  elec- 
tions voted  separately  from  the  Town  of  Lancaster,  in  which  it 
is  situated,  except  at  its  city  elections,  that  its  charter  recognizes 
it  tx>  be  a  part  of  the  town,  so  far  at  Idast  as  taxation  is  con- 
cerned, by  express  provision,  and  submit  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

1.  Should  the  City  of  Lancaster  vote  separately  from  the 
TowTi  of  Lancaster  at  all  general  elections,  especially  at  the  com- 
ing* election  ?  , 

2.  Must  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  appoint  for  the  city, 
Inspectors  of  Eleetion  in  accordance  with  sub-div.I,  Sec.  47, 
Wis.  Stat,  and  de^'^nndne  the  place  or  places  of  election  as  pro- 
^^ded  by  Sec.  15,  Wis.  Stat  ? 

3.  Does  Chap.  341,  Laws  of  1809,  require  that  the  Caucus  of 
said  City  be  held  separately  from  the  caucus  of  thei  Tb^\^l  of 
Lancaster  ? 

Or,  to  put  it  otheinvise,  do  the  above  provisions,  or  anything 
else  known  to  you  in  the  present  law,  make  it  necessary  for  the 
Oity  of  Lancaster  to  proceed  as  a  separate  and  distinct  munici- 
pality, so  far  as  elections  are  concerned  ? 
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In  re^>ly  mil  sav  tliat  aftee  a  careful  examination,  of  the  ques- 
tions suLfinittod,  we  feel  that  there  is  pood  ground  for  a  differ- 
ence  of  opinion  as  to  the  exact  status  of  your  city.  We  think, 
however,  that  the  better  vie^v  is  that  the  City  of  Lancaster  should 
vote  separately  from  the  Town,  at  all  general  elections,  and  that 
under  Subdivision  1,  of  Sec.  47,  Stats.  1898,  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council  should  appoint  inspectors  of  election.  As 
you  sua'irest  in  your  letter,  we  .find  no  specific  provision  of  the 
statute  declarine:  cities  organized  under  special  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature, se])arat€i  ele(»tion  districts;  still,  Sec.  15,  Stats.  1898,  to- 
gotlier  A\4th  sub-division  1,  Sec.  47,  in  wliich  tlie  words  "except 
such  cities  as  are  joined  to  towns  for  state  and  county  elections" 
are  omittpd  froim  Sec.  2G,  Annotated  Statutes,  seem  to  indicate 
an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Lesrislature  to  provide  that  cities 
are  separale  election  districts.  True,  by  your  charter  the!  Town 
Assessor  assesses  the  property  in  the  city.  This  alooie  does  not 
pn^vent  thoi  City  and  Town  from  l)ein£C  independent  municipal- 
ities. See  Jones  vs.  Kolb,  50  Wis.,  203,  where  it  was'held  tliat 
villafires  or2:anizeid  under  Chap.  40,  K.  S.,  are  separate  and  in- 
dependent municipal  corporations,  although  the  TowTi  Assessor 
was  required  to  assess  the  propei*ty  of  such  village. 

You  are  of  course  aware  that  an  opinion  from,  this  offioo  on 
ouestions  of  the  kind  submitted  is  advisorv  onlv,  and  we  trust 
that  this  ^\^ll  be  so  regarde<^l. 

Tt  of  course  follows  that,  if  the  City  of  Lancaster  is  a  sep- 
arate and  distinct  municipality  so  far  as  elections  are  concerned, 
Chap.  341,  Laws  1890,  re(piires  that  the  caucus  of  said  city 
sould  1)C  held  separate  from  the  caucus  of  the  Town  of  Lan- 
caster. 

Wo  have  attempted  to  state  frankly  our  views,  hoping  that 
they  will  l)e  of  some  assist^mce,  although  we  ai'e  well  aware  that 
there  is  c/msiddrable  difference  of  0])inion  among  attorneys  as 
to  the  application  of  the  election  laws  tx>  cities  organize<l  under 
spwial  charter.  You  state  that  the  City  of  Lancaster  would 
like  to  l)e  in  harmonv  with  all  other  citi<»  of  the  state  in  this  rc^ 
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<\x^t,  ^\^lile  it  is  true  that  there  are  quite  a  nmnber  of  cities 
« nranize<l  under  charters  .sinililar  to  ^^ours  and  which  are  still 
acting  t4)p:eth(^  with  the  to^\^l.s,  we  think  we  can  fairly  say  that 
mi><t  of  the  cities  in  the  state  do  not  hold  tlieir  elections  jointly 
with  the  towns.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  today,  in  which 
von  state  that  The  Etpiitable  Fraternal  Union  of  Xeenah,  Wis., 
at  its  last  annual  meeting  adopted  an  amendment  to  station  9 
of  its  gcmeral  laws  providing  that  on  and  after  the  first  day  of 
'luly,  1900,  any  menil)er  of  said  societ.v  or  any  person  who 
"^liould  tliereafter  become  a  meml)er,  who  shall  then  l)e  engage<l 
in,  or  who  shall  thereafter  engage  in  any  of  tlio  occujmtions  in 
>iiid  section  al)ove  mentione<l,  should  thereby  lxx»omc  siLS|K^id(^l 
frf>in  n,)?ml)ership  and  his  benefit  contract' should  be<x)ane  null 
and  void,  and  asking  whether  in  my  o])inion  tlie  association 
«>nld  lawfully  pass  an  amendment  invalidating  contracts  al- 
ready in  force. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  T  have  given  the  matter  c^n^ful  con- 
sideration and  I  am  of  the  opinion  tJiat  this  anijendment  is  in- 
operative and  of  no  effect  as  to  contracts  that  were  writfiMi 
previous  to  tliat  time,  unless  tlie  contract  of  insurance  reserv'cd 
5 
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sus:j2;rste<l.  If,  ho^vevor,  the  contraot  did  reserve  the  right  on 
tlie  part,  of  the  company  to  change  the  hy-law  I  think  the!  mem- 
hers  would  ho  bound  hv  the  eh  an  ire. 

The  matter  is  fnllv  discnssed  in  Xihlack  on  Benefit  Soijieties, 
and  the  rule  a.s.do'dnced  from  the  authorities  is  stated  as  follows: 
'*While  memilx^rs  are  presnmed  to  know,  and  to  contract  with, 
reference  to  existing  by-laws  only ;  while  a  sicety  has  no  power, 
by  laws  of  its  own  enactment,  to  disturb  or  divest  rights  which 
it  has  create<l,  or  to  impair  tlie  obligations  of  its  contracts,  or  to 
chana:e  its  responsibilities  to  its  members,  or  to  draw  them  into 
nc^v  or  distinct  relations,  still,  meml")ers  may  contract  witli  so- 
cieties ^^Ttli  refercTice  to  laws  of  fiitiiro  enactment,  and  mav 
a^irreo  to  1)0  lx>iind  and  affoctod  by  f  iitum  laws,  as  thev  are  bound 
and  affected  by  those  then  in  existence';  and  they  may  consent 
that  laws  of  future  enactment  shall  enter  into,  and  forta  a  part 
of  their  contractvS,  modifying  or  varying  them.  ^VTiere  a  con- 
tract of  insurance  is  issued,  conditionek:l  that  it  shall  be  subject 
to  such  by-laws  as  may  l)e  enacted  by  the  society,  by-laws  sub- 
sequently  passed  become  a  part,  of  the  contract.  Wliere,  for  in- 
stance, tlio  ccm tract  provided  no  forfeiture,  if  the  memiber 
should  die  by  his  oa\'ti  hand,  but  provided  that  any  violation  of 
the  ^requirements  of  the  law  now  in  forcx^,  or  hereafter  enacted, 
governing  the  oi'der,  or  this  class,  shall  render  this  certificate 
null  and  void,'  and  that  the  obligation  of  the  society  shall  de- 
pond  ujx)n  the  member's  'full  compliance  witli  all  the  laws  of 
the  order  now  in  force,  or  that  may  liereaftel'  Ixi  enacted ;'  where 
the  certificate  was  accepted  by  the  meml.Krr  in  printing,  'subject 
to  the  laws  of  the  order  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hei-eafter  be 
enacted  by  the  supreme  commandery,'  it  was  held  that,  by  force 
of  these  stipulations  and  provisions,  a  by-law,  enacted  by  the 
society  after  the  certificato  was  issued  and  accepte<l,  providing 
that  a  certificate  of  this  class  should  be  forfeited  if  tlie  member 
whether  sane  or  insane,  should  take  his  own  life,  entered  into 
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and  formed  a  part  of  the  certificate,  avoiding  it  in  tlie  event  that 
the  inenibcT,  whether  sano  or  insane,  should  take  his  own  life,"

Dear  Sir; — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  August  15th,  in 
which  you  ask  whether  Chap.  272,  Laws  1899,  oveiTulos  Sec. 
48t>^,  lle»%'ised  Statutes,  so  that,  instead  of  the  purchase  of  books 
in  to^vTis  under  tlio  township  system  being  made  by  tlic  seci'eitary 
of  the  town  board  of  school  directors,  it  must  bo  made  by  the 
town  clerk. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  Sec.  4SGa  is  a  general  sta-tutc,  while 
4J^0<f  is  a  special  statute  and,  by  familiar  rules  of  statutory  con- 
struction, the  amendment  of  the  general  statute,  imloss  by  spe- 
cial enactment  or  necessary  implication  repealing  the  special 
statute,  does  in  no  way  affect  the  latter.  In  Chap.  272,  Laws 
1S99,  there  is  no  section  or  cleanse  repealing  any  otlicr  statutes 
in  any  way  inconsistent  widi  the  provisions  of  Sec.  486(i.  It 
soems  evident  to  mo  from  the  wording  and  the  intent  of  Chap. 
272,  Laws  1899,  tliat  the  intention  of  the  I^islature  was  sim- 
ply to  amiemd  that  section  so  that^  in  tlie  case  of  villager  or  cities 
with  or  without  boards  of  education,  the  village  clerk  or  city 
clerk  or  board  of  education,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  be  au- 
thorized to  act  in  place  of  the  to\\Ti  .clerk  in  tlie  purchase  of 
books  for  the  library.  I  sefe  nothing  in  this  amendment  tliat 
could  be  construed  to  change  tlie  procedure  laid  down  in  Sec. 
486d  for  towns  having  the  township  system  of  school  govem-

Dear  Sir; — Your  favor  of  the  5th  inst.,  stating  that  at  the 
present  tinie  the  township  of  Hammond  and  the  village  of  Ham- 
mond are  separates  and  inde^^endent  muni(*ipalities;  that  since 
the^  separation  of  tlie  town  and  village  some  tim|e  ago,  the  to^vn 
has  continued  to  hold  its  town  meetings  and  ele<*tion  ^\^thin  the 
limits  of  the  Wllagt^,  and  requesting  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
thev  can  lawfully  do  so  at  the  comins:  election  is  received  and 
no  tod. 

In  reply  would  say,  that  under  the  facts  stated,  the  town  may 
la\\'fully  hold  its  election  \nthin  the  limits  of  the"  village.  Sec- 
tion 15,  Stats.  1SJ)S,  relating  to  general  elwtions  provides,  that 
such  elections  shall  he  held  in  each  towm,  *^at  tlie  place  wliere' 
the  last  t<n\Ti  mei^ting  was  held,  or  at  such  other  place  as  shall 
have  l)een  ordercHi,"  etc.  Section  78*],  Stats.  18i)8,  which  pi'o- 
vides  for  the  place  of  holding  town  meetings,  providers,  that  the 
town  met^ting  shall  l)e  held  at  the  ]>lace  wliere  the  last  town  meet- 
ing was  held,  or  at  such  other  place  theivin,  or  in  a  city  or  in- 
corporated village,  *Svithin  or  adjoining  the  to\ni  as  shall  have 
hiK^n  ordered  at  a  ]>revious  meeting.'' 

It  will  1)0  obser\'ed  that  under  these  provisions  of  the  statute 
towns  are  sjKX'iiically  authorized  to  hold  town  meetings  within 
the  limits  of  incoq)orated  villagers  within  thc^  town,  and  also 
that  the  general  election  is  to  l)e  ludd  at  the  place  where  the  last 
town  meeting  was  hold,  unless  such  place  is  changed  in  accord- 
ance \nth  the  provisions  of  law. 

If,  as  we  understand  from  your  letter,  the  town  has  always 
h(4d  its  town  meetings  and  elections  within  the  limits  of  the 
villa2:e,  it  should  continue*  to  hold  its  to\^^l  mieetings  and  elec»tiou 
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there  until  tlie  place  of  holding  the  to\vn  meeting  is  changed  in 
aecijrdance  vdxh  tlie  provisions  of  section .783,  Stats.  1898.

•  pinion  as  to  the  construction  of  Section  36,  Stats.  1898  is  re- 
ceived and  noted. 

In  reply  will  say  that  we  think  tliat  the  section  provider  for 
the' publication  in  daily  newspajwrs,  if  tlioro  are  daily  newspa- 
lx?Ts  in  the  county.  It  will  he  obser\'ed  tliat  tliis  language  is 
used: 

"In  countie.s  where  no  daily  pajx^r  is  published,  ho  nikay  cause 
tlie  same  to  bo  published,"^etc.  Also  "The  County  Clerk  nwiy 
make  such  publication  daily  in  comities  where  daily  new^pa- 
pei-s  are  publishe<l;  but  if  the-re  ho  no  daily  newspa^xM^s  pub- 
]islie<l  ^ntliin  the  county,  one  publication  in  each  newspaix?r 
shall  bi^  sufHcient.''  Ttue  the  section  does  i>rovido  that  one  of 
the  publications  shall  be  made  in  the  newspaper  which  advcv 
cati^  the  prineipk»s  of  the  ]x>litical  party  which  at  tlie  last  elec- 
tion cast  the  largest  number  of  votes  and  the  other  publication 
tJiall  \ye  made  in  the  newspaper  which  advocates  the  principles 
of  tJie  political  party  which  cast  the  next  largest  number  of 
votes. 

It  is  of  course  impovssible  to  comply  with  this  pi^>vision  of  the 
statute  where  th^re  are  not  two  dailies  advocatini^  tlie.  princi- 
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pies  of  tho  two  parties  which  cast  the  liighest  number  of  votes. 
However  wei  think  the  law  clearly  conteaniplatee  publication  in 
daily  newspapers  where  there  are  sncli,  even  though  it  may  be 
impossible  to  comply  with  tlie  requiromient,  that  they  shall  be 
newspapers  representing  tlie  different  political  parties.

Dear  Sir; — You  have  submitted  and  requested  an  opinion 
on  tlic  following  question  : 

"Can  tlie  signer  of  a  petition  to  tlie  County  Board,  authoriz- 
in'>'  tbo  T^Hinl  t'>  snl-Fcril :-  to  th-  Capitnl  Rto-k  of  a  railroad 
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company,  paying  for  sucJi  stx)ck  in  bonds  of  tho  County,  wdtli- 
draw  his  signature*,  before  the  same  is  presented,  if  so,  how 
should  he  proceed  f 

In  reply  will  say  tliat  I  believe  die  signer  of  tlio  petition  can 
revoke  it^  but  that  such  revocation  should  be  lujade  in  writing. 

Simonton  on  Municipal  Bonds  in  section  05  states  the  rule 
as  f  ollo\vB : 

*'It  is  frequently  made  necessary  by  the  statute  authorizing 
the  issue  of  bonds  ^  *  *  tliat  before  tlie  officers  of  the  cor- 
poration *  *  *  can  iss\ie  the  bonds  *  *  *  tliat  the 
consent  of  a  certain  number  of  the  tax  payens  of  the  locality 
petition,  or  their  consent  be  obtained  or  tliat  the  bonds     *     * 

*  *  be  issued  upon  a  i>etition  of  a  acertain  number  of  tlie 
tax  payors,  and  until  such  peftition  is  presented  tlie  officers  au- 
tliorized  to  act  canuot  do  so." 

**\Vhen  a  tax  payor  has  given  his  consent  ho  may  revoke  it  by 
writing  before  it  has  been  acted  upon,  and  where  he  has  signed 
a  petition  he  may  revoke  it  if  he  does  so  before  the  judge  or 
other  officer  to  whom  it  is  intended  to  be  presented  acx^uires  tlie 
right  to  act  upon  it,  but  tlie  withdrawal  must  bo  made  before 
and  not  after  the  hearing  of  tlie  pt^tition." 

Applying  the  rule  statx>d  by  Simonton  you  will  ol)serve  tlmt  a 
person  who  has  signed  the  petition  as  provided  in  section  945, 
Stats.  1898,  can  withdraw  his  name  if  he  does  so  lx>fore  it  is 
acted  upon  by  the  county  board.  Section  948,  Stats.  1898,  pro- 
vides that: 

"If  any  such  proposition  shall  be  accepted  in  tlio  tirst  of  the 
modes  hereinafter  provided  *  *  *  then  such  obligation 
shall  he  deemed  obligatory  as  a  mutual  agreement  on  the  com- 
pany making  tlie  same  and  sucli  municij>ality  and  the  res})(x;tive 
board  or  council  of  such  municipality  shall,  after  such  proposi- 
tion has  been  on  file  with  the  clerk  of  .^ucli  county,  town,  village 
or  city  at  least  ten  days  cause  subscriptions  to  l)e  nuule  on  the 
books  of  such  company  for  such  stoc^k  ajid  bonds  thereof  as  were 
proposed  to  be  issued,  etc.'' 

It  would  seem  that  if  the  revocation  is  made  in  writino^  and 
filed  with  the  county  board  before  tliey  have  acted  up>n  the  po- 
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titiori  as  provided  by  section  948,  that  die  revocation  is  valid. 

It  would  perhaps  be  safer  to  son^e  notice  of  tlie  revocation  upon

Dear  Sir; — Your  favor  of  the  22nd,  inst,  is  received.  In 
reply  will  sav  that  \vc  fullv  a^ree:  \Wth  vour  construction  of  Sec. 
13  and  Sec.  71,  Stats.  1898;  that  is,  that  under  the  provisions 
of  Sec.  13  Indians  qualified  to  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage  are 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  polls  which  may  be  held  nearec^t  their  re«ii- 
dencc\  It  is  true  that  Indians  cannot  tiake  tlio  oath  provided 
by  Sec^  71,  but  we  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  votes  can- 
not be  rejected  for  this  reason  and  that,  if  an  Indian  who  offers 
to  vote  takes  an  oath  shownng  that  under  the  Constitution,  Ar 
3,  Sec.  1,  and  See.  12,  Stxits.  1898,  be  is  entitled  to  vote,  such 
vote  must  Ix^  received. 

The  (\>nstitution,  Art.  3,  Sec.  1,  and  Sec.  12,  Stats.  1898, 
prescril>e  the  qualifications  of  electors  and  any  person  possess- 
ing the  qualiticati(ms  therein  prescribed  is  entitled,  under  rea- 
sonable regulations,  to  vote.  It  is  held  in  tJie  ca.se  of  Dells  vs. 
Kennedy  et  al,  49  Wis.,  p.  558,  that 

'^If  the  mode  or  method  or  regulations  prescrilxxl  by  law  for 
such  purpose  and  to  such  end,  (refeiTin<?  to  the  registry  law) 
dei)rive  a  fully  qualified  elector  of  his  right  to  vote  at  an  eleo- 
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tion,  without  his  fault  and  against  his  will,  and  require  of  him 
what  is  nipracticablc  or  impossible,  and  make  his  right  to  vo.c* 
dt-]x*nd  upon  a  condition  which  he  is  unable  to  ix^rform,  l]i?y 
are  as  destructive  of  his  constitutional  right,  and  nuikeJ  the  law 
its<df  ai^  void,  as  if  it  directly  and  arbitrarily  disfranehiseil  him 
without  any  pi^^tendtnl  cause  or  reason,  or  recpiirecl  of  an  ehx?- 
tor  qualitications  additional  to  those  named  in  the  constitution. 
It  woukl  \k\  attempting  to  do  indirectly  what  no  one  would  claim

You  will  obs<>rve  that  if  Sec.  71  is  given  a  strict  construction 

and  const rue<l  so  as  to  de]>rive  Indians  who  aiv  qiuiliiied  to  vote, 

of  the  right  to  vote,  it  is,  under  the  dei^-isiou  in  the  ciise  referred 

to,  void.      We  think,  however,  that  the  reasonabk^  construction 

is  that  this  section  was  not  intended  to  a]>]dy  to  Indians  and 

that  Inxlians  who  are  qualified  to  V(J(*  can  v<)te  at  the  pcdling 

place  nearc\st  their  residence,  altliougli  unabh*  to  take  the  oath 

l»rcscrilKHl  in  Sec,  71.

all  of  the  persons  whosd  naiiues  appear  in  that  coluliiin. 

Section  57,  statutes  of  181J8  provides,  among  other  things, 
that  all  ballots  cast  at  any  election  shall  be  counted  for  the  per- 
sons for  whom  they  were  intended,  so  far  as  such  intent  can  be 
ascertained  therefrom.  Wo  tliink  that  there  is  very  little  ques- 
tion as  to  the!  intention  of  the  voter  who  puts  a  cross  mark  at 
the  head  of  tlie  column,  designated,  "individual  nominations." 
It  seeins  clear  the  intention  is  to  vote  for  all  of  the  names  which 
appear  in  the  column  under  such  m,ark.

In  reply  will  say  tliat  I  fiilly  agree  with  your  construction, 
that  is,  tliat  a  cross  put  in  tlic  square  at  tlie  head  of  a  particu- 
lar ticket  on  the  official  ballot  sliould  be  coimted  for  every  can- 
didate in  such  column,  unless  it  is  otheirwise  indicated  on  tlie 
ballot.  This  may  l>e  done  by  crossing  out  the  name  of  any  can- 
didates on  such  ticket  and  in  such  casci  only  tlioso  not  erased 
should  he  coimted.  It  can  also  be  done  ]>y  writing  the  name  of 
another  candidate  under  the  name  of  the  jDerson  in  such  column, 
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also  by  placing  a  cross  in  die  spjiee  oceupiod  by  a  name  in  an- 
other oolunm. 

Tho  rules  for  ascertaining  the  voters'  int^^it  in  marking  bal- 
lot a;3  given  in  Sqc.

Deputy  Game  Wardens,  Compensation  of, — Special  deputy 
game  wardens  working  under  tlio  order  of  tlie  state  warden  in 
the  enforcement  of  tho  fish  and  game  laws  are  entitled  to  the 
wnipensation  fixed  by  sec  4,  diap.  313,  laws  of  1899,  w^hich 
compensation  is  in  full  for  all  sen^ices  so  perfonned  by  them.

De.vr  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  recent  date,  asking  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  special  deputy  game  wardens  are  entitled 
to  fees  for  serving  warrants,  subpoenas,  etc,  and  for  mileage  in 
connection  with  such  service,  would  say,  that  section  4,  chapter 
312  of  tlie  laws  of  1899,  purpoit  to  provide  for  tlie  compensa- 
tion for  special  deputy  game  wardens.  ^'The  tliirty  special 
deputy  gaane  wardens  sliall  each  receive  a  per  di(nn  to  be  fixed 
by  tlio  state  warden,  by  and  ^vith  tlio  approval  of  the  governor, 
which  per  diem  shall  include  pay  for  such  days  as  each  such 
deputy  shall  be  under  Uie  direct  order  of  the  stato  warden  to  per- 
fonn  services  in  the  enforcement  of  the  fish  and  game  laws. 
*  *  *  *  In  addition  to  tlie  per  diem  provided  for,  such 
deputies  shall  receive  their  actual  necessaiy  expens^is  incurred 
while  working  under  the  direction  of  tlio  state  warden." 
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It  seeiiis  to  nid  that  the  point  is  not  well  taken  by  tlie  special 
deputy  warden  who  claims  to  have  paid  raili^oad  fare  for  a 
prisoner  and  claims  he  has  no  way  of  I'e-imbursing  himself  for 
that  railroad  fai*e.  From  nirv'-  interpretation  of  the  section 
quoted  alx^-ve  it  would  sfieni  perfectly  clear  that  tliat  is  **aii  ac- 
tual necessary  expcTis^^  incurred  while  working  under  tlie  di- 
rection of  the  state  warden." .  In  my  opiAion  tJiere  is  no  author- 
ity for  the  pa\nn|(nit  of  a  special  deputy  game. warden  of  fees 
for  scn'ing  warrants  and  subpoenas  and  mileage  when  they  are 
working  "'under  the  diiTCt  order  of  the  state  warden  in  the  en- 
forcement of  die  fish  and  game  laws." 

That  the  componsation  fixed  by  section  4,  chapter  312,  laws  of 
1801),  is  intended  to  be  in  full  for  tlieir  serx'ices  and  otlier  ex-

Dkar  Sir: — You  have  referred  to  me  the  letter*  from  J.  P. 
Gallowav,  Secretary  of  the  Fanners'  3ilutual  Fire  Insurance 
Co.  of  tlie  Towns  of  Kashkonong  and  (^okl  Spring,  Jefferson 
Co.,  and  r(H[uestcd  an  opinicm  upon  the  luatteirs  therein  re- 
ferred to. 

I  rind,  u]K)u  examinalion  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  of 
tliis  insurance  con.pany,  that  it  was  incoii)orate<l  in  1873  under 
(hap.  103  of  the  laws  of  1S72.  Sec.  1()  of  said  act  was  as  fol- 
lows : 

^*Xo  company  unde-r  this  act  shall  continue  for  a  longer  term 
than  thirtv  vears." 

Mr.  Galloway's  question  is  in  reference  to  Uiis  section  and  he 
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asks  whotlier  the  company  which  by  tJie  tcnns  of  the  act  men- 
tiouwl  would  expire  in  ll>08,  can  continue  to  do  Inisiness  and 
lawfully  issue  policies  extending  beyond  1903. 

In  reply  will  say,  said  act,  Chap.  103  of  the  laws  of  1872,  was 
repeakxl  by  die  revision  of  the  statutes  in  1878.  This  chap- 
ter is  given  in  the  list  of  statutes  rei>ealed  by  the  ro\nsion.  The 
provisions  of  the  statiitjes  of  1878  relative  to  to\m  insurance  coiii- 
paniet5  are  to  Ix?  found  in  (^liap.  81),  i>iHti\.  l^);J7-li)41  inclusive. 
The  provision  of  Sec.  16  of  Chap.  103  of  the  laws  of  1872,  fix- 
ing a  tiivjei  limit  during  which  the  town  insurance  company  may 
continue,  is  not  contained  in  the  revision  of  1870.  Sec.  11)41 
R.  S.,  1878,  contains,  however,  among  other  tilings,  this  pro- 
vision : 

"All  towTi  insurance  cori)orations  heret-ofore  organized  und(»r 
any  law  sliall  be  deemed  to  Ix?  organized  under  and  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter."      (Ileferring  to  Chap.  80,  K.  S., 

1878.) 

This  provision  now  appears  as  a  part  of  so(!tion  1941,  statut<^*s 
181)8,  which  is  as  follows: 

"All  town  insurance  corporations  heretofore  organized  under 
any  law  shall  be  declared  to  Ije  organized  under  and  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  this  state.'' 

Frf>m  a  careful  examination  of  the  provisions  above  referred 
to,  you  will  observe  that  tlie  statutes  do  not  at  tJie  present  time 
fix  a  time  limit  during  jv'hich  town  insurance  com,paiiies  may  do 
business.  T  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  insurance  com- 
l)aiiy  referred  to  can,  after  the  expiration  of  the  30  year  limit, 
Avitbout  reorganization,  continue  to  do  business  as  hel-etofore, 
under  the  ]>rovisions  of  Chap.  81)  of  the  statutes. 
I  return  herewith  ilr.  Gallowav's  letter.

Gextlemex: — T  have  the*  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
yours  of  January  2 nth,  containing  five  several  questions  submitr- 
ted  to  mo  relative  to  the  law  on  marking  ballots,  residence  of 
electors^  cei-t.ificatef  of  election  inspectors  and  evidence  to  change 
returns,  witli  the  request  that  T  submit  an  answer  to  you  at  the 
earliest  possible  mioment. 

I  ami  pleased,  in  compliance  the1'e^\^th,  to  submit  to  you  my 

rulings  upon  the  several  questions  as  follows: 

First.  "Tf  a  ballot  is  marked  in  the  square  under  the  name 
of  'President'  and  'Vice  President'  ?" 

In  answer:  The  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1898,  section  40,  pre- 
scribes the  form  of  an  official  ballot  and  section  57  gives  the 
rules  for  determininir  the  intent  of  the  voter  in  miarking  the 
ballot  Chapter  3 19  of  the  laws  of  1899  amends  said  section  40 
preseri])ing  the  form  of  the  ballot,  and  also  amends  said  section 
57  giving  the  rules  for  determining  the  intent  of  the  voter  in 
marking  the  ballot.  The  official  sample  ballot  as  prescribed, 
with  the  directions  for  marking  at  the  top  thereof,  st.ates: 

"If  you  dcv^irei  to  vote  an  entire  party  ticket,  make  a  cross 
mJark  in  tlie  square  under  the  party  desic^nated  at  the  head  of 
the  ballot.  If  you  desire  to  vote  for  particular  persons  wnthout 
regard  to  party,  mark  in  the  square  undef  the  name  of  the  candi- 
date for  whom  you  wish  to  vote,  if  it  Ix^  there,  or  write  any  naime 
that  you  wish  to  vote  for  in  the  proper  place." 
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Knie  6  of  section  57  of  the  Wisconsin  fttatut<?is  of  1898  statos 

•"^^ "...  a  bjdlot  not  marked  at  the  top  shall  be  counted 
only  for  fiio  persons  to  whom  the  marks  therein  are  applicable.'' 

Your  qiiestion  states  that  the  mark  is  undo*  the  namb  of  tho 
oandidate  for  President — ^not  that  ^^  mark  is  at  tlie  toptof  the 
kllot 

Being  glided,  then,  by  the  instructions  on  the  ballot  and  thift 

rule  of  the  statute,  T  conclude  that  the  ballot  should  not  be 

counted  for  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President, 

Second.  ^'What  constitutes  a  residence  for  mien  without  fam- 
ilies, enfirasred  in  an  occupation  such  as  in  the  construction  of 
telephone  lines,  etc.  ?" 

In  answer:     Section  1  of  Article  III  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tion in  prescribinsT  ^vho  are  electors,  savs : 

"Every  male  Tx*rson  of  the  a^re  of  twenty-one  veai^  or  upwards 
WoTKrinfi'  to  eith'^r  of  the  followinsr  classes,  who  shall  have  re- 
^M  in  the  state  for  one  year  next  precediufir  an  election  and  in 
tlioeWtion  district  where  he  offers  to  vote  such  time  as  mav  be 
T>ppsmlWl  by  tho  Teoqslature,  not  exceerlinf'  thirty  days,  shall 
1^  deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election,"  etc. 

The  liPsrislature  has  prescril)ed  bv  law  in  section  12  of  the 
»»isooi]sin  statutes  of  1808  followins:  almost  exactly  the  wordimr 
^T  tlio  constitution,  that  an  elector  is  ".  .  .  one  who  shall 
haverf8/Wrrf  in  the  state  for  one  year  next  preceding?  an  election 

^^i  in  thef  election  district  where  he  offers  to  vote  ten  davs," 

etc. 

Tlie  Jje^slature  has  further  prescribed  by  rule  2  in  section 
^>^  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1898  that  "that  place  shall  be 
^>iisi(Jere(l  and  held  to  be  the  residence  of  a  person  in  which 
"IS  habitation  is  fixed,  without  any  present  intcmtion  of  remov- 
ing tlierefronv,  and  to  whidi,  whenever  he  is  al>sent,  he  has  tlie 
intention  of  returning." 

Ihe  question  is,  what  is  tJie  scope  and  si^ficance  of  the  woixl 

^idence"  ?     The  Supreme  Court,  in  the  Kempster  case,  in  tlie 

«^<th\Vi&j  p,  343-47,  have  construed  tlie  word  "residence"  asi 
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used  in  a  city  charter  provision  referring  to  the  eligibility  to 
hold  office,  and  sav : 

**ThG  word  ^residence'  as  used  iii  the  charter  does  not  mean 
physical  location  continuously.  It  is  uschI  in  the  broad  sense  of 
domicile  rexpiisite  to  citizenship.  For  the  purposes  of  such,  resi- 
dence theiTi  must  be  an  actual  location  in  the  place  in  questiou 
with  the  intention  of  making  it  a  permanent  home.  That  is  suf- 
ficient to  mec^t  all  the  nxjui sites  of  h^^al  residence  at  the  outset. 
In  one  sence  a  person  miay  have  more  than  one  plac>e  of  resi- 
dence, but  he  can  only  have  one  Avhich  has  the  element  of  |>ei*nia- 
nencv  esvsential  in  a  l(^G;al  sense  to  his  domicile.  He  c^i  have 
onlv  one  domicile  at.  ou(^  tiiiie.  To  constitute  that,  there  nni^t 
be  an  actual  location  with  the  intent  to  intake  such  place  hi.^ 
home  indefinitelv.  To  establish  the  domicile  does  not  require 
any  considerable  length  of  time.  Tv evidence  at  a  place  for  any 
length^of  time,  however  short,  with  the  concurring  intention  of 
pernuinently  residing  at  such  ]>lace,  renders  such  place  in  a  legal 
seiLse  the  ]K*rs(m's  d(>n!ti(»ile,  and,  being  once  fixed,  it  will  con- 
tinue till  abaiuloned,  without  r(»ference  to  any  mere  al>9ence  for 
a  tem]K)rary  }>uii>ase,  with  the  fixed  intention  of  returning  when 
such  pur]>ose  shall  be  accom]>Hshe(l.'' 

Basing  my  conclusion  u])on  these  provisions  of  our  State  Con- 
stitution, our  State  t^tatutes  and  the  decision  of  our  Supreme 
C<mrt^  I  hold  tliat  * 'residence''  is  Uv«ed  in  the  broad  sense  of 
domicile. 

llie  ])jrticular  facts  surrouiuling  each  case  must  be  investi- 
gated to  find  out  what  the  intention  of  the  party  is,  irresp?ctive 
of  his  enqdoyment 

This  ruling  is  in  accord  Anth  the  decisions  of  courts  of  last 
resort  in  states  having  constitutional  provisions  identical  with 
our  own.     For  exam]de. 

Ohio,  in  tlie  :Uth  Ohio  Stiite  Tfep.  p.  525. 
Pennsyvda.nia,  in  the  41st  Pa.  State,  404. 
See  also  ^fcCrarv  on  Elections,  s(x?tion  98. 

Third.  '^ Where  the  certificate  provide<l  for  by  the  last  sen- 
tence of  section  SO  W.  S.  has  not  l)een  made  and  sio^ied  by  two 
inspe(»tors,  and  tJie  ballots  other  tlian  the  defective  ballots  have 
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Ix^n  preser\'e<l,  can  these  Ivallots  wliieli  are  not  defective,  be  in- 
tn>diu*efl  in  evidence  to  impeach  tile  official  count?" 

In  answer:  The  statute  in  question  states  tliat  no  ballot 
>liall  l;e  destroyed  until  tlie  canvass  sliall  have  been  completed 
and  that  no  canvass  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  completed  until 
after  at  least  two  of  tlie  inspectors  shall  have  separately  can- 
A-assed  the  ballots.  Sf»verally  verified  the  canvass  and  certified  tlie 
same  over  their  respective  siofnatures. 

Under  this  wordinj^  of  the  statute  I  hold  that  the*^  ballots 

whicli  are  not  defective,  })eing  the  liest  e\ndejice  of  the  uunilx^r  of 

v«  tes  ca.st  and  for  whom;  cast,  can  be  introduces!  in  evidence  to 

iniT>each  the  official  count. 

Yoiirth.  "\Vliei'e  voters  not  qualifiefd  as  el(X?tors  have  cast 
thc*ir  l)allots,  but  have  not  been  challenfre<l,  under  Avhat  cin*\nn- 
stances  can  hearsay  or  parol  evidence  be  introduced  to  show  the 
manner  in  which  tliev  vote;  and,  further,  under  what  circum- 
stances can  the  return  of  \h&  inspectors  Ix^  challenged  under  such 
evidence?'' 

Tn  rnswer:  The  question  of  whether  liearsay  evi<lence  can  l)e 
intrrKluced  to  show  ho\v  one  not  an  elector  has  voted  was  raised! 
in  tlufc  House  of  Cinnmons,  and  Mr.  Thessifi^er,  since  Lord  Chan- 
ted lor,  Siiid  in  reply :  . 

"Tn  tlie  Southampton  case  it  was  held  evid(»«nce  may  W  ^iven 
of  tlie  declaration  of  a  person,  even  after  votins:,  though  it  may 
t'nid  to  affect  him  witlrpenal  consetiuences.  Tn  the  Tfipon  case 
th3  voter  had  stated  to  t-Cvo  persons  in  the  ^fonth  of  June  and 
Jiilv.  1832,  thpt  he  had  no  vote  and  that  his  aunt  was  teuaur

it  is  on  this  <?round  t^liat  his  deelarations  ai-e  admissible.  Tbi^ 
«iuestion  is  glwavs  considered  to  be  Ix^wer^n  the  vot^f^r  and  the 
nartv  ouestionincr  bis  vote  and  not  meivly  Ix^tween  the  sittini? 
nu-^nlier  and  the  petitioner."  ^ 

'Tlie  same  nuestion  arose  in  election  case  of  Vallandinirhaiuj 
fcnd  ra.nipljell,  Conffressional  Globe,  vol.  11,  ]>.  2r>17,  and  the 
rule  declared  in  the  TTouse  of  Comtnons  ^vas  adopted. 
6 
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The  same  question  arose  in  the  case  of  the  People  vs.  Pease, 
271^.  Y.,  p.  45,  and  the  court  held  such  evidence  admissitle. 

Our  own  court  has  passed  upon  this  question  in  the  case  of 
Rtato  ex  rel  Hopkins  vs.  Olin,  23  Wis.  r;00  (319),  and  also  in 
the  case  of  State  ex  rel  Doorflinger  vs.  Tlilmantel,  23  Wis.,  422. 
Xot  only  is  hearsav  evidence  admissible  under  tliese  authori- 
ties,  but  the  courts  have  frequently  held  that  one  who  has  voted 
illegally  may  bo  compellod  to  t/estify  for  whom  he  voted.  This 
identical  question  wa?  passed  upon  in  State  ex  rel  Doerflinger 
vs.  Hilmantol  supra/and  also  in

Tn  all  of  these  casc^  the  courts  declare  that  the  secrecy  of 
the  ballot  is  ft>r  the  lawful  voter  only  and  not  for  the  spurious; 
the  i>ub]ic  policy  involved  does  not  extend  to  the  voter  who  has 
voted  illegnlly  vhe  can  l>e  required  to  disclose  for  whom  he  \t>ted ; 
and  tliat  ^^holv  a  person  has  voted  illegally,  he'  is  bound  to  dis- 
close on  oath  for  wliom  he  voted,  or  the  fact  may  bo  established 
aliunde,  and  when  it  is  ascertained  for  whom  he  voted,  the  vot^e 
nijust  l>e  taken  from  the  candidate  for  whom  it  was  polled, 

I  ther(»fore  conclude  that  wliere  voters  not  qualified  as  elecr 

tors  liave  cast  their  ballots,  but  have  not  been  challenged,  hearsay 

or  parol  evidence:  can  be  introduced  to  show  the  manner  in 

which  they  voted,  and  when  tJiat  manner  has  been  determined, 

that  the  vote  must  l)e  taken  from  the  candidate  for  whom  it  was 

]>olled. 

Fifth.  '''Where  a  ballot  is  marked  in  the  square  under  the 
]>arty  designation  of  a  Republican  or  Democratic  party,  and  also 
under  the  Prohibition  party  designation,  would  such  mark  count 
for  an  asseanblynian  under  the  party  ticket  having  such  nomina- 
tion, the  Prohibition  party  havinc;  no  nomine^)  for  the  assera- 

My, 
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In  answer:     Tlie  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1.S08,  section  57,  in 

Ihile  Xo.  2,  st^ites  that 

**^Vlien  the  vot-er  shall  place  a  mark  a^rainst  two  or  more  names 
for  the  same  office,  lie  shall  bo  deemed  to  have  voted  for  none  of 
them  and  the  ballot,  shall  not  be  counted  for  either  candidate 
thereof." 

Fnder  tJiis  nile  of  the  statute  I  conclude  that  marking  a  ballot 
hy  a  cross  in  the  square  at  the  head  of  two  of  the  tickets  printed 
on  said  ])allot  will  not  prevent  the  vote  being:  counted  for  a  can- 
fh'date  name<i  on  one  ticket  for  an  office  for  which,  no  candidate 
is  named  on  the  other,  althouofh  such  ballot  cannot  be  counted  for 
a  candidate  for  an  office  for  which  both  tickets  present  candi- 
<late*?.  Under  the  column  marked  Republican  or  Democratic 
parts'  thei-o  was  but  one  candidate  for  the  assembly,  there  Ix^ing 
no  candiate  for  the  a-ssembly  in  the  column  marked  "Prohibition 
party,"  and,  as  there  was  no  candidate  in  the?  cx>lumn  marked 
"Trohibition  party,"  for  the  assembly  and  there  was  one  in  the 
eilimm  marked  Republican  or  Democratic  party  for  the  assem- 
Wy,  the  vote  was  not  a  double  vote  as  to  that  office.  It  is  onlv  a 
<lonble  vote  so  far  as  the  balance  of  the  two  tickets  is  concerned, 
^r  so  far  as  there  w^ere  two  nominees  for  the  same  place  on  the 
hvo  several  tickets  marked. 

I  therefore  conclude  that  where  the  ballot  is  miarked  as  indi- 
cated in  your  question,  such  mark  would  coimt  for  an  assembly- 
man under  the  party  ticket  having  such  nomination.  This  con- 
cliL^ion  is  not  only  based  on  the  statute  in  our  own  state,  as  abov^j 
referred  to,  but  also  on  decisions  in  courts  where  tliev  have  sim- 
ilar  statutes,  viz. :

Dear  Sir  : — You  have  handed  me  the'  proposed  articles  of  in- 
crop>ration  and  the  constitution  of  the  "Bohemian  ^futual  Loan 
and  Building  Association"  for  approval  as  Attorney  General, 
pursuant  to  section  2010  Statutes  of  1808. 

Returned  here\\nth  find  said  articles  and  the  proposed  consti- 
tion. 

The  artich^  provide  that  the  business  and  purposes  of  said  cor- 
poral ion  ''shall  l>e  to  create  a  mutual  savings  fund  fi'om  the  pay- 
niorits  to  it  by  its  nielnl)ers.  and  the  making  of  loans  tlierefrom 
upon  real  estate  securities."  Section  2009  Statutes  1898  pro- 
vides, in  effect,  that  nuitual  building  and  loan  associations  nilay 
1)0  created  for  the  ]>ur])ose  of  raising  money  to  l)c?  loaned  amon{] 
its  members  and  I  Mieve  that  tlie  business  of  such  asso<'iation 
should  1x3  limited  to  loaning  money  to  mje'u}ilK?rs  and  not  uiK>n 
other  s(Hnirities.  Tt  is  quite  likely  that  the  articles  might  Ix^ 
cTiustnuHl  so  as  to  ])revent  tlie  loaning  of  money  to  others  than 
ih)  nieiul)ei's,  but  as  dio  articles  stand  it  is  somewhat  question- 
al)le. 

The  constitution  is  of  considerable  h-ngth  and  contains  many 
pnn'isions  as  to  the  method  of  doing  the  business  of  tlio  C4>r- 
poration.  Somiti  of  tli(\se  provisions  are  nov(»l  aiul  I  have  some 
hesitancy  in  apprf>ving  the  c^>nstituti(m  as  it  now  stands,  I  will 
call  attention  to  some  of  the  features  of  the  articles  wliich  sooxn 
object  ion  able.  Article  21  provides,  thatofficei*s'  l)onds  "shall  re- 
main in  force  until  the  succe:ssors  have  offere<l  theirs."  This 
]>r()vision  might  lead  to  considerable  trouble  and  annoyance.  Tt 
is  aj)])arent  tliat  the  succc^ssors  might  offer  l)onds  whicli  for  one 
reason  or  another  are  not  approved,  and  that  tlio  officers  A^'ould 
reanain  in  office.     It  is  obvious  that  the  liability  of  the  bonds- 
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\nvn  slioiiLl  not  l)e  made  to  (le])eiul  uix>u  tlie  fact  tliat  tlie  suc- 
cessors oflFoT  bonds. 

I'nder  tlio  constitution  several  boards  and  etnnniitteesi  ai*epi*o- 
videtl  for,  and  article  10  provides  that  tlio  ccnuinittc^es  togetber 
with  otlitr  officers  shall  constitute  tbe  boarci  of  dirwtors.  While 
1  do  not  mean  to  sav  tbat  this  is  in  direct  violation  of  the  law, 
J  tliiiik  it  is  y^vy  objectionable  and  migbt  lead  to  considerable 
difficulty,  since  it  jnakes  tbe  board  of  directors  de]KMid  ujMjn  tbe 
e«  nnuittees,  which  may  l)e  constantly  changing. 

Subdivision  6  of  article  13  provides,  that  if  a  niend)er  is 
sued,  he  must  pay  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  suit- — this  ])•'(;- 
vision  is  certainly  novel.  In  some  casen  it  migbt  be  proper  tbiit 
the  expens(»6  of  litigation  should  be  paid  by  the  m^mlu^ir  and  in 
otlicr  cases  tlnit  it  should  ]je  j)aid  by  the  associatioru  For  in- 
stance, if  the  ai5S(x?iation  should  bring  suit  against  one  of  the 
luenihei-s  of  the  building  and  loan  association  and  the  memlx^r 
should  piwail  in  tlie  action  the  costs  of  the  suit  and  judgment 
tJierefor  would  be  determined  })V  the  court  before  wlKTiii  the  ac- 
tion  was  pending,  and  is  not  a  proper  matter  tx>  l)e  provided  for 
ill  the  articles  or  bv-laws. 

Sulxli vision  2  of  article  22  pi-ovides  that  "Article  12,  of  tlie 
general  nile^  can  never  be  changed."  Article  12  therein  re- 
forred  to  contains  many  provisions,  most  of  which  tliere  probably 
never  woidd  be  any  reason  to  change,  however,  it  is  quite  po^ii^ible 
that  it  would  be  desirable  at  some  time  in  tlie  future  to  change 
«.>r  amend  some  of  the  provisions  of  article  12,  and  it  is  hardly 
a  wis<i  provision  to  provide  tliat  article  12  can  nev(*r  be  change<l. 
The  business  of  the  association  may  become  such,  and  expcTic  i 
may  deinf>nstra.te,  that  some  of  the  provisions  in  this  article*  an^ 
nnwi.se,  and  if  so,  there  is  no  good  reason  why  they  should  nor 
be  changed. 

For  the  reasons  stated,  I  feel  constrained  to  withhold  a])- 
provai  of  tJie  proposed  articles  of  association  and  constitution.

DexVR  Sir: — Reji'lying  to  your  request  for  an  opinion  upon 
the  certificate  of  George  Clcinentstju,  t^ircuit  Judge,  as  to  tlie 
claim;  of  Charks  Orton  for  compensation  as  conrt  reporter  from 
tlie  state,  wouhl  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  a  regiilarly  appointed 
cx)urt  reix>rtcr  need  not  in-.dude,  in  makin*  up  the  amount  that 
lie  as  official  court  ropr.rter  recti ves  from  the  covmties  of  his  cir- 
cuity-time  or  compiMisation  j)aid  to  anotlier  reporter  acting  in  his 
circuit;  that  the  roguhirly  app:)iuted  ccmrt  reporter  should  in- 
clude in  his  statement  only  the  total  amount  of  com^ponsation 
received  by  him  from  tlie  counties  for  the  total  nuniil)er  of  days 
which  ho  himself  has  actually  been  o.nployed  under  order  of  tlie 
court. 

I  \vould  say  that  tlio  law  is  not  j>orfectly  clear  upon  tliis  ques- 
tion, but  that  1  have  bc<^n  called  upon  to  consider  it  before,  aiid 
the  above  is  tlie  conclusion  which  I  reached.

Mutual  Building  and  Loan  Associations. — Building  and  Loan 
Associations  organized  prior  to  June  1,  1807,  not  exempted 
from  subsequent  legislation. 

Feb.  7,  1901.

State  Banl'  Examiner, 
Dear  Sir: — You  have  called  attention  to  section  21  chapter 
366  of  the  laws  of  1807,  which  provides  that, 

^^Every  mutual  building  and  loan  coi-poration  now  existing  or 
hei*etofore  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  relating 
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tliereto,  sliall  file  in  the  oflice  of  the  ]3aiik  Examiner  a  copy  of 
i^s  articles  of  incorporation  and  of  its  by-laws  in  force  at  the 
time  of  tlie  passage  and  publication  of  this  act,  the  force  and 
effect  of  which  said  articles  and  by-laws  shall  not  l>e  affecttKl  nor 
invaHdated  by  this  act." 

And  to  the  furtlier  fact  that  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  181>S 
enacted  by  tlie  legislature  in  special  session  in  tliat  year  repeals 
all  of  said  chapter  3(>S,  except  said  section  21,  and  submit  the 
follo\sing  question :  "Are  building  and  loan  associations  which 
complied  with  section  21  of  the  laws  of  1S07  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  subsequent  legislativ^e  enactments  relating  to  build- 
ing and  loan  associations  ?" 

In  reply  \\411  say,  that  section  21  above  referred  to,  also  pnv 

vided  in  effect,  that  aftor  June  1st,  181)  7  no  amendment  to  tho 

articles  nor  to  tlie  bv-laws  shall  he  valid  unless  the  same  shall 

1)0  filed  and  approved  as  in  section  2  of  chapter  3G8.     Sc^ction  2 

refen'ed  to  provides,  for  the  organization  of  building  and  loan 

associations,  and  also  tliat  tlie   articles   of   incoi-poration   and 

amendments  tliereof  shall  be  filed  witli  tlie  bank  examiner  who 

sliall  have  power  to  issue  the  charter  or  certificate  of  incoi-pora- 

tion,  but  tiat  such  certificate  shall  not  issue  until  a  verified  copy 

of  the  by-laws  shall  be  filed  with  the  bank  examiner  and  not 

until  tlie  articles  and  by-laws  shall  have  been  examined  by  the 

attorney  genei-al  and  approved  by  him  as  conforming  to  tlie  re- 

quirements  of  said  chapter  308.     After  a  careful  .consideration 

of  those  sections  we  think  that  section  21  was  intended  simply  to 

aliow  building  and  loan  associations  in  existence  at  the  time  of 

WIG  adoption  of  the  act,  to  continue  to  do  business  by  filing  their 

articles  and  by-laws  with  tlio  bank  examiner,  that  is,  such  build- 

^^^tindloan  associations  were  not  required  by  the  law  to  secure 

tile  approyjj  Qf  ^^  attorney  general  to  tlieir  by-laws.     But  said 

'"^^ou  21  does  not  in  terms  or  by  implication  exeiii])t  building 

^^^oan.  associations  organized  prior  to  June  1st,  181)7,  from  the 

P^^isions  of  subsequent  leorislative  enactments. 

^^u  have  also  called  attention  to  section  2014-10  of  tlie  Wis- 
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Cf>nsin  statutes  of  1898,  as  amendiHl  by  section  3  clia^pter  156  of 
the  law's  of  18U9,  which  provides, 

*'Quarterly,  seiiii-aniiually  or  aninially,  as  may  be  speci'fied^in 
tlie  by-laws,  the!  gro^  earnings  of  th^  association  shall  b©  ascc^r- 
tained  from.i  which  shall  first  be  de<luct©d  the  expenses  of  the  as^ 
sociation,  and  f  I'oni  the  balance  shall  Ix?  set  aside  at  least  five  iper 
centmn  as  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  contingent  losses." 

And  tlie  further  provision  whidi  is  as  follows: 

'*At  tlie  close  of  such  fiscal  year  and  at  such  other  tinijes  as  the 
Bank  Examiner  may  direct  or  the  board  of  directors  may  de- 
termine, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  president  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  five,  tliree  of  whom  shall  l)e  miembersof  the  board  of 
directors,  and  two  shall  be  stockholders,  not  directors,  the  duty 
of  which  comiui^ttec  shall  be  to  schedule  the  assets  of  the  asso- 
ciation, fix  their  value  and  make  a  report  of  all  their  findings 
to  the  lx>ard  of  dii-ectors.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  (;'f  directors  to  charge  off  all  losses  so  reported,  and  if 
there!  be  not  a  sufficient  araoimt  in  tlie  contingent  f mid  and  the 
net  profits  for  the  period  for  the  payment  of  such  losses,  tlien 
such  losses  or  tlie  balance  unpaid  shall  be  apportioned  according 
to  the  nimil)or  of  all  shares  outstanding  and  the  proportionate 
amount  sliall  l)e  charged  to  each  raeml)er." 

And  submitted  the  following  question:  **In  the  absence  of  any 
provision  in  tlie  articles  of  incorporation  or  by-laws  of  associa- 
tions which  existed  before  the  passage  and  publication  of  chaj)- 
tor  3()8  of  the  huvs  of  1897,  are  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
chapter  15G*binding  upon  such  associations?" 

In  reply  to  this  question  will  say,  that  it  follows  from  what 

wc  have  al really  stated,  that  tliis  question  should  be  answered  in 

the  affirmative.

Dear  Sik  : — 1  beg  to  acknowledge  rer»eipt  of  yours  of  the  7tli 
inst,  a^sking  for  my  opinion  ujyon  tlie  following  (piestion: 

In  case  a  State  Veterinarian  is  appointed  \t']ien  the  Senate  is 
not  in  session,  does  a  vacxmcv  in  the  office  occur  after  t.wenrv 
days  from  the  coniniencement  c^f  the  next  legislative  session  V 

In  reply,  l>eg  to  say  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1SD8,  Section 
1492,  provider  that  the  Governor  shall  appoint  tlie  veterinarian 
''\ritJi  the  advice  and  constant  of  the  senate,"  and  that,  when  such 
appointment  is  made,  it  shall  l)e  iov  the  term  of  two  y(^ai*s  and 
luitil  tlie  qualification  of  his  successor. 

This  is  one  of  the  statutory  offices  an  appointment  to  which  is 
subject  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Section  ISla  pro\'i(le5  that  whenever  the  Governor  shall  l»o 
anriiorized  to  make  any  appointmceiit  to  office  by  and  with  the 
**atlvice  and  coiusent  of  the  Senate,"  and  the  ^^Legislature  shall. 
iiotLein  session  at  the  time  ^uch  office  should  l)e  filled,  the  Gov- 
ernor may  fill  such  office  and  make  tlu^  appointment  subj(x;t  to 
^lio  approval  of  the  Senate  at  tlio  next  succeeding  session  of  the 
I^;iislature, 

"and  all  such  apfKuntments  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual 
fr<^in  tliii  time  ^\hen  the  same  may  1h>  so  made  until  twenty  days 
after  siieh  n'i?eting  of  the  legislature  as  if  he  ]>(>ss{^sed  tJu^  al>s<> 
^»t^  power  of  appointment." 

In  other  words,  the  last  quoted  section  declares  in  spirit  that 

'^nch  an  appointment  made  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislatum 

^»all  hold  good  '^until  tweiUy  days  after"  such  mcic^ting  of  tlie 

^^sUture.     At  the  expiration  of  the  twenty  days  the  validity 

^^  the  appointment  al)8olutely  ceast^s.     This  would  not  ho  tlio 
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case  Avith  a  veterinarian  who  had  been  appointed  and  confirmed 
by  the  Senate  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  because,,  in  that 
case  under  Section  1402,  he  would  continue  to  be  State  Veteri- 
narian "ntil  the  qualification  of  his  successor,"  for  the  simple 
reason  tliat  his  appointment  had  been  confirmed ;  but  an  appoint- 
rafent  made  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature  lacks  the  con- 
firaijation  and  has  no  further  validity  than  that  given  it  by  the 
statute,  which  is  to  make  it  valid  only  *'until  twenty  days  after 
such  meieting  of  the  Legislature" 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  your  question  should  be  answered  in 
the  aifirlDJative,.  and  a  vacancy  does  occuri  in  such  office  after 
twenty  days  from  the  meeting  of  the  neixt  legislative  session  held 
after  tlie  appointment  is  made.

Dear  Sir  : — In  Uie  matter  of  the  investigation  into  the  facts 
in  connection  with  the  shooting  of  Joseph  Mitchell,  a  British 
subject,  by  a  policeman  at  Marinette,  Wis.,  on  July  23d,  1900, 
and  which  inquiry,  together  wdth  the  communication  from  the 
Hon.  John  Hay,  Secretary  of  State,  and  tlie  communication 
tlxercto  attached  from  the  Hon.  Pauncef oto,  British  Ambassador, 
botli  of  which  accompanied  your  letter  and  request,  and  which 
are  now  before  mie,  I  beg  to  say : 

That^  .pursuant  to  such  request,  I  have  miade  inquiry  of  W. 
B.  Quinlati,  the  District  Attome/  of  Marinette  County,  who 
was  tlien  and  now  is  tlie  prosecuting  officer  in  that  county,  and 
have  received  from  him  his  reasons  duly  submitted  to  the  Hon- 
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orablc  Circuit  Court  for  Marinette  County,  asking  that  an  order 
be  entered  diochai^ing  tlie  defendant  from  cm^tody  and  his 
bondbiuen  released.  Accompanying  such  communication  is  a 
cupy  of  all  the  testimony  taken  at  the  inquest.  A  fully  detailed 
statement  of  all  tlie  facts  coimected  witli  the  shooting  and  of  tlie 
conclusions  of  tlie  District  Attorney  based  thereon  will  be  found 
in  sudi  communication  horeT\dtli  transmitted  to  you. 

Your  communication  to  niio  requests  not  only  that  I  nuake  an 
investigation  and  report  tlie  findings,  but  tJiat  I  also  submit  to 
you  my  opinion  of  the  legality  of  the  proceedings. 

In  reply  to  the  latter  part  of  your  inquiry  I  beg  to  say,  tlie 
statute  of  Wisconsin,  as  stated  by  tlio  District  Attorney  in  this 
proee<xiing,  vc=sts  in  the  district  attorney  or  the  prosocnting  offi- 
cer a  quasi -judicial  power  in  such  matters,  subject  always  to  the 
approval  of  the  presiding  judge  in  the  jurisdiction  where  the  of- 
fence was  cojiimitted.  The  District  Attorney,  acting  upon  all 
the  information  before  him  in  the  matter,  and  in  the  duo  exer- 
cise of  his  quasi-judicial  judgment,  decided  that  tlie  defendant 
should  not  be  prosecuted  for  tlie  offeiLce  charged.  The  presiding 
judge,  after  having  had  sulmiittod  to  him  by  tlie  District  Attor- 
ney, a  full  stiitement  of  all  the  facts  and  the  conclusions  of  tlio 
I)istJ:ict  Attorney,  thereuix>n  and  on  the  same  day  "approved  of 
the  said  finding  and  conclusion  and  duly  entered  an  order  dis- 
charging the  prisoner. 

I  find  nowhere  an  error  oomimitted  in  tlie  proceedings,  nor 
any  violation  of  law  by  any  of  tlie  persons  interesUxl,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  District  Attorney  and  die  presiding  judge  used  tliat 
judgment  and  disci*etion  which  the  law  vests  them  vath,  and, 
having  exercised  it  carefully  and  wisely,  I  tlierefore  adWse  you 
tliat  in  my  opinion  the  pro<*eedings  were  duly  autliorized,  suffi- 
cient and  legal  and  the  actions  of  the  parties  thci-ein  should  be 
conunende<l  and  confirmed.

Dear  Sir: — I  heg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  this 
date,  inclosing  list  of  counties  in  this  state  wherein  are  organ- 
izeil  more  than  one  agricultural  scx^iety,  t<3getlier  witli  tiie  date 
of  sucli  organizations,  and  note  your  request  for  my  opinioii  as 
to  whetlier,  under  the  law,  tJie  Secretary  of  State  is  authcwizcd 
to  draw  liis  warrant  on  the  treasury  in  favor  of  such  associations 
or  not,  and  in  favor  of  any  which  may  hereafter  be  organized. 

In  reply:'  Section  1460  of  the  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1896 
provide?^  tliat  county  agricultural  societies  may  be  organized 
(but  not  more  than  one  in  eacli  county),  and  the  latter  part  of 
the  section  pnn-ides  that  all  (bounty  agricultural  societies  now  in 
existence  are  (continued  witli  all  the  powers  and  privileges  con- 
ferred by  that  chapter  (being  Chapter  60). 

Section  1463  in  the  same  chajiter  provides  for  state  aid.  The 
language  of  Section  1460  clearly  saves  etpial  powers  and  privi- 
leges to  all  county  agricultural  societies  organized  at  the  time 
of  tJie  pasvsage  of  that  statute.  Tlie  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1898 
as  declared  in  Section  4978  take  effwt  and  go  into  oi^ration  on 
the  first  day  of  Septemlx^r  in  the  year  1898,  except  as  otherwise 
sjx^cifically  declared. 

Taking  these  provisions  together,  I  conclude  and  advise  you 
tliat  all  county  agricultural  societies  in  existence  at  the  date  on 
which  thd  Wis<Y>nsin  Statutes  of  1808  took  effect  are  to  receive 
the  privilegCvS  conferred  by  Chapter  60,  whether  there  were  one 
or  mon^  societies  in  a  county  ;  but  that  after  the  date  when  such 
statutev-^  t(K>k  effect,  no  new  county  agi"icultural  society  could  be 
(>rganized  in  any  county  and  receive  aid,  where  anotJier  county 
agricultural  scK'iety  already  existed.

Gkxti-emen  : — I  hes:  to  acknowle<lfre  receipt  of  your  A\Titten 
reipiest  asking  for  an  opinion  from  me  setting  forth  nndcn"  what 
anthoritv  of  law  contracts  ai-e  entered  into,  voucliers  audited  and 
piyments  made  for  tple^a]>hie,  telephone  and  toll  ser\'ico  to  tho 
various  state  departments. 

Your  question  has  tliree  parts,  viz. : 

Firsts  under  what  authority  of  law  such  obligations  are  in- 
eiirr*:d ; 

Second,  under  wliat  authority  of  law  the  accounts  are  audited  ; 

Thirfl,  undr^r  what  authority  of  law  payments  are  made. 

In  reply  to  the  first  ])art  of  the  question:  Under  what  au- 
thority i>f  law  contracts  are  made,  T  beg  U>  say,  telephone  s<»n'ice, 
et^vering  lK)th  ^the  use  of  the  instruments  and  the*  tolls,  is  au- 
thc^rize<l  by  section  280  of  the  Wisconsin  stiitutes  of  lSi)S,  in 
"which  sei*tion  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Property  is  autlior- 
izt^l  to  contract  for  and  purcliase  sucl)  articles  or  things  as  are 
rfnjuiix*<l  for  use  in  and  alK)ut  the'  T'apitol  for  state  ])ur])oses. 
lender  tJiis  autJiority  the  contract  is  made  with  the  t<d(*])hoii(» 
eoTiipany  for  the  use  of  instruments  and  the  same  contract  s(»- 
cnn^  to  the  us(*r  the  privilege  of  using  the  instrum(»nts  and  the 
lines  for  toll  sen-ice  at  tlie  rat<^  of  t^iriif  ]>n^Til)iMl  by  tin*  com- 
pany. 

The  other  matter  impiired  al)out,  viz.,  the  authority  in  law  to 
incur  oblifiratir>ns  for  teh^aphic  service*,  is  not  so  s|M'eifi(^  The 
only  sp:x»ific  authority  authorizing  such  obligations  will  1k^ 
found  in  chapter  12  of  the  statutes  of  1808,  where  c<M-tain  offi- 
cers, boanls,  etc,  therein  named,  to  wit,  such  as  Dairy  and  Food 
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Commissioner,  Staff'  Veterinarian,  State  Board  of  Control, 
State  Game  Warden,  etc.,  are  allowed  the  actual  and  necessary 
disbursements  paid  out  in  tlie  discharge  of  their  duties.  Other 
stat<?  officers  and  departments,  without  specific  writtc-n  author- 
ity of  law,  have  been  allowed  to  contract  such  telegraphic  obli- 
gations for  many  years,  upon  the'  theory  that  they  were  actual 
and  necessary  disbursements  paid  out  by  them  in  thd  discharge 
of  their  official  duties ;  while  such  last  named  custom'  has  the 
sanction  of  long  continued  usage  based  upon  the  seefming  necef5- 
sities  of  the  case,  it  still  is  unauthorized  by  explicit  legislation. 

On  the  second  part  of  your  question,  viz.,  under  what  author- 
ity of  law  the  obligations  are  audited,  lx?g  to  say,  the  Secretary 
of  State,  as  State  Auditor,  is  authorized  by  sections  145  and  293 
of  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1898  to  audit  such  claims  for  dis- 
bursements. 

In  answer  to  the  third  part  of  your  question,  viz.,  under  what 
authority  of  law  payments  are  mlade,  I  beg  to  say  that  all  such 
payments  are  made  upon  warrants  of  the  Secretary  of  Statue  is- 
sued under  section  14G  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1898,  by  the 
Stat-e  Ti-easurer  under  section  157,  Wisconsin  statutes  1898, 
from  such  funds  as  the  warrant  may  specifically  designate  or 
from  the  general  fu-nd  as  autliorized  bv  section  172  of  the  stat- 
utes  of  1898. 

You  will  thus  see  that  specific  statutorv^  authority  is  given  for 
all  matters  incjuired  al)out  by  you,  save  and  except  only  a  por- 
tion of  the  tele^aphic  service.  '

conso  to  sell  liquor  in  a  certain  plac<*,  permit  the  licensee  to  re- 
move his  saloon  to  another  building  and  there  sell  under  such 
license.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  your  recent  inquiry,  in  which  you  ask  for 
mv  oi)inion  as  to  whether  the  Comtoon  Council  of  the  City  of 
Prairie  du  Chien  have  a  right  by  oi-dinanco  to  permit  or  allow 
a  person  holding  a  license,  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  at  a  cer- 
tain specified  placei  in  the  city,  to  remove  his  bar  and  liquors 
across  the  street  to  another  building  on  the  occasion  of  enter- 
tainjnents  in  the  other  building  in  the  evening,  and  during-said 
time  to  keep  his  regular  saloon  closed. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say,  the  City  of  Prairie  du  Chien  is  acting 
under  a  special  charter,  being  Chapter  401  of  the  Laws  of  1889. 
That  chapter  provides  tliat  the  Common  Council  have  full 
power  by  ordinance  to  grant  such  license  and  to  alter,  moil  if  \% 
amend  and  repeal  all  such  ordinances,  etc.  "  At  die  time  tliat 
special  charter,  was  passed,  the  general  law  on  the  subject,  Sec- 
tion 1548  of  tlie  present  Wisconsin  stiitutes  of  1898,  was  in 
force  and  effect.  While  specufie  authority  is  given  to  the  Com- 
mon Council  under  your  special  charter  to  alter,  modify  and 
amend  its  ordinances,  that  grant  of  power  is  given  to  themi  to 
l>e  exei-cised  subject  to  the  general  laws  dien  in  existence  in  the 
State  of  Wisconsin,  and  tlie  Supreme  Court  of  tliis  state  has 
held  that  all  general  excise  laws  of  the  state  are  in  force  in  tlie 
cities  of  the  slate  unless  it  is  plainly  manifest  tliat  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Legislature  to  have  those  general  laws  modified  or 
repealed  by  the  provisions  of  a  city  charter.  Under  that  rule' 
of  construction  the  court  has  decided  in  the  33d  Wisconsin,  p. 
154,  that  a  city  under  a  special  charter  cannot  w^aive  or  modify 
the  general  conditions  or  refquirenaents  that  the  general  statute 
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places  round  the  applicaait  for  a  license;  for  instance,  such  as 
requiring  a  bond. 

Applying  tliis  rule  to  your  c^se,  we  find  in  the  general  stat- 
utes, Sec.  1548,  that  thc^  application  for  license  JuiLst  be  in  "N^Tit- 
iug  and  must  state  the  kind  of  license  applied  for  and  must  des- 
ignate die  premises  where  such  liquors  shall  be  sold.  These  are 
prerequisite  to  a  granting  of  any  license;  but^  when  the  license? 
is  granteil,  it  may  l>e  granted  subject  to  such  requirements  and, 
if  substxjuently  modified,  altered  or  changed,  it  must  still  con- 
tinue to  bo  sid>jected  to  snch  requirements.  Tinder  that  rule 
the  «y>urti^  in  other  states,  having  similar  statutes,  have  held  tJiat 
a  licetiee  once  gi*anted  to  any  individual  to  sell  liquor  at  a  place 
therein  s^xx'ified  cannot  tliereafter  be  changed  and  granted  to 
him  tif)  sell  in  another  plact\;  a^^,  for  instance,  when  a  party  hold- 
ing a  liciense  to  sell  li(]uor  at  a  certain  place  suffers  the  loss  of 
his  place  of  business  by  fire  (hiring  the  lifetime  of  his  license, 
he  cannot  tJien  ask  to  have  his  license  transfernxl  to  a  new 
building  or  to  any  other  locality  tluui  that  covere<l  by  the  tennis 
of  the  license  when  issued.-  So  decided  in  the  case*  found  in  the 
IGv^d  Penn.  State  Reports,  p.  4S1,  whore  the  cu>ui't  there  held 
that  the  authority  granting  the  license  luul  no  i>ower  to  transfer 
the  license  from  one  place  to  another,  c^veu  though  the  building 
had  burneil.  We  also  find  the  same  ride  laid  down  and  con- 
trolling in  the  J  1th  Ky.  Lr.w  Keiw>rts,  p.  OT.*).  We  also  find 
that  to  l:e  the  rule  of  law  as  substantiallv  laid  down  bv  Black  on 
]nti)xicating  liqu(  rs.  Sees.  145  and  150. 

T  iluTcfore  conclude  and  advise  vou  that  the  Common  (\>un- 
cil  of  the  City  of  Prairie  du  Chien  cannot,  after  having  grant^nl 
a  license  to  sell  licjuor  at  a  certain  ])lace,  th(M*eafter,  by  an  onli- 
naiKM*,  jK'iiinit  or  allow  the  licensee  U\  remove  his  bar  and  liq- 
ours  acr(^ss  the  strc^f^t  to  another  buihling,  on  the  m-casion  of  en- 
tertainments in  this  other  l>viilding  in  the  ev(^iing,  and  sell  liq- 
(airs  in  such  building,  under  protection  of  such  license^

Dear  Sir: — I  Lea^  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  inqiiirv  of 
this  (latr,  in  vrhieh  yon  ask  for  my  suggestions  as  to  the  prefer- 
able ineth<Kl  of  detenuining  the  manner  and  timie  of  submitting 
to  the  vo*^^-  of  thf^  peo]>le  certfiin  amendments  to  the  constitution 
Avhieli  have  lx*?n  aureed  to  bv  two  le":islatures, 

Tn  reply  I  lx*g  to  say : 

Firsts  the  constitution,  in. Sec.  1,  Art.  XIII,  in  considering 
die  mx  thod  of  making  aniit^ndments  to  the:  (constitution,  contciin- 
plates  that  after  two  successive  legislatures  have  agrecni  upon 
the  pro'ix>sed  ajnendments,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  leg- 
islature to  submit  such  amendments  to  the  people  in  such  man- 
ner juid  at  such  tinite  as  the  legislature  shall  preserilx^.  Fre- 
(puiiily  tlie  legislature  has  taken  no  further  action  in  tbe  m.at- 
tcr  after  the  second  legislature  has  agreeil  to  tlio  proposed 
amrndment.,  but  leave  it  entirelv  to  the  Swretarv  of  State  to 
j>r«:>r»eed  as  tJie  law  pre^crilx'^.  A.  Ix^tter,  however,  and  more 
pi>^(*rable  metliod  is  for  the  legislature  to  take  form^al  action, 
either  by  bill  or  joint  resolution.  ^A  bill  is  not  necessarj',  but 
a  joint  resolution  is  sufficient  and  probably  would  Ix^  regarded 
with  greater  favor.  The  legislature  has  already  prescribed  by 
statute  the  method  in  which  iho  questicm  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  jx'^.^^ple,  the  infornration  that  shall  be  given  to  the  voter,  the 
form  which  the  question  shall  take  upon  the  official  ballot  and 
the  canvass  of  the  vote  thereon  and  it.s  final  detenniinaticm. 

Second.  All  of  the  proposed  amendments  that  have  be<»n 
ajrrred  to  bv  two  successive  leinslatures  mav  be  and  should  l)e 
included  in  a  single  joint  rcftolutiop. 

Third.  Such  joint  resolution  should  ivcite  the  various 
amendments  in  full  and  not  refer  to  them  merelv  bv  numlier 
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and  title.     This  precaution  i^  a  wise  ono  wlien  attempting  so 
nn])ort.ant  a  step  as  an  ametidment  to  the  constitution^  because 
it  insni-es  more  certainty'  in  tlio  result  and  leaves  less  probabil- 
•  itv  of  eriT>r  and  misunderstandinc:. 

Fonrtli.  In  my  judprniiont  a  general  election  is  the  beJtter 
time  to  submit  such  questions,  for  \\\Q}  reason  that  it  insures 
consideration  by  a  cjrealer  number  of  people. 

Fifth.  Such  final  joint  rcvsolution  for  the  purpose  of  sub- 
mitting: the  pro]X)sed  amendments  to  tho'  people  should  not  be 
intrmlucofl  nor  passed  until  after  the  proposed  anijendments  to 
thd  constitution  have  been  foitnally  passed  a.nd  the  last  step 
has  Ix^en  taken  in  reference  to  tlieni. 

You  Avill  appreciate,  of  course,  that  tliese  recommendations 

of  mine,  based  upon  your  inquiry,  arc  suggestive  merely  and 

any  other  method  that  may  1x3  decided  upon  by  the  legislative 

Ixxly  Avill  1x5  just  as  effectual,  if,  of  course,  it  complies  with  the 

con  sti  tut  ion  al  recpi  i  remen  t

Dear  Sm: — ^Your  favor  of  the  21st,  inst.,  requesting  an  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  the  republican  and  democratic  coimty  commit- 
teos  could  join  in  issuing  a  call  for  a  convention  to  nominate  a 
county  judge,  and  if  so,  whether  the  convetition  so  called  could 
properly  certify  the  nominations  made  by  said  convention  is 
n^ceived.

General  Opinions, 

<*<>iiiposed  of  ddegat/^s  to  be  elected  from  lK>tli  parties  can  make 
a  nomination  and  ^t  the  nominee  placed  upon  the  oflRcial  ticket. 

In  reply  will  say,  that  section  30,  Statutes  1898  provides  tlie 
manner  of  nominating  candidates.  Subdivision  1,  provides, 
that  nomlinations  may  ho  made  by  convention,  consisting  of  an 
asseniblasfe  of  elct-tors  and  delegates  representing  a  political 
party,  wliich  at  the  last  precedinc:  general  election  cast  the  pre- 
5cri!)ed  vote.  Subdivision  2,  of  said  section  simply  provides 
tlio  iiM^hod  of  nominating  city  officers  Avhidi  is  not  material  in 
the  present  inquiiy.  SulKlivision  3  of  section  30  provides,  for 
the  nomination  of  candidates  by  individual  or  nomination  pa- 
pers. 

Vou  will  oKserve  that  candidates  for  the  office  of  county  judge 
must  be  nominated  in  tbd  manner  prescrilx?d  in  the  1st,  or  3rd, 
sulKlivisions  of  section  30.  There  is  no  provision  miade  for 
nominating  candidates  by  a  joint  convention,  such  as  you  sug- 
ge^t^  and  I  think  it  very  clear,  that  a  candidate  so  nominated 
would  not  1)0  entitled  to  have  bis  name!  placed  upon  the  official 
ticket  as  tlio  nominee  of  such  convention ;  for  the  simple  reason 
that  it  is  not  sucli  a  convention  as  is  prescribed  by  sub^livision  1 
of  section  30. 

HoweveJr  if  such  a  convention  were  called  and  should  endorse 
sonuD  particular  candidate,  such  candidate  could  of  course  se- 
cure a  nomination  by  individual  nomination  papers  as  pre- 
scribed in  subdivision  3  of  section  30,  and  then  his  name  should 
he  placed  upon  the  official  ballot;  not  as  the  nominee  of  the  con- 
vention, but  because  he  is  entitled  to  go  upon  the  official  ballot 
by  reason  of  his  individual  nomination  papers.

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Passes, — A 11  ti -pass  Law  prohibits  free  transportiition  or  dis- 
crirninatioii  in  favor  of  anv  officer,

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  ref^eipt  of  your  favor  of  yesterday,  statr 
iiie*  that  you  are  actinir  as  local  attorney  for  the  Milwaukee 
road ;  tliat.,  in  consideration  thereof,  you  are  furnished  Anth 
trans}x>rtati(>n  on  their  lines,  and  asking  wlietlier  tliis  i)revents 
you  from  acting  as  notary  public  or  court  commissioner  under 
tlie  ajiti-ivass  law. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  of  course  ycm  are  awaix?  that  it  is 
not  made  my  official  dutv  to  advise  vou  in  reference  to  this  mat- 
ter,  and  any  opinion  I  miay  express  is  unofficial  and  advisory 
only.  The  authoritative  inteq>retation  of  this  law  is  for  the 
courts. 

T  would  say  to  you  unofficially  that  two  tilings  are  prohibited 
by  tlie  anti-pass  law:  First,  free  transportation;  second,  a  dis- 
crimination in  favor  of  any  public  ofrlcer. 

^"ou  do  not  say  whether  your  traiLsportation  is  in  tlie  form  of 
a  ])ass  or  mileaii:e.  If  vou  have  a  contra-et  witli  them'  bv  which 
this  company  is  to  pay  you  a  certain  sum  each  year  for  repre- 
senting it  at  your  station,  I  do  not  see  anything  which  woidd 
prevent  their  making  the  ])a}^llent  in  mileage  to  the  value  of 
your  ser\'ici»s.  If,  however,,  they  give  you  a  pass,  tlie  services 
you  render  might  Ik?  worth  $50  and  you  might  ride  10,000 
miles  on  die  pass.  While  this  would  not  be  fre<*  trans]x>rtation, 
1  think  it  would  be  a  discrimination  in  your  favor  and  a  privi- 
lege withlu^ld  from  the  general  ]>ublic.  I  should  have  very  se- 
rious doubts  as  to  whether  this  would  not  come  witliin  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  anti-pass  law.  Possibly  the  courts  might  put  a 
diflFerent  construction  upcm  it:  but,  in  view  of  the  fact  tliat  th.e 
courts  have  not  yet  ]>ass(Ml  uiK>n  the  law,  I  feel  disp^scxl  to  put 
rather  a  strict  c(mst ruction  uix>n  this  law.

Dear  Sir: — Replyino;.to  your  recent  imjuiry,  in  which  yow 
ask  for  my  opinion  upon  two  s(*yeral  (pustions,  I  Ix'g  to  say  as 
{( Howe : 
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First:  Your  question  is,  Where  estate  is  pending  in  die 
pr(>l>ate  court  and  tlio  court  makes  an  order  under  chapter  151, 
K.  S.,  is  tJio  judge  entitled  to  fees  from  county,  provided  for  by 
last  clause  of  section  2454-,  R.  S.  ? 

In  reply  to  that  question :  It  is  difficult  for  me  to  see  how 
application  cotild  be  made  under  chapter  151  to  tlie  probate 
court  to  sell  part  of  real  estate  in  which  minor  heirs  are  inter- 
ested, while  the  estate  is  jx^nding.  The  purpose  of  chapter  151 
is  to  enable  the  interest  of  the  minor  heir  in  real  estate  to  be 
sold. 

llie  purjwso  of  tlie  probate  court  making  a  sale  of  part  of  real 
estate  while  the  estate  is  pending  is  for  tlie  purpose  of  paying 
debts  or  expc'iis^^s  of  administration  during  the  settlemjent  of  tlie 
(usta.t(3  ajid  that  proccxxling  is  under  an  entirely  different  cliap- 
ter  of  tlie  statutics. 

Of  course  it  is  jK>ssible  for  an  application  to  be  made  to  the 
county  court  while  an  estate  is  pending  tlierein,  to  sell  tlie  inter- 
est ill  tliat  estate  or  some  part  of  such  interest  of  minor  heirs 
under  chapter  151. 

If  the  county  court  is  acting  under  chapter  151,  but  not  for 
the  jnir]x>sc  of  the  settlement  of  an  estate,  and  not  in  a  matter 
pertaining  to  pn>bate  business,  the  judge  is  entitled  to  his  fee. 
If,  however,  he  is  attompting  to  exercise  his  jurisdiction  under 
chapter  151  for  tlie  purpose  of  selling  some  part  of  tlie  estate^ 
jxMiding  tJie  settlement  of  tlief  estate^and  for  the  purpose  of  set- 
tling the  estate,  then  he  is  acting  in  business  "appertaining  to 
probate  business"  and  is  not  entitled  to  a  fee. 

The  whole  decision  of  this  question  depends  upon  whetlier 
the  judge  in  this  procec*ding  is  acting  in  matters  pertaining  to 
probate  businc^ss  or  not.  Within  that  field  he  is  entitled  to  no 
fee.     Outside  of  that  field  he  is  entitled  to  the  additional  fee. 

ScH?ond. — Your  second  question  is.  Are  proceedings  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  166a  sucb  proceedings  as  come  under 
the  head  of  '^adminisl ration  of  tlie  estates  of  deceased  persons/' 
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or  is  tlie  comity  judge  entitled  to  extra  fees  from  eoimtj'  for 
same  ( 

III  reply  to  tliis  question  I  beg  to  say,  tlie  application  made 
under  chapter  IGGa  to  determine  the  descent  of  lands,  etc.,  comes 
under  tliat  class  of  proceedings  in  wlncli  the  county  judge  has  to 
take  proof  and  act  wittrin  the  general  jurisdiction  conferrecl

u[x>n  probate  judgc-s,  and  in  that  capacity  he  is  acting  within

\yec^  to  sav,  1  tliink,  Avhen  vou  read  the  entire  section  45G1  of  the 
statutes  of  1898  and  t^ke  into  consideration  the  pui^posc  for 
which  that  section  was  enacted,  you  will  readily  sec  that  it 
permits  merchants  to  have  in  possession  and  offer  for  sale  fish 
under  the  sizi*s  lYientioned  in  said  section,  prodded  tlie  mer- 
chants have  not  purchased  from  any  one  or  more  fishermen  fish 
taken  in  one  lift  not  to  exceed  25  pounds  of  the  sizes  mentioned. 
That  is  to  say,  the  merchant  may  have  in  his  possession  arty 
quantity  of  fish,  but  they  must,  if  undeT  size,  and  of  moi-e  than 
25  pounds,  have  been  purchased  from  different  fishennen,  and 
from  no  one  fisherman  mpre  than  25  pounds  of  tlio  under  sizes 
at  any  one  lift.

Artw  I  of  tlie  articles  of  incorporation  and  Sec  2  of  tlie 
by-laws  provide  in  etfe<»t  for  the  making  of  loans  to  its  mem- 
IxMS  and  otliers.  Under  section  2009  \V.  S.,  a  uuitmil  build- 
ing and  loan  association  is  required  to  loan  its  money  among 
iiS  mendjors,  and  I  do  not  tJiink  that  this  section  autliorizes 
loaning  to  persons  other  tJian  members.  The  first  ai'ticle  also 
providcis  tliat  the  business  is  to  be  carried  on  *Svitliin  the  statf* 
(;f  Wisconsin  and  especially  in  the  county  of  Milwaukee  in  said 
state."  Sec,  2014-5  stats.  18i)8  provides  in  effect,  aiiijong  other 
things,  tliat  **for  every  loan  made,  a  non-negoiiable  noto'  or 
bond   so^cured  by   mortgage  u]xm   real  estate  situated   in  the 

county  where  such  association  is  locateil 

shall  be  given."  This  provision  in  effect  limtits  the  business 
of  tlie  ass<x?iaiion  to  the  county  in  which  it  is  located,  and  for 
liiis  reason  it  seems  clear  that  tlie  articles  of  association  should 
])rovi(lo  for  doing  business  in  Milwaukee  countyj  and  should  not 
]):ovide  for  doing  business  throughout  the  state. 

Sec.  70  of  the  by-laws  provides  in  effect  that  tlie  board  of 

directors  sliall  have  tlie  |)ower  and  authority  to  invest  acciunu- 

latcvl  funds  in  excess  of  its  re:|uiivment8  for  loans  as  they  decfm 

to  tlie  best  inrerestd  of  lh(»  society.     Sec.  2012  of  the  statutes 

(f  1S1>S  prcvidcs.  among  other  things,  that  ^Svhen  such  asso- 
(•iatiou  shall  accumulate  funds  in  excess  of  its  requirecnents  for 
loans,  then  such  ])aid  up  stock  sliall  be  retired  in  such  man- 
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mr  us  the  by-laws  ])rc>vide  or  as  the  lx7ar(l  of  directors  may  de^ 
temiinc*/' 

It  will  bt^  oiirtt^n-ed  tliat  tJiero  is  nothing  in  the  st^atiites  which 
warrants  tho  invt^tnieiit  of  sui-jdiLs  funds  by  the  dircH'toi's,  but 
that  the  statutes  do  provide  for  retiring:  stx:>ck  to  cover  tlie  case 
r.f  a  surplus  of  funds  in  excess  ^)f  the  reijuirenient  for  loani>.

Ileplingto  your  first  question  as  to  whetlier  the  publication 
()f  the  ten  days'  notice  according  to  section  4,  chapter  (541, 
laws  iii  1S09,  is  numdator\',  will  say,  that  whik>  I  am  incliiuHl 
to  Ix^licre  tliat  this  provision  is  mandat^ory,  still,  as  you  an* 
awarts  there  has  been  no  adjudication  on  this  p:,int  by  our 
c  nrts,  hence  it  n":iny  well  be  considere<l  an  opi^n  (]U(»stion— - 
><:  far  as  caucusf^s  ai'e  concerned.  The  onlv  safc^  course^  is  to 
f'ivo  the  ten  days'  notice.  But  it  does  not  follow  from  this  tluU 
a  c>virt  would  hold  that  the  failure  to  give  this  notice  rendcMN 
all  the  pnxredings  invalid. 

lie^>lying  to  your  second  question,  as  to  wlu^tlu^r  the  county 
cr  -.iimittrc  can  c^ill  tlie  caucus  for  the  nomination  of  aldennen 
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in  tliat  city,  will  say,  that  I  think  this  caucus  should  be  called 
by  thjo  city  commdttee.  See  section2,  chapter  341.  TJiis  sec- 
tion provides  that  the  respective  county  or  city  committees  shall 
deitennjine  the  time  and  place,  etc.,  of  holding  the  caucus  and 
convention.  Clearly  under  lliis  provision  the  city  committee 
should  call  the  caucuses  to  nominate  aldermen. 

Keplying  to  your  question  as  to,  whether  the  city  committee 
can  call  the  caucus  for  the  nomination  of  superxdsors,  would 
say  that  1  believe  tliat  tliis  question  should  be  answered  in 
tlie  afBinnative.  I  note  what  you  say  in  your  letter  of  the 
14th  inst,  in  which  vou  call  attention  to  the  case  of  State 
ex  rel  Gill  vs.  Superv^isoi*s,  21  Wis.,  441),  and  which  holds  tliat 
sui>ervisoi*s  are  county  officoi's:  also  your  suggestion  as  to. 
whether  die  legislature  in  enacting  tlie  chai'ter  of  your  city 
could  constitutionally  make  a  sui)eiTisor  a  city  officei*.  You 
will  note  that  in  the  case  referred  t/O,  Judge  Cole  concurred 
in  the  opinion,  but  says  that  he  is  inclined  to  the  opinion 
that  tlie  i)erson  to  be  elected  supervisor  must  be  a  resident  of 
the  district  in  order  to  be  elected,  and  that  Downer,  the  other 
justice,  dissents. 

An  examination  of  tlie  following  sections  of  tlie  statutes  will 
I  tliiiik  convince  you  that,  at  least  for  tlie  purpose  of  election, 
supervisors  of  a  city  are  dcemied  to  be  officers  of  the  city,  -al- 
though their  duties  of  course  relate  to  county  business.  See 
section  602,  statutes  of  1808,  which  provides  in  effect,  that 
every  ward,  every  incoi7)oratod  village,  shall  be  represented  in 
the  county  board  by  a  supen'isor,  and  that  all  such  supen'isors 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  electors.  Also  that  when  any 
vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  such  supervisor,  tlie  proper 
coniiiion  council  or  board  of  trustees  shall  fill  sudi  vacancy 
by  apix>intinent.  Section  875  statutes  1808  also  provide  for 
die  election  of  a  supervisor  by  each  village  incorporated  under 
general  law.  Section  025-23  provides  diat  in  cities  of  the 
second,  third  and  fourth  classes  there  shall  be  elected  one  super- 
visor from  each  ward. 
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In  view  of  the  provisions  above  referred  to  and  which  are 
similar  to  the  charter  provisions  of  your  city,  it  seeni^  clear 
tliat  supervisors  may  j)roperly  be  nomdnated  and  elected  as  city 
officei-s  and  tliat  the  city  comniittee  should  call  die  caucuses 
or  conventions  to  nominate  theiii. 

Replying  to  your  question  as  to  whether  it  is  necessary  to 
file  fifteen  days  before  election  the  nomination  papers  of  can- 
didates for  supervisor  noaninated  at  tlie  caucuses,  will  say  tliat 
it  follows  from  the  views  already  stated  tliat  tlie  certificate 
of  nonilination  should  be  filed  witli  tlio  city  clerk  pursuant  to 
tlie  provisions  of  section  32  statutes  1898,  not  more  tlian  fif- 
teen nor  less  than  seven  days  before  election.  This  we  Ixilieve 
is  the  alimo^t  uniform  construction  which  Inxs  been  plaeeil  ui)ou 
til  is  section;  that  is,  it  has  been  tbe  unifonu  practice  to  nomd- 
nato  siipervisoi*s  at  tlie  time  when  city  officers  ai'o  nomiiiiatcKl. 
Yon  Avill  note  further  iii  considering  tliis,  tliat  the  certificate 
of  nomination  is  filed  Avith  tlie  county  clerk  in  order  that  he 
may  prepare  the  official  ballot  to  bo  used  at  the  election.  Weixi 
tJie  supervisor  as  suggested  held  to  be  a  county  officer,  and  the 
certificate  of  nomination  filed  with  tlie  county  clerk,  tlie  city 
clerk  would  have  no  means  of  knowing  who  was  nominated 
or  who  to  place  upon  tJie  official  ballot  for  super\'isor. 

You  submit  several  questions  as  to  whether  or  not  in  certain 
cases  an  injunction  would  lie  to  preveut  tlio  najiio  of  a  peirsou 
nominated  fromi  being  placed  \ijK>n  the  official  ballot  and  to 
pre\'ent  the  canvass  and  return  of  the  vote,  etc.,  which  I  feel 
hardly  Avarranted  in  attempting  to  answer  furtlier  than  to  sug- 
gest tJiat  if  the  caucuses  and  conventions  are  held  in  sul)staii- 
tial  ccwiipliance  with  the  law  and  a  ticket  has  l)c>en  fairly  nonii- 
nated;  that  it  would  te  best  for  all  parties  concerned  to  aapiiesce 
in  the  action  of  the  convention  and  caucus  rather  than  to  liti- 
gate the  matter.  If,  as  1  apprehend  from  your  letter,  there 
are  irregularities  in  the  notice  of  lx)th  tlie  republican  and  doino- 
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cratic  caucuses,  it  would  seem  that  some  arrangemont  could 
l)c(  uiade  by  which  aiiv  litio;ation  could  l)o  avoided.

Lefj {stature, — The  legislature  has  power  to  regulat-e  or  pro- 
hibit the  running  of  "•dpiible-header"  trains.

])kah  Sir: — You  have  asked  my  official  opinion  as  to  the 
const itutionalitv  of  Hill  No.  4-l-()  S,  a  bill  relating  to  the  run- 
nins:  of  <Ioubk^header  trains. 

In  reply  I  woukl  say  that  I  have  given  this  bill  careful 
examination  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  within  the 
j>ix>vince  of  the  leg-islatvu-e  to  enact  such  a  bill.  The  c(m- 
stitutionalitv  of  this  law  can  onlv  l>e  sustained  as  an  exercise 
of  the  ]>olice  |>(>wer.  The  test  of  the  constitutionality  of  such 
laws  is  in  every  case  whether  they  are  designed,  and  do  tend, 
to  protect  some  public  or  private  right  from  the  injurious  acts 
cf  the  rtvilroad  company. 

The  courtvS  have  held  tliat  everyone,  whether  eorporation  or 
natural  person,  must  so  enjoy  and  make  use  of  his  rights 
as  not,  to  injure  another;  and  that  The;  State  may  institute 
whatever  reasonable  regulations  nuiy  l)e  necessary-  to  pi-e- 
vent  injury  to  tJie  public  or  to  ]>rivate  persons.  The  courts 
h(^ld  that  here!  a.^  elsewhere  the  exercise  of  the  jyolice  power 
must  I>e  confined  to  those  re.t>:ulations  which  mtav  be  needed 
and  which  do  actually  tend  to  })rewent  the  infliction  of  injury 
to  otlirrs ;  that  the  y)ublic  necessity  of  the  exercise  of  the  po- 
lice  power  in  any  cas("  is  a  matter  addressed  to  the  discretion 
of  tlu^  legislature!;  but,  whether  a  given  i*egulation  is  a  reason- 
al>l(^  restriction  upon  jK^rsonal  rights,  is  a  judicial  question. 
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I  liavo  no  doubt  but  that,  under  the  great  weight  of  judicial 
authority,  the  legislature  may  rightfully  cmact  this  law. 
Whetlier  or  not  the  courts  will  enforce  it  in  a  given  ca.se  nnust 
de{>?»n<l  uix;u  the  facts  of  that  c^se  and  ujx>n  the  reas(^nable- 
nrss  of  tlie  law  as  applied  to  those  facts.  I  hve  no  doid>t  but 
the  courts  woidd  enforce  it  in  all  cases  where  it  is  jiecc^ssarv 
fortlie  protection  of  the  life,  or  person,  or  rights,  of  indi- 
viduals or  dio  rights  of  tlie  public,  but  would  refuse  to  eii- 
f<;rce  it  wheiv  ])ublJc  or  private  rights  were  not  interfennl 
•with.  In  oUier  words,  I  think  this  law  would  stand  exactly 
u|K>ii  the  same  basis  as  regulations  atfwting  the  speed  of  rail- 
way trains  in  cities  and  those  requiring  railways  to  kee])  flag- 
men at  strec^t  crossings.  Such  regulations  are  enforcilde  when 
leasonable,  but  are  unenforcible  when  unreasonable  as  api>lie(l 
to  the  individual  case  under  consideration. 

I  would  furtlier  sav  that  the  courts  not  onlv  enforce  such 
n^giilations  in  aJl  cases  where  the  necessity  therefor  is  appar- 
ent, hut  also  in  all  cases  where  tl^e  reason aWeness  of  tJui  rogiila- 
tioii  is  in  doubt

You  also  call  attention  to  the' provisions  of  sec- 
tions 805  and  800  of  the  statnt4?s,  requiring  that  the  order 
of  the  court  and  the  cci-tificate  of  the"  result  of  the  election 
shall  b<^  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  witliin 
ton  days  after  elefction,  and  also  providing  that  thereupon  the 
village  shall  he  a  l>ody  coi-porate.  You  also  call  attention  to 
sec*.tion  807  of  the  statutes,  which  provides  that  three  weeks' 
notiee  of  the  call  for  a.  village"  election  injust  he  given  and  tliat 
it.  folhm-ft  from  this  that  no  village  officers  can.  be  elected  Ixi- 
fore  the  eoniing  judicial  election,  and  that  there  is  no  one  ex- 
prct=!sly  authorized  to  give  notice  in  the  proposed  village,  of 
a  judcial  election. 

With  this  statement  of  facts  you  submit  the  following  ques- 
tions and  recjuest  an  opinion  thereon: 

"1.  Wlicn  the  village  becomes  a  Ixxly  coiix^rate  by  record- 
ing fhe  necessary  pajx^rs,  will  the  electors  i*esiding  in  the  vil- 
lage have  any  right  to  vote  at  the  towni  meeting? 

**2.  If  public  notice  is  given  of  the  judicial  election  in  the 
village,  and  all,  or  substantially  all  of  the  eleetore  therein  act- 
ually vote  at  such  election,  a^U  such  an  election  be  a  valid 
onei? 

'^3.  Can  the  thi-ee  weeks'  notice  required  by  sections  803  and 
807  be  safely  shoilened  so  that  the  village  officers  can  be  elected 
on  April  2d*  1901? 

"4.  Under  the  pif)visions  of  section  784,  can  the  town  meet- 
ing on  election  day  be  adjourned  to  the  nearest  convenient 
place  in  the  same  village,  and  will  such  adjounied  mieeting 
be  a  valid  one  ? 

"5.  Although  the  village  l)ecomes  a  body  corporate  under 
section  805  and  800,  does  it  become  a  separate  municipality 
until  fully  organized  as  provided  in  section  925/i?  In  otlier 
words,  is  organization  necessary  to  constitute  such  a  village 
a  separate  election  district  under  i^aid  section  925/i  ?" 

In  reply  will  say  that,  as  you  are  aware,  I  am  not  authorized 
to  give  you  an  official  opinion  upon  tlie  questions  submitted. 
Anything  tliat  I  may  say  is  purely  unofficial  and  advisory  only. 
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Tn  aii5?w€!r  to  the  1st  and  5th  questions  submittod,  which  I 
shall  consider  toi^ether,  I  \vill  say  that  in  my  opinion,  altliongh 
the  villaffe  is  by  section  865  dectnled  a  body  corporate  from 
the  time  of  tilie  recording  of  the  order,  still  I  do  not  belie?v'e 
it  becomies  a  separate  and  independent  raHmicipality  imtil 
fullv  organized,  that  is,  until  it  is  organized  by  the  election 
of  officers  as  provided  in  section  807.  There  can  be  no  ques- 
tion that  such  organization  is  necessary  to  constitute  such  a 
villaijc  a  separate  election  district  within  tlie  nieaninfi:  of  the 
stiituto  relating?  to  ffoneral  elections.  T  am  confinned  in  this 
view  by  rea.son  of  the  fact  that,  if  this  construction  were  not 
jriveri,  the!  electors  in  the  villasre  would  be  practically  disfran- 
chised from  voting  at  the  cominsr  judicial  election,  for  the 
reason  that  there  are  no  village  officers  to  give  notice  of  the 
election  or  to  conduct  such  election.  This  construction  could 
not  Tx*  tolerated.  For  this  reason  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  the  electors  in  the  villa^e^are  entitled  to  vote  the"  judicial 
ticket  at  the  sprinc:  elocution  held  for  the  town.  Tt  is  some- 
what more  doul>tful  whether  the  electors  residiiifi:  in  the  vil- 
la^re  are  entitled  to  vote  for  town  officei*s  at  the  town  election. 
T  would  suggest  that,  while  such  electors  miay  have  the  leiral 
rieht  to  vote  on  all  questions  at  the  town  election,  since  the 
village  is  not  organized  as  a  separate',  independent  municipal- 
itv,  still  they  really  have  no  interest  in  the  town  election  and 
.since  their  right  to  vote  is  somewhat  doubtful  if  thev  were  not 
allowed  to  vote  for  town  officers,  no  injustice  would  be  done. 

Tn  answer  to  your  2nd  question,  will  say  that,  if  public  no- 
tice of  an  election  is  giveti  and  all,  or  subst-antially  all,  of  the 
electors  actiiallv  vot^e  at  such  election,  it  would  Ixn  valid. 

I  l)elieve  the  3rd  question  submittiod  should  Ix?'  answered, 
Xo,  and  the  Ith  question,  Yes.

Dear  Sir: — You  have.  r(H|Uc«ted  nuy  opinion  as  to  wlietlicr 
a  candidate  who  has  tilcxl  a  certificato  of  nomination  can  also 
iilo  individual  nomination  pa))ers,  and  in  case  the  clerk  is  re- 
strained from  ])nttin^  his  name  on  the  ticket  as  the  nominee 
of  a  ])ai*ty,  go  on  the  ticket  by  nomination  pai)ers. 

In  iT]>ly  will  say  that  this  is  not  a  (juestion  uj^on  which.  I 
am  authorized  to  ipve  yon  an  official  o]>inion.  T7nofficially  T 
would  say  tliat  in  the  case  vou  su2rfi:est  there  is  no  reason  whv 
the  poi'soii  cannot  have  his  name  placed  on  tlio  official  ballot 
under  tlie  head  of  individual  nominations. 

Section  88,  statutes  of  18 J) 8,  a.s  amende<l  by  chapters  349 
and  351,  laws  of  1S|)0,  provide,  that  i>ersons  nominated  by 
]>a]x^r  nominations  shall  l)e  placed  under  the  designation  of  in- 
dividual noiniuations,  ])rovided  that  the  name  of  the  same  in- 
dividual  shall  not  he.  placed"  on  the  ticket  under  the  head  of 
individual  mr.ninations  if  his  name  already  appeal's  under  a 
party  desifnnition.  FiT)m  this  provision  it  is  apparent,  that 
if  a  person's  name  is  not  already  on  the  ticket  as  the  nominee 
of  a  party  and  he  has  filed  the  requisite  individual  nomina- 
tion pa]XM-s  he  is  entitled  to  go  on  the  official  ballot 

Provisicm  is  nuade  under  section  38  for  placing  the  name  of 
a  ]K*rson  on  the  ticket  who  has  l)een.  iu>minated  by  mlore  than 
one  ]>arty,  and  it  is  provided  tliat  his  name  shall  Ix^  placed 
under  tlie  d(»signation  of  the  party  who  first  nominated  him, 
exce})t  that  in  case  he  is  nomimited  by  moi-e  than  one  party  at 
the  sarnie  time  he  is  givc^i  a  right  to  elect.  But  in  all  cases  he 
is  aJl<nv(><l  to  have  his  name  on  the  ticket  Init  once  for  the  same 
office.     I  simply  call  attention  to  these  i>rovisions  to  show  that 
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Tlu*rt>  is  no  ol)jtx^'tioTi  to  ones  filing  a  certificate  of  noiiiS nation 
anil  ulso  indi vicinal  nomination  pap?rs,  bnt  nnder  the  section 
refcrreil  to  tlie  name  can  be  placed  on  the  ticket  bnt  onc<».

an<l  have  a(»ce*|)ted  the  a^ncy  to  sell  lands  for  the  ('hicai2:o  & 
Xorthwestem  T{ail\vav  in  northern  Wisconsin :  that,  thev  offer 
you  a  ])ass  to  l)e  used  in  going  wilh  cnsto!ners  to  show  tlu^c 
lan<ls,  and  asking  whether  you  come  within  the  provisions  of 
tlie  anti-pass  law. 

In  reply  I  wonld  say  that  of  conrse  yon  are  aware  tliat  it  is 
not  made  iry  official  duty  to  advise  yon  in  refercMice  to  this 
matter,  and  yon  will  please  consider  this  letter  as  nnofficial 
and  a.s  advisory  only.  The  law  prohibits  any  ]x^rson  holdiiii^ 
a  state  office  or  ])nblic  position  from  acce]>ting  any  fr(»e  pas< 
fn>:ii  a  railroad  company.  The  conrts  hold  that  yon  as  no- 
tarv  pnblic  are  a  state  officer  and  so  wonhl  come  literallv 
within  the  terms  of  the  law,  if  you  iLse  the  ])ass  for  any  othc^^r 
puriKKse  than  in  the  discharge  of  yonr  duties  as  agent  of  the 
railwa.v. 

I  think  it  is  competent  for  you  to  enter  into  the  employ  of 

thf  railway  and  for  them  to  furnish  von  transportation  in  the

discharge  of  your  diitios  as  such  eiaploye.     I  do  not  think  tliat 

tho  use  of  a  pass  in  the  ^x^rfonnancc  of  such  duties  would  be  a 

violation  of  the  anti-pass  law.     I  do  tliink,  however,  that  if 

you  use  tlio  pass  for  any  other  purpose!  tlian  in  the  dischai-ge 

of  vour  duties  you  cannot  do  so  and  still  continue  to  hold  the 

office  of  notary  public.

— Publication  of  election  notice  in  case  of  citv 
elections,  not  optional,  but  failure  to  give  notice  docs  not  nec- 
essarily invalidate  election.

Dear  Sir: — Y!our  letter  of  the  26th,  inst.,  requesting  an 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  publication  of  the  infonnation  to 
votx^rs  as  required  by  paragi'aph  44  of  the  election  laws  (sec- 
tion 30,  statutes  1808)  is  optional  in  the  case  of  a  city  elec- 
tion, is  r(»ceive<l  and  notcxl. 

Tn  reply  would  say  that  the  publication  of  the  notice  re- 
quired by  section  30,  statutes  18T)8,  is  not  optional  with,  the 
clerk.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  publish  the  notice  as  re- 
quirf^l  b\'  this  section.  Sec»tion  32,  statutes  1898,  appearing 
as  paragra]>h  40  of  the  election  law,  provides  that  nomination 
])a]>ers  for  city  officers  shall  Ire  filed  with  the  clerk  not  more 
than  fifteen  nor  le^s  than  seven  davs  before  the  election.  You 
will  observe  that  these  noniiuation  ])apers  are  by  the  law  re- 
el uire<l  to  bo  filed  in  time  to  enable  the  publication  as  reJquircd 
by  se<*tion  30  of  the  statutes. 

Wiiile  I  aui  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  tlio  duty  of  the 
cl(Tk  to  p\d>li.sli  this  infonnation  to  voters  as  stated,  it  by  no 
iu(?aus  follows  tliat  if  tlie  election  is  held  \\dthout  this  notice 
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of  tJie  noinination,  that  the  election  would  be  invalid.  It  is 
uniformly  hold  by  the  courts  that  the  failure  of  the  election 
officers  to  gi.ve  the!  proper  notice  of  general  and  regularly  re- 
curring elc?ctions,  does  not  affect  the  right  of  electors  to  vote 
at  sncli  election.  In  other  words  even  though  this  informa- 
tion to  voters  is  not  published  in  accordance  with  tlie  provis- ' 
ions  of  the  statutes,  if  all  or  the  greater  portion  of  the  electors 
vote  at  the  regular  election,  tlie  election  will  be  valid.  Sev? 
cases  cited  on  page  38  of  the  election  law  pamphlet^  to  which

l^EAR  Sir: — Yoilr  favor  of  the  20th,   insl.,   in  which  vou 

stat€^  that  at  the  present  tenn  of  circuit  court,  you  convict^nl  a 

man  of  foniication  with  an  insane  female  under  section  4580, 

Wi.sconsin    statutes;  tliat  the    crime  was    cx^mmitted    on  ifay 

20th,  1000,  and  tlie  court  allow^'ed  you  to  introductc  and  read 

in  evidence  at  the  trial  the  judgment  and  all  pr(K'CM?<lings  in 

county  court  had  June  2nd,  1900,  eximiining  and  judging  the 

female  insane    and    committing   her  to  the   asvhini;    that  the 

judgment  recites  that  the  application  upon  which  it  is  based 

was  made  by  three  residents  of  the  county,  tliat  the  female  is 

a  rc^^ident,  etc. ;  that  at  the  trial  you  offered  evidence  tending 

to  .sliow  tJie  pecidiar  conduct  of  the  female  for  some  time  prior 

to  the  date  of  the  offense  and  after  the  offense  up  to  tlie  time 


IIG  IIj:po]{t  of  the  Attorney  General.

of  licr  coiiMuitiuK^nt  to  the  asylum ;  tliat  all  of  this  testiiiiouy 
Avas  roe(MV('<l  iiiider  objoction,  and  that  defendant  sliowed  Iw 
ond  witness  at  the  trial  in  circuit  com-t,  that  one  of  the  partiovs 
who  signed  tlie  appli(*ation  in  the  county  court  liad  left  tJie 
co\mty  alK>ut  two  years  ago  and  made  a  trip  to  Europe  return- 
ing to  tJie  county  hut  a  few  days  tefore  the  proceedings  iu 
countv  court;  that  defendant  has  moved  for  a  new  trial  on  the 
gi'ound  of  error  of  court  in  admitting  judgment  and  comlmit- 
ment  of  county  co\irt,  is  received  and  noted.  With  this  state- 
ment of  facts  you  ask  me  to  give  you  an  opinion  on  the  qucs- 
tioiLS  involved  and  for  citations  and  authorities  for  use  upon 
thd  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

In  reply  will  say  that  I  do  not  tliink  that  tlie  validity  of  the 
procf/^dings  Ix^foro  the  c»ounty  nmrt  can  be  attacked  collater- 
allv.  In  other  words  it  is  immaterial  whether  or  not  the 
father  of  the  female  who  aigned  tlie  application  for  her  coni- 
mitnipnt  is  a  resident  of  ilm  county.  It  is  held  in  Am.  Eng 
Ency.  of  Law  (Swond  Edition),  Vol.  IG,  p.  607,  that: 

"When  the  recoixl  of  an  inquisition  (in.  lunacy)  is  offered  in 
(evidence  in  another  proceeding  its  validity  is  not  oi">en  to  col- 
lateral attack.''     Citing:

Xk'^yx  likely  vou  will  liave  accress  to  some  of  tho  authorities 
alK)vo  cited  and  you  A\'ill,  I  tliink,  be  satisfied  that  the  pro- 
ce(*dings  cannot  he  attacked  collaterally. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  serious  question  whetlier  or  not 
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tho  i'omiiiitnipnt.  liaviiii^  l)c»on  made*  ilftor  tlio  oITcmisc,  it  is  ad- 
iiiissihle  at.  all.  It  is  held  in  P(M)ple  vs.  Ward,  10r>  Cal.,  J^^T), 
that  llio  record  in  an  examination  on  a  ple-a  of  insanit.v  in  a 
trial  for  niunler  l)ein<^  evidence  of  defendant's  mental  eondi- 
tion  at  the  time  of  the  examination  is  not  admissible  to  ])rove 
liis  mental  condition  on  tlie  date  of  tho  killing.  It  would  seem 
lliat  if  this  rule  Avere  followed,  the'  record  of  the  pr(K»eedinirs 
in  county  court  would  l)o  held  inadniissihle.  However,  in 
Greenleaf  on  Evidence,  15t]i  Edition,  Vol.  2,  se^ction  371,  we 
find  the  following  : 

"Tiie*  stat-o  and  condition  of  Uie  mind  of  tho  party  is  proved, 
like  otlier  facts,  to  the  jury;  and  evidence  of  tlio  state  of  liis 
mind  lK>th  l)efore  and  after  the  act  done  is  admissible.  An  in- 
quisition tskon  under  a  conmiission  of  lunacy  is  admissible 
evidence  btit  not  conclusive  in  the  party's  own  favor.'' 

This  rule  is  approved  in  French  vs.  St4ite,  03  Wis.,  p.  33S, 
where  it  is  held,  that  the  acts,  conduct  and  stateuients  of  an  ac- 
cus<\'l  after  as  well  as  Ix^fore  the  homicide  are»  admissible  to 
show  the  mental  condition  of  the  accused  and  as  l>earing  upon 
tho  question  of  liis  sanity.  Since  under  the  rul(^  evidence  of 
the  actions  of  an  accused  after  the  ccmuuission  of  the  offense 
is  adin/issible  as  tendn«:  to  show  his  mental  condition  at  the 
time  of  the  offense,  it  n)|i«:ht  properly  be  held  that  the  jud«>-- 
nu-'ut  of  the  county  ccmrt.  \\]xm  this  question  V(^ry  soon  after  the 
tune  of  tJie  alleged  offense  is  admissible  as  tending  to  show  that 
tlio  female  was  insane  wdien  tlie  offens^^  was  committed. 

Soit  also  Gardner  vs.  State,  Ofi  Ala.,  12,  where  it  is  held  that 
evidifnce  a.s  to  the  cr)ndition  of  the  mind  of  the  accusc^l  both 
l)efore  and  after  the  commission  of  a  criiue  is  a<luiissil)l(^  on  a 
question  of  sanity. 

Also  ^loore  vs.  Commlon wealth,  U-2  Ky.,  (»30,  where  it  is 
held,  that  where  the  qucMion  (►f  tho  sanity  of  the  a(»cused  is 
suhmitted  to  the  jurv,  it  is  error  to  reje<*t  evidc^ice  offen^l  bv 
him  as  to  tlie  condition  of  his  mind  subsecpuMit  to  the  comiinis- 
sion  of  tlie  crimje." 
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In  Cominoinvea.ltli  vs.  Pomroy,  117  Mass.,  193,  it  was  held, 
that  wliou  die  insanity  is  i*olied  on  as  a  defense  evidonoe)  of  sub- 
sequent conduct  is  not  admissible  to  prove  the  conditio-n  of  de- 
fendant at  the  tini(^  of  committing  tlic  offense  unless  so  con- 
nected widi  evidence  of  a  previous  state  of  insanity  as  to  war- 
rant an  infei'ence  of  a  continuance  at  the  time  of  the  crime. 
As  to  tlic  effect  of  inquisition  of  lunacy  as  evidence,  see 

Denn  vs.  Clark,  18  Am^  Dec.,  421.

Yon  liave  doubtless  examined  the  case  of  Knox  vs.  Ilaug 
(Minn.),  50  X.  \V.,  1)48,  \vh:>re  it  is  held  tliat  proceedings 
nnder  a  statute  somewhat  similar  to  section  585,  stauites  189S, 
are  not  evidence  of  mental  incapacity  to  contract  on  the  part 
of  tlie  person  who  is  examined,  conmiitted  to  a  state  hospital. 
AVhile  it  might  be  urged  that  under  the  rule  laid  do^vn  in  this 
case  that  the  recoi*d  of  the  proceedings  which  you  introduced 
in  evidence  was  inadmissible,  I  think  tlie  answefr  to  this  is  that 
the  court,  placed  the  decision  on  the  ground  that  tlie  only  mat- 
ter to  l)e  investigat^'d  under  the  statutory  proceeding  for  com- 
mitting to  an  asylum  is  the  alleged  insanity  and  need  of  care 
and  treatmientw     The  court  says, 

^*Tlie  degree  of  tlie  insanity  except  so  far  as  necessary  to 
ascertain  if  care  and  ti'catmjent  he  needed  and  its  effect  on  tlie 
capacity  of  the  j>erson  to  do  business  or  manage  his  property 
need  not  be  investigated.  A  person  may  he  insane  on  some 
one  .subje(^t  and  still  Ix^  as  able  as  the  sanest  to  manage  his  own 
property  and  affairs." 

I  simply  call  attention  to  this  case  as  it  is  quite  likely  that 
it  miay  l)e  used  on  tJie  argument  of  your  motion,  but  it  can 
easily  be  distinguished,  for  it  is  im-rnaterial  in  a  proseteution 
under  4580  whether  the  female  is  insane  on  one  subject  or  on 
all. 

In  Pflunger  vs.  State,  46  Neb.,  493,  it  is  held,  that  the  fact 
that  one  charged  with  a  crime  had  previous  to  the  act,  been  com- 
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initUnl  to  a  lunatic  asvlmii^  is  adniissiblo  in  evidence  as  tend- 
iug  to  prove  liis  insanit^^  at  tlie  time  of  the  act^ 

1  trust  that  vou  will  find  some  of  the  authorities  citexl  of 
a.-vsist^inee,  and  if  vou  would  care  to  have  anvthinff  further  or 
a  more  complete  statement  of  what  is  held  in  any  of  tlie  par- 
ticular ca.ses  cited  tJian  is  giveu,  I  §hall  bo  pleased  to  render 
vou  anv  furtlier  assistance  that  I  can.

Peddlers'  Licenses. — Peddlers  holding  a  state  license  cannot 
he  required  to  obtain  a  city  or  village  license,  but  transient 
merchants  nxay  bo  required  to  obtain  such  license.

Dear  Sir: — Yours  of  the  20th,  inst^,  requesting  an  opinion 

as  to  tho  right  of  peddlers  or  transient  merchtuits  holding  a 

state  license  to  canvass  from  house"  tx)  house  in  cities  or  to  sell 

upon  the  public  streets,  is  receivetl. 

In  reply  will  say  that  I  am  not  authorized  to  give  you  an 
official  opinion  nor  one  which  is  authoritative.  Unofficially  I 
would  say  that  section  1572,  W.  S.,  provides  tJuit  if  one  in- 
tends to  travel  by  bicycle  or  on  foot,  Init  carryilipj  his  goods,  he 
.sliall  receive  a  state  license  upon  the  payment  of  $30;  tliat,  if 
lie  intends  to  travel  and  carrv  his  ff(X)ds  witli  a  sin2:lo  hoi*sc, 
he  shall  receive  such  license  upon  tlie  payment  of  $45 ;  that, 
if  he  intends  to  travel  \vith  two  or  more  hoi-ses,  $75;  and,  if 
ifiiending  to  deal^as  a  iransieid  merchant,  trader  or  dealer, 
$50. 

This  section  also  provides  that  any  such  pei-son  taking  li- 
cense as  such  transient  merchant,  trader  or  dealer  shall,  in  ad- 
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(lition  tr>  such  aiiiioinit,  also  pay  to  the  ti-easiirer  of  the  town, 
city  or  villa<>'o  wlioro  ho  may  sell  or  offe^  for  salo  any  good-^, 
not  exeee<lino;  $50  for  each  (lav,  to  Ix*  determined  hy  ordinance 
or  .resolution  of  such  toAvti,  city  or  village. 

Yon  will  olysei've  that  tJiero  is  a  distinction  made  l>etween 
transient  merchants,  traders  or  dealers  and  peddlers,  and 
a  different  license  fee  is  provided,  and,  ^vlIile  section  1572  pro- 
vides tliat  the  transient  merchant^  trader  or  dealer  may  be  re- 
quired to  procure  a  loe^l  license  in  addition  to  the  state  licefnse, 
no  such  provision  is  made  with  reference  to  peddlers.  Sec- 
tion 1583  of  chapter  G7,  W.  S.,  provides  that  any  person  Lav- 
ing a  license  from  the  Secretary  of  StatiC  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  (07)  as  a  jx^ddler  or  transient  merchant,  trader 
or  dealer  or, as  a  patent  right  dealer  shall  l)e  exempt  frotn*  any 
further  license  from  towns,  villages  or  cities  in  the  statiS  dur- 
ing the  continuance  thereof,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  chapter  (07).  Sections  1584flf  and  15846  also  contained 
in  chapter  07  provide  for  license  of  i)eddlers  by  local  town  or 
village  autliorities  in  certain  ca^^es  and  provide  that  the  local 
town  or  village  authorities  mav  desimate  certain  days,  not  to 
exceed  twenty  days  in  any  year,  upon  w^hich  peddlers  endeav- 
oring to  procure  the  sale  of  goods  by  putting  up  booths  or  stalls 
or  st(;p]>ing  their  vehicles  in  any  of  the  streets  miay  be  required 
to  take  out  a  local  licf^tise  in  addition  to  the  state  license.

1584/;  are  the  only  j)ro  visions  con  tinned  in  diapter  67  of  the 
statuti^  whicli  authorize  the  lr>cal  authorities  to  require  a  local 
license. 

J  am  therefore  of  the  o]>inion  that  j>eddlers  holding  a  state 
lic(ms(^  cannot,  be  re(|uired  to  obtain  a  license  from  the  city 
auth(»riti(\s,  although,  transient  merchants  may  be  re<[uire<l  to 
obtain  such  license.

1898,  provides, 
that  a  iiotarv'  public  shall  "provide  an  engraved  offii/ial  seal 
whieli  shall  make -a  distinct  and  legible  impression  upon  pa- 
l)er,  giving  his  7iame,  office  and.  covnty,  and  shall  dei)osit  an 
im]>ression  of  the  same,"  etc. 

This  section  is  not  amended  by  chap.  38  of  the  laws  of  1901, 
which  provides  that  in  addition  to  the  offieal  seal  of  a  iiotarv 
public;  ^'thero  shall  l)e  irrilten  or  sfawped  the  day,  month  and 
year  when  tJie  commission  of  said  notary  public  shall  ex{)ire." 
1  am  tliei-efore  of  tlie  opinion  that  the  seal  of  a  notary  pul>- 
lie  should  comjdy  with  section  174,  by  giving  the  nanu*,  offic'j 
and  county,  and  tliat  the  date  of  the  commissiim  re<]uired  to  he 
written  or  stamped  pursuant  to  said  chapter  :58,  laws  of  1901, 
should  not  be  inchuUxl  as  a  part  of  the  seal,  but  should  Ix^  writ- 
ten or  stam])e<l  in  addition  to  the  same.

Dear  Sir: — ^You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  whether 

surety  and  casualty  companies  are  required  to  do  business  in 

this  state  through  resident  agents. 

In  reply  will  say  that  section  1945e  R.  S.  1898  provides 

that : 

'^Xo  fire  insurance  company  not  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  tills  state  shall  writ-e  or  cause  to  be  w^ritten  any  policy  on 
property  herein,  except  thi'ough  its  resident  agent  duly  author- 
ized by  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance." 

This  provision  of  1945e  is  amended  by  Chap.  227  laws  of 
1901,  by  adding  after  tlie  word  ^^fire^'  the  w^ords  "casualty  or 
surety."  I  thinlc  it  clear  that  while  strictly  speaking  a  surety 
company  may  not  write  policies  on  property,  that  nevertheless,, 
by  this  amendment,  the  lejnslature  intended  to  require  surety 
and  casualty  companies  to  do  business  through  resident  agents, 
that  is,  that  the  provision  of  the  law  requiring  fire  insurance 
companies  to  do  business  through  rcvsident  ageints  is  extended 
to  include  casualty  and  surety  companies.  Any  other  construc- 
tion of  Chap.  227  would  render  the  same  meaningless.

1>EAR  Sir: — ^Y|our  letter  of  the  3d  inst,  stating  tiiat  you 
have  a  case  coming  on  soon  where  defendant  forged  several 
checks  on  a  local  bank,  and  one  time  order,  and  attempted  to 
get  the  same  cashed,  but  did  not  succeed  in  getting  nijoney  on 
tlieui;  tliat  neitlier  tlie  cliecks  nor  time  order  were  properly 
stamped  or  stamped  at  all,  and  asking  whether  defendant  can 
be  convicted  of  f orgerv''  for  forging  an  unstamped  check  or  time 
order,  is  received  and  noted. 

In   reply  vnW  say  that  I  tliink  one  can  be  convicted  for 
forging  an  unstamped  check.     In  casef  of  John  vs.  The  State, 
23  Wis.,  504,  it  was  held  that  where  indictment  for  forging  an 
instrumoTit  upon  a  draft  purported  to  set  out  the  draft  in  full 
and  it  did  not  appear  to  l)e  stamped,  that  the  indictment  was 
bad.      Tliis    case,  however,  is  modified  by  the  Ciise  of  Grant 
vs.  the  (Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.,  21)  Wis.,  12(5, 
where  it  is  held  that  the  burden  is  on  the  part}^  who  disputes 
the  validity  of  an  instrument  on  tlie  ground  tliat  it  was  not 
stamped  at  the  time  of  its  delivery,  to  show  that  the  stamp  was 
om-itted  with  intent  to  evade  the  revenue  laws.     The  case  of 
John  vs.  The  State  is  considered  in  the  c^ise  of  State  vs.  Hill, 
30  Wis.,  410,  page  419  of  the  opinion,  where  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing language: 

''But  we  have  had  occasion  to  review  that  de<»ision  in  tJiroe 
cases  which  liave  since  been  l)efore  us  and  following  and  adopt- 
ing the  doctrine  of  many  adjudge<l  cases  in  the  state  and  f (sa- 
cral courts  we  have  reached  the  cx)nclusion  that  an  unstamped 
draft^  note  or  other  instrument  which  tlie  act  of  Congress  re- 
quires to  ho  stamped  is  not  void  for  want  of  a  stamp,  but  is 

a  valid  instrument^  unless  it  should  be  made  to  apx)ear  by  evi- 
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donee  tliat  tlie  stainj)  was  fraiululoiitly  omitted,  and  tliat.  tliero- 
foro  l]io  Qi\^^  of  John  vs.  Tlio  St4ite  was  erronooiisly  decidod." 

Quito  a  colWtion  of  cases  on  this  subject  in  otJier  stateis  is 
lo  1)0  found  in  VolunK?  23  Century  Digest,  section  43,  under 
litlo  '*Forgery." 

'*Tlio  fact  that  an  instninuent  d(X3s  not  boar  a  stamp  as 
required  by  the  internal  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States  does 
not  render  it  void  in  such  a  sense  that  a  prosecution  for  forging 
and  utticring  it  cannot  be  sustained  in  a  state  court"

In  Minnesota  it  is  also  held  tliat  the  uttering  and  publish- 
ing of  a  promissory  note,  tliougk  the  forger  did  not  place  the 
revenue  stamp  reipiii'cd  by  act  of  Congress  July  13,  1866,  is 
indictable,  as  under  that  act  any  ])erson  having  an  interest  in 
the  note  might  affix  tlie  proper  stamp  thereto  and  tberel>y  ren- 
der the  note  invalid.

Deak  Sik: — Your  favor  of  tlie  6th  inst^,  referring  to  ouv 
former  coiTc^pondence  in  relation  to  stamps  on  notes,  l)onds, 
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ou.'.,  offered  in  e^'ide^lce,  and  calling  attention  to  tfi'o  pi"ovisions 
id  sections  7  and  It  of  tlie  war  revenue  law,  is  reeeived  and 
noted. 

In  reply  will  say  tliat  I  l)elieve  yon  will  find  sonio  of  the 
provisions  in  the  former  revenue  act  referred  to  and  discussed 
in  our  court  in  the  follo\ving  cases :

Grant  vs.  Mutual  Ins.  Co.,  29  Wis.,  125.

The  act  of  Congress  of  Juno  30,  1864,  entitled  "An  act  to 
pi'ovide  int/emal  re\'enue  to  support  tlie  g:oveTnment.,  to  pay  in- 
terest on  tlie  puhlic  del)t  and  other  purposes"  provided  by  se<*- 
tion  152  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  record  anv  instnnnent, 
document  or  paper  required  by  law  to  l>o  stajiiix?d  unleft<^s  a 
stamp  or  staiaps  of  the  proper  amount  shall  have  lxM?n  affixed 
and  cancelled  in  the  manner  re<[uired  l)y  law  and  the  record  of 
r\ich  instnuuent  upon  which  the  pro|K*r  stamp  or  stamps  sliall 
not  have  bec^n  affixed  and  cancelled  shall  Ix^  utterly  void  and 
ahall  not  he  used  in  evidence.     By  section  158  of  that  act  it 
was  provided  that  any  person  wlio  shall  make,  sign  or  issue  any 
instrument,   document  or  paper   of   any  kind   or  description 
Avhatsocver,  without  the  saniie  being  staniix^l  or  having  thei'O- 
upon   ail  adhesive  stamp  for  denoting  tlie  stamp  chargeable 
thei'eon  and  cancelled  in  die  manner  recpiired  by  law,  with  in- 
tent to  ovaile  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  for  every  offense 
forfeit  the  sum  of  fiftv  dollars  and  such  instrument,  doinrniient 
or  pai^r  not  Ix^ing  stam,ped  according  to  law  shall  Ik*  decMued 
invalid  and  of  no  effect.     Section  163  declaimed  that  no  dw^l, 
instrument,' document,  writing  or  paper  I'etpiired  by  law  to  be 
stamped  which  has  been  signed  or  issued  without  Ix^ing  duly 
stamjjed  or  with  a  deficient  stamp,  nor  any  copy  shall  be  re- 
corded or  adin/itte<l  or  used  in  evideiucx^  in  anv  court  until  a 
legal  stamp  or  stamps  denoting  the  amount  of  tax  shall  be  af- 
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fixocl  thereto  as  prcvscribed  by  la\\^     The  provision  in  tlio  U.  S. 
St.  of  1800,  C  184,  sec.  0,  was  as  follows: 

*^That  hereafte'r  no  deed,  instriunent,  document,  WTitin^  or 
paper  required  by  law  to  l>e  stamped  which  has  been  signed  or 
issued  AvitJiout  being  duly  stamped  or  with  a  deiicient  stamp, 
nor  any  co]>y  thereof,  shall  be  recorded  or  admitted  or  vsed  as 
evidence  in  any  cour^.  until  a  legal  stamlp  or  stamps  denoting 
the  amiount  of  tax  shall  have?  l)een  affixed  tiiereon  as  prescribed 
by  law." 

You  will  observe  that  tliis  is  the  provision  of  section  14  of 
the  present  revenue  act,  and  tliat  some  of  the  other  provisions 
referred  to  are  substantially  like  section  7  of  the  present  act, 
and  therefore  tlie  decisions  of  our  court  which  have  been  rc^ 
ferred  to  are  equally  applicable  at  the!  present  time.  The  cases 
referred  to  in  our  court  consider  the  matter  at  some  length  and 
will,  I  tliink,  satisfy  you  that  you  can  offer  the  forged  papers 
in  evidence.  It  may  Ixi  that  the  court  would  require  you  to 
aft\x  the  stamps  lK>fore  they  are  received. 

While  I  do  not  find  that  our  court  has  expi-cssly  held  that 
Congi'ess  has  no  jx^wer,  e\'en  if  they  should  assume  to  do  so, 
to  proscrilx?  rules  of  evidence  for  the  state  courts,  it  is  strongly 
intim'afced  in  one  of  the  cases  that  Congress  has  no  such  power. 
In  the  case  of  Carpenter  vs.  Snelling  and  anotlier,  07  Mass., 
452,  these  provisions  of  the  U.  S.  revetiue  law  w^ere  considered 
and  the  court  savs : 

'*Tho  provisions  of  the  statute  of  tlie  United  States  already 
cited  does  not  in  teniis  apply  to  the  courts  of  the  several  states. 
The  lani!:ua«:e  of  the  enactment  is  onlv  that  no  instruments  or 
(hK'uments  not  duly  stampe<l  shall  be  'admitted  or  used  as  evi- 
dence in  anv  court'  until  the  requisite  stamps  shall  have  been 
affixed.'' 

"'This  provision  can  have  full  operation  and  effect  if  consid- 
ered as  intended  to  apply  to  those  courts  only  which  shall  have* 
been  establishe<l  under  the  constitution  of  tJie  IJ'nited  States 
and  by  acts  of  Congress  over  which  the  Federal  Le^slature 
can  Legitimately  exercise  control  and  to  which  they  can  prop- 
erly prescribe  rules  regulating  the  course  of  justice  and  tlic 
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uichIg  of  adinimsteriiig  justice.  Wo  are  not  cli.spr>se<l  to  give  a 
LroaJer  interpretiitioii  to  the  statute.  We  entertain  grave 
'loubts  whether  it  is  within  the  constitutional  authority-  of  Con- 
gress  to  enact  rules  regulating  the  comix^tency  of  evidence  on 
the  trial  of  cases  in  thci  courtis  of  die  several  states  which  shall 
bn  obligatory  upon  tliem.  Wo  are  not  aware  that  the  existenc>e 
of  such  a  power  has  ever  l>een  judicially  sanctioned.  There 
are  numerous  and  weighty  arguments  against  its  existence. 
We  Ci^nnot  hold  tliat  there  is  any  intention  to  e:xercisc  it  ^vhere, 
as  in  the  provision  now  imder  consideration,  the  language  is 
fairly  susceptible  of  a  mieaning  which  will  give  it  full  opera- 
tion and  effect  within  the  recognized  scope  of  the  constitutional 
authority  of  Congress." 

Sec  also  Craig  vs.  Dimmiclc,  47  111.,  308,  where  it  is  held, 
after  careful  consideration,  that  Congress  has  power  to  pre- 
seril)o  rules  of  eyidence  and  specify  what  shall  be  instruuientp 
of  evidence  in  Federal  courts,  but  it  belongs  to  tlie  statofi  ex 
elusiyelv  to  declare  what  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  theii 
ovm  courti^.     ^Manv  other  cases  of  this  same  kind  decided  undei 

fl. 

the  fonner  I'evenue  act  can  \\o  found,  and  there  can  be  no  ques 
tion   that,  should  the  |x>int  be  S(]uarely  raised,  our  Suj)reuic 
(\>urt  Avould  hold  to  the  rule  alK>ve  referrc!^!  to.     In  the  Illinois 
ease  the  courts  savs : 

t' 

•^'(^an  (/ongi-ess  declare  what  instrument's  sliall  1k^  or  shall 
nut  Ixii  evidence  in  a  state  court  in  a  casc^  ])ending  therein  grow- 
ing entirely  out  of  a  domi^tic  transaction  and  which  tlio  laws; 
of  the  state  declare  shall  be  evidence?  We  do  not  think  it  n^ 
quires  any  arginneut  to  prove  that  Congress  under  the  consti- 
tution has  no  such  power  and  under  the  pretence  of  levying 
taxc*s  cannot  so  direct  that  j)ower  a»s  to  enter  into  our. state 
c^>urts  and  take  from  them  the  powers  with  which  the  state  laws 
have  v(>sted  thom.  .  .  .  To  hold  tliat  ('ongi-ess  in  the  <'x- 
ercis^.^  of  tlie  taxing  power  can  enter  into  these  courts  and  ]>re- 
5icril>c?  what  shall  be  evidence  therein  is  so  revolting  to  all  our 
notions  of  Federal  and  state  power  as  to  compel  us  to  refusr. 
to  yield  any  acquiesence  in  such  a  doctrine.  By  admitting  it 
the  x^ower  and  sovereignty  of  the  states  over  legitimate  subjeclc 
of  state  power  and  sovereignty  are  at  once  annihilated.     .     , 
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It  is  not  questioned  tlijit  tlie  Congress  lias  power  to  prescribe 
rules  of  evidjence  and  specify  what  shall  Iw  instruments  of  e\'i- 
dcnee  in  the  Federal  courts,  hut  it  is  powe?rless  to  prescriho 
them  for  tJie  state  tribunals.  Since  that  act,  then,  does  not  in 
terms  prescribe  sucli  rules  to  state  courts,  we  must  conclude 
that  ihe  provisions  of  the  act  were  intended  to  apply  to  the 
Federal  tribunals.  We  will  not  by  implication  hold  that  the 
intention  of  C^ongre^^s  was  to  invade  the  jurisdiction  of  the  states 
in  the  administration  of  justice  Ix^tween  their  citizens/^ 

I  think  you  a\t11  oliserve  that  the  provisions  of  the  revenue 
act  under  whicli  the  forc^ing  cases  were  decided  wore  sul)stan- 
tially  like  those  of  the  present  act.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.,  stating  that  your 
city  is  considering:  tlie  advisability  of  putting  in  water  works 
and  puiTliasinjs;  the  electric  light  plant  at  present  in  existtnice, 
so  that  Inith  ])lants  will  be  owned  and  controlknl  and  intanagtHl 
by  the  city,  and  calling  attention  to  the  a])parent  conflict  1k*- 
twccii  chap.  1+3,  laws  of  1001  and  cliap.  1)5  of  the  laws  of  1001, 
and  reque«ting  my  opinion  a*s  to  the  projmr  construction  of  the 
same,  is  received. 

In  re})ly  will  say  that  this  is  not  a  matter  upon  A\1iich  I  a.m 
authoriz(M^l  or  requinHl  to  give  you  an  official  opinion,  or  one 
wiliicli  is  authoritative. 
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rnoffieially,  I  would  say  tliat  the  matter  seems  fully  covered 
bv  chap.  143,  which  was  pubh'shed  April  10,  1901.  The  fact 
that  ehap.  143,  amending  chap.  348  of  the  laws  of  1899,  wias 
passed  and  published  subsequent  to  the!  passage  and  publicatioxi 
of  chapter  95,  plainly  shows  that  the  Legislature  did  not  con- 
J^tme  chap.  95  as  repealing  chap.  348  of  the  laws  of  1899. 

For  this  reason  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  you  may 
properly  proceed  under  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chap. 
143,  regardless  of  chap.  95.     It  is  perhaps,  as  you  suggest,  im- 
possible to  know  just  what  the  intention  of  tlie  Legislature  waa 
in  passing  these  twV>  chapters.     Chapter  95  of  tlie  laws  of  1901 
was  originally  45  S.,  and  the  nature  of  the  bill  introduced  is 

disclosed  by  the  title  of  the  original  bill  45  S.,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

"To  enable  cities  of  the  third  and  fourtli  classes  in  tlie  state 
^^  »>isco2isin  to  raise  l)onus,  donate  power  and  remit  taxes  to 
/Vdniifaeturers  to  locate  within  their  limits." 

Tlio  original  bill  was  amended  in  the  fonn  of  a  substitute, 

so  as  to  read  as  it  now  appears  in  chap.  95,  ami  wa.^  evidently 

passed  without  considering  tlie  provisions  of  chap.  348  of  the 

laws  of  1899,  which  fully  covered  the  subject*.     Ilow'ever,  as 

l>efore  stated,  when  we  consider  that  chap.  143  was  afterwards 

passed  by  the  same  legislature  and  fully  covers  the  subject,  it 

\rill  be  safe  to  act  under  this  chapter.

Bonds. — Sta.tutes  authorizing  cities  to  issiie,  discussed.

Dkab  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  15th  inst.,  I  beg 
leave  to  say  that,  as  per  your  request,  I  have  carefully  exam*- 
ined  the!  statutes  to  which  you  have  particularly  called  my  at- 
tention.

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First^  as  to  the  effect  of  the  re-eiiactjn'ent  of  section  943,  by 

chapter  74  of  the  laws  of  1901 :     I  find  tliat  this  re-enactinent 

makes  very  little  change  in  tliis  chapter  and  that  change  of  a 

ven^  minor  nature.     It  simply  provides  the  fomx  of  ballot 

whem  the  question  of  l)onding  a  municipality  is  referred  to  the 

votei^.     In  all  substantial  particulars  the  law  stood  the  same 

before  its  re-enactment  that  it  now  stands.     This  being  the 

case,  it  is  simply  a  continuation  of  the  old  act  which  is  found 

in  the  statutes  of  1898,  and  was  adopted  contemporaneously 

\nth  section  92G-1J,  also  refeired  to  in  your  letter.     Section 

943  is  found  in  chapter  41  of  the  statutes  of  1898  and  follows 

section  942.     The  subject  of  the  chapter  is  ''Genera]  Provisions 

relating  to  numicipalities,   including  cities  of  both  classes." 

Section  942  provides: 

'*Any  (*ounty,  town,  village  or  city  may  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  issue  its  negotiable  bonds,"  etc. 

Section  943  follows: 

^*Xo  l)onds  shall  in  any  case  he  issued  by  any  town,  village 
or  city  until  the  proposition  for  their  issue  for  thef  special  pur- 
pose thereof  shall  Ijc  subinitte<l  to  the  people^"  etc. 

Section  943  only  proceeds  to  declare  how  bonds  mlay  be  is- 
sue<l  '*in  accordance  with  tlie  provisions  of  this  chapter," 

Keep  in  mind  that  this  is  a  chapter  containing  general  pro- 
visions relating  to  towTis,  villages  and  cities. 

Section  92G-11  is  found  in  chapter  40/;,  Avhich  chapter  re- 
lates specifically  to  ^^cities  under  special  charters."  This  sec- 
tion then  proceeds  to  provide  a  way  in  which  such  city  may  is- 
sue bonds.  Xow,  cities  imder  special  cliarters  are  not  limited 
to  the  manner  provided  in  tliis  chapter,  because  section  942  of 
chapter  41  authorizes  any  city  to  issue  l)onds  in  accordance 
witli  the  provisions  of  tliat  cliapter.  If  a  city  existing  under 
a  special  charter  proposes  to  issue  bonds  imder  chapter  41,  then 
every  provision  of  that  chapter  must  be  complied  \\'itli,  in  order 
to  make  the  bonds  valid  sul>sisting  obligations  of  such  ittunici- 
pality.     However,  the  bonds  of  a  city  organized  under  a  special 
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charter  axe,  in  my  opinion,  just  as  valid  and  just  as  binding 
obligations  upon  sudi  municipalitj^,  if  authorized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  406,  "relating  to  cities  under  special  char- 
ters." 

Various  rules  of  construction  help  me  in  this  conclusion. 
One  is  the  rule  found  in  subdivision  14  of  section  4972  of  the 
statutes  of  180S.  Others  are  cited  in  tlie  notes  of  said  s€*ction 
4972,  statutes  1898. 

Indeed,  I  am  able  to  say  fiirther  that  tlie  State  of  Wisconsin 
now  holds  bonds  which  have  been  issued  under  section  926-11, 
\\tithout  reference  to  popular  vote,  and  it  is  my  personal  knowl- 
edge that  bond  attorneys  and  bond  brokers  do  not  insist  upon 
the  construction  which  you  have  placcii  upon  section  943. 

I  do  not  know  what  provision  you  expect  to  m!ake  to  negoti- 
ate your  bonds,  but  the  State  is  loaning  a  great  deal  of  money, 
and  at  the  unifonu  rate  of  3I/2  per  cent.  It  is  quite  possible 
that  die  Com^missioners  of  Public  Lands  w^ould  be  glad  to  take 
your  bonds  direct  I  suggest  that  you  address  tlie  Hon.  James 
0.  Davidson,  State  Treasurer,  on  this  subject,  if  your  plans  for 
s^Uing  your  bonds  are  not  already  matured.

Xote. — Oh.  282,  Laws  of  1901,  held  unconstitutional  as  con- 
travening Const.,  Art;  8,  Sec,  10,  in  case  of  State  ex  rel.  Jones 
et  al.,  Levee  Com'rs.,  vs.  Wnu  II.  Froehlich,  Secretary  of 
State,  decided  June  19,  1902.

Gentlemen  : — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  com- 
munication in  w^hich  vou  ask  for  my  official  opinion  as  to  the 
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validity  of  chapter  282  of  tiie  laws  of  1901,  and  whether  or 
not  \ou  should  audit  thei  accounts  and  disburse  the  moneys  as 
therein  provided. 

In  reply  beg  to  say,  chapter  282  of  the  la^vs  of  1901  makes 
an  appropriation  of  $20,000  from  the  general  fund,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  oonstnicting  and  strengtliening  the  levee  system  already 
existing  in  the  vicinity  of  Portage,  on  the  Wisconsin  river,  in. 
Columbia  and  Sauk  Counties.  It  then  authorizee  the  Gover- 
nor to  appoint  three  comlmissionei's  to  have  charge  of  the  work 
of  constructing  and  strengthening  the  said  levee  system!  now  in 
existence,  in  such  manner  as  in  tlieir  judgment  will  best  pro- 
tect said  city  and  vicinity  from  the  overflow  of  the  Wisconsin 
River,  and  further  provides  that  thews''  shall  certify  thei  bills 
which  may  l)c  contracted  for  sucli  work,  and  that  such  bills 
shall  he  approve<l  by  the  Governor  and,  when  so  approved,  they 
shall  1x31  audited  bv  the  Secretarv  of  State  and  warrants  drawn 
therefor,  to  lie  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  out  of  tlie  general 
fimd. 

The  title  of  tlie  act  declares  that  it  relates  to  the  levee  of  the 
city  of  Portage  and  vicinity,  and  makes  an  appropriation  there- 
for, for  tlie  purpose  of  protecting  tlie  lives  and  property  of  the 
citizens  of  tJio  State  of  Wisconsin.  Such  declaration  found 
in  the  title  nijiist  l)e  clearly  sustained  by  tlie  text  of  the  law,  in 
order  to  evade  the  constitutional  provision  found  in  section  10 
of  Article  VIII  of  tJie  State  (Constitution,  which  provides  that 
the  State  sludl  never  contract  anv  debt  for  works  of  internal 

t 

improvem^ent  or  be  a  party  in  carrying  on  such  works.  This 
langiiage  of  the  constitution  is  positive,  simple  and  distinct  and 
must  not  be  nullificxl  by  subterfuge  nor  evasion.  A  simple 
declaration  of  the  purpose  of  the  law  in  its  title  cannot^ be  re- 
garded as  controlling,  if  the  text  of  the  statute  clearly  and  pal- 
pably violates  the  constitutional  provision.  The  legislature 
may  not^  by  indirection,  do  that  which  it  is  |X)eitively  prohib- 
ited fi'oiil  directly  accomplishing.  However  praiseworthy  may 
be  its  object  and  however  great  the  benefits  to  the  locality,  lihe 
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legislature  cannot  rest  upon  such  considerations,  if  it'  is  clearly 
in  violation  of  a  C4>nstitutional  provision.  This  constitutional 
provision  was  adopted  at  a  tiiuie  when  tlie  internal  de^'elopnllent 
of  the  state  was  being  encouraged,  not  only  by  Federal,  but 
much  attempted  state  aid,  and  it  was  placed  in  tlie  constitution 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  favored  locality  in  the  state 
from  receiving  large  state  aid  and  thereby  prospering  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  balance  of  tlie  state.  There  is  no  question  but 
diat  tlie  low  lands  along  tlid  Fox  and  Wisconsin,  rivers  would  * 
be  greatly  benefited  and  their  value  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
expenditure  of  this  appropriation,  but  the  appropriation  is 
from  the  general  funds  of  the  state  and  not  from  any  grant  or 
S|)ecial  fund  that  is  given  or  set  apart  in  any  way  for  tlie  pur- 
pose of  benefiting  specific  lo<^alities.  The  effect  of  this  act.,  the 
locality  for  the  expenditure  of  tlie  money,  the  result  of  the  im- 
provement tliereby  created,  must  all  be  considered  in  die  light 
of  tie  kno\\Ti  facts,  and  the  conclusion  is  irresistible  diat  tliis 
is  a  flagrant  violation  of  the  constitutional  provision. 

Tlie  question  of  the  validity  of  this  act  is  now  raised  for  tlie 
lirst  time.  An  intelligent  suspicion  has  followed  it  from  its 
inception  and  acxx>mi>ariied  it  through  its  entire  legislative  ca- 
reer do\\Ti  to  the  last  oftkial  act  The  appropriation  is  suffi- 
ciently largo  and  the  principle  involved  is  suificiently  import- 
ant to  entitle  the  act  to  be  submitted  for  die  purpose  of  judicial 
determination,  provided  die  parties  benefited  have  sufficient  in- 
terest in  sustaining  it. 

I  dierefore  conclude  and  advise  you  diat  the  act  is  unconsti- 
tutional and  void  and  forms  no  warrant  for  the  official  expendi- 
ture of  funds  thereundei-,  and  that  you  should  decline  to  audit 
the  accounts  and  disburse  die  mjoney. 

If  you  decide  to  be  guided  by  this  opinion,  I  consider  it  very 
desirable  that  you  immediately  notify  the  Governor,  die  Com- 
missioners, if  they  have  been  appointed,  and  any  other  parties 
^^•ho  may  ]ye  interested,  of  your  decision,  in  order  diat  no  ex- 
pense may  be  incurred  nor  obligatioius  contracted  until  such

— The  2  per  cent,  premiums  reteeived  from 
insui'ance  companies  imder  sec.  1920,  R.  S.  1898,  miist  be  paid 
to  village  treasurer  and  used  for  the  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  fire  departments

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  July  6th,  stating  that  tke  ques- 
tion has  ai'isen  in  your  vUage  as  to  the  proper  disposition  to  be 
mjade  otmonej'^  received  from  insurance  agents  under  Section 
1926,  statuteis  of  1898 ;  that  your  village  has  a  fire  department 
whicli  is  composed  of  volunteer  members  duly  organized ;  that 
you  receive  from  the  village,  payment  for  services  at  fires  and, 
in  addition,  each  member  receives  a  small  amount  for  attend- 
ing the  regular  meetings  for  practice;  and  that  it  is  proposed 
to  divide  the  money  received  from  insurance  agents  and  imder- 
Amters  among  the  meanl)ei*s  belonging  to  the  fire  department  to 
do  with  as  they  please. 

With,  this  statement  of  facts  you  request  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  tliis  money  can  be  used  as  a  relief  or  sick  benefit  fund 
for  neiecly  m^embers  of  the  department  or  their  families,  and 
also  whether  the  disposition  of  the  money  is  under  the  control 
of  the  village  board  or  of  tlie  fij*e  department 

In  reply  will  say  that  the  money  must  first  in  all  cases  be 
paid  to  your  village  treasui-er,  nnder  the  first  provision  found 
in  Swtion  1926.     This  section  further  provides  tJiat: 

"Xo  person  shall  in  any  such  city,  village  or  town,  as  under- 
wTiter,  agent  or  othenvise,  effect  or  agree  to  effect  or  procure 
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to  l>e  effected,  any  insurance  upon  which  the  above  duty  is  re- 
quired to  bo  paid,  until  lie  shall  have  executed  and  delivered  to 
such  treasurer  a  bond  in  the  suin  of  one  thousand  dollars  with 
siidi  siLTBties  as  such  treasurer  shall  aJ)prove,  conditioned  that 
he  will  Pender  to  such  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of  February',  a 
just  and  true  account^"  etc. 

Tlio  provisions  referred  to  clearly  show  that  tlie  money  must 
in  the  first  instance  be  paid  to  the  village  treasurer.  However, 
tlie  same  section  f urtiier  provides  as  follows : 

*'In  casd  the  fire  department  of  any  such  city,  village  or 
toAvu  be  a  vohmtary  department  or  part  paid,  or  eitlier,  having 
a  treasurer  or  treasurers,  all  moneys  received  or  collected  by 
reason  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  to  tlie  treasurer  of  such  de- 
partiiiient  for  the  support  and  maintenance  Uiereof  exclusively.'' 

There  can  Iw  little  question  that,  under  this  provision  of  the 
statute,  the  money  received  or  collected  by  the  village  treasurer 
by  virtue  of  Section  1920  should  be  paid  to  tlie  treasurer  of  the* 
fire  department,  in  ca?e  there  is  such  treasurer.  The  money 
can  only  be  lawfully  used  foV  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  fire  department  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  could  not  Ix*  prop- 
erly \ye  divided  equally  among  the  meml)ers  thereof,  nor  could 
it  Ix?  iLsed  for  the  pa^^uent  of  sick  l)enefits.  It  could,  however, 
l>e  properly  used  for  any  legitimate  exjx?nditure  for  the  main- 
tenance of  tJie  fire  department...  Since,  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  lOi^G,  the  money  is  to  l)e  paid  to  tlie  treasurer  of  the 
fire  department^  in  case  you  have  one,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
this  money  is  under  the  control  of  the  fire  department.  How- 
ever, I  would  suggest  that  an  amicable  arrangement  be  made 
with  the*  village  board,  so  that  no  controversy  can  aris<\

valid.

Dear  Sir  : — Yoiir  letter  of  the  0th  inst^,  I'equesting  my  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  a  tx>nd  executed  before  a  notary  on  the  fourtli 
day  of  July,  which  is  a  legal  holiday,  is  valid,  if  received. 

In  i^ly  will  say  that  tliis  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  I  am 
authorized  to  give  you  an  official  ojnnion,  nor  one  which  is  au- 
thoritative. Unofficially  I  would  say  that  a  bond  executed  on 
a  holiday  is  not  for  that  reason  invalid.  In  the  case  of  Spald- 
ing- Bros.  vs.  BeJTihard,  7(3  Wis.,  368,  our  court  held  that  the 
bond  of  aji  assignee  w^hich  vrsis  executed  and  approved  May 
30th,  a  legal  holiday,  was  valid.  In  tbei  opinion  in  tliis  case  it 
is  stilted  tliat  there  ai'o  niunenms  cases  holding  in  effect  tliat 
no  act  shall  be  held  illegal  merely  by  reason  of  being  performed 
on  a  legal  holiday,  unless  forbidden  by  statute.  The  following 
language  in  tlie  opinion  well  states  tlie  rules  applicable : 

''IHie  sta.tutor\'  dwlaration  that  theee  days  shall  bo  legal  holi- 
days does  not  indicate  an  intent  to  assimilate  their  status  to 
that  of  Sunday.  'Holiday,'  in  its  present  conventional  mean- 
ing, is  scarcely  applicable  to  Sunday.  Phillips  vs.  Innes,  4 
(.'lark  &  F.,  234.  It  is  applicable  to  all  and  has  long  been 
applied  to  some  of  the  days  named.  When  tlie  statute  declares 
them  to  be  legal  holidays,  it  does  not  })efiiiut  a  refei'once  to  the 
legal  status  of  Sunday  to  discoyer  its  meaning ;  for  it  proceeds 
to  interpret  the  phrase,  so  far  as  it  is  prohibitory,  by  an  ex- 
press enactiujent  declaring  what  shall  not  he  done  tliereon. 
What  it  thus  expresses  is  prohibited ;  w^liat  it  fails  to  proliibit 
remains  lawful  to  bo  done.  The  plain  intent  of  the  statute, 
therefore,  is  to  free  all  persons,  upon  the  days  named,  from 
compulsory  lalx)r  and  fromj  compulsory  attendance  upon  courts 
as  offi)C«^rs,  suitors,  or  w^itnesses.  Its  time  interpretation  will 
limit  the  prohibition,  ^rith  respect  to  the  courts,  to  such  actual 
sessions  thereof  as  would  require  snch  attendance."

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  cf  tlie  15tii  inst^,  in  which  you  state 
that  the  Champion  Iron  Co.  of  Kenton,  Ohio,  a  foreign  cor- 
jx;ratioii,  has  .made  a  contract  with  Shaw^ano  county  to  build 
a  jail  and  sheriff's  residence!,  and,  investigating  the  matter, 
the  nuestion  is  raised  as  to  w-hether  sections  1110a  and  1770Z> 
of  the  statutes  do  not  apply  to  this  company  before  diey  din 
do  business,  and  asking  w^hether  it  would  be  necessary  to  ap- 
peal nt  the  set»retajy  of  state  an  attorney  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ctnviiig  service  of  summons,  etc.,  is  received. 

In  reply  I  would  say  tliat  I  find,  upon  examination  of  tJio 
reconls  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state*,  that  the  Champion 
Iron  (,^o.  has  complied  with  the  sections  of  the  sta'tutes  to  which 
you  refer;  tluit  is,  this  corporation  filed  its  articles  A\-ith  the 
secretary  of  state  on  March  4th,  1901,  and  is  therefore  lawfully 
entitled  to  do  business  in  this  state  as  a  foreign  corix>rati(>n. 

I  lx»lie^'o  this  is  a  complete  answer  to  the  questions  raised 
in  vour  letter. 

I  assiune-,  from  w'hat  you  state  in  your  letter,  that  die  surety 
company  has  complie<l  Avitli  the  statutes  relating  to  foreign 
suretyship  companies.  Otlierwise,  of  course^  it  could  not  act, 
nor  would  the  insurance  commissioner  give  a  certificate  certi- 
fying that  the  company  has  complied  w-ith  the  laws  relating  to 
surety  companies.

The  official  acts  of  a  de  fa/^to  justice 
of  the  peax5e  cannot  Ix^  attacked  in  collateral  proceedings,  but  in 
such  proceedings  will  be  held  valid  until  officer  is  ousted  in  p. 
proceeding  to  try  his  title  to  the  office.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  tlie  17th  inst,  stating  that  Eio  is 
an  incorporated  village  and  that  since  incorporation  you  havo 
had  a  police  justice!  and  two  justices  of  the  peace,  but  that  this 
spring  tlie  police  justice  was  elected  as  one  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  now  assumes  to  hold  the  office  of  police  justice  and 
also  justice  of  the  |)eace;  that  you  conmienced  an  action  before 
the  other  justice,  l>ut  that  the  same  was  removed  On  affidavit  of 
prejudice  to  tlie  police  justice  who  liolds  lx>tli  offifoes,  as  stated; 
and  that  tlie  case  was  adjourned  until  next  Monday. 

With  this  statement  of  facts  vou  ask  whether,  under  the  de- 
cision  in  State  vs.  Iladley,  7  Wis.,  699,  the  same  person  can 
lawfully  hold  tlie  office  of  justice  of  the  i)eace  and  police  jiis- 
tioe,  and  also  as  to  the  proper  course  for  you  to  pursue  in  this 
matter  wlion  the  case  is  called  next  Mondav. 

In  reply  vdW  say  tliat  this  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  I  am 
authorized  or  i-equirod  to  give  an  official  opinion,  or  one  which 
is  authoritative.  Unofficially  I  would  say  tliat  the  decision  in 
the  case  of  St-ate  vs.  Iladley,  which  you  cite,  is  conclusive  upon 
the  proposition  that  a  justice  of  tlie  peace  cannot  hold  the  office 
of  polioo  justice.  That  is,  tlie  offices  are  incomjpatible  and,  in 
case  a  proper  action  is  brought  to  test  tlie  right  of  a  person  to 
hold  both  offijces,  there  can  he  little  question  tliat  the  court  Avould 
follow  tlie  Iladley  case.  However,  it  does  not  follow  from  this 
that  you  can  raise  the  nuestion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  justice 
in  the  case  which  has  been  taken  before  him  upon  an  affidavit 
of  prejudice.  Under  the  facts  stated  in  your  letter,  Mr.  Col- 
lins is  at  least  a  de  facto  police  justice  and  also  justice  of  the 
peace,  he  having  atte^npted  to  qualify  and  assumied  to  act  in 
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both  capacities.  This  question  has  been  passed  upon  repeat- 
edly by  our  Supreme  Court  The  last  time  tliat  the  question 
was  raised  was  in  the  ease  of  Troginan  vs.  Grover,  decided 
Feb.  26,  1901,  reported  in  85  X.  W.,  p.  358.  In  the  opinion 
in  this  case  wo  find  the  following : 

"Appellant  does  not  seriously  contend  but  that^  if  Miles  and 
Smith  had  befen  ostensibly  elected  and  qualified  as  justices  of 
the  peace  as  that  term  is  used  in  the  constitution  and  general 
statutes,  and  were  so  acting  at  the  timef  the  suit  in  question  was 
brought^  they  would  be  de  facto  officers,  so  tlmt  tlieir  jurisdic- 
tion and  judgment  would  not  be  void.  Indeed  this  opinion  is 
so  overwhelmjingly  supported  by  authority  of  this  court  and 
many  others  as  to  make  assatdt  upon  it  futile.

*'The  conclusion  is  irresistible  that  both  Miles  and  Smith  had 
Wn  elected  and  had  qualified  and  were  acting  as  jiustices  of  the 
p<*ace  and  were  such  de  facto,  w^iatever  may  be  true  as  to  their 
rf^  ')UTe  character — a  question  to  be  raised  by  quo  warvanio  or 
j^^me  other  direct  procedure,  and  not  by  attack  on  the  validity 
of  their  judicial  acts.'' 

I  til  ink,  upon  examination  of  the  cases  referred  to  alx>ve,  you 
Arill  be  satisfied  that  tlie  question  as  to  tJie  vaJidit\'  of  the  acts 
of  the  justice  cannot  properly  l)e  raisofl  in  your  case ;  that  is, 
you  cannot  collaterally  attack  the  validity  of  the  judicial  acts 
of  die  justica  In  the  case  of  in  re  Burke  supra  it  was  held 
that,  if  an  office  has  been  lawfully  established  and  a  ix>rson  ex- 
ercises the  functions  thereof  by  color  of  right,  but  whose  election 
or  appointm^ent  thereto  is  illegal,  his  official  acts  cannot  be  suc- 
cessfully attacked  in  collateral  proceedings,  but  in  all  such  pro- 
ceedings will  be  held  valid  and  binding  until  the  officer  is  ouste^l 
by  the  judgment  of  the  court  in  a  direict  proceeding  to  try  his 
tide  to  the  office.

manner  as  may  seem  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  inti'oduction 
or  spixmd  of  contagious  diseases  in  tlie  state.  A. large  discre- 
tion is  necessarily  confided  to  tlie  State  Board  of  Health  in  tlie 
expciiditiire  of  tliC  contingent  fimd.

Private  Secretary,  stating  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  mil 
hold  a  special  meeting  in  the  Executive  office  today,  to  consider 
its  powers  and  duties  under  the  law  respecting  tlie  danger  of  an 
epidemic  of  smiallpox  in  the  state  and  thef  proper  use  of  tlie  spe- 
cial contingent  fund  appropriated  by  chapter  200,  laws  of  1901, 
to  meet  such  emergencies,  and  that  he  is  directed  by  you  to  re- 
quest diis  office  to  prepare  for  tlie  information  of  the  members 
of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  my  interpretation  of  the  law  re- 
garding the  power  of  the  board  to  make  use  of  this  special  bon- 
tingent  fund  in  the  work  of  suppressing  smallpox  as  it  is  now 
reported  to  exist  within  tlie  state;  concerning  the  legality  of 
the  payment  of  expenses  of  members  of  tlie  board  in.  this  work, 
from  such  fund ;  concerning  tlie  power  of  the  board  to  provide 
for  and  take  charge  of  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from 
smallpox  in  any  community,  when  such  patients  are  not  proper 
charges  upon  tlie  community  in  which  they  are  found  ill,  or 
where  municipalities  are  -without  means  necessary  to  provide 
proper  treatjment  and  care;  and  also  as  to  whether  the  board 
may  in  the  prosecution  of  tliis  work,  employ  special  agefnts  or 
representatives  to  assist  them  in  the  work  and  compensate  themi 
from  the  special  contingent  fund. 
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In  reply  will  say  that^  imdeT  the  terms  of  chapter  200,  the 
fund  therein  provided  may,  by  and  \\dth  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Grovemor,  be  drawn  upon  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  used  byi  it  in  such  maimer  as  may  seem:  to  bd  necessary  to 
preveint  the  introduction  or  spread  of*  Asiatic  cholera,  smallpox 
or  other  dangerous  contagious  diseases  in  the  state.  A  large 
discretion  is  necessarily  confided  t^  the  lx>ard  in  tlie  expendi- 
ture of  this  contingent  fund  for  the  purposes  naniied ;  that  is, 
to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  tlie  diseases  men- 
tioned; and  I  believe  tliat,  if  the  emergency  is  such  as  to  de- 
mand it  in  tlie  judgment  of  the  board,  watli  your  advice  and 
consent  the  fund  may  properly  be  used  in  the  work  of  sup- 
pressing sm)allpox,  as  it  is  now  said  to  exist  in  certain  portions 
of  the  state;  that  the  expenses  of  members  of  the  board  in  this 
^•ork  may  proj^erly  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund. 

In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  the  power  of  the  l)oard  to  pro- 
vide for  and  take  charge  of  the  treatment  of  patients  when  such 
patients  are  not  properly  charges  upon  tlie  comnnmity  in  which 
the\'  are  foimd  ill,  or  where  municipalities  are  without  the 
means  to  provide  treatment,  will  say  that,  primarily  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  local  board  of  health  to  proceed  imder  section  1416, 
WisT'oiLsin  statutes,  to  provide  for  the  care  and  attendance  of 
such  patients.  This  section  provides  that  when  any  person 
cDmiug  froini  abroad  or  residing  in  any  to^^^L  shall  be  affected 
^rith  smallpox  or  other  contagious  disease,  the  proper  board  of 
heahh  may  imlmediate-ly  cause  such  person  to  be  removed  to  a 
separate  house  or,  if  tliis  cannot  be  done  without  danger,  such 
board  shall  make  provision  for  him  in  the  house  where  he  may 
be  and,  in  eitlier  case,  provide  for  him  nurses  and  necessaries, 
which  shall  bd  a  charge  to  the  person  so  taken  care  of,  or  against 
any  other  person  who  may  l)e  liable  for  his  support.  Under 
the  provisions  of  this  statute,  it  is  in  all  ordinary  cases  plainly 
the  dutj^  of  the  local  lx)ard  of  health  to  fumisli  the  necessary 
medical  treatment,,  etc.  If  the  patients  are  financially  re- 
sponsible, this  is  a  proper  charge  against  them  and  sliould  be

coUect-ecl  from  them.  If  such  patiemts  are  in  need  of  relief  as 
poor  persons,  tho  local  authorities  may,  under  the  provisions  of  I 

section  1512  for  the  relief  of  transient  poor,  provide  such  as- 
sistance as  is  necessary  and,  by  complying  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section  in  regard  to  notice,  etc.,  make  a  charge  against 
the  county  for  such  relief.  In  all  ordinary  cases  the  relief 
should  he  furnished  as  indicated,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  lo- 
cal authorities  to  act  under  these  sections. 

As  stated  to  you  in  my  letter  of  June  22d,  1901,  I  ami  of 
tho  opinion  that  the  contingent  fund  cannot  properly  be  €?x- 
pended  to  compensate  municipalities  for  moneys  already  ex- 
pended, where  tlie?  danger  of  the  introduction  or  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases  no  longer  exists.  However,  Section  1408,  stat- 
utes of  1898,  relating  to  the  power  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
I>rovicles  that  said  board  may  in  emergency 

"provide  those  sick  with  any  such  disease,  with  necessary 
medical  aid  and  with  temporary  hospitals  for  their  acoommo- 
dation  and  also  for  their  nurses  and  attendants." 

Under  the  provision  above  quoted,  there  can  be  little  ques- 
tion that  the  state  board  may  pay  for  the  expenses  incurred 
thereunder,  out  of  the  contingent  fund  provided  by  chapter 
200,  and,  in  case  the  circumstances  are  such  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board  as  to  justify  incurring  expenses  thereunder,  it  is  not 
only  the  power,  but  tho  duty,  of  tlie  board  to  act,  taking  siUJh 
mieasures  as  in  its  judgment  are  deemled  necessary  to  prevent 
the  introduction  and  spread  of  the  disease,  although,  as  before^ 
stated,  it  is  in  all  ordinary  cases  tlie  duty  of  the  local  authori- 
ties to  act  under  section  1416. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  board  may,  if  in  its  judg- 
m^ent  it  deems  it  necessary,  employ  special  agents  or  repre- 
sentatives to  assist  them  in  stamping  out  the  present  epidemic 
of  smallix>x,  for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  the  interests  of 
tlie  state  and  public,  and  compensate  such  special  agents  from 
the  contingent  f\md.  Yours  truly,

in  the  e^se  of  State  ex  rel.  City  of  Xew  Richmond  vs.  Davidson, 
State  Treasurer,  90  X.  W.  Rep.,  1067,  decided  May  19,  1902.

And  die  (^onuuissioners  of  the  Trust  Funds, 
Oit:\'. 
Gentlemen  : — I  have  your  coinmimication  in  which  you  ask 
for  my  oflBeial  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  chaptei-  286  of  the 
law's  of  1901  and  vour  duties  thereundei*. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say,  chapter  286  of  the  laws  of  1901  de- 
clares in  its  title  that  it  is  an  act  to  relieve  the  city  of  New 
Uiclunond  of  its  indebtedness  to  the  trust  funds,  and  making  an 
appropriation  therefor.     The  text  of  thei  act  declares  that  there 
is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  state  treasury, 
the  siunj  of  $21,500  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  city  of  Ne'w 
Riehiiijond  of  its  indebtedness  to  the  state  trust  funds  incurred 
aftetr  the  tornado  of  June  12th,  1899,  which  destroyed  a  large 
part  of  said  city.     Section  -2  provides  that  the  State  Treasurer 
shall  transfer  to  the  trust  fund  aceount  the  amount  appropri- 
ated by  tliis  act  and  that  tlie  trust  fund  commissionei-s  shall 
theTeupon  cancel  a  like  amount  of  the  indebtedness  of  said  city 
of  Xew  Richmond. 

The  facts,  which  are  so  well  known,  are  that,  by  a  tornado 

June  12th,  1899,  great  destruction  of  property  and  loss  of  life 

were  sustained  in  the  oity  of  Xew  Richmond ;  tliat  thereupon 

the?  city  of  Xew  Richmond  made  application  to  the  State  for  a 

'laan:from  its  trust  funds,  which  was  autliorized  by  law  and 

granted  by  the  Coniimissioners,  and  bonds  of  tlie  city  w^ere  duly 

given  and  are  now  held  by  the  State.     The  Legislature,  by 

chapter  286  of  the  laws  of  1901,  now  propof^es  to  appropriate 

from  the  general  fund  the  sum  of  $21,500,  lK>ing  tJio  amoun 
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of  these  bonds,  and  to  transfer  it  to  the  trust  fund  of  the  State 
andj  when  so  transferred,  to  direct  tKe  Conunissioners  of  the 
trust  funds  to  cancel  these  bonds  now  ontstanding. 

Section  3,  Article  VIII  of  the  constitution  provides  that  the 
credit  of  The  St^te  shall  never  be  giveii  or  loaned  in  aid  of  any 
individual,  association  or  corporation.  This  language  is  too 
plain  and  specific  to  adm|it  of  verj-  nnich  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  its  purpose.  The  credit  of  Tlio  State  may  bei  loaned  or 
given  in  various  ways,  but  in  no  way  more  effectively  than  by  a 
donation  of  money  from  the  public  funds.  Such  donation  is 
strictly  prohilnted  when  it  is  in  the  interest  or  aid  of  an  indi- 
vidual, association  or  corporation.  Great  good  may  be  accom- 
plished by  such  a  loan,  great  interests  may  be  built  up  and 
thereby  conmi unities  miay  be  positively  benefited  and  individ- 
uals prospered ;  but  the^  essential  character  of  the  gift  or  dona- 
tion is  evidently  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  or  the  corpo- 
ration, and  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  com;monweJalth.  It 
is  of  little  concern,  then,  how  much  the  indirect  and  incidental 
Ijenefit  to  The  State  may  be,  if  the  essential  purpose  of  the  ap- 
propriation is  to  Ix^nefit  the  private  individual  or  corporation. 
Of  course  the  active  sympathy  of  the  entire  state  is  aroused 
wheni  such  a  terrible  calamity  befalls  a  CQmmjimity  as  that  from 
which  Xew  Richmond  suffered,  but  it  did  not  reduce  the  inhaV 
itants  to  pauperism',  nor  did  tJiey  make  application  to  The  State 
for  aid  on  account  of  their  extreme  poverty,  and  therefore  The 
State's  aid  could  not  be  invoked  on  the  groimd  of  its  being 
purely  an  exercise  of  police  power  for  the'  purpose  of  taking 
care  of  its  ix)or.  On  the  other  hand,  the  city  of  IS'ew  Rich- 
mond had  abundant  assets  and  wealth  to  enable  it  to  make  the 
loan  from,  TJie"  State  and  give  sufficient  security  as  provided  for 

■ 

in  the  statute;  and  now,  nearly  two  years  after  the  happening 
of  this  calamity  and  when  the  corporation  has  had  an  opportun- 
ity to  recovei*  itself  from  the  effects,  and  while  it  is  yet  abun- 
dantly able  to  meet  its  obligations  as  they  shall  mature,  the 
Legislature  is  called  upon  and  does  appropriate  out  of  the  gen- 
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eral  fund,  $21,500  for  the  sole  purpose  of  relieving  the  munici- 
pality of  its  obligations. 

Section  10  of  Article  VIII  also  provides 

*^Tli€J  state  shall  never  cwitract  any  debt  for  works  of  in- 
ternal improvement  or  be  a  party  in  carrying  on  siuch  y^rks.'* 

At  least  part,  if  not  aU,  of  the  indebtedness  incurred  by  the 
city  of  Xew  Riehmjond  to  TJie-  State  was  for  buildings  or  plants 
constructed,  purchased  or  erefcted  for  the  improvement  of  said 
city — ^purposes  for  which  the  The  State  is  prohibited  from  mak- 
ing direct  appropriations  under  the  constitutional  prohibition 
quoted  above.  For  The  State  first  to  loan  a  m>unicipality 
money  to  be  expended  in  such  improvements,  and  afterwards 
to  forgive  such  debt,  would  be  an  indirect  way  of  avoiding  the 
above  constitutional  prohibition,  which,  in  mjjr  opinion,  the 
courts  of  this  state  would  not  sanction. 

For  die  reasons  given  above  and  for  others  which  it  is  not 
necessary  to  elaborate  upon  in  this  opinion,  I  am  satisfied  that 
this  appropriation  exceeds  the  constitutional  power  of  the  Leg- 
islature and  is,  hence,  invalid. 

You  should  immediately  advise  the  bond  holders  or  the  au- 
thorities of  the  city  of  New  Richmond  that  you  decline  to  carry 
provisions  of  the  act,  and  theij,  if  the  parties  interested 
in  this  legislation  feel  themselves  aggrieved  by  your  action,  they 
have  an  opportunity  to  submit  this  very  important  question  to 
the  courts  for  judicial  determination.

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Appropriation. — Keeley  Cure  appropriation,  Chap.  468, 
Laws  of  1901,  held  void.

Auditing   Committee  a.uthorized   by   chapter 
468  of  the  Laws  of  1901. 

Gentlemen  : — I  havei  your  coinmunication  in  which  you  call 
my  attention  to  chapter  468  of  the  laws  of  1901,  and  ask  for 
my  official  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  said  act  and  your  duties 
thereunder. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say,  chapter  468  of  the  said  laws  of  1901 
appropriates  $30,000  from  the  general  fund  for  the  purpose!  of 
paying  innocent  purchasers  of  coimty  orders  issued  under  an 
invalid  law  known  as  chapter  203  of  the  laws  of  1895.  The 
said  act  provides  that  all  persons  holding  such  orders  shall  file 
thef  same  with  the  Secretary  of  State  within  sixty  days  after  the 
passage  and  publication  of  this  act^  and  constitutes  yourselves 
an  auditing  committiCe  for  tlie  purpose  of  auditing  all  such 
clainis  so  filed.  The  time  limited  in  the  act  for  filing  such 
claims  expires  sixty  days  after  May  24tli,  1901. 

I  believe  this  law  to  be  in  excess  of  l^islative  power,  and  in 
strict  violation  of  constitutional  provisions.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  make  good  certain  void  obligations  as  determined  by  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  state  in  the  95th  Wisconsin,  p.  153.  The 
law  under  which  these  obligations  weref  contracted  was  held  tr» 
be  unconstitutional  and  to  be  a  statute  mjerely  in  form  and  not 
having  any  force  nor  effect  as  a  law,  and  therefore  the  obliga- 
tions contracted  therreunder  were  absolutely  void.  The  State 
is  asked  to  make  them  good  on  the  grounds  of  moral  obligation. 
I  realize  that  the  Legislature  has  great  latitude  in  determining 
the  equity  and  justice  of  claims  and,  whefn  its  authority  is  ex- 
ercised within  the  grant  of  constitutional  power,  its  conclusions 
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are  not  subject  of  judicial  review  or  determination;  but,  when 
sudi  exercise  of  power  exceeds  the  constitutional  grant,  it  then 
becomes  subject  to  review  by  the  judicial  branch  of  government. 
Tho  Legislature  may  not  do  by  indirection  what  it  is  directly 
prohibited  from  doing.  Public  moneys  which  have  been  taken 
by  taxation  from  private  individuals  cannot  be  appropriated  for 
private  use  or  benefit* 

I  believe  that  this  attempted  appropriation  is  a  violation  of 
the  constitution  and  in  excess  of  legislative  power  and,  if  it 
were  Submitted  to  the  judiciary,  it  would  be  held  to  be  invalid. 
Much  doubt  has  been  attached  to  the  validity  of  this  statute 
and  t£e  amount  involved  is  very  considerable  to  The  State  and 
to  the  taxpayers,  and  the  precedent  thereby  established,  if  with- 
out constitutional  warrant,  might  be  subject  to  great  legislative 
abuse  in  the  future,  and  I  feel  that  you  should  not  give  effect 
to  this  statute  unless  the  uncertainties  as  to  its  validity  have 
beea  taken  away  by  judicial  determination. 

I  therefor©  advise  you  that  chapter  468  of  the  laws  of  1901 
is  unconstitutional  and  void  and  forms  no  warrant  for  your  at- 
tempting to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

Appreciating  the  fact  tliat  this  ruling  might  be  challenged  by 
the  interested  parties  and  that  it  is  possible  that  it  might  be 
reversed  or  nifxiified  if  submitted  to  the  judiciary,  I  concluded 
to  withhold  this  opinion  and  direct  you  to  take  no  adverse  ac- 
tion in  the>  matter,  until  after  the  time  had  expired  for  parties 
to  file  their  claims  with  the  Secretary  of  State ;  and  then,  if  the 
matter  shall  be  submitted  to  court  and  the  court  shall  determine 
that  the  appropriation  is  valid  and  that  you  are  autliorized  to 
make  the  disbursement,   you   can  then   examine   and   pay  the 

claims  as  provided  by  statute.

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Banks. — ^Bank  Examiner  may  examine  private  banks.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  the  the  9th  inst.,  addressed  to  At- 
torney Greneral  Hicks,  is  at  hand.  Attorney  General  Hicks  is 
not  in  the  city  at  the  present  time,  and  will  not  be  here?  for  a 
few  days.  Of  course  I  am  entirely  unaware  of  the  substance 
of  the  conversation  you  had  with  the  Attorney  General.  I  have 
examined  some  of  \he  questions,  however,  you  ask,  and  find. 

That  the  German  Exchange  Bank  of  Chilton,  was  not  an. in- 
corgorated  bank,  and  under  the  laws  of  Wisconsin  was  not  re- 
quired to  have  a  charter  in  order  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
banking. 

The'  authority  for  the  examination  of  private  banks,  is  found 
in  the  bank  examiner  law,  which  was  enacted  in  1898.  Chap- 
ter 291  of  that  law,  which  is  now  embodied  in  the  Wisconsin 
statutes  of  1898  as  section  2023h  to  2023s,  inclusive. 

Section  2023i  provides  that  the  word  "bank"  whenever  used 
in  the  act,  shall  include  every  banking,  savings  or  trust  insti- 
tution, concern  and  place  of  business  in  the  state  receiving 
money  on  deposit,  etc. 

Section  2023q  provides  in  substance,  that  when  the  bank 
exajniner  shall  find  upon  examination,  that  the  capital  of  a  bank 
is  impaired,  he  shall  give  30  days  notice  to  such  bank  to  make 
good  the  impainnent  of  its  capital,  and  at  the  expiration  of 
such  time,  if  its  capital  has  not  been  made  good,  he  is  required 
to  publish  a  notice  in  a  local  paper  showing  the  exact  condition 
of  such  bank.  This  section  was  aniicnded  by  chapter  317  of  the 
laws  of  1901,  the  provisions  of  which  give  power  to  tie  bank 
examiner,  upon  finding  any  bank  with  its  capital  impaired  to 
give  90  days  notice  to  make  such  impairment  good,  and  if  at 
the  expiration  of  said  time  its  capital  is  not  made  good  and  the 
bank  shall  refuse  to  go  into  liquidation,  it  becomes  the  duty  of 
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the  bank  examiner  to  notify  the  Attorney  General,  who  shall 
thereupoDi  institute  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  re* 
ceiver  to  close  out  the  business  of  such  bank.  And  whenever 
the  bank  examiner  becomes  satisfied  that  a  bank  is  insolvent,  it 
is  made  his  duty  to  immediately  take  charge  of  such  bank  and 
notify  the  Attorney  General  of  his  action  therein,  when  it  be- 
comes the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  immiediately  insti- 
tute proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  take 
charge  of  such  bank  to  wind  up  its  affairs.  It  was  under  the 
provisions  of  this  last  named  act  that  a  receiver  wlas  appointed 
in  the  case  of  the  German  Exchange  Bank  of  Chilton.  This 
bank  had  made  reports  as  required  by  law  to  the  bank  exam- 
iner under  the  provisions  of  section  2023q  and  also  as  reiquired 
by  sectian  2023  d  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes,  which  section  pro- 
vides that  private  banks  shall  make  reports  to  the  state  treasurer 
upon  the  first  Monday  of  January  and  July  in  each  year.  And 
Section  2023e  provides  a  penalty  for  failing  so  to  do. 
I  believe  the  above  covers  all  of  the  questions  asked.

Inspectors  of  Illvminating  Oils, — Under  sec.  2  of  chap.  466, 
Laws  of  1901,  salarj^  and  e'xpenses  of  deputy  oil  inspector  shall 
not  exceed  eight  cents  per  barrel  for  the  number  of  barrels  in- 
spected during  the  month.

Deab  Sir  : — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  10th  inst., 
asking  for  an  interpretation  of  chapter  466,  laws  of  1901,  re- 
latinjGC  to  the  amount  of  salary  and  expenses  of  deputy  inspect- 
ors of  iUuminating  oils.     You  say  the  deputy  inspector  of  Mil- 
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waukee*  County  receives  fees  to  the  amount  of  $100  but  has 
inspected  oils  to  tlie  amount  of  $354.50  for  the  mlonth;  that  he 
has  sent  in  a  claim  for  expenses  amounting  to  $8.10  on  account 
of  car  far©  for  the  month  of  August,  1901 ;  that  he  has  also- 
sent  in. another  claim  for  $14.88  on  accoimt  of  supplies  and 
apparatus  used  by  him  in  performing  his  work.  You  ask 
whether  these  are  proper  ^charges  against  the  state  under  the 
law. 

You  also  state  tliat  the  other  inspectors  receive  $  .08  for 
each  barrel  of  oil  inspected,  but  the  total  amount  received  per 
mionth  does  not  amount  to  $100.  You  also  ask  whether  these 
deputy  inspectors  are  entitled  to  receive  their  traveling  ex- 
penses. 

In  reply  I  will  say  that  section  2  of  chapter  466  of  the  laws 
of  1901  provides  among  other  things, 

"said  supervisor  sliall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,500 
and  each  deputy  inspector  a  salarv^  of  not  to  exceed  $100  per 
month;  said  salai'ies  to  be  fixed  bv  the  Governor.  But  in  no 
case  shall  the  salary  of  a  deputy  inspector,  and  his  actual  and 
necessaiy  traveling  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duty 
exceed  together  with  the  said  salary  the  sum'  total  of  $  .08  per 
barrel  for  the  niunl)er  of  bairels  of  oil  inspected  during  the 
month  "vvithin  his  insi)ection  district.  The  supervisor  and  his 
deputies  shall  have  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses  paid 
out  of  said  special  fund,  upon  being  approved  by  the  governor 
and  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act." 

I  am  of  opinion  and  so  advise  you  that  this  act  contemplates 
that  each  deputy  inspector  shall  receive  tlie  salary  fixed  by  the 
governor,  together  with  his  necesv«^ary  expenses,  including  trav- 
eling expenses,  in  tlie  discharge  of  his  official  duty,  but  his  sal- 
ary and  traveling  ex|>enses  shall  not  together  exceed  the  sum 
of  $  .08  per  l>an"el  for  the  numter  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected 
by  said  deputy  inspector  during  the  month.  If  the  salary  and 
traveling  expenses  togotlier  exceed  tlie  sum  of  $  .08  per  barrel 
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for  the  nuinber  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected,  I  think  he  cannot 
hare  the  excess. 

^Vhethe^  or  not  either  of  the  bills  you  have  handed  me  can  beJ 
allowed  under  chapter  4(56,  would  depend  upon  the  question  of 
fact  as  to  whether  they  are  for  necessary  expenses.  That  is 
something  which  another  department  of  the  state  government 
should  pass  upon.  I  would  say  in  conclusion  tliat  section  4  of 
said  act  contemplates  tliat  the  .necessary  instrumjents  and  appa- 
ratus for  examining  and  testing  illuminating  oils,  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  superintendent  of  public  property.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  recent  date,  re- 
questing a  construction  of  section  1955a,  and  asking  whether 
the  rates  of  aji  insiu*ance  company  organized  under  said  sec- 
tion mfust  be  high  enough  so  that  one  assessment  ^vill  produce 
one  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  all  necessary  expenses,  or 
whether  the  rates  can  be  so  based  tliat  one  assessment  will  pro- 
duce five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  all  nefjessary  expenses. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  this  section  provides  that  no  such 
company  shall  be  incx>rporated  until  after  declaration  signed  by 
each  of  the  inoorparators,  residents  and  citizens  of  this  state, 
not  less  than  nine  in  numl^er,  shall  have  made  in  writing  and 
sworn  to  by  them  and  filed  in  the  office  of  tlie  commissioner 
of  in.-^iirance,  setting  forth  at  least  five  hundred  persons  have 
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made  application  in  writing  for  membership  in  such  proposed 
corporatian,  etc. 

It  also  provides  that  the  table  rate  of  assessnuents  or  liabili- 
ties of  each  person  so  pledged  for  me(mbership  shall  be  such  that 
one  assessment  shall  realize  at  least  one  thousand  dollars  for 
a  single  death  loss  over  and  above  all  sums  required  for  ex- 
penses, reserves^  emei*gencies  or  other  purposes. 

I  think  that  un.der  this  section  at  least  five  hundred  peJrsons 
must  have  made  application  for  membership,  but  that  the  rate 
must  be  high  enough  so  that  one  assessment  will  reialize  at  least 
one  thousand  dollars  for  a  single  death  loss  over  and  above  all 
sums  required  for  expenses,  reseirves,  eonergencies  or  other  pur- 
poses. In  other  words,  if  there  are  only  five  hundred  appli- 
cants, tlie  rate  of  assessmient  must  be  at  least  two  dollars  and 
such  additional  sum  as  "s^dll  provide  for  expenses,  reserves,  emer- 
gencies or  other  purposes.

Dear  Sir  : — ^Your  letter  of  the  30th  ult,  enclosing  letter  from 
D.  N.  Blish  of  Wonewoc,  Wisconsin,  in  relation  to  the  license 
laws  regardinc;  the  sale  of  patent  mJedicine,  is  received  and 
noted. 

It  appears  tliat  Mr.  Blish  is  selling  patent  medicines  manu- 
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factiired  by  the  Alonzo  O.  Bliss  Co.,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  you  ask  whether  this  is  interstate  cammercei,  and  for  this 
reason  the?  peddler's  law  inapplicable.  In  reply  will  say,  that 
it  is  impossible  from  the  statement  given  in  your  letter  together 
with  the  facts  stated  in  the  letter  from  Mr.  Blish  to  deter- 
mine whether  or  not  the  bxisinfess  is  conducted  in  such  a  way 
that  it  is  interstate  commerce.  The  mjere  fact  that  a  medicine 
is  manufactured  by  a  company  in  another  state  does  not  exempt 
the  parties  engaged  in  selling  such  medicines  so  manufactured 
from  the  operation  of  tlie  peddler's  law.  In  other  words,  if  a 
resident  of  this  state  purchases  patent  medicines  manufactured 
in  another  state  and  brings  them  into  this  state  and  peddles 
them  from;  house  without  a  license,  he  violates  section  1570 
of  the  Wisconsin  Stiitutes  as  ain>endod  by  chapter  341,  laws 
of  1901.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  a  person  in  this  stato  is  en- 
gaged in  selling,  by  samples,  patent  medicines  manufactured 
in  another  state,  which  are  afterwards  sent  to  the  purchaser, 
this  is  interstate  commerce,  and  the  person  so  taking  orders  does 

not  violate  the  peddler's  law.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  Oct.  7th:  You 
ask  me  if,  under  chapter  217  of  the  laws  of  1901,  the  county 
board  fixes  a  lump  sum  as  compensation  for  the  sheriff  and  his 
deputies,  or  a  separate  salary  for  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies ; 
and 

You  also  ask  me  if,  under  chapter  445  of  the  laws  of  1901, 
a  member  of  the  countv  board  can  be  elected  bv  tlie  board  as 
supervisor  of  assessments. 
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In  reply  beg  to  say,  these  are  irtatters  which,  you  should  refer 
to  the  district  attorney  of  your  county,  who  is  by  law  made 
your  legal  advisor.  Any  opinion  I  may  give  you  would  be 
of  no  force  or  effect,  but  could  be  used  by  you  only  by  way 
of  coimsel.  With  this  understanding,  I  might  say  to  you  that 
chapter  217  of  the  laws  of  1901  clearly  contemplates  that  the 
county  board  shall  fix  the  salaries  of  the  sheriff  and  under  sher- 
iff and  the  salaries  and  number  of  deputies  "to  be  appointed 
by  the  sheriff  and  paid  by  the  coxmty." 

Chapter  445  of  the  laws  of  1901  makes  many  provisions 
as  to  the!  duties  of  the  supervisor  of  assessmlents  and  the  du- 
ties of  the  county  board  in  connection  with  him.  It  would  be 
an  inconsistent  position  for  him  to  occupy  a  seat  6n  the  county 
board  and  pass  upon  his  own  acts  as  supervisor  of  assessment. 
I  should  therefore  expect  the  court  would  say  that  it  was  a  vio- 
lation of  the  spirit  of  the  statute  for  a  person  retaining  his 
seat  on  the  county  board,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  as  super- 
visor of  assessmients.

Dear  Sib: — Your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.  is  received.     You 

ask  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether  section  6.  chapter  301,  laws 

of  1S99,  provides  for  a  forfeiture  which  should  be  sued  for 

in  a  civil  action,  or  whether  the  defendant  mav  or  should  be 

prosecuted  criminally. 
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In  reply  will  say  that  there  can  be  little  question  that  the 
section  referred  to  provides  a  forfeiture  which  may  be  sued 
for  and  recovered  in  a  civil  action  as  provided  by  chapter  142, 
statutes  1898.  The  words  of  the  statute:  "Hlei  sliall  forfeit 
and  pay  for  every  such  offense  a  siun  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars"  clearly  provide  a  forfeiture  and  oould  not  reason- 
ably be  construed  to  impose  a  fine.  The  f  ollo\nng  words  in  the 
statute:  *^or  may  te  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year" 
appear  to  provide  a  penalty  for  a  criminal  otfensa  However, 
it  is  at  least  very  questionable  whether  the  same  act  can  be  con- 
strued a  forfeiture  under  the  laws  of  the  state  and  also  a  crimi- 
nal offense  under  the  same  laws. 

I  teliefve  that  tliis  question  is  discussed  somewhat  in  the  case 
of  State  vs.  Ogden,  tlie  opinion  in  which  has  just  l)een  handed 
down  by  our  supreme  court,  but  is  not  yet-  reported. 

While,  from,  the  examination  I  have  been  able  to  make  of 
the  question,  I  am  not  prepared  to  advise  you  dita  a  criminal 
prosecution  could  not  be  maintained,  I  think  tlie  only  safe 
course  would  be  to  bring  the  action  to  collect  the  forfeiture, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  142  of  the  statutes.

Peddler s  License.'— One^  who  holds  a  peddlers  license  can- 
not peddle  on  trains  in  violation  of  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  railroad  company.

Dear  Sib: — ^Yonr  favor  of  the  14tli  inst,  enclosing  lett-or 
received  from  Mr.  Hibbard,  and  requevSting  my  opinion  upon 
the  matter  tlierein  referred  to,  is  received  and  notfCd.     It  ap- 
pears that  a  client  of  !Mr.  Hibbard  holds  a  license  by  the  terms 
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of  which  he  ^'is  authorized  to  travel  and  prosecute  business 
within  the  fetate  as  peddler  on  foot  ajid  public  conveyance  or 
with  one  horse  and  vehicle.''  He  asks  whetlier  the  person  hold- 
ing such  license  can  peddle  on  railroad  trains;  also,  whether 
the  railroad  companies  have  the  power  to  compel  him  to  de- 
sist 

InrepljA^'ill  say,  that  this  is  a  question  this  department  has 
already  written  an  unofficial  letter  about  to  Mr.  Hibbard.  Upon 
f  urtlier  examination  I  find  no  reason  to  change  the  views  then, 
stated.  Section  1570.  revised  statutes  1898,  as  amended,  pro- 
vides among  other  things  that, 

^'Xo  person  shall  he  allowed  to  travel  from  town  to  town, 
from  house  to  house  or  from  place  to  place  in  any  town 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  exposing  for  sale,  barter  or  ex- 
change at  retail  or  to  customers,  any  goods,  wares 
unless  he  shall  have  obtained  a  license  as  herein  provided." 

Sa»tion  1571  R.  S.  1808  provides  that  every  person  desir- 
ing to  be  so  licensed  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary 
of  state  whei-ein  he  shall  state  in  what  manner  he  intends  to 
travel  or  trade,  whether  on  foot  or  with  one  or  more  horses 
or  beasts  of  burden,  and  whether  he  intends  to  sell  by  sample, 
ttikin^  orders  for  future  delivery,  or  to  trade  as  transient  mer- 
chant or  dealer. 

Section  1572  provides  that  every  sucli  applicant  before  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  such  licence  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the 
following  fees :  If  intending  to  travel  on  a  bicycle  or  on  foot, 
including  railroads  or  other  conveyances,  canying^his  goods 
with  him,  $30.  If  intending  to  travel  and  carry  liis  goods 
with  a  single  horse,  $1:5.  If  intending  to  travel  with  a  vehicle 
drawn  witli  two  horses,  $75.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statutes  above  referred  to,  that  the  law  provides 
a  i>enalty  for  peddling  without  a  license  and  also  provides 
among  other  tilings  for  a  license  to  a  pei^son  who  intends  to 
travel  on  foot  including  railroad  trains,*  and  fixes  a  different 
fee  for  such  a  peddler  than  one  who  carries  goods  with  one 
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horse  or  with  two  horses.  I  do  not  think  that  the  niiere  fact 
that  by  the  terms  of  the  license  one  *^is  authorized  to  travel 
and  prosecute  business  within  the  state  sl^  peddler  on  foot  or 
wnth  public  conveyance  or  with  one  horse  and  vehicle"  enables 
such  person  to  peddle  upon  railroad  trains,  providing  such  ped- 
dling thereon  is  contrary  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
railroad  company.  One  who  holds  a  peddler's  license  can  of 
course  engage  in  the  business  ofpedd  ling  without  'vdolating 
the  state  law.  But  the  license  confers  no  right  so  far  as  other 
individuals  and  corporations  are  concerned.  In  otlier  words, 
one  who  holds  a  license  and  peddles  on  a  train  does  not  vio- 
late a  state  law,  but  he  niay,  nevertlieless,  infringe  upon  the 
rules  of  the  company.  One  is  required  to  have  a  license  to 
travel  from  house  to  house  for  the  purpose  of  selling  his  goods, 
but  this  license  does  not  authorize  him  to  go  into  tlie  house 
of  an  individual  should  such  individual  object  to  his  Ixjing 
therein.  Many  owners  of  office  buildings,  and  particularly  in 
tlie  larger  cities,  refuse  to  allow  peddlers  and  canva.ssers  to  enter 
their  buildings.  Such  peddlers  and  canvassei*s  may  go  into 
buildings  of  tJiis  kind  A^dthout  violating  any  state  law,  but  tliey 
cannot  carry  on  tlieir  vocation  thei'en  \\'ithout  the  consent  of  tlie 
o\\Tiers. 

As  to  the  power  of  the  ralroads  to  prohibit  peddling  upon 
their  trains,  it  is  well  settled  that  such  companies  may  make 
sudi  needful  and  reasonable  regulations  in  regard  to  tlie  trans- 
portation of  passengers  upon  their  trains  as  they  may  in  th(5 
experience  and  management  of  their  business  find  to  \ye  proper 
and  just     See  Eorer  on  Railroads,  Vol.  2,  page  ?)S0. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  imder  the  rule  a1x>ve  stated, 
a  railroad  nxay  lawfully  prohibit  peddling  upon  their  trains. 

While  I  have  endeavored  io  answer  ^e  question  submitted 
by  Mr.  Hibbard,  no  opinion  from  this  office  upon  this  question 
is  binding  upon  Mr.  Hibbard  or  his  client  If  he  has  any  cause 
for  complaint  against  any  railroad  company  he  can  obtain  re- 
dress by  bringing  an  action  in  the  proper  cx>urt  regardless 
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of  any  opinion  which  may  be  rendered  by  this  or  your  depart- 

injent

Fire  Department. — Village  board  has  power  to  organize,  es- 
tablish and  maintain  a  fire  department  under  subd.  10  of  sec 
983  R.  S.  »

Dear  Sir: — ^Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst  to  the  secretary  of 
state  has  been  referred  to  this  department. You  state  that  the  citi- 
zens of  tlio  village  of  Glenbeulah  desire  to  form  a  fire  company 
and  ask  how  it  should  be  organized ;  also  whether  it  is  better 
to  organize  as  an  association  or  a  corporation. 

In  reply  will  say  that  subdivision  10  of  section  893  R.  S. 
of  1898  pi-ovidos,  among  other  things,  that  the  village  board 
of  all  villages  organized  under  the  general  law  shall  have  power 
by  ordinance,  resolution  or  vote:  ^*To  establish  a  fire  depart- 
ment^ to  appoint  the  officers  and  members  thereof  and  prescribe 
and -regulate  their  duties;  to  provide  protection  from  fire  by 
the  purchase  of  fire  engines,  and  all  the  necessary  apparatus 
for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  by  the  erection  and  con- 
struction of  piunps,  water  mains,  reservoirs,  or  other  water 
works ;  to  ei^ct  engine  houses ;  to  compel  the  inhabitants  of  the 
village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires." 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  section  above  quoted  the  village 
board  has  ample  pDwer  to  organize,  establish  and  maintain  a 
fire  department.  It  is  not  necessary  nor  is  it  usual  for  such 
companies  to  become  incoi*porated.  The  property  and  equip- 
ment is  ownei^l  by  the  village  and  the  department  is  maintained 
by  tlie  village.     I  believe  that  ordinarily  the  fire  company  in 
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villages  is  a  voluntaTy  one  and  the  members  of  the  company 
lUiake  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  found  necessary  in  the 
management  of  the  company. 

Section  1926  R.  S.  lvS98  provides:  That  there  shall  be  paid 
on  die  1st  day  of  February  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer  of 
any  village  having  or  miaintaining  a  regularly  organized  fire 
depai-tment,  for  the  support  and  maintenace  of  such  fire  de- 
partment,  a  duty  of  t\vo  per  cent,  upon  the  amoimt  of  all  pre- 
miums for  insurance  thereof.  This  section  further  provides, 
that  in  case  the  fire  department  of  any  such  village  be  a  vol- 
untary department^  or  part  paid,  or  either,  having  a  treasurer, 
all  moneys  received  or  collected  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
section  1926  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  such  department 
for  tlie  support  and  maintenance  thereof.  This  section  furthefr 
provides,  that  no  city,  village  or  town  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
duty,  unles  it  shall  have,  support  or  maintain  a  fire  department 
consisting  of  a  voluntary  department  of  at  least  one  fire  engine 
company  with  not  less  than  ten  active  members  having  at  least 
one  good  engine  and  not  less  than  five  hundred  feet  of  sound 
hose,  kept  in  an  engine  house  fit  and  readv  at  all  times  for 
actual  service,  and  at  least  one  hook  and  ladder  ooanpany  mth 
not  less  than  twelve  active  members  having  a  good  hook  and 
ladder  tinick,  and  each  such  company  shall  hold  a  meeting  at 
least  once  a  month. 

You  vnll  observe  that  in  order  to  obtain  tlie  t\vo  per  cent 
premium  received  from  insurance  it  is  necessary  to  maintain 
the  company  in  sul>stantial  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  1926.  It  is  mpossible  for  me  to  attempt  to  state  in 
detail  tlie  nuethoS  of  the  organization  of  the  company,  but  in 
ease  you  can  secure  the  hearty  co-operationof  the  village  board 
and  a  sufficient  number  f  active  members  who  dcfeire  to  organ- 
ize the  fire  company,  you  should  have  but  little  difficulty  in 
properly  organizing.

Dear  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  inquiry  of  Oct  23d,  as  to  the 
power  of  the  county  board  to  control  justices  of  the  peace  in 
entertaining  questionable  criminal  proceedings,  I  beg  to  say, 
a  justice  of  the  peace  is  a  judicial  officer  and  the  law  charges 
him  with  exercising  judicial  discretion  in  determining,  in  the 
first  instance,  whether  to  entertain  a  crimlinal  proceeding  or 
not  This  discretion  cannot  be  disturbed  nor  controlled  so 
long  as  it  is  properly  exercised.  If  it  is  abused,  or  if  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  wantonly,  viciously,  or  wilfully  entertains  or 
connives  at  commencing  criminal  proceedings,  he  can  be  pro- 
ceeded against,  as  the  laAV  provides  in  case  of  all  public  officers 
for  malfeasance  in  office.  If  his  entertaining  the  suit  is  not 
grounded,  however,  iu  malfeasance,  but  in  erroneous  judgment, 
and  no  adequate!  remedy  will  come  to  the  tax  payers  by  appeals 
from  his  decision  in  tlie  regularly-  constituted  course  of  pro- 
cedure, then  he  may  be  restrained  from  proceeding  in  the  par- 
ticular instance  probably,  by  a  writ  of  prohibition.  The  county 
board  have  no  greater  authority  to  regulate  and  control  him 
than  have  the  private  ta:x  payers  or  the  individual  citizens. 
They  have,  however,  an  opportunity  to  exercise  a  greater  moral 
influence,  which  they  can  do  by  passing  a  resolution  of  the 
county  board  declaratory  of  their  sentiment  in  this  matter  and 
containing  a  request  to  tlie  justices  of  the  county,  which  of 
course  would  be  suggestive  only  and  could  have  no  legal,  but 

only  a'moral,  effect.

^Vkcomin  Live  Stock  and  Sanitary  Board, — Under  chap. 
440  la^\'B  1901,  board  niay  allow  owners  of  cattle  that  respond 
to  tlie  tiibercnline  test,  to  ship  under  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  board.  Owner  may  retain  such  animals  under  quarantine 
regulations.  If  animals  are  not  sold  and  owner  does  not  exer- 
cise option  to  retain,  board  may  order  slaughtered.

Gentlemen: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  H.  L. 
Russell,  a  member  of  your  board,  stating  that  in  attempting 
to  combat  ike  disease  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  tliis  state  it 
lias  seemed  feasible  to  vour  board  to  modifv  to  some  extent 
the  regulations  which  have  pn^viously  been  enforcc<l  for  the 
<iisix>sition  of  cattle  affected  with  said  disease ;  that  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  from  60  to  80  per  cent  at  least  of  animals 
that  respond  to  the  tul)erculine  test  are  in  a  condition  where 
the  meat  of  such  animals  is  perfectly  safe  for  himnan  use;  that 
the  federal  government  always  recognizes  this  in  its  inspections 
matie  at  abattoirs  at  the  slaughtering  centei^s,  and  most  foreign 
governments  have  taken  cognizance  of  this  fact;  that  it  seems 
to  vour  board  that  the  unnecessarv  loss  caused  by  the  condemna- 
tion  and  slaughter  of  all  animals  that  respond  to  the  test  is 
a  loss  which  could  in  part  be  obviated,  and  asking  whetlier  it 

• 

would  be  oontrarv'  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  chapter  440  cf 
the  laws  of  1901  to  permit  owTiers  of  stock  tliat  have  l)een  tested 
^ith  tlie  tubercxdine  test  and  found  to  react  to  tlie  same,  to 
^hip  such  stock  under  regulations  laid  down  by  your  board  to 
abattoirs  for  immediate  slaughter.  You  further  state  that  aU 
animals  that  are  in  the  advanced  stages  of  tlio  disease  would 
fe  appraised  and  slaughtered  and  compensation  given  for  the 
^aine  in  accordance  with  the  rules  which  have  been  previously 
enforced ;  that  if  such  animals  are  sent  to  tlie  slaughtering  cen- 
ters tliey  are  all  examined  by  federal  inspectors,  and  if  af- 
fe<eted  in  a  way  so  as  to  endanger  public  health  are  t]ii*o\\Ti  out. 
11 
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In  reply  I  would  say  that  I  have  carefully  eDcamined  this 
question  and  I  think  under  said  ckapter  440  that  you  would 
have  full  authority  to  allow  the  owners  of  diseased  herds  to 
ship  animals  tliat  respond  to  the  tuberculine  test,  but  that  are 
not  in  the  judgnuent  of  your  board  in  such  an  advanced  stage 
of  the  disease  as  to  be  unfit  for  food,  to  abattoirs  for  immediate 
slaughter.  Section  2  of  said  act,  among  other  things^  provides 
as  follows: 

^^It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  protect  the  health,  of  domeetic  animals  of  the  state;  to  de- 
termine and  employ  the  most  efficient  and  practical  means  for 
the  prevention,  suj>pression,  control  or  eradication  of  danger- 
ous, contagious  or  infectious  disease  amiong  domestic  animals ; 
and  for  tliat  purpose  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  establish,  maintain,  enforce  and  regulate  such  quarantine 
and  other  mieasures  relating  to  the  miovement  and  care  of  ani- 
mals and  their  products,  the  disinfection  of  suspected  locali- 
ties and  articles,  and  the  disposition  of  animals  as  it  may  deem 
necessar\',  and  to  adopt  from  time  to  time  all  such  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proped  for  .carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  act." 

■ 

The  act  also  gives  tlie  owner  of  diseased  animals  the  option 
of  retaining  them  and  keeping  them  in  quarantine  under  such 
reJ^trictions  as  your  board  may  prescribe,  and  that  whenever 
the  owner  shall  not  exercise  said  option  and  it  shall  be  deefmed 
necessary  by  the  lx>a)*d  to  slaughter  diseased  animals,  that  such 
animals  may  l)e  slaughtered  after  being  condemned  as  provided 
in  said  act  and  the  owners  paid  two-tliirds  the  value  thereof. 

I  am  very  clear,  under  the  authority  given  in  said  act,  that 
whenever  your  board  finds  animals  that  respond  to  the  tiibercu- 
line  test,  you  may  do  one  of  three  things : 

First; — Allow  the  o^vTler  to  ship,  under  regulaticms  prescribed 
by  your  lx>ard,  such  of  the  animals  as  in  the  judgment  of  your 
board  are  fit  for  food,  to  an  abattoir  for  immediate  slaughter, 
in  which  event  the  o\\Tier  would  receivethe  full  amount  the  cat>- 
tie  might  bring,  but  would  have  no  claim  against  the  state  on 
account  of  tlie  slaughter  of  the  cattle. 
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Second — That  if  the  owner  of  cattle  responding  to  the  tuber- 
culiiie  test  should  pi-efer  to  retain  them,  he  msj  do  so  undeor 
such  quarantine  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  your 
board.  * 

Third — That  if  the  animials  are  not  sold  and  the  owner  does 

not  exercise  his  option  to  retain  them  as  above  stated,  your 

board  have  the  right  to  have  such  animals  oondemtned  as  you 

may  think  should  be  slaughtered.

Commiissioners  of  Deeds. — Sec.  182  Stats.  189R  authorizes 
governor  to  appoint  in  the  Philippines,  but  not  in  Cuba.

Dear  Sir: — ^Replying  to  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to 

whether  you  are  authorized  to  appoint  commissioners  of  deeds 

ineither  Cuba  of  the  Philippine  islands,  Av^ill   say    that   your 

authoritv  in  this  matter  is  found  in  section  182  R.  S.  1898, 

which,  among  other  things,  provides  that 

"The  governor  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  com- 
missioners in  any  other  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  territory 
heJonging  to  the  United  States^  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
trnii  of  four  years  unless  sooner  removed." 

Obviously  the  question  to  be  determined  is,  whether  Cuba 
and  the  Philippines,  or  either,  are  territory  belonging  to  the 
United  States  within  the  meaning  of  section  182  R.  S. 

The  Uneaty  of  Paris,  signed  Decemjber  10,  1898,  and  pro- 
claimed April  11,  1899,  30  Stat  1754,  contained,  among  other 
provisions,  the  following : 

^Vrticle  I.  Spain  reliquishes  all  claim  of  sovereignty  over 
and  title  to  Cuba. 
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And  as  the  island  is,  upon  its  evacuation  by  Spain,  to  be 
occupied  by  the  United  States,  the  United  States  will,  so  long 
as  such  occupation  shall  last,  assume  and  discharge  the  obliga- 
tions that  may  under  international  law  result  from  the  fact 
of  its  occupation  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

Article  II.  Spain  cedes  to  the  United  States  the  island  of 
Porto  Rico  and  other  islands  now  under  Spanish  sovereignty 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  tlie  island  of  Gimm,  in  the  Marianas 
or  Ladrones. 

Article  III.  Spain  cedes  to  the  United  States  the  archipel- 
ago known  as  the  Philippine  islands,  and  comprehending  the 
islajids  lying  witliin  the  following  lines: 

It  will  be  observed  that,  under  the  terms  of  th^  treaty,  Spain 
relinquished  all  claims  of  sovereignty  and  title,  to  Cuba,  but 
ceded  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines  to  the  United  States.  In 
the  recent  case  of  Xeely  vs.  Henkel,  180  U.  S.,  109,  119,  the 
status  of  Cuba  is  considered,  and  Mr.  Justice  Hart^an,  speak- 
ing for  the  court,  says 

*'It  cannot  be  i^garded  in  any  constitutional,  legal  or  inter- 
national sense  a  part  of  die  territory  of  the  United  States." 

The  status  of  Porto  Rico  was  considered  in  the  case  of 
Downes  vs.  Bidwell,  181  U.  S.,  24-1:,. 287,  and  it  is  tliere  held 
that  the  island  of  Porto  Rico  is  a  territory  appertaining  and 
belonging  to  the  United  States.  Since,  under  the  tenns  of  the 
treaty  of  Paris,  the  United  States  sustains  the  same  relation 
to  the  Philippines  that  it  does  to  Porto  Rico,  it  is  clear  that 
the  Philippine  islands  are  territory  Monging  to  the  United 
States. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  section  182  R.  S.  autlior- 
izes  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  deeds  in  the  Philip- 
pines, but  does  not  authorize  tlie  appointment  of  such  comttnis- 

sioners  in  Cuba.

IteiAB    Sir: — ^Yoiir    tel^rani,  re(iuesting   my  opinion  as  to 
whetlier  deer  can  be  shipped  on  tlie  15th  of  Xovember,  was  re- 
ceived this  morning,  and  I  immediately  wired  answer  to  the 
effect  that  shipment  may  lawfully  be  made  on  the  15th. 

Section  14,  chapter  350,  la^'irs  of  1901  (page  85  of  pam- 
phlet, Fish  and  Game  Laws),  provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  transport  the  carcass  of  any  deer  between  tlie  fifth  day  of 
December  and  the  succeeding  fifteenth  day  of  Xovemiber."  I 
believe  it  reasonably  clear  that  the  word  "between"  as  used  ex- 
eludes  the  fifth  day  of  December  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  No- 
vember, and  that  therefore  deer  may  be  lawfully  shipped  on 
these  days.  This  is  the  construction  which  has  been  placed 
upon  the  language  by  the  State  Game  Warden's  department. 

As  you  are  aware,  tlie  word  "bet>\'^een"  in  a  statute  is  some- 
times construed  as  being  used  inclusively  and  at  other  times, 
exclusively,  as  the  sense  may  require.  This  is  a  penal  statute, 
and  I  believe  the  word  "between"  is  used  exclusively.

,   Loans  to  Counties. — ^Letter  stating  policy  of  office  on  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  9th  inst.  would 
say  that  my  opinion  fixing  theJ  policy  of  this  office  under  my 
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administration  ^^ntli  respect  to  loans  to  counties  on  certificates 
of  indebtedness  where  there  is  no  provision  of  law  general  or 
special  authorizing  a  county  to  l)orrow  money  was  fully  dis- 
eussed  in  a  Jetter  from  me  to  Otto  Christianson,  Esquire, 
County  Clerk  of  Washburn  county,  A\'Titten  April  14,  1899; 
and  tliat  policy  has,  I  l>elieve,  been  consistently  followed  ever 
since.     In  part  I  said : 

"Section  658  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1898  authorizes  a  county 
to  issue  bonds:  First,  to  provide  county  buildings;  second, 
to  exchange  for  or  compromise  any  bonds  previously  issued  and 
outstanding.  A  general  law  .also  authorizes  counties  to  issue 
bonds  to  build  county  insane  asylums.  There  are  other  pur- 
poses for  which  counties  are  autliorized  to  issue  bonds;  special 
laws  have  also  been  passed  authorizing  different  counties  to 
issue  bonds  to  pay  the  county  indebtedness,  as  judgments, 
oounty  oders,  etc.  (Such  a  law  was  passed  during  the  session 
of  1899  relating  to  Ashland  county,  but  it  related  only  to  judg- 
ralents  against  said  county  tlieretofore  rendered  and  outstand- 
ing, county  orders  and  circuit  court  certificates  theretofore  is- 
sued.) 

Whenever  there  is  a  provision  of  law,  general  or  special, 
authorizing  a  county  to  borrow  money  for  any  certain  pur- 
pose, then  the  county  lx>ard  has  authority  under  subdivision 
5  of  section  669  and  the  numjerous  decisions  of  our  supreme 
court,  to  issue  the  oonds  and  take  all  steps  necessary  or  inci- 
dent thereto. 

There  is  no  law,  however,  general  or  special,  with  which  I 
am  familiar,  which  authorizes  the  county  of  Ashland  to  bor- 
row money  to  pay  its  outstanding:  indebtedness  (since  the  act 
above  mentioned),  unless  that  indebtedness  is  a  bonded  indebt- 
edness. Under  section  258  of  the  Wisconsin  Statutes  of  1898,, 
and  the  sections  follo^ring,  the  land  commissioners  are  author- 
ized to  make  loans  front  the  trust  funds  of  this  state.  Sub- 
division 5  of  section  258  authorizes  loans  to  be  made  to  coim- 
ties  upon  certain  conditions  "subject  to  the  limitations,  re^- 
strictions  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth."  One  of  the 
restrictions  is  found  in  section  258^  following,  and  providea 
that  'Vhenever  any  coimty  board,  town  board,  ooanmon  coun- 
cil or  village  board  is  not  specially  authorized  by  law  to  pro- 
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cure  loans  and  nmke  appropriationfi  for  the  purpoee  for  which 
any  such  loan  is  required,  such  county,  town,  city  or  village 
shall,  before  applying  for  such  loan,  authorize  such  application 
by  vote  of  a  nuijority  of  the  l^al  voters  voting  on  said  ques- 
tion at  a  general  or  special  election." 

Xow  imless  the  application  for  a  loan  which  your  county 
desires  to  make  is  for  sonDe  purpose  specially  authorized  by 
law,  you  have  not  the  authority  to  borrow  it,  nor  the  land  com- 
missioners authority  to  loan  it,  except  upon  a  vote  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  legal  voters  of  your  county  voting  on  such  question 
at  a  general  or  special  election. 

Consistently  with  the  rule  adopted  by  this  office  I  must  there- 
fore hold  that  the  land  commissioners  can  only  loan  money  to 
Ashland  County  to  take  up  its  outstanding  obligations,  other 
than  lxi»ded  indebtedness,  upon  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  county.  Yours  truly,

pox  patient  is  entitled  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  county ;  and  the 
county  has  a  claim  against  the  proper  municipality.

Dear  Sib: — ^Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  relative  to  tlie  sup- 
port of  smallpox  patients,  is  received  and  noted.  In  reply  will 
say  that  wher«?  a  town  takes  care  of  a  non-resident  patient,  the 
to\ni  incurrimy  the  expense  of  taking  care  of  such  patient,  such 
as  doctor's  bills,  nursing  and  provision,  is  entitled  to  be  reim- 
bursed by  the  county,  and  that  the  county  has  a  claim  against 
the  proper  municipality. 
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You  have  undoubtedly  examined  the  case  of  Portage  County 
vs.  the  TowTi  of  Xeshkoro,  109  Wis.,  520,  624.  See  also 
Plymouth  vs.  Sheboygan  Co.,  101  Wis.,  200. 

There  is,  as  you  wall  notice,  some  apparent  conflict  between 
Sec.  1421  and  Sec.  1512.  The  precise  question  as  to  the  sup- 
port of  non-rosident  patients  while  under  quarantine  has  not 
been  passed  upon  by  our  Supreme,  Court  so  far  as  I  can  ascer- 
tain. In  a  case  recently  tried  before  Judge  Siebecker,  of  this 
circuity  where  residents  of  this  county  were  quarantined  in  Co- 
lumibia  Coimty,  relief  was  given  under  Sec.  1512  and  tho 
anuount  was  charged  to  and  paid  by  Colum!bia  County,  w^hich 
afterwards  brought  the  action  to  recover  froitu  this  county. 
Judge  Siebecker  held  that  Sec.  1512  was  applicable,  even  though 
the  patients  w'ere  under  quarantine  at  the  time  the  aid  was  fur- 
nished, and  that  Colimiibia  County  was  entitled  to  recover  for 
the  amount  expended  in  the  care  of  patients. 

Undoubtedly,  if  any  expenses  in  maintaining  quarantine  are 
incurred  in  addition  to  those  necessary  for  the  care  of  the  pa- 
tients, the  municipality  should  pay  them,  under  1412 ;  that  is, 
expenses  incurred  for  disinfecting  houses  and  the  like,  and 
whicli  are  not  for  the  care  of  the  patients,  should  be  paid  under 
section  1412.

Dear.  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  James  O.  Fidler, 
city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Monroe,  which  was  referred  to  me 
by  Mr.  Eogers,  Executive  clerk,  asking  whether  the  charter 
provision  of  said  city,  or  the  general  statute,  is  to  govern  in  ref- 
erence to  the  fee  of  the  collector  of  taxes. 

I  take  it  that  the  city  of  Monroe  is  operating  under  special 
charter  and  that  it  has  never  adopted  the  general  charter  law, 
or  the  part  thereof  relating  to  the  fees  of  the  tax  collector.  If 
such  is  thei  case  I  am  of  opinion  tha,t  the  charter  provision  of 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Monroe  governs  the  ampunt  of  fee  the 
collector  is  entitled  to.

Dear  Sir  : — I  bog  to  acknowledge  yours  of  tliis  date,  in  which 
you  ask  for  my  construction  of  Chap.  285  of  the  laws  of  1901, 
and  particularly  whether  such  Chap,  now  allows  women  to  vote 
for  superintendent  of  schools : 

For  state  superint-endent : 

And  on  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment  relating  to 
the  office  of  state  sui)erintendetit. 

In  reply  tliereto,  beg  to  say,  Chap.  285  of  the  laws  of  1901, 
passed  as  an  amendment  to  section  428a,  of  the  statutes  of  1898, 
evidently  was  intended  by  the  state  legislature  to  supply  the  de- 
ficiencies noted  in  the  general  statute  in  the  opinions  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  this  state  in  the  71st  Wis.,  p.  238,  and  the  75th 
AVis.,  p.  543.  That  being  tbo  case,  and  reading  the  anuendment 
Avitli  these  two  opinions  of  our  supreme  court,  I  easily  hold,  that 
Cliap.  285  of  the  laws  of  1901,  now  allows  women  to  vote  for 
county  superintendent  of  schools  and  also  allows  themj  to  vote 
for  state  superintendent. 

The  only  diffix^ulty  on  the  third  question  is,  whether  voting 
for  the  constitutional  amendment  relating  to  the  office  of  state 
superintendent,  is  voting  on  "school  matters." 

I  l)elieve  the  legislative  intention  and  the  language  of  the 
acts  both  justify  me  in  holding  that  "school  matters"  means 
any  matter  pertaining  to  the  administration  of  the  schools  of 
the  state  of  Wisconsin.  I  believe  that  the  election  of  a  state 
superintendent  and  the  fixing  of  his  salary,  even  though  that 
question  is  to  be  accomplished  by  virtue  of  a  constitutional 
amendment,  is  as  much  a  "school  matter"  as  the  election  of  a 
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meinter  of  a  school  l)oard  in  a  country  locality.  I  think,  the 
law  does  not  concern  itself  with  the  magnitude  of  the  question 
submitted,  but  simply  with  its  quality,  -as  to  whether  it  pertains 
t»  a  "school  matter"  or  not  Therefore,  any  question  submit- 
ted to  the  people  for  their  vote,  which  question  has  to  do  with 
school  matters,  is  such  a  question  as  entitles  the  persons  named 
in  the  act  to  exercise  tlie  voting  power.  I  therefore  advise  you 
that  Chap.  285  of  the  laws  of  1901,  is  sufficiently  broad  and  its 
intention  is,  to  allow  women  to  vote  upon  the  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendment  relating  to  the  office  of  state  superintendent.

Bond  Required  hy  Chapter  202,  Laws  of  1899. — ^\Vas  in- 
tended for  benefit  of  laborers  and  material  men  performing  la- 
bor upon  or  furnishing  material  for  state  buildings.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewath  letter  from  ^Messrs.  Ferry  k 
Clas,  dated  Dec  18  th,  also  blank  building-contract  and  bond 
with  changes  noted  thei-eon,  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
chap.  292,  laws  of  1899. 

I  note  what  is  said  by  the  architects  as  to  the  interests  of  The 
State  being  protected  by  Article  IX  of  the  contract.  Tliis  is 
true..  However,  chap.  -292  was  intended  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  laborers  and  material  men  performing  labor  and  f umisli- 
ing  material  for  state  buildings  and  to  provide  tliat  the  bonds- 
men of  the  contractor  shall  be  liable  to  themj  as  well  as  to  The 
State. 

Before  the  passage  of  chap.  292,  in  numerous  cases  it  was 
found  that  contractors  building  state  buildings  wnere  financially 
inreeponsible  and,  while  The  State  was  protected  by  the  bond, 
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the  laborers  and  material  mefa  were  not  protected.  As  a  result 
the  Legislature  was  often  asked  to  appropriate  money  to  pay 
claims  of  this  character,  which,  although  not  enforceable  against 
The  State,  were  considered  such  as  to  support  an  appropriation 
by  The  State  therefor. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  chaps.  187  and  302,  laws  of  1899, 
as  illustrations  of  appropriations  of  this  character.  Chap.  292 
was  enacted  in  order  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  a  like  situa- 
tion. 

The  architects  seem  to  have  misunderstood  the  last  clause  of 
our  letter  of  tlie  11th  inst  We  simply  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  tlie  sureties  had  not  justified.  While  this  is  not  al>- 
solutely  necessary,  it  is  highly  proper  in  order  that  you  may  be 
advised  as  to  the  responsibility  of  such  sureties.

DexVr  Sir: — In  your  favor  of  the  19th  inst,  you  state  that 
the  license  fe<?  in  your  village,  as  fixed  by  vote,  is  $200  per 
year ;  that  you  have  an  application  for  a  saloon  license  to  com- 
mence on  Dec.  1st,  1901,  and  to  expire  July  1,  1901.  With 
this  statement  of  facts  you  ask  whether  the  village  board  can 
grant  this  license  and  charge  pro  rata  for  the  seven  months  re- 
maining in  this  year,  or  whether  the  board  must  charge  the  full 
amount  of  the  license,  the  same  as  if  the  license  commeaiced 
Julv  1st,  1901. 

This  is  not  a  question  upon  which  we  are  required  or  author- 
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ized  to  give  you  an  official  opinion.  Any  opinion  which  this 
department  might  give  would  be  advisory  only.  Unofficially 
we  would  say  that  the  board  can  grant  the  Ucemse  at  the  present 
tittue.  See  sec.  1548,  stats.  1898.  By  this  we  do  not  mean, 
that  the  board  could  pro  rata  the  license  fee  and  grani;  a  license 
until  July  up'>n  the  payment  of  the  proportionate  part  of  the 
license  fee*.  Tlie  amount  of  the  license  fee  is  determined  by 
see.  1548,  which  section,  among  other  things,  provides: 

'*A11  such  licenses  shall  remain  in  force  until  tlie  first  Tues- 
day of  Jxily  next  after  the  said  license  shall  become  effective 
unless  sooner  revoked  by  the  board  or  council  granting  the 
same." 

Fronii  the  proHsions  of  the  statute  referred  to,  you  will  ob- 
serve that,  while  the  board  can  grant  licenses  at  any  time,  the 
license  fee  is  as  prescribed  by  sec.  1 548,  regardless  of  the  time 
when  the  license  is  issued.  In  my  opinion  a  license  granted 
upon  the  payment  of  less  than  the  full  fee  is  absolutely  void  and 
no  protection  to  the  holder  of  the  same.

Dear  Sir  : — In  vour  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  vou  ask  whether 
there  is  anv  definite  law  or  decision  as  to  when  taxes  become  a 
lien  against  real  estate.  Also,  when  does  liability  on  taxes  on 
real  estate  cease  with  vendor  and  attach  to  vendee. 

In  reply  will  say,  that  this  is  not  a  question  upon  which  I  am 
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autborized  or  required  to  give  you  an  official  opinion.  UuofB- 
cially  1  would  say  that  the  information  you  desire  is  found  in 
section  1153,  K..  S.  1898,  which  is  as  follows: 

^'As  between  the  grantor  and  grantee  of  any  land,  when  there 
is  no  express  agreement  as  to  which  shall  pay  the  taxes  that  may 
be  assessed  thereon  before  the  convevance,  if  such  land  is  con- 
veyed  even  with  or  prior  to  the  date  of  the  w*arrant  authorizing 
the  collection  of  such  taxes  then  the  grantee  shall  pay  the  same; 
but  if  conveyed  after  that  date  then  the  grantor  shall  pay  them." 

This  you  will  observe  is  the  statutory  rule  where  there  is  no 
agreerajent  between  the  parties  as  to  who  shall  pay  the  taxes. 
If  an  agreemjont  is  m»ade  that  would  govern. 

In  the  case  of  Spear  vs.  Door  County,  C5  Wis.,  298,  the  court 
uses  tlie  following  language: 

"The  rule  tixed  by  statute  as  to  who  shall  pay  the  taxes  for 
the  current  year,  as  between  gi-antor  and  grantee,  when  no 
agrecnijent  is  made  in  respect  to  the  same,  goes  upon  the  theory 
that  the  taxes  are  not  a  specific  lien  upon  real  estate  until  the 
tax  roll  is  completed  and  the  taxes  extended  on  such  roll.  See 
section  1153,  R,  S.  The  grantor  is  not  liable  on  his  oovenanfc 
against  encumbrances  for  the  taxes  of  the  current  year  unless 
they  have  been  extended  on  the  tax  roll  at  the  date  of  his  con- 
veyance." 

You  will  observe  that  tliis  case  clearly  states  the  rule  appli- 
cable.

Dear  ^S'ir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  yours  of  this 
date,  asking  for  my  construction  of  chap.  09  of  the  laws  of 
1901,  and  more  particularly  as  to  what  limitation  is  placed 
upon  the  territory  in  which  the  mutual  insurance  companies  can 
transact  business. 

In  reply  thereto  I  beg  to  say,  section  1941-5  of  the  statutes 
of  1898  permits  such  companies  to  do  business  not  only  in  the 
county  in  which  their  home  office  is  located,  but  in  all  adjoin- 
ing counties  after  having  been  authorized  by  proper  resolutions, 
etc.  The  Legislature  of  1901  evidently  intended  to  enlarge 
that  territory.  They  have  attempted  to  do  so  by  saying'  tliat 
such  companies  "may  also,  in  addition  tliereto,  insure  property 
in  contiguous  counties,  but  in  no  case  shall  such  counties  exceed 
eight  in  number." 

I  think  a  fair  construction  of  this  language,  in  view  of  the 
nature  of  the  business  and  of  the  companies  transacting  it,  is  to 
extend  the  business  of  such  companies  beyond  the  counties  ad- 
joining the  county  in  which  the  home  office  is  located,  to  such 
other  counties  as  are  contiguous  to  the  coimties  adjoining  the 
one  in  which  the  home  office  is  located  only,  and  even  then  that 
all  of  the  counties  in  which  the  company  may  do  business,  in- 
cluding the  one  where  the  home  offi.ce  is  located,  shall  in  no  ease 
exceed  eight  in  number.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  yesterday,  inclosing  letter  from 
H.  M.  Luduag,  fonnjor  Secretary  of  your  board,  and  requesting 
an  opinion  as  to  wiiether  your  board  can  so  construe  chap.  306, 
law^  1901,  as  to  entitle  to  exemption  from  examination,  prac- 
titioners who  have  l)een  licensed  by  other  state  boards,  who  pre- 
sent a  certificate  issued  upon  less  than  foiu*  terms  of  attendance 
at  college  and  who  have  graduated  prior  to  the  enactment  of 
our  first  la.w  of  1807  and  who  have  been  reputable  practition- 
ers ever  since,  is  received  and  noted.   . 

In  reply  will  say  that  chap.  306,  laws  1001,  provides,  among 
other  things,  that 

"i\jiy  practitioner  of  medicine  holding  a  certificate  from  any 
other  state  board  im]x>sing  requirement^  equal  to  those  estab- 
lished by  tlie  board  provided  for  herein,  may  on  presentation  of 
the  samie  wdth  a  diploma,  be  admitted  to  practice  within  this 
state  witliout  an  examination,  at  the  discretion  of  the  board  on 
the  paym^nt  of  the  fee." 

After  a  careful  examination  of  this  provision,  I  ami  of  the 
opinion  that  under  it  your  board  is  authorized  in  its  discretion 
to  admit  without  examination,  practitioners  holding  certificates 
from  any  otlier  state  board  w^hich  imposes  requirements  equal  to 
those  established  by  your  lx>ard.  In  determining  whether  an- 
other state  imposes  requirements  equal  to  those  of  this  statef  you 
should  detennine  whether  the  requirements  there  are  substan- 
tially equal  to  those  in  this  state.  In  otlier  words,  it  does  not 
necessarily  depend  u]3on  tlie  nimnber  of  tenns  which  a  graduate 
is  required  to  attend  l^efore  receiving  his  diploma,  but  w^hether, 
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under  the  law,  he  is  required,  before  being  entitled  to  a  license, 
10  possess  sul>stantially  the  same  qualifications  which  are  re- 
quired by  your  board  under  our  present  law.  Holders  of  di- 
plomas from  states  making  such  requirements  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  your  board,  be  admitted  A\dthout  examination. 

You  will  note  that  the  statute  provides  that  practitioners 
holding  certificates  from  other  state  boards  imposing  require- 
ments equal,  etc.,  may  be  admitted  without  examination.     Un- 
der this  provision  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  practitioner,  who 
holds  a  certificate  from  a  state  board  which  now  imposes  re- 
tjuiremfents  equal  to  those  imposed  by  our  statute  may  be  ad- 
mitted without  examination,  even  though  at  the  time  the  per- 
son received  a  certificate  the  reciuirements^were  not  the  same. 
Any  otlier  construction  would  shut  out  most  practitioners  who 
have  been  in  practice  for  some  years  and  enable  only  very  re- 
cent  graduates  to  take  advantage  of  the  terms  of  the  statute; 
for,  as  I  understand  it,  nuany,  if  not  most,  of  the  states  have 
Ixx^n  raising  the  standard  of  qualifications  during  recent  years. 
You  will  also  notice  that  it  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  board 
a5  to  whether  examination  will  be  required.     Under  this  pro- 
nsion,  if  the  board  should  have  reason  to  believe  in  any  partic- 
ular case  that  an  applicant  for  admission  does  not  possess  the 
proper  qualifications  to  practice,  even  though  holding  a  certi- 
ficate from  anotiier  state  board,  vour  board  could  of  course  re- 
quire  the  examdnation.     Therefore  there  is  very  little  danger 
of  l)eing  imposed  upon  should  the  board  adopt  the  construction 
which  we  have  suggested  in  construing  the  statute. 
I  return  herewith  Dr.  Ludwig' s  letter.

Amendment  by  General  Law,  Terms  of 
Office  of  Mayor,  City  Treasurer,  etc,  A  special  charter  may 
in  effect  be  amended  by  a  general  law  if  such,  appears  from  the 
law  to  have  been  the"  intention  of  the  legislature. 

Chap.  443,  La^vBof  1901,  increasing  the  term  of  office  of 
mayor,  city  treasurer,  etc,  from  one  to  two  years,  applies  to 
cities  operating  under  special  c]iarte(r8.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  tlie  18th  inst.,  is  received  and 
noted.  You  state  that  Beloit  is  a  city  of  the  third  class,  oper- 
ating under  a  special  charter ;  that  your  mayor,  city  treasurer, 
supervisor  for  each  ward  and  an  alderman  from  each  ward  are 
elected  annually,  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said  officers  ex- 
cept  alderman  being  for  one  year  under  your  charter ;  that  your 
charter  provides  that 

"Xo  general  law  of  this  sta.te  contravening  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  repealing,  amending  or  modifying 
the  same  unless  such,  purpose  is  expressly  set  fortli  in  such  law." 

You  ask  for  m[v  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  chapter  443  of 
the  laws  of  1901  increases  the  term  of  office  of  your  mayor,  city 
treasurer,  etc.,  from  one  to  two  years. 

In  reply  will  say  that,  as  you  are  aware,  I  am  not  authorized 
to  advise  you  officially  in  this  matter,  nor  is  my  opinion  which  I 
might  give  binding  upon  anyona  Unofficially  I  would  say 
that,  from  such  examination  as  I  have  been  able  to  make,  I  be- 
lieve that  chapter  44  tS  does  apply  to  your  city  and  is  in  effect 
an  amendmjent  to  your  special  charter.  By  subdivision  9  of 
section  31,  article  IV  of  the  constitution,  the  legislature  is  pro- 
hibited from  enacting  any  special  or  private  law  "for  incorpo- 
rating any  city,  to^vn  or  village  or  to  amend  the  charter 
thereof."  Section  32,  article  IV  of  the  constitution  provides 
that  the  legislature  shall  provide  general  laws  for  the  transac-

tion  of  anv  business  that  miiv  bo  prohibited  bv  section  31  of 
article  IV  of  the  constitution,  and  tliat  all  such  laws  shall  be 
uniform  in  their  operation  throughout  the  state.  These  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  have  been  considered  in  several  casee 
bv  our  Supreme  Court,  and  it  is  held  tliat  special  charters  may 
be  amended  by  general  laws. 

The  only  question,  tlierefore,  is  as  to  wiiether  tlie  legislature 
in  passing  chapter  443  intended  thereby  to  make  it  applicable 
to  cities  acting  under  special  charters.  I  believe  the  intention 
of  the  legislature  so  to  do  is  apparent  from  the  language  therein, 
excepting  aldemxan  in  cities  governed  by  special  charters.  In 
other  words,  it  appears  clear  from  this  language  that  the  legis- 
lature considered  that  chapter  443  applied  to  cities  acting  un- 
der special  charters. 

As  bearing  on  this  question  of  amending  special  charters  by 
ireneral  law,  sec 

Johnson  vs.  tJie  City  of  Milwaukee,  88  Wis.,  383. 

Adams  vs.  the  Citv  of  Beloit,  105  Wis.,  363. 

Boyd  vs.  the  City  of  Milwaukee,  92  Wis.,  456. 

Will  say  fui'ther  that  I  have  carefully  exannined  the  case  of 
Baines  vs.  the  City  of  Janesville,  100  Wis.,  369 ;  and,  while  it 
might  at  first  appear  that  the  views  stated  above  are  contrary  to 
the  nile  there  adopted  by  the  court,  I  believe  a  careful  examin- 
ation of  the  case  ^vill  convince  one  that  such  is  not  the  fact.  I 
woiJd  call  particular  attention  to  w^hat  is  said  on  page  373  in 
the  opinion  on  the  motion  for  a  re-hearing,  and  particularly  to 
the  following  language : 

**Th€J  only  question  that  remained  was,  whether  tliat  provision 
of  the  charter  was  repealed  or  modified  by  the  t:^vo  statutes 
subsequently  enacted.  Construing  those  acts  in  the  light  of 
the  statutory  rules  of  conjstruction,  we  reached  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  nothing  contained  in  either  of  those  acts  exmicing 
f^ny  intention  to  repeal  or  modify  the  provisions  of  the  char- 
t^r  meniioned.  Had  there  been  such  intent  it  would  have  been 
enforced." 
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Obviously,  the  only  question  which  you  have  to  consider  is, 
whedier  tke  legislature  intended,  when  passing  chapter  443, 
to  amend  charters  of  cities  acting  under  special  charter.  So 
far  as  I  am  aware,  chapter  448  is  generally  construed  as  appli- 
eable  to  cities  wliether  under  special  or  general  charter.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  16th  inst., 
in  wliich  you  say  that  one  of  tlie  medical  colleges  of  Milwaukee 
is  holding  out  inducements  to  students  of  the  other  colleges,  to 
gradiuito  them  in  a  shorter  period  of  timie  than  is  laid  down 
by  tlio  statute :  or,  in  other  words,  offers  are  l)eing  made  to  the 
students  to  take  them  out  of  one  college  and  let  them  finish 
the  work  by  next  Aupnist  and  hold  their  diplomas  until  the  time 
of  tlio  general  graduation  in  Jime ;  that  it  seem^  that  tlie  eva- 
sion is  founded  on  chapter  300  of  tlie  laws  of  1901,  this  college 
claiming  that  it  is  not  specified  in  the  clause  tliat  students 
matriculating  in  Wisconsin  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act  come  under  the  first  part  of  the  clause,  or,  in  other  words, 
that  students  can  be  legally  graduated  in  a  shorter  time  by  Wis- 
consin colleges  than  students  from  outside  colleges. 

I  take  it  from  your  letter  and  your  previous  letter  ttat  yoai 
^lesiro  to  knok  whether,  in  case  a  person  who  had  matriculated 
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in  one  of  our  Wisconsin  colleges  previous  to  the  passage  of 
chapter  306  should  bring  you  a  diploma  from  such  college, 
you  would  be  required  to  license  said  persou  if  he  ha.d  taken 
the  required  number  of  courses,  but  two  of  the  com*S€e  had  been 
taken  within  twelve  months. 

I  think  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  not  to  let 
do^^l  the  standard  of  Wisconsin  colleges,  and  that,  before  any 
graduate  of  a  Wisconsin  medical  college  can  compel  your  board 
to  license  him  to  practice  in  tliis  state,  he  miist  not  only  pre- 
sent his  diploma  from  this  college,  showing  that  he  has  taken 
the  prescribed  number  of  courses,  but  I  also  tliink  that  no  two 
of  those  courses  can  be  taken  within  any  twelve  months.

operate  one  or  more  branches ;  and  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to 

whether  or  njot  a  state  bank  organized  under  the  banking  law 

may  establish  branches  in  municipalities  other  than  the  one  in 

whidi  it  originAlly  located. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  section  18  of  the  banking  law, 

pronding  for  the  formation  of  such  banks,  provides,  among 

other  things, 

"and  such  bank  shall  be  located  in  some  particular  city 
or  village  in  a  towiiship  containing  not  less  than  two  hundred 
voters,"  eta 
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Section  19  of  said  banking  law  provides  what  the  article;? 
of  association  shall  contain.  One  of  the  provisions  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Second.  The  place  where  the  business  of  discounting  and 
depositing  of  such  association  is  to  bef  carried  on,  designating 
the  particular  city,  town  or  village^" 

The  question  you  ask  has  n^er,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  find,  been  passed  upon  by  our  courts,  but  I  ami  of  opinion, 
in  view  of  tiiie  language  quoted  above,  that  it  was  not  the  in- 
tention*  of  tlie  legislature  that  a  state  bajjk  might  establish 
branches  in  different  municipalities,  but  that  it  should  be  con- 
fined in  its  operation  to  soane  particular  city,  town  or  village.

Vacancy  in  Offiec, — A 
county  superintendent  of  schools  after  filing  his  resignation  con- 
tinues to  hold  the  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.  received.  You  state 
that  soiti^  time  in  Decomber  the  coimty  superintendent  of 
schools  of  your  county,  by  notice  in  writing,  resigned  his  of- 
fice, 1o  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January;  that  his  resig- 
nation was  duly  accepted  by  the  stxite  superintendent^  and  he 
wient  to  Milwaukee,  ^\\i  the  evident  intention  of  staying  there 
indefinitely,  but  that  his  successor  was  not  appointed  until 
about  the  13th  of  January ;  tliat  he  has  now  applied  for  his  sal- 
ary from  the  1st  of  January  to  the  date  of  qualification  of  the 
now  appointed",  claiming  authority  for  the  same  by  reason  of 
a  letter  received  from  this  department. 

Under  the  above  statement  of  facts  you  request  my  opinion 
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as  to  whether  or  not  yoiir  county  can  be  compeilled  to  pay  tlie 
salary  of  the  ofiBcer  fromi  the  first  of  January,  when  his  suc- 
cessor qualified. 

In  reply  will  say  that  I  have  examined  the  question  you  sub- 
mit and  will  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  provisions  of 
our  statute,  which  will  possibly  aid  you  in  arriving  at  a  correct 
'v>nclusion. 

Section  ^i)S,  R,  S.,  which  provides  for  the  election  of  county 
oificers,  also  provides  that 

''Tlie  regular  term  of  office  of  all  such  officers  shall  commence 
on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  their  election 
and  continue  two  years;  but  each  officer,  including  those  now 
in  office,  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  qualified." 

In  the  case  of  State  ex  rel.  AVheeler  vs.  Xobles,  85  X.  W., 
307,  our  court  passe'd  upon  a  somewhat  similar  question  and 
held  that  the  office  of  school  district  treasurer  under  a  statute 
which  provides  that 

"He  skall  hold  office  until  his  successor  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed and  qualified  as  herein  proWded," 

does  not  become  vacant  by  resignation  until  a  successor  has  been 
chosen  and  qualified. 

It  would  seem  that  under  the  rule  laid  down  in  the  Wheeler 
case,  die  office  of  county  superintendent  does  not  become  vacant 
by  resignation  alone*,  but  tliathe  holds  over  until  his  successor 
is  qualified.  You  will  note  that  the  court  cites  witli  approval 
the  case  of  People  vs.  SupeiYisors,  100  111.,  332.  The  head 
note  in  the  Illinois  case  is  as  follows : 

"TVTiere  the  tenure  of  an  office  is  fixed  for  a  specified  period 
of  time,  'and  until  a  successor  shall  be  elected  or  appointed, 
and  (jualified/  the  mere  expiration  of  the  specified  period  of 
time  for  the  duration  of  the  term  of  office  w^ill  not  operate  to 
vacate  tli£'  office,  or  to  impair  tlie  powers  of  tlie  officer  to  con- 
tinue in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  nor  will  the 
election  or  appointment  alone  of  his  successor  have  any  such  ef- 
fect, for  there  must  be  superadded  to  tlie  election  or  appoint- 
ment of  a  successor,  his  qualification,  in  order  to  the  complete 
divestiture  of  the  prior  incumibent  of  his  official  authority. 
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"Xo  distinction  in  this  regard  is  to  be  taken  between  a  resig- 
nation, and  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  for* the  holding  of 
the  office.  A  resignation,  and  its  acceptance,  ends  the  term  of 
office,  the  same  as  tlie  etxpiration  of  the  time  of  the  tenure  of 
the  office  does,  and  no  niore  effectually.  Whatever  power  there 
is  in  the  lattei*  case  to  act  officially  until  the  qualification  of  a 
successor,  must  exist  equally  in  the  case  of  a  resignation." 
See  also  i  •

I  simply  direct  your  attention  to  these  cases  as  bearing  upon 
the  question  you  submit,  without  assmning  to  decide  the  ques- 
tion, and  believe  tliat  they  will  be  of  assistance  to  you.  Under 
the  circumjstances  it  certainly  seems  inequitable  that  the  super- 
intendent should  be  entitled  to  draw  his  salary  after  he  has 
left  the  county,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  his  claim  might  be 
defeated  on  this  ground.  However,  see  the  language?  of  the 
court  in  the  last  part  of  the  opinion  in  State  vs.  Nobles  supra, 
where  it  is  held  that  under  the  statute  which  provides  that 
"when  the  clerk,  director  or  treasurer  shall  be  or  remain  absent 
from  tlie  district  fi-om  which  he  was  elected,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  sixty  days,  the  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant,"  such 
absen(*e  is  autliority  for  the  proper  appointing  power  to  fill  th& 
vacancy  and  such  appointee,  when  he  is  duly  qualified  succeeds 
to  the  office;  but  that,  as  applied  to  the  treasurer,  he. shall  con- 
tinue in  office  and  is  charged  with  its  duties  and  responsibility 
until  the  event  nuentioned  takes  place.  This  seem&  equally  ap- 
plicable to  the  case  of  the  countj''  superintendent.

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Lock-Ups, — County  Boards  have  no  authority  to  build  or 
maintain  local  prisons  or  "lock-ups"  in  unincorporated  villages.

Gexts: — I  have  your  inquiiy  of  Feb.  5th,  in  which  you 
state  that  there  are  thirty  or  more  local  prisons  in  this  state, 
sometimes  calle<l  "lock-ups,"  not  authorized  by  or  located  in 
any  incorporated  city  or  village;  that  you  suppose  they  were 
f-rected  by  county  authority,  and  asking  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  they  are  lawful  prisons. 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  say,  tlie  powers  of  the  county  board  of 
supendsors  are  found  in  the  statutes,  sections  650  to  694. 
Their  general  and  special  powers  are  more  particularly  set  forth 
in  sections  669  and  670.  Section  656  declaes  the  duty  of  the 
coiuity  board  as  regards  tlie  erection  of  coiuity  buildings  and 
jails.  The  county  board  has  only  such  powers  as  are  expressly 
granted  by  statute,  or  such  as  are  necessarily  implied  tlierefrom. 
I  find  no  specific  or  implied  authority  in  the  statutes  for  coun- 
ties to  establish  or  authorize  the  establishing  of  such  "lock-ups" 
as  you  designate,  in  unincorporated  cities  or  villages. 

Chapter  302  of  the  laws  of  1901,  amending  certain  sections 
of  the  general  statutes^  provides  for  thd  government  of  certain 
unincorporated  villages,  but  is  not  broad  enough  to  authorize 
the  boards  of  such  to^\Tis  to  build  o  maintain,  even  under  the 
direction  of  county  authority,  such  local  "lock-ups." 

I  therefore  conclude  and  advise  you,  that  the  county  boards 
have  no  authority  to  locate,  build  or  maintain,  nor  authorize 
other  municipalities  to  locate,  build  or  maintain,  local  prisons 
or  "lock-ups"  in  unincorporated  villages,  and  tiiat  if  such  local 
prisons  or  "lock-ups"  now  exists  they  are  not  lawful  prisons.

Dear  Sir: — Ykmv  favor  of  the  14tli  is  received.     You  ask. 

the  following  questions : 

"1st  Can  a  license  for  selling  liquors  be  transferred  from 
one  person  to  another  lagally  ?" 

"2nd.  If  it  cannot  be  transferred,  please  direct  what  steps 
should  be  taken  to  stop  tlie  party  from  selling,  and  w-hat  penalty 
is  attached  for  the  act  of  running. a  saloon  in  this  way?" 

In  reply  I  ^vill  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  State,  vs. 
Bayne,  100  Wis.,  p.  35.  This  case  holds  that  a  license  issued 
by  a  town  board  of  supervisors  imder  the  laws  of  this  state  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  not  transferrable,  even  with, 
the  consent  of  the  tov^n  board ;  also  that  one  who  files  a  bond 
which  is  approved  by  the  town  board,  but  pays  no  money  to  the 
town  and  proceeds  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  acting  in  good 
faith  upon  a  transfer  to  him  of  a  license  issued  to  a  third  per- 
son by  authority  and  vvith  the  consent  of  die  board,  may,  never- 
theless, be  convicted  of  selling  liquors  without  a  license. 

Undoubtedly  the  same  rule  would  be  applicable  to  licenses 
granted  by  village  lx)ards ;  tbat  is,  a  person  to  whomi  such  a  li- 
cense is  transferred  cajmot  lawfidly  sell  under  such  license, 
but  may,  nevertheless,  be  convicted  of  selling  liquors  without  a 
license?. 

This  is  a  pro].x^r  matter  to  refer  to  your  district  attorney, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  take  such  action  as  he  deems  proper,  after 
examining  into  the  facts  of  the  case.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst,  was  received  in 
due  time  and  should  have  been  answered  before  but  for  the 
fact  that  there  was  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  a  case  in- 
volving the  construction  of  section  1319.  In  that  case  (Bat- 
tles, County  Treasurer,  respondent  vs.  John  P.  Doll,  appel- 
lant— ^o.  5,  January  Calendar),  the  Supreme  Court  has  to- 
day handed  dowTi  a  decision,  in  which  it  is  held  that  villages 
are  not  liable  to  taxation  in  aid  of  building  bridges  under  sec- 
tion 1319.  The  gist  of  the  opinion  is  that  it  is,  under  the  law, 
the  duty  of  villages  to  nuaintain  their  own  bridges,  and  there- 
fore they  cannot  be  taxed  by  a  coimty  to  aid  in  the  building  of 
other  bridges.  After  considering  the  question  at  considerable 
length,  the  court  usee  the  following  language : 

"We  tlierefore  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  village  of 
Prairie  du  Sac  is  not  not  liable  to  taxation  in  aid  of  building 
bridges  under  section  1319." 

I  believe  this  suiRciently  answers  your  question.  The  case 
above  referred  to  is  not  yet  reported,  but  a  copy  of  the  opinion 
could  be  procured  for  the  use  of  your  county,  if  you  desire,  by 
writing  to  the  clerk  of  the  supreme  courts

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  recent  inquiry,  in  which  you  ask 
whether  die  governor  mlay  offer  a  reward  for  the  apprehension 
of  a  person  charged  with  the  commission  of  the  crime  of  arson. 

In  reply  I  heg  to  say,  section  132  of  the  statutes  of  1898, 
referring  to  rewards,  says  that,  whenever  any  heinous  crime 
has  Ix^en  committed,  the  governor  may  offer  a  reward. 

The  qualification  ^^heinous"  has  not  been  the  specific  sub- 
ject of  judicial  definition,  but  the  Century  Dictoniiry,  which 
mil  be  regarded  as  autliority  in  court,  calls  "heinous"  and  "in- 
famous" svnonvmjous  terms.  An  infamous  crime  is  one  which 
all  civilized  countries  would  regard  as  being  grossly  immoral 
or  injurious,  and  such  an  estimate  is  universally  placed  upon 
the  crime  of  murder,  rape,  arson,  burglary,  larceny,  etc. 
These  crinijes  are  dignified  witli  the  title?  of  "felonies"  and 
are  so  univei'sally  regarded  as  infamous  tliat  they  are  alike 
pimished  by  extreme  penaltieh  in  the  law  in  this  state  by  con- 
finement in  the  state  prison. 

I  therefore  conclude  and  advise  you  that  arson  is  a  heinous 

or  infamous  crime,  being  a  felony,  and  one?  which  is  included 

within  the  terms  of  the  statute  and  for  which  a  row^ard  by  the- 

executive  mav  be  offered.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  yoiir  re<iiiest  for  my  opinion  as  to  whotlier 
a  wouxan  can  be  appointed  to  fill  the  vaxMincy  as  register  of 
deeds  in  this  state. 

In  reply  b^  to  say,  Meachara'  on  Public  Officers  says  tliat, 
as  a  geoieral  nile,  though  citizens  in  the  broad  sense,  women 
are  not  possessed  of  any  political  power  and  cannot,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  an  enabling  statute,  be  considered  eligible  to  public 
offica 

The  court  of  ^Massachusetts  says  that  doubtless  the. word 
*'citizen,'^  when  used  in  its  common  and  most  comprehensive 
sense,  includes  women,  but  that  a  wonmn  is  not,  by  virtue  of 
Ler  citizenship,  and  independent  of  legislation,  vested  with  any 
absolute  right  to  take  part  in  the  government^  eitlier  as  a  voter 
or  as  an  offijcer. 

The  constitution  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion 1,  declares  that  every  male  person,  etc.,  shall  be  detained 
a  qualified  elector.  The  court  of  Wisconsin  says  that  a  per- 
son who  is  an  alien  and  ttierefore  not  a  qualified  elector  of  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  is  not  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff 
in  this  state,  l^cause,  as  the  court  says,  if  he  could  hold  such 
an  officei^  it  would  lead  to  the  euQrmous  absurdity  that  a  per- 
son who,  by  the  oi'ganic  laws  of  the  state,  h^is  not  one  voice 
among  thousands  in  designating  by  whom  an  office  shall  be 
filled,  may  himself  be  elected  to  such  an  office  and  enjoy  its 
franchises  and.  perform  its  duties. 

On  an  application  to  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  for  ad- 
miission  to  practice  law,  the  court  said,  in  the  Goodell  case, 
that^  as  there  was  nothing  in  the  statutes,  no  attempt  on  the 
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part  of  the  legislature  to  exend  to  females  the  right  to  admis- 
sion in  sueli  court,  tlie  application  must  be  denied;  that,  with- 
out statutory  authority,  there  was  no  authority,  basing  the 
court's  position,  of  course,  entirely  upon  the  commpn  law  doc- 
trine as  stated  by  Me,acham  above.  Thereafter  the  legislature 
declared  that  no  person  should  be  denied  admission  on  account 
of  sex,  and,  upon  an  application  based  thereon.  Miss  Goodell 
was  admitted  to  practice. 

The  legislature  has  in  other  instances  extended  the  ability 
to  participate  in  government  to  women  in  various  things,  t^, 
for  nstance,  by  section  513,  to  be  a  school  officer;  by  section 
173,  1o  he  a  notary  public;  by  se<?tion  2433,  to  be  a  court  com- 
missioner; all  of  which  go  to  show  conclusively  that,  until  the 
privilege  is  extended  to  woman  by  legislative  enactment,  she  can- 
not participate  in  any  branch  of  government  or  hold  an  office 

Section  967  says  tliat,  whenever  ther^  shall  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  register  of  deeds,  the  governor  may  appoint  a  suit- 
able person.  The  word  "suitable''  in  this  connection  would  be 
construed  by  the  court  to  miean  la^vful  or  eligible. 

I  therefore  conclude  and  advise  you  tliat,  with  the  law  as 
it  now  stands  in  this  state,  a  woman  cannot  be  appointed  to, 
or  fill  tlie  office  of,  register  of  deeds.

Corporal  Punishment  in  Schools, — Teacher  has  a  right  to 
inflict  if  necessars"  to  prescn-e  discipline  in  school;  but  school 
board  has  not  this  right.  School  board  may  suspend  pupil  if 
necessary.

Dear  Sirs — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  26th  inst., 

in  which  vou  ask  whether  or  not  a  teacher  is  liable  under  the 
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law  for  inflicting  corporal  punisliment,  and  also  whether  a 
school  board  is  justified  in  offering  the  option  of  leaving  the 
school  or  taking  a  thrashing,  to  boys  who  have  persisted  in  the 
practice  of  hazing. 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  you  of  course  are  aware  that  it 
is  not  made  a  part  of  iny  ofiicial  duty  to  advise  you  in  reference 
to  this  matter.  Unofficially  I  would  say  that  a  teacher  has  a 
legal  right  to  inflict  corporal  punishment,  if  it  becomes  neces- 
san-,  in  order  to  preserve  discipline  in  the  school. 

I  remember  very  well  a  case  which  arose  in  Dane  county 
al)out  twenty  years  ago.  A  teacher  was  arrested,  charged  with 
assault  and  batterv,  for  inflicting  corporal  punishment  upon  a 
lK>y.  The  late  Judge  Stewart,  in  his  charge  to  tlie  jury,  said 
in  substance  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  preserve 
order  in  the  school  and  to  see  that  all  reasonable  rules  were 
complied  with ;  that^  in  order  to  do  this,  she  might  use  corporal 
pimishment;  that  punishment  should  begin  in  mjoderation; 
that,  if  the  child  then  became  perverse  and  obstinate'  and  pro- 
fane, the  punishment  might  be  rightfully  increased  and  the 
teacher  might  use  that  degree  of  punishment  which  was  neces- 
sary to  secure  obedience,  provided  that  permanent  injury  was 
not  inflicted  upon  the  cliild,  even  though  the  child  might  be 
made  to  wear  its  stripes. 

This  case  never  went  to  the  supreme  court,  but  this  question 
has  been  passed  upon  by  the  supreme  court,  and  the  court  has 
held  that  the  teacher  may  use  corporal  punsihment  in  cases 
where  it  is  necessary. 

In  referense  to  your  second  question,  I  would  say  that  I  have 
no  doubt  of  the  power  of  tlie  school  l)oard  to  suspend  a  boy  who 
has  persisteil  in  the  practice  of  hazing.  I  do  not  think  that  the 
school  board  would  have  the  right  to  inflict  corporal  punish- 
ment.    Tliis  I  think  is  confined  to  the  teacher.

You  ask  whether,  if  a  mian  is  a  resident  of  a  certain  ward  and 
three*  days  before  election'  he  moves  into  an  adjoining  ward, 
he  can  vote  in  either. 

In  reply  will  say  that  this  is  not  a  question  upon  which  I 
am  authorized  to  advise  you  officially.  Unofficially  I  would 
say  that  the  party,  under  the  circumstances  stated,  could  not 
A^oto  in  eitlier  ward.  Section  12,  Statut^es  1898,  provides  that 
a  pefrson  must  reside  ten  days  in  the  election  district  in  which 
ho  offers  to  vote.  Xow,  a  person  who  moves  out  of  one  ward 
and  into  anotlier,  intending  to  make  the  latter  ward  his  per- 
manent home,  loses  his  residence  in  the  first  ward,  under  the 
rule  given  in  section  69,  statutes  1898,  for  determining  the 
qualifications  of  voters,  and  he  has  not,  under  section  12,  E.  S. 
1898,  resided  in  the  latter  ward  the  ret|uisite  ten  days.

— Indians  who  are  qualified  electors 
under  Section  1,  Article  III  of  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
if  living  upon  a  i-eservation  within  a  t0A\Ti,  may  vote  at  the 
annual  towTi  meetings.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  28tli  ult.  is  received  and 
noted.     You  state  that  there  is  an  Indian  reser\'^ation  in  Saw- 
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ver  coimtT,  and  for  several  years  the  Indians  of  this  reserva- 
tion  have  voted  at  the  iovm  meeting;  that  there  is  only  one 
to^vn  in  the  county;  that  you  have  talked  with  Asseniblyman 
Eossmaa  and  understood  froni  him  that  he  had  discussed  the 
mlatfcer  ^rith  me  and  that  it  was  my  opinion  that  such  Indians 
<»uld  nol  vote  at  to^Ti  elections.  You  ask  for  my  opinion  as 
to  the  right  of  the  Indians  to  vote  at  such  town  elections. 

In  reply,  will  say  that  I  have  at  present  no  recollection  of 
having  considered  the  matter  with  Mr.  Eossman,  although  it 
is  quite  probable  that  we  have  at  some  time  discussed  the  ques- 
tion; but  I  am  very  sure  that  I  have  never  given  the  matter 
very  much  consideration  or  expre^ed  any  definite  opinion  with  ^ 
reference  thereto. 

Since  receiving  your  lettr  I  have  made  such  examination  as 
possible  and,  while  there  may  be  somie  question  in  regard  to 
the  matter,  it  seems  reasonably  clear  to  m©  that  Indians  liv- 
ing upon  reservations,  but  wlio  are  civilized  and  not  members 
of  any  tribe,  having  the  requisite  qualifications  as  to  age  and 
sex,  m;ay  la\vf  ully  be  allowed  to  vote  at  town  meetings.  I  sup- 
po^e  that  no  one  would  claim  that  Indians  who  are  not  qualified 
electors  imder  section  1  of  article  III  of  the  constitution  could 
vote  at  any  election  whatever.  Section  T92,  R.  S.  1898,  pro- 
vides, among  other  things,  that  every  person  who  shall  have 
reside<l  in  the  st^te  one  year  immediately  previous  to  any  to^\^l 
meeting  and  who  shall  l>e  otlierwise  qualified  to  vote  at  a  gen- 
eral election  may  vote  at  such  town  meeting  in  tlie  to\\'n  where 
he  resides.  The  real  question  to  be  determined  is,  whetlier 
Indians  livng  upon  the  reservation  in  your  county,  which  is 
comprised  of  but  one  to\vn,  are  residents  of  the  town.  In  tlie 
case  of  Schreiber  vs.  tlie  Town  of  Langlade,  our  supreme  court 
Leld  that  an  Indian  reservation  may  }yo  included  witliiu  the 
boundaries  of  a  town.     The  court  tliero  says: 

**And,  as  it  is  clear  under  the  authority  of  all  tlie  cas(^s  that 
■^vhen  not  prohibited  by  treaty  or  by  tlie  act  organizing  the

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state  or  by  some  surrender  of  such  jurisdiction  by  the  state 
after  ite  organization,  the  state  may  exercise  its  jurisdiction, 
botii  civil  and  criminal,  over  the  acts  of  ite  citizens  within  such. 
re8€irvatioins,  it  follows  that  the  state  not  only  may,  but  it  is 
its  duty  to  include  such  territory  within  the  boundaries  of  its 
towns  and  counties,  in  order  to  assert  and  exercise  such  juris- 
diction in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner." 

The  above  case  considers  at  some  length  the  question  of  the 
jurisdictioh  of  the  state  over  the  Indian  reservations  and  holds 
that  for  most  purposes  they  are  included  within  the  various 
towns. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  any  Indians 
exccqpt  those  who  rae  qualified  electors  under  section  1  of  arti- 
cle 111,  can  vote,  but  that  Indians  otherwise  qualified  who  are 
living  upon  the  reservation  may  vote  at  the  town  meetings  in 
the  town  in  which  such  refseryation  is  located.     See  BDUgers  vs. 

Quinney,  51  Wis.,  62.

— Where 
owner  of  stock  of  goods  sells  the  same  after  the  property  is  as- 
sessed for  taxation,  the  Xjblx  levied  is  not  a  lien  on  said  goods, 
but  may  be  collected  of  owner  at  time  of  assessment  under  sees, 
1098  to  1102,  stats.  1898.

Deab  Sib: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  1st  inst., 
saying  that  you  have  a  case  where  a  parly  whose  stock  was  as- 
sessed in  the  spring  has  sold  it  again  and  has  removed  to  an- 
otiher  county,  and  asking  how  you  are  to  collect  tiief  tax.  In 
reply  I  would  say,  that  of  course  you  are  aware  that  it  is  not 
made  my  duty  to  advise  you  in  reference  to  this  matter,  but  in 
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riow  of  tte  fact  that  it  it  a  question  of  public  importance  and 
you  are  a  public  official,  I  have  decided  to  advise  you  unoffi- 
cially in  reference  to  the  matter. 

I  do  not  think  this  \£^  is  a  lien  on  the  stock  of  goods.  I 
am  aware  of  no  statute  that  would  make  it  a  lien.  It  is  as- 
sessed against  the  former  owner  and  he  of  course  is  liable  there- 
for if  you  can  reach  hint 

If  he  has  any  personal  property  still  remaining  in  your  vil- 
lage, or  which  you  can  reach  in  your  county,  or  in  any  adjoin- 
ing county,  I  think  you  can  seize  it  summarily  under  section 
1097,  statutes  of  1898,  and  sell  enough  of  it  to  realize  the  tax, 
giving  die  notice  prescribed  in  section  1098  of  said  statutes. 

If  you  cannot  reach  any  property  in  the  manner  above  stated, 
then  I  think  your  only  remedy  is  to  commence  an  action  under 
sections  1100  toll02,  statutes  1898.  If  you  should  commence 
this  action  before  you  make  the  return  to  the  county  treasurer, 
the  county  treasurer  would  be  authorized  to  continue  the  action 
tmder  section  1114  of  said  stautes.

Dear  Sib: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  yesterday  asking  me 

to  inform  you  what  is  the  latest  date  on  which  caucuses  can 

be  held  in  cities  of  the  third  class.     In  reply  I  would  say  that 

of  course  you  are  aware  that  it  is  not  made  my  official  duty 

to  advise  you  in  reference  to  this  matter,  and  any  opinion  I 

would  give  you  would  be  simply  advisory.     Unofficially  I  would 

say  that  section  2  of  chapter  341  of  the  laws  of  1899  provides: 
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"The  respective  coiuity  or  city  committee  shall  determine  the 
day  and  place  when  and  where  the  conventions  of  the  political 
party  it  represents  shall  be  held,  and  also  the  day  upon  which 
the  caucuses  of  seuh  political  party  shall  be  held  for  each  town, 
village!  and  ward,  etc." 

Section  32,  statutes  of  1898,  relating  to  filing  certificates  of 
nomination,  provides  among  other  things :  "If  for  city  oflScers, 
including  ward  oflScers,  with  the  city  derk  not  more  than  fifteen 
nor  less  than  se^'^en  days  before  the  election.'^ 

You  will  see  from  the  above  that  it  is  left  largely  discretion- 
ary with  the  political  committees  when  the  caucuses  and  con- 
ventions shall  be  held,  but  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes 
above  quoted  I  think  tlie  caucuses  and  conventions  must  be  held 
a  sufficient  length  of  time  so  that  the  certificates  of  nomination 
refe"rred  to  in  said  section  32  can  he  filed  with  the  city  derk 
not  less  dian  sevn  days  before  the  time  of  election;  and  you 
will  also  see  from  this  section  tliat  the  said  certificates  must  be 
filed  not  more  tlian  fifteen  days  before  tlie  time  of  holding  the 

election.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  recent  date 

in  which  you  ask  me  to  give  you  an  opinion  as  to  whether 

under  chapter  443,  laws  1501,  supeiTisors  are  elected  for  one 

or  two  years.     In  reply  would  say,  that  you  aire  of  course 

aware  that  it  is  not  made  my  official  duty  to  advise  you  in 

reference  to  this  matter,  Imt  in  view  of  tlie  fact  tliat  it  is  a 
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matter  of  general  importance,  I  have  decided  to  give  you  un- 
oiEci&llj  my  advice  in  reference  to  the  matter. 
Section  925-23,  statutes  1898,  provides: 

"The  oflScers  of  cities  of  tlie  second,  third,  and  fourth  class, 
shall  be  a  mayor,  treasurer,  clerk,  comptroller,  attorney,  as- 
sessor, or  one  or  more  assessors^  two  or  more  justices  of  the 
peace,  as  die  common  council  may  determine  by  ordinance,  a 
physician,  street  commissioner,  chief  of  the  fire  department,  a 
board  of  public  works,  a  board  of  school  commissioners,  one 
or  more  policemen,  two  aldermen,  and  one  supervisor  for  each 
ward" 

It  ^\411  be  seen  from  the  above,  that  the  legislature  has  made 
a  supervisor  a  city  ofiicer.  Section  1  of  chapter  443,  laws  of 
1901,  provides: 

"In  cities  of  the  second,  third  and  fourth  class,  the  terms  of 
oflfce  of  all  city  officers  hereafter  chosen  by  the  electors,  except 
aldermen  in  cities  governed  by  special  charter  shall  be  two 
years,"  etc 

I  think  under  the  above  provisions  tlie  supervisors  are  elected 
for  two  years.

— Should  not  furnish  district  attorney  with 
correspondence,  statements  and  data  obtained  in  offixjial  capacity, 
upon  proseicution  of  cashier  of  bank  for  illegal  banking.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  recent  inquiry  in  which  you  ask 

me  whether  the  bank  examiner  should  furnish  to  the  district 

attorney  of  this  county  from  the  departiUient  of  the  bank  exam^ 

iner  the  correspondence,  statements  and  data  obtained  by  tho 
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departmjettit,  on  an  investigation  of  the  Dane  County  Bank  at 
Stoughton,  Wis.,  in  order  that  such  information  may  be  used 
by  the  district  attorney  in  prosecuting  the  cashier  of  said  bank 
for  illegal  banking. 

In  reply  beg  to  say,  such  information  obtained  by  thei  bank 
examiner  was  obtained  pursuant  to  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
as  such  public  official,  in  examining  the  bank  to  determine 
whether  the  bank  was  insolvent  or  not,  or  whether  it  was  en- 
gaged in  illegal  methods  of  banking. 

Section  2023s  of  the  statutes  of  1808  directs  that  the  bank 
©xaminer  and  lus  deputy  and  cvry  clerk  and  employef  in  his 
office  shall  be  s\\'om  to  keep  secret  all  facts  disclosed  and  inf or- 
mlation  obtained  in  any  examination  made!,  except  so  far  as 
otherwise  officially  rec^uired.  One  of  the  exceptions  made  in 
said  section  is  in  case  of  a  proceeding  in  court  for  thei  liquid- 
ation of  such  institution. 

The  proceeding  in  question  in  court  is  not  a  proceeding  look- 
ing towiard  the  liquidation  of  tlid  bank.  It  is  a  criminal  prose 
cution  for  tlie  pimishment  of  a  cashier  for  illegal  banking.  In 
my  opinion  you  are  not  permitted,  for  such  purpose,  to  disclose 
these  private  records. 

My  advice  to  you  is  to  submit  this  conclusion  to  the  district 

attorney  and  request  him,  if  he  desires  this  information,  to 

have  a  subpoena  issued  in  his  proceeding  duces  tecum,  and  then, 

when  you  aro  before  the  court,  pursuant  to  such  subpoena,  claim 

the  privilege  which  the  statute  makes  and  leave  it  for  the  court 

otpass  uix)n.     This  is  your  only  protection.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  have  yours  of  March  13th,  requesting  my  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  there  is  any  authority  in  law  for  the  execu- 
tive to  pardon  or  parole  inmates  of  the  Wisconsin  Industrial 
School  for  Girls. 

The  constitution  provides  (Art  V,  Sec.  6)  that  the  gov- 
ernor shall  have  power  to  grant  rejHrieves,  oomtmlitations  and 
pardons^  after  conviction,  for  all. offenses  except  treason  and 
cases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  re- 
strictions and  limitations  as  he  may  think  proper,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the  man- 
ner of  applying  for  pardons. 

Chapter  199  of  the  revised  statutes  of  1898  attempts  to  regu- 
late the  manner,  of  applying  for  pardons  only  and  not  to  deter- 
mine in  what  cases  the  governor  shall  exercise  the  pardoning 
powei*. 

Section  4962  of  the  revised  statutes  recognizes  the  power  of 
the  governor  to  grant  pardons  in  cases  of  boys  or  children  com- 
mitted to  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys.  Boys  so  bomm^tted 
are  only  committed  after  a  conviction,  such  a  conviction  as  the 
statutes  contemplate  shall  be  had  in  order  to  justify  their  oom'- 
mitraent. 

Section  4969  relates  to  cominitmients  to  industrial  schools 
generally,  being  intended  to  include  any  industrial  school  oyqt 
which  the  state  has  supervision,  whether  it  pertains  to  male  or 
female  children.  The  Wisconsin  Industrial  School  for  Girls 
is  a  quasi-state  institution,  subject  to  visitation,  investigation 
and  supervision  by  the  state  board  of  control,  and  receives  state 
aid,  and  the  state  holds  the  title  to  its  property,  or  it  is  held 
in  trust  for  the  state. 
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Section.  49,  of  kapter  351,  of  the  lawB  of  1899,  dearly  in- 
cludes any  child,  either  male  or  female,  committed  as  the  law 
preecribes  to  any  one  of  the  industrial  schools  of  tiie  state. 
Such  comimitraent  is  made  to  an  industrial  school  instead  of  to 
the  state  prison.  Such  commitment  under  section  4969  is  made? 
of  the  hild  until  it  shall  attain  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or 
unless  sooner  discharged  according  to  law.  One  of  the  metliod:> 
by  which  an  imnlate  of  a  penal  or  reformatory  institution  may 
be  discharged  according  to  law  is  by  the  exercise  of  executive 
pardon.  Not  only  the  l&tier  of  the  constitution  and  the  stat- 
utes, but  the  spirit,  clearly  contemplate  that  the  conmiitment 
of  a  girl  to  the  Wisconsin  Industrial  School  under  judicial 
commitm^nt  is  pursuant  to  a  conviction  and  such  restraint  is 
imposed  until  she  shall  be  discharged  according  to  law  or  tlie 
terms  of  the  comjuitment^  and  that  one  of  the  ways  for  such 
dischareg  is  by  executive  pardon. 

I  therefore  conclude  and  advise  you  tliat  the  executive  has 
authority  under  the  constitution  and  the  statutes  to  pardon  or 
parole  inmates  of  ihb  Wisconsin  Industrial  School  for  Girls.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  request  of  March  13th,  with  in- 

closure  accompanying  same,  desiring  to  know  whether  the  is- 
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siiancc  of  introductory  comjmunicAtions  by  the  executive  is  in 
conflict  with  tJie  feedral  statutes. 

Upon  examination  I  find  the  federal  statute  forbids  the  issu- 
ing of  passports  or  any  documents  in  the  nature  thereof  by 
state  authorities.  I  think  that  the  introductory  communica- 
tion could  not  fairly  be  called  a  passport  or  a  document  in  the 
nature  thereof.  It  is,  however,  a  document  of  a  very  digni- 
fied appearance,  bearing  the  privy  seal  of  the  executive,  and 
might  easily  be  regarded  by  the  holder  thereof  as  a  document 
serving  the  purpose  of  a  passport. 

For  this  reason  and  the  further  reason  tliat  the  discontinu- 
ance of  its  use  is  respectfully  requested  by  the  federal  depart- 
ment I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  comply  with  the  federal 
request  and  decline  to  issue  any  more.  Doubtless  a  form  of 
introductorj'  communication  might  be  devised  that>  would  not 
only  be  acceptable  and  unobjectionable  to  the  federal  depart- 
ment, but  would  be  in  harmony  with  similar  documents  issued 
bv  other  state  executives.

Dear  Sir: — You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
under  the  law  governing  nominating  conventions,  a  regularly 
elected  delegate  may  appoint  another  person,  otherwise  fully 
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qualified,  his  proxy  at  such  convention.  Also  as  to  whether  this 
delegation  or  appointment  must  be  in  writing.  In  reply  will 
say,  that  as  you  are  aware,  this  is  not  a  matter  upon  which 
I  am  authorized  or  required  to  advise  you  odBcially.  Any  opin- 
ion which  I  may  give  is  purely  unoffi<cial  and  advisory  only. 
UnoflBieially  I  would  say  that  there  is  no  law  in  this  state  pro- 
hibiting the  use!  of  proxies  in  political  conventions.  Whether 
or  not  proxies  shall  be  allowed  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  question 
for  the  convention  itself  to  determine.  If  the  convention  allows 
the  use  of  proxies,  I  believe  no  question  can  be  raised  as  to 
its  right  to  do  so.  Tt  would  seem  reasonably  clear  that  the 
delegation  or  appointment  should  be  in  writing.

Caucus  Law. — ^Does  not  apply  to  the  nomination  of  village 
officers.  Ballot. — Containing  names  of  two  persons  for  the 
same  office  could  be  counted  for  neither.

Dear  Sirs — Your  favor  of  tlie  25th  inst.  is  received  and 
noted. 

In  reply  will  say  that  I  am  not  authorized  to  give  you  an 
official  opinion  upon  the  matters  submitted.  Any  opinion  I 
may  give  is  advisors'  only.  I  send  you,  under  separate  cover, 
a  pamlphlet  of  the  caucus  and  election  laws  and  call  attention 
to  the  opinions  gi^en  in  tlie  appendix  of  the  same,  and  par- 
ticularly the  one  on  page  207. 

In  my  opinion  the  caucus  law  does  not  apply  to  the  nomi- 
natiwi  of  village  officers.  Any  person  can  make  up  a  ticket 
to  suit  himself.  There  is  no  provision  of  the  law  requiring 
the  village  clerk  to  print  the  tickets  used  at  the  village  dec- 
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tion,  neither  is  there  any  provision  that  the  village  shall  pay 
for  printing  such  tickets. 

In  pegai"d  to  the  us©  of  two  namies  for  the  same  office,  would 
say  thatj  while  the  law  makes  no  provision  for  the  names  upon 
the  tickets  used  at  a  village  election,  a  ballot  which  contains 
the  names  of  two  persons  for  the  same  office  could  be  counted 
for  neither.  The  citizens'  ticket  inclosed  with  your  letter  con- 
tains two  names  for  president,  two  for  supervisor,  two  for  clerk, 
two  for  treasurer,  etc.  Such  a  ballot  could  be  counted  for  no 
pcfpson. 

You  inclose  printed  notice  of  caucus  and  ask  whether  such  a 
notice  is  l^al. 

In  reply  will  say  that,  as  before  stated,  there  is  no  provision 
in  the  law  for  the  calling  of  caucuses  for  the  nomination  of  vil- 
lage officers.  Any  number  of  persons  or  any  individual  may 
get  up  a  ticket^  and  such  ticket  may  be  used  at  tlie  election. 
The  only  advantage?  to  be  gained  by  holding  caucus  is  to  nomi- 
nate a  ticket  Avhich  will  have  the  united  support  of  a  larger 

body  of  the  voters.

Vacancy.  Register  of  Deeds. — ^Whenevd*  tliere  is  a  va- 
cancy in  the  office  of  register  of  deeds,  the  deputy  acts  during 
the  continuance  of  such  vacancv.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  April  Ist^  in  which  you  ask  for 
my  opinion  as  to  whether  a  deputy  register  of  deeds  can  law- 
fully exercise  the  duties  of  the  office  of  register  of  deeds  after 
the  decease  of  his  principal. 

In  reply  I  beg  to  say  that,  as  a  general  proposition  of  law 
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and  in  the  absence  of  any  statute  to  the  contrarj'-,  lie  cannot  do 
so ;  that  his  power  to  act  ceases  with  tlie  power  of  his  principal. 
This,  like  other  general  propositions  of  law,  however,  is  sub- 
ject to  statutory  modification. 

I  find  by  section  756  of  the  Wisconsin  statutes  of  1898,  that 
whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  register  of  deeds, 
the  duties  of  his  office  shall  be  performed  by  his  deputy  during 
the  continuance!  of  such  vacancy.  I  also  find  by  section  962 
that  the  office  of  register  of  deeds  becomes  vacant  upon  the  death 
of  the  incumbent. 

The  language  of  this  statute  leaves  no  opportunity  for  uncer- 
tainty or  construction.  It  the  register  of  deeds,  at  his  death, 
had  a  lawfully  constituted  deputj'',  the  statute  then  clothes  that 
deputy  mth  all  the  powers  of  his  principal  "during  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  vacancy." 

I  therefore  advise  you  that  a  deputy  register  of  deeds  can 

lawfully  Exercise  the  duties  of  the  offiKje  of  register  of  deeds 

after  the  decease  of  his  principal  and  "during  the  continuance 

of  such  vacancy."

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  7th  inst,  stating  that  you 
have  been  electexi  trustee  for  the  village  of  BriUion,  and  asking 
whetJier  there  is  any  law  to  prevent  your  doing  the  printing 
for  tlie  village  while  holding  the  office  of  village  trustee,  is  ro 
c/"wed  and  noted. 

In  reply  would  say  that  section  4549,  R.  S.  1898,  prohibits 
any  officer,  agent  or  clerk  of  any  county,  town,  city  or  village, 
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etc,  thefrein  from  entering  into  any  contract  whatever  with  tho 
town  or  village,  etc 

This  statute  is,  in  my  opinion,  broad  enough  to  include  the 
public  printing,  and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  you 
oould  not  lawfully  hold  the  dfice  of  village  trustee  and  at  tlie 
same  time  publish  notices,  etc.,  or  do  other  printing  for  the  vil- 
lage.

Merely  serving  out  sentence  does  not  have  that 
effect

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  2nd  inst.,  asking  what  is  nec- 
essary to  restore  one  to  civil  rights  who  has  been  convicted  of  a 
felony  and  sentenced  to  die  state  prison,  also  whether  it  is  a 
fact  that  the  person  convicted  is  restored  to  his  civil  rights  by 
serving  his  term  in  prison,  and  if  not  how  a  man  can  be  restored 
to  his  rights  of  citizenship,  is  received  and  noted. 

In  reply  will  say  that  one  is  not  restored  to  his  civil  rights 
by  serving  the  full  time  in  the  state  prison.  It  is  necessary 
that  he  be  granted  a  pardon  by  the  Governor. 

I  note  what  you  say  as  to  section  4864  of  Sanborn  &  BeiTy- 
nians's  Annotated  Statutes,  also  the  note  under  section  4864, 
E.  S.  1898,  in  which  the  revisers  say  that  section  4864a,  Anno- 
tated Statutes  was  thought  by  the  revisors  to  be  invalid,  and  it 
is  therefore  omitted  in  the  revision.     There  can  be  little  ques- 
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tion  that  the  section  was  invalid :  oertainlv  it  is  not  contained 
in  the  revision  and  is  for  that  reason,  if  no  other,  not  in  force 
at  the  present  time. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Gk)vemor  to  grant  pardons  to  restore- 
to  rights  of  citizenship  upon  a  petition  endorsed  by  reputable 
citizens  where  the  convict  has  resided  since  his  release,  that  he 
has  been  of  good  behavior  and  is  worthy.  The  petition  should, 
show  tliat  one  year  has  elapsed  after  the  expiration  of  the  teonn. 
of  sentence.  The  pardon  by  the  Executive  is  the  only  method 
by  which  a  person  may  be  restored  to  his  civil  rights  after  be- 

ing  sentenced  to  the  state  prison.

Dear  Sir: — You  have  submitted  the  proposed  charter  and 
by-laws  of  the  Western  Trust  and  Guaranty  Co.  of  Chicago,  111.,, 
togetlier  with  a  letter  froan  WilHami  R.  Everett,  dated  April 
4th,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  requested  my  opinion  upon 
the  samie. 

In  reply  will  say  that  it  appears  from  the  letter  submitted 
that  the  Western  Trust  and  Guaranty  Co.  is  now  organized  in 
the  state  of  Illinois  as  a  mKitual  savings  company ;  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  reorganize  under  the  proposed  charter,  and  the  parties 
interested  ask  whether  such  an  institution  as  is  proposed  cant  be 
organized  in  this  state. 

This  department  cannot  assume  to^decide  in  advance  whether 
the  proposed  corporation  could  do  business  in  this  state,  or  what 
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basiness,  if  any,  it  could  do.  That  might  of  course  be  a  ques- 
tion properly  to  be  considered  "wihen  application  is  miadd  for  a 
license  to  do  business  in  this  stata  However,  it  appears  that 
the  principal  busiuess  propoeed  is  that  of  a  building  and  loan 
association.  If,  therefore,  such  corporation  is  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois  and  desires  to  do  business  in 
this  state  as  a  Foreign  Building  and  Loan  Association,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  it  to  comply  Avith  the  provisions  of  section 
2014-17  to  section  2014-28,  K.  S.  1898.  Sec.  2014-20,  R  K., 
provides  the  conditions  under  which  such  foreign  building  and 
loan  associations  may  do  business  here.  If  application  for  a 
license  is  made  to  your  department,  you  are  to  determine 
whether  the  provisions  of  section  2014-20  are  complied  with 
before  granting  a  license.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  that,  upon 
complying  with,  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  receiving  a 
license  fromi  your  department,  the  corporation  can  do  business 
in  this  state  as  a  building  and  loan  association.  As  already 
suggested,  whether  such  corporation  could  do  all  of  the  busi- 
ness which  it  is  proposed  to  do,  is  not  a  question  which  we  can 
assume  to  decide.

Dear  Sir: — ^Your  favor  of  the  11th  inst,  requesting  my 
opinion  as  to  the  authority  of  your  board  to  require  froiril  grad- 
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nates  of  Wisconsin  Medical  Colleges  the  fees  speicified  by  law, 
there  being  one  fee  for  tlie  examination  and  tlie  other  foi;  the 
issuance  of  license,  is  received  and  noted.  In  reply  will  say, 
that  I  have  given  tie  matter  careful  consideration  and  am 
clearly  of  the  opinion  that  your  board  is  not  authorized  to  exact 
from;  graduates  of  Wisconsin  Colleges  who  were  miatriculated 
at  the  time  of  tlie  passage  of  Chapter  506,  Islvts  of  1901,  the  fee 
for  exaraiination.  Such  graduates  can  only  be  required  to  pay 
for  the  certificate.  It  was  held  in  the  case  of  State  ex  rel.  Kel- 
logg vs.  Currens  and  others,  111  Wis.,  that  tlie  fee  for  examin- 
ation must  be  regarded  as  compensation  for  the  service  of  hold- 
ing that  examination.  It  is  on  this  ground  that  the  examina- 
tion fee  was  sustained  in  tlie  Currens  case.  It  seems  too  dear 
for  argmiient,  that  in  a  case  where  you  are  not  required  or  au- 
thorized to  hold  an  examination,  that  you  cannot  in  such  case 
exact  an  examination  fee,  which  the  court  says,  must  be  re- 
garded as  compensation  for  the  sei-vice  of  holding  an  examina- 
tion.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  I'ecent  date,  ask- 
ing whetlier  a  man  born  in  this  coimtry  of  foreign  parents,  who 
have  only  declareil  their  intention  to  l)ecome  cititzens  of  the 
United  States  but  have  not  taken  out  their  full  naturalization 
papers,  is  a  citizen  of  this  countrv  and  entitled  to  vote, 
or  whotlier  he  must  take  ou  his  naturalization  papers. 

In  reply  would  say  that  you  are  of  course  aware  that  it  is  not 
made  my  official  duty  to  advise  you  in  reference  to  this  matter; 
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l)ut,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  a  matter  of  public  interest  and 
inav  be  helpful  to  you  in  the  future,  I  vriW  state  to  you  unoffi- 
<?iallv  my  views  on  the  subiect. 

Tlic  Fourteenth  Amendment  ,to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  provides: 

'•^Vll  persons  bom  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States  and 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  state  wherein  thev  reside." 

Section  1  of  Article  III  of  our  State  Constitution  pi-ovidee: 

"Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  up- 
waals  Ijelonging  to  either  of  the  following  classes,  who  shall 
tave  resided  in  tlie  state  for  one  year  next  preceding  any  elec- 
tirm  and  in  tlie  election  district  where  he  offers  to  vote^  such  time 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature,  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  shall  be  deemed  a  qualified  elector  at  such  election. 

"1.  Citizens  of  the  United  States." 

It  would  seem  from  the  part  of  the  Fourteentli  Amendment 
t(»  dio  Federal  Constitution  quoted  above  that  any  person  here 
in  die  Unite<l  States  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof  is 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  state  in  which  he  re- 
>iti(s.  Under  this  ame?ndment  it  is  immaterial  whether  his  pa- 
reiiti  are  citizens  or  have  ever  declared  their  intention  to  be- 
ivnw  citizens.  In  construing  this  amendment,  tlie  Supreme 
Omrt  of  the  Unite<l  States  in  the  recent  case  of  U.  S.  vs.  Wong 
Kim  Ark,  160  U.  S.,  p.  649,  held  that  a  child  born  in  the 
Tuited  States  of  parents  of  Chinese  descent,  Avho  at  the  time 
<»f  his  birth  are  subjc-cts  of  the  Emporer  of  China,  but  have  a 
penuanent  domicile  and  residence  in  the  United  States  and  are 
there  carn'ing  on  business,  lx?come8  at  the  time  of  his  birth  a 
<^^itizen  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  tlie  first  clause  of  tlio 
Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
quoted  abova 

I  think  the  foregoing  fully  answers  your  question.

1898,  Police  Justice  does  not  lose  juris- 
diction on  filing  affidavit  of  prejudice.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  24th  inst,  is  received  and 
noted.  Y!ou  call  attention  to  the  provisions  of  sees.  925-66 
and  4809  and  request  my  opinion  as  to  whether,  in  an  action 
brought  under  sec  4589,  where  an  affidavit  of  prejudice  is  filed, 
the  police  justice  loses  jurisdiction. 

In  reply  will  say  that,  from  an  examination  of  the  statutes 
refen-ed  to,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the  police  justice 
has  exclusive  jurisdiction,  and  that  he  should  refuse  to  grant 
the  change  of  venue. 

I  do  not  find  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  passed  directly 
upon  this  question,  that  is,  in  construing  the  statutes*  referred 
to.     However,  they  seem  very  plain. 

Will  say  furtlier  that  sec.  887  (886),  R.  S.,  provides,  amoBg 
other  things,  that  the  police  justice  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  cases  whatever  arising  under  the  ordinances  and 
by-laws  of  such  village,  etc.  In  a  case  brought  before  a  police 
justice  under  this  provision.  Judge  Bumell  of  the  Third  Judi- 
cial Circuit-,  held  that,  since  the  statute  conferred  exclusive 
jurisdiction  upon  the  police  justice,  of  all  cases  arising  under 
the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  village,  the  police  justice 
could  not  properly  grant  a  change  of  venue  in  this  class  of  cases. 

I  simply  call  attention  to  this  as  bearing  upon  the  construc- 
tion which  should  be  placed  upon  the  sections  to  which  you  re- 
fer.

Dear  Sir  : — ^Keplying  to  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  a  person  who  is  acting  as  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health  and  has  so  acted  for  one  year  unde^  appointment  by  the 
major  in  a  city  of  the  furth  class  and  who  has  subsequently 
been  elected  mayor  of  the  citj',  may  hold  both  positions.  I 
have  to  say  that  I  have  given  the  matter  my  careful  attention 
and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  offices  of  mayor  and 
commissioner  of  public  health  in  a  city  of  the  fourth  class  are 
iaoompatibla  The  position  of  commissioner  of  public  health 
is  clearly  subordinate  to  the  position  of  mayor.  It  is  within 
the  power  of  the  mayor  to  remove  such  commissioner  and  ap- 
point another  in  his  place.  This  l)eing  so,  under  well  estab- 
lished principles  of  law  the  two  offices  must  be  held  to  be  in- 
compatible, and  a  pei-son  who  is  acting  as  commissioner  of  pub- 
lie  health,  if  elected  and  he  qualify  as  mayor,  vacates  the  office 
of  commfissioner  of  public  healtii.

Dear    Sir: — Your    favor  of  the  1st  inst.  is  received    and 
noted.     You  state  that  you  are  advised  that  some  time  ago  theref 
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was  a  contest  between  tlie  State  and  the  city  authorities  of 
Madison  as  to  wlietlier,  under  the  law,  tho  state  was  obliged 
to  contribute  its  proportionate  share  to  tlie  expense  of  the  per- 
nDanent  street  iniprovoinient  surrounding  the  capitol  park,  and 
reJquest  me  to  advise  you  as  to  what  disposition  was  made  of 
the  matter. 

In  reply  will  say  that  in  1800  I  gave  an  opinion  to  the  ef- 
feet  that  the  state  was  liable  for  special  assessniients  against 
the  executive  residence,  o^vned  by  the  state,  in  the  city  of 
Madison.  This  opinion  was  based  upon  chapter  326,  laws  of 
1885,  which  provided,  in  effect,  that  all  real  estate  in  the  city 
of  Madison  exempt  froml  taxation  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
shall  1x31  subject  to  all  special  taxes  for  tlie  building  of  side- 
walks, sowers  and  gutters  and  imjpi'ovements  of  streets  in  front 
of  tlie  same. 

At  the  time  of  <2:iving  this  opinion  I  made  a  careful  invest- 
igation of  the  authorities,  but  have  no  coiuiplete  memoranda 
•of  the  sam^.  However,  tlie  three  leading  cases  considered 
were  llasvsan  vs.  Rochestei-,  57  X.  Y.,  526;  Polk  County  Sav- 
ings Bank  vs.  State  of  Iowa,  69  Iowa,  24 ;  Yates  vs.  City  of 
Milwaukee,  02  Wis.,  352. 

It  seems  reasonably  clear  under  the  authorities  cited  that, 
in  Y\e\y  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Madison,  the  special  as- 
sessments were  chargeable  against  the  state.  Since  that  time, 
however,  chapter  250  of  the  laws  of  1901  has  bee^i  passed. 
This  chapter  declares  that  no  real  estate  belonging  to  or  held 
in  trust  for  die  state  e'xempt  from  taxation  shall  be  subject 
to  special  tajces  or  assessnuents  for  local  improvements.  Sec- 
tion 2  of  chapter  250  provides  that  all  acts  and  all  provisions 
of  city  cha.rtei's  inconsisteait  mtli  or  contravening  any  of  the 
provisions  of  chapter  250  are  repealed.  Chapter  250  was  ii> 
tende<l  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Qity  of  Madison  and  other 
charters  containing  similar  provisions,  and,  in  my  opinion, 
does  amend  such  chart-ers. 

By  diapter  406  of  the  laws  of  1001,  the  legislature!  appro- 
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priated  $15,000  and  authorized  the  governor,  in  behalf  of  the 
state,  to  co-operate  with  the  city  of  Madison  in  paving  the 
streiets  surrounding  the  capitol  park. 

This  department  has  given  an  opinion  concerning  the  con- 
stniction  of  chapter  400,  but  I  presume  that  this  would  bo 
of  no  assistance  t©  you.  The  fact,  howe\'er,  that  the  legisla- 
ture, after  passing  chapter  250,  passed  chapter  406,  is  signifi- 
cant as  showing  tliat  the  legislature  l)elieved  that  the  state  was 
not  liable  for  special  assessments. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  miore!  com5)lete  memoranda  of  the 
audiorities  Avbidi  have  been  examined  in  tliis  matter,  but  pos- 
sibly those  referre<l  to  mav  be  of  somd  assistance  to  3^ou.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent  date, 
asking  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether,  imder  the  medical  lawj 
students  who  were  at  the  time  of  thei  passage  of  this  law  matric- 
ulated in  Wiscon>sin  colleges,  but  who  afterwards  had  gone  to 
other  institutions  and  taken  part  of  their  course,  but  now  re- 
turn to  Wisconsin  colleges  to  finish,  can  l)e  required  to  take 
tie  examination  under  chapter  306,  laws  of  1001. 
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In  reply  will  say  that  the  law  provides  as  follows: 

"Any  student  who,  is  now  nmtriculated  in  any  medical  col- 
lege in  this  state  which  requires  four  courses  of  six  months 
each  as  a  prerequisite  to  graduation,  no  two  courses  to  be  taken 
within  one  tAvelve  month,  shall,  upon  presentation  of  his  di- 
ploma fronii  such  medical  college  and  on  payment  of  the  fees 
specified  in  this  act,  be  admitted  to  practice  without  further 
^^.xamanation  by  such  state  board  of  medical  examiners." 

This  provision  construed  literally  would,  in  my  opinion, 
exettnpt  graduates  who  were  matriculated  in  Wisconsin  mied- 
ical  colleges  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act,  although  such 
graduates  had  taken  a  portion  of  their  course  at  some  other  in- 
stitution. 

HoAviever,  if  it  clearly  appears  that  such  students  have  re- 
turned to  the  Wisconsin  college  to  graduate,  for  the  simple 
purpose  of  escaping  the  examination,  or  if  it  should  appear  ' 
that  such  students  have  not  taken  equivalent  courses  at  other 
institutions,  I  believe  that  your  board  would  be  justified  in  re- 
quiring an  examination. 

I  imderstand  from  your  letter  and  also  from  correspondence 
with  Mr.  Ujnbreit,  that  you  have  been  examining  the  affairs 
of  the  medical  college  referred  to  ond  desire  to  take  the  ques- 
tion up  in  the  near  future. 

I  should  be  pleased  to  take  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  TJmbreit 
and  do  not  desire  to  give  any  definite  opinion  until  the  ques- 
tion has  been  fully  considered,  and  after  knowing  the  exact 
status  of  the  college.  As  you  are  aware,  there  ipay  well  be 
some  question  as  to  just  what  interpretation  should  be  placed 
on  the  provision  of  tlie  law  exempting  from  examination  grad- 
uates from  Wisconsin  medical  colleges.

Dear  Sir  : — ^You  have  submitted  copy  of  the  by-laws  of  the 
Xortliwestem  Farmers'  Mutual  Hail  and  Cyclone  luBurancc 
company,  and  asked  my  opinion  on  the  following  questions: 

"Can  a  member  vote  by  proxy  ?" 

"Do  you  find  any  fixed  time  in  the  by-laws  for  holding  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  company  ?  If  not,  may  the*  annual  meet- 
ing be  called  at  any  time  by  the  board  of  directors  ? 

In  reply  to  tlie  first  question,  will  say  t2iat  section  1966-9, 
R.  S.  (section  194,  Insurance  law^s),  provides  that  every  holder 
of  a  policy  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation  and  have 
the  right  to  participate  in  the  election  of  directors  and  be  eli- 
gible to  any  office  therein.  We  find  no  other  provision  in.  the 
law  relative  t/>  the  right  to  vote  or  to  participate  in  the  meet- 
ings of  the  comipany ;  neither  is  there  anything  in  the  by-laws 
^^•hich  secures  the  right  to  vote  by  proxy.  The  general  rule 
is,  that  members  of  a  corporation  have  no  right  to  vote  by 
proxy  unless  such  right  is  secured  by  statute  or  is  conferred 
by  the  charter  or  by-laws.  Under  this  rule  I  am  of  the  opin- 
ion that  meml^ers  of  the  insurance  comipany  above  referred  to 
have  no  right  to  vote  by  proxy. 

Replying  to  your  second  question,  will  say  "that  we  do  not 
find  any  specific  provisions  in  the  by-laws  fixing  the  time  for 
holding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company.  However,  it  ap- 
pears from  the  fifth  by-law  that  the  first  annual  miceting  was 
on  the  first  Monday  In  June,  1899.  Section  1762,  R.  S.  1898, 
provides  that,  when  not  otherwise  specially  provided  by  law, 
or  by  the  by-laws  of  any  corporation,  the  directors  or  trustees 
thereof  shall  call  and  order  the  election  of  the  officers  of  sudi 
corporation  annually,  etc.     I  am  of  the  opinion  that  under 
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this  pi'ovision  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company  should  be 
held  in  June  until  anothei*  timie  is  fixed  by  tiie  by-laws.  Sec- 
tion 29  of  the  by-laws  provides  that  all  meetings  of  the  board 
of  directors  or  the  company  shall  be  called  by  the  secretary, 
who  shall  give  ten  days'- notice  in  writing  by  mail  to  each  mean- 
ber.  Under  tliis  by-law  it  would  doubtless  be  the  duty  of  tlie 
secretary  to  notify  all  members  of  the  annual  meeting. 

We  return  to  you  herewith  the  letter  from  J.  C  Sherman, 
dated  April  29  th,  also  copy  of  the  by-laws.

Pear  Sir: — You  have  submitted  a  letter  from  J.  W.  Stone 
dated  ilay  8th  and  in  which  he  states  that  a  party  desires 
to  put  in  a  dam  to  operate  a  grist  mill,  and  asks  how  he  will 
have  to  proceed  to  get  a  charter  for  same.  In  reply,  will  say 
that  this  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  I  am  authorized  to  give 
you  an  official  opinion.  Unofficially  I  would  say  that  under 
the  provisions  of  cliapter  140,  K.  S.  1898,  dams  for  the  pur- 
pose of  running  mills  may  be  put  in  across  any  stream  that 
is  not  navigable.  This  chapter  provides  the  procedure  in  de- 
tail.    I  am  unable  to  sav  whether  the  stream  wbere  it  is  de- 

a. 

sired  to  place  the  daan  is  navigable  or  not.  Streams  are  navi- 
gable which  are  navigable  in  fact,  or  which  have  been  mean- 
dered and  returned  as  navigable  by  tlie  surveyors  emiployed 
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• 
by  the  goveniment  of  the  United  States,  or  are  declared  navi- 
gable by  oiLT  statute.  See  sections  1596  and  section  1607  and 
notes,  R.  S.  1898.  If  the  stream  where  it  is  desired  to  build 
the  daiu  is  navigable  it  would  be  necessary  for  thei  party  to 
secure  the  passage  of  a  special  law  authorizing  him  to  build 
the  dam.

Shares  of 
stock  of  a  bank  should  be  assessed  to  the  stockliolders.  Tlie 
capital  of  a  bank  cannot  be  taxed.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  23d  inst.,  relative  to  taxa- 
tion of  shares  of  stock  and  of  the  capital  of  a  bank,  is  received 
and  noted. 

In  reply  will  say,  that  this  is  not  a  question  upon  which 
I  am  authorized  to  give  you  an  official  opinion.  Unofficially 
I  w^ould  Siiy  tliat  I  believe  you  will  find  the  infonnation  do- 
sired  in  the  case  of  Second  Ward  Savings  Bank  vs.  City  of 
Milwaukee,  94.  Wsi.,  p.  587,  594.  The  questions  submitted 
in  vour  letter  are  carefullv  considered  in  this  case.  The  court, 
among  other  things,  said,  speaking  of  the  legislation  in  this 
state: 

"The  result  of  this  legislation  is  that  thereafter,  instead  of 
taxation  at  an  arbitrary  pel'centage  upon  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock,  or  the  amoimt  paid  in  thereon,  the  law  has  pro- 
vided for  a  tax  upon  the  shares  of  stock  of  state  and  national 
banks  alike  upon  their  valuation,  and  has  exempted  all  banks 
from  a  tax  upon  their  capital.     Tlie  accumulate<l  profits  or 
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surplus  of  a  bank,  over  and  above  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock  paid  in,  are  earnings  ^derived  froan  the  use  of  such  cap- 
ital under  the  powes  and  franchises  of  the  bank,  and  are  liable 
to  taxation  like  the  proi)erty  of  any  private!  individual  in  so 
far  as  it  consists  of  funds  or  property  subject  to,  or  not  ex- 
emlpt  from,  taxation.  The  t^x  here  complained  of  is  in  no 
proper  legal  sense  a  tax  upon  the  capital  of  the  bank,  but  upon 
its  surplus." 

Sec  1051,  stats.  1898,  provides  for  the  assessment  of  bank 
stock.  See  also  p.  1527,  E.  S.  1898,,  sec.  1,  which  provides 
that 

"N"o  tax  shall  hereafter  be  assessed  upon  the  capital  of  any 
bank  or  banking  association  organized  under  the  authority  of 
this  state;  but  the  stockholders  in  such  banks  and  banking  as- 
sociations shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  upon  the  value  of  their 
stock  thei'ein  at  the  place  where  the  bank  or  banking  associa- 
tion is  located,  and  not  elsewhere." 

You  w^U  observe  that,  while  the  capital  as  such  cannot  be 
taxed,  the  surplus  of  a  bank  should  be  assessed.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  yesterday,  say- 
ing that  in  a  criminal  case  of  grand  larceny,  where  the  accused 
had  a  preliminary  examination  and  was  bound  over  for  trial  to 
the  circuit  court,  a  private  person,  not  the  defendant  nor  rela- 
tive and  having  no  interest  except  as  bondsman  for  the  defend- 
ant, asks  for  a  copy  of  all  docket  entries,  and  asking  whether 
he  is  entitled  to  such  on  payment  of  the  fees  allowed  by  law. 

In  reply  I  would  say  that  this  is  a  matter  in  reference  to 
which  I  cannot  advise  you  officially,  but  I  certainly  should  give 
the  party  a  copy  of  the  docket  entries  if  hef  desires  them.  Your 
docket  isa  public  record,  which  anyone  has  a  right  to  inspect, 
and  he  would  have  a  right  to  make  a  copy  of  the  entries  if  he 
wanted  to  hinjself.  He  also  has  a  direct  interest  in  this  mat- 
ter in  that  he  is  bondsman  for  the  defendant  and  is  responsible 
for  his  appearance.     Xot  only  the  defendant  but  his  bondsman 
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has  a  right  to  see  that  steps  ara  taken  according  to  law.  I  see 
no  abjection  whatever  to  giving  hiin  a  copy  of  the  entries  and 
I  should  do  so.  Yours  truly,

License  to  Sell  Liquor,  Ainoiint  of. — A  village  board  has  no 
right  to  re<iuire  the"  payment  of  a  license  fee  greater  than  that 
fixed  by  statute. 

Whether  court  would  by  mandamus  compel  village  board  to 
grant  license  to  proper  person,  quaere.

Deak  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the"  Ttli  inst.,  is  received  and 
noted.  You  state  that  your  village  voted  to  grant  liquor  li- 
censes for  tJie  siun  of  $500 ;  that  the  village  board  has  granted 
one  license  and  attempted  to  give  the  party  to  whomi  the  same 
was  granted  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  liquor,  he  having  paid 
$750;  tliat  the  board  rejects  all  other  applications  for  licemse. 
You  ask  whether  an  applicant  whose  applicaton  has  been  re- 
jected can  file  his  lx>nd,  dex)06it  his  money  sufficient  to  covefr 
the  license  fee  and  sell  without  violating  the  law. 

In  reply  will  say  tliat  I  am  not  authorized  or  required  to 
give  you  an  official  opinion  upon  the  question  submitted.  Any 
opinion  whicli  I  nught  assume  to  give  would  be  advisory  only. 

Unofficially  I  would  say  that  the  village  lx>ard  has  no  autho3> 
ity  to  fix  any  other  or  different  lic^^nse"  fee  than  that  fixed  by 
the  electors  pursuant  to  section  1584b,  R.  S.  1898.  I  assiimie 
that  tJie  license  fee  was  fixed  at  $500  in  accordance  wdth  thef 
provisions  of  this  section.  Under  section  1548,  R.  S.  1898, 
the  village  l>oard  may  grant  licenses  to  such  persons  as  tliey 
deem  proper  to  keep  gi'ocerie^,  saloons  or  otlier  places  mthin 
the  village  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  the  question  to 
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Ix?  deteniiined  by  the  board  when  application  for  a  license  is 
made  being,  whetlier  or  not  applicants  for  license  are 

"such  persons  as  they  deem  proper  to  keep  groceries,  saloons 
or  other  places  \snthin  their  respective'  to\\Tis,  cities  or  villages 
for  tlie  sale  of  strong,  spirituous,  ardent,  malt,  or  intoxicating 
liquors."     Sei^tion  1548.    • 

I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  tliat  it  is  no  defense  to  any  ac- 
tion for  selling  liquor  mthout  a  licensed,  tliat  tlie  person  had 
ni^de  an  application  to  the  village  board;  which  has  been  re- 
fused. This  matter  was  fully  considered  by  our  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  State  vs.  Downer,  21  Wis.,  277.  The 
court  there  says: 

*'We  are  further  inclined  to  the  opinion  tliat  the  statute 
vefets  in  the  town  boards  the  discretionaiy  power  to  grant  or  re- 
fuse licenses  as  they  deem  proper.  .  .  Suppose  tlie  town 
board  neglected  their  duty  by  withholding -a  license  from  tlie 
defendant:  Does  tliis  breach  of  duty  on  their  part  excuse  him 
for  selling  wdthout  a  license  ?  .  .  .  We  are  unable  to  per- 
ceive how,  even  if  the  board' neglected  their  duty  and  incurred 
a  liability  therefor  to  the  defendant  or  the  public,  this  can  avail 
the  defendant" 

Whether  or  not  tlie  village  board  could  be  compelled  to  grant 
a  license  by  mjandamus  is  possibly  an  open  question.  I  am 
inclined  to  tliink,  from  what  is  said  in  the  Downer  case,  alx>ve 
referred  to,  that  mandamus  w^onld  not  lie;  but  certainly  the 
neglect  or  refusal  of  the  board  to  grant  a  license  in  a  proi)er 
case  is  no  defense  to  one  who  sells  without  first  having  obtained 
a  license.  It  is,  of  course,  quite  possible  that,  should  it  appear 
that  the  applicant  is  a  proper  person  to  be  granted  a  license  and 
'the  board  refuses  to  grant  the  license  solely  upon  the  ground 
that  they  do  not  desire  to  license  another  saloon,  and  not  for 
the  reason  that  tliey  consider  the  applicant  an  unfit  person, 
mandamus  would  lie.

Agent  for, — Kon-resident  company  must,  under 
our  statute,  take  out  a  license  before  he  can  peddle  medicines 
in  this  state.

Dear  Sir  : — ^You  have  submitted  a  copy  of  contract  betweieai 
one  August  Schmoelkel  of  Waupun,  Wisconsin  and  J.  R.  Watn 
kins  Medical  Company  of  Winona,  Minnesota;  also  a  letter 
irom  Mr.  C.  E.  Hooker  in  relation  to  said  contract,  and  re- 
quested mff-  opinion  as  to  whether  the  said  Schmoelkel  can  act 
as  agent  for  said  company  under  the  terms  of  said  contract 
and  peddle  medicines  in  tliis  state  without  first  obtaining  a  li- 
cense under  section  1570,  R.  S.  189S,  as  amended  by  Chapter 
341,  laws  of  1901. 

In  reply  will  say  that  section  1570  as  ^nended  contains  a 
general  provision  that  the  pe<:ldler'B  license  law  shall  not  pre- 
vefnt  any  manufacturer  from  selling  his  own  work  or  produc- 
tion by  himself  or  employee;  also  the  following  language: 

"Xor  shall  it  apply  to  the  soliciting  of  orders  for  sale  or  to 
the  offering  for  sale,  by  sample  or  othervrise,  of  any  goods, 
wares,  merchandise,  notions  or  other  articles  of  trade,  which 
are  without  the  state  at  the  time,  and  are  thereafter  to  be  ship- 
ped or  sent  direct  to  the  person  so  ordering  or  purchasing  said 
articles,  nor  to  tlie  doing  of  any  act  which  shall  interfere  with 
interstate  comimerce;  hid  it  does  apply  to  all  persons  required 
to  obtain  license  as  peddlers,  including  traveling  venders  of 
extracts^  salves,  medicines  and  dru-g  compounds,  whether  of- 
fered for  sale  by  the  patentee  or  manufacturer  thereof,  their 
employees  or  others," 


The  latter  clause  was  incorporated  in  the  act  of  1901  and 
obviously  requires  manufacturers  of  miedicines  to  take  out  li- 
censes in  order  to  peddle  the  same  in  this  state.  That  is,  while 
ordinarily  manufacturers  are  exempt,  manufacturers  of  medi- 
cines, salves,  etc.,  are  not. 
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As  I  understand  it,  the  claim  is,  that  since,  the  J.  R.  Wat- 
kins  Medical  Company  manufactures  the  goods  in  Minnesota, 
it  can  peddle  the  same  in  this  state  without  fitst  obtaining  a 
license  tlierefor  under  the  rule  stated  in  Van  Buren  vs.  Down- 
itig,  41  Wis.,  122.  In  that  case  section  14  of  Chapter  72,  laws 
of  1S70,  was  held  unconstitutional  on  the  ground  that  it  dis- 
criminated in  favor  of  goods  mianufactured  in  this  state;  such 
manufacturers  by  the  terms  of  the  law  not  being  required  to 
take  out  licenses,  while  manufacturers  of  otlier  states  were  re- 
quired to  do  so  in  order  to  peddle.  The  court  did  not  hold 
that  non-resident  manufacturers  could  not  be  required  to  ob- 
tain licenses,  but  simply  that  the  law  which  attempted  to  dis- 
criminate against  them,  while  allowing  resident  manufacturers 
to  sell  without  a  license  was  unconstitutional. 

The.  law  now  in  force,  section  1570,  R.  S.,  as  amended  by 
chapter  341,  la^\^  of  1901,  by  its  terms  applies  to  all  manufac- 
turers of  medicines,  and  m;akes  no  discrimination  in  favor  of 
resident  manufacturers.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  J.  R. 
Watkins  Medical  Company,  nor  its  agents  are  exempt  from  tlic 
provisions  of  the  peddlers'  law  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the 
goods  are  nxanufactured  in  Minnesota. 

m 

It  is  said  that  under  the  contract  Mr.  Schmoelkel  is  engaged 
in  interstate  commerce,  and  that  for  that  reason  it  is  unneces- 
sary for  him  to  procure  a  license.  If  he  were  engaged  in  tak- 
ing ordesr  for  goods  to  be  manufactured,  or  was  soliciting  orders 
for  goods  to  be  delivered  thereafter,  the  goods  being  at  the  time 
of  the  sale  in  Minnesota,  this  would  be  true.  In  such  case  he 
would  be  engaged  in  interstate  connnjerce  and  to  require  a  li- 
cense would  }ye  an  interference  with  such  commerce.  See  in 
re  Mitchell-,  62  Fed.  Rep.,  576 ;  Welton  vs.  Mo.,  91  U.  S.,  275 ; 
Weber  vs.  Va.,  103  U.  S.,  344;  Brennan  vs.  Tittsville,  153 
U.  S.,  289. 

However,  these  cases  do  not  hold  that  a  manufacturer  can 
send  his  goods  into  another  state  and  there  pcfddle  them  direct 
to  consumers  without  complying  with  the  laws  of  said  state. 
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For  the  reasons  stated  I  anii  of  the  opinion  tliat  Mr.  Sckmoel- 
kel  should  be  required  to  obtain  a  license. 

I  return  here\\'ith  the  copy  of  contract,  also  letter  from  Mr- 
Hooker.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  30  ult.,  is  received  and  noted. 
You  state  that  tlie  To^vn  of  Westfield  had  within  its  borders 
an  unincorporated  village;  tliat  the  Anllage  has  become  inoor- 
porate<l  since  the  last  annual  towni  meeting,  and  ask  whether, 
under  these  circmnstances,  the  to^^^l  officers  elected  at  the  last 
annual  lujceting  wlio  reside  in  the  village  hold  over;  also 
whetlier  the  to^^^l  board  or  village  board  should  act  as  a  board 
of  review. 

In  reply  would  say  that  these  are  not  matters  upon  TVhich  1 
am  authorized  to  give  you  an  official  opinion,  neither  would 
any  opinion  which  I  might  assume  to  give  be  binding.  Unoffi- 
cially I  w^ould  say  that  section  025f,  R.  S.  1898,  provides, 
among  other  things,  that  town  officers  who  shall  reside  within 
the  territorv'  embraced  within  any  village  hereafter  organized 
shall  continue  to  be  such  town  officers  and  dischai^e  all  the 
duties  thei'eof  until  ten  davs  after  tlie  next  annual  town  mieet- 
ing  in. said  towTi..

Generai  Opinions, 

There  can  be  no  question  under  this  statute  tiiat  the  town  of- 
ficers hold  over,  alUiough  they  may  reside  \vitliin  the  limits  of 
what  is  now  the  incorporated"  village. 

The  question  as  to  which  board  of  review  sliould  set  is,  in 
my  opinion,  a  much  more  serious  one  and  one  upon  'Ahich  I  do 

not  care  to  expreiss  an  opinion.  This  question  has  arisen  in 
some  other  villages,  and  I  understand  that  the  State  Tax  Com 
niissioners  have  given  it  some  consideration.  Since,  under  the 
law,  the  State  Tax  Comimissioners  are  authorized  to  advise  and 
ot>naiilt  witJi  assessors  and  boards  of  review,  in,  relation  to  their 
duties  as  such,  I  would  suggest  that,  if  you  will  take  the  mat- 
ter up  witli  the  Commissioners,  they  will  undoubtedly  give  you 

the  result  of  their  inv<*stigation.

First,  has  the!  Board  the  right  to  register  a  physician  now 
who  makes  affidavit  that  he  made  application   (alleged  to  be 
lost)  previous  to  the  expiration  of  the  registration  law  and,  if 
so,  to  date  certificate  March  31st,  1000  ? 

Second,  has  the  Board  the?  right  to  pass  a  n^soliition  '^pro- 
viding  for  a  practitioner's  examination"  oral  or  written  to  ap- 
ply to  such  practitioners  .who  were  in  actual  practice  in  this 
state  previous  to  the  law  of  1S97,  who  were  properly  qualified 
to  obtain  a  license  by  means  of  a  reputable  diploma  at  that 
15 
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tiiiije,  but  who  failed  to  either  re^^ster  or  obtain  license  Ixefore 
the  law  of  1901,  said  examinations  to  cover  the  practical  siib- 
j(x*t«  ill  iniedicine,  and  not  to  include  niodera  theoretical 
hi^anches,  etc.  ? 

In  reply  to  your  first  question  I  Avould  say  that.,  if  a  physi- 
cian actually  made  application  to  l)o  registered  ^vitli  your 
Board  on  or  l)efore  March  31st,  lOOO,  and  complied.  Avith  the 
pro\nsions  of  (*hapter  87  of  the  laws  of  1899,  I  should  be  of  the 
opinion  that  he  couhl,  on  that  statement  of  facts,  go  into  court 
and  compel  your  J^oard  to  register  hiin  as  of  March  3 1st,  1900. 
Tt  would  seom  from  vour  stak^iient  that  he  haA  done  all  that 
the  la\y  reK|uinMl  him  to  do,  or  all  that  he  could  do,  and  tlia\ 
his  failure  to  l)e  reiristered  is  not  anv  fault  of  his.  That  Ix*- 
ing  Ki>,  r  tliink  you  have  the  right  to  do  what  the  court  might 
com,]x^l  yoiu  to  do  by  m;andaji.KU^  ]>roc*r^.diiigs.  .   • 

In  reply  to  your  se(*ond  (pie^tion,  I  would  say  that  I  do  nc^t 
think  tJie  law  of  1901  contemplates  two  different  kinds  of  ex- 
amination. I  think,  however,  that  a  good  deal  mnist  of  neces- 
sity l)e  Icift  tiO  the  discretion  of  the  Examiners  tjo  detennine 
whether  or  not  one  has  the  qualification  required  by  law.  -

Deau  Sik  : — I  am  in  recei]>t  of  a  ocmmunication  from  your 
private  se(*retary  asking  me  to  furnish  your  office  with  an  opin- 
ion as  to  the  ne<'essary  proc^Wings  to  he  taken  by  tlie  Governor 
in  cxmnection  wdth  the  election  of  a  state  sena,t/)r  to  succeed 
William  II,  Devos,  resigned,  for  the  Sixth  District,  and  par- 
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tieularly  \\\x\i  reference  to  vvbetlier  or  not  notice  by  proclami- 
tion.  of  thci  Governor  is  ivquiretl  to  autliorize  tJie  Secretary  of 
State  to  ineliKle  the  election  for  this  district  in  the  general  elee- 
ti<^n  notice?  for  this  vciir. 

In  reply  I  would  say  tliat  sec.  14  of  art.  IV  of  the  state  con- 
c^titution  provides : 

"The  governor  sJiall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  va- 
cancies as  nirfiy  occur  in  either  house  of  the  legislature.'^ 

Sec.  04k,  statutes  18*J8,  provides: 

*' All  vacancies  in  the  office  of  representative  in  congress,  sen- 
ator or  niiPiulx^r  of  assembly  or  in  any  state  office  (exce5>t  gov- 
ernor and  lieutenant-g-overnor)  may  be  filled  at.  a  general  or 
^}KX*ial  ele<*tion,  or  by  appointment  in  the  c^ses  provided  by 
law  when  anv  such  vacancv  shall  occur  wathin  four  months, 
and  if  in  a  state  office  or  in  that  of  state  senator  or  representa- 
tive in  congress'more  than  twenty  days,  l)eforo  the?  general  elec- 
ti<?ii :  and  Avhen  occurring  earlier  than  said  four  months,  if  it 
shall  not  have  been  supplied  by  special  election,  the  same  shall 
he  fille<l  at  the  general  election  next  sucoeicHling  the  happening 
thereof. 

When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  such  office,  exce]>t  rt^]>re- 
seiit.ative  in  congress,  senator  or  memlx^r  of  assembly,  within 
f^ix  months  next  Ix^fore  the  end  of  the  tenn,  no  ehn^ion  shall  be 
hel<l,  hut.  the  same  shall  .l)e  fille<l  by  appointment,  or  othenvis^* 
as  provided  by  law." 

Sec.  041,  statutes  1808,  provides: 

**If  a  vacancv  shall  exist  in  the  office  of  state  senator,  reprc^ 
sentative  in  (»ongre«8  or  in  any  state  office  which  by  law  should 
1k:»  sii]>plied  at  the  ensuing  general  election,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall,  twenty  days  at  least  lx>fore  such  election,  give  no- 
ticif^  in  writin.tr  U>  tlu*  clerk  of  each  countv,  when  the  vacancv 
i!s  in  a  state  office,  or  in  case  of  such  vacancv  in  a  district  then 
to  the  clerk  of  each  county  therein,  s]K»cifving  the  cause  of  sucli 
vacancy,  the  name  of  the  officer  in  w^host"  office  it  occurred  and 
the  time  when  his  tertn  of  office  will  expire.  T'pon  r(H»ei]>t 
there«)f  the  county  clerk  shall  thereupon  forthwitli  cause  a  no- 
tice wrtitainini;  the  sulxstance  of  the  notice  i'eceive<l  bv  him  t<> 
be  transniiitted  by  mail  to  each  town  clerk  and  the  clerk  (►f  each 
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village  in  wliidi  by  law  separate  general  elections  are  to  be 
hold,  and  to  one  of  tJie  inspectors  in  each  ward,  in  any  city  and 
in  eadi  ejection  district  in  his  county.  Such  clerks  and  inspoc- 
toi*s  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  at  least  five  days  before 
election  in  the  niianner  prescribe<l  in  chapter  6." 

I  am  of  opdnion  that  under  tlie  constitutional  provision  above 
quoted  your  Excellency  should  issue  a  Avrit  of  election  to  fill 
the  vacancy  above  referred  to  and  that  then  tlie  S€feretary  of 
State  should  give  the  necessary  notice  of  holding  the  election.

Political  Party,  Place  on  Official  Ballot. — A  political  party 
that  cast  one  ]ier  cent,  of  the  entire  vote  of  state  at  the  preced- 
ing general  election  is  entitled  to  have  its  nominees  placed  on 
official  ballot  in  any  election  division  of  state.

Dear  Sir: — You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  whether 
a  political  party  ^rhich  c^st  for  its  state  ticket  one  jK^r  cent  of 
the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  state  at  tlie  last  a:e'neral  election  can 
iiDako  nominations  bv  the  caucus  and  convention  miethod  in  such 
county,  afisennbly  and  senate  districts  Avherein  its  vote  did  not 
reach  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  vote  cast  in  such  county,  as- 
semiblv  or  senate  district. 

In  rei)ly  will  say  tliat  sec.  30,  It.  S.  1898,  as  amended  by  sec 
2,  chap.  351,  laws  1890,  i>rovides,  among  other  things,  that 
candidates  iiuiy  te  nominated  in  the  following  manner: 

^•First.  By  a  convention  or  primary  meeting  held  for  the 
purpose,  consisting  of  an  organized  assemblage  of  electors  or 
delegates  representing  a  ix>litical  party  which  at  the  last  pre- 
celling  general  ele<,*ti(>n  l)cforo  such  convention  }x>lled  at  least 
one  per  cent,  of  tlie  entire  vote  cast  in  the  state,  county  ox  otlier 
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district  or  division  for  which  the  nomination  is  made,  for  its 
candidate  reteeivdng  tlie  highest  number  of  votes.'^ 

Under  a  similar  statute  in  Illinois  it  was  recently  held  that 
any  political  party  which  polled  two  per  cent  of  the  total  vote 
cai^t  at  tlie  next  preceding  general  election  held  throughout  tlie 
state  is  entitled  to  have  its  nominees  placed  upon  the  official 
ballot  for  any  election  held  in  tlie?  state  or  in  any  electoral  di- 
vision of  the  state  until  such  party  at  some  future  .election  held 
iliroiurhout  the  state  shall  fail  to  poll  two  per  cent  of  the  vote. 
People  vs.  Williamson,  185  111.,  106. 

Wliile,  so  fiu-  as  I  ami  aware,  the  courts  of  this  state  have  not 
passed  upon  tlie  question  submitted,  I  believe  that  the  construc- 
tion placed  upon  the  corresponding  clause  of  the  Illinois  stat- 
ute should  be  followed. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  and  advise  you  that  a  political 
party  which  polled  one  per  cent  of  tlie  total  vote  cast  in  tlie 
entire?  stiite  at  tlie  next  preceding  general  election,  hold 
througliout  die  state,  may  certify  its  nominations,  and  have  its 
nonrineos  placed  as  candidates  on  the  official  ballot  for  any  and 
all  officers  to  be  filled  at  any  and  all  elections  held  in  the  state, 
or  in  any  electoral  division  of  the  state  until  such  party  at 
some  future  general  election  held  thix>ughout  die  state  shall  fail 
to  poll  one  per  cent,  of  the  total  vote  cast  in  the  entire  state.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  vour  favor  of  vesterdav  in 
which  you  ask,  whether  a  democrat  who  goes  into  a  republican 
caucus  and  vot(»8  for  delegates  to  the  congressional  convention 
can  later  gx)  into  a  democratic  caucus  and  votei  for  delegates  to 
the  county  convention  to  elect  delegates  to  the  demlocratic  state 
convention ;  also  whether  a  voter  couhl  go  into  a  caucus  to  elect 
delegates  to  a  democratic  st^te  convention  and  aftel^vards  go 
into  a  republican  caucus  to  elect  delegates  to  tiie  republican 
county  convention.  Also  you  ask  what  is  the  pe^alt^v  for  such 
a  misdeniieanor.

IVior  to  tJie  passage  of  the  aratendraent  of  1901  otur  suprettne 
court  had  oonsidered  section  428a,  R.  S.,  which,  gives  to  women 
the  right  to  vote  at  any  election  pertaining  to  school  miatiers, 
in  Brown  vs.  Phillips,  71  Wis.,  239,  and  Gilkey  vs.  McKin- 
Jey,  75  Wis,,  543.  In  the  first  case  the  constitutionality  of 
tliis  s-tatute,  section  428a,  was  upheld;  in  the  last  case  the  ques- 
lion  of  whether  the  right  given  to  women  to  votef  at  elections 
pertaining  to  school  matters,  included  the  right  to  vote  for  any 
sch<X)l  officer  chosen  a*  a  general  election,  was  discussed  but 
not  detennineil.  However,'  the  court  held  that  no  moans  hav- 
ing been  providekl  by  law  by  which  women  could  vote  for  sdiool 
officers,  only,  at  elections  where  otlier  officers  were  to  be  chosen, 
tlieir  right  to  vote,  if  it  exists  under  section  428a,  could  not 
be  exercised  without  further  legislation.  The  amendment  of 
1901  was  clearly  intended  by  the  legislature  to  supply  the 
deficiencv  in  the  statute  noted  in  the  case  above  referred  to, 
and  in  my  opinion  docs  supply  thci  deficiency  and  provides  a 
]>roper  mietliod  by  which  woanen  may  exercise  the  right  to  vote 
on  seJiool  mjatters  at  any  election.  For  the  reason  stated  I 
am  of  the»  opinion  tliat  womieii  have  tlie  right  to  vote  for  state 
and  coimty  superintendent  of  schools  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion, and  that  under  chapter  285,  laws  of  1901,  separate  bal- 
lot boxes  should  be  furnished  at  every  election  precinct  for  the 
use  of  women  desiring  to  vote  on  school  miatters,  and  that  sepa- 
rate ballots  should  also  be  provided  for  the  use  of  said  women.

upon  the  following  question: 

"Do  you  Uiink  that  brewers  in  anotlier  stat.e  can  l)0  forced 
t/>  [Miy  licenf^  in  W^isconsin  towns  and  cities  ^vhero  tlioy  have 
ajjinicies  for  the  sale  and  distribution  of  hdGrV^ 

In  reply  will  say  tliat,  in  my  opinion,  a  brewer  manufactur- 
ing beer  in  another  state,  who  sends  it  to  this  state  to  be  store<l 
and  sold  by  an  agent,  is  required  to  obtain  a  local  liquor  li 
cense.  While  our  supreme  court  has  not  passed  upon  tlie  pre- 
cise question  you  submit,  that  is,  with  reference  to  die  sale 
of  Ux^r  manufactured  in  another  state,  I  think  tlie  case  of 
ilayer  vs.  State,  8:3  Wis.,  381),  is  very  nmch  in  point.  In  tliat 
ease  the  oc>m*t  held  tliat  where  a  brewer  in  Milwaukee  c^stab- 
lished  an  agency  at  >^'eenah  and  sold  a  luilf  barreil  of  kn^r  with- 
out local  license,  a  conviction  under  section  1550,  R.  S.  ISDS, 
should  be  aifirmed. 

For  a  review  of  the  decisions  of  our  courts  touching  this 
question,  seei  Michels  vs.  State  (Wis.),  90  IST.  W.,  1096.  The 
fact  that  the  brewery  is  located  in  another  state  is  in  my  opin- 
ion ini?n|aterial,  since  the  passage  of  tlie  so-called  Wilson  bill, 
wliich  provides  that : 

''All  fennjente*!,  distilled,  or  other  intoxicating  liquors  or 
liquids  transporttxl  into  any  state  or  ten'itt>ry,  or  remaining 
therein  for  use,  consumption,  sale,  or  storage  therein,  shall, 
upon  arrival  in  such  state  or  territorj',  be  subject  to  the  opera- 
tion and  effect  of  the  laws  of  such  state  or  te*n*itory, 
and  shall  not  be  exempt  therefrom  by  reason  of  being  intro- 
duced therein  in  original  packages  or  otlierwise."

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iinlav  wheii  voii  desir(Kl  it.  Yon  call  attention  to  the  faet 
tliat  tlie  eonnty  convention  of  your  eoniity  in  iSiMI  fix(^l  the 
liiisis  of  repn\sentiition  in  tho  county  convention  at  one  iMo- 
i^ato  for  every  250  votes,  and  stiite  tliat  tlie  representation  in 
the  C4>untv  remaiiLS  a.s  fixed  hv  tlie  <jonvention  of  189(5.  Y.ou 
ask  whetlier  under  the  provision  of  section  2,  chapter  341,  tlie 
county  coniiuiittee  has  authority  to  clian^e  the  basis  of  rcj)re- 
seiit^irion  so  fixed  hv  the  county  convention,  or  whetJier  it  is 
tlio.  <hitv  of  the  conninittee  to  fiinire  out  on  such  basis  the  nuui- 
l>er  of  dek'gates  to  wliich  each  to\m,  ward  or  villa^^  is  entitled. 

Ill  reply  I  will. say  tliati,  as  you  are  aware,  this  is  not  a 
matter  upon  which  I  am  authorizetl  or  recpiired  to  advise  you 
officially,  neidier  would  any  opinion  which  I  nii^lit  assiune 
to  icive  be  authoritative.  Unofficially  I  would  say,  that  in  niv 
opinion,  while  there  are  some  reasons  for  holding  as  you  sug- 
gesstj — that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  cx^unty  connnitU*e.  to  figure 
out  the  nunibf^r  of  delegates  rather  tlian  to  change  the  basis 
of  representation  as  provided  in  tlie  county  conv(*iition — still, 
^<*<*tion  2  provides  in  effwt  that  the  county  convention  shall 
dc^ternuine  tlie  niuulxa'  of  delegates  which  shall  rc^'pre^ent  each 
town,  etc,  apportioneil  in  such  manner  as  pi'ovided  by  tlu^ 
county  comniiitteie.  This  section  in  pi'etty  clear  tenus  provides 
that  tJio  oommittee  rather  than  the  convention  shall  determiiK? 
tlio  niun])eT  of  delegates,  and  tlie  ai>portionm(>»nt  of  the*  same. 
While  1  should  doubt  the  propriety  of  the  county  coirimittee 
changing  tlie  basis  of  representation  fixtnl  by  tlie  cxninty  con- 
vention, still  I  ])elieve  under  the  statu U^  the  cxnumitt<H^  has  that 
pow€^r.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  26tli  inst.,  ask- 
ing if  wojinen  will  be  allowed  to  vote  for  state  and  county  super- 
intendents of  schools  at  the  coining  election;  also  if  they  may 
have  a  voice  in  elcting  delegates  that  nominate  these  officers, 
will  say,  that  this  is  not  a  matter  upon  which  I  am  authorized 
or  required  to  give  you  an  official  opinion.  UnofBciaJly 
I  would  say  that  women  will  be  allowed  to  vote  for  state  and 
county  superintendents  at  the  coming  election.  TJnder  the 
present  law^  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  practical  way 
in  which  tliey  can  vote  to  eleet  del^ates  that  nominate  these 
officers.  Under  our  present  systems  of  caucuses  and  conven- 
tions, tlio  delegates  who  will  nominate  superintendents,  also 
nominato  tlio  other  officers  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  say  that 
women  have  no  voice'  in  electing  delegates  to  nominate  such 
othei"  county  officers.  For  this  reason  I  ami  inclined  to  be- 
lieve that  tliere  is  no  practical  way  in  which  they  can  vote  for 
the  delegates  who  nominate  the  coimty  and  state  superintend- 
ents.

Medical  Practice. — Admission  to  without  examination;  con- 
struction of  chapter  30,  laws  1901.

Dear  Sir: — ^You  have  submitted  lettei's  from  Dr.  W.  H. 

Earlea  and  W.  B.  Hill,  secretary  of  the  Milwaukee  Medical 
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(Vllegc?,  aiid  requested  my  opinion  on  certain  questions  therein 
^tated, 

Mr.  Hill  asks  for  a  constniction  of  tJie  following  language 
iu  the  medical  law: 

*'providoil,  lujwever,  that  any  student  who  is  now  matricu- 
lated in  any  niiedical  college  of  tliis  state  which  requires  four 
courses  of  six  months  each  as  a  prerequisite  of  graduation,  no 
rvvo  courses  to  l>e  taken  within  one  twelve-month,  shall  on  pi'c'- 
simtation  of  his  diplomj^  from  such  medical  college  and  on  pay- 
ment of  the  fees  s]XK^ified  in  this  act^  be. admitted  to  practice 
without  further  examination  by  sucli  state  board  of  medical 
examiners." 

He  sul>init8  the  following  question :. 

"Is  the  intent  of  this  law  that  anv  student  who  was  matricu- 
lated  iu  anv  medical  colWe  in  Wisconsin  at  the  time  of  tlu» 
passage  of  this  bill  exempt  from-  examination  provided  he  pre- 
t^ent^  a  diploma  from  a  Wisconsin  college  conforming  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  or  does  the  board  construe  that  to  mean 
that  the  matriculant  must  present  a  diploma  from  the  school 
in  which  he  was  matriculated  at  the  time  the  bill  was  passed, 
in  orde^  to  be  exempt  ?'' 

In  reply  will  say  that,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  mat- 
ter, I  aiiti  of  die  opinion  that  one  must  present  a  diploma  from 
the  school  in  which  he  was  matricidated  at  the  time  chapter 
o06,  lays  of  1901,  was  passed,  in  order  to  he  exempt  from  ex- 
amination. The  language  of  tlie  act  would  seem  to  admit  of 
no  otlier  eonstruction.  In  the  recent  case  of  State  ex  rel.  Kel- 
logg vs.  Currens,  87  X.  W.,  567,  564,  Mr.  Justice  Do<lge', 
sj)eaking  for  the  court.,  says : 

**The  statutory  exception  from  examination  quoted  in  tlie 
statcMiient  of  facts  makes  a  class  of  those  who,  at  the  date  of 
its  enactmenti,  were  matriculated  in  any  medical  eolk^e  in  this 
state  ha\'ing  a  S|x?cified  course,  and  who  should  theivafter  ob- 
tain and  prasent  its  diplo*ma." 

I  iind  nothing  in  the  law  which  purports  to  exempt  any  ex- 
cept those  who  present  diplomas  from  the  Wisconsin  college 
in  which  they  were  matriculated  when  chapter  306  was  passed. 
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T)r.  Earles  asks  as  to  whetiier,  under  the  interpretation  of 
your  lx)arcl,  advanced  st^mdings  of  such  students  as  are  pos- 
sei^oxl  of  tlie  dejri'eo  of  B.  S.  or  equivalent  degrees  may  Ix? 
^irranted. 

In  reply  to  this  will  say  tJiat  chapter  50G  makes  no  pro- 
vision whatever  for  advanced  st4indingS5  but  does  provide  that 
collej>;e«  sliall  recpiiro  at  least  four  courses  of  not  loss  than  six 
months  each  Ixrfore  graduation  and,  after  the  year  1901,  at 
least  four  courses  of  not  less  than  seVen  months  each,  no  two 
of  said  (*ourses  to  be  taken  wnthin  anv  one  twelve-montli,  and 
also  providei^  Ihat  colleges  shall  I'equire  for  admission  thereto, 
siKviiied  qualifications. 

Wliile  I  am  of  course  unaware  of  the'  interpretation  placed 
u]H>n  the  law  bv  vour  board,  it  scvms  reasonably  clear  tbat  tlie 
standiinl  is  fixed  by  chapter  30()  and  must  1x7  complied  with ; 
that  is,  students  must  j)ossess  the  qualifications  thetein  required 
for  entrance  and  must  take  the  course  therein  prescribed.  If 
advancx^l  standings  were  to  l)e  allowc^l,  this  might  provide  a 
very  short  cut  by  which  a  medical  college  could  turn  out  stu- 
(h^it.s  who  had  taken  much  k^s  than  the  course  prescribed  by 
the  statute.     This  could  not  be  tolerated  under  the  present  law. 

Dr.  Earles  also  asks  whether  the  word  ''matriculation"  as 
used  in  the  law  also  covcin  tJie  word  ''registration"  as  inter- 
preted by  medical  (colleges. 

I{(^plying  to  this  question,  will  say  tJiat,  in  my  opinion,  the 
word  ^'niiat.riculation''  is  useil  in  its  ordinarv  sense  and  is  svn- 
onymious  with  *'regist ration."  Webster  defines  -'matricula- 
tion" as  "The  act  of  juatriculatiug  or  registering  a  naiuc  and 
a(hn.ittiug  t-o  memlKM-ship."'  To  matriculate  is  "to  enU*l'  or  ad- 
mit to  membcM'slii])  in  a  IkmIv  or  s<K'iety,  j)articidarly  in  a  col- 
lege or  university  hy  (enrolling  the  name  in  a  iTgister."  (Web- 
steT. ) 

Sinc<^  I  am  nc^t  awai-e  of  the  substance  of  the  resolution 
ad()pt(Hl  by  your  board  relating  to  the  matriculation  of  students 
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siil>jfx*t  to  conditions,  it  is  unnecessary  to  stafe  tliat  I  can  ex- 
j>rr^>  no  opinion  thereon.

I'eqnosted  my  opinion  thereon: 

^^Question  1.  Are  women  obliged  to  be  registered  to  entitle 
them  to  vote'  on  s(»hool  matters?  Tlie  last  sentence  of  section 
27  of  the  statutes  of  1898  is  as  follows:  'N'o  votes  shall  l)e 
re('<>ivf.'d  at  any  gen<*ral  election  if  the  name  of  tJie  person  of- 
fering to  vote  Ixi  not  on  the  registry-  as  completed,  except  as 
provided  in  section  51.'     Does  this  sentence  apply  to  womlen?" 

"Questiim  2.  If  Avomjen  must  be  registered  to  entitle  tlieni 
to  vote',  are  thew  to  l)e  re^stered  on  a  list  by  themselves  or  will 
their  najnes  appear  on  the  general  registry  list^  and  if  oa  the 
genf  ral  registry  list,  should  the  list  show  who  are,  women  and 
^vho  are  not-" 

In  reply  will  say  tJiat,  as  you  are*  aware,  I  ami  not  authorized 
to  give  you  an  official  opinion  upon  the  questions  submitted. 
T'^nofficially  I  would  say ,  that  while  chapter  265,  laws  of 
1001 — which  provides  for  separate  ballot  baxes  for  womien  de- 
siring to  vote — makes  no  provision  for  the  registration  of 
v/omen,  the  statutes  relating  to  registration  are  applicable  to 
women  who  are  electx>rs  U])on  school  mattere  and  therefore  it 
is  necessary  for  them  to  i"egister  in  order  to  vote. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  would  say  that  sincd  the 
statute  c<^^)ntain8  no  provision  for  a  separate  list  for  womieu, 
it  would  seeim  that  tlieir  names  should  be  placed  on  the  general 
n^aistrv  list,  which  should  show  who  are  women;

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  yesteTday,  in 
which  you  ask  the  following  questions : 

First,  are  town  treasurers  entitled  to  retain  two  per  cent, 
as  fees  on  mpneys  nfceived  and  collected  from  county  treasur- 
ers, being  termed  ''delinquent  moneys?" 

Second,  are  town  treasurers  entitled  to  fcJos  on  any  moneys 
other  than  eollectionfi  of  moneys  charged  on  tax  roll  ? 

In  reply  to  your  first  question,  I  would  say  that  section  840 

of  the  statute  of  1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  335  of  the  laws 

of  1899,  provides: 

"Every  town  treasurer  shall  receive  two  per  centum  on  ail 
taxes  collected  by  himi  on  or  prior  to  the  31st  day  of  January 
and  five  per  centum  on  all  collected  thereafter  during  his  tertni, 
to  be  retained  from  the  collections,  provided  the  annual  town 
meeting  may  by  ballot  or  resolution  reduce  such  fees  on  tax(\s 
paid  on  or  before?  the  31st  day  of  January  to  not  less  than  one 
per  centum^"  etc* 

Section  1112  of  the  statutes  of  1898  provides:  ' 

"If  the  treasurer  shall  be  unable  to  collect  any  taxes  men- 
tioned in  the  tax  roll  annexed  to  his  warrant  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law,  he  shall  make  out  a  stateai^nt  of  the  taxes 
so  remaining  unpaid,  including  the  five  per  cent  allowed  by 

law  for  collection  fee>9 and  submit  the  same 

to  the  county  treasurer." 

Section  1144  of  the  statutes  of  1898  provides: 

"The  five  per  cent,  on  the  delinquent  tax  list  reftumed  by 
the  treasurer  of  any  town,  city  or  incorporated  village  to  the 
county  treasurer  as  collection  fees  shall  be  collected  by  the 
county  treasurer  in  the  same  m^anner  as  otlier  delinquent  taxes 
are  collected  and  paid  into  the  county  treasury  for  the  use  of 
the  eovnty."

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I  11111/  of  opinion  t]ia.t  under  tliese  sections  the  fees  for  col- 
lectinir  tlK^  tax  wliei'e  it  is  colle^tai  l)v  the  count v  treasurer 
In^lon^  to  tJio  oounty  for  the  use  of  the  coujity,  and  that  the 
town  treasurer  is  not  entitled  to  two  per  cent,  thereof. 

In  reply  to  yonr  S(H*ond  (piestion,  I  wonld  say  that  I  think 
to\\^l  treasiu'ers  are  not  entitled  to  fees  on  aiiv  monevs  other 
than  collections  of  monevs  charged  on  tax  roll,  unless  there 
is  some  specific  section  giving  tlieiii  additional  compensation.

Ge.xteemkx: — The  secretary  of  state  has  handeil  me  your 
favor  of  recent  date,  in  which  you  saw  that  large  numbers  of 
physicians  located  in  different  states  are  desirous  to  incorpo- 
rate themkselv(*s  into  a  medical  association  as  a  corporation, 
not  for  jKXiuniary  profit,  the  object  of  the  associatitm  to  bo  to 
])roniot<(^  the  science  aud  practice  of  medicine,  e-levate  the  moral 
and  intellectual  standing  of  mendx?rs,  and  incidental  thoreto 
publish  such  journal  or  journals,  or  other  printed  matteT  as 
thev  iUav  deem  necessary,  and  to  liave,  use  and  control  such 
real  restate  and  ])ersonal  pro})erty  as  may  bo  incidental  to  Uic 
ac(»om.pIishm(Mit  of  tliis  purpose.  You  further  say  tliat  they 
d(*sin^  to  hold  tluur  meetings  in  diff(>r(Vnt  stakes  and  territories^ 
of  the  Union  and  not  \hh  comix^lle<:l  to  hold  them  in  any  one 
statx%  and  you  ask  ^vhether  the  laws  of  our  state  would  pennit 
tli(».  formjatiou  of  such  a  corporation  and  the  holdings  of  their 
general  meelings,  as  well  as  the  m<»<^tings  of  the  directors  of 
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the  corporation  outside  of  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  this 
state. 

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  you  as  attorneys  are  as  compe- 
tent to  pass  upon  tjie  questions  involved  as  am  I.  I  am  very 
clear  that  tlie  cori)oration  could  not  be  formed  midor  our  stat- 
utes, which  would  result  in  the  general  offices  of  the  company 
and  tlie  books  and  records  being  kept  outside  the  stata  I  also 
think  it  to  be  necessary  to  have  the  me^etings  for  the  transaction 
of  business  of  the  corporation  held  in  the  state.  Of  course  this 
would  not  prevent  other  meetings  being  held  for  other  pur- 
{x>ses  in  other  states.  But  I  think  that  tlie  meetings  of  the 
st<)cklioklers  and  directors  for  the  transaction  of  business  must 

be  held  here.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  vour  favor  of  vesterdav  in 
which  you  say,  that  previous  to  the  last  annual  to^v^l  meeting 
of  the  to\vn  of  Orangey  it  was  desired  by  the  board,  and  also 
inanv  of  iJie  voters,  to  change  tlie  polling  place;  that  at  least 
four  and  not  more  than  six  weeks  pi-evious  to  said  annual  melt- 
ing, twelve  electx)rs  file<l  their  uTitten  request  with  the  town 
clerk  that  they  desired  the  present  polling  place  change<l  to 
anotlier  place  in  said  town,  and  six^cifying  the  place  to  which 
they  (Ittiired  the  meeting  so  changed.     That  the  clerk  thereon 
posted  wnthin  one  week  after  such  filing  of  request,  notice  in 
four  public  places  in  said  towii,  stating  that  the  present  place 
of  polling  was  desirwl  changed  to  a  place  specified  in  said  |)eti- 
tion,  and  would  be  decided  by  ballot  at  the  town  meeting  next 
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to  bo  held ;  that  at  the  next  town  meeting  ballots  were  cast  upon 
this  question,  but  not  specifying  the  place  to  which  the  town 
niieeting  was  to  be  changed ;  tliat  upon  said  vote,  a  m|ajority 
of  the  ballots  wl^is  in  favor  of  tlie  change,  and  asking  whether 
or  not  I  think  the  jx>]ling  place  is  legally  changed  to  the  now 
place  stated  in  tlie  request. 

In  reply  I  will  say  that  of  course  you  are  aware  tliat  it  is 
not  niv  dutv  to  advise  you  in  reference  to  this  matter.  But 
as  it  is  a  matter  of  public  importance,  I  have  decided  to  state 
to  you  unofficially  my  views  in  reference  tliereto. 

There  seemi  to  be  two  ways  of  changing  the  place  of  hold- 
ing the  elections  in  the  to\\Ti:  one  provided  by  section  783  of 
the  statutes  of  1898 ;  the  other  ^by  chapted.  338  of  the  laws 
of  1809.  Under  tlie 'first  section,  w^hen  twelve  elctors  file  with 
the  to^vn  clei'k  thedr  request  that  the  place  of  holding  such 
mieoting  be  decided  by  ballot,  the  question  is  submdtted  to  the 
clectars  at  the  next  town  meeting.  Each  elector  writing  upon 
his  ballot  the  place  to  which  he  desires  the  place  of  meeting 
to  be  changed,  and  that  the  place  having  the  largest  number 
of  votes  sliall  thereafter  be  the  place  of  holding  said  meet- 
ing. Chapter  338  of  the  laws  of  1899  provides  that  the  town 
board  may  by  resolution  provide  that  tlie  question  of  changing 
the  place  of  holding  the  toA\'n  xneetings  in  any  such  town,  be 
submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  elex^tors  at  any  town  meeting  held 
in  the  town,  and  that  if  at  any  such  town  meeting  a  majority- 
of  the  electors  shall  vote  in  favor  of  changing  the  place  for 
holding  any  such  election,  then  all  elctions  or  town  meetings 
thereafter  held  in  any  such  town  shall  bei  held  at  the  place 
so  designated.  T!lmt  the  town  board  shall  designate  by  reso- 
lution the  place  to  which  the  change  is  to  be  mlade,  and  shall 
describe  such  place  with  I'oasonable  accuracy;  which  designa- 
tion and  description  shall  be  emlxxiied  in  the  notice  to  be  given 
by  the  clerk,  as  in  said  chapter  provided.  This  statute  fui'- 
ther  provides  that  the  fonnj  of  the"  ballot  shall  be  the  same  as 
that  stated  in  your  letter.     Under  this  statute,  if  a  miajority 
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vote  in  favor  of  changing  ihe  place  of  holding  the  elections, 
the  place  is  tlio*i*eiipon  changed  to  tlie  place  designate<l  in  the 
resolution. 

According  to  your  letter,  you  seem  to  have  followed  neither 
of  itlieee  statutes,  but  ta  have  taken  part  of  each.  I  tliink 
irnder  the  proceedings  instituted,  tlie  form  of  ballot  should  not 
liavft  been  that  used  by  tlie  elector,  but  that  each  elector  should 
have  written  on  his  ballot,  the  place  to  whidi  he  desired  the 
flection  to  he  changed.  If  you  had  proceeded  under  chapter 
O'JS,  the  form  of  ballot  used  by  you  would  have  been  the  cor- 
rect form,  and  tlie  proceedings  would  have  Ix^en  regular  and 
1(^1.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  you  have  used  tlie  form  of 
ballot  provided  in  chapter  338,  laws  of  1901,  I  am  of  opinion 
tliat  you  have  not  proceieded  correctly  imder  either  statute, 
and  that  it  is  very  (questionable  whether  the  court  would  hold 
tliat  you  have  legally  changed  the  place  of  holding  the  elec- 
tion. In  my  judgment,  the  election  should  be  held  at  tJie  old 
place.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  ye^^terday,  in 
which  you  ask  whether  it  would  be  possible  at  this  time  to 
establish  voting  booths  on  the  Oneida  Keservation,  or  whether 
It  will  be  nece^sarv  to  hiive  the  Indians  vote  at  the  neiirest 
^'oting  place. 
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In  reply,  I  would  say  that  diapter  338  of  the  laws  of  1901 
iiiiade  it  the  duty  of  the  county  board  of  your  county  to  create 
by  resolution  at  least  one  election  district  on  such  reserva- 
tion. This  according  to  die  statutes  was  to  be  done  on  or 
befoi-e  tlie  1st  of  Decenii)er,  11)01.  The  balance  of  this  chapter 
provides  for  tlie  appointment  of  insj^ectors  of  election,  their 
powers  and  duties,  etc.  While  tliis  statute  provides  tliat  tliu 
county  board  shall  create  such  election  districts  on  or  before 
December  Ist,  1001,  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  court  would 
hold  this  law  to  be  directorv  onlv,  and  tliat  if  the  board  would 
now  create  such  districts,  they  would  be  held  to  be  valid.  I 
think  the  county  board  should  if  possible  meet  and  establish 
voting  districts.  The  statutes  making  it  the  imi^erative  duty 
of  the\x>unty  board  to  provide  such  districts,  it  is  probable 
that  the  court  would  by  miandamus  compel  tlie  board  to  as- 
semble and  create  these  districts,  if  it  should  refuse  to  do 
so.  If  it  is  Impossible  to  get  the  board  together,  I  presmne 
the  elections  would  luive  to  ha  held  in  tbe  same  m/anner  and 
in  the  same  places  that  they  have  heretofore  been  held.  The 
legislature  having  dire<?ted  that  the  election  shall  he  held  on 
the  resen^ation,  there  might  l)e  raised  the  veiy  serious  ques- 
tion, whether  an  election  held  elsewhere  would  be  valid.  It 
certainly  would  be  l)etter  to  have  the  county  board  convene 
and  take  the  action  prescrilx^d  by  tlie  sta.tute  above  referred  to.

INTRODUCTORY. 


The  work  of  ttis  Commission  herein  reported,  covering  the 

period  beginning  October  1,  1900,  and  ending  June  30,  1902, 

was  done  almost  wholly  by  and  under  the  direction  of  Com- 

missionea:  H.  O.  Adams,  who   resigned   May  1,  1902.     While 

administering   this  ofEce  Mr.   Adams  accomplished  much  in 

strengtiiening  the  state  laws  covering  the  sale  of  oleomargarine, 

filled  cheese  and  renovated  butter,  and  in  prohibiting  the  sale 

of  adulterated  foods  and  drugs.     His  influence  has  been  even 

more  widely  felt  in  the  national  legislation,  protecting  not  only 

the  consimiers  of  the  state  but  the  markets  of  the  country  from 

fraudulent  competition  both  in  cheese  and  butter.     This  work, 

so  ably  carried  out  by  Mr.  Adams,  has  served  to  give  this  Com- 

mission,  inadequately  equipped  though  it  is,  much  prestige  in 

neighboring  and  other  states. 

From  May  1  to  Decemiber  24,  1902,  Dr.  A.  S.  Mitchell  had, 
in  addition  to  his  regular  official  work  as  chemist^  the  general 
direction  of  the  work  of  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commission.  That 
included,  with  the  efficient  aid  of  Miss  Florence  Q.  Norton, 
stenographer  and  confidential  clerk,  the  preparation  and  comr 
pilation  of  nearly  all  of  the  material  for  this  report,  and  for 
which  credit  is  hereby  given.  Dr.  Mitchell,  declining  re- 
appointment as  chemist^  terminated  his  oflicial  connection  with 
thifl  Commission  December  31,  1902,  by  voluntary  resignation. 
That  he  performjed  his  ofiicial  duties,  requiring  technical  knowl- 
edge and  skill  of  a  high  order,  in  a  very  able  manner  and  in 
a  way  to  reflect  great  credit  upon  himself  and  this  Coniirnis- 
fiion^  is  a  matter  of  general  knowledge  and  appreciation,  and 
I  wish  to  reoard  my  own  appreciation  of  this  fact 
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The  undersigned  was  appointed  by  Gk>vemar  LaFoUette  to  the 
position  of  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner,  December  24,  1902, 
and  he  immediately  took  the  required  oath  of  oiEceand  entered 
at  once  npon  the  discharge  of  his  legal  duties.

CIRCULAR  LETTER. 


Madison,  Wis.,  July  18,  189d. 
To  Dealers  In  Food  Products: 

The  pure  food  law  of  1897  (embodied  in  paragraphs  20,  21,  22  of  this 
compilation)  defines  the  word  food  as  used  in  the  law,  prohibits  the 
adulteration  of  foods  and  determines  by  a  series  of  explanatory  clauses 
what  is  prohibited. 

The  law  further  provides  that  mixtures  or  compounds  recognized  as 
ordinary  articles  of  food  can  be  sold  when  labeled  mixture  or  com- 
pound. 

An  understanding  of  this  provision  requires  knowledge  of  what  are 
"recognized  as  ordinary  articles  of  food,"  within  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  law.  It  is  not  reasonable  to  assume  that  all  adulterated  articles 
which  have  been  sold  on  the  markets  for  years  are,  because  of  such 
sale  and  common  use,  "recognized  as  ordinary  articles  of  food."  Such 
aa  interpretation  would  nullify  the  law.  Food  compounds  consisting 
of  foods  similar  in  nutritive  value  or  general  character,  and  for  which 
there  is  a  demand  by  consumers  who  know  the  constituents  of  these 
foods,  can  be  sold  when  labeled  "mixture  or  compound." 

Producers  and  dealers  in  milk  and  cream  are  specially  warned  against 
the  use  of  preservatives. 

The  preparations  for  keeping  milk  and  cream  sweet  that  are  widely 
advertised  in  this  state  as  being  harmless,  have  been  condemned  by 
leading  authorities,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  as  being 
prejudicial  to  the  public  health. 

Their  use  is  prohibited  by  a  plain  statute  which  fixes  a  minimum 
penalty  of  |25  for  its  violation.     (Paragraphs  10  and  11.) 

Preservatives  are  used  to  avoid  the  effects  of  careless  and  unclean 
methods. 

Milk  and  cream  will  remain  sweet  without  the  use  of  poisonous  drugs 
long  enough  for  sale  and  consumption  if  produced  from  clean  cows,  in 
clean  tame  by  clean  men,  using  clean  utensils. 

The  health  of  Invalids  and  of  children  is  of  more  importance  to  the 
state!  than  the  prosperity  of  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  the  make- 
shifts of  u&cleanliness. 
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The  pure  food  law  has  been  in  force  since  January  1st.,  1898. 

The  grocers  of  the  state  are  rapidly  coming  into  line  with  its  pro- 
visions. 

This  Commission  has  avoided  radical  methods  in  its  enforcement. 
Reasonable  time  has  been  given  to  adjust  the  trade  to  its  requirements. 

Pro3ecutions  have  been  uniformly  successful. 

Inspection  of  groceries  and  factories  has  been  carried  as  far  as  possible 
with  the  force  and  time  at  the  disposal  of  this  department  Many  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  meaning  of  the  law  have  been  settled.  The  time  has 
come  when  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the  law  cannot  be  unjust  or 
unfair  to  any  legitimate  interest. 

The  appended  rulings  are  a  statement  of  the  law  in  part  and  the  judge- 
ment of  this  Commission  as  to  its  application  to  the  foods  named. 

H.  C.  Adams, 
Dairy  and  Food  Commiesioner. 
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Oleomargarine  free  from  coloration  or  ingredient  that  causes  it  to 
look  like  butter,  can  he  manufactured  and  sold  unaer  its  own  name 
when  properly  labeled.  Each  tub,  package  and  parcel  shall  be  marked 
by  a  placard  bearing  the  word  "Oleomabo^bine"  printed  in  plain, 
uncondensed  gothic  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  long,  and  such  pla- 
card shall  contain  no  other  words  thereon.  (Paragraphs  12  and  13  of 
this  compilation.) 

All  stores  and  places  of  business  from  which  oleomargarine  shall  be 
sold  must  have  conspicuously  posted  a  placard  to  be  approved  by  the 
Daiby  and  Food  Commissioneb,  containing  the  words,  printed  in  letters 
not.  less  than  four  inches  in  length,  "Oleomarqabine  sold  hebb." 
(Paragraph  13  of  this  compilation.) 

Oleomargarine  which  shall  be  imitation  of  butter  cannot  be  sold. 
(Paragraph  13  of  this  compilation.) 

It  is  unlawful  for  hotel,  restaurant  or  boarding-house  keepers  to  fur- 
nish their  guests  with  butter  substitutes  without  notifying  such  guests 
that  the  substitutes  so  furnished  are  not  butter.  (Paragraph  13  of  this 
compilation.) 

A  bill  of  fare  furnished  guests  and  containing  a  statement  that  oleo- 
margarine is  used  will  be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice. 

Renovated  butter,  which  is  butter  of  inferior  quality  melted,  regranu- 
lated,  churned  with  milk  and  worked  over  into  the  appearance  of  fresh 
creamery  butter,  must  be  branded  "Renovated  butter"  upon  each  tub, 
package  and  parcel.     (Paragraph  15  of  this  compilation.) 

No  imitation  butter  or  cheese  can  be  used  in  any  of  the  charitable  or 
penal  institutions  of  this  state.     (Paragraph  14  of  this  compilation.) 

Cheese. — The  Daiby  and  Food  Commissioner  is  authorized  to  issue 
to  the  owner  or  manager  of  each  factory  making  full  cream  cheese  a 
stencil  containing  the  number  of  factory  and  the  state  brand,  "Wis- 
consin FULL  cream  cheese."     (Paragraph  3  of  this  compilation.) 

The  manufacture  and  sale  of  filled  cheese  is  prohibited.  (Paragraph 
12  of  this  eompilation. 
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The  manufacture  and  sale  of  skimmed  cheese  is  prohibited,  except 
when  such  cheese  is  made  ten  inches  in  diameter  and  nine  inches  in 
height.     (Paragraph  12  of  this  compilation.) 

Milk. — ^All  milk  offered  for  sale  or  sold  must  be  from  healthy  cows, 
of  clean  and  wholesome  character,  unadulterated,  free  from  preserva- 
tives, and  must  ccmtain  not  less  than  three  per  cent  of  butter  fat. 
(Paragraphs  7,  8,  9,  10,  18  Of  this  compilation.) 

Lard. — Imitation  lard  products  must  not  be  sold  under  the  name  lard. 
Com^Jounds  containing  lard  can  be  sold  when  labeled  "Compound  lakd/' 

Coffee. — Coffee  must  be  true  in  name.  It  must  not  be  coated  or  pol- 
ished to  conceal  inferiority.  Imitations  containing  no  coffee  cannot  be 
sold  as  coffee  compounas,  but  may  be  sold  under  coin  names.  Com- 
pounds of  coffee  and  chicory,  or  of  coffee  and  any  harmless  substitute 
allied  to  it  in  either  flavor  or  strength  and  not  used  simply  as  an 
adulterant  may  be  sold  when  labeled  "Coffee  compound." 

Syrup. — Syrup  is  a  product  of  either  corn  or  sugar  cane.  When  made 
from  sugar  cane  it  is  called  syrup,  when  made  from  corn  it  is  gfu- 
cose  syrup.  There  is  little  difference  in  the  food  value  of  these  syrups. 
It  is  questionable  whether  or  not  one  could  be  considered  as  an  adulter- 
ant of  the  other,  as  each  falls  within  the  true  definition  of  a  syrup,  as  , 
both  the  mild  Rio  and  strong  Mocha  are  each  true  coffees.  The  sale 
of  glucose  as  and  for  cane  syrup  is  a  fraud  and  a  violation  of  law.  The 
sale  of  a  mixture  of  glucose  and  cane  syrups  without  other  label  than 
that'  of  the  general  term  "syrup"  is  permitted.  Molasses  containing 
glucose  must  be  labeled  glucose  mixture,  as  the  value  of  molasses  is 
dependent  upon  a  pungent  flavor  peculiar  to  itself,  and  not  found  in 
glucose  syrups. 

Maple  Sugar  must  be  true  to  name.  A  compound  of  corn  or  beet 
sugar  with  maple  sugar  cannot  be  sold  even  when  labeled  compound,  as 
the  chief  element  of  value  in  maple  sugar  is  the  maple  flavor,  and  any 
admixture  of  other  sugars  is  for  the  sole  purpose  of  cheapening  the 
article,  and  is  a  clear  case  of  adulteration  which  cannot  be  remedied  by 
a  label. 

Flour. — Wheat  flour  mixed  with  corn  flour  may  be  sold  when  labeled 
"Compound  flour"  or  "Compound  wheat  flour." 

Corn  and  wheat  flour  are  closely  allied  in  their  chemical  and  nutri- 
tive properties,  and  a  compound  of  these  articles  would  be  recognized 
by  the  law  as  "an  ordinary  article  of  food." 

Buckwheat  flour  may  be  mixed  with  other  flour  or  self-rising  ingredi- 
ents not  injurious  to  health  and  sold  as  "Compound  buckwheat  flour." 

Jellies. — Artificial  jellies  must  not  be  colored  in  imitation  of  natural 
fruit  jellies,  but  if  uncolored  may  be  sold  for  what  they  are  when  not 
labeled  in  a  manner  calculated  to  deceive  the  ordinary  purchaser  as  to 
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their  true  character,  and  when  they  are  free  from  ingredients  deleter- 
ious to  health. 

Honey. — ^Honey  adulterated  with  glucose  or  any  other  substance  may 
be  sold  when  labeled  ''Adultebated  honey." 

The  sale  of  honey  is  regulated  by  a  special  law  enacted  in  1881.  It 
appears  in  the  last  revision  of  the  statutes,  the  revisers  evidently 
holding  that  It  was  not  repealed  by  the  pure  food  law  of  1897.  (Para- 
graphs 26,  27,  of  this  compilation.) 

KCustard. — Dry  mustard  must  be  pure. 

Prepared  mustard  must  be  free  from  starch  or  adulterant  of  any 
kind,  and,  if  consisting  of  mustard,  vinegar  and  spices,  may  be  sold 
when  labeled  "Pbepared  mustard." 

A  preparation  of  mustard,  vinegar,  spices  and  enough  filling  of  starch 
to  make  a  mustard  of  mild  flavor  to  meet  a  legitimate  demand  which 
undoubtedly  exists,  may  be  sold  wnen  labeled  "Prepared  mustard 
ooMFomn>."  Haimless  coloring  matter  may  be  used  in  preparations  of 
mustard  only  to  secure  uniformity  of  appearance. 

Spices — ^All  spices  must  be  pure.  Any  mixture  of  any  foreign  article 
with  any  spice  is  an  adulteration.  An  adulteration  of  spices  cannot  be 
remedied  by  the  label  "Compound." 

Catsup — Catsup  must  not  contain  preservatives  deleterious  to  health. 

Cre&zn  of  Tartar  must  be  pure.      All  compounds  are  unlawful. 

Chocolate  and  Cocoa,  when  made  only  from  copoa  mass,  sugar  and 
glycerine,  may  be  sold  under  the  name  "Prepared  cocoa"  or  "Sweet 


CUOCOLATE." 


, Candy  must  be  free  from  inert  mineral  matters,  and  not  colorecr 
with  substances  deleterious  to  health. 

Canned  goods  must  be  labeled  with  grade  or  quality  of  the  poods 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  or  manufacturer.  (Paragraph 
23  of  this  compilation.) 

Extracts — Artificial  extracts  can  be  manufactured  and  sold  only  in 
cases  where  it  is  not  possible  to  produce  an  extract  from  the  frut 
itself.    Extracts  of  this  class  must  be  labeled  "Artificial  extracts." 

Lemon  Extract  shall  contain  at  least  five  per  cent,  of  the  pure  oil 
of  lemon  dissolved  in  alcohol.  Harmless  coloring  matter  will  be  per- 
mitted.   The  sale  of  compound  lemon  extracts  is  prohibited. 

Vanilla  Extract  shall  be  made  wholly  from  vanilla  beans,  and  shall 
contain  no  artificial  coloring.  The  color  of  a  vanilla  extract  is  an 
Indication  of  its  strength,  and  coloring  in  such  case  would  be  used  for 
the  purpose  of  concealing  inferiority  and  of  making"  the  article  ap- 
pear |>etter  than  it  really  is. 

When  other  flavoring  substances  are  used,  such  as  Vanillin,  Coumarin 
or  Tonka,  the  extract  should  be  labeled  so  as  to  show  the  purchaser 
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Its  true  character,  as  "Compound  extbact  of  tonka  and  vanillin." 
The  label  "Compound  extract  of  vanilla"  will  not  be  deemed  suf- 
ficient notice  of  the  composition  of  the  article. 

Vinegar — ^AU  vinegar  must  contain  four  per  cent,  of  acetic  acid. 
Cider  vinegar  must  contain  two  per  cent,  of  apple  solids.  It  is  unlawful 
to  label  spirit  vinegars  as  fruit  vinegars.  Low  wine  or  spirit  vinegars 
may  be  colored  with  harmless  coloring  matter  and  sold  for  what  they 
are.    tl'^tragraph  29  of  this  compilation.) 

Baking  Powder — Baking  Powders  containing  alum  must  be  labeled, 

"THIS  BAKING  POWDER  CONTAINS  ALUM." 

The  label  must  be  printed  in  black  ink  in  legible  type  not  smaller  than 
brevier  heavy  gothic  caps,  and  shall  give  the  name  and  address  of  the 
manufacturer.     (Paragraph  24  of  this  compilation.) 
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Of  the  Office  and  Duties  of  the  Dairy  and  Food 

Commissioner. 


1.  Appointment;  term;  yacancy;  supplies;  assistants  and 
report. 
[Section  1410,  Statutes  of  1898.]  The  dairy  and  food 
commissioner  'shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  for  a  term 
of  two  years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment  and  until  hin> 
successor  qualifies.  Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause 
shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  if  it  sliall  be  in 
session,  or  if  it  is  not  in  session,  subject  to  approval  at  the 
session  next  held  after  such  appointment  is  made,  if  the 
term  for  which  it  was  made  has  not  expired.  Such  commis- 
sioner may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  governor,  ap- 
point an  assistant,  who  shall  be  an  expert  in  dairy  products, 
and  a  chemist  who  shall  be  a  practical  analytical  chemist; 
he  may  also,  with  such  advice  and  consent,  appoint  an 
agent  for  the  inspection  of  milk  dairies,  factories  and 
creameries,  and  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  dairy  and  food 
commission  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods  of  time  as 
may  be  required  in  the  enforcement  of  the  dairy  and  food 
laws.  The  compensation  of  such  agent  sliall  be  three  dol- 
lars per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  and  his  expenses, 
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to  be  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state  on  the  presentation  of 
accounts  approved  by  the  dairy  ai:d  food  commissioner. 
Said  commissioner  may  also  appoii  t  a  stenographer  and 
confidential  clerk.  The  commissioner  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  suitable  office  in  the  capitol,  and  with  such  supplies 
and  printing  as  may  be  necessary.  He  shall  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each 
even-numbered  year  make  a  report  to  the  governor  and  give 
therein  an  itemized  statement  of  all  expenses  incurred  by 
him,  and  of  all  fines  collected,  viiili  such  statistics  and  other 
information  and  suggestions  as  he  may  regard  of  value. 

2.  His  powers  and  duties;  legal  assistance. - 

[Section  1410a,  Statutes  of  1898.]  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioner  to  enforce  the  laws  regarding  the  pro- 
duction, manufacture  and  sale  of  dairy  products,  the  adul- 
teration of  any  article  of  food  or  drink  or  of  any  drug,  and 
personally  or  by  his  assistants  to  inspect  any  milk,  butter, 
cheese,  lard,  syrup,  coffee,  tea  or  other  article  of  food  oi- 
drink  or  drug  made  or  offered  for  sale  within  this  state 
which  he  may  suspect  or  have  reason  to  believe  to  be  im- 
pure, unhealthful,  adulterated  or  counterfeit,  and  to 
prosecute  or  cause  to  be  prosecuted  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale 
of  any  adulterated  or  counterfeit  article  or  articles 
of  food  or  drink  or  drug  in  violation  of  law.  The 
district  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  a  violation 
of  any  such  law^  has  occurred  shall,  when  called  upon 
by  the  commissioner  or  either  of  his  assistants  to  do 
so,  give  all  tlie  aid  lie  can  to  secure  the  execution  of 
the  law  and  shall  prosecute  cases  arising  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  or  other  provisions  of  these  statutes 
relating  to  tlie  adulteration  of  food,  drinks  and  drugs  and 
their  sale.  Such  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point, T\ith  the  approval  of  the  governor,  special  counsel 
to  prosecute  or  assist  in  the  prosecution  of  any  case  arising 
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iindcr  the  provisions  of  these  statutes  imposing  a  penalty 
for  adulterating  dairy  products  or  practicing  deception  or 
fraud  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  thereof.  iA.ll  fines  col- 
licted  in  prosecutions  begun  or  caused  to  be  begun  by  the 
dairy  and  food  commissioner  or  either  of  his  assistants 
shall  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury. 

3.  Access  to  buildings ;  samples  of  food,  etc. ;  stencils  for 

cheese, 

[Section  1410&,  Statutes  of  1898.]     The  commissioner, 
Us  agent  or  assistant  shall  have  free  access  to  any  barn  or 
stiible  where  any  cow  is  kept  or  milked,  or  to  any  factory, 
building,  dairy  or  premises  where  any  dairy  product  is 
'manufactured,  handled  or  stored,  when  the  milk  from  such 
^ow  or  such  product  is  to  be  sold  or  shipped,  and  may  en- 
force such  measures  as  are  necessary  to  secure  perfect 
^*'<?anJiiiess  in  and  around  the  same  and  of  any  utensil  used 
^ierein,  and  to  prevent  the  sale  of  milk  from  cows  diseased 
or  fed  upon  unwholesome  food.    Either  of  them  may  enter 
^^y -.place  or  building  in  which  tliere  is  reas\)n  to  believe 
ihat  any  food,  drink  or  drug  is  made,  prepared,  sold  or 
offered  for  sale,  and  may  open  any  package  or  receptacle 
of  any  kind  containing,  or  which  is  sui)posed  to  coutain, 
any  article  of  food,  drink  or  drug,  and  examine  or  analyze 
the  contents  thereof.    Any  such  article  or  a  sample  thereof 
^^y  be  seized  or  taken  for  the  purpose  of  having  it  ana- 
ly^'-^Hl ;  but  if  the  person  from  whom  it  is  taken  shall  so  re- 
quest, at  the  time  of  taking,  the  officer  shall  then  and  in  the 
proKence  of  such  person  securely  seal  up  two  samples  of 
such  article,  one  of  which  shall  be  for  analysis  under  the 
di^'ection  of  the  commissioner,  the  otluT  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  person  from  whom  the  sample  or  article  was  ob- 
tained.    Said  commissioner  shall  adopt  a  uniform  stencil, 
bearing  a  suitable  device  or  motto,  a  nunilxT  and  the  words 
^'Wisconsin  full  cream  cheese"  and  a  space  for  a  nunil)er, 
pdupon  proper  application  therefor  and  under  such  regu- 
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lations  a3  to  the  custody  and  use  thereof  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, issue  the  same,  with  the  proper  number  inserted,  to 
the*  proprietor  or  manager  of  any  cheese  factory  ^u.  thlb 
state;  he  shall  enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose  tlie 
name,  location  and  number  of  each  factory  using  such  sten- 
cil, no  number  being  duplicated,  and  the  name  of  the  per- 
son thereat  authorized  to  use  the  same. 

See  note  to  paragraph  4  for  rulinjfs  oa  quMtions  af  eTidence  arising 
under  a  similar  statut*. 

4.  Submission  of  articles  for  analysis}  ertflenee. 

[Section  1410c,  Statutes  of  1898.]  The  state  board  of 
health,  medical  officers  of  local  boards  of  health,  town  and 
Ullage  boards  or  common  councils  may  submit  to  the  dai^^ 
and  food  commissioner  samples  of  water  or  other  drl^^  -"  ■ 
food  or  drugs  for  analysis,  and  the  same  shall  be  examise\A 
and  reports  made  of  the  analysis  thereof  to  the  body  or 
officer  submitting  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable;  such 
reports  shall  fully  specify  the  results  of  the  analysis  and  be 
signed  by  such  commissioner;  they  shall  be  accepted  in  all 
courts  and  places  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  properties 
or  condition  of  the  articles  analyzed. 

Questions  of  evidence  as  to  seaUng  and  analTSls.  If  there  is  con- 
tradictory evidence  concerning  the  sufficiency  of  the  seal  of  a  sample, 
and  the  credibility  of  the  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  is  submitted  co 
the  Jury,  the  defendant  is  not  injured.  If  there  is  evidence  that  a  few 
drops  of  carbolic  acid  were  added  to  a  sample  of  milk,  and  it  is  sub- 
mitted to  the  jury  as  a  question  of  fact  whether-  this  would  change 
the  character  of  the  milk,  make  the  analysis  impossible  or  difficult,  or 
in  any  way  injuriously  affect  the  sample  for  the  purpose  of  analysis, 
the  defendant  has  no  cause  of  complaint:  Commonwealth  v^Spear,  143 
Mass.,  172. 

It  is  obserred  of  a  statute  similar  to  this  and  the  preceding  para- 
graph that  it  is  intended  to  secure  a  fair  examination  and  analysis  by 
providing  the  defendant  with  the  means  of  making  an  analysis  of  a 
portion  of  the  same  specimen  which  the  state  has  analyzed.'^ If  the 
sample  is  not  saved,  or  not  saved  in  proper  condition,  he  has  no  means 
Of  showing  that  his  evidence,  if  any  he  has  as  to  the  quality  of  the  milk.

applies  to  that  with  reference  to  which  the  government  witnesses  have 
testified.  It  cannot  be  said  that  a  portion  reserved  is  sealed  when 
wax  is  merely  placed  on  the  top  of  th^  cork  and  not  extended  over  the 
mouth  of  the  bottle,  thus  making  it  air-tight,  if  it  is  shown  that  the 
character  of  the  milk  will  be  affected  by  the  air:  Commonwealth  v. 
Lockhardt,  144  Mass.,  132. 

Where  the  article  analyzed  has  not  been  taken  under  the  statute  the 
competency  of  evidence  is  to  be  determined  by  the  common  law,  and 
the  testimony  of  any  person  who  had  sufficient  skill  to  analyze  it,  and 
who  has  analyzed  some  which  was  proven  to  have  been  sold  by  the 
defendant,  is  admissible:  Commonwealth  v.  Holt,  146  Mass.,  38. 
> 

0.  FarmeFs'  institutes;  expense  pf  analyse^. 

[Section  1410d,  Statutes  of  1898.]  The  governor  may 
authorize  the  commissioner  or  his  assistants,  when  not  en- 
'^  jp  the  performance  of  other  official  duties,  to  give 
>.i.iiaid  in  farmers'  institutes,  dairy  and  farmers'  conven- 
tions and  the  agricultural  dei>artment  of  the  state  universi- 
ty as  may  be  deemed  advisable^  For  the  necessary  expenses 
of  making  the  analyses  contemplated  in  the  foregoin<? 
sections  the  commissioner  may  incur  an  annual  expense 
of  not  to  exceed  six  hundred  dollars,  the  accounts  for 
which,  when  verified  and  itemized,  and  approved  by  the 
governor  shall  be  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

6.  Obstrncting  performanee  of  commissioner's  duty. 

[Section  4607/i,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
obstruct  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  of  this^  state 
or  either  of  his  assistants  in  the  perforni'Mice  of  tlieir  duty 
by  refusing  him  entrance  to  any  plnce  lie  is  aiitboiized  to 
enter  or  by  refusing  to  deliver  to  him  a  sjini])l(i  of  any  article 
of  food,  drink  or  drug  made,  sold,  ofTcred  or  exiK)ried  for 
sale  by  the  jierson  to  whom  request  therefor  is  made,  if  tlie 
value  thereof  is  tendered,  shall  l>c  punished  for  the  first  , 
offense   by    fine    not    oxeetxling    twenty-five    dollars,    and    for 

each  sul)se<]uent  offense  by   fine   not   (^Kcec^lini^   five   hundred 

dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars.

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Sale  of  Impure  Milk  and  Cream. 


7.  Penalty  for* 

[Section  4607,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  wlio  shall 
sell  or  offer  for  sale,  furnish  or  deliver,  or  have  in  pos- 
session with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  furnish  or  de- 
liver  to  any  creamery,  cheese  factory,  corporation  or  per- 
son as  pure,  wholesome  and  unskimmed  any  unmerchant- 
able, adulterated,  impure  or  unwholesome  milk  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Validity.  A  new  York  law  (ch.  183,  1885,  ch.  202,  1884J  providing 
that  "no  person  or  persons  shall  sell,  supply  or  bring  to  be  manufact- 
ured to  any  butter  ol*  cheese  factory  any  milk  diluted  with  water  or 
any  dnclean,  impure,  unhealthy,  adulterated  or  unwholesome  milk," 
has  been  sustained  as  a  valid  exercise  of  legislative  power:  People  v. 
West,  106  N.  Y.,  293. 

Construction.  The  New  York  law  does  not  make  fraudulent  intent 
a  necessary  ingredient  of  the  offense  and  it  would  not  be  a  reasonable 
construction  of  it  to  apply  it  to  a  dairyman  who  owns  and  conducts  a 
butter  or  cheese  factory  for  the  manufacture  of  those  articles  from 
milk  furnished  exclusively  by  himself  from  his  own  cows.  If  the  de- 
fendant is  such  a  person,  these  facts  are  matter  of  defense,  and  their 
existence  need  not  be  negatived  on  the  face  of  the  indictment:  People 
V.  West,  106  N.  Y..  293. 

Usder  a  Massachusetts  law  imposing  a  penalty  for  selling  or  offering 
to  sell  "adulterated  milk,  or  milk  to  which  any  foreign  substance  has 
been  added,"  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  substance  added  is  injurious 
or  not  The  indictment  need  not  allege  the  quantity  of  such  substance: 
Commonwealth  v.  Schaffner,  146  Mass.,  512. 

Under  an  act  which  prohibits  the  sale  of  milk  which  is  not  of  a  good, 
standard  quality,  the  fact  that  the  milk  was  delivered  under  a  con- 
tract  to  furnish  the  person  who  bought  it  with  the  milk  of  one  dairy 
is  not  a  defense  if  that  furnished  was  not  of  such  quality.    The  contract 
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would  be  held  to  contemplate  milk  which  should  be  bought  and  8old: 
Commonwealth  y.  Holt,  146  Mass.,  38. 

Sale,  what  is,  A  hotel-keeper  who  sells  milk  to  be  drunk  by  his 
guests  on  his  premises  is  liable  if  the  milk  so  sold  is  not  of  the  quality 
prescribed  by  the  next  section:  Commonwealth  v.  Vieth,  155  Mass.,  442. 

The  Massachusetts  statute  uses  the  language  "whoever  by  himself, 
or  by  bis  servant  or  agent,"  etc  Held  to  include  a  hotel-keeper's 
servant  who  made  a  sale  to  a  guest,  though  the  master  was  not  pres- 
ent and  did  not  consent  to  or  know  of  the  particular  sale:  Common- 
wealth V.  Vieth,  155  Ma£S.,  442. 

Milk  bought  by  a  guest  and  delivered  to  him  as  part  of  his  meal 
is  just  as  much  a  sale  as  if  a  specific  price  had  been  put  upon  it  or  it 
had  been  bought  or  paid  for  by  itself:  Commonwealth  v.  Warren,  160 
Mass.,  538. 

Intent  to  sell,  evidence  of.  Where  one  is  charged  with  having  in  ^is 
poBsesQion,  with  Intent  to  sell,  milk  which  is  not  of  a  good,  standard 
quality,  the  fact  that  he  was  upon  a  wagon  which  had  his  name  painted 
on  It,  and  that  therein  were  cans  of  milk,  and  that  a  sample  was 
giren  from  one  of  them  to  one  employed  by.  the  milk  inspector  for 
analysis,  is  competent  evidence  to  go  to  the  Jury  upon  the  question 
of  his  Intent:  Commonwealth  v.  Rowell,  146  Mass.,'  128. 

8.  Standard  for  pure;  eTidence. 

[Section  4607a,  Statutes  of  1898.]  In  all  prosecutions 
under  the  preceding  section  or  any  other  section  of  these 
statutes  for  the  sale  of  unmerchantable,  adulterated,  im- 
pure or  unwholesome  milk  any  milk  which  shall  be  proven 
to  contain  less  than  three  per  centum  of  pure  butterfat, 
when  subjected  to  chemical  analysis  or  other  satisfactory 
test,  or  that  has  been  diluted,  or  any  part  of  the  cream  of 
which  has  been  abstracted,  or  that,  or  any  part  of  it,  was 
drawn  from  a  cow  known  to  the  defendant  to  have  been 
at  the  time  it  was  drawn  within  fifteen  days  before  or  less 
than  four  days  after  parturition,  or  which  was  so  known 
to  have  any  disease,  ulcers  or  otlier  running  sores,  then 
and  in  either  such  case  the  milk  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  f ur- 
nisbed  or  delivered  or  Iiad  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell 
it,  offer  it  for  sale  or  furnish  or  deliver  it  as  pure,  whole- 
some   and   unskimmed    shall   be   held    or  found    to    be    un-

iiicrcliantable,  adulterated,  iDipure  or  unwholesome,  as  the 
fact  may  be.  Proof  of  adulteration  or  skimming  may  Jbe 
made  with  such  standard  tests  and  lactometers  as  are  used 
to  determine  the  quality  of  milk  or  by  chemical  analysis. 

Validity.  The  supreme  court  of  New  York  has  ruled  that  a  statute 
which  provides  that  milk  which  contains  less  than  three  percentum 
of  fat  shall  be  declared  adulterated  is  unconstitutional.  The  ground 
upon  which  this  was  held  was  that  the  statute  deprived  the  defendant 
of  his  liberty  and  property  without  tlue  process  of  law,  in  that  it 
barred  him  of  the  right  upon  the  trial  of  the  accusation  against  him 
to  have  the  issue  determined  according  to  what  might  be  the  proofs 
and  compelled  him  to  submit  to  the  statutory  declaration  thereof,  with- 
out regard  to  the  truth:  People  v.  Cipperly,  37  Ilun,  317.  This  decision 
was  not  unanimous,  and  on  appeal  was  reversed  by  the  court  of  ap- 
peals, without  opinion,  and  on  the  grounds  given  by  the  dissenting* 
judge  of  the  supreme  court:  People  v.  Cipperly,  101  N.  Y.,  634.        '  • 

A  law  of  New  Hampshire  (en.  42,  laws  of  1883)  prohibited  the  sale 
of  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  to  which  water  or  any  foreign  substance 
has  boon  added,  or,  as  pure,  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  a  part  there- 
of has  been  removed.  It  authorized  inspectors  of  milk  to  take  samples 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  analyzed,  and  expressed  that  in  all  prosecu- 
tions under  it  if  the  milk  is  shown  by  analysis  to  contain  more  than 
eighty-seven  per  cent,  of  watery  fluid,  or  less  than  thirteen  per  cent,  of 
milk  solids,  it  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  the  statute  to  be 
adulterated.  It  was  contended  that  the  clause  fixing  the  standard  wa« 
unconstitutional.  In  answer  the  court  said:  "The  statute  tends  to 
discourage  the  breeding  of  a  certain  class  of  cattle  for  the  supply  of 
the  milk  market.  The  difficulty  of  guarding  against  the  adulteration 
of  milk  may  have  influenced  the  legislature  in  fixing  a  standard  of  rich- 
ness. Practically  it  makes  no  difference  whether  milk  is  diluted  after 
it  is  drawn  from  the  cow,  or  whether  it  is  made  watery  by  giving  her 
such  food  as  will  produce  milk  of  an  inferior  quality,  or  whether  the 
djliit  on  regarded  by  the  legislature  as  excessive,  arises  from  the  nature 
of  a  particular  animal  or  a  particular  breed  of  cattle.  The  sale  of 
such  milk  to  unsuspecting  ..onsuniers,  for  a  price  in  excess  of  its  value, 
is  a  fraud  which  the  statute  was  designed  to  suppress.  It  is  a  valid  ex- 
ercise by  the  legislature  of  the  police  power  for  the  prevention  of  fraud, 
and  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  as  such  Is  constitutional:" 
State  V.  Campbell,  64  N.  H.,  402. 

In  Rhode  Island  a  similar  provision  has  been  sustained  against  an 
objection  to  its  validity  on  the  ground  that  it  virtually  confined  the 
testimony  to  the  analysis  of  the  samples  taken  by  the  inspector,  which 
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samples  were  destroyed  in  making  the  analysis,  so  that  the  testi- 
mony could  not  be  controverted.  The  court  was  of  opinion  "that  the 
testimony,  though  it  may  not  always  he  practicable  to  controvert  it 
directly  by  another  analysis,  can  be  controverted  by  evidence  of  col- 
lateral facts  going  to  prove  that  the  analysis  is  incorrect,  and  there- 
fore that  the  act  is  not  unconstitutional  JTor  the  reason  alleged:"  State 
V.  Groves,  1  Atl.  Rep.,  384.  Shivers  v.  Newton,  45  N.  J.  L.,  469,  is  to 
Intent  immaterial.  The  doing  of  the  act  condemned  by  the  law 
constitutes  the  offense,  if  it  is  silent  as  to  the  knowledge  or  intent  of 
the  person  who  is  charged  with  violating  it.  People  v.  Kibler,  106  N.  Y., 
321.  12  N;  E.  Rep.,  795. 


\K  Milk  of  diseased  cows,  of  cows  kept  in  an  unsanitary 
condition  or  fed  on  slops  from  a  distillery  or  a  vin- 
egar frctory. 

[Section  1,  ehaptei*  318,  laws  of  1801).]  Xo  person  by 
himself  or  "agtmt  shall  offer  for  sale,  furnish  or  deliver,  or_ 
have  in  possession  with  the  intent  to  sell,  or  offer  for  sale, 
or  furnish  or  deliver,  milk  or  cream  drawn  from  sick  or 
diseased  cow  or^cows  kept  in  filthy  and  unsanitary  condi- 
tion, or  cows  fed  on  refuse  or  slops  from  distilleries  or 
vinegar  factories,  unless  such  refuso  or  slop  he  mixed  with 
other  dry  sanitary'  grain  or  food  to  a  consistency  of  a 
thick  mush. 

10.  Foreign  substance  not  to  be  added  to  milk  or  cream 
not  pasteurized. 

[Section  2,  chapter  313,  laws  of  1800.]  Xo  person  by 
himself  or  agent  shall  offer  for  sale  or  furnish  or  deliver 
or  Lave  in  possession  with  the  intent  to  sell,  offer  for  sale, 
or  furnish  or  deliver,  any  milk  or  cream  having  tlierein  or 
containing  in  anv  amount  anv  foreign  substance  or  color- 
ing  matter  or  any  chemical  or  jyreservntive,  whether  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  quantity  of  milk  or  cream  or 
for  improving  its  appearance,  or  for  ])r(\^ervirig  the  condi- 
tion  of    sweetness    thereof,  or    for    any    purix>se    whatever, 
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provided  that  notliing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  pasteurized  milk  or  cream,  to  which  vis- 
cogeu  or  sucrate  of  lime  has  been  added  solely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  r([istoring  the  viscosity,  if  the  same  be  distinctly 
labeled  in  such  manner  as  to  advise  the  purchaser  of  its 
true  character. 

The  foregoing  section  probably  repeals  in  part  sec.  46072),  Statutes  of 
1898,  which  reads  as  follows:  "Any  person  who  shaU  seU  or  offer  for 
sale,  consign  or  have  in  possession  with  Intent  to  sell  any  mills,  cream, 
butter,  cheese  or  other  dairy  products,  or  who  shall  deliver  to  any 
creamery  or  cheese  factory  milk  or  cream  to  be  manufactured  into  but- 
ter or  cheese  to  which  milk,  cream,  butter,  cheese  or  other  dair^ 
products,  boracic  acid,  salicylic  acid  or  compounds  containing  them,  or 
other  antiseptics  injurious  to  health  have  been  added,  shall  be  punished 
by  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars." 

11.  Penalty   for    violating  either  of  the  two  preceding 
sections. 

[Section  3,  chapter  313,  laws  of  1899.]  Any  person  vio- 
lating any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-fivo  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 
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Sale  of  Imitation  Cheese  and  Butter. 


12.  Filled  cheese;  oleomargarine;  penalties. 

[Section  4607c  of  the  Statutes  of  1898,  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 151,  laws  of  1901.]     Any  person  who  shall  by  himself,  his 
agent  or  servant  manufacture,  buy,  sell,  offer,  ship,  consign, 
expose  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  any  cheese  manufactured 
from  or  by  the  use  of  skim  milk  to  which  there  has  been  added 
any  fat  which  is  foreign  to  such  milk,  or  who  shall  by  himself, 
his  agent  or  servant  manufacture,  buy,  sell,  offer,  ship,  consign, 
expose  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  within  this  state,  any 
skimmed-milk  cheese  or  cheese  manufactured  from  milk  from 
which  any  of  the  fat  originally  contained  therein  has  been  re- 
moved, except  such  last  mentioned  cheese  is  ten  inches  in  di- 
ameter and  nine  inches  in  height,  or  who  shall,  by  himself,  his 
agent  or  servant,  render  or  manufacture,  sell  or  solicit  or  accept 
orders  for,  ship,  consign,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  have  in'  pos- 
session, with  intent  to  sell,  any  article,  product  or  compound 
made  \rfiolly  or  partly  out  of  any  fat,  oil  or  oleaginous  substance 
or  compound  thereof,  not  produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or 
cream  from  the  same,  and  without  the  admixture  or  addition  of 
any  fat  foreign  to  said  milk  or  cream,  which  shall  be  in  imita- 
tion of  yellow  butter  produced  from  such  milk  or  cream  with 
or  without  coloring  matter,  shall  for  the  first  offense  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  for  each  subsequent  offensej  by  imprison- 
ment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  sixty  days  nor  less  than 
ten  days,  or  by  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  liotli  such  fine  and  imprison- 
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ment.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  oleomargarine  in  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct form  and  in  such  manner  as  will  advise  the  consumer  of 
its  I'eal  character,  and  free  from  coloration  or  ingredient  that 
causes  it  to  look  like  butter. 

Origin.  So  much  of  the  foregoing  as  relates  to  butter  is  almost  an 
exact  copy  of  sec.  1,  ch.  5,  acts  of  Mass.,  1891.  The  worlds  "ship,  con- 
sign," "and  without  the  admixture  or  addition  of  any  fat  foreign  to 
said  milk  or  cream,"  "or  solicit  or  accept  orders  for/*  found  in  the  sec- 
tion, are  not  in  the  Massachusetts  act 

Validity.  A  stat«  may  lawfully  prohibit  the  manufacture  out  of 
oleaginous  substances,  or  out  of  any  of  its  compounds  other  than  that 
produced  from  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  from  such  milk,  of  an  ar- 
tide  designed  to  take  the  place  of  butter  or  cheese  produced  from 
unadulterated  milk:  People  v.  Arensberg,  1D5  N.  Y.  123;  Coihmon- 
wealth  V.  Huntley,  156  Mass.  236;  State  v.  Marshall,  64  N.  H.  549;  State 
V.  Addington,  77  Mo.  110;  Butler  v.  Chambers,  36  Minn.  69;  McAllister 
V.  State,  72  Md.  390;  Weideman  v.  State,  56  N.  W.  Rep.  688;  State  v.  Hor- 
gan,  55  Minn.  183.  It  may  also  prohibit  the  manufacture  or  sale,  or  the 
ofiPering  for  sale,  of  any  imitation  or  adulterated  butter  or  cheese,  or 
the  having  of  it  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  the  same  as  an  article 
of  food:  Powell  v.  Pennsylvania,  127  U.  S.  678. 

Though  it  may  be  severe  to  punish  those  who  unintentionally  sell 
the  article  prohibited,  the  legislature  has  power  to  so  provide  in  order 
that  the  much  larger  number  may  be  protected:  State  v.  Newton,  14 
Atl.  Eep.  604. 

Such  an  act  is  not  void  though  the  oleomargarine  sold  was  brought 
into  the  state  where  the  sale  was  made  from  another  state  and  was 
sold  in  the  original  package:  Commonwealth  v.  Huntley,  156  Mass.  236t 
State  V.  Newton,  14  Atl.  Rep.  604.  The  power  of  the  state  to  enact 
such  n  law  is  not  affected  by  the  legislation  of  congress  imposing  spe- 
cial taxes  upon  manufacturers  and  wholesale  and  reta'il  dealers  in 
oleomargarine:  Plumley  v.  Massachusetts,  155  U.  S.  461. 

The  ruling  of  the  United  States  supreme  court.  The  validity  of  the 
Massachusetts  statiite,  so  far  as  it  was  affected  by  the  clause  of  the  fed- 
eral constitution  giving  congress  power  over  commerce,  came  before 
the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  in  Plumley  v.  Massachusetts, 
155  U.  S.,  461.  It  was  there  held,  by  a  majority  of  the  judq-es  (three 
dissenting),  that  the  federal  statute  imposing  special  taxes  \ipon  manu- 
facturers and  wholesale  and  retail  dealers  in  oleomargarine  does  not 
restrict  the  power  of  the  states  over  the  mamifnotiiro  and  sale  thereof 
within  their  respective  limits.    "The  taxes  prescribed  by  that  act  were 
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imposed  for  national  purposes,  and  their  imposition  did  not  give  au- 
thority to  those  who  paid,  them  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  or  sale 
of  oleomarg-arine  in  any  state  which  lawfully  forbade  such  manufac- 
ture or  sale,  or  to  disregard  any  regulation  which  a  state  might  law- 
fully pres<Tibe  in  reference  to  that  article.  .  .  .Nor  was  the  act  of 
congress  relating  to  oleomargarine  intended  as  a  regulation  of  com- 
merce among  the  states.  Its  provisions  do  not  have  sjjecial  ai)p]ication 
to  the  transfer  of  oleomargarine  from  one  state  of  the  union  to  an- 
other. They  relieve  the  manufacturer  or  seller,  if  he  conforms  to  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  congress  or  by  the  commissioner  of  internal 
revenue,  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  in  that  regard,  from 
penalty  or  punishment  so  far  as  the  general  government  is  concerned, 
but  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  exercise  by  the  states  of  any  author- 
ity they  possess  of  preventing  deception  or  fraud  in  the  sales  of  prop- 
erty within  their  respective  limits." 

The  opinion  of  the  court  then  proceeds  to  discuss  the  validity  of  the 
3-atute  of  Massachusetts  as  affected  by  the  commerce  clause  of  the  fcd- 
3ral  constitution.  "It  will  be  observed,"  said  Justice  Harlan,  "that  the 
statute  of  Massachusetts  which  is  alleged  to  be  repugnant  to"  that 
clause  "does  not  prohibit  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  all  oleomargarine, 
but  ouly  such  as  is  colored  in  imitation  of  yellow  butter  produced  from 
pure  unadulterated  milk  or  cream  of  such  milk.  If  free  from  colora- 
tion or  ing-redient  that  causes  it  to  look  like  butter,  the  right  to  sell  it 
*In  a  separate  and  distinct  form,  and  in  such  manner  as  will  advise  the 
consumer  of  its  real  character,'  is  neither  restricted  nor  prohibited.  It 
appears,  in  this  case,  that  oleomargarine,  in  its  natural  condition,  is  of 
a  *light  yello^\Hsh  color,'  and  that  the  article  sold  by  the  accused  was 
artificially^  colored  *in  imitation  of  yellow  butter.*  Now  the  real  object 
of  coloring^  oleomargarine  so  as  to  make  it  look  like  genuine  butter  is 
that  it  maj'  appear  to  be  what  it  is  not,  and  thus  induce  unwary  pur- 
chasers, who  do  not  closely  scrutinize  the  label  iipon  the  package  In 
which  it  is  contained,  to  buy  it  as  and  for  l)utter  produced  from  un- 
adulterated milk  or  cream  from  such  milk.  Tli*  suggestion  that  oleo- 
margarine is  artificially  colored  so  as  to  render  it  more  palatable  and 
attractive  can  only  mean  that  customers  are  deluded,  by  such  colora- 
tion, into  believing  that  they  are  getting  genuine  butter.  If  any  one 
thinks  that  oleomargarine,  not  artificially  colored  so  as  to  cause  it  to 
look  like  butter.  Is  as  palatable  or  wholesome  for  purposes  of  food  as 
pure  butter,  he  is,  as  already  observed,  at  liberty  under  the  statute  of 
Massachusetts  to  manufacture  it  in  that  state  or  to  sell  it  there  in  such 
manner  as  to  inform  vhe  customer  of  its  real  character.  He  is  only 
forbidden  to  practice,  in  such  matters,  a  fraud  upon  the  general  pub- 
Uc.    The  statute  seeks  to  suppress  false  pretenses  and  to  promote  fair 
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dealing'  in  the  sale  of  an  article  of  food.  It  compels  the  sale  of  oleo- 
Diargariue  for  what  it  really  is,  by  preventing  its  sale  for  what  it  is 
nc  i."  .    • 

Aft«r  reviewing  many  of  the  cases  cited  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States  and  relied  upon  by  counsel  for  the  defendant  to  support 
his  contention  that  the  statute  was  void,  the  opinion  uses  this  laur 
guage:  "In  none  of  the  above  cases  is  there  to  be  found  a  suggestion 
or  intimation  that  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  took  from  the 
states  the  power  of  preventing  decejjtion  and  fraud  in  the  sale,  within 
their  respective  limits,  of  articles  in  whatever  state  manufactured,  or 
that  that  instrument  secured  to  any  one  the  privilege  of  committing  a 
wrong  against  society.  ...  If  there  be  any  subject  over  which  it 
would  seem  the  states  ought  to  have  plenary  control,  and  the  power 
to  legislate  in  respect  to  which  it  ought  not  to  be  supposed  'was  in- 
tended to  be  surrendered  to  the  general  government,  it  is  the  protec- 
tion  of  the  people  against  fraud  and  deception  in  the  sale  of  food  prod- 
ucts. Such  legislation  may,  indeed,  indirectly  or  incidentally  affect 
trade  in  such  products  transported  from  one  state  to  another  state. 
But  that  circumstance  does  not  show  that  laws  of  the  character  al- 
luded to  are  inconsistent  with  the  power  of  congress  to  regulate  com- 
merce among  the  states.  For,  as  said  by  this  court  in  Sherlock  v.  Ai- 
ling, 93  U.  S.  99,  103:  *In  conferring  upon  congress  the  regulation  ot 
commerce,  it  was  never  intended  to  cut  the  states  off.  from  legislating 
on  all  subjects  relating  to  the  health,  life  and  safety  of  their  citizens, 
though  the  legislation  might  indirectly  affect  the  commerce  of^vthe 
country.  Legislation,  in  a  great  variety  of  ways,  may  affect  commerce 
and  persons  engaged  in  it  without  constituting  a  regulation  of  it  within 
the  meaning  of  the  constitution.  .  .  .  And  it  may  be  said  gener- 
ally, that  the  legislation  of  a  state,  not  directed  against  commerce  or 
any  of  its  regulations,  but  relating  to  the  rights,  duties,  and  liabili- 
ties of  citizens,  and  only  indirectly  and  remotelj'  affecting  the  opera- 
tions of  commerce,  is  of  obligatory  force  upon  citizens  within  its  ter- 
ritorial jurisdiction,  whether  on  land  or  water,  or  engaged  in  com« 
mcrce,  foreign  or  Interstate,  or  in  any  other  pursuits." 

The  opinion  of  the  court  then  proceeds  to  point  out  that  the  case  ol 
Leisy  v.  Ilardin,  135  U.  S.  100,  in  which  it  was  held  that  ardent  spirits, 
distilled  liquors,  ale  and  beer,  "were  subjects  of  exchange,  barter  and 
traffic,  and,  being  articles  of  commerce,  their  sale  while  in  the  original 
packaj^cs  iu  wliieh  they  are  carried  from  one  state  to  another,  could 
not,  without  the  assent  of  congress,  be  forbidden  by  the  stat^  into 
which  they  were  traiiKiinrted,  was  not  conclusive  of  the  ease  before  it, 
because  the  artiek's  sold  in  that  case  were  what  they  purported  to  be. 
The  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  court  on  the  Massachusetts  statute 
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coucladed  thus:  "We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  within  the  power  ^i  a 
state  to  exclude  from  its  markets  any  compound  manufactured  in  an- 
other state,  which  has  been  artificially  colored  or  adulterated  so  as  to 
cause  it  to  look  like  an  article  of  food  in  general  use,  and  the  sale  of 
whicli  may,  by  reason  of  such  coloration  or  adulteration,  cheat  the  gen- 
eral public  into  purchasing  that  which  they  may  not  intend  to  buy. 
The  constitution  of  the  United  States  does  not  secure  to  any  one  the 
privilege  of  defrauding  the  public.  The  deception  against  which  the 
statute  of  Massachusetts  is  aimed  is  an  offense  against  society ;  and  the 
states  are  as  competent  to  protect  their  people  against  such  offenses  or 
wrongs  as  they  are  to  protect  them  against  crimes  or  wrongs  of  more 
serious  character.  And  this  protection  may  be  given  without  yioiating 
any  right  secured  by  the  aatiocal  constitution,  and  without  infringing 
the  authority  of  the  general  government  A  state  enactment  forbidding 
the  sale  of  deceitful  imitations  of  articles  of  food  in  general  use  among 
the  people  does  not  abridge  any  privilege  secured'  to. citizens  of  the 
United  States,  nor,  in  any  just  sense,  interfere  with  the  freedom  of 
commerce  among  the  several  states.'*  '•> 

Expose  for  sale.  Under  the  English  statute  regulating  the  sale  of 
margarine  it  has  been  held  that  margarine  kept  for  sale  upon  the 
counter  of  a  shop,  but  behind  a  screen  hiding  it  from  the  view  of  cus- 
tomers, is  not  exposed  for  sale  (Crane  v.  Lawrence,  25  Queen*s  B.  Div., 
152),  and  that  parcels  of  margarine  placed  upon  a  counter  or  shelf, 
in  view  of  customers,  are  exposed  for  sale,  although  so  wrapped  in 
paper  that  the  margarine  cannot  be  seen.  Wheat  ▼.  Brown,  [1892]  1 
Qaeen*6  B.,  418. 

In  Massachusetts,  from  whence  this  section  was  borrowed  (see  first 
sentence  of  note),  the  court  has  said,  in  a  case  decided  in  1893,  that 
whenever  goods  are  placed  for  convenient  delivery  upon  expected  sales 
they  are  put  out  and  in  one  sense  exposed  for  sale.  But  in  our  opin- 
ion, the  words  are  not  so  used  in  the  statute  under  consideration.  The 
prohibited  articles  are  designed  and  adapted  to  deceive  the  eye,  and 
because  their  appearance  is  likely  to  induce  those  who  see  them  to 
bny  them  as  the  genuine  of  butter  of  which  they  are  in  imitation,  there 
is  special  reason  for  prohibiting  their  exposure  to  view.  It  was  held 
that  oleomargarine  colored  in  imitation  of  yellow  butter  and  kept  fo^ 
sale  in  a  shop,  so  long  as  it  was  in  a  closed  and  covered  refrigerator 
and  could  not  be  seen  by  customers,  was  not  exposed  for  sale;  notwith- 
standing there  was  a  sign  in  the  shop  to  the  effect  that  oleomargarine 

was  sold  there.     Conmionwealth  v.  Byrnes,  158  Mass.  172. 
Sale,  what  is.    A  restaarant  keeper  who  furnishes  oleomargarine  to 

a  customer,  as  part  of  a  meal  ordered  by  the  latter,  sells  the  same,  not- 
withstanding the  meal  is  paid  for  as  a  whole  and  the  oleomargarine  is 
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not  eaten,  but  carried  away.     Commonwealtli  v.  Miller,  131  Pa.,  118. 
Sce'note  to  paragraph  13. 

A  foreig-n  ma?mfacturcr  who  puts- up  oleomargarine  in  packages  evi- 
dently adapted  for  and  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  an  un- 
lawful retail  trade  in  another  state,  sending  them  to  an  agent  there 
for  sale  to  consumers,  is  not  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  but  in  an 
effort  to  carry  on  a  forbidden  business.  Commonwealth  v.  Paul,  170 
Pa.,  2S4. 

13.  Notice  of  sale  of  imitation  bntter. 

[Section  4G07rf,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  to  any  person  who  asks,  sends  or  in- 
quires for  butter,  any  oleomargarine,  butterine  or  any  simi- 
lar substance  made  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  pure  but- 
ter, not  made  entirely  from  the  milk  of  cows,  with  or  with- 
out coloring  matter,  or  who  shall  expose  for  sale  oleomar- 
garine, butterine,  or  any  similar  substance  not  marked  nnd 
distinguished  on  the  outside  of  each  tub,  package  or  parcel 
thereof  by  a  placard  with  the  word  "oleomargarine,"  and 
not  having  also  upon  every  open  tub,  package  or  parcel 
thereof  a  placard  with  the  word '  "oleomargarine,"  such 
placard  in  each  case  to  be  printed  in  plain,  uncondensed 
gothic  letters  not  less  than  one  inch  long,  and  not  contain- 
ing any  other  words  thereon,  or  who  shall  sell  oleomarga- 
rine, butterine  or  any  similar  substance  from  any  dwelling, 
store,  office  or  public  mart,  without  having  conspicuously 
l^osted  thereon  the  placard  or  sign,  in  letters  not  less  than 
four  inches  in  length,  "oleomargarine  sold  here,"  or  "but- 
terine sold  here,"  which  placard  or  sign  shall  be  approved 
by  the  dairy  anrl  food  commissioner  of  this  state,  or  who 
shall  {<ell  or  deliver  from  any  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle, 
upon  the  public  streets  or  ways,  oleomargarine,  butterine 
or  anv  similar  sul^tance,  without  having  on  the  outside  of 
lx)t]i  si(l(s  of  said  cart,  wagon  or  f)ther  vehicle  a  placard, 
ill  uncoiidensod  gothic  letters  not  less  than  three  inches  in 
leng-th,  ^'licensed  to  sell  oleomargarine,"  or  who  slialT  fur- 
nish  or  cause   to  l)e  furnishd   in   any  hotel,   boarding-house, 
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pestaurant  or  at  any  lunch  counter,  oleomargarine,  bulter- 
ine  or  any  similar  substance  to  any  guest  or  patron  thereof, 
without  first  notifying  such  guest  or  patron  that  the  sub- 
stance so  furnished  is  not  butter,  shall  be  punished  as  pro- 
vided in  the  last  preceding  section. 

Validity.  See  note  to  paragraph  24.  It  is  "within  the  undoubted 
power  of  the  legislature  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  substances  having  the 
semblance  of  butter  or  cheece,  but  not  wholly  made  from  pure  cream  or 
milk,  unless  each  package  of  such  substance  should  have  printed, 
stamped  or  marked  thereon,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  statute, 
the  name  of  each  article  used  in,  or  enterir:^  into,  the  composition  of 
such  substance,  and  this  power  is  possessed  by  the  legislature  over  the 
sale  of  a-ticles  protected  by  letters  patent  as  well  as  of  those  not  pro- 
tected:" Palmer  v.  State,  39  Ohio  St.  237.  " 

Expose  for  sale.     See  note  to  paragraph  12. 

Notice.  The  provisions  requiring  notice  are  much  like  the  corre- 
sponding clauses  in  ch.  412,  Mass.  acts,  1891,  and  have  been  held  not  to 
be  in  conflict  with  the  federal  statute  authorizing  the  sale  of  oleomar- 
garine: Commonwealth  v.  Crane,  158  Mass.  218. 

Notice  given  by  printed  signs  and  on  the  bills  of  fare  satisfies  the 
statute;  it  need  not  be  given,  either  orally  or  in  writing,  to  each  guest 
on  every  occasion  when  he  is  furnished  with  oleomargarine  or  butter- 
ine  in  the  stead  of  butter:  Commonwealth  v.  Stewart,  159  Mass.  113. 

Sale  by  agent.  The  Massachusetts  statute  in  terms  provides  that  the 
penalty  imposed  for  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  which  is  not  labeled  as  it 
prescribes  shall  be  imposed  whether  the  sale  is  made  by  the  vendor  or 
his  agent.  Itis  held  not  to  be  a  defense  to  show  that  the  sale  by  the 
agent  of  an  unmarked  package  or  quantity  was  made  through  inadvert- 
ence; a  guilty  intent  is  not  an  element  in  the  oiTense:  Commonwealth  v. 
Gray,  150  Mass.  327. 

Oleomargarine.  The  defendant  in  a  prosecution  for  selling  oleomar- 
garine from  a  wagon  without  having  the  placard  required  cannot  escape 
liability  because  that  sold  by  him  is  usually  known  as  oleomargarine, 
looks  like  pure  butter  and  is  not  easily  distinguished  therefrom,  and  the 
other  kind  is  dishonestly  and  designedly  made  in  imitation  of  the  best 
pure  butter.  The  statute  applies  to  all  kinds:  Commonwealth  v. 
Crane,  162  Mass.,  506. 

li.  Imitation  butter  and  clieese  in  state  institutions. 

[S(»ction  4G07c^  Statutes  of  18I)S.  ]      Any  ]x^rsoii  avIio  sliull 
knowingly  or  negligently  buy  or  proem  re  for  iiso  as  food   in 
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any  of  tlie  charitable,  correctional  or  penal  institution's  of 
this  state  any  butter  or  cheese  not  made  wholly  and  directly 
from  pure  milk  or  cream,  salt  and  harmless  coloring  mat- 
ter, shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  and  for  each  sub- 
sequent offense  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  more  than  ninety  days  nor  less  than  ten 
days,  or  by  fine. not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 


Renovated  Butten 


13.  How  marked. 

[Section  1,  chapter  76,  laws  of  1899.]  No  person  by  him- 
self or  agent  shall  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  expose  for 
sale,  or  offer  for  sale  renovated  butter,  or  butter  which  has 
been  melted  and  its  rancidity  removed  or  masked,  and 
which  has  been  regranulated,  colored  and  prepared  in  imi- 
tation or  in  semblance  of  genuine  creamery  butter,  unless 
the  substance  be  marked  distinctly  on  the  outside  of  each 
and  every  package  or  parcel  thereof  by  a  label  printed  with 
the  words  "Renovated  Butter,"  and  without  having  on 
each  and  every  open  tub,  package  or  parcel  thereof  a  pla- 
card with  the  words  "Renovated  Butter,"  such  placard  or 
brand  in  each  case  to  be  printed  in  plain,  uncondensed 
gothic  capitals  not  lees  than  one  inch  long,  and  such  pla- 
card shall  contain  no  other  words  thereon. 

16.  Penalty. 

[Section  2,  chapter  76,  laws  of  1899.]  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  [the  preceding 
paragraph]  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  tliereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
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Fraud  in  Labeling  Cheese* 


17.  Fenalty  for. 

[Seotion  44385r,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
sell,  offer  for  sale,  ship  or  consign  cheese  labeled  with  a 
false  brand  or  label  as  to  the  qnality  of  the  article,  or  shall 
use  any  stencil  or  label  furnished  by  the  dairy  and  food 
romiuissioner  of  this  state  and  bearing  the  words  "Wis- 
consin full  cream  cheese,"  otherwise  than  upon  the  bandage 
on  the  side  of  full  cream  cheese  and  upon  the  package  con- 
taining the  same,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars. 


Cleanliness  of  Dairy  Cows  and  Utensils. 


18.  Penalty  for  yiolating  law. 

[Section  4607/,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  owning  or 
managing  a  dairy,  the  product  of  which  is  sold  for  family 
use,  who  shall  feed  his  cows  upon  unwholesome  food  or 
keep  them  in  unclean  stables  or  handle  the  milk  with  un- 
clean utensils  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first 
offense,  and  not  less  than  one  hundnnl  dollars  nor. more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  subsequent  offense. 
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Fraud  in  Dairy  Manufactories. 


19.  Wrongful  use  of  m!lk,  etc.;  frandnlent  accoiints. 

[Section  1494fir,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  butter  or  cheese 
manufacturer  who  shall  knowindv  use  or  allow  anv  other 
person  to  use  for  the  benefit  of  himself  or  any  other  person 
than  he  who  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  thereof  any  milk  oi> 
cream  from  the  milk  brought  to  him,  without  the  consent  of 
the  owner  thereof,  or  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  keep  or 
cause  to  be  kept  a  correct  account  (which  shall  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  any  person  furnishing  milk  to  him)  of 
the  amount  of  milk  daily  received,  or  of  the  number  of 
pounds  of  butter,  and  the  number  and  aggregate  weight  of 
cheese  made  bv  him  each  dov,  or  of  the  number  of  cheese 
cut  or  otherwise  disposed  of  and  the  weight  of  each,  shall 
for  each  and  every  offense  forfeit  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  one-half  of  which  shall 
be  paid  to  the  person  upon  whom  any  such  fraud  has  been 
committed  and  w-ho  first  made  complaint  thereof;  the  re- 
mainder shall  be  paid  to  the  school  fund. 


Adulteration  of  Food,  Drugs,  Liquors,  etc 


20.  Sale  of  unwholesome  provisions. 

[Section  4599,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
knowingly  sell  any  kind  of  diseaj?ed,  corrupted  or  unwhole- 
some pmvisions,  whether  for  meat  or  drink,  without  mak- 
ing tlie  same  fully  known  to  the  buyer,  shall  be  punished 
by4iiiprisoumont  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  six 
morths  or  by  fine  not  cxceediuix  one  hundred  dollars. 
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31.  Salo  of  adulterated  articles;  definitions. 

[Section  4600,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall, 
by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
or  any  other  person,  sell,  exchange,  deliver  or  have  in  his 
possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange,  offer  for  sale  or  ex- 
change any  drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  adulterated, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  counry 
jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  four  montlib. 
The  term  "drug,"  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  include  alJ 
medicines  for  internal  or  external  use,  antiseptics,  disin- 
fectants and  cosmetics.  The  term  "food,-'  as  used  herein, 
shall  include  all  articles  used  for  food  or  drink  by  man, 
whether  simple,  mixed  or  compound. 

Origin.  This  and  the  next  paragraph  are  modeled  after  paragraphs 
S805-8807,  R.  S.  of  Ohio  (6th  ed.),  first  enacted  in  that  state  in  1884. 

Agent.  An  agent  who  sells  for  a  non-resident  principal  is  within  the 
statute:  ^Meyer  v.  State,  54  Ohio  St,  242. 

Pleading;  ignorance.  It  need  not  be  alleged  that  the  article  sold 
was  to  be  used  as  food.  Ignorance  of  the  adulteration  is  not  a  defense: 
State  V.  Kelly,  54  Ohio  St.,  166. 

23.  Adulteration,  what  Is. 

[Section  4601,  Statutes  of  1898.]  An  article  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the  pre- 
ceding section : 

1.  In  the  case  of  drugs :  First,  if,  when  sold  under  or  by  a 
name  recognized  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia,  it 
differs  from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  laid 
down  in  the  latest  current  edition  thereof;  second,  if  when 
sold  under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  said  pharma- 
copcDia,  but  which  is  found  in  the  pharmacopaua  of  some 
other  country,  the  national  formulary  or  other  standard 
work  on  materia  medica,  it  differs  iiiaterially  from  the 
standard^ of  strength,  quality  or  pniity  laid  down  in  the 
latest  current  edition  of  such  work;   third,   if  its  strength, 
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quality  or  purity  falls  below  the  professed  standard  under 
which  it  is  sold. 

2.  in  the  case  of  food :  First,  if  any  substance  or  sub- 
stances have  been  mixed  with  it,  so  as  to  lower  or  depreciate 
or  injuriously  affect  its  strength,  quality  or  purity ;  second, 
if  any  inferior  or  cheaper  substance  or  substances  have  been 
substituted  wholly  or  in  part  for  it;  third,  if  any  valuable 
or  necessary  ingredient  has  been  wholly  or  in  part  abstract- 
ed from  it ;  fourth,  if  it  is  an  imitation  of  or  sold  under  the 
name  of  another  article;  fifth,  if  it  consists,  wholly  or  in 
part,  of  a  diseased,  infected,  decomposed,  putrid,  tainted  or 
rotten  animal  or  vegetable  substance  or  article,  whether 
manufactured  or  not ;  sixth,  if  it  is  colored,  coated,  polished 
or  powdered,  whereby  damage  or  inferiority  is  concealed, 
or  if  by  any  means  it  is  made  to  appear  better  or  of  greater 
value  than  it  really  is;  seventh,  if  it  contains  any  added 
substance  or  ingredient  which  is  poisonous,  injurious  or 
deleterious  to  health,  or  any  deleterious  substance  not  a 
necessary  ingredient  in  its  manufacture;  provided,  that  the 
provisions  of  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  not  apply 
to  mixtures  or  compounds  recognized  as  ordinary  articles 
of  food  if  the  same  be  distinctlv  labeled  as  mixtures  or  com- 
pounds,  and  from  which  no  necessary  ingredient  in  their 
preparation  is  eliminated. 

Imitation.  The  sale  of  liquid  chicory  and  coffee  as  "liquid  coffee"  is 
within  the  statute:  State  v.  Dreher,  55  Ohio  St.,  115. 

Pharmacopoeia.  The  reference  is  to  the  edition  in  use  when  statute 
enacted;  a  higher  standard  required  by  a  later  edition  will  not  render 
a  sale  unlawful:  State  v.  Emery,  55  Ohio  St.,  364. 

Scope  of  statute.  Whisky,  being  recognized  as  a  drug  In  the  pharma- 
copceia  and  its  strength  and  purity  being  there  given,  is  a  drug  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statute.  The  law  is  not  limited  in  its  application  to 
the  sale  of  drugs  by  druggists  and  pharmacists,  nor  to  sales  for  medic- 
inal or  pharmaceutical  use,  but  extends  to  all  persons  without  regard 
to  their  vocations,  and  makes  no  distinctions  on  account  of  the  use  in- 
tended to  be  made  of  tne  article:  State  v.  Hutchinson,  '56  Ohio  St.,  82. 

"A  sale  of  beer,  as  food,  containing  salicylic  acid,  without  a  label  on 
the  package  notifying  the  purchaser  that  it  contains  such  an  ingredient. 
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is,  when  fonnd  to  be  poisonous  or  deleterious  to  health  by  its  continuous 

or  indiscriminate  use  as  alfood/'  an  offense  against  the  law:  State  v. 
Hutchitison.  55  Ohio  St.  573. 

Pleading.  The  proviso  in  the  preceding  paragraph  applies  to  it  and 
the  next  preceding  one,  and  is  not  limited  to  any  particular  offense  de- 
fined in  them.  Hence,  a  negative  averment  of  the  facts  within  the  pro- 
viso need  not  be  made  in  charging  an  offense;  the  facts  may  be  proven 
under  a  plea  of  not  guilty:  State  v.  Hutchinson,  55  Ohio  St.  573 

23.  Canned  goods,  labels  on. 

[Section  4G01a,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who 
sliall,  by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent  or  as  the  servant  or 
n'j^vnt  of  any  other  person,  pack,  can  or  preserve  fruitsy 
veiretabk^s  or  other  articles  of  food,  or  sell,  exchange,  dc- 
liror  or  have  in  his  possession  with  the  intent  to  sell  or 
exchange,  or  expose  or  offer  for  sale  or  exchange  such 
r.ianed  articles,  with  the  exception  of  goods  brought  from 
foreign  countries,  unless  such  articles  be  distinctly  labeled 
with  the  grade  or  quality  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  pack- 
ing, cani:ing  or  preserving  the  same,  or  the  dealer  who  sells 
the  same,  shall  be^fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  be  Imprisoned  in  the 
niunty  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  four 
months. 

Expose  for  sale.    See  note  to  paragraph  12. 

34.  Label  on  baking  powder. 

[Section  46016^  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who 
sliall,  by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent  or  by  the  servant  or 
ai^ent  of  any  other  person,  make  or  maiinfactiire  baking 
|M>w(ler  or  any  mixture  or  compound  intended  for  use  as  a 
taking  powder,  or  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
{•••sscr^sion  with  the  intent  to  sell  or  excliaiige,  or  ex]K)se  or 
offer  for  sale  or  exchange  such  baking  powder,  or  any  mixt- 
ure or  comix)und  intended  for  use  as  a  baking  |X)wder, 
v.'hich  contains  alum  in  any  form  or  shape,  unless  the  pres- 
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ence  of  the  same  be  distinctly  shown  by  a  label  on  the  ont> 
Bide  and  face  of  which  is  printed  with  black  ink  in  legible 
type,  not  smaller  than  brevier  heavy  gothic  caps,  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  manufacturer  and  the  words:      ^ 

"THIS  BAKING  POWDER  CONTAINS  ALUM," 
shall  be  punished  as  providtHl  in  the  preceding  section. 

Validity.  A  statute  which  provides  that  no  person  shaU  seU  any  lard 
or  any  article  "intended  for  use  as  lard  which  contains  any  Ingredient 
but  the  pure  fat  of  healthy  swine,  under  any  label  bearing  the  words 
"refined,"  "pure,"  "family,"  unless  every  package  in  which  the  article 
is  80ld«^is  marked  "compound  lard,"  has  been  sustained  as  valid  by  the 
supreme  court  of  Iowa:   State  v.  Snow,  47  N.  W.  Rep.,  777. 

In  Minnesota  a  statute  which  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  to  manufacture 
for  sale  within  that  state,  or  to  sell  or  offer  to  do  so,  baking  powder  con- 
taining alum,  unless  each  package  thereof  is  labeled.  "This  baking 
powder  contains  alum,"  has  been  sustained:  Stoltz  v.  Thompson,  46  N. 
W.  Rep.  410.

26.  Label  0!i  poisonous  medicine. 

[ Section  4601c?,  Statutes  of  1898. ]  Any  person  t^lio  shall, 
by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent  or  as  the  servant  or  agent 
of  any  other  person,  sell,  exchange,  deliver,  or  have  in  his 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  exchange,  or  expose  or  of- 
fer for  sale  or  exchange  any  medicine  knoAvn  as  patent  or 
proprietary,  or  of  which  the  formula  is  kept  secret  by  the 
manufacturer,  which  contains  morphine,  strychnine,  co- 
caine or  poisonous  or  narcotic  alkaloid  or  drug,  in  any 
quantities  which  the  state  board  of  health  shall  deem 
harmful  to  the  life  or  health  of  the  public,  unless  the  pres- 
ence of  the  same  be  distinctly  shown  by  a  label  upon  the 
bottle  or  package  and  upon  the  outer  wrapper  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  as  provided  in  section  4301a.  [Para- 
graph 23.] 

26.  Sale  of  imit.ition  honey. 

[Section  4607/^  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  honey  or  any  imitation  of  honey  which

is  adulterated  with  glucose  or  any  otber  substance,  4^itliout 
marking  the  package  or  parcel  containing  the  same  with  the 
words  "adulterated  honey"  in  letters  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  inch  length  and  proportionate  breadth,  and  placing 
said  words  on  the  upper  portion  of  the  package  or  parcel 
containing  such  honey  or  imitation  thereof,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  not  exce<Hling  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less 
than  ten  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
more  than  six  months  nor  less  than  ten  days. 

27.  Sale  of  diseased  apiary^  honey    therefrom  or  appli- 
ances used  therein. 

[Section  46050,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  owner  of  a  dis- 
eased  apiary,  of  honey  made  or  taken  from  such  an  apiary 
OP  appliances  taken  from  such  an  apiary  who  shall  sell, 
barter  or  give  away  any  such  apiarj^,  honey,  appliances  or 
bees  from  such  apiary,  expose  other  bees  to  the  danger  of 
contracting  such  disease  or  refuse  to  allow  the  inspector 
of  apiaries  to  inspect  such  apiary,  honey  or  appliances, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  two  months. 

28.' Sale,  etc.,  of  diseased  meat;  killing  diseased  animal, 
etc. 

[Section  4607flr,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who  shall 
sell  or  expose  for  sale,  or  give  away  for  use  as  food,  or  can 
or  pack  for  the  purpose  of  transportation  to  and  sale  in 
any  market  or  place  any  unwholesome,  stale,  emaciated, 
blown,  tainted,  putrid  or  measly  meat,  or  the  flesh  of  any 
diseased  animal  or  of  any  animal  not  slaughtered  for  the 
purpose  of  food,  knowing  or  having  good  reason  to  believe 
that  such  meat  is  as  above  described,  or  that  such  fl(^sh  is 
the  flesh  of  a  diseased  animal  or  of  an  animal  not  slaught- 
ered for  such  purpose,  and  any  person  or  corporation  own- 
ing or  operating  any  slaughter-house  or  packing  establish- 
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ment  in  this  state  who  shall  receive  for  the  purpose  of  kill- 
ing, or  kill,  any  diseased  animal,  or  render  the  carcass  of 
any  animal  that  shall  die  by  disease  or  in  conse<iiience  of 
exposure,  or  that  shall  not  have  been  slaughtered  for  food, 
knowing  or  having  good  reason  to  believe  that  such  animal 
was  diseased,  or  had  died  from  disease  or  in  conscn]uence  of 
exposure,  or  had  not  been  slaughtered  for  food,  such  per- 
son shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  exceeding  six  months  nor  legs  than  ten  days,  or  by  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten 
dollars,  or  both,  and  such  corporation  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

39.  Standard  for  vinegar;  sale  of  impure. 

[Section  4607i,  Statutes  of  1898.]  Any  person  who 
manufactures  for  sale  or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale  as  cider 
vinegar  any  vinegar  which  is  not  the  sole  product  of  pure 
apple  juice,  known  as  apple  cider,  or  vinegar  not  made  ex- 
clusively of  said  cider,  or  vinegar  into  which  foreign  sub- 
stances, drugs  or  acids  have  been  introduced,  or  which  con- 
tains any  preparation  of  lead,  copper,  sulpliuric  acid,  arti- 
ficial coloring  matter  or  other  ingredient  injurious  to 
health,  or  who,  by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the 
servant  or  agont  of  any  other  pel\son,  shall  sell,  exchange, 
deliver  or  have  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  so 
to  do  any  adulterated  vinegar,  or  who  shall  label,  brand  or 
sell  as  cider  or  apple  vinegar  any  vinegar  not  the  legitimate 
product  of  pure  apple  juice,  or  not  made  exclusively  from 
apple  cider,  or  any  vinegar  which  shall  not  have  an  acidity 
equivalent  to  the  presence  of  not  less  than  four  per  centum 
by  w^iglit  of  absolute  acetic  acid,  and  in  addition,  in  the 
case  of  cider  vinegar,  not  less  than  two  per  centum  by 
weight  of  cider  vinegar  solids  upon  full  evaporation  over 
boiling  water  at  two  hundred  and  twelve  degrees  fahren- 
heit,  and  any  manufacturer  of  vinegar  in  this  state,  and  any 
person  who  reduces  or  re-barrels  vinegar  therein  or  who 
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handles  vinegar  in  quantities  of  one  barrel  or  more  who 
shall  fail  to- stencil  or  otherwise  mark  in  black  figures,  at 
least  one  inch  in  length,  on  the  head  of  each  'barrel  or 
package  of  vinegar  manufactured,  reduced,  re-barreled, 
bouglit  or  sold  by  him,  the  standard  strength  of  the  vinegar 
contained  in  such  barrel  or  package,  which  shall  be  denoted 
by  the  per  centum  of  acetic  acid  therein,  or  who  shall  falsely 
mark  such  barrel  or  package  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

Coloring  matter.  It  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  make  it  a 
misdemeanor  to  add  artificial  coloring  matter  to  vinegar,  regardless  of 
vhether  the  matter  added  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  consumer  or 
not:  People  v.  Girard.  73  Hun  (N.  Y.),  457. 

WUere,  in  the  manufacture  of  vinegar,  low  wine,  formed  from  fer- 
mented grain,  is,  previously  to  its  acetiflcatlon,  passed  through  roasted 
malt,  not  for  the  purpose  of  adding  any  substantial  ingredient  to  the 
vinegar,  but  for  the  purpose  of  giving  it  color  as  well  as  aroma  and 
fiavor,  and  without  such  treatment  the  vinegar  would  be  colorless,  the 
vinegar  so  produced  contains  artificial  coloring  matter:   Weller  v.  State, 
53  Ohio  St,  77. 
Stamp  the  strength.    See  note  to  paragraph  24. 
Validity.    It  is  provided  by  a  Michigan  law  (Public  Acts  of  1897,  No. 
71),  "that  no  person  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  offer  or  expose  for  sale, 
sell  or  deliver,  or  have  in  his  possession  with  Intent  to  sell  or  deliver, 
any  vinegar  not  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.    No  vine- 
gar shall  be  sold  as  apple,  orchard  or  cider  vinegar  which  Is  not  the 
legitimate  product  of  pure  apple  juice,  known  as  apple  cider  or  vinegar 
not  made  exclusively  of  said  apple  ciaer  or  vinegar  into  .which  foreign 
substance,  drugs  or  acids  have  been  introduced,  as  may  appear  upon 
proper  tests,  and  upon  said  tests  shall  contain  not  less  than  one  and 
three-fourths  per  cent.,  by  weight,  of  cider  vinegar  solids  upon  full  evap- 
oration at  the  temperature  of  boiling  water,"    That  "all  vinegar  made 
by  fermentation  and  oxidation  without  the  intervention  of  distillation, 
shall  be  branded  'fermented  vinegar,'  with  the  name  of  the  fruit  or  sub- 
stance from  which  the  Eame  is  made.    And  all  vinegar  made  wholly  or 
in  part  from  distilled  liQuor  shall  be  branded  'distilled  vinegar,'  and  all 
of  such  distilled  vinegar  ^hall  be  free  from  colo;*ing  matter  added  during 
or  after  distillation,  and  from  color  other  than  imparted  to  it  by  distil- 
lation. 'And  all  fermented  vinegar  not  distilled  shall  contain  not  less 
than  one  and  three-fourths  per  cent.,  by  weight,  upon  full  evaporation 
<at  tte  temperature  of  boiUng  water)  of  solids,  contained  in  the  fruit 
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or  grain  from  which  Fr  id  vinegar  Is  fermented,  and  said  vinegar  sliall 
contain  not  less  than  tv/o  and  a  half-teuths  of  one  per  cent,  ash  oi-  min- 
eral matter,  the  same  being  the  product  of  the  material  from  whidh  said 
vinegar  is  manufactured.  And  all  vinegar  shall  be  made  wholly  from 
the  fruit  or  grain  from  which  it  purports  to  be  or  is  represented  to  be 
made,  and  shall  contain  no  foreign  substance,  and  shall  contain  not  less 
than  four  per  cent.,  by  weight,  of  absolute  acetic  acid." 

Under  that  law  it  was  held,  1.  That  cider  vinegar  must  contain  the 
required  quantity  of  ash  or  mineral  matter  as  well  as  the  stated  per 
cent,  of  cider  vinegar  solids.  2.  That  the  act  could  not  be  declared 
void  as  beyond  the  police  power  of  the  state  because  it  imposed  an  un- 
reasonable and  arbitrary  test,  that  being  a  question  for  the  legislature. 
3.  That  it  was  not  for  the  jury  or  the  court  to  determine  from  expert 
chemical  testimony  whether  the  act  was  unreasonable.  4.  That  a  per- 
son convicted  of  violating  the  act  was  not  deprived  of  property  without 
due  process  of  law  because  he  could  not  obtain  a  sample  of  the  vinegar 
in  question  for  analysis,  he  not  being  so  prevented  by  any  person  con- 
nected with  the  prosecution,  and  the  law  not  requiring  that  the  accused 
be  furnished  with  a  sample.  5.  That  the  law  was  violated  by  the  sale 
of  vinegar  below  the  standard,  though  the  seHei'  was  not  aware  of  the 
factJthat  the  vinegar  sold  was  of  that  character:  Pecpla  v,  Worden 
Grocer  Co.,  77  N.  W.  Rep.  315. 

30.  Sale  of  impnre   ice;  notice  of  place  where  ice  was 
cut. 

[Section  4G07A:,  Statutes  of  1898.]  No  person  or  corpo- 
ration shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  cause  the  same  to  be 
clone  within  this  state,  for  domestic,  culinary  or  drinking 
purposes,  any  ice  which  contains  mud,  decayed  vegetation, 
animal  or  foreign  matter  or  malarial  substance.  Every  per- 
son or  corporation  offering  ice  for  sale  shall  have  posted 
on  his  or  its  wagons,  in  a  conspicuous  manner,  the  name  of 
the  place  from  which  the  ice  so  offered  for  sale  was  cut, 
harvested  or  manufactured,  and  all  persons  or  corporations 
dealing  in  or  handling  impure  ice,  to  be  used  for  cooling 
purposes  only,  shall  have  their  wagon  so  labeled.  Any  per- 
son who  or  corporation  which  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.        '     .

31.  Coloring  grain. 

[Section  4C06,  Statutes  of  1898.]    Any  person  wbo  shall 
fumigate  any  barley,  wheat  or  other  gi'ain  by  the  use  of 
sulphur  or  other  substance,  or  shall  in  any  way  or  by  the 
use  of  any  chemical,  material  or  process  affect  the  color  or 
heaJtkfulness  of  such  grain,  or  who  shall  sell  or  offer  for 
sale  any  such  grain  knowing  that  the  same  has  been  so 
fumigated  or  the  color  or  the  healthfulness  thereof  so  af- 
fected shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  more  than  one  month  or  bj  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars* 


Adulteration  of  Flaxseed  or  Linseed  Oil. 


32.  Pnre^  standard  of. 

[Section  1,  chapter  234,  laws  of  1899.]  No  person,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  shall  manufacture  for  sale,  offer 
or  expose  for  sale  in  this  state,  any  flaxseed  or  linseed  oil  for 
other  than  food  purposes,  unless  the  same  answers  a  chem- 
ical test  for  purity  recognized  in  the  United  States  pharma- 
copoeia, or  any  flaxseed  or  linseed  oil  as  "boiled  linseed  oil" 
unless  the  same  shall  have  been  put,  in  .its  manufacture, 
to  a  temperature  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

33.  Package  containing  oil  to  be  stamped. 

[Section  2,  chapter  234,  laws  of  1899.]  No  person,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  shall  at  any  time,  personally  or 
by  clerk  or  agent,  sell,  expose  or  offer  for  sale,  dispose  of 
or  attempt  to  dispose  of;  any  fiaxseed  or  linseed  oil  unless 
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SO  done  under  the  true  name  of  such  oil,  and  unless  each 
tank  car,  tank,  barrel,  keg,  can  or  other  vessel  containing 
such  oil  has,  at  such  time,  distinctly  and  durably  painted, 
stamped,  stenciled  or  marked  thereon,  in  ordinary  full-faced 
capital  letters,  not  less  than  five  line  pica  in  size,  the  true 
name  thereof  in  the  words  "pure  linseed  oil  raw"  or  "pure 
linseed  oil  boiled,"  as  the  fact  may  be,  and  also  the  name 
and  address  of  the  manufacturer  or  dispenser  thereof. 

34.  Adulteration  and  false  stamping. 

[Section  3,  chapter  234,  laws  of  1899.]  No  person,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  shall,  at  any  time,  personally  or 
by  any  clerk  or  agent,  adulterate  any  "pure  linseed  oil  raw" 
or  ^*pure  linseed  oil  boiled,"  by  adding  thereto  any  other 
oil  or  substance  or  thing  whatever,  for  the  purpose  or  with 
the  intent  to  sell,  expose  or  offer  for  sale,  such  mixture  or 
compound  as  the  pure  article,  nor  shall  any  persori,  firm, 
association  or  corporation,  personally  or  by  any  clerk  or 
agent,  paint,  stamp,  stencil  or  mark  any  tank  car,  tank, 
barrel,  keg,  can  or  other  vessel  so  as  to  falsely  represent 
that  it  contains  either  "pure  linseed  oil  raw"  or  "pure  lin- 
seed oil  boiled,"  nor  so  as  to  falsely  represent  the  manu 
facturer  thereof,  nor  permit  or  suffer  any  such  false  paint- 
ing, stamping,  stenciling  or  marking. 

35.  Penalty  for  violation  of  law. 

[Section  4,  chapter  234,  laws  of  1899.]  Any  person,  firm, 
association  or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  punislied  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six 
months. 

36.  Duty  of  dairy  and  food  commissioner. 

[Section  5,  chapter  234,  laws  of  1801).]  It  is  hereby  made 
the   duty  of  the   dairy   and   food   commissioner  to  see  that 
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tlio  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced,  and  personally  or 
by  his  assistants,  to  inspect  any  flaxseed  or  linseed  oil, 
made  or  offered  for  sale  in  this  state,  and  any  tanks,  bar- 
rels, kegs,  cans  or  other  vessels  containing  the  same  in  this 
state  which  he  may  suspect  or  have  reason  to  believe,  fails 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  prosecute 
or  cause  to  be  prosecuted,  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation,  whom  he  may  suspect  or  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve, has  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which 
prosecution  shall  be  conducted  by  the  district  attorney  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  in  case  of  the  violation 
of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  impure,  adulterated  or 
counterfeit  articles  of  food,  or  drink,  or  drug. 


Regulation  of  Concentrated  Feeding  Stuffs. 


37.  Prosecutions  for  violations;  notice  to  manufacturers, 
etc. 

[Section  8,  chapter  377,  laws  of  1001.]  Whenever  the  di- 
rector aforesaid  becomes  co^izant  of  tho  violation  of  any  of 
tlie  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall  report  such,  violations  to  tlie 
dairy  and  food  commissioner,  and  said  commissioner  shall  prose- 
cute the  party  or  parties  thus  reported ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  comnnissioner  "upon  thus  ascertaining  any  violation  of 
sections  two,  three  or  four  of  this  act,  to  forthwitli  notify  tJie 
manufacturer,  importer  or  dealer  in  writing  and  give  him  not 
less  than  tliirty  days  tliereafter  in  which  to  comply  wdth  the  re 
quirements  of  this  act,  but  there  shall  be  no  prosecution  in  rela- 
tion to  the  quality  of  any  concentrated  commercial  feeding  stuff 
if  the  same  shall  be  found  substantially  equivalent  to  tho  certi- 
fied atateraerit  named  in  section  two  of  this  act.

CHAPTER  43. 

AN  ACT  to  prescribe  the  standard  measures  for  the  use  of  the  Babcock 
test  In  determining  the  per  cent,  of  butter  fat  in  milk  or  cream; 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  incorrectly  marked  implements  for  use  in 
the  safd  test;  and  to  prescribe  the  penalty  for  false  determination 
by  said  Babcock  test  or- otherwise. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 
blv,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  .the  use  of  the  Babcock  test,  the  standard  milk  meas- 
ures or  pipettes  shall  have  a  capacity  of  17.6  cubic  centimeters,  and 
the  standard  test  tubes  or  bottles  for  milk  shall  have  a  capacity  of 
2  cubic  centimeters  for  each  10  per  cent.,  marked  on  the  necks  thereof; 
creain  shall  be  tested  by  weight  and  the  standard  unit  for  testins; 
shall  be  18  grams,  and  it  is  hereby  made  a  misdemeanor  to  use  any 
other  standards  of  milk  or  cream  measure  where  milk  or  cream  i9 
purchased  by  or  furnished  to  creameries  or  cheese  factories  and  where 
the  value  of  said  milk  or  cream  is  determined  by  the  per  cent  of 
butter  fat  contained  in  the  same,  or  wherever  the  value  of  milk  or 
eream  is  determined  by  the  per  cent  of  butter  fat  contained  in  the 
same  by  the  Babcock  test. 

Section  2.  Any  manufacturer,  merchant,  dealer  or  agent  in  this 
state  who  shall  offer  for  sale  or  sell  a  milk  pipette  or  measure,  test 

(43a) 
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tube  or  bottle  which  is  not  correctly  marked  or  graduated  as  hereia 
provided  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  bo  punished  as  provided  in  section  4  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  tt  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  manager,  agent  or 
any  employee  of  a  (:iheese  factory,  creamery,  or  condensed  milk  fact- 
ory, to  manipulate  or  under-read  or  over-read  the  Babcock  test  or 
any  other  contrivance  used  for  determining  the  quality  or  value  of 
milk  or  cream  or  to  make  any  false  determination  by  said  Babcock 
test  or  otherwise. 

Section  4.  Whoever  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER  67. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unclean  and  unsanitary  milk  and  the 
use  thereof  in  the  manufacture  of  food  products,  and  to  prohibit  un- 
cleaA  and  unsanitary  conditions  of  creameries,  cheese  factories  and 
milk  dealers'  establishments  or  outfits. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  as- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Milk  which  shall  be  drawn  from  cows  that  are  kept  in 
barns  or  stables  which  are  not  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  or  that  are 
filthy  from  an  accumulation  of  animal  refuse  or  from  any  other  cause, 
or  from  cows  which  are  themselves  in  a  filthy  condition,  and  milk  in 
or  from  cans  or  other  utensils  that  are  not  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanl* 
tary  condition,  or  milk  to  which  has  been  added  any  unclean  or  un- 
sanitary foreign  substance,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  unclean  and  un- 
sanitary milk;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  sale  of  pasteurized  milk  or  cream  to  which  viscogen  or 
sucrate  of  lime  has  been  added  solely  for  the  purpose  of  restoring 
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the  Yiscosfty,  if  the  same  be  distinctively  labeled  in  such  manner  as 
to  advise  the  purchaser  of  its  true  character. 

Section  2.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  knowingly  offer  or 
expose  for  sale,  or  sell,  or  deliver  for  sale  or  consumption,  or  to  any 
creamery  or  cheese  factory  or  milk  condensing  factory,  or  have  in  his 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  any  unclean  or  unsanitary  milk. 

Section  3.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  knowingly  manu- 
facture for  sale  any  article  of  food  from  unclean  or  unsanitary  milk 
or  from  cream  from  the  same. 

Section  4.  All  premises  and  utensils  employed  for  the  manufacture 
or  sale  or  offering  for  sale  of  food  products  from  milk  or  cream  from 
the  same  which  shall  not  be  kept  in  clean  and  good  sanitary  condition 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  unclean  and  unsanitary.  Any  milk  dealer  or 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  furnishing  milk  or  cream  to  such 
dealer,  or  the  employee  of  such  milk  dealer,  and  any  person,  firm  or 
corporanion  or  the  employee  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who 
operates  a  creamery,  cheese  factory  or  milk  condensing  factory,  or 
manufactures,  re-works  or  packs  butter  for  sale  as  a  food  product, 
shall  naaintain  his  premises  and  utensils  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  con- 
dition. 

Secti  on  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  receives  any  milk 
or  creaun  in  cans,  bottles  or  vessels,  which  has  been  transported  over 
any  railroad,  or  boat  line,  where  such  cans,  bottles  or  vessels  are  to 
be  returned,  shall  cause  the  said  cans,  bottles  or  vessels  to  be  emptied 
before  the  said  milk  or  cream  contained  therein  shall  become  sour, 
and  shall  cause  said  cans,  bottles  and  vessels  to  be  immediately 
washed  and  thoroughly  cleansed  and  aired. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
and.  In  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned  In  the  county 
iail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days. 

Section  7.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER  131. 

AN- ACT  to  limit  the  number  of  copies  of  the  biennial  report  of  the 
dairy  and  food  commissioner  to  ten  thousand,  and  provide  for  the 
publication  of  quarterly  bulletins  by  said  commissioner. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  as- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  lieu  of  the  twenty  thousand  copies  of  the  biennial 
report  of  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner,  as  provided  In  section  335c, 
of  the  statutes  of  1898,  the  number  of  copies  of  the  said  biennial  re- 
port of  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  shall  be  ten  thousand,  and 
the  said  dairy  and  food  commissioner  may  also,  with  the  consent  of 
the  governor,  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  regulating  the  printing 
and  publication  of  public  documents  or  bulletins,  prepare,  print  and 
distribute  to  sueh  persons  as  may  be  interested,  or  may  apply  there- 
for, a  quarterly  or  semi-annual  bulletin  in  suitable  paper  covers,  con- 
taining results  of  inspections,  results  of  analyses  made  by  the  chemist 
for  the  dairy  and  food  commission,  with  popular  explanations  of  the 
same,  and  such  other  information  as  may  come  to  him  in  his  official 
capacity,  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food,  drug  and  drink  products, 
and  of  dairy  products,  so  far  as  he  may  deem  the  same  of  benefit  and 
advantage  to  the  public;  also  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  dur-* 
Ing  the  quarter  by  the  commissioner  and  his  assistants  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  dairy  and  food  laws  of  the  state,  but  not  more  than  ten 
thousand  copies  of  each  such  quarterly  bulletin  shall  be  printed. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER  133. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  4601  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  relative  to  the 
a3ulteration  of  drugs  and  foods. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    Section  4601  of  the  statutes  of  1898  Is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  from  the  second  paragraph  of  said  section  the  follow- 
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Ing  words:  "Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  or  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  mixtures  or  compounds  recognized  as  ordinary 
articles  of  food  if  the  same  be  distinctly  labeled  as  mixtures  or  com- 
Xx>ands  and  from  which  no  necessary  ingredient  in  their  preparation 
is  eliminated,"  where  they  are  used  at  the  end  of  said  section  and 
substituting  therefor  the  following :  "Provided,  that  articles  of  food 
which  are  labeled,  branded  or  tagged  in  a  manner  showing  their  exact 
character  and  composition  and  approved  by  the  dairy  and  food  com- 
missioner of  the  state,  and  not  containing  any  poisonous  or  deleterious 
ingredient,  shall  not  be  deemed  adulterated  In  the  case  of  mixtures  or 
<»>mpounds  sold  under  their  own  distinct  names  or  under  coined  names 
and  which  articles,  if  substitutes,  are  not  in  imitation  of,  or  sold  un- 
der the  name  of,  any  other  article  of  food;  and 

Provided  further.  That  nothing  In  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
requiring  or  compelling  proprietor^  or  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
foods  to  disclose  their  trade  formulas  except  so  far  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  secure  freedom  from  adulteration,  imitation  or  fraud,"  so  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  4601.  An  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  within 
the  meaning  of  the  preceding  section: 

1.  In  the  case  of  drugs:  First,  if,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name 
recognized  in  the  Unites'  States  pharmacopoeia,  It  differs  from  the 
standard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  laid  down  in  the  latest  current 
edition  thereof;  second,  if,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  not  recog- 
nized in  said  pharmacopoeia,  but  which  is  found  In  the  pharmacopoeia 
of  some  other  country,  the  national  formulary  or  other  standard  work 
on  materia  medlca.  It  differs  materially  from  the  standard  of  strength, 
quality  or  purity  laid  down  In  the  latest  current  edition  of  such  work; 
third,  if  its  strength,  quality  or  purity  falls  below  the  professed  stand- 
ard under  which  it  is  sold.

CHAPTER  144. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  an  assistant  chemist  and  additional  food,  milk 
dairy,  cheese  factory  and  creamery  intpectors  for  the  dairy  an* 
food  commission. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  as- 
sembly, do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  section  1410  of  the- 
statutes  of  1898,  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  may,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  governor,  appoint  an  assistant  chemist  for  the  dairy 
and  food  commission,  when  needed,  who  shall  be  paid  not  to  exceed 
fifty  dollars  per  month,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  analytical  chemltet 
is  paid;  he  may  also,  with  such  advice  and  consent,  appoint  two  agentfr 
for  the  inspection  of  foods,  milk  dairies,  cheese  factories  and  cream- 
eries, and  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  dairy  and  food  commission  at 
such  times  and  for  such  periods  of  time  as  may  be  required  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  dairy  and  food  laws.  The  compensation  of  eacb 
of  said  agents  shall  be  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual 
service  and  his  expenses  to  be  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state  on  the 
presentation  of  accounts  approved  by  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner. 
In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  may 
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appoint  one  expert  agent  or  more  for  the  special  inspection  of  cheese 
factories  and  creameries  and  so  far  as  may  be  deemed  practicable  their 
sources  of  supply,  for  such  times  and  periods  of  time  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  provided  .that  no  cost  for  compensation  or  traveling  expenses 
of  said  expert  agents  shall  thereby  be  incurred  by  the  dairy  and  food 
commissioner. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER    187. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  collecting  of  dairy  statistics. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  followa: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  each  town,  village 
and  city,  at  the  time  of  making  the  annual  assessment  of  property,  to 
collect  dairy  statistics  as  follows: 

Of  creameries:  The  number,  the  value  thereof,  the  jaumber  of  pat- 
rons contributory,  the  number  of  cows  contributory,  the  number  of 
pounds  of  milk  received,  the  number,  of  pounds  of  butter  made,  the 
amount  of  money  received  for  products  sold  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months; 

Of  cheese  factories:  The  number,  the  value  thereof,  the  number  of 
persons  contributory,  the  number  of  cows  contributory,  the  number  of 
pounds  of  milk  received,  the  number  of  pounds  of  cheese  made,  the 
amount  of  money  received  for  products  sold  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months; 

Of  milk  condensing  factories:  The  number,  the  value  thereof,  the 
number  of  patrons  contributory,  the  number  of  cows  contributory,  the 
number  of  pounds  of  milk  received,  the  number  of  pounds  of  condensed 
milk  produced,  the  amount  of  money  received  for  the  products  sold 
during  the  preceding  twelve  months; 

Of  butter:     The  number  of  pounds  made  on  farms,  the  value  thereof; 

Of  cheese:     The  number  of  pounds  made  on  farms,  the  value  thereof; 

Of  milk:  The  number  of  gallons  pold  by  producers  other  than  that 
furnished  or  sold  to  creameries,  cheese  factories  or  condensed  milk 
factories. 

And  said  assessor  shall  make  duplicate  certificates  of  such  statistics, 
one  of  wfiich  he  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  town,  village  or  city  clerk. 
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of  his  town,  village  or  city  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  other,  with  the 
clerk  of  his  county,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  the  same 
year.  The  county  clerk  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August 
of  each  year,  forward  to  the  secretary  of  state,  to  be  kept  in  his  office, 
A  certificate  of  the  aggregate  number  of  each  of  said  items  or  products 
in  hid  county  as  ascertained  and  compiled  from  the  certificates  of  said 
assessors. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  each  said  assessor  at  the 
aforesaid  time,  to  make  duplicate  lists  comprising  the  name  and  loca- 
tion of  each  creamery,  cheese  factory  and  milk  condensing  factory 
located  in  his  town,  village  or  city,  and  the  name  and  postoffice  address 
of  each  owner  or  manager  thereof,  and  the  name  and  postoffice  address 
of  each  buttermaker  or  cheesemaker  thereof.  He  shall  file  one  of  said 
duplicate  lists  in  the  office  of  the  town,  village  or  city  clerk  of  his  town, 
village  or  city,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  other  with  the  clerk  of  his 
county,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  of  the  same  year.  The 
county  clerk  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  of  eacn 
year,  forward  to  the  secretary  of  state,  a  corresponding  complete  list 
for  his  county  as  ascertained  from  the  lists  of  said  assessors. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  term  .creamery  or  cheese  factory, 
shall  mean  a  creamery  or  cheese  factory,  in  which  the  milk  or  cream 
from  not  less  than  three  separate  herds  of  cows,  is  manufactured  into 
butter  or  cheese  respectively. 

Section  3.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  compile  in  suitable  form  the 
information  by  him  received,  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sections, 
and  certify  the  same  to  the  dairy  and  food  commissioner  before  the 
first  day  of  September  of  ecah  year. 

Section  4.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to  the 
proper  officers,  all  blanks  and  instructions  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication.

COMMISSIONER'S  REPORT. 


PKOGRESS  IN  DAIHYINO. 

In  total  volume  of  dairy  products,  Wisconsin  holds   second 
plax»  among  the  states  of  the  Union.     Within  ten  years  the  value 
of  tho  total  dairy  products  has  increased  190  per  cent.     Our 
butter  ranks  high  largely  for  the  reason  that  it  is  made  by 
skilled  buttermakers,  only  two  states  showing  a  larger  percent- 
age of  tJie  factory-made  than  of  the  f armrinado  product     Here 
the  influence  and  the  able  management  of  the  Wisconsin  Dairy' 
Scliool  is  clearly  shown.     Wisconsin  cheese  owes  its  character 
largely  to  the  favorable   climatic   conditions   which  obtain    in 
northern  Wisconsin  and  in  the  lake  coimties,  where  low  and 
more  constant   temperatures   prevail   together  with   relatively 
bigh  humidity.     In  ten  years  Wisconsin  has  passed  from  sixth 

to  fourth  place  in  volume  of  butter    procluction,  low^a    Ixnng 

first,  in  1900  producing  130,022,552  pounds,  and  Wisconsin  pro 

ducing  100,552,649  pounds. 
Basing  an  estimate  upon  the  census  for  1900,  the  estimated 

values  of  Wisconsin  dairy  products  for  1902  are  as  follows:

Including  the  value  of  the  hy-produchs  returned  to  the  farms 
and  eetinuatcd  at  ten  dollars  per  cow,  these  fii!:ur(^s  bring  tin* 
total  revenue  from  the  dairy  industry  to  at  least  $55,000,000, 
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The  product  of  the  Wisconsin  cheese  factories  will  approxi- 
mate 90,360,000  pounds,  and  creamjery  butter,  74,000,000; 
while  the  butter  produced  upon  farms,  and  which  is  not  increas- 
ing in  ainiount,  may  be  taken  at  44,750,000.

While  the  dry  season  of  1901,  together  with  the  low  price  of. 
dairy  products,  checked  the  growtJi  of  the  industry  to  a  groat 
extent  over  the  greater  jx^rtion  of  the  state,  the  rapid  advance 
in  the  northern  portion  more  than  overcame  this  temporary  loss. 

Reports  from  northern  Wisconsin,  including  the'  counties  of 
Polk,  Barron,  Clark,  Lincoln  and  Shawano  are  rapidly  confirm- 
ing the  opinions  given  in  the  extensive  report  made  by  Prof. 
W.  A.  Henry  upon  this  region.  It  is  to  this  area  that  we  may 
look  for  future  gains.  Soil  and  climate  are  unsurpassed,  a  va- 
riety of  crops  grow  well  and  from  the  start  and  dairying  is 
bound  to  become  the  chief  industry.  These  counties  are  fast 
being  settled  and  tlie  dairy  cow  is  replacing  the  blackened  stump 
upon  the  landscape.  The  settlers  are  mostly  young  men  from 
the  older  states,  intelligent,  hardy  and  industrious.  Modem 
methods  are  taken  up  at  once  and  factory-made  products,  com- 
manding  higher  prices  are  the  results  These  northern  counties 
furnish  assurances  of  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  dairy  in- 
dustry' of  the  state. 

Factories  for  the  utilization  of  casein  and  by-products  from 
skiiu-milk  are  being  established  in  many  parts  of  tlie  country. 
( 'asein  is  in  much  demand  for  paper  sizing.     It  is  also  being 


•Including  city  cows. 

t25,246  farms  derive  40}t  or  more  of  their  Income  from  dairy  products,  but 
156,130  farms  report  dairy  products. 
Ilncludln^  milk  from  city  cows. 
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advocated  as  a  food  product  in  various  combinations,  with  cocoa 
and  starch  and  is  made  into  biscuit. 

Little  impetus  has  been  giveii  to  such  industries  in  this  state, 
largely  for  the  reason  that  our  farmers  have  intelligent  ideas 
as  to  tlio  feeding  value  of  their  skim-milk.  Such  factoric*s 
thrive  beet  where  butter  only  is  made  and  the  prices  paid  have 
been  about  10  cents  per  100  lbs.  The  less  skim-milk  that  is 
sold  by  fanuers  at  that  price  the  wealthier  they  will  remain. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  casein  manufacture  as 
conducted  at  Bainbridge,  ?f.  Y.,  (taken  from  Hoard's  Dairy- 
man, July  4,  1902)  : 

"Tlie  skim-milk  which  comes  from  the  lower  part  of  the  sep- 
arator, is  conducted  to  another  part  of  the  building  and  run  into 
largo  t^nks  of  a  cai)acity  of  about  6,000  pounds  each.     After 
one  of  tliese  tanks  is  full,  the  stream  of  milk  is  turned  into  the 
other,  there  being  two  of  tliem,  and  coagulation  of  tlie  casein  is 
effected  in  the  first  tank  while  the  second  one  is  being  filled  with 
skim  milk,  and  so  on  for  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  alternately. 
After  the  tank  is  full  of  skim  milk,"  a  live  steam  pipe  is  turned 
into  it  and  the  steam  is  turned  on.     When  the  milk  has  reached 
a  temperature  of  120  d<^ees  F.,  wliich  is  asccHained  by  the 
operator  placing  a  thermometer  in  different  portions  of  the  tank, 
so  as  to  bo  sure  that  the  temperature  is  equalized  in  all  parts  of 
the  tank,  it  is  coagulated  by  adding  one  and  a  half  or  two  gallons 
of  commercial  hydrochloric  acid,  and  stirring  it  with  a  largo 
garden  rake,  until  the  coagulation  has  completely  taken  place, 
which  requires  about  ten  minutes.     After  tliis  it  is  run  into  a 
largo  drying  tunnel  with  a  current  of  air  at  140  deg.  F.,  so  as  to 
dry  the  material  as  soon  as  possible.     In  tins  drying  oj)eration 
it  becomes  slightly  yellowish  on  the  surface;  but  after  this  ma- 
terial has  been  powdered,  which  process  is  effected  by  high-speed 
disintegrators  (such  as  Meade's")  it  is  almost  i)uro  white.    After 
l)eing  powdered,  it  is  sent  up  to  the  Casein  Company's  works 
at  tho  other  end  of  tlie  to^\^l,  where  it  is  utilized  in  a  number  of 
ways." 

Efforts  in  the  development  of  dairying  in  this  state  have  ]>Qon 
directed  largely  to  the  creameries.     This  is  good,  but  does  not 
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reach  the  foundation  of  the  work.  Education  must  begin  at  the 
farms. 

Herds  should  be  weeded  out,  barns  should  be  made  warm  and 
should  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  feed  adjusted  for  more 
profitable  milk  production,  and,  lastly,  the  milk  properly  drawn 
and  cared  for. 

Minnesota  has  become  pre-eminent  in  quality  of  its  butter  by 
education  along  this  line.  The  Dairy  Commission  of  Iowa  de- 
votes much  time  to  this  work  and  Illinois  has  one  inspector 
whoso  sole  duty  it  is  to  visit  dairy  farms,  test  milk  for  the  f armr 
ers  and  instruct  them  in  its  care. 

If  eveiy  dairy  farmer  would  carefully  examine  his  herd  by 
weighing  and  measuring  separately  each  cow's  milk  and  testing 
its  guality  with  a  Babcock  tester,  he  would  learn  much  to  his 
profit.  In  some  instances  he  would  find  that  his  favorite  cows 
were  not  earning  their  feed  and  were  being  kept  at  a  loss.  One 
loss  discovered  will  more  than  pay  for  the  little  and  cheap  appa- 
ratus needed.  When  a  tester  is  once  acquired,  the  farmer  can 
check  losses  in  many  directions  by  its  use.  He  can  see  what  fat 
he  loses  in  his  skim  milk  and  can  know  that  he  is  jH"operly  paid 
for  tlio  milk  he  sells.  If  he  makes  butter  at  home  he  will  soon 
abandon  sotting  milk  in  pans  to  cream  and  will  own  a  hand  sep- 
arator. These  things  he  'svill  do  when  he  sees  that  in  this  way 
he  will  bo  money  ahead. 

Warm,  ventilated  stables  and  well  balanced  rations  are  neces- 
sary to  largo  milk  production.  June  conditions  should  bo  pro- 
vided as  nearly  as  may  be  done.  Succulent  food  is  necessary' 
to  retain  the  full  flow  of  milk. 

A  careful  study  has  demonstrated  that  profitable  daii-ying  in 
tlio  older  portions  of  tlie  state,  wliero  land  values  are  high,  can- 
not result  from  grazing  alone,  but  only  by  furnishing  a  continu- 
ous supply  of  succulent  foods  throughout  the  dry  season  of  smn- 
nior  and  far  into  the  winter. 

The  silo  has  evolved  through  this  need  and  in  spite  of  the  cost 
it  is  steadily  coming  and  paying  its  way. 

Grecai  forage  crops  at  least  sliould  be  provided  to  follow  the 
spring  pasturage.     Winter  rye,  corn,  oats  or  jjeas  may  be  se- 
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leeted.  The  latter  tv/o  may  with  advantage  be  grown  together. 
This  feeding  must  not  be  neglected  until  the  shrinkage  in  milk 
has  taken  place.  The  flow  of  milk  can  be  sustained  but  not 
brought  back.  Feeding  should  begin  early  and  continue 
tliroughout  the  dry  summer  months.  Concentrated  feeds  are 
used  to  best  advantage  only  in  connection  with  the  above  meth- 
ods. 

Good  butter  cannot  be  made  from  poor  milk,  no  matter  how 
^^ood  the  butter  maker. 

The  cattle  should  be  kept  clean  by  the  use  of  suitable  stalls ; 
but  when  this  is  not  done  they  should  be  cleaned  and  washed 
locally  before  milking.  The  milking  should  be  done  in  a  clean 
place  as  free  as  possible  from  dust  and  odors. 

Tlie  milk  should  be  aerated  and  cooled  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
This  may  be  easily  and  cheaply  done  by  placing  the  can  in  cold 
water  and  stirring  by  moving  up  and  down  a  plunger  made  by 
>'>]dering  a  disc  of  tin  to  a  handle  long  enough  to  reach  the  bot- 
tom of  the  can. 

Bitter  taints  will  occasionally  develop.  Frequently  these 
may  be  traced  to  a  single  cow  and  the  bulk  of  the  milk  saved 
from  contamination.  Crearaerymen  should  discuss  these  mat- 
ters at  meetings  and  the  majority  of  patrons  will  see  the  benefits 
and  insist  that  all  use  use  care  or  that  bad  milk  is  refused. 

WISCONSIN  CHEESE  INDUSTRY. 

The  stifling  of  tJie  filled  cheese  industry  and  tlie  progress  in 
manufacturing  has  brought  Wisconsin  cheese  on  a  par  with  the 
Canadian  product  in  Great  Britain.  In  betterment  of  quality 
and  economy  of  manufacture  much  may  still  be  accomplished. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  by  individuals  in 
the  establishment  of  cold  storage  rooms.  It  is  to  be  desired  tliat 
smaller  factories  combine  for  tlie  erection  of  similar  statioiLs. 
Babcock  and  Russell  have  shown  the  advantages  of  curing  at  low 
and  even  temperatures.  Among  others  may  be  enumerated, — 
uniformity  of  producli,  diminution  of  loss,  improveniient  of  qual- 
ity and  mild  flavor. 
4 
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Paraffin  dipping  has  also  been  introduced  with  much  success 
in  checking  shrinkage  and  in  the  prevention  of  mold. 

American  cheese  of  liigh  quality  has  been  manufactured  in 
fancy  and  convenient  forms  in  individual  cases  with  much  suc- 
cess. 

A  vast  amount  of  work  must  still  bo  done  before  we  shall  have 
clean  cheese  factories.  Factory  sanitation  is  much  neglected 
and  as  long  as  unsanitary  conditions  remain,  so  long  will  there 
be  trouble  from  puffy  and  poisonous  products.  Old,  rotten  wood- 
work and  floors  must  go.  Tight  floors  must  be  substituted.  If 
wood  is  used  the  lumber  must  be  sound  and  the  joints  leaded  or 
painted  when  laid.  Cemient  floors  are  comparatively  cheap  and 
have  their  advantages  but  must  he  above  the  surface  and  under- 
drained.  The  utensils  must  be  thoroughy  cleaned  and  steril- 
ized daily  Avith  boiling  water  or  steam. 

Tlie  disposal  of  whoy  and  washings  is  tlie  hardest  problem  at 
factories.  Tlie  most  economical  and  satisfactorv  method  thus 
far  suggested  is  advocated  by  Prof.  Smith  of  Ontario  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Report  of  the  Wisconsin  Cheese  Makers'  Associa- 
tion for  1902.  It  consists  of  a  small  septic  tank  whereby  most 
of  tlie  organic  matter  is  destroyed  through  bacterial  action,  to- 
gether "vvith  a  system  of  subsoil  drainage.  This  method  should 
prove  satisfactory  in  sandy  and  gravelly  districts.  Unless  some 
effective  method  of  disposing  of  this  waste  is  adopted,  polluted 
well  water  frequently  results,  and  yet  one  of  the  essentials  of 
good  cheesemsaking  is  a  pure  water  supply. 

Tlie  manufacture  of  Swiss,  brick,  Limberger  and  Neufchatel 
cheese  has  reached  much  importance.  The  Wisconsin  Dairy 
School  is  now  equipped  and  prepared  for  instruction  in  all  these 
branches. 

Tlie  Swiss  cheese  industi-y,  which  had  its  inception  when  a 
little  colony  of  Swiss  settlexl  in  Green  County  over  fifty  years 
ago,  has  developed  until  that  county  alone  has  over  243  factories 
and  the  output  of  500  factories  reaches  15,000,000  lbs.  annually, 
contributing  materially  to  the  prosperity  of  that  portion  of  the 
state. 

It  has  been  stated  by  good  authority  that  Wisconsin  produces 
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three-fiftlis  of  all  the  fancy  choeso  produced  in  the  United 
States,  thus  leading  all  the  other  states  in  this  product.  New 
York  is  second  witli  one-third. 

•NEEDS  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 


This  commission  was  organized,  through  the  efforts  of  the 
State  Dairymen's  Association  and  tlie  dairy  interests,  in  1880, 
for   the  purpose  of  protecting  that  important  industry   from 
fraudulent  competition,  and  to  secure  the  delivery  of  unadulter- 
ated milk  at  the  factories.     The  force  was  accordingly  made  suf- 
ficient to  cope  with  tTie  w^ork  at  that  time  which  covered  only  the 
enforcement  of  the  dairy  and  vinegar  laws. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Commission  the  dairy  industry 
has  increased  three-fold,  reaching  an  annual  production,  includ- 
ing,' by-products,  of  $55,000;000,  and  the  demands  upon  the  de- 
partment have  become  correspondingly  large.     In  addition,  the 
rommission  has  been  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  food  laws 
covering:  all  substances  used  for  food  or  drink,  the  laws  govern- 
ing the  sale  of  drugs,  linseed  oil,  colored  grain,  impure  ice,  and 
adulterated  cattle  feeds. 

Tlie  niunber  of  groceries  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee  alone  is 
•^<>0;  the  numlx^r  in  the  state,  including  the  general  stores,  is 
^^000.  The  number  of  citv  dairies  is  estimated  at  150.  The 
nwnbor  of  retail  dealers  in  oleomargarine  approximates  800, 
which  does  not  include  the  hotels,  boarding  houses  and  restau- 
rants requiring  inspection  under  the  law  and  which  it  is  esti- 
mated cannot  be  less  than  4,500. 

In  order  to  properly  cope  with  this  gi-eatly  increased  work, 

the  time  of  at  least  one  inspector  would  bo  occupied  during  the 

J^eason  in  ferreting  out  the  fraudulent  sales  of  oleomargarine  in 

hotels  and  restaurants  and  in  stores  where  it  is  sold,  and,  dur- 

*    inff  the  summer  months,  when  there  is  less  incentive  to  fraud  in 

the  above  direction,  his  time  would  be  occupied  in  the  inspection 

of  the  milk  supplies  of  the  various  cities  of  the  state. 

If  the  inspection  of  factory  milk  is  continued  along  the  same 
lines  that  it  has  in  the  past,  the  demand  is  such  that  two  men 
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will  bo  constantly  needed  at  this  work.  But  if  the  inspection  is 
to  be  widened  in  its  scope,  as  tlie  necessities  of  the  case  already 
require,  so  as  to  keep  pace  with,  tlie  work  already  heing  done  by 
our  iminjodiately  suiTounding  neighbor,  and  with  a  view  to  pro- 
tecting the  public  against  unclean  and  even  poisonous  dairj' 
products,  then  a  much  larger  number  of  competent  inspectors  is 
re<|uired. 

Ins.tnictors  are  now  sent  out  imder  the-  auspices  of  the  State 
Dairymen's  Association  covering  work  similar  to  the  above,  but 
educational  in  its  scope. 

It  would  seem  that  factory  inspection  and  instruction  could 
l>e  with  economv  combined. 

Thus  far  no  action  has  been  taken  toward  the 'enforcement  of 
tlio  drug  laws  nor  the  food  laws  with  reference  to  beverages,  liq- 
uors and  confectionery.  Such  work  as  has  been  undertaken  has 
l)een  done  largely  through  the  aissistanco  and  co-operation  of  the 
Wisconsin  Wholesale  Grocers'  Association. 

The  grocers  of  the  state  are  fully  up  to  the  average  of  other 
merchants  and  citizens  in  morality  and  resent,  with  some  degree 
of  justice,  prosecution  for  the  sale  of  food  products  alx)ut  which 
they  have  no  ready  way  of  obtaining  information  and  against 
whicli  thov  have  not  been  warned. 

It  would  seem  tliat  the  most  effective  and  rational  way  of  en- 
forcing the  food  law  would  be  by  thorough  inspection  of  the 
stores,  explaining  to  the  merchants  the  scope  of  the  laws  and 
stating  specifically  what  goods  are  salable  and  what  are  not,  fol- 
lorang  tliis  shortly  by  other  visits  to  see  that  tlie  warnings  have 
l)een  heeded.  After  such  inspection  and  warning,  prosecutions 
can  ho  made  in  the  interests  of  the  people  as  a  whole  and  with- 
out injury  to  any. 

To  accomplish  this  work  at  least  four  food  inspectors  will  be 
needed. 

The  work  in  tlie  chemical  laboratory  consists  in  tlie  chemical 
and  microscopical  examination  of  the  numerous  food  and  dairy 
]>rn(lucts,  purchased  by  the  in.'^i)octors,  and  in  the  sanitary  analy- 
ses of  waters  demanded  bv  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  local 
health  officers.     This  work  has  increased  correspondingly  with 
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the  legislation  covering  it  and  it  is  imperative  tliat  the  labora- 
tory equipment  and  force  be  extended  to  meet  it  This  would 
necessitate  tlie  expenditure  of  not  to  exceed  $1,000  upon  appa- 
ratus and  equipment  and  tlie  addition  of  an  assist.ant  chemist 
at  a  reasonlible  salary. 

ADDITIONAX.  LEGISLATION  NEEDED. 

The  following  changes  and  additions  are  respectfully  recom- 
mended : 

1-  As  the  food  laws  are  stringent  and  merchants  are  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  goods  they  sell,  tlie  state  should  make  reason- 
able efforts  to  warn  grocers  against  firms  offering  adulterate<l 
jL^oods  for  sale.  The  biennial  report  of  this  department  is  al- 
most useless  for  this  purpose  as  it  reaches  the  merchants,  if  at 
all,  long  after  the  adulterated  goods  have  been  placed  upon  tJie 
market. 

The  most  feasible  method  for  serving  those  notices  and  koeiv 
ing  merchants  in  touch  with  the  department  has  proved  to  be 
the  issuance  of  periodical  bulletins  in  pamphlet  form.  It  is, 
therefore,  recomimended  that  the  number  of  triennial  reports  be 
re<luced  from  20,000  to  10,000  copies,  all  of  whicli  should  bo 
bound  in  cloth,  and  that  in  lieu  of  the  other  10,000  copies  of  the 
rejK>rt,  |)rovision  be  made  for  the  publication  of  quarterly  bul- 
letins for  immediate  distribution  to  the  merchants  of  the  state. 

2.  This  department  is  required  by  law  to  furnish  state 
brands  or  stencils  to  factories  manufacturing  full  cream  chec^se. 
After  furnishing  such  stencils,  no  restrictions  are  placed  upon 
their  use  or  transfer.  In  order  that  some  control  may  be  ef- 
fected, and  also  that  a  connect  censiLs  of  the  dairy  industry  may 
be  kept  by  this  department,  factories  and  creameries  should  1)0 
required  by  law  to  rejx)rt  to  this  commission  their  names,  iK)st 
office  addresses,  capital  invested,  number  of  i)atrons,  number  of 
cows  contributory,  amount  of  milk  received,  and  annual  product 
with  the  cost  of  manufacture  and  gross  reccij^ts. 

Such  a  bill  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1899,  but  failed 
to  receive  lie  endorsement  of  the  executive.

3.  When  the  corrmnssion  was  established,  it  was  given  force 
enough  to  control  the  sale  of  oloomai'garine  and  to  do  the.limited 
dairy  inspection  required.  Since  that  time  the  dairy  industry 
has  trebled.  IjSlws  governing  all  food  and  dinig  products  have 
been  enacted.  No  corresponding  provision  has  been  made  for 
their  enforcoment.  Thorough  and  frequent  inspection  of  gro- 
ceries, general  stores  and  dairies  is  imperative  if  these  laws  are 
to  be  effectiva  If  this  work  is  to  be  placed  upon  a  par  with 
that  carried  on  in  neighboring  states,  tlie  departraient  should 
liave  at  least  five  food  inspectors  and  tlie  chemist  should  have  a 
competent  assistant 

This  appeal  cannot  be  disregarded  without  a  continued  neg- 
lect of  work  tliat  should  properly  be  done"by  the  department 

4.  Attention  was  called  in  the  last  report  of  Commissioner 
Adams  to  a  serious  defect  in  the  wording  of  the  general  food 
law.  He  says:  "The  pure  food  law  of  the  state,  after  defin- 
ing tlie  word  food  as  used  in  the  act  prohibiting  adulteration, 
with  a  series  of  particulars  determining  of  what  adulteration 
shall  consist,  makes  an  exception  to  the  law  in  the  following  pro- 
viso: 'Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  or  the  preceding 
section  shall  not  Upply  to  mixtures  or  compounds  recognized  as 
ordinary  articles  of  food  if  the  same  be  distinctly  labeled  as 
mixtures  or  compounds  and  from  which  no  necessary  ingredient 
in  their  preparation  has  l)een  eliminated.'  The  question  is  con- 
stantly recurring,  'What  is  recognized  as  an  ordinary  article  of 
food  V  "  If  a  commonly  adulterated  food  is  an  ordinary  article 
of  food,  tliis  clause  practically  nullifies  the  law  prohibiting  adul- 
teration. 

The  law  in  reference  to  this  proviso  should  be  amended  as 
follows:  Provided  that  articles  of  food  which  are  labeled, 
l)randed  or  tagged  in  a  manner  showing  their  exact  character 
and  composition  and  approved  by  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commis- 
sioner of  the  st^ate,  and  not  containing  any  poisonous  or  deleteri- 
ous ingredients,  shall  not  be  deemeil  adulterated  in  the  case  of 
mixtures  or  compounds  sold  under  their  own  distinct  names  or 
under  coined  names,  and  which  articles,  if  substitutes,  are  not 
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in  imitation  of  or  sold  under  the  nairue  of  any  other  article  of 
f<xxl,  and  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
stnieil  as  requiring  or  compelling  proprietors  or  nmnufacturers 
of  proprietary  foods  to  disclose  their  trade  fornijulas,  except  in 
so  far  as  may  bo  necessary  to  secure  freedom  from  adulteration, 
imitation  or  fraud. 
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PURE  FOOD  LAWS

NEARLY  EVKRY  ARTICLE  OF  FOOD  ADUI3TERATED. 

Mem  cannot  bo  made  honest  by  law,  but  law  can  malce  dishon- 
osty  pay  a  penalty  when  it  steals  tlie  livery  of  honest  products 
to  serve  a  dishonest  purpose.  In  every  civilized  land,  and  in 
a  few  where  civilization  is  not  as  radiant  as  in  our  own,  fierce 
competition  and  unbridled  greed  have  undertaken  to  profit  by 
the  adulteration  of  nearly  every  article  of  food  used  by  the  hu- 
man fanijily.  As  in  every  other  department  of  human  effort^ 
there  has  been  wonderful  progress  during  the  last  half  centur5\ 
The  clumsy  wooden  nutmeg  of  Connecticut,  that  even  a  police- 
man might  detect,  has  given  way  to  artificial  eggs  which  no  hen 
would  recognize,  and  to  artificial  butter  that  never  knew  milk. 
The  universal  demand  for  cheap  things  brings  a  supply.  Wheat 
flour  is  adulterated  with  com  flour ;  buckwheat  with  wheat  mid- 
dlings. Vermont  maple  syrup  is  made  that  never  saw  Vermont^ 
and  is  made  from  the  sap  of  trees  that  grow  in  the  heart  of  Chi- 
cago. Glucose  has  dethroned  cane  syrup.  Cider  vinegar  is  dis- 
tilled from  gi'ain.  A  good  portion  of  tlie  strained  honey  of 
comlmerce  ^never  produced  any  strain  upon  the  bees.  Milk  is 
robbed  of  its  cream,  filled. with  lard  and  sent  all  over  the  world 
to  ruin  the  reputation  of  American  cheese.  Borax  and  f ormial 
dehyde  go  into  milk  to  kill  babies  and  weaken  invalids.  Oys- 
ters ar^  partially  embalmed  ^vith  chemicals.  Lemon  extracts 
are  made  without  lemon  oil  and  vanilla  extracts  without  vanilla. 
The  hogs  of  the  North  compete  with  the  cheap  cotton-seed  oil  of 
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ihe  South  and  mix  in  the  same  tub  under  the  banner  of  lard. 
Artificial  smoke  is  made  for  haras  out  of  poisonous  drugs.     Jel- 
lies colored  in  imitation  of  the  natural  fruits  and  sold  as  fruit 
jelli(»  flood  the  market,  although  they  are  almost  as  destitute  of 
fruit  juice  as  a  bar  of  pig  iron.     The  embalmed  beef  business 
has  been  exaggerated,  but  we  do  not  need  any  either  for  soldiers 
or  civilians.     Canned  fruit  is  preserved  with  antiseptics  which 
delay  the  digestive  processes.     Baking  powders  under  mislead- 
ing names  drowd  the  markets.     Spices  enriched  vnth  pepper 
hulls  and  ground  cocoanut  shells  are  manufactured  and  sold  by 
the  ton.     The  close  partnership  which  has  existed  for  so  many 
years  bet\^'een  coffee  and  cliicory  does  a  thriving  business  in 
many  states  under  the  firm  name  of  coffee.     Cheapness  is  se- 
cured by  these  adulterations  and  false  labeling,  but  the  people 
are  defrauded. 

IMPORTANT  TO  EVERY  MAN,  WOMAN   AND  CHILD. 

In  round  numters   there   are   15,000,000    families    in    the 
Tnited  States.     The  annual  grocery  bill  of  each  family  is  at 
least  r$130.     This  would  make  the  total  annual  expenditure  of 
the  people  of  this  country  for  foo<l  pro<lncts,  oxclusivo  of  meats, 
$1,950,000,000.     The  August  issue  of  tlie  British  Food  Jour- 
nal contains  an  article  upon  'Statistics  of  Food  Adulteration,'  by 
Cmi  H.  Cribb,  B.  S.  F.  I.  C,  in  which  authorities  are  quoted 
showing  that  the  United  Kingdom  consumes  annually  $800,- 
000,000  worth  of  food  products,  exclusive  of  meat  and  sugar. 
The  population  of  the  United  States  is  nearly  double  that  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  fact  is  recognized  by  all  stn- 
fisticians  that  our  people  pay  more  per  capita  for  food  tlian 
those  of  any  other  nation.     The  estimate  made  of  the  value  of 
food  products  consumed  here  is  certainly  less  than  the  correct 
amount.     If   the  value   of   the  food    annually    coiisumod    ap- 
proaches $2,000,000,000  in  amount  the  people  of  this  country 
spend  at  least  $300,000,000  for  food  products  that  ai*o  mixed 
with  cheap  or  injurious  adulterants  or  sold  under  misleading 
names. 
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The  food  question  is  a  serious  one.  It  is  important  to  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  the  land.  It  concerns  the  public 
health.  It  touches  the  public  pocket.  Pure  food  laws  are  do- 
signed  for  the  protection  of  both.  Their  necessity  has  been 
recognized  by  every  European  govemmeint,  with  England  lead- 
ing in  1875.  "^Every  American  state  has  puro  food  laws  except 
Wyoming  and  Arizona.  These  laws  are  not  class  legislation, 
as  their  enemies  contend.  They  are  primarily  for  the  benefit 
of  consumers,  who  include  all  classes.  Incidentally  they  help 
the  producei*s  of  honest  articles  of  food.  Beyond  question  they 
are  oppressive  to  men  who  try  to  get  somiething  for  nothing 
and  whoso  love  for  a  dollar  is  gi*eater  than  their  regard  for  the 
public  hoatlh.  It  is  not  fiction  that  unhealthy  adulterants  are 
used  in  miany  food  products.  Under  tlie  labels  of  "Freezino," 
^Treservaline,"  "Liquid  Sweot,^'  "Liquid  Smoke,"  "Rosaline," 
and  other  fanciful  names,  they  are  manufactured  by  hundreds 
of  tons,  placed  in  every  market  in  tlie  United  States,  shipped 
to  foreign  countries  in  immense  quantities  and  advertised  witli 
a  skill  and  effectiveness  that  compels  public  attention.  One 
firm  in  New  York,  with  a  branch  in  Chicago,  sent  to  Aus- 
tralia during  the  last  year  150  tons  of  ptreservaline,  a  lai^e 
portion  of  wliich  was  used  in  the  butter  which  that  country 
shipped  to  England.  These  mixtures  are  antiseptics  and  con- 
tain boracic  acid,  formaldehyde  and  sulphide  of  soda.  They 
are  used  to  preserve  milk,  cream,  butter,  oysters,  fish,  canned 
goods  and  meat.  They  are  of  a  poisonous  character,  and  their 
introduction  into  a  food  delays  or  stops  the  digestive  process. 
France  prohibits  the  use  of  these  preservatives  in  all  domestic 
wines,  except  those  cxiK>rte<l.  Govniany  has  the  same  regula- 
tion of  the  mamifaeture  of  beer.  England  prohibits  the  use 
of  dolotiorious  antiseptics. 

DANGEROUS  TO  THE  PUBT.TC  HEALTH. 

In  1895  the  French  government  submitted  to  the  Academy 
of  Medicine  an  inquiry  alx)ut  the  use  of  salicylic  acid  in  food. 
A  thorough  investigation  was  made  and  a  report  submitted 
which  concluded  as  follows: 
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1.  It  is  estimated  bv  medical  observation  that  small  doses 
of  salicylic  acid  repeated  daily  for  long  periods  of  time  are 
able  to  cause  notable  distiirbanoes  of  healtL,  in  the  case  of  cer- 
tain impressionable  pei-sons,  and  in  the  case  of  those  whose  kid- 
neys or  digestive  ti'act  are  not  in  perfect  order. 

2.  Therefore,  the  addition  of  salicylic  acid  or  its  derivatives, 
even  in  the  most  minute  amounts,  to  foods,  solids  or  liquids, 
should  not  be  authorized. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chemist  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture at  Washington,  condemns  the  use  of  preservatives  in  food. 
Every  aggressive  dairy  commissioner  in  the  United  States 
occupies  the  same  position.  Dr.  A.  B.  Prescott  and  Prof.  O. 
(\  Vaughn,  directors  of  the  la.boratory  of  hygiene.  University 
of  ilichigan,  testified  before  Senator  Mason's  committee  in 
Oliicago  that  preservatives  containing  boracio  acid  and  fomual- 
dehyde  were  distinctly  dangerous  to  the  public  health  when 
used  in  food  products.  Dr.  Morrison,  health  comimissioner  of 
Indianapolis^  recently  made  ninety  tests  of  the  effect  of  pre- 
sen^atives  upon  the  digestive  process.  He  found  that  it  inter- 
fered seriously  with  animal  digestion,  and  that  when  intro- 
duced into  an  artificial  digestive  ferment,  it  retarded  tlie  pro- 
cess of  dii^estion  from  one  to  two  hours. 

Healthy  people  can  stand  considerable  poison  and  survive 
the  consumption  of  indigestible  food,  but  babies  and  invalids, 
of  which  we  have  several  millions  in  this  country,  who  are 
quite  dear  to  us,  should  be  protected  by  stringent  laws  from  the 
clangorous  greed  of  men  who  are  willing  to  trifle  with  hiunan 
life  in  order  to  make  money.  Ilecently,  in  a  Wisconsin  city, 
an  infant  was  treated  for  six  weeks  hy  a  skilled  phys-ician,  who 
was  puzzled  by  an  ol>scure  malady.  Finally  he  caused  a  test 
to  be  made  of  the  cow^s  milk  used  bv  the  child.  It  was  found 
to  contain  borrxic  acid.  The  milk  was  changed  and  tlio  cliild 
n»covcrod,  although  it  had  Ix^en  at  the  pcant  of  doatli. 

Dr.  S.  M.  Babcock,  of  Wisconsin  univei'sitv,  tlio  famous 
originator  of  the  Babcock  test  for  milk,  A\hose  roput^alion  as  a 
chemist  reaches  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  Stat<^\s,  is  un- 
qualified in  his  condemnation  of  the  food  pres<:^n'ativ(«  upon 
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the  market  Gov.  W.  D.  Hoard,  the  president  of  this  con- 
gress, who  for  years  has  occupied  the  higliest  place  among  the 
dairy  authorities  of  the  world,  has  vigo-rouslj  and  effectively 
defended  tlie  laws  which  prohibit  tlioir  use  They  are  not 
necessary  in  clean,  honest  business.  No  other  kind  of  busi- 
ness is  entitled  to  the  protection  of  law.  Preservatives  put  a 
premium  upon  uncleanliness  and  cai-elessness.  There  is  se- 
rious need  of  legislation  to  prohibit  their  use.  They  are  pro- 
hibited by  specific  acts  in  Wisconsin,  Connecticut,  Ohio,  Mas- 
sachusetts and  New  York. 


THE  FARMER  AND  THE -GREAT  INFLUENCE. 

The  force  wliicli  has  l)een  behind  most  of  tlie  pure  food  lo<>is- 
lation  of  tlio  Unital  States  for  the  last  fiftx^n  years  lias  l)een 
the  farmtor.  Since  he  engaged  in  the  battle  for  honest  Uhh\ 
products  most  of  our  pure  food  legislation  has  been  enacted. 
The  dairy  conmiisaions  of  the  several  states  have  been  brought 
into  life  because  the  farmers  demanded  not  only  laws,  but  the 
machinery  to  enforce  them.  When  the  Amjerican  farmer  is 
roused  he  keeps  evcrylxxly  busy.  lie  may  l)e  childish  some- 
times, but  nobody  accuses  him  of  being  weak  when  he  stirs 
liis  class  to  action  in  a  movement  that  is  rights  The  American 
farmer  can  get  along  without  flattery.  He  ought  not  to  get 
along  without  justice.  He  sometimes  nods  and  sleeps  over  pub- 
lic questions,  but  when  he  goes  at  it  in  earnest,  to  take  a  hand 
in  dieir  settlement,  political  rings  are  broken,  unwise  political 
bosses  go  up  in  the  air,  golden  collars  become  a  rope  of  sanxl 
and  popular  judgment  is  crj'stallized  into  law.  Farmers  in 
(lifleront  sections  of  the  country  may  have  tempoi^ry  aberra- 
tion of  mjind  and  take  up  fads  exploited  by  agricultural  dema- 
gogues tliat  are  prejudicial  to  the  public  good.  They  may 
sometimies  be  led  into  imreasonable  denunciation  of  wealth, 
of  political  parties,  of  courts  and  of  other  classes,  but  the  great 
bulk  of  fann  judgment  today  is  stronger  and  better  than  it 
ever  was,  l)eca.use  it  is  more  intelligent  It  can  bo  relied  upon 
if  it  can  be  secured.     The  farmers  besieged  congress  and  fairly 
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compelled  that  body  to  pass  the  oleomargarine  law  of  1886. 
It  was  charged  then,  as  it  is  now,  that  that  act  was  class  legis- 
lation. It  was  an  act  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  great 
butter  industry  of  this  country  by  a  business  which  depends 
for  its  success  upon  deceiving  the  public  If  that  act  had  been 
class  legislation,  would  not  the  oleomargarine  interest  which 
was  aggrieved  by  it  have  used  the  money,  of  which  it  had  an 
ample  supply,  to  secure  legal  talent  which  would  have  com- 
pelled a  favorable  decision  from  the  courts,  if  it  had  a  good 
case? 

OLEOMARGABINE,  ITS  DECEIT  AND  ITS  EIGHTS. 

Oleomargarine  laws  have  been  upheld  by  the  courts,  not  be- 
cause they  help  farmers,  but  because  they  prohibit  the  deliv- 
ery to  a  man  who  buys  and  pays  for  butter  of  so(mething  which 
is  not  butter.  The  dairy  industry  of  the  United  States  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  be  gracefully  accorded  any  benefits 
whidi  may  come  from  the  prohibition  or  limitation  of  a  fraud 
in  trade. 

The  butter  product  of  this  country  has  an  estimated  annual 
value  of  $300,000,000.  All  of  the  silver,  gold  and  iron  pro- 
ducts of  the  country  for  two  years  could  bo  bought  with  the 
product  of  the  chum  for  a  single  year.  Not  only  that,  but  tlic 
cow  leaves  behind  her  farms  which  aro  richer  in  fertility,  and 
farmers  richer  in  the  knowledge  which  the  mysteries  of  her  life 
and  product  compel.  The  dairy  industry  of  this  country  has 
renovated   hundreds    of    thousands    of    farms    and    hundreds 

• 

of  thousands  of  farmers.     It  has  revolutionized  the  agriculture 
of  my  owu  State,  as  it  has  Iowa,  and  as  it  will  Minnesota,  Illi- 
nois and  Michigan.     It  is  the  enemy  of  farm  mortgai^es,  the 
friend  of  the  merchant,  manufacturer  and  men  of  all  classes, 
except  those  who  imitate  the  product  and  claim  a  God-given 
right  to  copy  the  form  of  that  product  and  steal  its  color.    Only 
the  limitations  of  State  and  Federal  constitutions  should  re- 
strict the  laws  that  hamper  the  traffic  in  coimterfeit  butter. 

Oleomargarine  has  its  rights.     It  has  a  right  to  bo  oomposr-d 
of  lard,  beef  fat  and  cotton  seed  oil.     It  has  a  right  to  be  sold 
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under  its  own  name  and  color,  if  not  injurious  to  the  public 
health.  It  has  a  right  to  be  manufactured  at  a  cost  of  8  cents 
per  pound  and  retailed  for  20  cents,  per  pound,  but  it  has  no 
right  to  crawl  into  markets  in  the  clothing'  of  a  more  costly 
product.  The  law  of  1886  taxed  oleomargarine  2  cents  per 
pound.  It  ahould  have  been  taxed  10  cents  per  pound.  The 
small  tax  was  accepted  because  the  act  provided  for  the  brand- 
ing of  packages  and  thus  guaranteed  to  first  purchasers  a  knowl- 
edge of  what  they  bought  "No  matter  what  is  claimied  by  the 
friends  or  enemies  of  the  oleomargarine  interest,  this  tax  has 
greatly  restricted  the  oleomargarine  output.  Eighty-seven 
million  pounds  were  manufactured  last  year.  TJntrammeled 
by  Federal  law,  the  product  would  have  been  five  times  that 
amount  But  the  law  has  been  ineffective  in  this:  the  patron 
of  the  restaurants,  boarding  houses  and  hotels  where  oleomar- 
garine is  used  cannot  be  informed  as  to  what  he  is  getting  by 
labels  upon  original  packages.  He  calls  for  buttecp  and  gets  a 
cheap  counterfeit  While  stamped  by  the  govermnent,  the 
actual  consumer  is  deceived.  The  simple  fact  is  that  the  great 
bulk  of  the  oleomargarine  product  is  eaten  as  and  for  butter. 

BUTTER  MAY  BE  POOK,  BUT  IT  IS  HONEST. 

It  is  said  that  good  oleomargarine  is  better  than  poor  butter.- 
This  is  not  disputed.  But  poor  butter  does  not  fool  anybody. 
It  may  be  poor  and  not  very  respectable,  but  it  is  honest  It 
advertises  its  ow^n  deplorable  condition.  It  may  look  weak,  but 
even  to  the  delicate  senses  of  'an  oleomargarine  advocate  its 
divorcemont  from  the  breath  of  new-mo^vn  hay  and  the  scent  of 
clover  blossoms  is  most  complete. 

It, is  charged  that  the  farmers  of  the  country  are  leagued  to- 
gether to  prevent  poor  men  from  getting  cheap  substitutes  for 
butter.  Poor  men  do  not  charge  this,  but  the  impassioned  law- 
yers of  the  oleomargarine  manufacturers  do  in  their  appeals 
to  State  and  National  legislatures.  Farmers  have  not  been 
very  conspicuous  in  schemes  to  injure  poor  men.  Most  of 
them  at  5ne  timie  or  another  have  occupied  positions  in  that 
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class.  Many  of  the  gentlemen  who  run  counterfeit  butter  fac- 
tories are  undoubtedly  charitable  and  take  genuine  pleasure  in 
i-elioving  human  want  Their  distress  about  the  imipoverish- 
nient  of  tlie  laboring  classes  through  the  purchase  of  goniiino 
butter  may  bo  sincere.  Two  things  they  may  not  know.  One 
is  that  tlie  man  w^ho  eats  oleomargarine  pays  nearly  or  quite 
a  butter  price  for  it,  and  the  other  is  that  a  poor  man,  above 
all  otliers,  having  but  littl )  and  buying  but  little,  wants  that 
little  good. 

An  effort  has  been  made  fo  array  the  dairymcoi  of  the  coim- 
try  in  opposition  to  tlie  stockmen  upon  this  question.     In  this 
all  questions  of  public  policy  are  left  out  and  only  class  inter- 
ests considei-ed.     Accepting  this  basis  ^  of  argument,   of  Avhat 
avail  will  it  be  to  the  stockmen  to  have  oleomargarine  sold  un- 
restricted, dairymen  driven  out  of  business  by  tens  of  thou- 
sands, and  these  thousands  of  energetic  men  with  their  millions 
of  capital  employed  in  the  stock  business,  increasing  tlie  sup- 
ply of  cattle,  hogs    and    sheep    and   thereby   diminishing   the 
price?    Wliatever  strikes  an  unwarranted  blow  at  one  le^ti- 
mate  farm  interest  hurts  all.     Fai'mers  should  stand  together 
in  defense   of   oleomargarine   legislation,    first,   because   they 
slionld  he  good  citizens  and  loyal  suppoi-ters  of  la^\^  to  pre- 
vent dishonesty  in  trade;   and,   second,   because  the  oleomar- 
garine industry  as  conducted  is  a  serious  mien  ace  to  the  agri- 
cultural interest 

NO  ONE  HAS  A  RIGKT  TO  DEFRAUD. 

The  necessity  of  pure  food  legislation,  as  applied  to  oleomar- 
irarine,  is  recognized  by  thirty-two  States  which  have  prohil)- 
itei  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  that  article  when  colore<l  in 
imitation  of  yellow  butter.  Mass  a  elm  setts  has  furnished  the 
model  for  these  laws.  The  Supremo  Court  of  the  United 
States  has  declared  them  to  be  constitutional.  In  that  decision 
the  foUo^ving  opinion  is  rendered : 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  within  the  power  of  a  State 
to  exclude  from  its  markets  any  compound  manufactured  in 
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another  State,  which,  has  been  artificially  colored  or  adulterated 
so  as  to  cause  it  to  look  like  an  article  of  food  in  general  use, 
and  the  sale  of  which  may,  by  reason  of  such  coloration  or 
adulteration,  cheat  the  general  public  into  purchasing  that 
which  they  may  not  intend  to  buy.  The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  does  not  secure  to  anyone  the  privilege  of  de- 
frauding the  public.  The  deception  against  which  the  statute 
of  Massachusetts  is  aimed  is  an  offense  against  society;  and 
the  States  are  as  competent  to  protect  their  people  against  such 
offenses  or  wrongs  as  they  are  to  protect  them  against  the 
crimes  or  wmngs  of  more  serious  character.  And  tihis  protec- 
tion 'may  be  given  without  violating  any  right  secured  by  the 
National  Constitution,  and  without  infringing  the  authority  of 
the  general  government  A  State  enactment  forbidding  the 
sale  of  deceitful  imitations  of  articles  of  food  in  general  use 
among  the  people  does  not  abridge  any  privilege  secured  to  cit- 
izens of  the  United  States,  nor,  in  any  sense,  interfere  with 
the  freedom  of  commerce  among  the  several  States. 

This  judgment  seems  to  be  unassailable.  It  includes  Judge 
Harlan^s  famous  statement  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  does  not  secure  to  anyone  the  privilege  of  defrauding 
the  public.  Every  defender  of  organized  iniquity,  when  hurt 
by  State  legislation,  gets  noisy  about  the  rights  guaranteed  him 
by  the  N'ational  Constitution.  Wlien  afflicted  by  Federal  law 
he  becomes  a  violent  advocate  of  the  State  rights  guaranteed 
by  that  same  Constitution.  Judge  Harlan,  in  one  sentence, 
clears  an  atmosphere  befogged  with  sophistry,  vdth  special 
pleading,  with  glib  talk  masquerading  in  the  forms  of  consti- 
tutional argument  aud  the  bitter  wailings  of  men  claiming  in 
fact  that  one  of  the  inalienable  rights  of  an  American  citizen 
is  the  right  to  defraud  another  American  citizen. 

Pennsylvania  prohibited  without  qualification  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  oleomargarine.  'New  Hampshire  required  that 
it  be  colored  pink.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  Statcj^ 
declared  both  laws  unconstituti(mal.  The  decision  was  well 
gi'oimded  if  iho  question  of  w^holesomcnoss  was  not  entertained. 
If  tlie  u,se^  of  oleomargarine  is  not  inimical  to  the  public  health, 
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it?  sale  should  not  he  restricted  in  the  markets,  if  sold  under  its 
own  name  and  color,  any  miore  than  the  sale  of  jackknives  or 
Dorbv  hats.  Oleomargarine  legislation  must  he  upon  *reason- 
al>le  lines.  Unfair  ]a\vs  to  protect  farmi  interests  are  worse 
than  no  la^vB-  They  alienate  men  who  think,  and  the  farmers 
will  never  be  so  strong  that  they  can  afford  to  antagonize  sound 
public  judgment 

Tlie  wholesomeness  of  oleomargarine  is  a  disputed  question. 
In  foreign  hospitals  its  use  is  prohibited.  Hygienic  author- 
ities declare  it  to  he  less  digestible  than  butter.  Samples  have 
Iven  analyzed  by  the  chemist  of  the  Agricultural  department 
of  Xew  York  which  cx>ntained  from  5  to  12  per  cent,  of  paraf- 
fine.  TTiis  is  considered  an  absolutely  indigestible  substance. 
Tlie  i>atents  obtained  for  oleomargarine  corapoimds  show  them 
to  contain  poisonous  chemicals.  However,  it  is  possible  to 
make  oleomargarine  which  is  simply  less  digestible  than  butter 
because  it  is  comxx>sed  of  animal  fats  melting  at  a  higher  tiem- 
porature  than  buffer  and  having  an  inferior  flavor.  Prosecu- 
tions can  be  had  under  the  sreneral  Pure  Food  laws  of  the  States

if  oleomargarine  is  so  m'ade  that  it  is  regarded  as  unwholesome. 

FILLLED  CHEESE  ABOMINATION. 

Pure  food  legislation  has  greatly  restricted  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  that  abomination  of  the  mtokets  known  as  fille<l 
olieese.     Skim  milk  and  lard  form  the  bulk  of  this  compound. 
It  has  inferior  flavor  and  poor  keeping  qualities.     Its  manu- 
facture and  exportation  nearly  ruined  our  foreign  cheese  trade. 
In  1892  there  were  nearly  200  factories  making  it  in  Wisc^>n- 
?in.     The  legislature  of  1805  prohibited  its  manufacture  and 
sale.     There  is  not  a  factory  of  this  class  in  Wisconsin  to-day 
and  tliere  lias  not  been  for  two  years.     The  mlakers  of  honest 
cheeee  in  our  State,  relieved  from  the  competition  of  fraud, 
recovered  their  courage  and  are  recovering  their  domestic  trade. 
It  takes  time  to  restore  our  reputation  abroad.     Canada  rliil>be<l 
filled  cheese  out  of  her  borders  earlier  than  we  and  usnrjiod 
vmr  place  in  European  markets.     She  is  improving  and  devol- 
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oping  lier  chccee  industry  A^th  man^elous  rapidity.  Tlie  Ca- 
nadiaji,  govemmeiit  inspects  her  factories  and  takes  up  ques- 
tions of  cheap  and  safe  transportation.  Her  people  are  not  af- 
flicted A\dth  the  fear  of  tlie  ghosts  of  paternalism.  They  be- 
lieve it  to  be  a  province  of  govomnient  to  develop  the  material 
resources  of  a  coimtry,  e\'^en  thi-ough  benefits  to  a  particular 
class  of  people  and  tfirough  die  medium  of  administrative  acts 
thiit  might  cause  haggling  in  supreme  courts.  Tbe  act  of  Con- 
gress which  placed  an  internal  revenue  tax!  upon,  filled  cheese 
of  one-half  of  a  cent  per  pound,  has  been  of  great  value  to  our 
cheese  industry.  Its  purpose  is  partly  defeated  in  shipmlents 
abroad,  because  staiups  are  not  removed.  But  it  was  noticed 
to  tlie  world  tJiat  this  government  wants  its  food,  products  sold 
upon  their  merits  and  under  tlieir  ovni  names.  It  has  placed  a 
burden  upon  the  filled  cheese  industry  tliat  has  driven  a  ma- 
jority of  factories  out  of  the  business. 

STATE   AND  NATIONAL   LAWS   NEEDED. 

Pure  food  legislation  should  be  both  State  and  National. 
State  legislation  has  been  srenerallv  sustained  bv  the  courts  and 
has  been  effective.  We  need  a  comprehensive  national  Pure 
Food  law.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  has  recognizeil 
this  necessity  and  apix>inted  a  sjx>cial  committee  on  investiga- 
tion, of  which  Senator  William  E.  Mason  of  Illinois  is  chair- 
man. Tliis  oomttiiittee  has  held  a  number  of  sessions  in  Chicago 
and  is  collecting  a  mass  of  valuable  testimony.  The  result  of 
tlie  work  of  this  committee  \nll  undoubtedly  be  the  introduc- 
tion into  Congress  of  a  bill  to  prevent  food  adulteration.  It 
will  be  argued,  as  it  always  has  been  when  this  subject  has 
engaged  the  attention  of  Congress,  that  tlie  Federal  government 
has  no  authority  to  regulate  the  traffic  in  food  products;  that  the 
States  alone  can  exercise  police  powers;  tliat  when  C/ongrefes 
has  interfered  to  require  tliat  counterfeit  f(KKl  products  should 
\)o  labeled,  it  has  done  so  through  an  exorei.«?e  of  its  taxing  pow- 
ers, and  that  only  in  this  way  can  its  authority  be  exercise<I. 
If  tliis  pmposition  is  correct,  a  national  Pure  Food  law  w^ould

l»e  A\^>rtliless.     Is  it  correct  ?     The  CoiLstitiition  gives  Congress 
tlie  power  to  regulate  coralni'erce  between  the  States.     It  re- 
sorves  to  the  States,  in  the  ninth  constitutional  aanienclnient,  all 
powers  not  granted  to  the  general  government.     But. the  power 
to  resrulate  interstate  conmierco  has  \yeen  explicitly  griuited  to 
Congress.     It  is  exercised  over  railroads  and   in   (juarantiue 
regulations,     ^o  otlier  authority  can  exercise  that  power  com- 
pletely.    Its  power  over  articles  of  interstate  commerce  is  iis 
clearly  granted  as  over  the  postal  service,  whicli  it  oonti-ols  wiUi- 
out  question.     It  exercises  police   pow^ier  by   prohibiting  the 
transmission  through  the  mails  of  mail  matter  designed  to  cor- 
rupt or  defraud  the  public.     Has  it  not  an  equal  right  under 
the  Of>nstitution  to  prohibit  tlio  transportation  from  one  SUite 
to  another  of  articles  injurious  to  the  public  health,  and  det(M-- 
mine  what  shall  be  required  of  manufacturers  and  dealers  \vi\o 
send  fcKxl  products  froTn^  Stat©  to  State  that  are  redolent  with 
fraud  ? 

BETTER    STANDING    IN    FOREIGN    MARKETS. 

A  national  Pure  Food  law  would  supplement  the  State  \n^y^ 

and  pve  the  food  products  of  this  coimtry  l)ett^r  standing  in 

forpi^  markets.     It   would    aid    the   States   which   have,    by 

strin^nt  laws,  stopped  the  manufacture  of  adulterants  within 

tlieir  borders  by  stopping  the  flood  of  counterfeit  foods  that 

pour  into  their  markets  from  other  Stat-c^.     It  may  be  urged 

rtu'it  such  a  law  would  make  superfluoiLS  tlie  daii'y  and  food 

commissions  of  tlie  States.     If  this  should  prove  true,  it  would 

eonchisively  demonstrate  the  merits  of  the  law.     The  dair>' 

and  food  commissions  have  been  organized,  not  to  create  offices, 

but  to  stop  deception  and  fraud.     When  deception  and  fraud  in 

the  manufacture    and  sale    of  food    i)roducts  sliall    have  been 

.stopped  we  can  afford  to  pronounce  a  l)enedietion  ui)on  tlie  dairy 

and  food  commissions  and  rejoice  in  the  reign  of  honesty  in 

trade.     But  a  Federal  law,  valualdo  as  it  would  l)e,  leaves  a 

l>mad  field  for  State  legislation.     Tlic  doine>stic  trade  in  food 

products  of  tlie  several  States  is  enormous.     As  long  as  nnuiy 
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men  are  smart  and  some  men  dishonest  the  food  of  the  people 
will  Joe  mixed,  colored,  coated,  polished  and  poisoned,  ana 
watchful  State  care  ^v^ll  bo  ne^od  to  limit  the  eviL 

This  question  of  the  character  of  the  food  supply  of  75,000- 
000  of  people  is  not  one  to  be  settled  by  doctrinaires  or  hair- 
Fplitting  constitutional  lawyers.  It  will  not  be  settled  by  all 
the  money  and  all  the  brains  that  are  at  the  comimand  of  tlie 
manufacturers  of  counterfeit  products.  It  Avill  not  be  settled 
by  ridicule,  abuse  or  misrepresentation  of  the  men  who  till  the 
farms  of  the  nation  and  produce  most  of  its  food.  It  will  not 
be  settled  by  court  decisions  that  in  effect  deny  the  statement 
of  Judge  Harlan,  that  the  Constitution  of  the  United  State? 
guarantees  to  no  man*  the  right  to  perpetrate  a  fraud.  It  will 
not  be  settled  by  the  pleading  of  any  class  for  the  privilege  of 
plundering  somel.)ody.  It  Avill  not  bo  settled  by  chemists  and 
experts  hired  to  give  opinions.  It  ^^^ll  not  be  settled  by  legis- 
lators who  do  not  care  for  the  public  good  and  who  do  not  fear 
public  judgment  It  wall  be  settled,  as  it  is  being  settled,  by 
the  voice  of  the  consumers  of  food  products,  demanding  laws 
which  compel  these  products,  if  sold,  to  be  honest  and  healtli- 
ful,  and  by  the  American  farmer  claiming  the  right  of  wav 
for  the  honest  products  of  honest  labor.

I^Le  maxvwf  acture  or  sale  of  oleomargarine  "free  from  color- 

uUc*u  OT  \TigredieTit  that  causes  it  to  look  like  butter"  ia  not  pro- 

\\i\A\«A  \>y  the  law's  of  Wisconsin ;  but  tlie  manufacture  or  sale 

of  oleomargarine  "which  shall  be  in  imitation  of  yellow  but- 

ter^'  is  a\)aolutely  prohibited  by  the  Wisconsin  statutes.     Freed 

from  all  circumlocution  and  luystification^  the  above  is  a  plain 

statwement  of  the  facts  as  they  exist  in  Wisconsin.     Nor  are  tlie 

i£L>rV3  of  this  state  on  this  subject  anomalous.     Thirty-two  states 

tlie  union  have  oleomargarine  laws  like  those  of  Wisconsin — 

rs  which  prohibit  the  sale  of  oleomargarine   that  is  in  iuii- 

on  of  yellow  butter.     The  oleomiargarine  laws,  like  otlier 

■re  Food  laws,  seek  to  relieve  the  producers  of  an  honest  pnHl- 

\\€tt    from  fraudulent  competition  and  prevent  the  imposition 

upon  the  oonsumers  of  a  fraudulent  article. 

Speaking  of  the  purpose  of  the  Massachusetts  oleomargarine 
la.A«r,  and  of  which  the  Wisconsin  statute  is  an  exact  copy,  tlie 
United.  States  Supreme  Court,  in  Plumley  vs.  Mass.,  155  U.  S., 
461,  states: 

"The  statutes  seek  to  suppress  false  pretense  and  to 

promote  fair  dealing  in  the  sale  of  an  article  of  f (xxl. 

It  compels  the  sale  of  oleomargarine  for  what  it  really 

^  IS,  by  preventing  its  sale  for  what  it  is  not." 

l^timiate  substitutes  for  genuine  food  articles  have  their 

-plAoe.     But  it  is  equally  true  that  a  legitimate  food  substitute 
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should  not  be  an.  imitation  of  the  genuine  articla  Oleomar- 
garine "whieli  sliall  be  in  imitation  of  yellow  butter"  is  illegitr 
imate  as  a  food  substitute.  This  view  is  clearly  sustained  by 
tlie  U.  S.  Supreme  Court  in  the  decision  of  the  case  of  Pliunley 
vs.  Mass.  That  decision  contains  the  following  plain  lan- 
guage: 

^^Now,  the  real  object  of  coloring  oleomairgarine  so  as 

to  mjake  it  look  like  genuine  butter  is  that  it  may  appear 
to  bo  what  it  is  not,  and  thus  induce  unwary  purchasers 
who  do  not  closely  scrutinize  the  label  upon  the  package 
in  which  it  is  contained,  to  buy  it  as  and  for  butter  pro 
duoed  from  unadulterated  milk  or  ereaim  from  such 
mdlk." 

m 

Recently,  tliis  Commission  has  found  it  noocesary  to  use  to 
tlie  utmost  ext-cmt;,  its  entire  available  force  to  prevent  the  un- 
lawful sale  of  oleomiargarine  in  Wisconsin.  Agents  of  some  of 
the  manufactui*ers  of  oleomargarine  liave  been  extremely  ener- 
getic in  efforts  to  delude  dealers  in  Wisconsin  into  the  belief, 
that  by  securing  a  U.  S.  license  for  which  they  are  required  to 
pay  only  $0,  tliey  are  tliereby  protected  against  the  Wisconsin 
statute  that  expressly  prohibits  the  sale  of  oleomargarine 
'Svhich  shall  l)c  in  imitation  of  yellow  butter^'  and  which  pro- 
vides that  oidy  oleomairgarine  "free  from  coloration  or  ingredi- 
ent tJiat  causes  it  to  look  like  butter"  may  be  lawfully  sold. 

The  following  paragraph  co]3ied  from  a  letter  received  from 
one  of  \ho  oleomargarine  manufacturing  finns,  in  acknowledg- 
ing receii>t  of  a  letter  from  a  Wisconsin  dealer  ordering  goods 
strictly  lawful  in  Wisconsin,  exhibits  the  spirit  and  purpose  of 
somio  of  the  oleomargarine  manufacturers: 

"We  liave  tlie  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  esteemed  favor  under  date  of  .  .  .  .,  in  whicli 
you  order  5  cases  of  2-poimd  rolls  and  caution  us 
tigainst  shipping  you  goods,  the  sale  of  wliich  would  in 
anv  way  conflict  with  the  state  laws  of  Wisconsin.  Tn 
reply,  i^ennit  us  to  say  that  tliis  order  will  be  filled 
with  our grade  of  goods,  and  while  it 
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caiTiee  a  high  shade  of  yellow,  yot  the  color  is  in  no  way 
produoe<l  by  artificial  means.     In  our  opinion  the  sale 
of  these  goods  does  not  conflict  with  tlie  butterine  law 
of  your  state,  and  slionld  the  food  inspector  attempt  to 
make  a  caf^e  against  yon  for  an  alleged  violation,  kindly 
advise  us,  and  we  will  defend  same  for  you." 
Tlieeo  agent^  and  some  of  tho.  manufacturers  who  have  con- 
ducted cori"espondenoe  "with  the  Comandssion  have  assunied  an 
innocent  ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  Wisconsin  statutes,  and 
liavo  blandly  plead  that  tlieir  products  complied  strictly  with 
the  prov^isions  of  the  Unitefl  States  laws  and  tlie  rulings  thereon 
by  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Internal  Kevenue. 

The  dissembling  course  with  which  some  of  tlicse  people  ha.vc 
ciuiductcd  tlieir  unlawful  business  has  furnished  an  extreme 
exhibition  of  impudent  effrontei-y  to  the  intelligeneo  and  law- 
kbiding  spirit  of  die  dealers  and  citizens  of  this  state.  The 
United  States  oleomargarine  law,  approved  May  9,  1902, 
under  wliich  Gverj  oleomargarine  manufacturer  must  conduct 
liis  business,  explicitly  states  in  its  title  and  includes  in  its  pro- 
visions, that  oleomargarine  and  other  imitation  dairy  products 
are  subject  to  the  laws  of  any  st4ite  or  territory  or  the  District 
of  Coluniibia  into  which  they  are  transported.  The  following 
is  quoted  from  that  act : 

United  States  Oleomargarme  Law, 
"Act  of  Augujst  2,  1886,  as  amended  by  acts  of  Octo- 
ber 1,  1890,  and  May  9,  1902,  to  make  oleomargarine 
and  otlier  imitation  dairy  products  subject  to  tJie  laws 
of  any  state  or  teiTitory,  or  tlie  District  of  Coliunl>ia, 
into  which  tlioy  are  transported,  and  to  diange  the  tax 
on  oleomargarine,  and  to  impose  a  tax,  provide  for  the 
inspection,  and  regulate  tlie  manufacture  and  sale  of 
certain  dairy  products,  and  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^An 
act  defining  butter,  also  imposing  a  tax  upon  and  regu- 
lating the  manufacture,  sale,  importation,  and  exjwrta- 
tion  of  oleoma rgtirine,"  approved  AugiLst  2,  1880. 

"Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  as- 
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sembledj  That  all  articles  known  as  oleomargarino,  but- 
terine,  imitation,  process,  i-enovated,  or  adulterated  but- 
ter, or  imitation  cheese,  or  any  substance  in  the  sem- 
blance of  butter  or  cheese  not  the  usual  product  of  tlie 
dairy  and  not  made  exclusively  of  pure  and  unadulter- 
ated milk  or  cream*,  transported  into  any  state  or  terri 
toiy  or  the  District  of  Gohrnibi^,  and  remaining  therein 
for  use,  consumption,  sale  or  storage  therein,  diall, 
nipoTi  tlie  arrival  witliin  the  limits  of  such  state  or  ter- 
ritory or  the  District  of  Columbia,  be  subject  to  the  op- 
eration and  effect  of  the  laws  of  sudi  state  or  territory 
or  the  District  of  Columbia,  enacted  in  the  exercise  of 
its  police  powers  tx>  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same 
mannei'  as  though  such  articles  or  substances  had  been 
produced  in  such  state  or  teiTitory  or  tlie  District  of 
Columbia,  and  shall  not  bo  exempt  therefronij  by  reason 
of  being  introduced  therein  in  original  packages  or 
otlierwise." 

Moreover,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  in  Plumley  vs. 
Mass.,  155  U.  S.,  461,  by  Justice  Harlan,  first  quoting  Section 
3243  of  tlijo  Revised  Statutes  of  U.  S.  in  these  words: 

*^The  payment  of  any  tax  imposed  by  the  Intenxal 
■  revenue  laws  for  caiTy ing  on  any  trade  or  business  shall 
not  be  held  to  exempt  any  person,  from  any  penalty  or 
pimishniient  provided  by  tlie  laws  of  any  state  for  carry- 
ing on  tlie  same  within  sucli  state  or  in  any  mianiijer  to 
autliorizo  the  commencement  or  continuance  of  such 
trade  or  business  contrary  to  the  laws  of  such  state," 
said: 

^'It  is  manifest  that  this  section  was  incorporated  into 
the  act  of  August  2,  1886,  to  make  it  clear  that  congress 
had  no  purpose  to  restrict  the  power  of  the  states  over 
the  subject  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  oleomjarga- 
rine  witliin  their  respective  limits."     *     *     *     * 

fTlie  provisions  of  the  act  ^'relieve  the  manufacturer 
or  seller,  if  he  conforms  to  the  regulations  prescribed 
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by  congress  or  by  the  comnussioner  of  internal  revenue 
under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  im  that  regard, 
from  penal t3^  or  punishment  so  far  as  the  general  gov- 
ernment is  concerned,  but  they  do  not  interfere  with  the 
exercise  by  Uie  states  of  any  authority  they  possess  of 
preventing  deception  or  fraud  in  the  sales  of  property 
within  their  respective  limits/' 

In  view  of  the  forc^ing,  it  is  apparent  that  the  efforts  of 
soiiie  of  the  agents  of  certain  manufacturers  to  ignore  tlie  im- 
mistakable  provisions  of  Wisconsin  law  and  delude  dealers 
intn  the  belief  tliat  tlie  sale  is  lawful  in  Wisconsin  of  oleomar- 
garine not  "free  from  coloration  or  ingredient  that  causes  it 
to  look  like  butter,"  must  be  regarded  as  wholly  disingenuous. 

As  to  the  liability  of  dealers,  it  may  be  said  that  the  Ameri- 
can and  English  Encyclopedia  of  Law,  Vol.  4,  p.  689,  states: 

"It  is  a  well  established  principle  of  law  that  igno- 
rance of  fact  is  no  defense  where  the  statute  makes  tlie 
offense  indictable  irrespective  of  guilty  knowledge,  and 
this  principle  has  been  sustained  by  the  supreme  court 
of  Wisconsin." 

It  should  be  said  in  behalf  of  tiie  Wisconsin  dealers,  that 
when,  through  the  efforts  of  this  commission,  tliey  have  be^.n 
made  acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  law  and  tlie  rulings 
of  the  conunissic^her  thereoni,  they  have  as  a  rule  and  with  few 
exc(>ptions,  shown  a  willingness  and  readiness  to  conduct  tlieir 
Inisiiiess  within  the  limitations  of  the  laws  of  the  state. 

Where  violations  of  the  law  continue,  prosecutions  must  1x3 
instituted  against  the  offenders  to  the  full  extent  of  the  author- 
itv  and  force  of  this  oommission.

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THE  WISCONSIN  DAIRY  SCHOOL  AND  IITS 

WORK.

The  Wiscansin  Agiucultiiral  C-olle^e  instituted  tlie  first  dairy 
soliool  m  America.  Tlio  first  (Jass  of  two  students  met  in  a 
little  frame  building  at  the  university  farm  in  January,  1800. 
Tlio  next  year  there  were  seventy  students  enrolled,  anid  the 
legislature  tlion  in  session,  seeing  our  crowded  condijtion,  gave 
the  means  with  which  we  crwtod  Tliram  Smith  Hall,  the  prcs- 
ent  daily  building.  The  reason  for  the  rapid  expansion  from 
two  students  to  seventy  the  next  .year  was  the  discovery  or  in 
vention  of  the  Babcoek  Milk  Test,  which  greatly  increased  tlie 
interest  of  dairjanen,  and  especially,  buttermaters,  in  their  vo- 
cation. At  tlio  time  the  test  was  brought  out,  cooperative  or 
associated  buttonnakiuff  was  in  a  bad  wav.  Farmers  who  taJce 
their  milk  to  a  cheese  factory  can  pool  iit  by  weight  with  some 
small  meafiuro  of  justice  to  each  patron,  although  such  a  sys- 
tem; is  far  from  what  it  should  be.  To  pool  milk  by  weight 
for  buttennaJcing  purjx>ses  is  practically  out  of  the  question. 
Tlie  centrifugal  cream  separator  then  coming  into  use  was  all 
right  for  separating  the  fat  from  lai'ge  quantities  of  milk,  and 
inadc  that  end  of  the  proposition  a  simple  one,  but  there  was 
no  way  before  tlie  Babcoek  test  came  out  of  accurately  and 
qui(»,kly  determining  how  much  fat  tliere  was  in  each  patron's 
milk  or  telling  when  the  separator  was  doing  its  ^TOrk  prop- 
erly.    In  pooling  milk  by  weight  alone  for  buttermaking  pur- 
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{xjses,  sharp  practices  soon  came  intx)  vogue.  Some  mien,  delib- 
erately ^vate^€^d  their  milk,  others  skimmied  it.  Still  others 
Umght  or>\^s  which  gave  largo  quantities  of  low  grade  milk  as 
to  fat.  The  honest  patrons  and  those  having  cows  giving  rich 
111  ilk,  %vero  quitting  the  factories  and  going  back  to  private 
Jairj'iiig.  When  Dr.  Bahcock  of  this  Station  gave  to  the  world, 
witliont  patent,  the  fat  test  which  bears  his  name,  he  did  for 
(lairying  in.  a  way  what  the  telegraph  ha3  been  to  the  railroads 
and  t*>  biisianess  generally. 

Iliraiu  Smith  Hall  was  named  for  that  veteran  dairyman  who 
for  twelve  years  ser\^ed  on  the  Board  of  Regents  and  worked 
in  season  and  out  of  season  for  the  advancement  of  dairyiiig, 
and  toward  the  close  of  his  useful  career  ho  urged  the  start- 
ing of  a  dairy  school.  Back  of  the  dairy  school  and  back  of 
llirani  SmitJi  was  the  Wisconsin  Dairymen^s  Association,  tliat 
jHAverfnl  organization  of  unselfish  men  who  have  done  so  much 
for  dairA'ing  in  this  commonwealth. 

As  now  organized,  the  Wisconsin  Dairy  School  offers  a  win- 
ter   cours<^    to   butterniakers   and   cheesemJakors   lasting  t\^^lve 
weeks.       Each  student  must  l.eforo  entering  the  school  have 
worked   at  least  four  months  in  a  creamery  or  cheese  factory. 
Dnring  tJds  time  he  will  learn  much  concerning  factory  opera- 
tions  and   familiarize  himself  witJh  dairy  miethods  in  general, 
witli    tools,   apparatus,  etc.     The  youn/a:  uian  who  lias  wisely 
iised  his  time  in  the  creameiy  or  cheese  factory,  when  he  reaches 
the  sclio<d  is  in  TX>sition  to  make  the  most  of  the  opportunities 
oflFered  hiiu  thera     The  Dairy  School  was  built  to  accomnnodate 
one  hundred  pupils,  but,  by  crowding,  from  120  to  130  have  at- 

tend'^tl  eacli  year  for  several  years  past. 

The  order  of  the  day  is  as  follows:  At  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning  the  students  assemble  for  a  lecture,  which  lasts  from 
eight  o'clock  to  eight-fifty.  By  nine  o'clock  the  class  has  sepa- 
rated to  its  four  divisions:  the  first  section,  numbering  one- 
fourth  of  the  students,  repairs  to  the  cheese  room  for  instnic- 
tion  in  the  making  of  cheese;  section  II  goes  to  the  creamery 
for  instruction  in  buttermaking ;  section  III  re]>airs  to  the 
laboratory  on  the  third  floor  for  work  in  milk   testing,  while 
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section  IV  passes  to  an  adjoining  building  where  instruction 
is  given  in  the  care  and  management  of  boilers,  the  steam  en- 
gine, also  in  pipe-cutting,  pipe-fitting,  soldering,  and  belt 
lacing.  About  thirty  students  work  in  each  section.  The  Work 
oontiniuea  until  twelve  o'clock.  The  cheesemaking  naturally 
goes  on  longer.  In  the  afternoon  students  return  for  iaistruc- 
tion  in  the  miaking  of  starters  for  the  creanuery  tod  cheese  fact- 
ory, for  additional  work  mth  engines,  etc. 

To  gain  some  idea  of  the  facilities  and  equipment  of  the  school, 
let  it  be  said  that  the  dairy  building,  Iliram  Smith  Hall,  repre- 
sents a  total  outlay  of  about  $45,000  for  the  structure  proper, 
while  the  machineiy  and  apparatus  used  for  tJhe  instruction 
of  the  students  is  worth  over  $12,000  additional.  Three  mill- 
ion pounds  of  milk  are  yearly  manufactured  into  butter,  cheese, 
pasteurized  cream  and  pasteurized  milk.  Last  year  the  prod 
ucts  from  the  Dairj'  School  sold  for  about  $39,000.  Butter 
made  at  the  creamery''  is  sold  at  Madison,  Chicago  and  other 
cities.  Pasteurized  cream,  is  sold  in  Madison,  and  shipped 
daily  to  Milwaukee  and  Chicago.  The  following  varieties  of 
cheese  are  made  at  the  Dairy  School:  Cheddar,  Swiss,  Brick, 
Limburger,  Edam  and  Oouda. 

Not  only  has  the  Wisconsin  Dairj^  School  given  to  the  world 
the  liabcock  Milk  Test,  Init  it  also  brought  out  the  Wisconsin 
(^urd  Test,  a  method  of  determining  and  locating  the  bad  milk. 
With  this  test  the  cheesemaker  and  buttermaker  can  quickly 
and  accurately  find  whidi  patron  is  turning  in  poor  milk  if 
lie  has  trouble  in  that  direction.  When  the  operator  has  located 
the  farm  that  furnishes  the  poor  milk,  he  can  visit  it  and  with 
the  curd  test  find  out  which  cow  is  producing  the  bad  milk, 
if  the  trouble  is  due  to  a  single  cow,  as  it  sometimes  is.  The 
Biabcock  Milk  Test  has  been  proven  to  be  worth  not  lees  than 
$800,000  annually  to  the  dairymen  of  Wisconsin.  The  Wis- 
consin Curd  Test  is  easily  worth  all  that  the  College  of  Agri- 
culture costs  the  commonwealth. 

Nor  are  these  discoveries  and  inventions  all  lihat  the  Dairy 
School  has  given  our  people.  Recently  a  series  of  discoveries 
has  been  made  in  regard  to  cheese  ripening,  which  has  e^ent 
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iiated  in  what  is  known  as  "tho  cold-curing  of  cheese."  It  has 
been  found  that  it  is  best  to  cure  c'heese  at  low  temperatures, — 
so  low  that  when  the  method  was  first  broached  to  old  cheese- 
makers  and  cheese  authorities,  we  were  told  that  such  a  thing 
was  impossible,  that  cheese  cured  in  the  cold  would  be  bitter  and 
worthless.  Tests  repeatedly''  made  show  that  such  is  not  tlie 
ease,  but  that  cold-cured  cheese  shrink  less  and  are  of  finer 
quality  than  those  cured  at  tho  ordin^y  temperature.  By 
adopting  tho  cold-curin*^  system,  the  methods  of  handling  cheese 
will  be  greatly  modified.  In  building  cheese  factories  there  is 
no  need  of  providing  a  curing  Zoom.  All  tliat  is  needed  is  to 
build  a  placo  wliere  tho  milk  can  be  worked  into  cheese.  The 
green  cheese  as  soon  as  made  are  sliipix^d  to  central  storage 
houses  where  they  are  handled  by  experts  and  cured  at  low 
temperatures.  Under  this  system,  because  there  is  no  curing 
room  needed,  manv  hundreds  of  dollars  can  be  saved  in  the  con- 
struction  of  each  cheese  factory,  and  the  cheesemaker,  hereto 
fore  always  overw*orked  and  usually  in  trouble  because  of  the 
difficulties  of  properly  curing  his  cheese,  will  be  relieved  of  that 
onerous  part  of  his  duties  and  can  give  more  time  and  closer 
attention  to  securing  good  pure  milk  and  to  the  processes  of 
manufacture.  Shipj^  to  a  central  point,  trained  men  will 
there  handle  the  cheese  in  the  best  possible  manner  and"  the 
cheese  can  be  held  until  they  pass  out  for  direct  consumption. 

The  Wisconsin  Dairy  School  has  turned  out  in  all  1,406 
trained  butter-  and  cheese-makei"8,  and  the  Avork  still  goes  on. 
Applicants  n.re  already  registering  for  tlio  next  class.  Wonu^n 
are  admiitted  on  the  same  terms  as  menj,  and  each  class  has  some 
women  in  it  learning  the  trade.  Those  w^ishing  inf(>rmati()n 
concerning  the  school  should  apply  to  Prof.  E.  H.  Farringkui, 
Madison,  Wis.,  asking  for  an  illustrated  circular,  which  will 
give  a  detailed  account  of  the  course  and  other  inforniiiition. 

But  the  Dairy  School  does  still  more  than  already  recounted. 
Each  winter  it  teaches  farm  dairv^ing  to  al)OUt  180  young  men 
and  young  womien  pursuiing  the  Short  Course  in  Agriculture. 
These*  are  taught  butter-making  as  it  is  practiced  on  the  farm. 
During  tho  past  term  fann  students  have  been  operating  eight- 
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eeu  diflfea*eixt  kinds  of  hand  cream  separators  and  many  kmds 
of  chums.  Thus  each  pupil  becomes  familiar  with  the  latest 
kinds  of  famn-daiiy  machinery.  Persons  wishiiif^  infomrntioc 
concerning  tliis  and  other  lines  of  instruction,  covered  by  tho 
Short  Course  should  address  K.  A.  Moore,  Madison,  Wis.,  cali- 
ing  for  the  illustrated  cir<5ular  on  the  Short  Course  in  Agricul- 
ture. 

Wisconsin  may  well  bo  proud  of  her  advancement  in  dain^- 
ing.  First  of  all,  and  oldest,  comes  the  Dairyman's  Associa- 
tion, founded  thirty-^ne  years  ago  by  a  little  band  of  far-seeiiif: 
citizens.  In  1890  came  the  Dairy  School,  then  office  of  Dair.' 
and  Food  Commissioner  vnth  its  great  work  of  preventing 
fraud  and  co-operating  with  all  the  otlier  organiEations.  Eo- 
cently  there  have  been  established  a  State  Cheesemakers'  Asso- 
ciation  and  a  State  Buttermakers'  Association,  both  powerful 
organizations  devoted  to  their  specialties.  Several  hundred  of 
our  former  pupils  are  now  operating  creameries  and  cheese  fac- 
tories in  tihe  state.  Somle  are  extensively  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness and  nearly  all  are  an  honor  to  their  calling  and  a  credit 
to  the  School.  Besides  all  these  it  has  turned  out  about  1,300 
young  men  trained  to  make  butter  as  it  is  miade  on  the  farm  bv 
the  latest  machitnery  and  methods.  Surely,  with  all  of  the  dis- 
coveries to  its  credit  as  well  as  the  largo  number  of  pupils  then* 
has  been  accomplished  a  vast  good  since  the^rst  dairy  school 
was  started  and  ITiram-Smith  ITall  built.  Who  can  cite  a  c^so 
of  where  the  State  of  Wi§a>nsin  rocx^ivod  a  bettor  return  for 
monev  invested  than  what  it  has  granted  for  this  effort? 
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kEEDS  OF  THE  WISCONSIN  CHEESE  INDUSTRY.

\To<V\\e\-\oi\  of  tlie  IBabeock  t^cst  for  fat.     Second,  the  Wisconsin 
curd  lest    teach-ing  a  more  definite  knowledge  regardi^ng  tho  va- 
rious f  cni^entations  that  so  greatly  influence  milk  and  its  prod- 
ucts.     Tliircl,   the  recent  experiments  in  curing  cheese  at  low 
tcuipcraturee.      rourth,  tho  requirements  of  the  markets  for  a 
hifi^her  grade  of  excellence  in  cheese  and  the  increasing  public 
deiuaud   for  pure,  clean  dairy  products.     All  this  has  created 
a  need  in  W^isconsin  for  educated  cheosemakors.     Gheesemakcrs 
who  are  not,  only  skilled  in  tlieir  profession  over  the  cheese-vat 
and  in  the  euring-roomi  but  makera  of  a  broader  education  and 
cal'-lM^r. 

Several  conditions  aflFect  the  quality  of  milk  intended  for 
<*heese  production.  In  tlie  first  place,  it  must  be  secreted  from 
healthy  cows,  fed  on  pure  food  and  kept  in  clean  stables.  Sec- 
ond, it  must  1)0  of  high  quality  so  far  as  tho  composition  is  con- 
i*emed-  Tliird,  it  nuist  be  so  treated  that  the  fat  does  not  read- 
ily separate  ivom  the  other  solids,  and  it  miust  not  undergo  fer- 
iiientatiou.     l^ast  of  all,  ift  must  be  clean.. 

Xow,  I  telieve,  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  Wis<*onsiu 
<4ieeso  industry  is  that  of  trained  makers  capable  of  teaching 
the  fanner  the  iinproveil  methods  of  handling  st/>ck,  what  and 
how  t'>  feed  that  st(x»k  wutha  view  of  securing  econ<>my  in  the 
produL'tian  of  nuilk,  perfection  in  caring  for  it,  and  intelligence 
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in  marketing  it,  thus  correcting  the  mistakes,  nncleanliness  and 
disorder  of  careless  and  incompetent  dair^'^men. 

I  very  mnoh  advocate  the  holding  of  evening  meetings  of  the 
patrons  and  their  families.  Take  the  Babcock  milk  test  and 
the  curd  test  into  these  meetings  with  you.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  every  cheesemaker  to  do  some  good  for  himself  and 
the  conuniinity  in  which  he  does  business.  Get  acquainted 
with  your  patrons  and  the  farming  community  around  you. 
Study  them  and  find  out  just  what  they  need  to  make  them  suc- 
cessful dairjTnen.  Call  these  m«eetings  once  each  mionth;  have 
faith  in  ymirself,  faith  in  the  cause  you  advocate  and  faith  in 
your  patrons.  Although  you  may  not  succeed  at  once  in  secur- 
ing radical  reforms,  or  in  establishing  a  model  dairy  commun- 
ity, yet  your  labors  will  bear  ultimate  fruits.  Make  the  cheese 
factory  what  it  should  be — a  liocal  dairy  school  and  the  com- 
mfunity  in  whidh  yon  live  mil  learn  to  rise  up  and  bless  you. 

We  need  cheesemakers  who  can  and  will  take  the  pains  to 
show  the  patron  that  when  he  delivers  tainted  or  sour  milk  to 
the  factory  it  means  a  direct  loss  of  dollars  and  cents  to  him 
and  his  neighbors  associated  with  him.  If  a  factory  of  10,000 
pounds  of  miilk  per  day  accepts  three  or  four  cans  of  sour, 
tainted  or  gassy  milk,  at  the  very  lowest  estimate  it  will  take 
one  pound  more  milk  to  make  a  pound  of  cheese,  than  if  all  the 
milk  had  been  sweet,  clean,  and  well  flavored.  Suppose  cheese 
to  be  w^rth  tcni  cents  per  pound ;  tihe  loss  to  tlie  patrons,  in  this 
case,  wonld  be  $8.00.  In  thirty  days  the  loss  sustained  would 
reach  the  simi  of  $240.00.  N'ow  if  the  cheesemaker  is  skilled 
in  the  art  of  teaching  and  giving  instruction  to  patrons,  this  very 
serious  loss  can  be  stopped  in  a  day  and  the  patrons  will  have 
more  mioney,  the  cheesemaker  less  trouble,  and  our  Wisconsin 
cheese  will  merit  the  reputation  it  should  have, — "the  very  fin- 
est cheese  in  the  world." 

Wo  need  the  services  erf  a  larger  number  of  skilled  cheese- 
instructors  who  are  thoroughly  acquainted  Avith.  the  business, 
f  mm  the  cow  to  tlie  marketiing,  to  give  their  entire  attention  and 
instructions  to  the  factories  of  the  State.  The  best  of  cheese- 
makers  shut  up  in  the  individual  factory  are  quite  apt  to  get 
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into  ruts  frain  foreo  of  habit.  The  txaveliiig  instructor  is  inj  a 
[)osition  which  gives  him  a  wider  field  of  vision,  meeting  new 
conditions  and  varied  experiences  daily,  grasping  more  and 
newer  ideas  enabling  him  to  readily  detect  defects  in  the  factory 
that  would  not  come  to  the  notice  of  the  maker  deprived  of  these 
advantages.  In  those  localities  where  the  instnictors  sent  out 
by  this  Association  have  labored,  marked  imiprovemonts  in  fac- 
tory buildings,  factory  equipment  and  factory  surroundings  are 
very  noticeable.  A  more  uniform  and  higher  grade  of  excel- 
lence in  the  manufacture  of  cheese  has  invariably  resulted  from 
field  work  of  this  dharacter. 

The  cheese  industry  of  this  state  needs  more  inspectors,  a 
larger  force  of  assistant  comanissioners  to  enforce  the  dairy  laws 
of  the  state.  Ever}'  dairyman  in  Wisconsin  should  aid  Dairy 
and  Food  Commissioner  Emery  in  his  eiTorts  in  securing  legis- 
lation providing  for  an  increase  in  the  working  force  of  hfe 
office. 

Wisconsin  needs  larger  and  better  equipped  factories,  better 
curing  facilities,  better  methods  of  caring  for  and  distributing 
the  whey,  better  sewage  systems. 

Many  of  our  factories  are  so  small  that  they  struggle  along, 
year  after  year,  hardly  paying  expenses,  and  could  not  exist  at 
all,  onily  as  they  employ  cheap  cheesemakers.  Here  is  a  great 
evil.  Wisconsin,  with  her  small  factories,  employing  boys  at 
from  $25.00  to  640.00  per  month,  these  boys  having  learned  the 
trade  in  from  two  to  four  months,  in  any  kind  of  a  factory  that 
would  accept  them,  is  doing  a  great  injustice  to  the  young  man 
who  works  one  or  more  entire  seasons  under  some  skilled  maker 
for  his  board,  and  then  goes  to  the  expense  of  taking  a  course 
in  our  State  Dairy  School,  and  after  all  this  mtust  enter  into 
competition  for  positions  with  these  cheap  makers.  This  con- 
dition of  affairs  must  exist  so  long  as  our  small  factories  exist. 

Cooperation  among  dairy  farmers  has  proved  a  grand  success, 

and  I  believe  the  time  has  now  come  for  cooperation  among 

cheese  factories  themselves,  and  consolidation  where  practicable. 

The  same  arguments  which  were  used  in  favor  of  having  a  nnnv 
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bcr  of  clieosionijaking  fai'iiiers  associate  in  their  work,  may  be 
upplieil  to  a  group  of  neighboring  factories,  where  they  are  well 
situated  as  to  transportation,  etc.  llarmonioua  and  systematic 
coo}>era.tion  would  mean  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  niianuf  actur- 
iiig,  economy  of  administration,  improvement  iin  sales,  and  a 
more  unifonn  and  b<?tter  article.  Small  factories  cannot  afford 
to  l)uild  model  curing  rooms,  or  emlploy  skilled  labor,  but  a 
group  of  15  or  20  factories  could  build  a  grand  model  curing 
room.  All  choose  could  be  transported  to  the  union  curing 
room,  where  an  exi)ert  would  handle  them  until  ready  for  the 
market. 

For  example,  we  have  twelve,  fift-tx^n  or  twenty  factories,  ro 
ceiviug  miiJk  in  a  contiguous  territory,  ajiri  in  place  of  each  one 
building  an  independent  curing  r(x>m  and  ripening  the  che<^se 
themselves  ofteiii  under  adverse  conditions,  these  cheese  can  just 
as  wx?ll  bo  sent  to  a  central  station,  where  they  caii  be  hiuidled 
Ixitter  and  with  more  economv,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  with 
the  inauguration  of  this  cold-curing  system  of  cheesy  ripening 
that  the  cheese  industry  of  Wisrxmsin  can  be  given  a  forward 
impetus  that  will  be  of  greatest  value. 

With  reference  to  factory  etjuijnnent  I  want  to  go  on  record 
with  tliis  staitement,  that  no  factory  is  properly  ©quipped  Avith- 
out  tlie  steam  boiler.  Knife  mills  ought  always  to  be  used  and 
the  best  medicine  for  all  peg  mills  tliat  jam  and  tear  the  curd, 
impairing  tJie  texture  of  the  Qheese,  is  the  ax.  No  factory  is 
complete  without  automatic  curd  agitators.  The  agitator  is  su- 
jx^rior  over  hand  lal)or  for  the  folloA\dng  i-oasons:  Firsts  the 
curd  is  kept  constantly  in.  motion  from  one  end  of  tlie  vat  to  the 
other,  allowing  it  to  cook  more  evenly  tlian  it  possibly  could  do 
Wbon  stirred  bv  hand. 

S(X?ond,  by  this  ])Tocess  of  gentle  and  constant  stirruip  the 
curd  is  not  crushed  or  s(]uee7ed  as  is  done  when  stirred  by  hand, 
thereby  securing  an  increased  yield  of  cheese,  and  of  a  supe- 
rior ouality. 

Third,  the  saving  of  lalx>r  whereby  one  man  can  perfonn  the 
work  of  two  or  three  will  not  1k^  too  much  to  claim  for  the  au- 
tonuitic  curd  agitator,  which  once  set  up  in  the  factory  is  ever 
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n»a(ly,  always  willing,  never  gi'owTs  tired,  nor  asks  for  a  holiday 
nor  pH^s  on  a  strike. 

Whey  tanks  should  1k^  jilaeed  at  least  150  feet  from  the  fac- 
tory, hnilt  above  ground  with  tight  fitting  eovei-s.  All  tanks 
^ln.mld  l)e  constructed  so  as  to  a<hnit  of  their  being  oiusily  wa^^lu^d 
and  drained  daily.  The  practice  of  retunung  whey  to  the  fann 
in  the  sanie  cans  in  which  the  milk  is  deliverwl,  makes  it  abso- 
lutely nocossary  that  the  whey  tanJvs  should  l>e  kept  in  as  cleanly 
contlitii  n  a>  is  the  chec^se  vat. 

Tlio  proldeni  of  sewage  Ls:  ^'llow  shall  tlic  organic  niatt-(*rs 
intnseut  in  sewagt>  Ix-,  so  disi)os(Ml  of  with  the  loiist  cost  that  th(\y 
shall  not  create  nuisances  either  on  the  surfa<*e  of  the  soil,  along 
tlK»  banks  of  streams  or  by  their  excv«sive  presence  in  the  water 
of  stn^amB,  or  that  they  shall  not  iKdlutc  the  water  of  wells  or 
>troaiijs  which  may  Ix*  drunk  either  by  nijan  or  Ix^ast  with  in- 
jury to  henItJi  as  a  result  V^ 

I  liuvo  had  struck  off  on  the  pajKvm  distributed  the  cut  with 
t^Mnpkto  des(»riptive  matter  giving  plan  of  Surface  System  Scw- 
iHi^'  as  presenti^d  by  i[r.  Arehibald  Smith  of  Canaxla  Ix'fore  the 
^  iK'OvHciiiakers'  Association  one  year  a^o  at  !M  ilwaukec*,.  In 
^  Hna^la  this  system  of  disposing  of  factory  sewage  has  |>roven,  a 
(^nnplote  suc^x^s.  I  trust  you  will  look  over  the  (l<\sc>rii>tive 
Hiatter  caw^fullv. 

I  have  alwavs  felt  that  the  cheese  industry  would  l)e  mat<M'i- 
••'•y  improve<l  if  the  buyers  ])a:«d  for  ch(x^<<*  acxv>rding  to  it«  real 
Viilne.  I  willingly  Wieve  tliat  most  buyers  are  just  and  hon- 
<*!^t  in  tlieir  dc»alinij:s.  1Iowcv(m\  (d'tentime«  avIuto  one  buver 
'^f  finn  secure??  practically  the  entire  work  of  one  lo(»ality  the 
prices  obtained  are  very  nearly  the  sanu*;  although  avo  know 

fee  arc  sometimes  verv  nuirked  differcMices  in  the  (nialitv  of 

•  It' 

tho  g»)0€ls.     This  condition  of  aff^iirs  is  not  likely  to  stimulaU> 
xoal  and  if)  induce  men  to  imf)rove  in  their  business.     It  offer-^ 
no  onoouragement  to  the  dairy  farmers  to  make  necx'ssan^  (exer- 
tions when  they  know  they  will  derive  no  ":reatcr  In'TH^fit   bv 
their  attention,  than  those  Avho  carry  on.  their  business  mechan- 
ically.    Xothing  encourag(^  the  production  of  a  goo<l   artich^ 
more  than  paying  a  good  [)ri<»e  for  it.     The  lx»st  worded  en- 
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dorsetnents  paid  to  the  skilled  maker,  the  imost  eloquent 
speeches  of  the  instructor,  the  best  lectures,  are. less  resonant  in' 
the  ears  of  the  man  who  toils  early  and  late,  than  the  ring  of 
that  metal  we  call  money.  I  know  of  many  districts  where  two 
.prices  are  paid  for  two  diflFerent  qualities  of  cheese;  where  a 
bad  cheese  is  never  accepted  at  the  price  paid  for  good  ones; 
and  that  where  the  same  price  is  paid  for  different  lots  of 
cheese,  ift  has  been  because  all  the  lots  -were  of  the  same  quality. 
But  this  is  not  true  of  all  buyers  in  all  districts.  I  hole!  that 
the  practice  of  paying  the  same  price  for  both  good  and  bad  is 
unfair,  alike  to  the  makers  and  the  patrons.  Where  this  prac- 
tice is  followed,  the  patrons  cannot  blame  the  mlaker  for  any 
mistakes  he  may  make.  For  he,  'svith  cheese  of  the  second  qual- 
ity, mifi^ht  reply  that  he  had  sold  for  the  highest  market  price, 
and  the  patrons  would  have  nothing  to  say.  This  practice  is 
also  unfair  to  the  makers,  because  they  would  all  engoy  the  samie 
reputation  in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  They  who  take  greater 
pains  than  others,  would  not  be  thought  more  of  by  the  public 
than  are  the  second  class  makers.  The  reputation  of  our  cheese 
is  in  question,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  all  patrons,  makers  and  buy- 
ers to  concur  in  strictly  honest  efforts, to  maintaiin  and  build  up 
that  reputation. 

Believing  that  a  large  portion  of  the  poor  cheese  of  Wiscon- 
sin is  made  by  inexperienced  makers,  I  would  favor  the  enact- 
ment of  a  law  lijcensing  cheesemakers,  and  allowing  only  those 
that  have  had  two  or  more  years'  experience  as  helpers  to  make 
cheese.  We  have  laws  compelling  the  farmer  to  sell  nothing 
but  pure,  unadulterated,  wholesome  milk,  and  imposing  a  pen- 
alty for  the  violation  of  such  laws.  Should  not  the  farmer  and 
the  good  cheesemaker  have  some  laws  protecting  them  and  their 
product  from  the  poor  cheesemaker  ?  Would  it  not  be  well  to 
have  a  law  compelling  every  cheesemaker  to  have  a  license  ? 
These  licenses  could  be  granted  by  a  board  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commission,  State  Traveling  In- 
structors, and  Instructors  in  our  Dairy  School. 

Such  a  board  could  hold  examinations  at  convenient  place? 
through  the  state  during  the  winter,  and  all  those  passing  the 
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examination  would  be  granted  a  permit  and  allowed  to  take 
charge  of  a  factory,  the  inetructors  to  visit  them  during  the  sea- 
son, and  report  on  their  work  throughout  the  season.  At  the 
end  of  the  season  all  makers  that  were  deemed  worthy  by  the 
board  would  be  granted  a  license.  The  instructors  or  board 
should  have  power  to  revoke  a  permit  or  license,  however,  when- 
ever they  found  the  holder  negligent  of  his  duties,  or  in  any 
way  incompetent. 

This  brings  us  to  the  question  of  licensing  the  cheese  factory 
itself.  To  some  these  proposals  may  seem  to  interfere  too 
much  with  the  individual  rights.  But  even  if  the  cheese  fac- 
tory owners  buy  the  milk  straight  from  the  farmers,  the  con- 
suming public  is  surely  entitled  to  some  protection.  It  is  a 
fact  that  many  of  our  cheese  factories  are  dirty,  filthy  old  bams, 
and  unfit  places  in  which  to  manufacture  an  article  of  human 
food.  Such  factories  should  never  receive  a  license.  In  fact 
they  should  be  licensed  out  of  existence.  The  license  fees 
i^hould  go  towards  paying  for  instructors  at  the  factories  and 
among  the  patrons.  This  would  mean  better  equipped  facto- 
ries, better  instruction  and  education  in  dairying,  better  cheese, 
more  remunerative  prices,  an  enviable  reputation,  and  we  would 
have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  all  our  cheese  made  under  clean, 
wholesome  conditions. 

SUB-SURFACE   SYSTEM   SEWAGE. 

Make  a  box  with  a  partition  through  the  center  thus  forming 
two  boxes,  either  one  of  which  should  be  large  enough  to  hold 
the  washing  of  the  factor^''  for  a  single  day  wliich  is  supposed 
to  be  about  250  gallons  for  the  average  factory.  This  box  may 
l)e  situated  near  the  factory  or  at  any  distance  from  it  as  the 
conditions  permit  If  the  factory  is  elevated  sufficiently  the 
liox  may  be  placed  on  top  of  the  ground  in  wliich  case  it  would 
bo  preferable  to  build  it  of  brick  or  stone,  well  bedded  in  cement 
to  prevent  any  leakage.  The  top  should  be  a)vered  tightly  to 
prevent  the  escape  of  noxious  gases  formed  within  it  Other- 
wise it  should  be  sunk  in  the  ground  and  covered  with  earth. 


jt 
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Then  in  laying  tJie  drain  from  the  factory  to  the  lx>x  it  is-  ad- 
visable to  use  sower  ^npe  if  l^he  well  or  "svater  supply  is  ntear, 
uthoi'wi!^*  ordinary  field  tile  would  do  and  \v()uld  l)o  much  more 
economical.  It  is  neceif?sary  to  provide  a  trap  in  this  drain  near 
tlie  factory  to  ])revent  anv  foul  smells  retnrninff  to  the  factory. 
Then  att^ich  a  ventilator  piix^-  (a  2-inch  galvanized  piix>  will 
do)  to  tlie  drain  and  cany  it  np  alK)ye  tlie  RX^f  i>f  tlio  building. 
This  will  c^n'y  off  the  ffases  fonnod  in  the  lx>x  or  (^rain.  It  i> 
also  iKK'essary  to  have  a  small  gooscvnecked  pi]K^  attached  to  tlie 
1k>x  whicli  admits  fresh  air  to  the  1k>x  and  forjns  a  draught  for 
tlio  vcnt:ilatx>r  or  otherwise  the  gas<>s  formed  in  the  box  in  a 
short  time  would  burst  it. 

Tlie>  l)ox  as  you  wrill  uotiw.*  from  the  illustration  is  provided 
with  a  jiartition  (K)  in  the  center  and  ])a.ssiiug  through  this 
partition  is  a  small  ])ipe  (F)  which  extc^nds  down  to  the  center 
from  near  the  top.  When  the  first  Ik>x  (D)  lxvx>mx?s  full  it' is 
allowed  tx^)  filter  through  into  the  sccoiiid  l)ox  (())  and  on  account 
of  ks  luring  taken  from  1)c1(AV  the  surface  nothing  but  the  liquid 
niatt^a-  flows  t^hrom»'h.  The  solid  matter  is  retained  and  is 
(juickly  decxrtiiposcHl  or  oxidized  by  the  different  formis  of  bac- 
t(M'ia  at  work  on  it. 

A  filter  IkmI  is  then,  provided  by  laving  a  sufficient  number 
of  four  inch  tile  to  hohl  the  w^ater  in  the  l)ox.  Two  ordinary 
'four  inch  tile  will  hold  a  gallon.  They  should  be  perfectly 
lev(d  and  have  no  outh.^t.  The  sewage  can  bo  disposed  of  in  a 
very  sliort  si>aco  by  constructing  one  long  drain  and  a  lunnber 
of  bram^h  drains  from  t(^n  to  12  fe<^t  apart.  This  filtor  IxhI 
must  1k3  at  le-ast  from  18  to  24  inclu«>  Mow  the  surface. 

This  sci'iond  l)ox  is  piT>vided  with  a  ping  or  valve  (L)  whicli 
cl(>s(\s  tightly  the  o])ening  of  the  drain.  Some  object  to  the 
])lug  as  soniK^tiuK^  it  might  Ixj  forgotten  to  Ik*  pulled  out  and 
the  s(nvag(»  in  the  tank  would  overllow  causinig  the  drain  \m}- 
twci^n  the  factory  and  the  l)ox  to  fill  up.  This  liowever  may  be 
frverconwi  by  having  an  oveHhvw  ])ipe  from  seccmd  lx>x  to  drain 
f>ff  the  filter  bed.  An  ant^omatic  valve  may  Ik's  usetl  whi<*h  wmII 
ojxMi  w^hen  the  tank  Inicomes  full  and  after  disduirging  all  iti> 
contcMjts  close  again.     Now  when  the  second  Ik>x  l)ecomes  full 
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wUch  is  known  by  an  indicator  and  float  attached  to  it  tbe 
valve  or  plug  is  lifted  and  the  sewage  allowed  to  run  out  verj 
quickly.  The  outlet  is  then  closed  and  it  is  necessary  that  it 
be  closed  tightly  otherwise  the  sewage  will  be  running  gradu- 
ally inito  the  drain  and  if  there  happens  to  be  any  sediment  in 
the  box  it  will  run  into  the  drain  and  there  will  not  be  sufficient 
force  in  the  water  to  carry  it  and  distribute  throughout  the 
drain  and  consequently  your  drain  soon  becomes  filled  up.  It 
is  also  necessary  to  provide  one  or  two  ventilators  in  the  drain 
to  allow  the  air  to  escape  as  the  water  runs  in. 

By  tlie  time  the  box  is  refilled  tlie  water  in  the  tile  has  been 
absorbed  by  the  soil  and  any  solid  matter  will  have  been  deoom- 
posed  by  the  action  of  the  bacteria.  The  soil  around  some  fac- 
tories may  be  of  such  a  nature  that  the  water  will  not  all  be 
absorbed  readiJy.  It  would  then  be  necessary  to  underdrain 
the  filtor  bed  which  would  thus  carry  off  the  surplus  moisture 
«and  increase  the  capacity  of  the  filter  bed.  These  under  drains 
should  not  be  put  directly  under  the  other  drain  but  a  long 
drain  shouljl  be  constructed  to  extend  along  each  side  and  then 
branch  drains  to  these  half  way  between  the  branches  of  the 
miaiin  drain.  The  sewage  would  then  drain  through  four  or  five 
feet  of  grouinid  and  would  thus  flow  off  quite  clear. 

When  owing  to  the  price  of  land  or  its  impermeable  charac- 
ter this  method  of  filtering  is  not  wholly  available  the  final  ni- 
trification of  the  sewage  from  the  septic  tank  will  best  be  ac- 
complished by  a  series  of  coke  or  sand  filters  through  which  the 
sewage  will  l)e  allowed  to  pass  slowly  and  intermittently,  the 
tanks  Ix^ing  used  in  succession. 
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BACTERIA  IN  MILK. 


The  Eightli  Annual  Report  of  tlie  New  York  Commissioner 
of  Agriciilturo  contains  a  paper  on  "Bacteria  in.  Milk,"  which 
was  prepared  by  Veranns  A.  Moore,  Professor  of  Comparative 
Pathology  and  Bacteriology  at  tlie  New  York  State  Veterinary 
(V)lkge,  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York. 

His  various  investigations  of  that  subject  are  set  forth  in 
•lotail  in  that  report..  The  results  of  those  investigations,  con- 
corning  the  bacterial  content  of  milk,  together  with  the  requi- 
sites in  handling  it  in  order  that  it  may  be  delivered  to  the  con- 
sumer in  as  unchange<l  condition  as  possible,  are  therein  sumr 
marized  in  tlie  following  deductions: 

1.  Milk  as  it  is  drawn  from  the  udder  contains  a  variable, 
but  rarely  an  excessive,  numl)er  of  bacteria. 

2.  Ordinarily  the  dirt  and  finer  particles  of  dust  that  fall 
inti)  the  pail  during  the  process  of  milking  carry  a  large  num- 
hoT  of  bacteria  witli  them  into  the  milk. 

^),  If  the  stables  are  kept  clean,  the  cows  groomed,  and  the 
^kin  of  the  udder  and  surrounding  parts  arc  carefully  mois- 
tened before  milking,  the  number  of  bacteria  that  gain  entrance 
to  the  milk  from  without  can  be  very  greatly  reduced. 

4.  The  bacteria  in  the  freshly  drawn  milk  do  not  Ix^gin  to 
multiply  to  any  great  extent  for  from  G  to  9  hours  when  kept 
at  a  temperature  of  70  degrees  F.,  or  below.  After  that  time 
lliey  multiply  very  rapidly  if  tlie  temperature  is  favorable. 

5.  If  the  milk  is  carefully  protected  and  promptly  cooled 
down  to  and  kept  at  a  temperature  of  40  degrees  F.,  the  num- 
ber of  bacteria  in  it  will  not  subsequently  exceed  the  nuinl)or 
present  at  the  close  of  the  milking  process.    This  numlx^r  should 
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not  exceed  a  maximfinn  of  100,000  per  cubic  centimjeter.  If  in- 
telligent care  is  exercised,  a  iiiiiiiiumn  of  at  least  10,000  to 
50,000  per  cubic  centimeter  should  bo  nuaintainod.  If  ooolocl 
to  55  degroes  F.,  like  results  are  obtained  for  at  least  3G  to  4S 
hours,  and  often  for  a  niucli  longer  period. 

6.  An  excessive  number  of  bacteria  in  milk  at  anj^  time 
v%nthin  72  hours  after  it  is  drawn  indicates  that  it  has  not  been 
])roj^K*rly  handled.  When  this  is  the  case,  the  milk  is  liable'  to 
contaLn  acids  and  by-].)riKlucts,  which  may  bo  injurious  to  the 
consunuer.  There  is  also  the  further  danger,  as  exemplified  in 
numy  epidemics  of  typlioid  fever,  diphtheria  and  other  infec- 
ti<ms  disesases,  that  tlie  general  carelessness  in  protectimg  milk 
against  contaminations  would  peniiit  the  entrance  into  the  milk 
of  disease  ]>roducing  bacteria  should  these  be  present  on  tlio 
])remises  where  tlie  milk  is  produced. 

7.  There  is  a  pronounced  gt^rmicidal  action  in  the  milk  of 
c<^rt4iin  cows.  It  is  al>sent  in  that  from  others.  In  the  mixed 
milk  fi-om'  a  dairy  it  has  but  a  slight  value  in  reducing  the  ac- 
tual numjlx?r  of  bacteria,  but  it  seems  to  be  Uie  effective,  agent 
in  preventing  the  increavse  of  bacteria  immediately  after  the 
milk  is  drawn  unk^s  it  is  kept  at  the  Ixxly  (98  deuces  F.)  teni- 
j^orature.

Only  a  portion  of  the  time  of  the  dairy  inspector  has  been 
given  to  the  inspection  of  milk  dairies,  factories  and  creameries. 
Ills  assistance  has  been  required  in  the  enforcement  of  the  dairy 
aiid  food  laws,  in. looking  after  those  who  deal  in  adulterated 
foods  of  all  kinds,  in  detecting  fakirs  who  sell  adulterated  goods, 
and  in  preventing  the  unlawful  sale  of  oleomargarine.  Long 
days  and  full  weeks  have  J^een  spent  in  this  work. 

The  inspection  of  dairies  and  city  milk  has  occupied  a  por- 
tion of  time  and  has  done  much  toward  diecking  the  usual 
adulteration  by  watering  and  skimming.  Much  is  still  to  be 
aooomplished  in  the  way  of  cleaner  and  better  stables  and  clean 
milk. 

Stable  inspection  should  continue  and  stringent  measures  ap- 
plied where  occasion  demands.

Gkntlemkx  : — (,*onforinably  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  400, 
laws  of  1901,  1  herewith  have  tlio  honor  to  submit  my  report 
from  October  1,  1900  to  June  30,  1902. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  tlie  general  health 
of  the  inmates  has  been  exceptionally  good.  No  epidemics  have 
prevailed,  and  tlie  almost  total  absence  of  contagious  dise4jses 
of  eveiy  kind  is  a  cause  for  congratulation.  It  is  particularly 
gratifying  to  note  the  infre<iuency  of  tuberculosis,  as  a  cause 
of  death,  in  tlie  niiort4ility  tables,  as  this  disease  is  the  bane  of 
institutions  of  this  character,  where  large  niunbei's  of  people  are 
crowded  together.  Despite  the  general  prevalence  of  siiiall  pox 
throughout  tlie  state,  no  case  of  tliis  disease  has  developed  among 
the  inmates  of  this  institution.  This  iianiunity  is  due  to  tho 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  rule  of  compulsory  vaccination,  which 
applies  alike  to  patients  and  to  employees.  In  all  of  the  vac- 
cinations made  not  oue  untoward  result  has  been  noted. 

The  total  nimiber  of  deatlis  during  tJio  first  twelve  m(nitlis  of 
the  present  administration  was  28.  The  total  numl)cr  for  the 
year  ending  October  1,  1901,  was  28.  This  is  the.  lowest  re- 
corded i>ercentage  of  deaths  since  the  establishment  of  the  insti- 
tution, except  for  the  year  1879.  With  an  improvement  in  the 
liygienic  conditions  influencing  the  health  of  our  patients,  still 
1)etter  results  could  Ixj  attained. 

In  tlie  care  of  our  patients  we  have  endeavored  to  l)o  ever 
mindful  of  the  enlightened  sentiment  and  of  the  improved  and 
more  huniano  methods  of  the  present  day. 

Among  the  i-esources  at  our  command  t^oward  promoting  the 
health  of  our  inmates  there  is  nothing  of  more  value  than  sys- 
tenmtic  eniploymient.

In  the  way  of  better  sanitation  much  needs  to  be  done.  The 
main  building,  though  perhaps  a  model  of  its  kind  for  dex^ade^ 
iigo,  is  now  antiquated  and  in  some  respects  ill  fitted  for  tlie 
))ur{KJse  for  which  it  was  designed. 

The  sewage  system,  is  faulty  to  the  point  of  danger,  the  heatr 
ing  i)lant  inadequate,  the  ventilation  and  light  in  parts  of  the 
building  defective.  As  these  miatters  have  been  made  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  report  to  the  Board  by  Prof.  Storm  Bull  of 
the  State  University,  an  authority  on  these  subjects,  it  would  be 
a  work  of  supererogation  to  further  dwell  upon  them  here. 

For  many  years  the  sewage  of  the  institution  together  with 
the  water  holding  in  solution  and  in  suspension  the  by-products 
formed  in  the  manufactui'e  of  gas  have  been  emptied  dii'ectly  in 
front  of  the  main  building,  into  Lake  Mendota,  from  whidi  tlie 
ice  is  taken  for  hospital  use.  This  is  a  menajee  to  the  healtli, 
and  an  offense  to  the  seiLses,  not  only  of  our  own  popidation, 
but  also  to  nearby  residents  along  the  lake  shore.  This  nuisance 
would  be  tolerated  but  a  short  time  if  it  were  committed  by  a 
])rivate  individual.  The  sewage  should  be  first  collected  into  a 
tank  of  sutKcic^nt  capacity  and  then  pumped  upon  the  land. 

For  tlie  purpose  of  better  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  in- 
mati'^  agiiinst  tlie  introduction  of  contagious  diseases,  a  build- 
ing should  Ix)  crectcnl  wherein  all  pationets  would  be  received, 
supplied  witli  ba tiling  facilities  and  an  apparatus  for  sterilizing 
clothing,  made  sufficiently  large  for  detaining  for  several  days 
tliose  suspected  of  having  b(>pn  exposed  to  contagious  diseases. 
A  small  building  should  also  be  constructed,  remote  fromi  the 
other  buildings,  which  would  serv^e  tlie  purposes  of  an  isolation 
hospital,  in  wliich  cases  of  this  character,  after  tliey  had  devel- 
op(wl,  could  1)0  cared  for  without  danger  to  others. 

In  the  conduct  of  a  hospital  cleanliness  is  next  above  godli- 
ness, and  though  the  "water  cure,"  as  a  means  of  military  dis- 
cipline, has  not  met  with  public  appix>val,  in  the  treatment  of 
nervous  and  mental  disorders  it  is  the  most  effective  curative 
uiioasure  at  tlie  command  of  tlie  alienist.     The  spray  baths  now 
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ill  iiso  lioi*o  do  not  fulfill  the  reqiiireinonts  of  a  well  appointed  in- 
stitution for  the  insane.  The  hospital  should  l)c  provided  with 
nwans  for  g:iving  all  the  different  kinds  of  baths  and  ina^ssa^j^e, 
w^liieh  are  so  essential  to  the  comfort,  Avelfare  and  euro  of  our 
patients. 

Under  the  present  arrangement  there  is  too  close  association 
of  tJio  violent,  noisy  and  unruly  patients  with  those  whose  dis- 
ca^se  i<J  of  a  milder  ty|)e.  The  peace  of  mind,  comfort  and  nv-^r 
of  the  latter  are  const  an  tlv  disturlx^d  and  their  recx>very  retardcMi 
hy  the  former,  for  whom  sepai'ate  (juarters  should  1h»  built. 
The  number  of  this  class  of  case^  is  Ikmu*^  constantly  augmented 
by  the  return  to  the  hospital  of  many  who  have  been  found  to  he 
unmanageable  in  county  asylunte. 

Your  attention  is  espi^ially  directed  to  the  urgent  necessity 
of  l)etter  and  safter  acconumodations  for  those  of  our  patients 
who  are  feeble  and  Inxlridden  fnmi  disease*  and  from  age.  Our 
infiniiaiw  is  not  suitiibly  equip|xxl  for  their  care,  and  its  l<K'a- 
tion — on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  building,  immediately  alK>v(»  tlu». 
amusement  hall,  fifty  feet  distant  from  the  neai-ust  fire  escapi^, 
vntJi  its  entrance  at  tlie  top  of  the  elevator  shaft — is  sufficient 
cause  for  its  condenuiatiem.  The  possible  consequences  in  case 
of  a  serious  conflagration  are  fearful  to  c(mtemplate. 

At  present  no  provision  is  made  for  lighting  i"X)oins  occupied 
by  patients,  and  night  attendant's  are  obliged  to  carrj'  lanterns 
while  performing  their  customaiy  dutiw.  Considerations  alike 
of  safety,  convenience  and  economy  demiuid  that  tliore  Ik?  no 
further  delay  in  installing  a  nHKlern  elec'trical  plant,  with  capac- 
itv  coni'meiLSurato  with  our  n(ieds.

At  ])resent  thirtec'U  dining  rooms,  most  of  whicli  are  ]ight<Ml 
l;v  onlv  <in(*  window,  situatc^l  in  dillVnMit  parts  of  the  Imildinir, 
n^mote  frofu  the  kitchen,  are  us(m1  for  the  accx>minodation  of 
patients.  The  inconvenience  of  this  arrangemcMit  is  quit<^  a])- 
parent,  and  of  necessity  the  fcxKl  sen'tnl  is  often  cold  and  un- 
j)alat4ible.  A  dining  room  of  sufficient  size  to  seat  all  (►f  the 
patients  together  is  greatly  needcnl. 
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A  l)owling  alley  and  gymnasium  wlierein  exercise  could  Ik* 
graduated  according  to  the  condition  of  each  patient  are  ajuong 
I  lie  needs  of  tlie  institution.  The  training  thus  given  to  dis- 
ordered minds  would  lx>  even  greater  than  the  physical  int- 
provem;ent  which  would  result. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  fact  that  the  pay  of 
attendants  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  diaracter  of  the  serv^ico 
demanded.  Their  duties  are  in  many  respects  similap  to  those 
of  the  nur^e.  Their  oualifications  should  be  about  the  same. 
Their  work  is  always  trv'ing,  often  distasteful  and  not  iiifre- 
(luently  dangerous.  Half  the  time  they  are  on  duty  tvvelv(* 
hours  a  day,  the  otlier  half  fourteen  and  one  half  hours  a  day. 
The  present  wage  scale  is,  for  male  attendants,  at  the  l)Oginning 
of  their  employment,  $22  per  month.  The  higlu^t  amount 
which  any  of  them  can  i-eceive  is  $28  per  month,  and  there  arc^ 
l)ut  six  positions  in  which  the  latter  amount  is  paid.  The  fe- 
m'ale  attendants  receive,  at  the  beginning  of  their  emiployment, 
$10  ix>r  month.  The  highest  amount  w^hich  they  can  receive  is 
$19  per  month,  except  six,  who  are  tlie  head  attendants  on  wanls 
and  receive  $21  ]x*r  month.  Those  who  have  followed  the  work 
for  five  or  even  twenty  ye^irs  receive  no  more.  The  average 
length  of  time  of  sen-ice  is  less  than  one  yeai'.  Their  sleeping 
apartments  are  adjoining  those  of  the  patients  for  whom  they- 
care,  in  wards,  the  acoustic  properties  of  which  would  Ix^  ideal 
in  an  auditoriuan,  but  they  are  not  conducive  to  peaceful  re]>os(\ 
Because  of  the  a]>ove  conditions,  the  applicants  ofteneat  seeking 
these  |K)sitionn  are  those  who  are  ^xntliout  employment  (fiT- 
(juently  for  tlio  l)est  of  n^asons)  and,  ^Iicawl)er-like,  are  waitinir 
for  something  to  '*turn  up."  A  dormitory  of  sufficient  eapae- 
ily  for  all  of  tlie  attendants  should  l)e  constnu»ted,  an  additional 
advantage  of  which  would  l)e  that  ac<»omniodation  for  al)out 
seventy  more  ])atients  would  l)e  thus  ]>rovided. 

If  a  more  liln^ral  ])oliey  were  pursue<l  respecting  the  compen- 
sation of  tJiis  class  erf  em'})lovees,  their  wages  graduated  accord- 
ing to  length  and  efficiency  of  sen'ice,  and  if  their  tenure  of 
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offico  were  protected  bv  civil  sennce  niles,  tJiesc  ]x>sitions  Avould 
attract  youn^  men  and  young  ^vmnen  of  tlio  l)et.tcr  class,  ^vll(> 
would  take  np  tliis  occn]>at.ion  as  a  life  work  rather  tliaji  as  a 
temporary  exinnlient,  «Tcatly  to  the  l>ettennent  of  the  sei-vice. 
The  ajdvanta^  of  tnistin/;  the  care  of  tho  unfortunate  to  tJioso 
who  are  earnest,  experienced,  and  humane,  ratlier  than  to  tlie  in- 
different, the  irresixmsible,  and  sometimes  brutal,  is  so  apparent 
that  it  does  not  admit  of  ararument. 

The  carrv'ing  out  of  the  recommendations  heiTiu  miado-will 
lu^cessittxte  the  exjXMiditure  of  a  very  large  sujn  f>f  mcmey,  but 
it  is  to  the  end  that  greater  economy  of  administraticm  will  re- 
sult. Ethical  c<msid(^rations  aside,  and  l(K)king  at  the  miatter 
purely  from  a  utilitaanan  standpoint,  the  l)est  thing  for  the  state 
to  do  with  an  insane  man  is  to  cuit  him,  and  nothing  should  l)e 
left  undone  that  will  tend  toward  the  accomplishmont  of  this  re- 
sult This  should  Ik?  a  hovspital  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name. 
The  };iwi<lent  of  the  Xew  York  State  (Vnumission  in  Lunacy, 
an  acknowledged  authority,  estinmtes  that  the  average  cost  U> 
tho  stat<'  of  each  )>atient  not  curerl  is  $<),0()0.  (\)nsidering  the 
transmis,siou  of  the  hennlitiirv  taint  to  the  families  of  tlu^se

patients  and  their  liability  to  pauiH*rism  and  crime  from  lack  (^f 
supix)rt,  the  ultimate  cost  to  the  ]nib]ie  is  probably  much  in  ex- 
ct»iss  of  this  figure.  The  (]uestion  of  thcMr  care  beco-uw^  oih^ 
worlhy  of  the  carefullest  consideration  and  the  ])rofoundest 
•solicitude  not  only  of  the  abl(\^t  minds  among  students  of  so- 
ciology-, l>ut  of  the  practical  legislator  as  well.  Sjuill  we  main- 
tain a  ])Oftiti<m  of  self-sat isti(>d,  complacent  and  h(di>Iess  inac- 
tivity, cu"  shall  we  uuike  ijrr.od  our  lM)ast<Ml  claim  of  Ix'in^*  fore- 
ni.f)st  in  the  ranks  of  the  states  in  the  treatmnMit  of  this  class  of 
th:^  afflicted  i 

Tlie  stream  of  pf>pulat  i(ni  which  thnxls  state  hos])itals  is  drawn 
from  ri\nil(4s  flowinir  fnnn  c^verv  stratum  nf  societv.     Our  pni)- 

*  •  til 

ulation  is  coni)K)sed  not  only  of  the  ])oor  but  also  of  those*  of 
ample  mwuis.  The  sui)]>ort  of  the  latter  by  the  state*  is  an  im- 
position upcm  its  lK)unty.     Out  of  our  entire  )H>pulatiou   the 
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iiuinhor  not  supported  by  the  public  is  but  twelvo,  two  of  wlioiu 
aro  non-residents.  If  a  systematic  and  persistent  effort  were 
made  l)y  the  proj>er  autlioritiee,  I  believe  tlio  support-  of  a  very 
considerable  number  could  and  would  be  assumed  bv  those 
ief»:ally  and  morally  responsible  for  their  mainte>naiioe. 

There  is  an  increasing  tt^ndency  to  commit  to  insane  hospitals 
thorn  wliose  mental  condition  is  simply  that  of  enfcfeblement^ 
<hio  to  the  onconie  of  old  age.     This  process  is  physiological,  and 
is  ajs  .natural  as  the  failure  of  the  physical  powers  resultiiif^  fn>ni 
tlio  same  cause.     All  efforts  to  lirrest  its  progress  are  as  futile  at 
tlio  present  ti)no  as  were  those  of  Ponce  de  Leon,  nearly  four 
hmidred  years  ago.     Those  people  shoulJ  receive  the  kindest 
consideration  and  the  tenderest  care.     They  are  not  a  menace  to 
society,  but  an  inconvenience  tx)  their  kinsnxan.     Their  position 
is  simply  tluit  of  dependence.     In  many  cases,  if  there  were  a 
disposition  to  do  so,  they  could  be  cared  for  in  the  homes  of 
riiose  to  whom  they  liave  a  natural  right  to  look  for  care  and 
])rotcMrti()n.     Wlien  these  are  not  given  by  their   o%vn   families 
they  should  Ix^  simt  directly  to  county  asyhuns  or  to  alms-hoiLses. 
It  is  certain  tliat  a  hospjtal  for  the  treatment  of  the  acute  insane 
is  not  a  ])r(»ix?r  ])lace  for  them.     The  entire  energj'  of  our  force 
of  phvsiciaiLS  and  attendants  could  be  more  profitably  directed 
to  the  cure  of  those  recent  cases  of  which  the  outcome  is  more 
h<>j>eful. 

During  the  year  ending  Septemlx>r  30,  1901,  tlietre  were  29 
admissions  of  j>a.tients  whose  residence  was  not  determined  by 
tlio  courts  wniuiiit.ting  them.  For  the  past  nine  months  tlie 
iiinnU  r  of  this  class  of  admissions  was  27.  These  are  known  as 
"State  at  Large"  ])atients  and  no  j)art  of  their  supiK>rt  is  charge- 
.il>l(^  to  any  county.  There  is  no  do\d>t  that  if  j>roi)er  investiga- 
tion were  made  it  would  Ix^  found  that  most  of  these  are  legal 
'•('sidentft  of  other  states,  by  whom  their  support  should  be  lK>me. 

If  (^vpu  partial  relief  from  the  supix>rt  of  tJieso  classes  of 
easels  above  (iiumerated,  Wz. :  the  well  to  do,  the  age<l,  and  those 
In^longing  to  oilier  state's,  c^nild  l>e  secure<l,  a  saving  of  many 
thousands  of  (Udlars  could  l>e  effected. 
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The  grounds  abo\it  the  buildings  have  received  a  great  deal  of 
attention.  Here  Xature  has  bestowed  her  gifts  with  a  lavish 
hand,  and  we  should  be  stimulated  to  add  to  her  attractions. 
IMuch  work  has  lxx»n  done;  m,uch  remains  to  be  done.  Within 
the  last  few  years  thousands  of  trees  have  been  killed  by  th^  ex- 
treme droughts  The  work  of  replacing  tliem  has  already  been 
begun,  over  1400  shade  and  ornamental  trees  having  been 
l>lanted  last  spring,  all  of  which  are  thriving.  Several  thou- 
sand more  trees  should  be  planted.  The  quagmire  directly  in 
front  of  the  building,  which  is  by  courtesy  called  a  "lagoon," 
upon  whicb  over  $1,300  were  expended  four  years  ago,  is,  ^rom 
vn  aestlietic  standpoint,  a  failure,  ^roni  a  sanitary  atandpoint,  a 
common  nuisance.  Tt  is  a  breeding  place  for  frogs,  mc^squitocs, 
and  malaria,  and  shuold  be  drained  and  filled  at  an  early  date. 

Following  out  your  instructions,  in  oo-operation  with  the  Parfc 
and  Pleasure  Drive  association,  work  ^vill  shortly  begin  towarfl 
restoring  the  natural  park  whicfi  made  Governor's  Island  one  of 
•  the  beauty  spots  of  the  state.  The  drive  skirting  the  island  will 
l»e  macadamized,  its  course  altered,  and  trees  planted  to  replace 
the  grove  which  was  sacrificed  to  the  woodman's  ax  somie  years 
ago. 

O^v-ing  to  the  high  prices  prevailing  for  all  kinds  of  supplier 
and  to  tlie  ciT^-p  failure  of  last  year,  great  care  has  been  nocessarv 
in  the  financial  management  of  the  institution.  It  is  gratifying 
^o  state  that  after  expending  over  $0,000  for  new  buildings,  per- 
manent improvements,  and  equipment,  the  expenditures  of  the 
pixx»e\ling  year  have  been  reduced  $5,841.70.  The  increase  in 
the  am"ount  of  monevs  rweived  fnnu  the  farm  and  other  sources 
and  turnetl  over  to  the  state  treasurer  exceeds  by  several  thou- 
sand  dollars  that  of  preceding  years  as  shcmn  by  the  fcdlowing 
table :

During  the  past  year  it  became  necessary  to  purchase  large 
(juautities  of  hay  and  grain.  With  a  view  of  cutting  off  this 
expense  100  aci'es  of  land  were  rented.  This  has  proved  so 
good  an  investment  that  it  would  seem  to  justify  the  purchase  of 
more  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hospital. 

Tlie  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  tlie  officers  of  the 
institution: 

On  May  1,  1901,  Dr.  Wm.  B.  Lyman,  under  whose  manage- 
ment for  six  years  the  institution  had  lx;en  maintained  in  a  high 
degree  of  efficiency,  resigned  to  enter  the  more  alluring  field  of 
private  practice.  On  July  1st,  F.  A.  Randall  and  O.  S. 
Pritchard  were  succeeded  as  steward  and  assistant  steward  hy 
Lewis  Lusk  and  Olif  Osen,  respectively.  In  August  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Whitehead,  who  for  thirteen  years  had  filled  the  position 
of  matron  miost  acceptably,  resigned  to  accept  a  mbre  lucrative 
T>osition  in'  another  sta,te.  This  position  was  filled,  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Mrs.  T.  T  Brewer,  of  Baraboo.  On  December  1st 
Dr.  S.  J.  Briggs,  second  assistant  physician,  resigned  for  th^ 
purpose  of  entiering  private  practice.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
M.  X.  Green. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the 
valued  counsel  and  the  active  co-operation  of  the  memibers  of 
the  Board  in  all  measures  tending  toward  the  betterment  of  the 
institution.  Full  credit  should  also  lie  given  to  assistants  and 
all  of  the  faithful  employees  in  sulx>rdinate  positions  for  the 
zeal  thev  have  manifested  in  their  work.

SUPERIXTEXDEXT'S  REPORT. 


To  The  Honorable  State  Board  of  CauiroL 

Gentlemen  :  The  tenth  biennial  report  of  the  Xorthern 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  is  herewath  submitted.  The  usual  tables 
giving  the  "luovement  of  }x>pulation/'  ete.,  are  annexeil  hereto. 

Owing  to  the  change  in  tlie  fiscal  year  this  reiwrt  only  covers 
a  period  of  twenty-one  months.  Since  the  last  report  was  made 
the  atfaii's  of  this  hospital  have  l>een  carried  on  in.  a  satisfactory 
and  successful  manner.  Everv  effort  has  been  made  to  care- 
fully  guard  the  interests  of  the  patients.  All  tilings  have  lx>en 
subordinated  to  the  welfare,  the  comfort  and  the  happiness  of 
the  patients. 

As  the  years  go  by  this  institution  is  slowly  becoming,  what 
its  nam)9  indicates,  a  true  hospital  for  the  insane.  Since  the  last 
reiK>rt  was  made  there  have  been  several  important  improve- 
Tnents  made  here. 

First,  the  building  of  the  brick  rtK^eiving  house,  wliere  all 
patients  are  bathed  and  their  clothes  sterilized  before, admission 
to  the  hospital. 

Second,  the  extention  of  the  congregate  dining  room  and  the 
bTiilding  of  the  stage  in  the  north  end  of  the  room. 

Third,  the  building  of  the  dining  room  for  the  employes. 

Fourth,  the  emlargement  of  the  bakery,  the  purchase  of  a 
doughmixer  and  a  Peterson  oven. 

Fifth,  tlie  new  x-rav  outfit  and  the  vSt^tic  electric  machine. 

Sixth,  the  erection  of  the  new  brick  c»<>al  house. 

Since  the  last  re]x>rt  am  important  scientific  advancx^  has  been 
made  in  giving  all  patients,  who  need  vSiich  treatmenf,  the  l)enefits 
of  miodem  surgical  skill.  Drs.  C.  W.  Oviatt  and  B.  C.  Gudden 
of  Oshkosh,  have  operated  on  twenty-one  patients.  All  the  oper- 
ations were  successful.  These  gentlemen  did  the  work  gratui- 
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tonslj  and  I  wisli  here  to  aekiiowledji^o  tlio  d('l>t  of  gratitiido  wo 
owo  them. 

There  has  been  alK>ut  tho  usual  aiiioiiiit  of  ontorlainnionts. 
The  now  piano,  in  the  dining  room,  fnrnislu^  imisic  for  the  pa- 
tients bo  march  to  their  meals. 

.In  addition  to  the  pictorial  i>apers  and  magazines  the  followinijj 
have  l>een  furnished:  56  patients'  dances,  40  concerts  (home  tal- 
en/t),  6  entertainments  (home  talent,  plays,  etc.),  3  entertain- 
ments bv  Mr.  GbodoU  and  others,  2  entertainmients  bv  show 
tTOop,  ()  entert-ainments  by  ^Irs.  Youno;  and  others,  2  entertaiup 
merits  and  Ghristm.as  tree,  1  entertainment  by  Mr.  Little,  crayon 
artist,  2  mask  balls,  11  patients'  and  employes'  dances,  I)  rhetor- 
ical concerts  (outside  talent),  2  band  concerts  in  o^rove,  2  picnics, 
10  rainy  day  concerts,  and  2  firework  dis[)lays  (4th  of  July). 
Many  Iwis  rides  have  been  given  and  about  fifty  patients  attended 
a  circus  each  summer.

We  are  under  obligations  to  Mr.  Full  am  for  a  fine  fox. 

The  hospital  scho<^>l  has  Ixx^n  conducted  as  in  former  years 
and  has  proved  to  l>e  a  valuable  addition  to  our  armanK^ntarium. 

Permitting  patients,  who  cann<>t  b(^  pronounced  "cure<l,"  t/) 
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fifo  home  for  visits,  and  also  perm;ancTitlyj  has  l>oon  done  as  in 
former  vears  and  there  has  so  far  been  no  reason  to  recrret  this 
humanitariaiij  eoiirse.  Gradually,  but  all  too  slowly,  the  gi'cat 
public  is  recognizing  that  in  some  cas(»s  the  line  lx^tw(K>n  sanity 
and  insanity  is  a  wavering  and  imcertain  one. 

Homesickness  is  about  as  serious  a  disease  as  insanity — it 
kills  |KH>ple  some  times — to  j)revent  this  is  cnu)  of  siweral  nels- 
ons for  parrding  ]nitients  who  are  still  insane. 

There  is  an  increasing  num.l>er  of  ivquests  from  ndatives  of 
]^atlents  asking  for  their  transfer  to  county  asyhims.  This 
domonstrates  tluit  the  iKMvph*  have  confideiitce  ui  the  lo(*al  institu- 
tions and  is  a  hi:::h  compliment  to  those-  who  conduct  our  countv 
asvlums. 

The  subject  of  a  separate  inslilnticn,  or  an  anu<\x  U)  on(*  of 
tlie  existing  institutions,  for  the  (hiugcM'ous  and  criminal  insane 
has  Ix'cn  a£]:itate<l  so  <.*ft<Mi  that  it  is  onlv  ncnu'ssarv  to  state  that 
tho  reasons'  for  this  building  are  just  as  strong  Uxhxy  as  tluy 
ever  have  Ik^cu. 

Th(^  great  need  of  the*  Northern  II<s]>ital  at  this  linw^  is  a 
dormit^wy,  (^utsi(h^  of  tlu^  liospital,  for  sh*(*ping  rooms  for  I  Ik 
employes.  A  building  to  hold  s<'venty-tive  emj)loy(^  can  Ik*  put 
up  for  about  $25,000.  This  would  make  room  for  mor(»  pa- 
tients and  would  increase  the  efRcicncv  of  the  forcc^  of  the  (*m- 
ployes  anid  promote  the  welfare  of  the  i)atients  in  many  ways. 
This  hospital  will  not  l>e  a  thoroughly  modem  institution  until 
this  very  important  addition  is  made. 

On  the  5th  of  March,  li)02,  Dr.  K.  J.  Dysart  resignc^I,  to  go 
into  private  pra'*tice.  The  doctor  t^K>k  with  him  the  g(KKl  will 
and  Ix^st  wishes  of  all  oi>nn(K*ted  with  tlu?  hosjutal. 

Dr.  Bertha  V.  Thomson  was  appointed  to  fill  tlie  vacancy  on 
the  1st  of  June,  1902. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Palmer,  the  genial  and  efficient  book  keeper  and  as- 
sistant steward  resigned,  to  go  to  the  lK)ard's  office  in  ifadis^ui. 
Mr.  A.  E.  Chase  Avas  apix^intcd  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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Harmony  has  prevailed  among  tlie  officnal  force.  But  for 
the  zeal,  loyalty  and  intelligent  co-operation  of  the  officers,  the 
affairs  of  the  hospital  could  not  have  lioen  carried  on  so  success- 
fully. 

I  wish  it  to  be  a  miatter  of  record  that  each  and  every  member 
of  the  Board  of  Control  has  been  more  than  C5ourteous  and  con- 
siderate in  dealing  with  myself  and  the  other  officers  of  the 
hospital.  Our  labors  have  been  greatly  light>ened  by  the  un- 
failing kindness  we  have  received  at  vour  hands.

Soni(»  spc^cial  diffienlti(^  attendcnl  the  preparation  of  this  rc- 
iHnl;  in  view  of  the  faet  that  tho  writer  has  had  charge  of  tlii^ 
scIkw)!  for  hut  one  ve^ir  and  also  in  view  of  tho  fact  that  tho  v(nir 
just  closing  has  heen  fehortened  by  three  mouths  so  as  to  nuiko  it 
eorr(»«pond  with  the  sc1kk>1  year  ])roper.  During  tlie  past  two 
yeai-s  the  health  of  tJio  inniat4\s  of  tho  school  has  been  fully  e(puil 
to  that  of  past  veal's  and  the  advancement  (►f  the  pupils  hiis  Ikhmi 
su(*h  as  to  reflrnct  ennlit  upon  the  tireless  energy  and  faithful  de- 
votion of  tho  cor]>s  of  teadiers.  Tho  officers  of  the  school  have 
been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties  and  it  is  a 
iTi'eat  pleasure  to  the  superintendent,  new  to  the  work  as  he  was 
11  year  a«:o,  to  l>e  able  to  say  that  all  his  efforts  for  tho  good  of 
the  institution  have  met  ^vith  heaty  co-operation  on  every  side. 

We  have  just  gi'aduatod  the  larg(*st  class  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution  and  the  pupils  re<»eiving  diplomias  seem  well  quali 
fied  to  bear  honorable  and  useful  parts  in  tho  communities  to 
which  thev  return. 

Last  April  markcn^l  the  fiftieth  anniversarv  of  the  institution 
and  tho  event  was  celebratf^l  in  a  fitting  ina.nner.  Many  dis- 
tinguished guf*sts  and  many  former  students  of  the  institution 
were  pr(»sent  and  hel]XHl  to  gladden  tlie  celebration.  A  pamph- 
let in  which  are  printwl  the  speeches  and  proceedings  will  shortlv 
l>e  issued  from  ihe  press  of  the  institution. 

As  a  stranger  to  the  institution  T  was  strongly  impresse<l  in 
ihe  early  part  of  my  work  with  two  im]>ortant  facts:     The  fii*st 
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Avas  tlio  excellent  system  and  orderliness  and  businesslike  man- 
aj^ement  prevailing  in  the  institiifion.  It  was  very  evident  that 
irreat  care  haxl  been  exercised  on  the  side  of  morals  and  on  the 
side  of  discipline.  I  made  it  my  business  to  perpetuate  all 
that  wa*s  good  in  the  direction  to  which  I  have  referred  and  to 
make  the  life  of  the  students  and  all  the  inmates  of  the  school 
generally^  as  happy  and  homelike  as  the  circnmistajices  permit- 
led.     Tlie  otlior  fact  that  impresse<l  me  was  that  the  institution 

is  sadiv  lackintr  in  manv  directions  that  are  vit^il  to  the  best  in- 
•  «  • 

tc^n^sts  of  the  school.  For  instance",  we  teach  physics  but  are  ut- 
terly lacking  in  physical  ap])aratus.  '  Such  a  condition  would 
not  1k»  tolerate<l  in  any  modern  public  school.  Tlie  library  is 
verv  deficient  in  l)ooks  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  pupils, 
nuirts,  mo<lcirn  maps,  irlolx^s,  cabinets  and  other  illustrative  ma- 
terials are  also  sadly  lacking.  The  school  rooms  need  to  be 
beautified  and  (l(HM)rated  with  appropriate  pictures.  It  is  only 
a  common  ]>lace  fact  to  remark  that  tho«e.who  are  lacking  in  the 
s(^n8e  of  hearing  should  be  a])pealed  to  daily  and  hourly  through 
the  sense  of  siabt.  One  avenue  of  instruction  and  artistic  de- 
velopment is  forever  clos(»d  and  it  follows  that  other  avenues, 
particrularly  that  of  sighl,  sliould  receive  additional  care  and  de- 
v(d()])nie^'nt^  We  are  in  ne<Ml  of  additional  sch(X)l  nnmis  and  one 
«^r  m<>r(^  additinnal  teachers.  At  present  we  are  obliged  to  have 
(»n(^  or  more  rotating  classes,  that  is,  classes  that  recuto  to  dif- 
f(  rcMit  teaclKT>'  in  di  lie  rent  places  in  the  course  of  the  day. 
Such  ])uj)ils  do  not  make  the  progTcss  that  other  pupils  niiake. 

This  is  an  institution  of  learnini>:  first  of  all,  and  not  menJv 
a  plax-(^  \{>  lioiise  and  f(»ed  cliildren  and  it  is  of  the  utniio^t  ini- 
portancc^  tliat  the  hoard  of  control  and  the  coming  legislatures 
nlak(^  adequate  ]>r(>vision  for  all  neicessarv  expenditures  of  monc  y 
to  strenu'th(Mi  tIk^  institution  ns  a)>ove  in(Hcate<l.  Not  onlv  is 
llie  institution  weak  in  the  dire<»tions  named  but  there  is  urgcait 
need  of  exjx^nditure  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  putting  tbe 
plant  in  good  condition  for  thr^  present  and  inunediate  future. 

Our  hos])ital  facilities  are  very  mc^ager  and  tliere  should  l)c 
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a  biiildiiifr  erected  for  hospital  purposes,  isolated  from  other 
buildings.  A  now  refrigerator,  and  fruit  and  -v eatable  storr^ 
house  aii^  nt^odcnl.  There  should*  1x3  an  addition  tx)  the  jKnver 
liouse  and  an  additional  dynamo  and  engine.  A  new  printing 
press  must  he.  supplied  and  there  should  be  a  uiK>t*>r  to  run  it. 
The  buildings  are  not  adeipiately  supplied  witli  firo  extingiiisli- 
ei's  and  this  matter  should  receive  pi-ompt  attention.  A  grtxMi 
house  would  l>o  a  vcrv  d(\siral)le  addition  to  tlio  institution.  Tt 
is  imix)^ible  to  enumerato  in  detail  all  that  is  needed,  or  will 
soon  Ix?  needed  to  repair  the  institution  and  to  make  needed  im- 
provements. 

Unfortunately,  as  1  think,  for  the  school  tlie  sum  of  six  thou- 
sand dollars  w«s  returned  to  the  state,  unused,  two  years  ago, 
and  n  like  amount  was  cut*  from  the  hiennial  appropriation  at 
that  time.  Fort v-fivc  thousand  dollars  a  year  is  eertiiinlv  as  lit- 
tie  as  should  he  appropriated  for  the  running  expenses  of  tlu* 
institution,  and  in  addition  to  this,  tlie  next  legislatuix)  should 
appropriate  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  immediate  improve^ 
nuents.  In  my  opinion  thei^  should  be,  at  least  ajinually,  an 
examination  by  an  expert  of  tJie  pupils  in  respect  to  eyesight^ 
organs  of  hearing  and  throats. 

It  may  not  l)e  amiss  to  say  that  the  year  that  I  hav(^  sjK'nt  in 
this  institution  has  gone  far  to  convince  lue  that  the  phui  in  use 
in  the  school  of  te^^ting  pupils  thoroughly  as  to  their  ability  to  do 
satisfactory  oral  work  upon  their  entrance  to  the  school  and  sul)- 
sequently  placing  such  as  make  poor  or  inadequate  advancement 
in  oral  work,  in  manual  classes,  is  wise.  The  WT^ter  is  well 
aware,  that  differences  of  opinion  exist  in  relation  to  this  matter 
but  he  is  well  convinced  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  alt 
deaf  pupils  can  not  he  taught  cf>ntinuously  by  tlie  oral  methcKl 
without  loss  of  time  and  oppoi-tunity  and  a  sifting  process  is 
necessary  in  order  to  determine  who  can  and  who  can  not  profit- 
ablv  receive  continuous  oral  instruction. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  institution  has  not  been 
changed  diu*ing  the  past  year  but  it  seems  desirable  that  in  tlie

future  a  course  of  study  should  be  worked  out  for  manual  classes 
differing  somewhat  from  the  course  used  widi  oral  classes.  It 
also  seoms  desirable  that  a  more  contiauous  and  well  articubttc<l 
course  of  instruction  1x3  planned  for  the  Manual  Training  classes 
including  carpentry,  etc.  All  boys  should  have  certain  founda- 
tion work  in  the  Manual  Training  department  before  taking  up 
the  work  that  is  commonly  called  a  trade.  Though  strictly 
speaking,  the  institution  does  not  attempt  to  teacli  trades. 

I  have  now  severed  mv  connection  witli  the  institution  in 
order  to  enter  anotlier  field,  but  I  wish  to  tliank  the  Board  of 
Control  for  hearty  support  and  co-operation  in  my  efforts  for  tJie 
past  year.

WISCONSIN  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  DEAF. 

This  scIkxjI  located  at  Delavan,  Wisconsin,  on  the  sou tli west- 
ern division  of  the  C-hicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  llailway,  in- 
(toi-porated  by  act  of  legislature,  April  19^  1862.  The  school 
buildings  stand  on  the  hill  west  of  tJie  village,  which  secures  per- 
fect drainage  and  gives  a  commanding  view  of  one  of  the  most 
l)eau(iful  landscapes  in  all  Wisconsin,  diversified  by  forest, 
prairies,  river  and  lake.  Remarkable  imjnimity  from  disease 
llu'oui'h  a  louii"  series  of  vears  iittests  the  healthfulness  of  llu^ 
]>lace,  while  the  quiet  orderly  city  in  which  the  school  is  locat(Ml 
affords  the  ideal  site  for  an  institution  of  learning. 

])(»af  mutes  of  Wisconsin  of  pro|>er  age  aj*e  admitt-ed  to  all 
the  jirivilegos  of  the  8chrM)l  free  of  charge.  There  is  no  chagre 
for  lK)ard  or  tuition  for  children  living  in  tliis  state.     Friends 
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arc  expected  to  pay  traveling  aaid  incidental  expenses  and  to 
]>P(>vi(leclot]iinir,  a  sufKcient  supply  of  which  should  l)e  fnniislietl 
at  the.  l)e*^inning  of  the  school  year  or  sent  by  oxpress  a*s  noedexl. 
All  articles  should  l)e  distiiictlv  marked  witli  the  owner's  name. 
Five  dollars  should  also  l)e  de])08ited  with  the  superitendent  at 
the  oommenceinent  of  the  veai*  to  defray  incide^ntal  expenses, 
sudi  as  repair  of  shoos,  postage,  etc. 

liear  in  miind  tJiis  is  not  a  hospital,  an  asylum  for  the  depend- 
(?nt;  vn*  a  ivform  school  for  the  vicious,  but  simply  a  school  for 
the  deaf.  The  school  is  maintained  by  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
for  the  education  of  those  children  who  on  account  of  deafness, 
are  unable  to  receive  instruction  in  the  c<jmmoii  schools.  It  has 
two  departmients : 

First — The  academic  dej)artment  in  which  the  pupils  are 
taught  language,  writing,  reading,  c(>m])ositi(m,  aritlimetic, 
geogi'aphy,  history,  natural  science,  ]X)nnnuxnshi})  and  drawing. 
All  new  pupils  arc  placed  in  the  oral  classes,  in  which  they  re- 
main during  tlie  entire  course  unless  it  appears  that  they  are 
inc4ipq.ble  of  acquiring  plain,  intelligible  si)eech.  The  coui'se  of 
training  also  includes  calisthenics  and  light  gs'mnastics. 

Se<tond — rManual  training  in  connection  with_  trade  schools, 
in  which  bonch-work,  joinery,  forging  and  molding,  needlework, 
baking,  cooking,  printing,  carpentry  and  shoomiiking  are  taught^ 

Tlie  regidar  course  of  instruction  occupies  about  ten  years. 
Articulation  and  lip-reading  are  taught  by  teachers  of  skill  and 
experience,  with  very  gratifying  success.  The  day  is  divided 
into  horn's  for  labor,  study  and  recreation,  with  the  design  of 
securing  habits  of  industrj'  and  promoting  health  as  well  as  in- 
tell(x?tual  and  m.oral  development.  No  leave  of  absence  is 
granted  during  tlie  term  except  in  cases  of  sickness  or  extreme 
necessity.  A  blank  fonn  of  application  is  sent  to  anyone  wish; 
ing  to  send  a  child  to  this  school.  No  child  should  be  sent  or 
brought  to  school  until  the  application,  properly  filled,  has 
been  accepted  and  notice  of  the  same  returned  to  the  person  mak- 
ing the  application.     Candidates  for  admission  should  not  be 
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iindor  seven  nor  more  than  twenty  years  of  ^^j^o,  sound  of  niiiul 
and  good  morals.  Ind)eeilo,  idiotic  or  feeble-minded  cliildren 
will  jiot  Ix:;  re(*oive<l.  Ka/Ji  ]mi)il  should  lx>  ])iYjvid(Hl  with  a 
trunk  containing  a  yei^r's  supply  of  plain,  comfortable  clothing', 
miarkxxl  in  indelible  ink,  with  the  najiie  In  full.  The  annual 
scission  begins  the  second  Wednesday'  in  Septoml)er  and  con- 
tinues until  sev?ond  Wednesday  in  June.  The  proper  timjo  for 
tlio  admission  of  pupils  is  the  l)eginning  of  the  term^  and  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  none  will  be  received  at  any  otlier  time. 
Kxcej>t  in  causes  of  sickness,  all  pupils  are  ex^x^ted  to  remain 
during  the  entire  tenn ;  but  the  sui>erintendent  may  require  thv* 
r(%nw>val,  at  any  time,  of  pupils,  whose  condition,  moral,  mental  1 
or  p-hysical,  is  not  such  as  to  warrant  their  continuance.  Tin* 
sumnijer  vacation  extends  from  June  to  September.  Children 
are  sent  homie  promptly  at  the  close  of  the  tenn,  accompanie<l 
to  pmniinent  railroad  points  by  n)(^sengers  from  tlie  institution. 
Friends  will  be  expected  to  nwM^t  them  at  places  designated. 
Pupils  from  other  schools  will  be  examined  before  l)eing  classi- 
tie<^l.  All  letters  and  packages  for  pupils  should  bo  marketl 
'^Wisconsin  School  for  the  Deaf,  Delavan,  Wis."  Express  mat- 
ter and  telegrams  should  l)e  prepaid.  Letters  in  regard  to  pupils 
or  applications  for  admission  should  \ye  addressed  to  the  super- 
intendent. Any  information  or  letters  or  inquirj'^  in  regard  t<> 
deaf  children  or  their  eilucation  should  be  addressed,

To  Ihe  Slate  Board  of  Control: 

Gkxti.emex: — As  retiuireil  by  law  I  hand  you  lieo-ewitli  tho 
t  filth  l)ieniiial  repn't  of  tho  Wisconi^iu  School  for  the  Blind, 
c'overiiii^  the  two  fiscal  years,  Octobei*  1st,  1900.  to  July  1st, 
1002. 

The  ol)ject  of  the  Wisconsin  School  for  the  Blind  is  well  stated 
in  sciction  508,  Wisconsin  Statutes:  "To  afford  to  that  unfor- 
tunate class,  s()  far  as  }>ossible,  enlightened  and  practical  educa- 
cation  which  niav  aid  theni  U)  obtain  tlie  means  of  s\ibsistence, 
discharge  the  duties  of  citizens,  and  secure  all  the  happinCvSs 
wliich  tliey  are  capable  of  attaining."  Section  569  provides 
that  "All  blind  residents  of  this  state  who  are  of  suitable  age 
and  capacity  tr»  receive  instruction  shall  be  received  and  taught 
and  enjoy  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  pupils,  have  the  use 
of  tlie  library  and  l)0oks  of  tuition,  and  be  furnished  with  board, 
lodging,  washing  and  fuel,  free  of  charge." 

Jt  is  very  clearly  evident  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  people 
of  Wi5*cx)nsin  to  ]>rovide  for  the  Wind  children  of  tho  state,  a 
conuiion  school  educatii>n  e([uivalent  to  tliat  enjoyed  by  sighte<l 
'  cliildren.  The  provisions  of  law  relating  to  free  lx>ard  and  lodg- 
ing have  given  rise  to  serious  niisooncciptions  in  tlie  public  mind 
as  to  the  purpose  of  tlic  school.  Xiuuerous  applications  for  ad- 
mission have  l)een  received  in  behalf  of  persons  between  25  and 
40  vears  of  age,  and  sonfe  in  Ix^half  of  persons  much  older.  One 
a]>plication,  indeed,  came  in  IxJuilf  of  a  ix^rson  who  had  pai^sed 
lluj  age  of  70. 

This  institution  is  not  a  home  or  asylum,  but  a  school.  It 
differs  from  tlie  otlier  schools  of  the  state,  to  scfme  extent,  in  its 
C/urriculum  and  its  methods  of  instruction,  on  accoimt  of  the 
limitations  of  blind  children,  and  in  its  plan  of  organization,  on

account  of  the  requiremonts  of  econoiiiij  of  administration. 
Wliilo  it  would  Ik*  difficult  and,  perhaps,  unjust,  to  fix  arbitrarily 
the  ago  of  adiuission  and  withdrawal,  instructors  of  the  blind  aro 
practically  unanhnous  in  the  o])ini()n  that  tJie  blind  child  shouhl 
not  enter  tJve  scliool  before  tlie  age  of  7,  nor  linger  reiy  long  af  tetr 
the  age  of  20.  How  long  he  should  reiniiin,  within  these  age 
limits,  niiust  he  determined  by  his  personal  capacity,- and  the 
kind  and  amount  of  work  he  ha<s  undertaken.  Xo  one  should 
remain  as  a  jjensioner  upon  the  boimty  of  the  state  after  the 
?cho(>l  hajs  done  for  him  all  it  can,  nor  should  anyone  be  forced 
out,  so  long  as  the  sc1wk>1  can  do  more  for  hint  profitably. 

In  this  school,  out  of  a  total  enrollment,  ast  year,  of  127, 
t]2  wore  over  20  years  of  age, — over  25  per  cent.  This  per- 
centage is  nmch  too  largo  for  the  good  of  the  school,  and  should 
he  reduced  as  soon  as  it  can  be  without  injustice.  Adults,  as 
a  rule,  do  not  vield  readv  obedience  to  the  rules  of  a  school  de- 
signed  for  children.  If  the  number  of  adults  is  too  large,  dis- 
cipline is  moi-e  difficult,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  sdiool  is  likely 
to  Ik)  impaired.

As  I  have  said,  this  institution  is  a  school.  Its  miain  pur- 
lx)so  is  to  giv^e  blind  children  the  benefits  of  a  good,  solid,  coiii- 
nijon-school  education.  It  is  for  children  of  school  age.  Its 
coui*ses  of  study  are  founded  upon  the  courses  of  the  conunon 
schools.  Its  high  school  course  is  fully  and  fairly  equivalent 
to  the  English  course  in  the  high  schools,  and  its  diplomia  covers 
quite  as  much  training.  Its  work  is  not  identical  witli  tlic 
work  of  the  conunon  school,  but  equivalent  to  it^  It  leaves  out 
all  that  dejx^nds  upon  visual  imipressions.  On  the  otlier  hand, 
it  does  more  in  the  fields  of  tactual  and  auditory  impressions. 
Our  blind  children  appreciate  and  relish  good  literature  quite 
JUS  keenly  as  sighted  children  and  they  are  quite  as  conversant 
with  it.      During  tlie  year  the  older  ynipils  gave  the  play  of 
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Macl)etJi  upon  the  shige.  Not  alone  in  my  partial  judgin'CJnt, 
but  in  the  judgment  of  the  most  cainpetent  critics  in  the  au- 
dience, ihe  play  was  rendered  in  a  manner  that  would  have 
Ix^n  a  credit  to  any  high  sdiool.  On  June  10th,  a  class  of 
nine — five  young  women  and  four  young  m|en — ^were  gradu- 
ated. Their  graduating  papers  showed  thought^  power,  and 
not  a  little  literarv  skill:  The  school  is  in  a  fairlv  satisfactory 
condition  and  gives  promise  of  better  things  to  come. 

MUSIC  department. 

I  am  incline<l  to  believe  that  instructors  of  the  blind,  more 
fully  than  other  tiCachers,  appreciate  the  value  of  music.  It 
should  'liave  a  large  place  in  any  school ;  it  is  indispensable 
in  a  school  for  the  blind.  It  is  valuable  in  the  richness  of  the 
pure  enjoyment  it  yields.  It  is  still  more  valuable  as  an  intel- 
lectual discipline.  Properly  taught,  it  correlates  witli  verj^ 
many  departments  of  knowledge,  so  that  one  cannot  be  pro- 
ficient in  maisic  in  any  true  meaning  of  the  word,  without  be- 
ing intelligent  in  other  things.  It  brightens  and  vivifies  and 
sustains  the  literarv  work  of  the  school. 

In  this  school  careful  attention  is  paid  to  vocal  music  and 
voice  culture.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  comanlon  orchestral 
instrnmlents  and  on  the  piano.  We  have  a  fine  pipe  organ,  and 
several  of  our  young  men  of  marked  musical  ability  have  at- 
tained proficiency  as  organists.  The  standard  of  musical  in- 
stniction  in  the  school  should  be  maintained  and  advanced. 

• 

piano  tuning. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  two  young  men  were 
graduated  in  piano  tuning.  During  the  year  fifteen  young 
men  were  under  instruction.  It  is  the  purpose  of  tlie  school 
to  give  a  course  of  instruction  in  tliis  work,  so  thorough  that 
our  graduates  shall  be  able  to  hold  tlieir  own  against  the  com- 
petition of  sighted  tuners.     It  has  lieen  demonstrated  toyond 
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all  question  that  many  blind  nien  are  capable  of  becoming  good 
tuners.  Tlio  gi*eat  pian<4  manufacturing  establisbjnents  give 
eiMiployment  to  large  niunberg  of  lliem,  and  many  of  them  ore 
doing  excellent  work  in  homes  and  other  places  where  piancjs 
nm  kept. 

iVniong  ilie  i>ressiiig  needs  of  the  school,  none  is  more  lU'gent 
tlian  the  need  of  a  suitable  room  for  piano  instruction  and  prac- 
tice. The  main  school  building,  particularly  the  older  part«i 
of  it,  is  built  in  the  most  substantial  manner.  Outward Iv  it 
lias  a  good  deal  of  architectural  beauty.  Its  general  floor  plan 
consists  of  a  w4de  corridor  running  lengthwise.  From  this 
cond (lor  to  the  o\itside  walls  on  eitlior  side  the  distance  is  so 
great  that  the  rooms  are  long,  narrow,  and  inconvenient.  Most 
of  these  rooms  are  divided  by  transverse  partitions.  The  re- 
sultj  in  each  case,  is  a  pleasant  room,  well  lighted  and  venfei- 
latod,  and  a  room — the  one  next  the  corridor —  without  any 
light  or  ventilaticm  whatever.  These  corridor  rooms  are  handy 
for  storage  purposes,  but  useless  for  school  purposes.  Blind 
(•hihlron  may  dispense  with  light,  but  they  cannot  safely  dis- 
]>enso  with  air.  About  one-third  of  the  total  space  is  unavail- 
able for  school  use.  On  tliis  account^  the  pianos  mlust  be  placed 
wher(n'er  there  is  room  for  them.  The  whole  arrangement  is 
very  inconvenient,  and  the  two  iinjx>rtant  departments  of  piano- 
])laying  and  pian<)-tuuing  are  greatly  hampered.  No  relief  is 
pL>ssible  in  tlie  rearrangement  of  partitions.  We  need  a  build- 
ing expressly  for  music. 

industrial,  department. 

T  have  already  spoken  of  the  undesirability,  nay,  die  danger, 
of  admitting  too  many  adults  to  tlie  privileges  of  iJie  school, 
'^iliis  danger  to  the  real  work  of  the  school  is  greatc^^st  in  the  in- 
dustrlal  department.  Most  of  the  pupils  are  men  and  \vomjen  of 
mature  years,  from  25  to  40.  Their  purpose  is  to  learn  some 
trade  by  which  they  mnj  Ix?  able  to  earn  a  livelihood.  IVIany 
of  them  aix>  in  earnest  and  show  commendable  industry.     0th- 
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ers  are  content  with  doing  littJe  and  would  be  still  moi'e  con- 
tent with  doing  nothing  at  all.  So  far  as  these  x>«>ple  have 
a  purjx)feej  it  is  a  purely  connuereial  purpose.  They  come  in 
(•ontacfc  with  the  younger  pupils  and  infect  them  with  their 
ido^s.  Money-getting,  and  not  knowledge  and  intellectual 
training.  Ixxxmias  the  dominant  object  of  desire.  If  tlie  ^iixU^ 
is  to  undertake  tlie  work  of  teaching  trades  to  blind  adults,  it 
Hhoidd  establish  a  workshop  in  some  populous  industrial  cen- 
ter,— preferably  Milwaukee.  There  should  be  no  organic  con- 
nection between  that  workshop  and  tliis  school. 

We  teach  brooni^making,  mattress-making,  cane-seating  of 
chairs,  haimnock-raaking,  and  carpet-weaving.  Our  eciuipment 
is  veiy  mesager,  most  of  our  luacliinery  antiquated,  and  tlie  con- 
dition of  tJio  department  as  a  whole  unsatisfactory.  It  nee<ls 
radical  reorganization,  and  tliat  involves  large  expense.  T. 
woTild  not  give  up  the  teaching  of  these  arts,  but  I  would  yq^ 
tain  them  on  account  of  tlieir  educational  value.  I  would  trans- 
form the  workshop  into  a  manual  training  school,  not  for  tlie 
making  of  things,  but  for  the  training  of  boys  and  girls.  Blind 
children  need  manual  training  much  more  tlian  sight^ed  chil- 
dren. It  is  pitiful  to  observe  in  many  blind  children  tlieir 
lack  of  any  skill  of  hand.  One  of  the  greatest  discoveries  of 
tliese  latter  days  is  the  trutli  that  tliore  is  no  better  mentjil 
training  Uian  that  involved  in  the  nianual  training  that  helj)s 
tlie  child  to  give  bodily  form  to  the  concepts  of  his  mind.  Man- 
ual training  in  schools  for  the  blind  must  be  put  upon  tlie  plane 
it  occupies  in  schools  for  those  tliat  see.  The  educational  ideal 
imist  dominate.  The  work  of  teaching  trades  to  blind  adults 
should  be  turned  over  to  a  school  organized  especially  for  that 
])urpose.  Our  school  needs  a  manual  training  departniiont 
with  modem  facilities  and  appliances  and  trained  instructoi's. 
I7ntil  these  changes  ajre  made,  we  may  c<mtinuo  to  teach  traders, 
but  the  number  of  pupils  must  be  kept  strictly  within  the  lim- 
its of  safety. 

The   girls    are    taught   sewing,  knitting,  plain  dressmaking 
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carpet-weaving,^  cooking,  and  the  ordinary  hoiiseliold  arts.  In 
cooking,  not  very  nnicli  has  l)een  done,  hut  the  results  as  far 
as  wo  liavo  gone  are  very  encouraging.  We  intend  during  the 
coniinc:  year  to  do  nitore  in  this  line.

HEALTH. 

The  excellent  health  record  of  former  rears  has  been  main- 
taine<l.  There  has  been  verv  little  sickness,  and  we  have  es- 
caped  the  contagious  diseases  so  prevalent  almost  everywhere 
in  tlie  state.  Tliese  facts  speak  well  for  the  sanitation  of  the 
buildings,  the  diet  of  the  children,  and  their  physical  train- 
ing and  outdoor  exercises.  Two  deaths  among  tlie  pupils  have 
CK»curr(xl  since  the  last  report,  Willie  Drews,  of  Readfield, 
a^cd  eight  years,  died  suddenly  in  May,  1901,  of  spitial  menin- 
gitis. Dell  Hai-tley,  of  Parde<*ville,  aged  eighteen  years,  died 
at  his  home,  May  10,  1902. 

DTSOIPLTNE. 

Our  blind  children  are  verv  miuch  like  other  children.  Thev 
need  more  help  than  other  children.     They  live  in  the  scliool. 
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• 
The  |>crsoiial  relations  between  teacher  and  pupil  are  closer 

than  in  the  coni!inon  sehool.     They  are  affectionate  and  lovable, 

and  ic-pcind.roadily  to  tJie  higher  niotiv^es.     Collected  as  they 

are  from  all  conditions  of  life  and  from  all  the  comers  of  the 

btato,  it  is  inevitable  that  some  of  them  shonld  come  to  lis  more 

ov  les^s  depraved  morally.     They  are  the  victims  of  tiieir  en- 

vironmen's.     The  moral  tone  of  the  iC'\ool  is  soimd  and  tlie 

atmo8]>lurc   lioalihfnl    and    bracing.     1  have  liad  nunch  expcr 

riencf  in  guiding'  and  controlling  school  children,  and  I  am 

triad  to  l:e  aid?  t'>  siiv  that  none  have  ever  yielded  a  more  will- 

inu;  (.he:lience  to  the  rules  and  restraints  of  salutary  discipline 

than  the  chilrhcn  of  this  schonl.     Xo  pains  will  be  spa.rod,  even 

to  tlie  exclusion  of  pupils  of  confinned  bad  habitij,  to  keep  tlic 

hcii.f.  life  <.i  the  school  pure  and  elevating.     Xo  one  wlio  has 

never  faced  the  duty  of  excluding  a  blind  pupil  from^  the  only 

soiucc  of  help  G}>c:n  to  him',  can  know  how  cruel  that  duty  is. 

I  have  no';  ghritnk  from  that  dutv,  and  I  shall  not  in  tlie  futwre. 

Ti?c  dntv  we  owe  to  the  children  is  to  train  them  towards 
stre:iu;th  and  Lrauty  of  character.  This  caiuiot  l>e  done  by 
hirii!f>ring  their  whims  or  by  rendering  tliem  unwise  a.nd  exc^^ss- 
ive  servic?.  What  thty  do  for  thems(dv(*s,  aiul  still"  more,  what 
the  V  il(  in  the  service  of  others,  are  the  onlv  means  of  mioral 
grrnvtli.  Aft^r  a  year's  ex]>prience,  I  aau  glad  to  l)e  able  to 
sav  thaA  blind  (fhildrrn  can  lx>  led  as  easily  an<l  surtdv  into  the 
lif^»  (^f  s(df-lulj>  and  service  as  can  their  brothers  tliat  see.

SUPEKINTENDENT'S  REPOUT. 


To  The  State  Board  of  Control: 

I  hereby  suhinit  to  you  the  report  of  the  Wisconsin  Industrial 
School  for  Boys  for  the  biennial  j)erio<l  tiuling  June  3()th,  11)02. 

There  is  not  a  ]:Utle  misapprehension  among  intelligent  an<l 
interested  people  who  are  engaged  in  child-saving  work  as  to 
the  aimis  and  methods  of  this  sc*hool.  There  is  much  ignorance 
among  the  jieoplo  generally  as  to  onr  entire  organization  and 
eharacter.  In  view  of  such  comditions  the  following  explana- 
tions are  included  in  this  report  in  the  hope  that  i.t  may  be  rc^ad 
in  such  quarters  ae  will  lead  to  a  better  understanding. 

This  school  is  not  a  prison.  It  i«  not  a  big  jail.  It  is  not  a 
plaee  of  punishment  nor  even  a  |x*nal  institution  at  all  except 
}>orhaps  by  mistaken  legal  definition.  It  is  a  correctional  scho(d 
l>uro  and  simple.  As  such  there  is  no  more  reason  for  its  boys 
to  l)e  under  society's  ban  than  for  anv  lK)y  to  be  so  whose  wrona- 
<loing  athome  has  brought  upon  him  the  disapproval  of  Iris  jmr- 
cuts  and  consefpient  coiTCctions.  Society  might,  if  it  so  pleasc^d, 
disapprove  of  the  j>arent  who  fails  to  manage  pro])erly  his  own 
son,  but  it  has  no  right  to  ostracize  the  lx>y  whose  father  has 
thus  failed. 

Recent  years  have  seen,  much  progress  in  the  study  of  jKM)ple 
who  go  wi'ong.  Even  as  to  gTown  u])  |HH)j)le  tluTc  has  he^Mi 
much  investigation  and  much  added  intx^lligent  humanity. 
Afere  action  is  no  longer  giv(»n  iUs  api)an'nt  face  value  and  that 
only.  lie  who  breaks  the  law  is  no  longcn*  pronounced  a  vicious 
criminal  without  distinct.i'on,  and  unceremoniouslv  driven  to  a 
life  of  crime  forever  afterward.  It  is  now  kno^\^l  that  statutes 
cannot  mieasure  character  and  that  set  formal  phrases  cauiuot 
adequately  give  vrdue  to  nn^tive  and  induc(nnent. 

But  whatever  may  be  tho  correc*t  treatment   of   wrong  d(K^rs 
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who  are  mature,  it  is  certainly  high  time  for  a  better  uiider- 
standiiiig  of  the  ignorant  and  irresjmnsibk"  niistjakes  of  chihUuxKl. 
It  may  Ix^  a  good  an  necessary  nmxini  that,  ^'' Ignorance^  of  the 
hxw  excuses  no  nian,'^  but  ignorance  joined  to  an  entire  inisajK 
prehensiion  of  social  values  should  be  a  perfectly  valid  excuse* 
for  childhood. 

There  are  no  iuvenile  criminals.     There  mav  l)e  children. 

.1  • 

Avhose  birth  and  ill-breeding  \vill  defy  (»are  and  who  will  be<*onv? 
criminals ;  but  \intil  maturer  years  entvble  such  to  give  a  degree 
of  definite  value  to  s^x?ial  relaticms  and  demands,  no  one  (hires 
intelliffcntlv  call  them  crimiinals.  Thev  have  done  wrona: — who 
pe^rhaps  would  have  done  Ix^tter  under  similar  conditit^ns  i  Hut 
crime  is  an  inc'dent  of  responsibility,  and  one  has  no  more  just 
ground  for  attaching  vStigma  to  the  na.me  of  an  unfortunate 
child  whom  the  state  has  found  it  necessarv  to  correct,  than  one 
has  to  punish  the  victim  of  a.  ]>ract:cal  joke.  Tt  is  quite  a  diffi- 
cult thing  to  corectly  relate  the  illegal  act  of  an  adult  to  sufficient 
and  actual  causes.  Perha])s  in  maturitv  it  is  n(>t  alwavs  nec(»s- 
sarv.  But  the  causes  of  chil(lhoo<rs  acts  lie  deei)lv  concealcMl  in 
coun.th\s8  misfit  conditi(ms.  A  chihl  does  Avroni>:  a'cnerallv  be- 
cause  someh<:w  in  some  essential  feature  his  lifct  has  Ihh^u 
dwarfed.  His 'a])]X)rtuni ties  have  been  abridged  in  some  <ir 
many  directions  necessary  to  his  growth,  lie  is  not  large  enough 
in  his  spiritual  dtwelopmcMit  and  ('!>nse(pient  outlonk  Ix^cause  he 
has  been  starvcMl.  And  not  all  the  starved  children  live  in  the 
homes  of  the  ])oor. 

(\)rr(Tti(.nal  schools  and  prisons,  that  make  even  me^iger  ac- 
counts of  the  ])revi(nis  liv(\s  of  their  inmat(^s  are  lil)rari<'s  of  the 
history  of  brdkeii  homes  and  disappovnt<"d  and  limited  lives. 
Out  of  these  hn-ken  homes,  bn>ken  bv  a  hundivd  causes  nearlv 
all  reacliing  back  to  this  ignorance  (f  social  ivlations,  come  th(»se 
chelated  and  robhed  wrong-doing  children.  Cheated  in  the'T 
birth,  robbed  of  the  verv  f(Kxl  of  life,  the  wonder  is  that  thev 
are  not  to  a  gn^ater  <lei*ree  out  (f  harmonv  with  all  true  and 
righteous  envin/nnw^nt.     The  earlv  and  constant  inheritance  of 
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s\i(*li  a  child  is  his;  soul's  robborv.  In  tho  pLaec  of  love,  child- 
hooil's  riiOvSt  proeioiis  iiihoritanco  and  ric:ht,  ho  has  hatred,  quar- 
relliii/i  and  eurs(^s.  Instead  of  healthy  and  elean  (•(►ni])anion- 
shij),  deuiocraey's  tc^eher  of  right  s(H»?al  observances,  he  has  th(» 
>tr(^»t  life  with  its  victoric^s  for  the  strongest  or  tho  most,  cun- 
ning. Instead  of  childhood's  imping  ])hiy,  \vith  a  ])lace  to 
]day  in,  ho  is  kicked  into  the  stn^'t  l\v  his  father  and  (^fF  th<N 
str<»et  by  the  polic(^nian,  and  (^arly  driven  to  UJcnger  \vag(^  earn- 
ing before  he  has  tinu^  to  h'-arn  "ji  trade,  thus  forever  preventing 
his  lu^iiio;  <,ther  than  a  nn're  (Uiv  lalnTer.  Let  no  well-lKjrn  man 
whos(^  happy  life  of  chiMlnwMl  was  envcdopcd  in  sneriticing  j>ar- 
ental  l<.'ve:  whose  davs  (»f  ])lav  and  schcid  wen^  tcacliers  of  civic 
rehitiiius;  whoso  traine<l  lu.'jid  (;r  skilhd  hjind  linds  ready  social 
ac(pii(^(*ence  a  })ayiiig  investment,  b<^  other  than  j)roud  of  his 
hapj)y  attainment.  l>iit  h't  him  not  make  of  his  ]>rid(^  a  vantage^ 
ground  for  superv)r  s(df  complacency.  His  pity  and  liis  long- 
enchiring  help  is  <hie  the  h'^s  well  situated  ( hil<l  of  to-day  who 
is  unfortunate  sundy,  and  a  wn  ng  deer,  hut  not  a  criminal. 

The  fact  is,  the^  hovs  of  this  school  are  ''hovs  as  1h)vs  <i<."  and 
do  not  differ  so  m^atlv  from  the  saniv*  nmiiber  of  Ikas  found 
anywhere.  They  are  backward  in  (»<lucatj<»nal  (Hpii]Hn<'^nt,  m<»re 
or  less  <leficient  ir  their  a})]>re<*iatio!i  (  f  their  duties  to  <  thers, 
laggards  often  and  far  from  industrious,  sennet imes  slow  to  re- 
spond to  love  and  kindness,  hut  almost  always  ca])abl(*  4)f  re:n(^- 
dving  all  ef  these  def(H'ts.  I>ad  Ixivs  thert^  an^  amonu'  them, 
bovs  whose  badness  nuinifc'sts  itstdf  in  m<'st  unexpected  and 
somelimes  rev^^ltiuir  forms;  but  still  bovs  of  such  pa.-t  liisturv 
and  future  ])ossib:Uti(^s  a.^  to  effectually  I'orhid  anyone  calling 
th(Tn  criminals. 

This  institution  theu  is  distinctlv  a  school.     Asa  school  it.doi's 

» 

^not  differ  verv  irreatlv  from  anv  boardinti'  school,  except,  in  such 
conditions  as  an^  m.iide  neeessarv  from  the  fact  that  manv  bf  v> 
are  here  c<»ntrarv  to  the-'r  wishes.  There  are  nnne  of  tlu^  u>ual 
prison  appliances.  There  are  no  walls,  no  arnnMl  guards  on 
constant  duty,  no  dunge<^ns,  no  clever    inventi<us    of    trainc^l 
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I)enologiste  for  punishment,  no  severe  restraints  nor  unnatural 
rules  of  separation  and  seclusion.  As  a  boarding  school  it  aims 
to  afford  a  home  life  as  nearly  as  any  lK)arding  school  may  do 
so.  To  mauv  a  boy  it  is  the  best  home  he  has  ever  known. 
There  are  no  secret  correctional  devises  in  schools  of  this  kiaad. 
No  hocus  pocus  methods  of  legerdemain  have  been  discovered 
for  n^aking  the  wrong  life  of  a  bad  boy  right.  Many  people 
scH^u  to  expect  of  us  that  by  some  happy  pronouncement  of 
''Presto  change"  wo  shall  transfer  a  lx>y  from  the  street's  post- 
graduate depailinent  of  idleness;,  vagrancy  and  Isliimaeliteism, 
to  the  same  grade  of  decency  and  riglit  living.  The  slight  of 
hand  perfomiier  in  the  realm  of  morals  and  character  has  not^ 
yet  nmde  his  first  appearance.  There  is  just  one  aim  and  one 
remiedy  in  childhood  correctiortal  work;  the  aim  is  nonnalitv, 
and  the  remedy  the  gradual  distruction  of  misfit  tendencies. 
The  remedy  may  l3e  variously  applied,  but  it  is  always  the  same, 
Tiove  of  fellows  and  respect  for  those  in  authority;  regularity 
of  living,  including  character  of  food,  liours  of  eating,  slee]>ing, 
work  and  re<*Teatiou ;  cleanline^ss  of  Iwdy  and  mind  finallv  from 
choix*e;  a  fair  estimate  of  the  value  of  an  action,  and  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  certainty  of  an  ultinxatx^  re<*koning;  and  last  but  not 
least  a  constant  elevation  of  the  character  of  the  incentives  to 
action;  these  are  some  of  the  sovereign  balms  for  childhood's 
moral  ailnijents,  which  ought  to  form  the  stock  of  tJie  workers  im 
a  correctional  school.  These  remedies  can  he  applied  only  in  a 
sj>irit  of  long-suffering  patience  and  kindness,  and  by  keeping 
at  it  for  a  considerable  )>erio<l  of  time. 

Kn  one  should  1k^  n^tained  as  an  employcx^  in  a  sch<H>l  of  this 
kind  wlio  does  not  Ix^lieve  in  th<^  work.  Fe\v  ]HM)ple  work  any- 
where for  sheer  love  of  it,  and  the  wages  inc<entive  cannot  }ye  en- 
tirely ignored.  But  here  to  a  ver}-  large  degree,  the  employee 
should  not  Ix^  holding  a  job.  No  one  can.  sufficiently  eliminate 
hims(*]f  and  endure  disap|X)intnient  and  failure  to  work  in  a  cor- 
rect i(Mial  school,  who  holds  his  ])ositioii  for  any  other  cause  than 
his  titnc^s  to  do  the  wv>rk  U>  whit'h  he  is  called.     The  place  is 
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no  sinocnre,  tho  work  needs  all-abflorbing  kindness,  abseneo  of 
self-sookin^  and  self-advertising,  a  large  decree  of  confidence 
in  childhood's  possibilities,  and  patience  that  persists.  For  the 
possession,  of  these  attribntee  there  miist  be  no  doubt  about  the 
certainty  of  position  depending  upon  meritorious  service  and 
nothing  else.  The  spirit  of  a  school  and  not  the  letter  of  its 
law  determines  the  success  which  it  is  to  meet  There  may  l)e 
whole  volumes  of  rules  and  regulations  worthy  of  a  nation's 
standing  aiTniy  but  they  will  fail  utterly  in  the  a-beenjce  of  a 
spirit  of  mutual*  confidence  and  regard  lx?twecn  the  boys  and 
those  who  have  the  care  of  them.  A  mian  mth  no  remarkable 
so-called  disciplinary  powers,  w'ho  is  always  surrounded  by  a 
group  of  haiOnv  boys  who  trust  hint,  will  accomplish  much, 
while  the  boasted  but  cold  discplinarian  is  getting  his  rules 
Amtten  out 

A  wrong  doing  child  want^  to  be  loved  and  trusted.  It  :ft  the 
connecting  link  between  his  Avrong  life  and  the  normal  condi- 
tions to  be  sought.  There  is  no  one  other  ajonency  that  we  believe 
in  so  much.  Rigid  ironclad  rules  and  fixed  unaltx^rable  arrange- 
ment's may  be  suited  to  prisons,  but  the  strongest  elenilent  of 
|>ower  in  a  school  of  this  kind  is  the  spirit  that  l)egets  conifidence. 
Boys  and  employees  need  the  largest  degree  of  freedom  of  action 
eonsister^t  with  ihe  general  harmony.  For  a  way^vard  l)oy  an 
ounce  of  self  respect  aiiid  hope  created,  is  worth  <a  pound  of  en- 
forced action  along  a  certain  line  or  any  amount  of  academic 
acquisition.  Every  man  who  works  with  children  has  h'^^  o^\^l 
way  of  iusspiring  s<»lfres]x>ct  and  hope.  It  is  a  pity  if  not  a  shi 
to  attempt  to  forcf*  his  method  into  preconceived  and  made  to 
order    lines    of   theorv.     Condi t'^ms  mnst  become  snch  in  this 

* 

work  that  with  adecpiate  remuneration  and  al)solute  absience  of 
ii-agging  as  to  metliods,  men  and  women  of  |)ecn]iar  fitness  may 
prepare  to  make  it  the  occupation  of  a  life  timr.  Only  thus  can 
the  highest  results  \x>  obtained  in  the  growth  of  a  n(^v  s])irit.  in 
the  wrong  doing  child. 

Tho  Wisconsin  statute^s,  defining  the  place  of  this  s<Jiool,  rea^l 
15 
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a.s  fallows:  ^'Tlio  Wisconsin  Tn<lnstrial  Sc1kk)1  at  Wauko«lia 
shall  1)0  tlio  plaro  of  confineniont  and  instruction  of  all  malo 
c'liildroix  botw(M^n  the  ap^es  of  t-on  ajid  eighteen  rears  who  shall  1k» 
legally  cominitte<l  thereto  as  vagrants,  or  on  conviction  of  any 
criminal  offense  or  for  iii(K>rrigil>le  or  vicions  conduct"  Ther^. 
is  a  good  deal  of  vagueness  in  the  terms  ^' vagrancy"  and  "incor- 
rigihil'ty"  that  lias  given  rise  to  much  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  what  really  c-onstitutes  dcdinquency,  and  much  variety  of  at*- 
tion  has  resulted  therefrom.  X(»t  only  magistrat<^  and  justicos 
have  f(;und  some  difficultv  in  makiiii*'  settled  definitions  for  tlie«(» 
terms,  but  great  conferences  of  child-saving  workers  have  dis- 
))utxxl  as  to  tho  lK>rder  line  between  '^■'depemlent  and  neglected 
children"  and  ^^lependent  and  delinquent  children."  Tlie  dis- 
tinctionj  is  difficult  and  cannot  bo  made  u]:K>n  al>stract  theory. 
To  tho  theoretical  student  and  the  casual  observer  the  distinction 
is  generally  l)ase<l  upon  whether  the  child  has  not  or  has  com- 
ma tted  some  statu torv  offense  such  as  steal  inj?,  robborv  or  as- 
sault.  If  the  child  luus  so  offended,  he  is  deliTH]uent.,  if  he  ha,s 
not  but  is  homeless  he  is  simply  negleeted.  The  distinction  is 
mcrelv  one  of  words  and  of  no  value  U>  the  earnest  worker. 
Veiy  often  indec^d  the  child,  who,  driven  by  great  need  and 
temptati(m,  has  t^ken  that  which  is  not  his  own,  is  far  less 
learned  in  vice  and  far  niiore  easily  and  (piickly  won  to  right 
living  than  one  w"ho  has  openly  violated  no  statute,  but  who  has 
served  a  long  apprenticeship  in  loafing  and  idleness  associated 
with  vice  and  crime.  The  moral  estim;ate  of  childhood  must  he 
more  larjfjelv  drawn  from  the  c^hild's  wlu)le  historv  than  fn:>ni 
iisolated  acts,  ^[onths  and  vears  of  iiustruction  in  vice  and  vacr- 
rancv  eff(\*t  m<n*e  bitter  and  c<'rtain  result4>  ajid  are  fsir  Ix^tter 
j)ropheci(^  of  the  futuir  than  single  acts  wlirse  motives  msiv  1k^ 
elusive  and  difficult  to  discover. 

There  are  probably  thre<^.  classes  of  childrc^n  who  appear  in 
the  courts  the  dividing  lines  of  which  are  of  real  importance  in 
th(*  judicial  action  to  l>e  taken.  Those  in  class  nundx^r  one  hav^i 
not  l)een  under  arrest  Ix^fore  and  come  from  liomcs  that  what- 
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over  th(*ir  cliarju'tor  as  to  wealth  or  want  aro  dc^C'ciit,  rospoctal^lt^ 
aiwl  s<''lf-snpportiiii]^.  Class  nniiibor  t.wo  con.sist.s  of  tlRKs<*  wlio 
may  liavo  lioiiies  or  may  l)o  hoiiiK^css  and  ujiprotocto^l,  but  who 
liavo  oither  lx>eu  ropoatcHlly  under  arrest  or  have  loarne<l  tlui 
va«xant  life  of  the  street  and  are  well  v(*rsed  hi  tlio  deadl)eat 
methodvS  of  the  loafer  and  the  eriminal.  Thev  know  the  haunts 
<»f  viee  and  its  nature,  are  deadl)eat4>  and  Ix^^tjars  l>v  dioa(r(*  and 
in  apjK>aranee  and  eharact^.T  an*  misfits  for  eivilv.ed  soeiety. 
( Mass  nunilK'r  three  eonnists  of  those  who  hav(^  luid  the;  shcdter 
and  eare  of  a  home,  rieli  or  pJM)r,  where  love  has  at  h^ast  ]mrtly 
done  its  duty,  and  wlio  hav(^  l)een  kept  from  exposure  to  pro- 
iiounaHl  forniH  of  wiekedness  and  viee,  but  who  l)v  some  suddi-^n 
disa*ster  that  has  destrove<l  the  home  have  Ixx^n  cast  ujxvu  the 
streets  to  shift  f(»r  theuLselves.  The  sptvific  eomjdaint  in  all 
three  of  the  elasst^s  is  immaterial. 

The  subjwt.H  of  arrest  in  class  number  one  sli(uild  he  ivtunied 
(o  tlio:;r  homes.  The  parentis  should  l)e  Immght  into  eourt  and 
rof)riniand(Hl  as  the  ease  nw^rits,  aii<l  the  ehild  should  l>e  ]>laeed 
in  tlieir  eare  upon  pi"ol>ati<m  under  a  sus]X'«nd(Ml  sentence.  Xo 
l)ov  in  this  elass  should  l)e  scMit  awav  from  his  home,  where  ho 
t>u^ht  to  find  the  best  love  au:d  e^ire  aiul  where  surely  h'ls  lK\st 
friends  dwell,  to  bo  kept  in  any  institution  of  any  eharaeter 
whatever.  There  aiv  no  counterfeits  of  a  p^cnnl  lumie  that  will 
pass  current  at  full  value,  ami  any  attem]>t  at  the  same  (?an  be 
only  a  sulxstitut>e  when  tJie  homo  has  failed  utterly.  Let  tho 
father  and  mi(/ther  vrJh  the'w  (\v(^  now  oj)ened  to  their  child's 
dan^r,  have  this  one  opp<;rtunity  to  atone  for  mistake  or  ne^*- 
lc<?t.  Let  tlie  hf.me  cure  itself  if  it  can.  Pro]>er  reports  should 
be  made  to  the  court  from  time  to  tim<»  duriuir  a  r(*as(>nal)l(» 
period.  If  at  the  (Mid  nf  that  tinw*  tlu^  parents  have  sliown. 
thoms(^^lves  capable  (f  maiia^ino;  the  chihl,  and  the  chihrs  con- 
duct indicates  repentance  and  rc])aration  lie  should  l)e  ])enna- 
iM^ntly  discharged.  To  the  pro|>or  W(,rk*n,<r  of  this  ]>]an  a 
juvenile  court  le*]^ally  created  and  sustained  wouhl  seem  ik^-cs- 
sary.     Every  county  in  tho  state  ought  to  have  such  a  court. 
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But  several  judges  in  the  state  for  some  years  have  successfully 
put  in  operation  tlie  best  features  of  the  system:,  and  have  demon- 
strated that  when  much  is  at  stake,  one  does  not  need  alwavs  t/> 
wait  for  distinct  legislative  c^nactment.  In  Milwaukee  county 
where  the  iuvenile  court  has  been  established  bv  law,  much  dis- 
crimination  has  bc^n  shown  in  the  disposal  of  the  cases,  and  the 
voluntary  probation  officers  have'sho^\^l  exceedingly  commend- 
able zeal  and  discretion. 

Children  in  class  nuinil)er  two  should  bo  sent  at  onctj  to  some 
suitable  industrial  school.  Their  education  in  vice,  tlieir  Lsh- 
mlaelitish  couception  of  life  and  uncouth  personal  makeup  unfits 
them  for  civilized  home  life.  There  is  little  need  of  discussing 
the  statement.  The  prejudiced  opponent  of  industrial  schools 
wifll  not  accept  it  with  any  discussion,  and  almost  all  who  are  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  child-saving  at  short  range  will  never 
question  its  correctness.  The  child  is  not  a  criminal,  but  he  is 
well- taught  in  the  elements  of  crime.  To  delay  correction  is  to 
afford  further  opportunity  for  instruction  in  vice.  A  child  who 
clothes  himself  fiTim)  picked  up  misfits;  snatches  his  food  as  he 
can  like  a  whipped  cur;  sleeps  anyAvhere  and  kno^vs  no  one  at 
homo  will  be  anxious:  travels  on  self -issued  free  passes  on 
freight  trains;  delights  only  in  the  companionship  and  conversa- 
tion of  vagrants;  know^  the  law  only  im  the  person  of  a" "cop" 
to  1)0  outwitted ;  sueh  a  child  is  a  moral  bandit  in  his  relation  to 
society  and  would  fit  in  no  home  that  would  help  hiniL  In  an 
institution  where  he  is  speedily  taught  obedience,  regularity, 
cleanliness,  responsifbility,  industry  and  self-respect  he  will  find 
his  onlv  immediate  safetv.  There  should  he  no  sentimtnital 
errors  iiiadcj  in  placing  a  child  from  this  class  with  number  three 
l>ecause  he  chances  to  be  good-looking,  cunning,  or  smarts  His 
s]>ecdy  correc^tion  is  the  surest  kindness  and  his  salvation. 

What  to  do  for  those  in  class  three  is  easy  enough  in  statement 
but  the  most  difficult  to  accomplish.  They  should  be  speedily 
reuioved  from  the  street  and  placx^l  where  its  lessons  cannot 
reach  theini     But  where?     In  an  industrial  school  such  as  is 
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for  class  t^jv^o  ?  It  is  hardly  fair  aoid  proper  to  subject  them  to 
the  danger  of  acv]iiiring  knowledge  of  vice,  though  this  in  a  well 
eonduoted  schor>]  is  far  safer  than  to  continue  the  life  of  a  vag- 
rant. In  a  new  home  by  adoption  ?  The  old  home  may  recover 
itself,  and  the  ohild  would  be  the  strongest  elemeu.t  for  its  re- 
union.  A  m(other  must  have  gone  far  in  sin,  to  not  have  a 
better  claim*  than  any  other  to  her  own  cliild  if  she  repents  and 
reforms.  Then,  the  mother  may  not  have  sinned  at  all,  but  have 
been  deserted  and  ill.  So  long  as  a  parent's  love  and  will  per- 
sists, that  right  is  paramount.  There  ought  to  he  s(mie  metho<l, 
either  l>y  detention  in  a  suitable  training  school,  or  by  boarding 
out  iiij  a  home,  whereby  the  child  could  be  cared  for  until  the 
home  either  recovers  itself,  or  gives  reasonal>le  indication  that  'A 
is  bif>ken  bevond  recoverv.  This  eould  be  done  easilv  in  train- 
ing  scho(jls  for  negloc^ted  diildren  of  tliis  flass,  if  the  j>rejudic*e 
in  some  qiuirtei's  did  not  tend  to  drive  the  managers  of  the  same 
to  too  rapid  placing  out  without  regard  to  the  probable  ultimate 
recover}'  of  tlie  home. 


During  this  biennial  i)eriod  this  institution  lias  continue* I 
generally  along  line^  hidicated  in  the  lust  report.  Em!i)l<>vees 
Lave  l)een  selected  for  fitness  and  have  groAvn  in  tlieir  conii- 
donoe  in  tlie  work.  Faitliful  servic*e  has  been  given  in  most 
cases  and  tlie  spirit  of  mutual  respect  and  confidence  between 
the  boys  and  employees  has  greatly  increased.  This  spirit  has 
lK)m  its  legitinxate  fruit  in  the  larger  liberties  of  the  school  and 
in  the  decreasing  evidences  of  repression,  as  well  as  in  the 
fewer  re}x>rts  for  misconduct,  and  in  the  almost  entire  absence': 
of  misconduct  of  a  relx^llious  kind.  These  conditions  will  reax'li 
Their  highest  possibilities  when  em4)l()ye(^  believe  fully  in  the 
future  possible  attainmients  of  the  l)oys  and  the  l)oys  accustom 
tliemselves  to  regard  the  emi^loyees  as  their  Ix^st  friends.  To 
bring  this  about  employees  should  be  selected  with  care  and  cou- 
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tinned,  in  sciTico.  Ijyug  continne<l  yon'ieo.  of  men  qnalified  for 
tho  work  of  tx^acJu^rs  and  fjiinilv  niastcrs  can  hardlv  bo  obUiinc*! 
at  $40.00  a  montJi. 

THE   PAKOT.E  SYSTEM. 

While  Jill  Ivovs  sent  to  the  inslitntion  are  (}oinniitte<l  until  thev" 
roajeh  the  ago  of  twonty-onp,  few  boys  remain  until  tluit  time. 
The  average  ]K*ri(Kl  of  detention  is  less  than  two  years.     This 
lx»riod  could  1x5  oonsiderably  sliortoned  but  for  tho  limited  educa- 
tional  e(iuipment  of  so  many  who  come  to  ns,  and  tlio  improbabil- 
ity (\f  the  oldcT  ones  ever  entering  school  again  after  leaving  th<* 
institntion.     When  a  bov  arrives  at  the  school  so  far  as  his 
conduct  is  concerned  he  Ix^gins  life  here  with  a  cleai*  re<*ord. 
ICach  montJi  he  advanc(?<l  one  in  conduct  grade  if  he  received  no 
i('}K>rt.  for  misbehavior  and  each  half  year  one  extra  upim  tJie 
same   conditions.     The   extra   haJf-vearly     advanceniientii    are 
cumulative,  Ixnng  one  the  first  six  montlis,  t\vo  the  second,  etc. 
Somewhere  at  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  he  is  marked  Honor  and 
is  eligible  for  piux)le.     (,^areful  investigation  is  tlien  mlade  into 
the  fitness  of  the  home  and  the  probabilities  of  the  boy's  falling 
into  his  old  ways  and  among  his  old  com]>anions.     If  the  home? 
is  found  to  1k^  a  projxr  om^,  and  we  are  always  prejudiced  in  itrt 
favor,  the  boy'>  name  is  scMit  to  the  l>(>ard  of  Ctvntrol,  with  a 
d(\scripti(m  of  the  case,  when  he  is  passe^l  uikui  according  to  tJi*" 
law  and  set  tx)  his  home. 

A  large  nuujlK^r  of  the  lK)ys  who  are  ?ent  to  tlio  school  aro 
liomeh^ss  or  c^Hue  from  vicious  hom(»s.  It  is  not  our  policy  to 
allow  thes(^  to  congest  in  the  institution  by  hmg  jx^riods  ot  de- 
tenu t  ion.  Hovs  Tuav  lM?<!ome  victims  of  a  life  in  an  institution  if 
that  life  is  loo  jouii'  continued  there.  (N>rr(vtion,  not  mere  ex- 
ist(-n^'<%  is  the  (excuse  for  our  work.  As  soon  as  consistent  a  1k>v 
must  \>o  iriven  a  chance^  in  the  (mtsid(>  life  of  the  world.  Hence, 
for  tli(»se  homeless  lads,  homes  are  found  Ivy  the  field  agent^  care- 
fully inv(^tigate<l  as  tx>  their  uocmIs  aiul  character,  and  suitable 
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}j^)ys  ai-e  [placed  therein.  Boys  are  not  indentured  nor  bound, 
t'iire  is  t^ken  tliat^  if  the  lx>y's  ovnx  houue  should  later  become  a 
liroix-r  one,  ho  may  return  to  those  whose  claimis  are  great^^t. 
W(*  are  very  glad  to  says  that  no  (rouble  is  ex}>erience<l  in  find- 
ing a  sufficient  number  of  g(KKl  eiiuntry  homes.  Tlie  one  nw^l 
is  a  closer  relationship  to  a  few  large  manufactories  and  max^liine 
shojH".  where  plajces  could  l)e  secaired  for  such  older  boys  who  have 
shown  a  sjKKiial  fitness  for  mechanical  employment.  Not  all  our 
i)oys  will  make  good  farmers. 

( -onstant  are  is  l)eing  taken  in  looking  after  paroled  boys. 
This  is  d(mo  by  t^\X)  methods.  Boys  are  i-eKjuired  to  writ.e  us  at 
least  once  a  quarter,  stating  in  detail  what  they  arc  doing.  These 
hitters  are  kept  on  file  and  a  separate  record  of  datets  of  letters 
r(H*eived  and  juiBwered  is  also  kept.  By  tliis  means  the  where- 
aboutfi  of  a  bay  is  always  knowai.  Tlio  field  agent  visits  each 
K>y  at  least  once  a  quarter  giving  such  counsel  and  encourage- 
ment a5  is  needed.  An  accurate  aa^oimt  of  all  these  visits  is 
kept  in  the  agent's  record,  so  that  they  can  Ixj  referred  to  at  any 
time.  V- 

A&  a  pai'tial  answer  \n  the  question  'T)o  Tleform  Schools  He- 
form  ?  h(^ard  so  often  by  people  with  a  new  hobby,  the  following 
stutx^meiit  of  tlie  wherea])outs  of  our  l>oys  is  given.  The  period 
seleci^nl  is  from  January  1st,  1808,  to  Januarj^  1st,  1902.

We  have  up  dispnsiti<m  to  discuss  the  ta-l>le.  The  figures  hav(v 
\)iHm  carefully  com]Mle<l  and  speak  for  tht^m^dves.  Of  course 
nf>t  all  of  tJio  mauv  lK)ys  who  have  done  well  have  l)een  caused 
to  do  so  l)y  their  detenti<m  here.  Many  were  never  had  l)ovs. 
Xot  many  iire  achieving  distinction,  but  a  very  large  perc(Mitage 
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axo  decently  earning  a  living  or  making  preparation  to  do  so. 
Soventy-oiic  l)oys  of  tlie  whole  number  have  been,  known  to  Ika 
<lolinquent  Tlicse  soventy-onc  by  re^xiated  arrests  have  man- 
aged to  (dose  the  eyes  of  some  good  people  to  the  several  hiuidrcHl 
who  have  done  their  duty.  If  i)olice  ofluMii-s  and  magistrates 
would  promptly  notify  the  school  of  the  threatiening  delinquency 
of  panJod  lx>yo  wlio  c5amo  under  tlieir  notice  the  perctnitage  of 
bovs  who  do  well  might  \xi  increased. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  school  maintains  a  large  numlx?T  of  varied  industries. 
It,  however,  scdls  few  pnxlucts,  as  the  work  is  for  our  own  ne<Mls 
and  for  the  industrial  training  of  the  lx>ys.  There  is  a  caiix»n- 
ter  shop,  blacksmith  shop,  laundry,  paintshop,  tailor  shop,  sluw 
slu>p,  and  knitting  shop,  ])e«ides  400  acres  of  land  on  w4iicli 
manv  bovs  are  employed,  The  bovs  make  all  their  own  cloth- 
ing,  as  well  as  tlie  furniture  and  many  tools,  implements,  etc., 
Ijesides  doing  the  general  repair  work  of  tlie  school.  Some 
lx>ys  learn  to  do  some  one  of  these  things  well,  but  the  prevailing 
jiotion  tluit  all  lx)vs  or  that  anv  considerable  nimiber  can  learn 
trades  during  tlieir  short  stay  here  is  incorrect.  The  distribu- 
tion of  work  is  shown  in  tlie  statistical  tables,  given  elsewhere  in 
this  report. 

The  active  work  of  the  dav  is  divided  into  four  sessions  of  two 
houi-s  each.  Each  bov  att^ends  school  two  of  tliese  sessions  and 
works  two.  Saturday  forenoon  is  devoted  to  letter  w^riting,  and 
Saturday  aftemocm  is  a  half  holiday.  During  this  afternoon  the 
lK>ys  indulge  in  the  usual  games  of  lx)ys  anywhere.  The  school 
sustiiins  a  Iwiseball  team  and  a  football  team  in  the  season  and 
makes  schedules  of  games  lK>th  on  our  own  grounds  and  return 
games  with  teajiis  in  neighlx)ring  villages.  During  the  past 
two  years  the  re(»ord  of  our  teams  has  bcim  quite  to  our  credit 
and  the  games  have  hcon  a  source  of  enjoyment  as  well  as  an 
•lid  to  cheerful  discipline. 
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THE  XEED  of  A  HOSPITAL. 

Ai'ter  several  years  of  entire  freedom  from  contagious  ilis- 
oiis(^  or  epidemicvS  of  any  kind,  the  school  during  the  past  bien- 
nial period  has  had  a  nuniiber  of  cased  of  smallpox,  scarlet  fever 
and  a  very  tiyiug  epidemic  of  diphtheria,  one  death — the  first 
case — occun'ing  from  the  latter  disease.  Two  years  ago  tlie  fol- 
lowing report  was  submitted  upon  this  subject: 

"A  pressing  need  of  the  institution,  and  one  that  cannot  be 
easily  ignored  I(ftiger,  is  a  smiall  but  properly  furnished  hospital. 
We  are  at  present,  and  for  several  years  have  been  entirely  with- 
out anytlnng  of  this  kind  at  all.  The  good  fortime  and  cai-e' 
tJiat  have  spai'txl  us  from  any  epidemic  during  tliese  years  have 
likewise  saved  us  from  what  might  have  been  charged  as  careless 
neglect  There  is  positively  no  place  on  the  grounds  where  a 
patient  with  a  contagious  disease  could  be  isolated  and  cared  for. 
A  hospital  \vith  a  suitable  separate  contagion  ward,  quite  ade- 
quate to  our  needs,  could  be  built  for  $10^000.  It  would  seem 
beyond  question  that  this  should  be  done  during  the  coming 
year.'^ 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  more  than  justifies  tlie  state- 
ment and  recommendation.  With  our  present  facilities  it  is 
well  nigh  impossible  to  successfully  combat  contagion,  and,  in 
diseases  like  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever,  exceedingly  difficult 
to  locate  causes.  Tliei^e  is  positively  no  mode  of  entire  isolation, 
without  stx)ppiiig  all  our  school  and  work.  With  a  general  and 
is<^)lation  hospital  a  boy  could  be  separated  from  tlie  others  at  the 
first  signs  of  any  ailment  whose  symptoms  are  uncertain  or  sus- 
picious and  contiigion  could  be  entirely  avoided.  Then  if  dis- 
eases arose  from  anv  local  imsanitary  condition  tlic  cause  could 
lye  found  at  once  and  sjxjedily  renwvcd.  Xo  more  can  l)c  done 
in  tills  re|)ort  than  to  repeat  the  previous  reconuiiendation  iiiveii 
jil)ove. 
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THE  HEATING  SYSTEM. 

Thr.  OH  tire  licnitiHg'  plant  t>f  the  institution  is  in  voiy  btul  con- 
dition. After  rei)eat<Ml  discussions  of  this  situation  witJi  the 
3nend)e]'s  of  lie  J^oard  it  do(»s  not  seoni  nece^ssary  to  go  into  a  de- 
railed ex]>Lniari(>ii  of  specific  defects.  Tlio  down  draft  system 
in  us(?  in  the  furnace>s  has  always  proved  very  unsatisfactory 
with  our  inexperienced  iireman.  There  is  constant  leakage  in 
:h(i  circulating  tubes  entailing  much  cost  for  repair  and  causing 
a  gn*>at  d(»al  of  annoyance  and  inconvenience.  Several  times 
during  the  past  unnter  ^ve  liave  barely  escaped  having  all  three 
of  our  lx>ilers  out  of  commission  at  one  time — a  conditioii  tJiat 
would  greatly  iiwMiace  the  general  health.  Tlie  covei'ing  on  most 
of  the  underground  main  service  pipes  has  fallen  off  and  the 
ceuKMit  ditch  has  been  generally  broken,  owing  to  the  imperfect 
W(.rk]iianship  and  mat^'^ial  employed  in  their  construction.  It 
is  doubtful  if  iJie  school  can  safely  pass  another  wint>er  without 
a  general  reconstruction  of  the  plant.

Our  at ti tilde  is  tlu*  same  as  when  two  vears  ago  we  said:  ''When 
wo  consider  \\\q  broken,  vicious  or  careless  homes;-  wdien  wo  con- 
sider  th(^  succx'ssion  of  unkept,  crime-caught  and  vice-taught  lads 
who  ii(4iorallv  come  to  us,  we  mav  not  be  satisfied,  but  wo  tiike 
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up  our  work  with  hope."  Hie  reward  in  the  added  number  of 
(IcH^tiit,  s(^lf-rest)ecting  luid  self-supporting  men,  is  large  enougli 
lo  sav(*  us  from  defeat.     It  inay  be  victory.

Sin(*e  the  last  report  the  schools  of  the  institution  have  demo 
continutnl  good  work.  In  artihmetic  and  ponmanship  particu- 
larly, satisfactory  progress  ha^  been  sho^\^l.  Knowing  that  a 
very  large  majority  of  our  lK>ys  after  leaving  our  institution  re- 
ceive no  further  schooling,  and  believing  tliat  a  good  practical 
knowdedge  of  tlie  'Three  ll's"  is  absolutely  essential  for  their 
life  ^^o^k,  we  have  laid  ])articular  stress  on  giving  a  thorough 
ground  work.

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

Great  progress  and  interest  have  been  manifested  in  the  Man- 
ual Training  department  in  the  last  two  years.  The  wood- 
working and  forge  shops  together  are  capable  of  accommodating 
from  twenty  (20)  to  twenty-five  (25)  pupils  at  one  time. 
While  we  still  insist  on  having  the  pupil  work,  not  so  much  to 
produce  articles  of  use,  as  to  educate  the  hand  and  eye  by  means 
of  a  carefully  graded  set  of  exercises,  yet,  at  the  same  time  w^e 
have  had  a  large  numlK^r  of  ornamental  and  useful  things  pro- 
duced. Every  piece  of  work  is  first  drafted  and  the  elements 
of  mechanical  and  freehand  drawing  thus  taught.  About  one 
himdred  and  twenty' boys  have  access  to  this  department.

SI.OYD  SCHOOL. 

The  eighty  or  ninety  of  our  younger  boys  who  work  in  this 
department  are  tauglit  the  elements  of  manual  training.  Sim- 
ple knife-work,  joinery  and  wood  carving  are  given  and  the 
l)oys  have  in  many  cases  shown  remarkable  proficiency.  In 
addition,  some  most  successful  work  has  been  done  in  Venetian 
Iron,  Pulj)  ^lodelling  and  Water-Color  Painting.  An  exhibit 
was  made  by  our  Sloyd  School  and  Manual  Training  depart- 
ment at  Detroit,  Michigan,  during  the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Corrections.  Our  work  ranked  among  the  best 
of  a  number  of  very  excellent  exhibits. 
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LIBRAET. 


Our  library  continues  to  grow.  We  have  now  1,225  volumes. 
Every  boy  who  can  read  may  draw  one  book  a  week.  Since 
September  30th,  1900,  there  have  been  drawn,  as  the  card 
shows,  13,863  volumes.  Probably  one-fourth  of  these  books 
were  read  by  at  least  one  or  two  other  individuals  while  out  in 
one  boy's  name;  this' would  bring  the  total  number  of  books 
read  to  be  nearer  20,000  volumes  than  the  number  shown  by 
the  cards. 

The  following  table  shows  tlio  books  that  may  be  classed  as 
favorites.  Eighty-two  (82)  is  the  maximum  number  of  times 
any  single  volume  could  have  been  drawn,  but  as  we  have  dupli- 
cates of  many  of  the  most  popular  books,  the  total  drawings,  in 
many  instances,  exceed  this:

Commendable  work  has  been  done  in  our  Singing  School 
during  the  last  biennial  period.  The  choir  work  has  been  very 
noticeably  improved  and  several  of  our  churches  have  at  differ- 
ent times  requested  the  use  of  our  choir  for  special  services. 

A  number  of  musical  entertainment  have  been  given:  Queen 
Esther,  a  Cantata,  Gilbert  and  Sullivan's  "Pirates  of  Pen- 
zance" and  "The  Pinafore,"  are  among  the  most  popular  and 
successful. 
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The  school  sustains  a  band  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty 
pieces  and  an  orchestra  of  about  a  dozen  pieces.  Band  and 
orchestra  are  both  in  nuich  deamnd  in  the  city  and  in  neigh- 
boring towns  and  occasionally  respond.  Their  chief  value, 
however,  is  in  the  services  they  render  in  our  own  entertain- 
ments and  in  the  military  department,  and  in  the  educational 
and  moral  advantages  to  the  members.

ACTING  WAKDEX^S   REPORT. 


Waupun,  July  1st,  1902. 

To  the  Honorable^  The  State  Board  of  Control, 

Madison,  Wis. 

Gextlemex  : — Pcniiit  me  to  present  to  yoiir  honorable  body, 
the  biennial  report  of  tliia  institution,  including  tlie  Cliaplain's 
and  Physician's  reports,  covering  the  period  from  Septeonber 
30th,  1900,  to  June  30tli,  1902. 

The  Warden's  report  will  be  very  brief  for  tlie  reason  best 
known  to  yourselves,  tiiiat  is,  that  Warden  McClaughry  resigned 
May  28th,  of  tliis  present  year,  and  consequently  the  writer  is 
only  a  temporary  warden  and  has  served  only  a  little  more  tban 
thirty  days.  However,  I  will  mention  a  few  of  tlio  most  im- 
portant points  about  the  prison. 

First:  Tlie  sanitary  condition  of  tliis  prison  is  excseHont, 
and  with,  the  inipi*ovements  we  have  made  aaid  tho*50  tliat  are 
now  in  progi^ess,  it  will  bo  one  of  the  best  prisons  in  tlie  Unik^d 
States  a5  far  as  sanitation  and  liealtli  are  (joncenied.  The 
Phvsician's  i"oport  deals  more  fully  with  these  mattei's. 

T^e  improvemjents  which  have  been  made  during  tlie  past 
fiscal  tenni  are  as  follows : 

There  w^as  expended  $1,139.58  for  taking  out  tlie  stone  floor 
in  the  cell  houses  and  replacing  them  widi  cement  floors,  which 
add  greatly  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison. 

The  solitary  cells,  liospital  and  batli  room  building  has  just 
been  completed  at  a  cost  of  $7,028.97.  This  building  was  very 
much  needed  and  adds  much  to  the  convenience,  and  also  aids 
tauch  in  the  management  of  the  institution. 

We  have  also  built  an  addition  to  the  knitting  ship  at  an  ap- 
proximate cost  of  $1,200.00,  which  amomit  was  taken  out  of 
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the  current  expense  fund.  This  addition  makes  it  possible  for 
us  to  work  at  least  25  more  m^en  in  that  branch  of  the  prison 
industry,  where  we  can  use  men  that  could  not  be  used  in  any 
other  pai-t  of  the  prison  to  such  good  advantage. 

We  have  also  placed  a  new  boiler,  and  built  an  addition  to 
the  boiler  house  at  a  total  cost  of  $2,025.68. 

We  are  now  drilling  a  new  artesian  %v"ell,  which  when  com- 
pleted will  cost  approximately  $1,500.00  With  the  completion 
of  this  well  we  are  confident  of  getting  a  sufficient  flow  of  good 
pure  water  for  fire  protection  as  well  as  for  domestic  purposes. 
Heretofore  we  liave  been  paying  the  city  of  Waupun  $300.00 
per  year  for  fire  protection.  This  will  cease  wlien  we  have  our 
well  in  operation. 

We  have  erected  a  steel  water  tower  and  steel  tank  of  50,000 
gallons  capaxjity,  with  a  water  pressure  of  55  pounds  to  the 
square  inch,  the  cost  being  $3,049.00,  which,  with  a  new  deep 
well  pump  which  we  expect  to  install  in  the  immediate  future, 
will  amply  protect  us  in  case  of  fire. 

We  are  now  installing  a  steam  heating  plant  in  the  feniale 
prison,  w^hich  will  cost,  approximately  $1,050.00.  This  will 
make  a  great  improvement  in  the  female  prison  as  heretofore 
we  have  heated  that  building  with  stoves  and  in  cold  wftather 
it  has  been  a  difficult  matter  to  keep  prisoners  fromi  freezing. 
Those  of  the  prisoners  whose  cells  were  near  the  stoves  were 
comfortable,  but  others  had  all  they  could  do  to  keep  warm* 
The  expense  of  this  "wdll  not  be  great  for  the  reason  that  the 
tunnel  has  been  built  by  convict  labor,  and  the  pipe  work  has 
been  done  by  our  chief  engineer  and  convicts. 

The  legislature  of  1901  appropriated  $4,000.00  for  a  new 
dining  room.  This  amount  is  not  sufficient  to  build  a  new  din- 
ing room,  but  I  have  looked  tlie  ground  over  and  have  made 
figures,  and  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  way  to 
do  would  be  to  make  an  addition  to  the  present  dining  room,  50 
feet  wide  by  60  feet  long,  the  same  height  as  the  old  building, 
and  use  the  present  lower  dining  room  for  kitchen  purposes, 
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which  will  then  give  us  sufficient  room,  for  dining  purposes  that 
all  the  prisoners  may  eat  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  room. 
The  approximate  cost  of  this  addition  is  $4,000.00.  I  would 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  construction  of  this  addition 
begin  at  once,  as  if  we  take  time  wo  can  do  most  of  the  work 
vnth  convict  labor ;  consequently  we  can  make  a  better  building 
at  a  less  cost  than  if  we  lot  tlie  work  out  on  contract. 

FAEM. 

The  state  farm,  under  the  supervision  of  the  farm  boss^  James 
N.  Van  Epps,  is  in  excellent  condition.  It  is  much  more 
productive  than  it  formerly  was,  and  in  appearance  is  mpre 
pleasing  to  the  eye  than  heretofore,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  more 
neatly  kept.  The  outlook  for  a  good  crop  this  year  is  very 
promising.  The  farm  has  been  a  paying  property  for  the  past 
twx)  years^  as  we  have  raised  good  crops  and  utilized  it  to  the 
best  advantage.  Last  year  we  sold  hogs  to  the  amount  of 
$2,571.00.  This  is  a  remarkable  good  showing  for  one  year. 
Our  cattle  on  the  farm  is  not  in  the  very  best  condition  and  I 
would  advise  a  change  of  stock  in  the  near  future  as  I  think  this 
would  be  profitable,  that  is  to  say,  weed  out  the  old  cows  and  in- 
ferior ones,  and  substitute  a  good  breed  of  milch  oows  in  their 
places. 

In  conclusion  I  will  say  to  your  honorable  body  that  the  disci- 
pline of  the  prison  at  ^^resent  is  first  class ;  the  officers  from  the 
deputy*warden  down  axe  doing  their  full  duty  to  make  it  such.

PKISOX   PHVSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


Waupun,  July  1,  1902. 
To  thr  Ilorwrahlc  Stale  Board  of  Control: 

Gextt-emen: — Tt  p^vos  me  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  tJie 
physician's  report.,  on  tlie  healtk  and  hygiene  of  tlie  State  Prison, 
for  tJie  last  two  fiscal  yeai*s.  Having  l)een  practicing  for  sev- 
eral years  in  oasterh  institutions,  in  which  every  aid  is  offered 
tlio  pl-ysician,  in  the  way  of  hospital  adva.nt4iges,  trained  nurses, 
specinl  diet,  modical  and  s\irgical  supplies,  it  has  been  with  in- 
creasing tliankfulness  that  I  have  seen  epidemic  and  accident 
pass  by  the  prison  gates,  leaving  us  in  health  and  safety,  till 
now  we  are  equipped  with  most  of  the  miodem  helps,  which  will 
enable  lus  to  meet  such  visitiitions,  on  more  equal  terms. 

A  new  hospitiil  with  cheerful,  sunny,  hygienic  wards,  modern 
(»|)orating  rcwm,  s]x^cial  diet  kitchen,  baths,  and  prisoners  traine<l 
in  nursing,  now  awaits  the  sick  one  whore  our  aim  is  to  cause 
him  tr>  forget  as  so<in  as  possible,  that  he  is  a  prisoner,  and  to 
help  him  on  to  the  road  to  i-ecovery. 

We  have,  in  addition,  special  cells  in  tliis  hospital,  where  tlio 
delirium  of  the  ill,  and  the  excitement  of  the  insane  are  safo- 
^niarde<l,  and  their  depressing  infl\ienco  removed  from,  and  un- 
heanl  by.  the  other  patients. 
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A  detailed  check  system  of  books  tells  iis,  daily,  to  a  penny, 
what  the  cost  of  siil)sist<*nce  is,  assures  us  of  the  correct  delivery 
of  known  quantities  of  medicines,  and  makes  it  possible,  at  a 
second's  notice  to  tell  tlie  condition  of  healtli  of  any  individual 
]>risoner. 

A  successful  vaccination  is  immediately  made  on  every  new 
})risoiier  who  enters,  accompanied  by  a  rigid  physical  examina- 
tion, and  a  i"e-exami nation  the  day  l)efore  discharged.  This  is 
imperative,  U>  enable  us  to  a.«iaign  the  men  t^>  vrovV  which  is  well 
and  safely  within  their  capal)ilities.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
kwj)  their  lAdies  in  gcxKl  condition,  and  a  review  of  the  prison- 
(*rs,  made  at  any  time,  shows,  as  a  result.,  a  verv'  healthy  set  of 
niien. 

Twicx*  a  week,  rc\ij:ularly,  a  hygienic  inspection  and  reiwrt  is 
mado  of  the  entire  prison  buildings.  The  chronic  invalids, 
those  whom  accident  has  maimed  and  old  age  made  infirm,  have 
l>oen  phieod  in  commodious  apartment.^,  under  tlie  care  of  a  ^>q- 
cial  attendant.  In  the  female  prison  a  sick-bay  and  a  surgery 
have  Ixt^n  established,  wheiv  an  emergency  outfit  is  kept,  and 
fills  a  long  felt  want. 

The  treatment  of  the  ]>hysical  condition  of  the  cla.ss  of  ]KV)])le 
entering  tliis  institution  and  the  various  ills  attendant  on  a  life, 
]>ractically  solitary  and  necessarily  sedentary,  is  of  far  great<^r 
concern,  than  that  of  the  short,  acute,  complaints  and  acci<leiit 
AVhich  befall  tliem,  somewhat  less  frequently  within,  than  with- 
out., the  walls.  (\)ming  here  with  phthisis,  syphilis  and  other 
results  of  pn^vious  exc(»sses,  many  of  them  l)earing  inherit<Ml 
w(^akness,  st.imulateil  or  made  comfortable  for  vc-ars  bv  alcohol, 
luorphine,  cocaine  and  other  drugs,  and  n(»w  cuf  off  from  frtv. 
action,  sunshine  and  these  stimulants  ajid  narc^>tics,  thes<*  men 
show  an  earlier  disjx>sitioii  to  the  inevitable  physical  breakdown 
which  comes  sooner  or  later.  Sluggishness  of  mind  and  IkkIv 
is  the  signal  for  disease  to  attack,  and  the  results  of  old  ex- 
c(*ss(^  to  assert;  tJiemselves.     Tnsanitv  and  tlie  various  neuroses, 
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catarrhal  affections  of  the  body,  nature's  revenge  for  long  mis- 
treatment, have  to  be  oombatted. 

Dissipation  cut  off,  machine  regularity  in  hours  for  rest, 
sleep  and  nourishment^  bathing,  and  all  things  conducive  to 
hoalthfulness  are  necessarily  maintained.  Employment,  a  li- 
brary, night-school  and  religious  instruction,  Protestant  and 
Roman  Catholic,  ser\'e  as  the  medicine  of  the  mind  and  soul. 
A  term  in  prison  no  longer  implies  broken  health  of  mind  and 
body. 

Figures  taken  from  the  entrance  and  exit  examinations  show 
us  improvement  in  the  vital  organs,  heart,  lungs  and  kidneys, 
and  in  body  weight, •in  the  majority  in  this  prison,  and  the 
tabla^  of  mortality' appended,  show  that  the  fatal  diseases  oc- 
curring here  have  been  only  those  which  commonly  terminate 
speedily  anywhere. 

The  question  of  a  separate  institution  for  insane  criminals  and 
the  criminal  insane  is  frequently  brought  to  our  notice  by  the 
impediment  to  prison  management  and  the  utt£«r  lack  of  facili- 
ties for  the  proper  care  of  these  cases,  which  we  have  here. 
Their  presence  in  a  hospital  for  insane  is  a  menaoe  to  the  other 
patients  there.  Wisconsin  whofse  system  of  care  of  the  insane 
is  faraous,  and  c/>pied  by  Europe  and  America,  must  soon  fol- 
low^ her  sister  states  in  the  erection  of  special  hospitals  for  these 
unfortunates. 

Tho  prison  is  in  need  of  a  regularly  appointed  dentist.  Many 
of  the  prisoners  who  come  here  have  no  money  and  when  their 
teeth  beirin  to  decav  and  ache  ihofv  must  have  theani  extracted 
by  the  physician,  when  a  simple  cement  filling  would  preserve 
thein  till  the  man  is  in  a  financial  condition  to  have  thenn 
permanently  filled.  The  dentist  comes  up  from  town  every  week 
to  care  for  the  teeth  of  the  prisoners  who  can  afford  to  pay  him, 
and,  if  he  were  given  a  small  salary  this  valuable  aid  could  bo 
had  by  the  prisoners.  Extraction  of  teeth  me^ns  improper  mlas- 
ti cation  of  food,  folloAved  by  dyspepsia,  broken  digestion, 
constipation,  and  a  general  dispensing  of  drugs  to  bolster  and 
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patch  up  things.  Let  us  take  the  money  laid  out  for  these  drugs 
and  spend  it  on  the  teeth  and  we  will  get  better  results. 

Appended  are  dio  tables  sliowing  tlio  work  of  the  medical  de^ 
partment. 

Thanking  you  and  my  fellow  officers  for  your  cordial  snjv 
jx>rt  in  this  work,  and  asking  for  a  continuance  of  tlie  same. 
1  assure  you  of  better  results  for  the  future,  with  our  inci'case<l 
facilities,  and  remain.

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OIIAPLAIX'S  REPORT. 


Waupun,  July  1st,  1902. 
The  State  Board  of  Coiitrol, 

Gentlemen: — I  have  tlie  honor  to  present  to  you  my  first 
report  for  the  jxjriod  of  time  from  October  1st,  1900,  to  July 
1st,  1902.  But  as  mv  work  is  of  such  a  character  that  there 
are  but  few  records  kept,  and  I  am  just  closing  my  first  year 
of  service,  I  can  speak  for  but  one  year. 

In  looking  over  that  year's  work  I  find  much  to  encourage 
ine,  while  the  discouragements  liave  not  been  lacking.  I  am 
pleased  with  the  |X)sition  that  both  officers  and  prisoners  have 
accorded  me  in  the  work  of  the  institution. 

The  night  school  with  its  three  sessions  a  week  (eight  months 
this  past  year)  proved  a  blessing  to  nearly  ever  one  of  the  one 
hundred  men  who  attended.  And  although  our  equipment  for 
such  work  is  so  very  poor,  still  the  interest  was  such,  that  in 
sj>ite  of  poor  equipment  the  men  acquitted  themselves  with 
credit.  Only  those  who  are  in  touch  ^\ath  this  work  can  appre- 
ciate the  great  need  we  have  for  a  well  equipped  school  room. 

The  friends  from  the  outside  have  not  forgotten  us,  but  have 
at  much  sacrifice  to  themselves  rendered  several  programs  on 
the  chapel  platform,  and  contributed  generous  supplies  of 
papers  and  magazines  for  the  use  of  the  inmates,  all  of  which 
were  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  prison  library  is  well  patronized  and  much  of  what  is 
called  for  is  of  the  best,  while  the  supply  of  weekly  papers  aver- 
ages three  thousand  each  month. 

The  chapel  services  have  been  seasons  of  interest,  and  I  have 
noted  with  pleasure  the  increasing  interest  in  these  services,  on 
the  part  of  the  many.

The  Christian  Endeavor  meetings  have  been  the  means  of 
helping  very  many,  especially  since  we  have  been  systematically 
studying  the  Sunday  School  Lessons.  I  find  a  goodly  number 
of  the  men  taking  a  keen  interest  in  the  study  of  the  Bible.  I 
have  endeavored  to  visit  every  man  at  his  cell  door  as  often  as 
once  each  montli,  and  find  a  hearty  welcome  and  a  gro^ving 
confidence. 

And  in  all  my  work  I  have  carefully  emphasized  the  need 
of  a  personal  touch  with  a  personal  Christ,  not  only  for  all 
men,  but  especially  for  the  unfortunate.  And  the  evidence  of 
a  desire  for  such  contact  is  often  noted  in  the  interest  mani- 
fested in  better  things,  the  good  resolutions,  but  best  of  all  in 
l)etter  living. 

I  look  forward  into  the  ^  years  to  oome  with  the  expectation 
that  some  good  may  be  accomplished  and  wdth  the  desire  firmly 
fixed  in  my  heart  to  have  many  learn  to  know  The  Christ  whom 
to  know  is  life  eternal.

REPORT  OF  THE  StJPERINTENDENl'. 


Sparta,  Wisconsin,  June  30tli,  1902. 
To  the  State  Board  of  Control, 

Gentlemen  : — ^In  accordance  with  a  statute  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  1001,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  eighth  biennial 
rej)ort  for  the  fiscal  term  ending  with  the  above  date. 

CHILDllEN  RECEIVED. 

Bjy  the  table  jou  may  notice  that  the  number  of  children 
received  has  decreased  since  the  last  report.  This  is  owing, 
no  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  "good  times"  have  prevailed  all  over 
the  country;  also  that  Milwaukee  county  has  maintained  the 
care  of  the  dependent  children  within  her  borders  during  that 
time. 

PURPOSES  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  school  is  intended  only  as  a  "stopping  place,"  a  depot,  if 
you  choose,  between  the  several  counties  and  good  homes.  Oft- 
times  it  is  found  essential  and  necessary  to  keep  children  at  the 
school  a  few  weeks  or  few  months,  to  correct  some  bad  habits, 
or  to  lead  the  children  from  the  slough  of  neglect,  up  to  better 
lives,  so  that  they  may  be  proper  subjects  for  good  homes.  But 
few  good  people,  even,  will  accept  unkempt,  untaught  children 
and  give  them  the  same  love  and  affection  they  would  to  those 
who  have  been  taught  some  of  the  amenities  of  child  life.  For 
instance,  we  receive  many  children  who  have  not  been  taught 
good  table  manners,  or  how  to  care  for  their  own  persons. 
Such  children  would  probably  fail  if  placed  in  homes  at  once. 
They  need  to  be  taught  by  precept  and  example,  and  the  child's 
aptness  to  learn,  to  profit  by  what  he  sees  in  others,  determines 
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the  time  he  may  remain  in  the  school  before  being  placed  in 
liomes. 

As  a  fiirtlier  ilhistrationj  two  little  girls,  sisters,  were 
broiit^lit  to  the  selKK)l  in  a  sad,  neglected  condition.  It  vra^ 
nearly  supper  time,  and  after  a  hasty  bath  they  were  taken  to 
the  dining  room  with  the  other  children.  It  was  evident,  from 
the  manner  in  which  they  ate,  they  had  never  used  knives  or 
forks,  and  their  napkins  were  sources  of  wonderment  for  many 
days.  At  last,  profiting  by  the  teaching  of  the  matron  in 
charge,  by  tlie  examples  of  the  children,  they  became  as  care- 
fid  and  precise  in  their  table  manners  as  the  other  children.. 
And,  with  corrections  in  numerous  habits,  brought  on  solely  by 
neglect,  they  became  very  nice  children,  competent  to  grace 
any  good  home. 

In  this  respect,  in  correcting,  leading,  teaching  those  children 
who  have  led  sadly  neglected  lives,  the  value  of  the  School  can 
hardly  be  overestimated.  Without  this  systematic,  thorough 
training,  the  neglected  child  cannot  be  placed  in  as  good  a  home 
as  his  merit  entitles  him  to. 

HOMES   FOR   CHILDREN. 

It  is  the  rule  of  the  school  to  never  place  a  child  imtil  the 
home  has  been  thoroughly  investigated  by  an  agent  of  tlie 
school.  This  examination  is  not  confined  to  inspection  of  the 
home  alone.  The  applicant's  standing  in  the  community  is 
ascertained,  and  all  features  of  the  home  passed  upon.  If 
everything  is  not  in  the  most  favorable  conditions,  the  applica- 
tion is  rejected.  Probably  two-fifths  of  all  applications  are 
rejected,  and  still  we  are  unable  to  supply  the  demand  that 
comes  to  us  from  good  homes  for  good  children.

THE  POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  school,  which,  by  the  way,  has  been 
lower  during  the  last  year  than  at  any  time  within  ten  years, 
is  made  up  of  the  following  classes: 
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First — New  Ohilclren.  Tlioso  wlio  came  in  a  neglected  con- 
dition, and  are  retained  until  tliev  can  be  tanffht  some  correct 
liabits  at  table,  the  care  of  their  j)ers()ns,  etc. 

Second. — Those  children,  who  bv  reason  of  some  moral  or 
physical  infirmity  have  failed  to  succeed  in  homes  even  after 
several  /trials. 

Third, — Children  who  voluntarilv  left  their  homes  because 
of  ill  treatment,  it  may  be,  and  came  back  fo  the  school,  pre- 
ferring to  remain  here.  This  class  is  kept  only  a  short  time, 
as  good  houies  are  waiting  for  many  more  children  than  we  can 
supply. 

Fourth, — Neglected  children,  who  are  crip])les.  llie  legis- 
Inture  of  1001  amended  the  laws  governing  the  school,  so  that 
this  class  of  children  might  be  admitted.  We  have  five  of  these 
children  at  this  time. 

Tliis  provision  was  a  wise  and  humane  meiisure.  Much  good 
can  he  done  to  this  class,  and  in  the  main  these  children  appre- 
ciate their  advantages  and  seek  to  make  the  most  of  them. 

'Hiese  crij)pled  children  are  distributed  through  the  several 
ottages,  and  so  far  as  they  an^  able  to  ])erfonn,  the*  same  regu- 
lations are  im))osed  uj>on  them,  f.ight  duties  are  assigned 
them,  in  order  that  thev  niav  be  tani»ht  industrious  habits,  and 
their  presence  in  the  cottage^  has  had  a  most  humane  and  soft- 
ening effect  upon  the  otlier  children.  All  are  anxious  to  assist 
them  in  all  their  needs,  and  tho  service  rendered  leaves  better 
effects  u])on  the  child  who  extends  assij^ance  than  upon  the 
one  who  receives  it.     And  still  the  n^cipient  is  not  ungrateful. 

OUR  LITTLK  ONKS. 

Another  wise  ])rovision  made  by  the  legislature  of  1901  was 
the  amendment  of  the  law  jx^rmitting  the  admission  of  babies 
to  the  State  School.  A  vacant  cottage  was  repaired  and  fur- 
nished at  a  comparatively  small  expense,  a  most  competent 
matron  secured,  and  the  first  baby  was  brought  here  on  May 
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81st,  1001,  by  Mr.  Tolm  O'Connell,  oommissioner  of  the  poor 
for  Dane  county.  TIo  was  a  bright,  active  little  fellow,  ten 
inoiitlis  old,  and  altliougli  he  remained  in  the  school  but  a  few 
w(»eks  before  beinij  taken  to  a  home,  he  had  so  gained  the  love 
of  various  employes  that  many  tears  were  shed  on  the  day  of 
his  departure.  He  is  the  joy  of  an  excellent  home  in  northern 
Wisconsin.  TTis  j)icture  adorns  the  prroup  of  little  ones  in  this 
re])ort,  at  tin*  lower  ri^ht  hand  corner. 

There  is  a  gT(»at  demand  for  l)al)ies,  esjxH'ially  little  ^i^irls,  and 
\w  ctnild  j>lac(^  at  least  twice  as  many  as  we  rec^'ive. 

COTTAGE  LIFE. 

'  The  cottag'e  life,  in  its  various  parts,  contributes  largely  to 
the  "-eneral  results  of  the  school.  To  niake  this  as  near  like  the 
home  as  ])ossible,  to  instill  into  the  children  the  thougrht  that 
tliese  cottages  are  '*home>,"  in  all  the  word  im])lies,  is  the  earnest 
desire  of  th(^  sujK'rintendent  and  his  ass()(»iati*s. 

To  succimmI  in  this  d(\<in%  the  (*ott;iii"c  must  not  have  too  many 

in  the  familv.      From  twentv  to  twentv-five  is  the  ideal  num- 

f  If 

bcM",  an<l  with  such  a  ]M»|)ulation  a  matron  may  do  nmch  indi-. 
vidual  Work,  which  is  (Msciitial  in  (*hihl-life  in  any  sphere. 

Our  matrons  an*  canuMt  in  their  work,  acccptine;  every  op]M)r- 
innitv  which  mav  serve  as  a  kev  to  unfold  the  minds  of  their 
charges,  to  lea<l  them  toward  an  u])rii;ht  lif(\  They  recopiize 
the  imjxirtanci*  of  in<lividual  work,  and  are  active  in  exercising 
it.  The  cottages  have  two  sittiui:;  roouis,  in  one  of  which  arc 
books  from  the  library,  pmcrs  ji])]n-<i])riate  to  th(»  niental  de- 
mauds  of  the  children,  and  various  u-anu^s  to  while  away  the 
lonir  hours  of  the  winter  eveniniis.  1'h(^  nuitrons  are  always 
-  ])res(*nt  at  tlu^se  eveninii'  mcetini;-s  and  the  two  scenes  from  the 
cottap\s  published  with  this  re])ort  are  in  no  sense  overdrawn, 
llu^v  are  accurate  re]>r(»seiitations  of  what  any  jx^rson  may 
obs(»rve  in  tlu*.  home  life  of  the<e  children. 
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OUR  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  five  teachers  and  all  hut  one  have  heen  in  their  posi^ 

tions  a  number  of  years.     One  has  l)eon  in  her  place  for  more 

than  ten  years  in  the  seJiool.     All  of  the  teachers  have  been 

selected  because  of  their  fitness,  because  thev  did  excellent  work 

as  teachers  before  thev  came  to  our  school. 

I' 

Our  school  departments  are  kindergarten,  prinlary,  interme- 
diate, grammar,  and  domestic  science.  So  far  as  we  are  able 
^\^  observe  and  follow  the  course  of  study  in  our  public  schools. 
Owing  to  the  short  time  the  children  may  be  in  the  school,  and 
the  lack  of  systematic  instruction  before  coming  here,  teachers 
as  well  as  matrons  find  it  necessary  to  do  much  of  individual 
work.  And  the  results  in  developing  dormant  powers  have 
been  very  gratifying  to  all  who  are  interested  in  this  most 
essential  work  of  carina  for  nec^lected  children.  In  manv  cases 
the  individual -work  done  for  children  has  rescued  them  from 
apparent  feeble-mindedness,  placing  them  in  normal  conditions 
of  childhood,  and  thev  have  l)een  sent  to  homes  where  thev  are 
suceeding  Avitli  those  who  took  them. 


MANUAL  TRATNIT^'O. 

The  manual  training  in  vogue  in  the  school  is  of  the  directly 
practical  kind.  While  all  children  may  participate  in  the  train- 
ing we  give  wliile  they  are  here,  to  those  who  by  reason  of  physi- 
cal disabilities  and  from  other  causes  cannot  he  kept  in  homes, 
tlie  training  is  the  most  valuable. 

The  primjary  idea  is  that  all  children  should  be  taught  to  do 
some  kind  of  work.  In  the  cottaires  the  children  assist  in  the 
dormitories,  in  scrubbing  or  cleaning  the  cottages,  in  the  mend- 
inpj  and  darning.  Rome  of  the  girls  work  certain  hours  in  the 
day  in  the  kitchens,  in  the  dining  rooms,  and  in  the  laundry.* 

Boys  are  taught  all  forms  of  farming  and  gardening  under 
competent    direction,  everything  being  practical    and    useful 
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l^h(^  idea  tliar.  lalun'  is  most  honorable  is  incMilciitod  as  far  a.^ 
]H)ssihl(^  ill  ovcry  cliild. 

Oiir  (Ic-partiuoiit  of  Doincstic  Hcic^nco,  is  a  valnabk*  aceossorv 
ill  tlic  tniiiiiii£>'  of  tlio  tcu'l*^  in  tlic  sdiool.  Tliov  conic  to  lis  as 
n(^:>l<cr("d  cliildrcn.  Tlu^v  liavo  never  lieeii  tauii:lit.  auv  of  tlio  lit- 
tlo  t,liii!4>;s  wliicli  i^o  U>  make  a  li()ni(\  Tliev  know  little  of  clean- 
]in(\'^s.  Ill  tliis  department  tliev  are  tant»lit  sewing  and  cook- 
ing. A"ot  fancy  work  in  eitlier  branch,  but  sonietliiny:  that  will 
s;^i"ve  llieni  well  in  the  life  t-o  (^)ni(\  Tlu^v  make  excellent  bnnid 
and  cakes,  coi»k  meats  and  vriret  ables,  sncli  work  as  tJuw  will 
have  to  do  in  actual  life.  In  this  spcx'ial  departniient  of  our 
scho(d,  tb(^  ]>racrical  holds  sway,  as  it  dcK'S  in  other  departments. 

Since  ISiM),  the  school  of  Domestic  Science  lias  made  an  ex- 
hil>it  at  eaeh  of  our  county  fairs,  and  for  tlie  last  two  vears  the 
teacher  ha.s  made  an  exhibit  at  the  annual  nuH^timi:  of  tlie  Wis- 
coiLsiu  Stato  leachcrs  association,  whicli  has  aroused  interest  in 
this  im])ortant  \\'H)rk.  La.st  year  the  children  soiLt  samples  of 
tluMr  W(jrk  to  tlu^  Walworth  CMjunty  fair,  and  received  several 
jM'(^iniiims,  and  were  much  encouraiiCMl  thereby. 

WOK'K    OF    TIIK    STATE    ACJKXTS. 

The  work  of  our  state*  a.u(*nts  is  uiost  im])ortant.  To  them  is 
lari»'(*ly  (Mitrusted  tlie  welfare  of  the  children  placed  in  homes. 
Wh.(Mi  an  a])])lic.ati(5n  is  received  for  a  child,  the  liomc  is  care- 
fully inspected,  and  if  not  iKM-fe/'tly  satisfaetors^  in  all  ]>articu- 
lars  is  rejected.  When  the  child  is  phiced  in  the  home,  it  is  the 
ai»ent\s  duty  to  visit  him.  If  school  is  iu  session  the  ai!;ent  calls 
at  the  school,  talks  with  tin*  child  alone,  in(|iiires  as  :jo  iiis 
attiMnlancc^  at.  school,  and  any  detiiils  wliicli  will  reveaf  to  him 
tho  real  life  of  the  child.  The  scliool  register  is  iiusjKX'.ted,  the 
K^aclier  is  consultcMl  and  if  all  investig'ations  do  not  vshow  tluit 
the  child  is  rt  ceivin<r  all  that  he  is  entitled  to*  the  f^uardian  is 
consulted  and  infonne<l  tliat  he  must  auTei-t  the  iiTcgularities 
observed  or  tlio  child  will  1x5  removed.     No  second  Avtaming  is 
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given,  and  in  some  instances  the  child  is  roniovod  at  once,  whicli 
tlie  t44nns  of  tJie  (v>nt.ract  provide  for. 

l>urini]^  the  y(»iar  endini**  witli  the  date  of  Uiis  report  onr  two 
aui:ent.s  traveh'd  2(),:^.'*(>  niilr^s  by  rail,  and  10,81(>  milet^  hv  car- 
ria.*4e,  a  u>t<d  of  »U,()5J  nnlft?.  Thi^e  miles  were  traveled  in  all 
kinds  of  weather  and  conditions,  in  ihe  interests  of  tht^e  little 
chiMren,  ^vards  of  th(^  state,  to  see  tJiat  pro]K'r  care  was  given 
them. 

On  retnrn  from  thc^e  tri})s,  whicli  are  often  thre<^  weeks  in 
h  lUi^h,  rhe  a^ent  makes  a  brief  written  re]).)rt.  to  the  snperin- 
trndent  <>f  (>acli  diihl  vi<ited,  on  blanks  for  that.  pnr]>ose,  an<i 
the^jo  re|Hn'tH  are  s])]-ead  on  the  rew)rds  f(.r  futnre  r(»f(*rence. 
After  some  years  expcM'ic^ncc^  in  this  work,  our  ai>'ents  can  an- 
sw(M-  anv  (iu(\stion  n^uardins:  (diild  or  i»nardian,  and  can  even  tell 
the  dire^ct  carriage*  r(»ad  to  tuke  to  n^ach  them  from  the  railroad 
station.  Such  knowledge  as  to  dc^tails  can  b(^  acijuired  only  by 
years  ^d"  (experience  and  a  faithful  airent's  servic^Ns  Inn'ome  more 
valuable  to  the  children's  iitterests  the.  longiM*  he  is  in  the  work. 
In  addition  to  the  insixH'tions  nuidc^  by  the  agents,  the  super- 
intendent nxpiircN  guardians  to  re])()rt  monthly  (n\  postal  cards 
ju'eparfnl  for  the  ])urpns(\  in  regard  to  tlu^  child's  health,  con- 
duct, work  ]>erf()rm('d,  an<l  attendance  at  schooL  Tliese  cards 
^ifticu  \vi\d  to  ^'(.in  <p!nulcnce  and  s])'HMal  investigations  which 
an^  valualile  t.:»  the  interc^^ts  of  child  and  guadian. 

V>[rSKMKXT   AM)    KNTKKTAI  X  MENT. 

A  rea.sonahle  amount  of  anuisement  and  ent<'rtainmont  is  af- 
fonhvl  all  of  the  chiMren.  Adjoining  each  cottage  are  spacious 
UTouiids  whei'c  th(^  inmates  mav  engage  in  anv  sriunos  such  as 
bas(»ball,  football,  '^tc.  These  games  are  important  factors  in 
a  chihrs  life,  assisting  in  unfolding  and  stin\idating  physical 
and  mental  powers  which  othenvise  might  not  be  developed. 
Balls  and  bats  are  provided,  and  an  observer  of  luore  than  one 
hundred  children  in  these  games  at  one  time,  would  conclude 
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Ihon*  \v;is  not  ii  sad  lu^ai't.  anioiiir  tluMii.  In  tlio  winter  a  i>ixi- 
<*inns  skatin<>:  rink  cnntrilnitc^  nni(*li  to  tlie  enjoyment  of  tlie 
eliildicn,  as  all  wlu)  are  old  enonii:h  an^  provided  Avith  skates. 
Thvy  ar(^  iK'rniitted  to  skate  eveninus  until  the  hour  for-retir-* 
in*;,  it"  tliey  eho(>se. 

At  tlie  eot.t4^»(v^  some  of  the  children  rea<l,  othei's  play  inno- 
(*iNnt  ^aines,  and  one  will  seldom  find  happier  children  than 
tho-se  who  <2;alher  ^'around  .the  evening  lamp''  with  the  ninther 
<4  the  eot.tii^e  to  snii'^est  and  su})ervise.  Some  jyarties  are  giv(*n 
i\>Y  tho  little^  folks,  and  thc^se^  are  valuahle  as  teachers  of  the  lit- 
tle? courtesies  of  life. 

All  holidays  are  ohservcnl,  and  exercises  are  jriven  appropri- 
ate^ tr.  the  day.  The  Fourth  of  July,  when  the  childivn  are  pro- 
vi(h  (1  with  wlhit  will  make  them  the  ha])piest,  and  Christmas, 
when  ev(»rv  child  re;"eiv(»s  a  Jiift,  are  favorite  occa.sions.  I5\U, 
on  other  davs,  interest,  is  created  hv  the  exercises.  For  in- 
stance,  on  Arhor  and  I5ird  day,  a  tree  is  planted,  recitations 
and  souiis  are  «iiveii,  and  tlie  children  impi-(\sse<l  with  the  thou'xlit 
that  th(^  day  nirvans  something — is  for  a  ])ai'ticuJar  ]>uq>o?«.\  On 
^[(^morial  da.y,  a  proc(»ssion  is  formed  with  tlio  Ihig  in  front, 
and  the  line  of  march  is  taken  to  the  little  c<.MneterY  on  the 
farm,  where  tlu^  j>Taves  are  (hvoratcnl.  At  tlie  same  time,  the 
children  an^  taught  the  oriain  and  ])urix»se of  the  day,  that  it 
is  a  trihute  to  tin*  srddiers  who  fought  for  their  countr\\ 

hi  additi(m  to  exercisers  hv  the  school,  tlie  childitHi  ha,ve  heoii 
entertained  hv  concerts,  and  other  fornus  of  entertiiinment  in 
ih(^  assemhlv  room  of  the  school.  Thev  are  also  taken  to  shows 
of  various  kinds  which  visit  S])arta,  and  in  all  lin(\s  of  iunusc^ 
mc  nt.s  as  nnich,  (>r  ]HM"ha])s  more,  is  done  for  them  than  for 
child  1  en  in  homes  with  their  parents. 

FRKi:i>OM  OF  THE  CillLmJKX. 

The  greatest  free^lom  is  given  the  children,  comnvemsurato 
with  ordinary-  goveninient  and  discipline.  They  are  permitted 
to  attend  the  church  services  of  thoir  ehoicx^  and  go  un^cconi- 
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paniexl  by  any  of  tlio  employees  of  the  scliool.  In  tliis  they 
are  piaeed  on  their  lioiior,  and  •during'  my  experience  as  super- 
iutenilent  not  a  eliild  luis  violatinl  llie-  trust  reposeil  in  liim. 
'llieir  enudnet.  in  (*liuivli  is  most  exemplary,  and  tliey  arc  often 
complinK  nted  on  their  ]RM*f(H*t.  mainuM's. 

While  tlu'V  pass  to  tlie  dininu*  room  in  line,  it  is  not  in 
tho*l(;ck  step,  hut  a.s  hap]>y,  ])layful  ehildren.  In  this  feature, 
a.s  in  many  others,  \ve  seek  to  ke<  ]>  out  institution  forms  and 
ec!i'emonies  as  mueh  as  ])ossihl(\  Ahliouii;h  eominittwl  to  tJie 
sehocd  l>v  courts  of  record,  the  children  are  not  treatod  as  pris- 
on(*rs.  Tlunr  (^>ttiiii*' s  and  sleeping"  rooms  are  never  lockeil,  and 
a  child  may  walk  out  \vhenev(»r  hi"  chooses.  1  aiu'  giad  to  n^ 
c<M-<l  that  esca])es  are  verv  rare,  and  it  is  t;;ratifviniir  to  state  that 
fewer  attemj>ts  have  'Iwkmi  made  durini*;  thelast  year  tlian  liere- 
tofore.  •► 

Till-:  irriiKK  of  thk  cuildukx. 

The  chihl  is  not  sent  adrift,  ahmo  into  the  world,  when  ho 
has  attiiined  le«^al  aiJ^e.  Assistance  is  r(^4ider(Ml  whenever  ]>osr,i- 
hle,  in  the  wav  of  scM-uriui^;  work  f<u*  him,  and  he  is  assisted  hv 
advic(^  and  c«>uns('l.  It  is  i;ratifvini:'  to  1k^  ahle  to  state  tliat 
at  least  ciuhtv  tiv(^  per  c(Mit.  of  our  children  who  renuiin  in 
their  homes  until  th(^v  are  eiiihrecu  v(\irs  of  ivj^o,  and  then  go 
K^  work  fcjr  them,s(^lves,  are  succee(lin,*»'  in  life.  Many  l)oconie 
tf^aclurs  and  oth(4's  enter  <ither  pnifi^-^sii  iis,  hut  a  majority  of 
the  hovs  hico'nu^  farjjiers  and  mechanics  and  the  i!:Lrls  l)0Oomc  do- 
ni;  sties,  (;r  enler  on  ^(jme  himorahle  calling.  So  far  as  ^^t^  Ciin 
ascertain,  as  ^.rc^at.  a  piM'centage  of  thest^  children  succc^ed  as  th<^ 
childn  n  in  luuiu  s  t.hf«»U!ihout  th(^  country.  Thev  have  the  ad- 
vantage  of  Ix-i ug  taught  industrious,  frugal  hahits,  whidi  are 
iriost  advantageous  to  them  when  thev  conic  to  life  work  for 
themselves. 
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OVR   IJUKAUY. 

AUlioTig'li  our  lil>T'<iry  is  small,  eoiLsist.iiii::  of  nearly  four  Inui- 
<lro(l  voluni<es,  it  is  a.pi)roeiato(l  by  the  children.  It  is  under  the 
eare  of  the  general  matron  who  dis])enseis  l)ooks  every  Saturday 
afternoon.  At  le^st  fifty  ])er  cent^  of  the  children*  who  caj^. 
read,  ]>aironize  tins  library,  regularly. 

TUK  FARM. 

Our  farm  of  two  hundred  and  thirtv-four  acres  is  most  valu- 
able  in  prcxlueing  vegetables  of  all  kinds,  of  which  we  usually 
liave  a  great  abundance.  It  is  also  hel])ful  in  educating  soma 
large  boys,  who  from  various  causes  cannot  be  kept  in  homes. 
XeaJv  two  vears  a^-o  the  svsteiu  was  changed,  and  the  fann 
work,  espcHMally  the  part  that  tlie  l)oys  engage  in,  was  placet! 
jnidei-  tlie  mianagement  of  the  boys'  supen'isor,  instead  of  un- 
der two  or  thrc^e  men  as  tlie  practice  had  Imlk^u.  The  change  has 
proved  satisf acton-  in  all  ways.  Xot  alone  in  accomplishing 
work,  l>ut  in  handling  boys  who  now  recognize  one  man  to  as- 
sign their  duties. 

A  fine  herd  of  twcnity-iive  Ilolstein  cows  ai^o  kept  on  the 
farm,  and  sup])ly  plenty  of  excellent  milk,  most  essential  to  the 
children. 

IMPROVEME.NTft. 

The  electric  lighting  installed  last  year  by  act  of  the  legisla- 
tui'e  of  11)01,  has  Iveen  most  successful  and  whollv  satisfactorv, 
giving  a  far  iK^tter  light  than  the  aec^tylene  gas,  ajid  at  le*ss  than 
half  the  expense.  Electricity  is  also  usimI  in  heating  the  irons 
in  the  laundry  and  has  proven  satisfactory. 

Xew  stairs  of  oak  have  l)een  placed  in  the  admanistration 
building,  improving  the  apj^earance  of  the  halls. 

Efforts  have  l)een  made  to  keep  up  the  physical  conditions  of 
the  cottages,  by  nueans  of  necessary'  repairs  and  the  application 
of  paint  w^herever  needed.

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PURCirASIXG  SUPPLIES. 

Wliilo  tlio  |>ric<^s  of  all  oatal)]e\s  liayc  advajicod  iiioro  than 
twouty-fivo  ])i'v  vvn\,  within  tin*  last  two  years,  wo  find  thai 
our  expenses  for  snbsistoneo  have  not  increased.  This  has  not 
1)oen  l)onght  alxTHit  by  cnrtailing  qnality  and  quantity  of  pro- 
visions, but  by  the  oxeellent  svstonu  est-ablished  bv  the  board 
of  control.

SUPEKINTENDENT'S  KEPORT. 


ToMie  Honorable,  the  State  Board  of  Goiitrol, 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  the  third  biennial  report 
of  the  Wisconsin  llorme  for  Feeble-Minded.  The  movement  of 
population  has  been  as  follows:

The  past  two  years  have  been  full  of  work  tending  toward 
the  enlargement  of  this  institution.  In  December,  1900,  the 
first  additional  cr)ttage  wa.s  finished  out  of  the  funds  granted 
bv  tlie  legislature  of  1899.  This  added  96  beds  to  our  ca- 
pacity. 

In  the  summer  of  1901  the  foundations  of  four  more  build- 
ings were  laid.  The  principal  building,  designed  for  offices 
and  a  general  dining  room,  is  at  this  wnriting  nearly  completed. 
Follo^^^ng  out  the  policy  originally  adopted,  this  dining  room 
has  been  built  to  accommodate  all  the  children  who  vnW  form

our  three  highest  grades  at  the  final  completion  of  this  insti- 
tution. The  dining  hall  is  1G5  x  45  feet,  aside  from  the  large 
bay  window's  which  fonnj  tlio  ends.  It  mil  easily  seat  600 
children,  affoi-ding  ample  aisles  between  tlie  tables.  The 
kitchen,  serving  room  and  scullery,  with  cold  storge,  butcher 
shop  and  enxployes'  dining  room  in  the  basement.,  and  the  eaii- 
ployes'  sleeping  rooms  in  the  second  story,  are  situated  at  tlic 
/ear  of  this  dining  room.  In  front  are  offices  and  reception 
roomis.  A  school  house,  built  on  the  latest  accepted  ideas, 
witli  four  rooiinis  in  the  first  story  and  a  large  assembly  hall 
above,  is  situated  directlv  in  the  rear  of  the  administration 
building  and  dining  hall  and  almost  exactly  in  the  cemter  of 
tlie  group.  This  will  fill  a  much  felt  want,  as  our  school  rooms 
have  been  scattered  about  in  different  buildings  at  some  dis- 
tance from  each  other.  Our  entertainments  have  had  to  be  car- 
ried from  building  to  building  and  given  on  a  portable  st^ge. 
In  place  of  fumisliing  apartments  for  the  superintendent  in 
the  administration  building,  a  commodious  and  admirably  ap- 
point/^ separate  residence  has  been  built  conveniently  near 
the  offices.  Tw^o  more  cottages  have  been  added  the  past  year, 
which,  .when  finished,  will  accommodate  192  children.  A 
large  silo  has  also  been  ereotod  in  connection  with  our  barn, 
holdins:  an  ample  supply  for  125  cattle.  Two  hothouses  have 
bcon  added,  20  x  40  feet,  one  of  which  is  used  during  the  wnn- 
ler  to  supply  relishes  for  the  children's  tables,  and  in  the  spring 
for  starting  plants  for  our  large  garden.  This  work  had  pre- 
viously been  attempted  in  the  basements  of  our  living  build- 
insrs,  which  were  ill  fitted  for  such  work.  The  other  is  well 
stocked  Avith  flowering  plants  supplying  flowers  for  the  chil- 
dren's tables  in  Avinter  and  ornamental  plants  for  the  grounds 
in  sumlner.  A  large  root-house  has  also  been  built  with  a  ca- 
pacity of  eight  thousand  bushels.  This  has  given  us  perfect 
ser\ace  the  past  winter. 

The  improvements   of  the  grounds  have  continued.     T^ew 
roads  have  ]xx>n  planned  and  built.     The   unsightly   hillocks 
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in  front  of  tlie  adminstration  building  site  have  been  cleared 
away  and  a  large  lawn  formed  to  tlie  main  drive  and  completely 
sodded. 

At  the  present  tim^e  there  are  three  hundred  and  twenty  aj)- 
plicants  on  our  waiting  list.  Of  these,  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  are  in  urgent  need  of  tlie  shelter  of  the  institution,  as 
they  are  in  homes,  or  elsewhere,  whei-o  there  are  no  adequate 
moans  for  their  proper  care.  They  eitiher  monopolize  the 
time  and  care  which  the  mother  should  justly  bestow  on  her 
normal  growing  children,  or  they  burden  the  widowed  mother 
who  must  needs  make  a  livelihood  for  the  children  left  for 
her  to  support^,  yet  cannot  l)ecause  she  must  remain  wdth  her 
afflicted  child.  Many  nm  the  streets  to  fall  victims  to  their 
owTx  instincts,  ungovemod  by  any  moral  control,  and  v'^  ' 
children  to  our  population  who  inherit  their  parent's  infirmity ; 
wdowed  fathers  are  left  Avith  helpless  children  that  they 
cannot  adequately  care  for.  Forty-nine  are  in  almshouses  or 
in  c>ounty  asylums,  where  they  must  be  improperly  placed  with 
+ho  adult  insane  or  adult  poor,  a  source  of  irritation  to  the 
other  inmiates,  of  trouble  to  the  officials  and  deprived  of  what 
cvory  child  craves  and  needs  to  make  its  life  as  happy  as  its 
mental  cappacity  will  allow  consrenial  companionship.  Seventy 
two  of  our  applicants  are  in  homes  where  the  parents  are  lx>th 
able  and  willing  to  give  adequate  care,  but  plead  for  a  chance 
for  their  child's  training  by  teachers  accustomed  to  this  especial 
work. 

Our  new  buildings  when  opened  will  enable  us  to  take  one 
hundred  and  ninety-tAvo  of  these  applicants,  while  the  re- 
mainder, \vith  such  other  applicants  as  may  ask  the  aid  of  the 
state,  "will  have  to  await  the  provision  of  further  accomtnoda- 
tions.  It  is  unwise  economv  to  allow  them  to  wait  Tt  is  a 
fairly  well  established  fact  that  while  about  40  per  cent  of  the 
feeble  minded  are  the  victims  of  infantile,  or  possibly,  parental 
disease,  that  full  GO  per  cent,  are  due  to  inherited  nervous  in- 
stability.    So  long  as  we  see  slightly  imbecile  girls  who  add 
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three,  four,  or  five  illegitimate  children  to  our  population  before 
their  friends,  or  the  authorities,  see  the  necessity  of  keeping 
them  out  of  the  reach  of  temptation,  so  long  as  we  see  clergyman 
or  justices,  or  other  persons  legally  qualified,  unite  people  in 
marriage  who  are  totally  unfitted  to  assume  the  grave  responsi- 
bility of  creating  life,  so  long  as  these  officials  will  through  ig- 
norance or  cupidity,  perpetrate  such  marriage,  so  long  will  weak- 
ness and  degeneracy  and  their  infallible  offspring,  suffering  and 
crim^,  increase  out  of  proportion  wth  the  natural  increase  of 
population.  The  40  per  cent,  of  accidental  unfortunates  are 
unavoidable.  The  60  per  cent,  which  constitute  the  second 
class  wo  have  referred  to,  have  no  legitimate  reason  for  being 
lx>m.  When  the  public  fully  realizes  this  fact  and  the  im- 
l)Ocile  and  epileptic  can  no  more  marry,  nor  the  man  or  woman 
with  .a  most  unfortunate  family  history  can  leave  a  hospital  for 
the  insane  to  miarry  within  a  week ;  when  the  state  shall  assimie 
the  right  to  say  to  the  imbecile  that  it  will  care  for  him  so  long 
as  he  cannot  care  for  himBQlf ,  but  it  will  not  be  burdened  with 
his  children,  then  the  burden  with  society  bears  on  account  of 
this  class  will  soon  l)ecome  lighter.  Accounts  of  mlultiple  mjur- 
ders  by  the  mentally  deranged,  which  we  now  read  almost  every 
day,  may  not  then  be  so  frequent  as  to  attract  only  passing 
notice,  as  at  present,  and  the  theory  of  preventative  treatment^ 
bc^m  in  the  previous  generation,  will  be  recognized  as  the 
most  rational  one  for  imbecility,  insanity,  or  epilepsy  as  oc- 
curing  in  neurotic  families. 

It  has,  for  some  time,  been  realized  that  the  inherently  feeble 
minded  could  not  be  educated  to  a  nortnal  plane  although  the 
majority  of  them]  could  be  improved  to  a  greater  or  less  degree. 
Consequently  the  institution  must  assume  the  care  of  the  ma- 
jority of  its  children  for  life  or  at  least  during  the  child  bearing 
period.  The  character  of  the  schools  has  changed  somewhat 
vnth  the  chanire  of  ideas,  and  we  now  seek  to  educate  the  child 
as  a  unit  in  the  community  where  he  is  to  live  that  he  may  fill 
his  own  limited  sphere  and  in  the  knowledge  lihat  he  has  a  place 
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and  is  not  absolutely  dependent  have  the  most  healthy  and  stim- 
ulating of  all  inducements  to  improve. 

Our  large  amount  of  land  and  complete  appointments  of  the 
institution  have  placed  us  in  a  position  to  stand  with  the  leading 
institutions  in  this  line  of  progress.  Much  has  been  said  of  late 
of  the  inexpediency  of  caring  for  imbeciles  and  epileptics  in  the 
same  institutions.  It  is  assured  that  mental  and  motor  disturb- 
ances are  often  different  manifestations  of  the  same  diseased 
condition.  It  is  demonstrated  that  60  per  cent,  of  imbeciles 
have  at  some  time  of  their  lives  been  subjcet  to  convulsions. 
The  last  annual  report,  from  the  Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics  re- 
ports that  only  31  out  of  1,070  admissions  were  in  ''good"  men- 
tal condition.  Since  these  two  conditions,  epilepsy  and  feeble 
mjindedness,  are  so  closely  associated  and  generally  occur  to- 
gether in  the  sam/e  individuals,  it  is  hard  to  realize  why  they 
should  be  rigidly  separated,  and  why  separate  buildings  for  tlie 
severer  cases  of  epilepay  in  the  general  institution  where  their 
diet  could.be  mjore  carefully  regulated,  does  not  furnish  the  best 
plan  unless  the.  institution  for  epileptic  feeble  minded  ex- 
clusively, can  be  established  of  sufficient  size  as  to  make  the 
same  classification  practicable  as  now  obtains  in  our  present 
establishments. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  oflScial  family.  Capt, 
C  K.  Erwin,  who  has  filled  the  office  of  steward  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  institution,  resigned  Jime  30th,  1902,  to  engage  in 
private  business.  Dr.  E.  K.  HoUiday  resigned  Nov.  30,  1901, 
to  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Wilson  of  Oshkosh  as  assistant 
physician.  Dr.  Wilson  came  to  us  February  1st,  1902.  Mrs. 
Brewer  resigned  as  cottage  matron  August  31,  1901,  to  be  suc- 
ceeded by  Mrs.  F.  O.  Bible,  who  brought  to  her  position  a  long 
and  valuable  experience  in  institution  work.  Miss  Jessie  Enoch 
resigned  as  stenographer  May  31,  1901,  the  position  being  taken 
by  Miss  Helen  Douglas,  who  assumed  her  duties  June  24,  1901. 

We  take  occasion  here  to  thank  our  numerous  friends  who 
have  remembered  our  children  so  bountifully  at  Christmias  time 
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l>y  remittances  of  money  and  presents  for  their  festival.  We 
only  regret  tliat  tlioy  could  not  have  been  rewarded  by  seeing 
ilio  pleasure  of  nearly  500  happy  children. 

Wo  also  have  to  acknowledge  our  tlianks  to  tlie  publishers  ^^l 
Ihe  *'Tom.aliawk,"  the  ^'Monroe  Sentinel,"  the  "Marinette  Wald- 
]x>st,"  ^'l)evelopnKmt,"  the  "Charitable  Observer,"  and  the 
*'Xorth  St/ir"  for  the  regular  receipt  of  th(^e  publications. 

With  the  employes  of  the  institution,  whoso  earnestness  and 
loyalty  sooin  to  increase  with  the  passing  years,  I  desire  to  share 
I  lie  ci-edit  of  whatever  progi'ess  our  work  has  made. 

To  the  mjemtei's  of  tlie  Board,  T  once  more  desire  to  express 
my  appre<*Jati(vn  of  the  promptness  with  which  their  counsel  has 
alwavs  Ix^eu  ffiven  and  their  most  earnast  attention  to  everv  dt^ 
taile^l  need  of  our  growing  instituion.

REPORT  OF   TIIK   SUPKRINTENDEXT. 


To  ihe  State  Board  of  Control: 

I  herewith  .submit  to  you  the  biennial  report  of  the  Wisconsin 
Stiite  Rfrfonnatory  for  the  period  beginning  October  1,  1900, 
and  ending  June  J30,  1902.  Inasmuch  as  tJie  last  legislature 
changed  tJie  fiscal  year  so  as  to  terminate  it'on  June  30tli  instead 
of  September  30th  as  heretofore,  the  biennial  period  treated  of 
in  this  report  will  cover  only  a  year  and  nine  months. 

Since  the  last  report  of  my  i>redt?cessor,  Mr.  James  E.  Hog, 
the  institution  has  made  a  substantial  and  promising  advance- 
ment along  the  lines  inaugurated  by  his  laborious  efforts.  The 
inmate  population  had  materially  increased,  notwitlistanding 
the  numerous  discharges  and  paroles,  wliich  fact^  however,  imiy 
not  be  mjentioned  with  any  decree  of  exultation.  On  tlic  con- 
trary, it  is  cause  for  genuine  regret  tJiat  the  nmuber  of  law- 
breakers should  increase  in  any  conununity ;  and  while  we  may 
note,  witJi  no  sense  of  pleasure,  that  tlie  number  of  inmates  of 
an  institution  like  this  is  constantly  increasing,  tlioi-e  is  much 
satisfaction  in  tlie  contemplation  that  tlie  means  for  employing, 
educating  and  reforming  such  offenders  as  do  find  tlieir  way 
hitlier  are  being  gradually  enlarge<:l  and  perfected  through  tlie 
beneficence  of  a.i>precia.tive  legislature's  and  the  de\"otod  atten- 
tion of  state  officials  charged  with  the  responsil)ility  of  super- 
vision, all  fortifier]  in  their  efforts  by  a  whoh^nne  and  growing 
public  sentiment 

C'Om pared  witli  the  meager  conveniences  afforded  during  the 
first  two  or  tlireo  years  of  the  existence  of  this  institution,  tlie 
present  surroundings  are  much  more  encouraging.  Yet  we  are 
still  far  from  enjoying  tliose  facilities  which  are  essential  to  tlie 
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fullest  attaimnont.  of  llie  objects  for  which  this  institution  was 
founded. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  reiterate  that  a  wise  philanthropy 
j)ronipt>od  tlio  establishment,  of  a  refonnatory  to  which  might  Ixi 
sent  first  oifendei'S  against  the  law,  witli  the  object  in  view  of 
separating  them  from  the  more  hardened  and  professional  crim- 
inals usually  found  in  the  penitentiary,  and  of  bringing  them 
under  such  industrial,  educational  and  moral  influences  ajid 
training  as  may  sene  in  some  measure  at  least  to  correct  their 
evil  habits,  chock  their  criminal  tendencies  and  inspire  them 
with  a  determination  to  lead  a  life  of  honorable  and  upright 
citizenship. 

The  ordinarv  new  comer  to  tliis  institution  is  tinctured  with 
SOUK)  if  not  all  of  the  following  deficiencies  and  traits  of  char- 
acter: Ignorance,  shiftlessna^s,  lack  of  skill  in  the  manual 
of  art^;  contempt  for  a  superior  authority;  more  or  less  viciousr 
ness;  small  powers  of  self  control;  slight  appreciation  of  the 
lK*uefits  of  self  denial;  meager  sense  of  the  value  of  money;  af- 
fections blunted;  little  consideration  for  the  future;  a  vague 
idea  that  every  man's  hand  is  against  him ;  indifference  to  jier- 
sonal  apj>earance  and  sanitary  conditions;  physical  peculiari- 
ties if  not  abnonuial  development^^ ;  lack  of  discrimination  bo- 
iwoen  right  and  wrong;  absence  of  metliodical  habits;  unfamil- 
iarity  witli  tlio  rules  of  polite  conduct ;  on  tlie  whole,  only  tlie 
faintest  attachment  t/O  that  whicli  is  elevating  in  life  or  stimu- 
lating in  moral  energy.  How  to  remeily  these  deficiencies  and 
nu)dify  these  heixnlitaiy  and  acquired  characteristics  is  the  great 
problem  Ix'forc  us.  This  work  is  no  easy  task.  It  is  costly  and 
is  fraught  with  innmnerable  perplexities  and  harsh  discourage- 
ments. It  reiiuircv-^  infinite  patience  and  no  small  degree  of 
tact.  It  demands  unwavering  firmness  rightly  seasoned  witli 
compassion — not  the  misguided  compassion  that  would  spoil  the 
subject  with  unearned  indulgencies,  but  that  humjane  feeling 
of  fellow  interest  that  appreciates  the  circumstances  of  another 
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in  his  nnfortunato  st^te  and  prompts  a  kindly  administration  of 
the  bitter  antidotes  diat  may  make  him  whole. 

THE  PAROLE  SYSTEM. 

In  its  wisdom  the  law  provides  that  when  inmates  have  ap- 
parently arrived  at  such  a  stage  of  reformation  as  to  give  prom- 
ises of  tlieir  future  good  behavior,  they  may  be  paroled,  upon 
suitable  employment  being  found  for  theuL     This    provision 
entails  upon  the  institution  a  double  responsibility — a  responsi- 
bility for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  inmates  within  its  walls 
and  a  responsibility  for  the  well  teing  and  proper  direction  of 
those  inmates  who  are  outside  its  walls  and  yet  within  its  legal 
jurisdiction.     It  must  be  understood  that  any  work  of  reforma- 
tion can  not  be  wholly    accomplished    within  tlie  institution.. 
Within  the  instituti(rn  an  inmate  may  be  taught  better  things 
and  l)etter  ways  than  he  has  been  accustomed  to  follow;  but  he  is 
roiiuired  to  exemplify  them  in  his  season  of  probation  when  out 
on  parole.     His  trials  wdtliout  become  more, severe,  perhaps, 
than  liis  constraints  within.     An  unsatisfied  longing  for  liberty 
only  half  secured,  the  strain  of  resisting  temptations  towai'ds 
forbidden  things,  and,  oftentimes,  the  exactions  of  employers 
who  may  im,pose  tasks  they  could  not  impose  upon  a  free  agent 
K  serve  to  make  his  term  of  parole  a  trying  one.     It  is:,  in  some 
rosj>ects,  the  crucial  point  in  his  road   towards   reliabilitation. 
But  having  successfully  and  manfully  kept  his  faith  witli  the 
Htate  and  performed  all  the  obligations  assumed  when  he  ac- 
cepted his  parole,  it  i-s  no  more  than  just  tliat  tlie  state  should 
keojj  faith  witii  him  by  granting  him  absolute  release  when  his 
term  of  parole  shall  have  expired. 

Paroled  inmates  are  required  to  report  weekly  during  the 
first  six  montlis  and  monthly  during  the  next  six  months.  The 
parole  j^eriod  is  usually  one  year,  imless  the  temu  of  sentence 
scx)ner  expires.  At  the  expiration  of  tlie  year's  parole,  if  the 
paroled  has  been  faithful  to  his  trust  and  has  i)erformed  all  his 
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obligationB  to  the  state,  application  is  made  to  the  governor  for 
his  final  release.  Since  the  institution  opened  116  boys  have 
})een  parolod.  In  tlie  lai-ge  mapority  of  cases  theee  paroled  boys 
have  been  true  to  their  obligations  and  have  reported  rc^ilarly. 
Fourteen  liave  violated  their  paroles  by  running  away  from  their 
places  of  employment  and  ceasing  to  report,  and  have  not  been 
captured.  Thirteen  have  been  returned  to  tke  institution,  before 
the  end  of  tlio  parole  period,  niiostly  for  violation  of  their  obli- 
gations. But  this  number  includes  three  who  returned  volun- 
tarily  l)ecause  of  dissatisfaction  with  employers.  Adding  to  tlie 
number  of  parole  breakers  wlio  escaped,  tbe  number  who  re- 
turac^d  voluntarily  and  involuntiirily,  tlio  total  of  27  is  only  a 
fraction  over  23  lyov  cent,  of  the  totiil  numljer  paroled,  leavipg 
77  per  cent,  to  he  recorded  a8  faithful  to  their  obligations.  Re- 
ports from  tlie  emiployei-s  of  most  of  these  boys  speak  in  tlie 
higlu^t  terms  of  their  conduct 

THE    WAGE   SAVING   SYSTEM. 

s 

Prior  to  July  1,  1901,  inmatef5,  when  going  out  on  parole, 
Avon^  given  all  tlie  money  coming  tx)  tJiom  fmm  regular  ojirnings 
and  ovenvork;  and  oftentimes  tliis  amounted  to  quite  a  re- 
s}x»ctablo  sum,  inasmuch  as  inmates  are  allowed  from  10  to  13 
cents  a  day  as  their  rcsgular  earnings,  and  in  tlie  Overall  factory 
they  are  given  half  they  can  make  alx>ve  a  stipulated  amount 
charged  for  their  board.  It  was  found  that  paroled  boys,  draw- 
ing their  full  earnings  when  going  out,  were  inclined  to  squan- 
der their  savings,  luid  perhaps  their  sul)scxpient  wages  as  well, 
in  undue  indulgences.  Under  our  present  system  not  only  a 
the  previous  earnings  of  ])arole(l  inmates  retained,  but  their 
wages,  less  actual  needs  for  l>oarcl,  are  sent  by  employers  to  this 
institution  ix)  Ik)  ke])t  for  them  until  their  term  of  sentence  shall 
have  expired.  Their  actual  needs  are  supplied  from  the  insti- 
tution or  from  current  wagx^s  upon  ^mtUm  authority  sent  from 
time  to  time  to  the  employers  according  to  the  nature  and  .ex- 
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igeiuues  of  each  individual  case.  By  this  systemi  this  institu- 
tion becames  a  savings  bank  for  those  paroled  inmates  who  have 
insufiicient  capajcity  for  prudently  managing  their  own  financial 
affairs ;  and  at  the  sarao  limie  it  teaches  them  the  value  of  econ- 
omy aiid  the  art  of  wage  saving.  Moreover,  their  money  ac- 
counts f onn  a  strong  link  between  them  and  the  institution  well 
calculated  to  restrain  them  from  violating  their  paroles. 

inmates'  accounts. 

From  October  1,  1900,  to  October  1,  1901,  inmates  drew 
from  the  the  state,  as  earnings  and  for  overwork,  $2,724,113; 
and  between  October  1,  1901,  and  July  1,  1902,  the  sumj  of 
$2,289.93,  making  a  total  of  $5,014.00,  during  this  biennial 
period.  Discharged  inmiites  were  given  the  full  amounts  due 
them  on  discharge;  but  the  funds  belonging  to  pao^oled  inmates 
were  kept  as  savings  deposits  from  w^hich  they  are  allowed  to 
draw  small  amounts  from  time  to  time  as  needed.  On  July  1st, 
the  institution  still  held  a  balance" of  $1,620.08  belonging  to  in- 
n^ates,  derived  from  earnings  while  in  the  institution  and  sur- 
plus wages  while  out  on  parole.  On  July  1st,  136  unreloased 
inmates  had  credit  accounts  on  the  books  for  accrued  earnings, 
still  unpaid  by  the  slate,  amounting  to  $2,474.41. 

The  earnings  due  inmates  are  drawn  -from  the  state  treasury 
only  as  they  are  discharged  or  released  on  parole. 

KINDS  OF  employment. 

While  our  industries  are  not  as  diversified  as  might  be  ^Wshod, 
or  as  they  will  l)e  when  enterprises  now  in  contemplation  are 
fully  inaugurated,  there  is,  nevertheless,  miich  in  the  way  of  in- 
dustrial training  for  the  inmates.  It  has  been  the  i)olicy  of  tlie 
management,  ever,  since  the  institution  started,  to  province,  as 
far  aj^  possible,  everything  used  or  consumed  on  tlie  premises. 
In  clearing  a  farm  and  building  up  an  institution  of  Uiis  kind 
from  llie  very  foundation  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  various 
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lines  of  effort.  Fields  and  gardens  are  to  be  cropped,  ditxihes 
dug,  drains  laid,  bams  and  outbuildings  to  be  built  and  repaired, 
fences  to  be  stretched,  stock  to  be  raised,  roads  to  be  laid  out  and 
graveled,  machinery  to  be  installed,  electric  wiring  and  steani 
and  water  piping  to  l)e  done.  All  this  and  much  more  has  been 
done  and  is  being  done  by  the  inmates  under  competent  instruc- 
tors and  guards  w^ho  are  employed  with  especial  reference  to 
their  ability  to  teach  some  useful  trade.  The  working  hours 
are  from  7  till  11:45  A.  M.  and  from  2  till  6  P.  M.  From 
12:15  till  2  O'clock  the  inmjates  attend  school.  The  school  is 
divided  into  five  grades.  Selected  inmates  teach  the  classes  un- 
der tlie  direction  of  a  principal  who  is  a  graduate  of  one  of  the 
state  nonnal  schools. 

The  distribution  of  reguJar  employment  is  substantially  as 
follows:  Bookkeeping  2,  carpentry  3  to  6,  farming  and  gar- 
dening 10,  teaming  3,  tending  stock  3,  tending  engines  and  dyn- 
aiiijos  2,  firing  boilers  3,  laundry  3,  cooking  and  dining  room 
service  10,  broom  making  9,  barbering  2,  plumbing  and  steam 
fitting  3  to  5,  shoeraiiking  2,  repairing  clothing  2,  making 
eloUiing  for  inmates  2,  laying  and  cutting  in  the  overall  factory 
4,  sewing  and  niiaking  overalls  90,  boxing  and  shipping  3,  with 
a  complement  of  messengers,  scrubbers  and  cleaners  and  lx)\:i 
all  work. 

RECREATIONS. 

Sunday  mornings,  when  weather  will  permit^  the  inmates  are 
allowed  tlio  range  of  the  yard  for  recreation  and-atliletic  pur- 
poses. Military  drill  and  "setting  up"  exercises  are  indulged 
in  as  often  as  opportimity  allows.  Lectures  and  musical  enter- 
tainments are  provided  periodically,  and  on  occasions  the  in- 
inmates  themselves  become  the  entertainers.  Holidays  axe 
usually  devoted  to  these  diversions.  Protestant  services  are 
held  in  the  chapel  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  Catholic  services 
are  held  once  a  month  in  the  forenoon. 
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I  have  in  contemplation,  if  the  Board  will  acquiesce  in  tlie 
project.,  the  establishment  of  a  temporary  gyramasiiim  in  the 
eliapel  hall,  supplied  with  removable  apparatus. 

For  reading  matter  the  inmates  are  supplied  with  all  the  lead- 
ing magazines  and  illustrated  periodicals,  and  a  smiall  library  of 
500  volumes  furnishes  a  limited  range  of  lx>und  literature. 

A  band  of  seventeen  instrumients  enlivens  the  twilight  hours 
under  the  direction  of  a  professional  bandmaster. 

product  and  improvements. 

Since  the  date  of  last  repoi't,  Octol)er  1,  1900,  a  large  amount 
of  labor  has  been  done  and  improvements  made  at  the  hands  of 
tlie  inmates,  all  adding  to  their  experience  and;  skill  in  variou.^ 
kinds  of  handiwork.  T^ast  year  about  20  acres  of  land  wen* 
cleared  and  broken  and  got  under  cultivation.  This  year 
30  acres  have  been  cleared  and  broken  and  are  now  under  gn)w- 
iiig  crops.  A  cow  barn  has  been  erected,  a  milk  house  and'  a 
com  crib  built,  long  lines  of  sidewalk  laid,*a  wide  thorough  fan- 
laid  out  and  graveled  from  the  river  road  to  the  electric  road, 
miles  of  new  \nro  fencing  c<^>nstruetod,  ditches  dug  and  drain.s 
and  sewers  laid,  water  mains  put  down  and  hydrants  erected  for 
fire  protection.  In  the  meantime  tlu)  farm  and  garden  have 
l)een  tilled,  tlie  cows,  horses  and  hogs  properly  cared  for  and  all 
the  incidentiil  work  of  the  whole  institution  done  by  inmiates  as- 
signed to  the  various  tasks. 

There  were  manufactured  in  the  Overall  factory,  l)etwee»i 
Septem!l)er  30,  1000,  and  SeptemlK>r  30,  1901,  432,200  gar- 
ments, consisting  of  overalls  and  jumpc^rs,  and  during  tlie  nine 
nijohths  from  September  30,  1901,  to  June  30,  1902,  425,253 
garments,  making  a  total' of  848,459  garments  for  die  period  in- 
cluded in  this  report.  The  Broom  factory,  since  its  establisli- 
injent  a  year  ago;  has  turned  oiit  3,847  dozen  brooms,  although 
the  factory  was  idle  three  months  during  that  time.  The  rej)air 
shop,  to  which  is  assigned  the  work  of  m.aking  clothing  and 
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shoes  for  the  iniimtes,  has,  since  October  1,  1901,  turned  out  the 
following  products: 

155  working  shirts,  70  Sunday  shirts,  i)7  first  grade  trousers, 
95  second  grade  trousei-s,  32  fii-st  grade  coats,  109  first  grade 
capsy  102  second  grade  caps,  82  napkins,  265  bath  tow^els,  237 
roller  tow^els,  27  officer's  towels,  l78  pillow  slips,  123  bed  sheets, 

3  table  sprea-ds,  15  mattresses,  53  overalls,  21  outgoing  trousers, 

4  outgoing  vests,  19  pairs  knitted  socks,  204  pairs  broken  shoes, 
74  pairs  of  outgoing  shoes,  8  pairs  slippers,  6  pairs  wool  bot- 
tom shoes. 

During  the  past  year  has  been  added  to  the  electric  plant  a 
ne^v  125  horse-iX)\ver  engine  with  a  directly  attached  generator 
having  a  capacity  of  75  kiloAvatts.  For  better  firo  protectii  r 
now  and  iK>werful  piimp  with  ton  inch  openings  has  been  in- 
stalled capable  of  throwing  1,200  gallons  of  water  a  minute. 
The  line  of  watei'  mains  and  hydrants  lias  been,  extended  along- 
side the  factory  building,  with  stand  pipes  through  the  building 
supplied  \vitli  valves  and  hose  in  over}-  section  ready  for  instant 
use.  A  new^  internal  firing  boiler  of  125  hoi'se»-power  cajxicity 
has  been  added  to  the  batter v  of  boilers. 

REVENUES. 

The  revenues  of  the  institution  have  greatly  increased  during 
the  period  includeil  in  this  report.  For  the  year  ending  Sep- 
temlx^r  30,  1900,  tlie  total  rewipts  from  all  sources  amounted 
to  $4,323.52.  For  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1901, 
the  receipts  anw)unt<Ml  to  $14,748.51,  and  for  the  nine  months 
betwei^n  Se]>teinika-  30,  1901,  nnd  July  1,  1902,  they  reached  tlie 
sum  of  $15,258.13,  with  collectible  Ixwk  a  cooimts  stil  due 
anuounting  to  $1,168.95. 

CROWDED  QUARTERS. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  cell-house  has  been  a  sourex>  of 
great  inconvenience,  and  an  im]ieflimont  to  the  l)est  discipline. 
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One-tliird  of  tho  north  cell-wing  was  cDmplotod  and  occupied 
in  the  winter  of  1890.  It  contains  102  cells.  By  Sopteanber 
1,  1000,^  every  cell  was  occupied.  The  constantly  increas- 
ing population  made  it  necessary  to  place  cots  in  the  corridors 
of  tlie  celHiouso  for  the  sleeping  accommodations  of  the  in- 
mates. On  Juno  30,  1902,  every  cell  was  occupied,  there  were 
iifty  imniates  sleeping  on  cots  in  the  corridors,  and  six  trusties 
wore  sleeping  on  cots  in  tlio  factory  building.  Considering 
the  huddled  amdition  of  tlie  imnates  in  the  cell-house,  th.e  good 
order  mmntainetl  has  been  somewhat  rem^arkable.  In  Octo- 
ber,  1901,  work  was  begim  on  the  construction  of  the  remain- 
ing two-tliirds  of  the  north  cell-wing  and,  this  will  probably 
be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  December  next, 
wliidi  will  tlien  give  us  cell  accom'modations  for  three  hundred 
imnates.  If  tlie  present  rate  of  inci-ease  of  population  contin- 
ues, still  more  cell  room  will  be  necessary  in  a  very  few  years. 

sanitary  conditions. 

llie  sanitary  conditions  of  tlio  institution  are  very  good,  and 
there  l)as  been  very  little  sickness  among  inmates.  Within  th(^ 
past  year  there  have  been  no  contkagious  diseases  witliin  its 
walls,  altliough  during  tho  winter  smallpox  was  epidemic  in 
tliis  vicinity  and  prevalent  in  various  otlior  parts  of  tlie  state. 
From  Docemlx'vr  till  May  tlie  reception  of  visitors  and  mail 
miatter  to  inmates  was  probibitved,  and  tho  clothing  of  incom- 
ing prisoners  was  promptlly  burned.  We  have  no  liospital 
fjujilitic^  whatever,  and  in  case  of  an  outbreak  of  crMitagion 
the  institution  would  l)e  in  a  very  serious  predicament:  The 
erection  of  a  hospital  building  is  greatly  to  be  desired. 

NEW  FACTORY  BUILDING. 

In  April,  1901,  was  complotod  a  new  factory  building  50 
by  300  feot,  two  stories  high,  built  of  })riok,  and  supplied 
throughout  with  steam  pipes  and  electric  lights.     It  is  an  ad- 
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inirable  building  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed. 
Although  intended  for  industrial  purposes  only,  the  lack  of  tlio 
nmin  administration  building  planned  for  the  institution,  but 
for  the  erection  of  which  the  legislature  has  not  yet  provid(>d, 
lias  made  it  necessary  to  use  most  of  the  factory  building  tem- 
porarily for  various  other  pui-poscs.  Besides  the  overall  factr 
ory^  broom  factory,  repair  shop  and  shoe  shop,  this  building 
now  contains  the  school  room,  kitchen,  inmates'  dining  room, 
officers'  dining  room,  bath  room,  store,  and  officers'  donnitor}\ 
Every  foot  of  space  in  it  is  now  occupied,  and  it  mil  be  im- 
possible tx)  extend  our  indoor  industries  to  any  great  extent 
until  the  main  administi'ation  building  is  provided  for  and 
oiTctctl,  and  tlio  factoiy  building  is  vacated  by  those  depart- 
uiients  that  Ix^long  elsewhere.  In  fact.,  the  absence  of  the  main 
building  projected  for  the  institution  is  depriving  it  of  many 
of  th(>  facilities  essential  to  the  best  reformatory  nijeasures. 

the  broom  industry. 

AlK)ut  a  ycnir  ago  the  exi^eriment  was  undertaken  of  estab- 
lishiuir  a  broom  factory  on  a  snuill  scale  as  a  means  of  instruct- 
iug  a  (*lass  in  tliis  line  of  manual  industry.  The  experiment 
has  prove*!!  a  suc(*et4S.  A  class  of  eight  to  nine  boys  is  kept 
continually  at  work  making  brooms  under  a  compotcnt  in- 
structor. With  the  frequent  changes  made  in  the  class,  tliis 
gives  instruction  to  from  fifte<^n  to  twenty  l)oys  a  year  in  a  use- 
ful tra<lo..  A  dealer  takes  the  out^put  of  the  factory  at  fair 
pric4»s,  thus  adding  an  incidental  revenue  to  the  instructional 
jiuiposes  of  tlie  enterprise. 

i 

THE   FARM. 

« 

Th(!  farm  which  originally  consisted  of  al>out  200  acres  has 
heen  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  35  acres  adjoining,  well  situ- 
ated for  our  puq^oses.  On  one  corner  of  tlio  new  acquisition 
the  proposed  brick  yard  is  to  be  located.     There  are  now  under 
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(cultivation  in  gai'den  and  field  crops  about  80  acres.  Tlio 
fai'in  products  wFiich  for  the  season  of  1900  ainiounted  in  value 
to  e$841.87,  increased  to  the  value  of  $2,176.10  in  the  soas<^)n 
of  1001,  not  counting  the  increased  number  and  value  of  the 
growing  live  stock.  The  sale  of  surplus  farm  and  garden  prod- 
ucts in  the  last  year  and  nine  months  amounted  to  $ljl51.99. 

THE    BRICK   YARD. 

A  large  deposit  of  brick  clay  on  one  comer  of  the  present 
farm  affords  a  splendid  opportunity  for  adding  one  more  use- 
ful industry  to  our  educational  resources.  Preparations  are 
now  under  way  for  installing  a  small  brick-miaking  plant  which 
otU  probably  l>e  in  operation  by  next  season.  It  is  not  de- 
signed to  make  brick  for  the  market^  but  simjply  to  supply  some 
of  the  brick  that  will  be  needed  in  constructing  tunnels  about 
the  grounds  for  the  accommodation  of  steam',  water  and  sewer 
pipes,  and  possibly  in  building  the  brick  wall  thirty  feet  high 
which  is  projected  to  extend  around  the  main  buildings  of  the 
institution. 

To  instructions  in  brick  making  will  naturally  be  added  in 
due  time  practical  lessons  in  brick  laying,  in  tlie  construction 
of  these  walls  and  tunnels;  so  that  the  trades  thus  imparted 
to  inmates  \vill  have  an  additional  value  in  assisting  to  further 
increase  our  permanent  improvemients. 

CHANGES   IN   OFFICERS. 


Fortimately  there  has  been  little  occasion  for  making  changes 
in  the  official  force  of  the  institution  since  I  assumed  the  su- 
perinteaidency  one  year  ago.  There  have  been  but  three  resig- 
nations, and  OTie  discharge  in  the  minor  positions.  On  June 
1,  1902,  Mr.  W.  rT.  Thomas,  who  had  been  assistant  superin- 
tendent since  September,  1898,  resigned  his  position  to  engage 
in  other  fields  of  activity.  It  is  but  proper  for  me  to  say  th.at 
2S  ,    :    ■     ■    ; 
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diu'iTig  the  yoar  of  our  official  association  our  relations  had 
been  of  the  most  harmonious  character. 

The  hoard  elected  as  Mr.  Thomas'  successor,  Mr.  O.  E.  Bick- 
ford,  whose  twelve  years  of  seiTice  in  prison  work  at  the  state 
privson  at  Waupun  brings  to  the  institution  an  experience 
whicli  is  valuable  to  its  disciplinary  retjuiremonts.  Mr.  Bick- 
ford  assumed  tlie  duties  of  his  position  on  July  1st. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  to  your  honorable  body 
and  to  the  ineml:)ers  thereof  severally,  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  uniform  courtesy  and  co-oi)eration  I  have  met  Anth  at 
their  hands,  and  for  tJio  confidence  wliich  they  have  at  all  times 
stx^med  prompted  to  repose  in  me.

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SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Former  biennial  reports  of  this  Commission  have  covered  p^ 
riods  ending  September  30  of  each  year  bearing  an  even  num- 
ber. Under  the  provisions  of  a  lawt  of  1901  this  report  will 
cover  from  October  1,  1900,  to  June  30,  1902,  a  period  of  one 
year  and  eight  months.  This  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  in 
making  comparisons  with  former  reports.  This  period  has  been 
one  of  unexampled  progress  in  library  development  in  the  state 
and  nation,  and  the  record  here  presented  can  only  show  the 
share  of  Wisconsin  in  this  development  in  the  most  general  way. 

NEW  LIBRARIES. 

Since  the  previous  record  was  written  free  public  libraries 
supported  by  mimicipal  taxation  have  been  established  in  Lan- 
caster, Oconto,  Prairie  du  Sac,  Seymour,  Staughton,  Sun 
Prairie,  Waupun  and  West  Bend. 

One  advance  worthy  of  note  is  the  conversion  of  three  free 
association  libraries  and  two  subscription  libraries  into  free  pub- 
lic libraries.  This  change,  which  insures  permanency,  has  been 
effected  in  Antigo,  Plymouth,  Stoughton,  Columbus  and  Port- 
age, and  has  resulted  ^n  extension  of  service,  broadening  of  gen- 
eral plans  of  work,  "*  increased  efficiency  in  every  respect. 
It  is  noticeable  tha^  idency  to  begin  with  association  and 

subscription  libra  aocreasing,  and  instead  the  free  public 

library  is  establi^ed  at  once  without  this  preliminary  step.  Free 
association  libraries  have  been  founded  in  Galesville,  Pepin, 
Port  Washington,  Prescott,  Shiocton  and  Waterloo.  Subscrip- 
tion libraries  have  been  started  in  Markesan  and  Footville.  Mr. 
H.  P.  Bird  has  founded  a  free  library,  which  he  maintains,  at 
Wausaukee. 
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LIBRARIES  REORGANIZED. 

More  important  even  than  the  work  of  founding  new  libraries 
has  been  that  of  reorganizing,  or  securing  the  reorganization,  of 
the  old  libraries  which  have  clung  to  antiquated  methods  or  have 
been  badly  managed.     It  costs  far  more  labor  to  reorganize  an 
old,  ill-managed  library  than  to  organize  a  new  one  on  good 
lines,  as  the  officers  of  the  Commission  not  only  find  a  great 
amount  of  work  that  must  be  done  over  again,  but  they  must 
often  contend  against  the  opposition  of  former  librarians  and 
their  friends  and  the  apathy  of  some  members  of  library  boards 
who  have  grown  accustomed  to  slothful  ways  and  resent  being 
disturbed.     In  spite  of  opposition  the  good  work  has  gone  for- 
ward in  tlie  past  six  years  until  all  but  two  of  the  libraries  in 
cities  of  over  S,000  inhabitants  have  excellent  or,  at  least,  fairly 
good  methods.     During  the  next  two  years  the  reorganization  of 
libraries  Avill  demand  less  time  and  the  Commission  will  prob- 
ably be  able  to  establish  new  libraries  more  rapidly.     Its  offi- 
cers will  not  forget,  however,  that  the  permanent  success  of  the 
library    movement  in   Wisconsin    will  depend   "more  upon  the 
character   and    efficiency   of  our   present    libraries   than    upon 
their  number. 

Since  October  1,  1900,  the  libraries  at  Xeenah  and  Madison 
have  been  reorganized  and  old  libraries  which  were  given  to  the 
new  free  libraries  at  Antigo,  Columbus  and  Portage  have  been 
put  in  good  condition. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

Remarkable  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  permanent 
homes  for  our  libraries.  Buildings  in  Lake  Mills,  Stanley  and 
Superior  have  been  completed.  Others  have  been  provided  for 
in  Baralxx),  Beloit,  Chippewa  Falls,  Fond  du  Lac,  Green  Bay, 
Janesville,  Madison,  ^Marinette,  Monroe,  Xeenab,  Oconto,  Ra- 
cine, Kiinm,  Sheboygan,  Sparta,  Stevens  Point  and  Waukesha- 
City  halls  with  large  nxmis  es][)ecially  planned  for  libraries  have 
been  erected  in  Portage,  Stoughton  and  Sun  Prairie. 
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GIFTS  AND   BEQUESTS. 


The  strong  and  gro\nng  interest  of  thoughtful  philanthropists 
in  free  libraries  is  most  convincingly  attested  by  tiie  great  snma 
given  to  aid  them.  These  gifts  have  been  so  numerous  since 
our  last  report  that  only  those  exceeding  $500  in  value  will  be 
recorded  hera 

Mrs.  Sally  F.  Moon  has  presented  to  Stanley,  as  a  memorial 
to  her  late  husband,  Delos  E.  Moon,  a  library  building  which 
cost,  with  its  equipment,  about  $15,000.  S.  T.  McKnight,  of 
Minneapolis,  has  recently  given  books  of  permianent  value  cost- 
ing $500  to  the  same  institution.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  S.  Cook,  of 
Whitewater,  have  given  $3,000  to  the  public  librarv'  in  White- 
water for  a  book-fund  and  the  late  Miss  Flavia  White  left 
a  conditional  bequest  of  $17,000  to  the  same  library  for  a  build- 
ing. S.  T.  McKnight,  of  Minneapolis,  and  W.  J.  Starr,  of  Eau 
Claire,  liave  each  offered  to  give  $5,000  to  Ripon  to  supplement 
Mr.  Cam^e's  gift  for  a  building.  George  Famsworth,  of  Chi- 
cago, a  former  resident  of  Ooonto,  has  given  that  city  $15,000 
for  a  libraiy  building.  Mr;  L.  I).  Fargo  has  added  $2,000  to 
his  gift,  formerly  recorded,  for  a  building  in  Lake  Mills.  The 
Hammond  estiite  and  citizens  of  Superior  gave  valuable  lots  as 
a  site  for  the  new  building.  The  F.  S.  Eldred  estate  added 
$10,000  to  the  building  fund  given  by  Mr.  Carae^ie  to  Janes- 
ville.  The  heirs  of  the  late  C.  L.  Colman  have  given  $20,000 
as  an  endownnent  fund  to  the  Washburn  librar\%  of  La  Crossa 
The  citizens  of  Xeenah  added  $15,000  to  the  building  fund  pro- 
vided by  Andrew  (.*arnegie.  The  Woman's  Club,  of  Fond  du 
Lac,  gave  for  their  new  library  building  a  site  costing  $6,000, 
and  the  common  council  added  $10,000  to  the  building  fund 
donated  by  Mr.  Carnegie.  Citizens  of  Racine  raised  $14,000 
for  a  building  site  and  the  Woman's  Club  at  Stevens  Point 
raised  $4,400  for  a  lot  for  a  similar  purj^ose.  Mrs.  Geo.  Bullen, 
Mrs.  P.  A.  Valentine  and  P.  D.  Armour,  Sr.,  each  gave  $1,500 
for  a  building  in  Oconomowoc.  The  libraiy  in  ^lilwaukee  has 
received  $10,000  for  a  special  collection  of  l)ooks  which  is  to  be 
a  memorial  to  the  late  ^latthew  Keenan  and  Hon.  tT.  'SL  Pereles 
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has  given  a  pair  of  bronze  electroliers  for  the  entrance.  The 
Oshkoeh  library  has  been  presented  with  a  clock  costing  $500 
and  the  Chadbourne  family  gave  $500  to  the  Columbus  library. 
Greo.  B.  Dewing  and  Miss  Melvina  Dewing  transferred  to  the 
library  in  Elkhom  a  choice  family  library  of  650  volumes. 
The  late  J.  D.  Witter,  of  Grand  Eapids,  who  had  formerly 
given  an  endowment  fund  of  $5,000  to  the  public  library  of  his 
home  town,  left  a  bequest  of  $5,000  to  be  added  to  that  fund  and 
also  left  $5,000  as  an  endowment  for  the  J.  D.  Witter  Travel- 
ing Library  System  of  Wood  County.  By  the  will  of  Mrs. 
George  Kreck  the  library  at  Portage  is  ultimately  to  receive 
$5,0P0.  Of  this  amount,  $2,000  'has  now  been  paid.  By  the 
will  of  Miss  Maria  Austin  the  same  institution  receives  500 
books.  The  Appleton  library  has  received  a  fund  of  $663  from 
the  directors  of  the  Prescott  Hospital,  $500  from  the  Woman's 
Club  and  $500  from!  Herman  Erb  as  a  memorial  for  a  son  who 
aided  greatly  in  its  founding.  W.  D.  Connor  gave  the  Marsh- 
field  library  $2,500  for  purchasing  books;  other  citizens  gave 
$655.  Bishop  Messmer  donated  a  lot  valued  at  $2,000  as  part 
of  the  site  for  the  new  building  in  Green  Bay.  Ladies  in  Lake 
Geneva  have  purchased  750  volumes  for  the  village  library. 

To  the  gifts  mentioned  should  be  added  the  building  which 
Mr.  H.  P.  Bird  has  built  for  Wausaukee,  which  includes  a  pub- 
lic libraiy,  and  its  equipment;  a  gift  of  $20,000  from  C.  W. 
Voorus,  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  library  of  Carroll  College  at 
Waukesha ;  $4,000  for  a  fund  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  art ; 
and  694  volumes,  mostly  on  English  literature,  to  the  Wiscon- 
sin Historical  Society  by  Mrs.  Charles  Kendall  Adams.  The 
library  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  received  from  the  late 
Charles  Kendall  Adams  2,300  volumes,  a  portion  of  his  private 
library;  from  citizens  of  Milwaukee  $3,146  for  the  purchase  of 
the  Germanic  Seminary  Library;  from  a  number  of  contribu- 
tors $2,C45  for  purchase  of  books  for  the  School  of  Economics 
and  $2,350  for  books  for  the  School  of  Commerce. 

During  this  period  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie  has  given  large 
sums  to  Wisconsin  cities  for  librarj''  buildings.  Each  gift  has- 
been  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  city  receiving  it  shall 
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agree  to  provide  a  suitable  site  for  the  building  and  to  appro* 
priate,  annually,  for  its  support  at  least  one-tenth,  of  the  amount 
of  the  gift.     The  list  of  the  gifts  is  as  follows : 

Green  Bay  $25,000;  Superior  $50,000;  Sheboygan  $35,000  j 
Eacine  $50,000;  Xeenah  $10,000;  Fond  du  Lac  $30,000; 
Janesville  $30,000;  Beloit  $25,000;  Madison  $75,000;  Monroe 
$20,000;  Waukesha  $15,000;  Baraboo  $12,000;  Sparta  $10,- 
000;  Eau  Glaire  $40,000;  Chippewa  Falls  $20,000;  Stevens 
Point  $20,000 ;  Ripon  $10,000. 

These  gifts  of  Mr.  Carnegie  amount  to  $467,000.  It  may 
be  interesting  to  note  in  this  connection  that  these  gifts  have  al- 
ready drawn  $167,400  in  supplementary  gifts  for  sites  and 
additions  to  the  building  funds  and  that,  to  secure  them,  seven- 
teen small  cities  have  pledged  annual  appropriations  of  $46,- 
700  for  their  libraries.  When  Mr.  Carnegie  began  his  great 
series  of  gifts  for  library  buildings  many  good  people  feared 
that  he  Avould  "pauperize"  our  independent  American  communr 
ities,  but  this  record  of  the  expenditures  secured  by  his  gifts 
shows  that  he  has  planned  shrewdly  to  draw  fuller  private  and 
public  support  for  the  institutions  he  aids. 

The  total  value  of  all  gifts  to  our  public  libraries  during  the 
period  of  one  year  and  nine  months  under  review,  as  reported 
to  the  Commission,  is  $806,000,  of  which  amount  Mr.  Carnegie 
gave  $467,000,  citizens  of  the  state  $225,000,  and  municipal- 
ities, aside  from  annual  appropriations,  $114,000  for  sites  and 
additions  to  building  funds. 

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

The  traveling  library  department  of  the  Commission  has  conr 
stantly  grown  and  would  amply  repay  more  work  than  the  oflSi- 
cers  can  give.  The  proper  selection  of  the  books  for  .such  libra- 
ries, their  preparation  for  their  purpose,  the  making  and  print- 
ing of  the  catalogs,  the  selection  of  the  cx)mmunitios  to  which 
they  shall  be  sent,  the  instruction  of  the  librarians  at  the  local 
stations,  the  examination  of  the  libraries  after  their  trips,  the 
mending  and  replacing  of  books,  the  collection  of  fees  for  the 
injuries  and  loss  of  books  and  all  the  correspondence  and  super- 
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vision  necessary  to  conduct  a  large  system  of  traveling  libraries 
in  the  most  succesfnl  maimer,  requires  a  larger  force  than  the 
Commission  can  employ  for  this  purpose.  This  work  can  not 
be  further  enlarged  unless  the  Commission  is  given  more  means. 
The  call  for  these  small  collections  of  books  is  constant. 

Village  subscriptions. 

Since  the  last  report  the  Commission  has  tried  the  experi- 
ment of  selling  traveling  libraries  to  small  communities  of  Avell- 
to-do  people.  In  such  cases  the  people  send  $50  to  .the  Commis- 
sion to  purchase  a  library.  Such  a  library,  containing  fifty- 
five  volumes,  is  ]>ought,  arranged,  and  sent,  \rith  printed  cata- 
logs, to  the  purchasers,  who  return  it  after  six  months,  the  Com- 
mission then  sends  another  and  makes  such  exchanges  every 
six  months  for  five  years,  ^rithout  further  ex|)ense  to  the  pur- 
chasers. This  plan  of  getting  libraries  appeals  strongly  to 
many  of  the  l)est  people  in  communities  which  are  too  small  to 
sustain  good  public  libraries,  and  if  the  Commission  had  a  suffi- 
cient force  to  pledge  itself  to  carry  on  this  work  energetically 
hundreds  of  such  traveling  libraries  could  be  sold.  Such  sales 
have  been  made  to  citizens  of  Jaoks(mport.,  Door  County,  Sum- 
ner, Jefferson  (^ounty,  Silver  Springs,  Dane  County,  Pepin, 
Pepin  County,  and  Galesville,  Trempealeau  County,  and  the 
commimities  receiving  them  give  emphatic  testimony  to  their 
value. 

Increase  of  libraries. 

In  August  1900,  there  Avere  238  traveling  libraries  in  Wis- 
consin, of  which  54  were  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  Com- 
mission. July  1902,  there  were  305  such  libraries  of  which 
134  were  owned  and  managed  by  the  Conmiission,  which  as- 
sisted in  the  vrork  of  carina:  for  nearlv  all  of  the  others. 

Circulation. 

The  total  recorded  circulation  of  the  traveling  libraries  owned 
bv  the  Commission  to  Julv  1,  1902,  is  52,808.  In  some  cases 
the  records  of  circulation  are  not  returned  vrith.  the  libraries 
and  the  figures  given  do  not  show   the  full  circulation.     It 
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should  he  borne  in  mind  in  considering  the  circulation  of  books 
from  such  collections  that  a  volume  drawn  from  a  traveling  li- 
brary in  a  county  community  is  usually  read  by  from  two  to 
five  persons  before  its  return. 

Libraries  witli  groups  on  one  subject. 

These  traveling  libraries,  and,  in  fact,  all  of  those  lately 
formed  by  the  Commission,  contain  groups  of  books  upon  some 
subject.  For  instance,  Series  G  is  composed  of  six  libraries, 
all  containing  the  same  books.  Each  library  contains  fifty- 
seven  volumes,  seventeen  of  which  relate  to  the  American  Revo- 
lution. All  the  volumes  are  interesting  and  wholesome,  and 
most  of  the  borrowers  ^vill  read  them  in  the  usual  way,  taking 
one  after  another  with  no  purpose  of  study.  A  student  or  a 
small  society  of  students  may,  however,  use  the  group  of  seven- 
teen books  to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  Revolution.  To  aid 
in  such  study  the  printed  catalogs,  which  accompany  the  libra- 
ries, include  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  this  period,  a  syl- 
labus, a  list  of  other  excellent  books  on  the  subject  and  refer- 
ences to  helpful  articles  in  popular  magazines. 

Gifts  for  traveling  libraries. 

Contributions  for  the  purchase  of  such  libraries  have  been 
received,  as  follows:  Mrs.  W.  F.  Allen,  Madison,  $100; 
J.  M.  and  T.  J.  Pereles,  Milwaukee,  $50 ;  E.  P.  Arpin,  Grand 
Rapids,  $300 ;  City  Fe<lerations  of  Woman's  Clubs,  White- 
water, $50;  Joseph  Dessert,  Mosinee,  $100;  Isaac  P.  Witter, 
Grand  Rapids,  $50;  W.  J.  Starr,  Eau  Claire,  $50;  Bennet  E. 
Sampson,  Brownsville,  $50;  Bannennan  Granite  Company, 
Chicago,  $50.

Study  libraries. 

The  Commission  has  four  study  libraries  in  circulation,  two 
containing  books  on  United  States  histoiy  and  two  on  Amer- 
ican literature.  The  first  series  contains  32  books  and  is  ac- 
companied by  a  printed  outline,  with  references  for  collateral 
reading  both  to  books  and  magazines.     The  second  contains  63 
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books,  and  125  magazines,  covered  with  neat  manilla  oovers, 
containing  references.  These  libraries  are  accompanied  by 
typewritten  outlines  with  references  to  the  books  and  nrngazines 
included  in  it,  and  with  programs  for  club  use.  This  library 
has  been  especially  successful  because  of  the  large  amount  of 
material  in  brief,  digested  form,  to  be  foimd  in  the  excellent 
magazine  articles.  These  libraries  could  be  placed  niany  times 
so  great  has  been  the  demand  for  study  libraries,  buo  the  Com- 
mission has  no  m,oney  for  the  books,  and  has  so  far  received 
but  one  gift,  that  of  $35  for  one  of  the  libraries  on  American 
literature  from  the  Silver  Springs  Library  Association.,  near 
Madison.  The  Commission  hopes  to  increase  the  number  of 
study  libraries  that  help  may  be  given  to  the  small  clubs  in 
coimtry  communities,  not  having  assistance  from  the  Feder- 
'  ation. 

Library  on  municipal  government. 

Interest  in  civic  improvement  and  municipal  affairs  has  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  in  Wisconsin  towns  and  cities  that  the 
Commission  felt  justified  in  making  an  experiment  with  trav- 
eling reference  libraries  containing  the  best  books,  magazine 
articles  and  pamphlets,  upon  all  departments  of  municipal  gov- 
ernment and  related  interests.  There  are  two  libraries  in  this 
series.  They  are  intended  for  the  use  of  members  of  oouncils 
and  others  interested  in  the  improvement  of  towns.  The  libra- 
ries are  placed  in  the  city  library,  the  city  hall,  or  wherever 
the  books  may  be  most  conveniently  and  fully  used. 

New  book  libraries. 

The  Milwaukee  Journal  and  Milwaukee  Sentinel  have  con- 
tributed a  large  number  of  new  books,  which  publishers  send 
them  for  review.  These  books  are  perfectly  new  and  fresh,  and 
are  miade  up  into  "new  book  libraries"  for  circulation  to  small 
public  libraries  whose  funds  are  so  small  that  very  few,  if  any, 
of  the  new  books  can  be  purchased.  These  libraries  have  been 
greatly  appreciated.  Five  libraries  have  been  given  by  the 
Milwaukee  Journal  and  three  by  the  Sentinel. 
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German  traveling  libraries. 

The  Commission  has  tried  an  experiment  which  has  proved 
remarkably  successful.  It  found  that  nearly  all  the  small  pub- 
lic librariee  needed  German  books.  Few  librarians  could 
select  and  purchase  such  books  intelligently.  If  they  did,  the 
readers,  nearly  all  elderly,  careful  people,  read  the  books  all 
they  wished  in  a  few  months  and,  as  they  kept  them  clean,  the 
library  soon  accumulated  a  stock  of  clean  German  books  that 
were  not  called  for.  To  supply  the  needs  of  the  smaller  of 
such  libraries  the  Commission  secured  gifts  to  purchase  fifteen 
German  libraries,  each  containing  thirty-five  volumes  and  cost- 
ing $35.  These  were  put  up  in  three  series  with  five  libraries 
alike  in  each  series.  For  each  series  annotated  catalogs  were 
printed,  in  German.  The  work  of  selecting  and  purchasing 
the  books  and  preparing  the  catalogs  was  undertaken  by  Miss 
Emma  Gattiker,  who  gave  it  a  great  deal  of  intelligent  labor 
and  who  had  the  assistance  of  many  friends  who  were  well  qual- 
ified to  aid.  These  libraries  were  so  popular  that  calls  for 
them  were  made  by  some  of  the  larger  libraries  and  the  Com- 
mission decided  to  supplv  a  succession  of  such  libraries,  to  each 
public  library  that  would  contribute  $35. 

Gifts  for  German  libraries. 

The  first  contribution  for  this  experiment  came  from  Judge 
J.  M.  Pereles,  of  Milwaukee,  who  suggested  it.  Other  gifts 
for  their  purchase  were  received  from  the  Milwaukee  National 
Bank,  Geo.  H.  Heinemann,  Fred  Vogel,  Jr.,  Nath.  Pereles  & 
Sons,  Fred  Pabst,  Jr.,  J.  G.  Wagner,  Chas.  F.  Pfister,  F.  A.  W. 
Kieckhefer,  W.  J.  Starr,  W.  C.  T^itsch,  W.  H.  Hatton,  D.  L. 
Plumer,  Herman  Erb.  Each  contributor  gave  the  amount  nec- 
essary for  the  purchase  of  one  library  ($35),  except  in  the  cases 
of  Col.  Pfister  and  Mr.  Erb  who  gave  respectively  five  ($175) 
and  three  ($105). 

Library  subscriptions. 

The  following  named  public  libraries  purchased  German  trav-

Scandinavian  libraries. 

The  German  libraries  have  proved  so  successful  that  it  is 
hoped  Scandinavian  books  niav  be  circulated  in  communities 
where  there  is  a  large  proportion  of  Scandinavians,  just  as  the 
German  books  have  gone  to  German  people.  So  far  no  system 
has  been  organized,  but  two  public  libraries,  Stoughton  and 
Stanley,  have  each  bought  fifty  dollars  worth  of  books  with  the 
idea  of  exchanging  after  a  year's  use.  Several  other  libraries 
have  made  inquiry  concerning  Scandinavian  traveling  libraries, 
and  have  expressed  a  desire  to  enter  into  the  arrangement  made 
by  the  two  libraries  mentioned. 

Winnebago  county  traveling  libraries. 

One  of  the  most  notable  advances  in  the  traveling  library 
field  was  niade  bv  the  establishment  of  the  Board  of  Libraries 
of  Winnebago  County  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  that 
county,  in  March  1901.  The  Board  of  Libraries  consists  of 
five  members:  P.  V.  Lawson,  president;  J.  D.  Hough,  vice- 
president  ;  Lillian  G.  Kimball,  secretary ;  E..  E.  Root ;  II.  H.  G. 
Bradt.  The  Board  of  Libraries  received  for  the  county,  as  a 
gift  from  the  heii's  of  the  late  E.  D.  Smith,  of  Menafiha,  fifteen 
libraries  of  fifty  books  each.  With  these  libraries  as  a  begin- 
ning, the  Board  has  inaugurated  a  system  of  county  libraries 
whose  first  year's  service  gives  convincing  pnK>f  that  the  libra- 
ries were  both  needed  and  desired  throughout  tlie  county.  Five 
hundred  dollai's  was  received  from  the  county  for  purchase  of 
additional  books  and  the  preparation  and  circuation  of  the  li- 
braries. The  Oshkosh  Public  Library  Board  gave  consent  to 
the  election  of  their  librarian,  Miss  Emily  Turner,  as  Supervis- 
ing Librarian  of  the  traveling  libraries,  and  also  gave  the  use 
of  room  in  their  library-  for  their  administration.     Mr.  E.  P. 

« 

Sawyer,  of   Oshkosh,  gave   seventy  dollars   for  two   additional 
libraries. 
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The  county  now  owns  twenty-four  libraries,  each  consisting 
of  about  fifty-five  books,  five  of  each  being  in  the  German  lanr 
guage.  Twenty-three  libraries  are  kept  in  the  field,  the  twenty- 
fourth  being  retained  for  exchange.  March  14,  1902,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated  two  hundred  dollars  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  county  traveling  libraries  for  the  second 
year. 

Outagamie  county  library  board. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Outagamie  County  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  1(>01,  appointed  a  County  Library  Board  but  gave 
no  appropriation  of  money.  They  organiized  but  no  work  could 
be  accomplished  without  means. 

Stout  free  traveling  libraries. 

Seventy-two  books  of  recent  fiction,  travel,  etc.,  were  added 
to  Stout  Libraries  circulating  in  Dunn  county  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1901,  two  being  included  in  each  library  of  the  system. 
During  1902  three  new  associations  were  formed,  and  one  li- 
brary was  placed  in  the  Dimn  County  Training  School  for 
Teachers. 

J.  D.  Witter  traveling  library  association. 

New  books  have  been  added  from  time  to  time  until  each  li- 
brarv  now  contains  from  45  to  50  books.  One  new  librarv  has 
been  added  to  the  system,  making  33  in  all.  Eight  new  stations 
have  lx>en  established  •  in  the  past  two  years,  and  three  of  the 
old  ones  abandoned.  This  system  of  traveling  libraries  has  re- 
ceived, by  bequest  of  the  late  J.  D.  Witter,  $5,000  as  an  endow- 
ment fund,  by  which  its  permanency  is  assured. 

Traveling  libraries  for  women's  clubs. 

The  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  sends  out  study  traveling 
libraries  with  outlines  and  programmes  to  the  clubs,  which  pur- 
sue systematic  study  of  subjects  for  which  provision  has  been 
made.  The  Women's  Clubs  of  Ashland,  Eau  Claire  and  Wau- 
sau  have  sent  traveling  libraries  to  rural  communities  in  the 
neigh borhix>d  of  their  respective  to\ms. 
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Comparative  popularity  of  boolcs  sent  to  farmers'  famiiies. 

The  Wisconsin  Free  Library  Commission  is  constantly  receiv- 
ing inquiries  from  all  parts  of  the  country  as  to  the  classes  of 
books  that  are  most  popular  in  the  traveling  libraries  for  far- 
mers' families.  It  is  evident  that  the  circulation  of  books  of 
one  traveling  library,  on  one  or  two  trips  does  not  furnish,  a 
sufficient  basis  to  answer  such  questions.  The  tastes  6f  the  li- 
brarian at  a  traveling  library  station,  the  general  intelligence  of 
the  readers,  their  occupations,  or  the  fact  that  the  same  books 
may  be  found  in  the  school,  church  or  family  libraries,  may  af- 
fect the  circulation.  As  an  ilhistration  the  history  of  a  Stout 
librarv  in  Dunn  county  may  be  cited.  It  was  sent  at  different 
times  to  two  farming  communities  where,  in  each  case,  it  was 
patronized  by  p.bout  tvrenty  families.  In  both  cases  the  patrons 
were  industrious  farmers  and  their  families,  who  spoke  and 
read  mainly,  or  only,  English.  Both  communities  had  fairly 
good  schools  and  thoroughly  appreciated  the  libraries.  In  one 
community,  which  we  will  call  Station  A,  the  farmers'  wives 
had  for  a  number  of  years  maintained  a  study  and  reading  club 
which  met  monthly.  At  Station  B  there  had  been  no  such  local 
stimulus  to  serious  reading.  The  circulation  at  Station  A  in 
six  months  was  266,  at  Station  B  it  was  210.  At  Station  A 
Hopkins'  Experimental  science  was  drawn  seven  times,  and 
Oman's  History  of  Greece  six  times.  Neither  of  these  was 
drawn  at  Station  B.  Flamingo  feather,  which  is  one  of  the  two 
volumes  by  Kirk  Munroe  in  the  Stout  traveling  libraries,  was 
draAvn  seven  times  at  Station  A,  and  thirteen  times  at  Station 
B.  Higginson's  English  histoi-y  for  Americans  w^as  drawn-  six 
times  at  Station  A,  and  once  at  Station  B.  Marionfs  faith, 
by  Col.  King,  was  drawn  seven  times  at  Station  A,  and  thirteen 
times  at  Station  B.  A  copy  of  Merchant  of  Venice  was  drawa 
six  times  at  Station  A  and  once  at  Station  B.  In  the  use  of  all 
the  libraries  sent  to  the  two  stations,  so  similar  in  many  respects, 
the  same  difference  in  the  reading  is  shown.  This  difference 
not  only  shows  the  need  of  studying  the  history  of  a  number  of 
traveling  libraries  to  determine  what  books  are  most  popular 
among  the  farmers,  but  it  bears  witness  in  a  striking  way  to  the 
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benefit  of  well  conducted  study  clubs  miaintained  by  the  mothers 
in  a  rural  community,  and  suggests  the  thought  that  our  strong 
federations  of  women's  clubs  might  well  endeavor  to  found  more 
rural  clubs. 

In  order  to  get  a  better  basis  for  a  statement  of  the  compara- 
tive popularity  of  books  among  the  farmers,  the  writer  has  ex- 
amined the  records  of  circulation  in  three  systems  of  traveling 
libraries  for  farmers  which  have  been  maintained  for  four  years 
or  more  in  Wisconsin. 

One  system  of  thirty-seven  libraries  has  been  supported  by 
Hon.  J.  H.  Stout,  of  Menomonie,  in  Dunn  county,  since  May, 
1896.  Another  of  thirty-two  libraries  has  been  maintained  by 
Mr.  J.  D.  Witter,  of  Grand  Eapids,  in  Wood  county,  since  Au- 
gust, 1896.  The  third  is  a  system  of  twelve  libraries  which 
were  purchased  in  1898  iwith  a  gift  of  $500  from  Mr.  Joseph 
Dessert,  of  Mosinee,  by  the  Wisconsin  Commission,  and  which 
has  been  entirely  in  its  charge.  The  latter  have  been  sent  to 
farming  communities  in  all  parts  of  Wisconsin.  In  all  these 
systems  the  libraries  are  sent  to  stations  to  remain  six  months, 
and  the  Commission  aided  in  establishing  all  of  them. 

A  number  of  popular  books  for  children,  like  Robinson  Cru- 
soe, Hans  Brinher  and  Little  women  were  not  included  in  some 
of  these  libraries  Wause  they  are  found  in  nearly  all  country 
school  libraries. 

A  compilation  of  the  statistics  of  circulation  of  tho  different 
systems  showed  sixty  books  which  had  been  included  in  each  of 
the  three  svstems. 

The  follo\\'ing  table  shows  the  trips  each  of  these  books  made 
in  each  system,  the  number  of  borrowers  in  each  system,  and 
the  average  number  of  times  it  was  drawn.  It  also  shows  the 
total  number  of  trips,  the  total  number  of  borrowers  and  the 
average  number  of  times  it  was  drawn  on  all  the  trips.  A  com- 
parison of  the  figures  wnll  give  a  very  good  idea  of  the  classes 
of  books  that  are  most  popular  in  farming  commimities  in  north- 
em  Wisconsin. 
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In  estimating  the  usefulness  and  comparative  popularity  of 
these  books  four  facts  should  be  remembered : 

1.  That  the  people  who  manage  the  traveling  libraries  try  to 
place  them,  as  a  rule,  in  the  communities  which  have  the  least 
educational  advantages. 

2.  That  the  more  popular  books  are  generally  read  by  two  or 
more  members  of  a  family  each  time  they  are  dra^vn^ 

3.  That  each  library  contains  quite  a  proportion  of  books  for 
students,  and  that  while  these  are  read  by  fewer  people,  such 
people  are  generally  the  intellectual  leaders,  and  the  books  which 
they  read  often  have  much  influence  in  shaping  the  thought  of 
the  neighborhoods  where  they  live. 

4.  The  first  of  these  libraries  were  purchased  early  in  the 
year  1896,  so  that  no  books  of  recent  publication  are  included 
in  the  tables. 

The  records  of  the  Joseph  Dessert  libraries  show  that  in  three 
years  the  books  of  the  twelve  libraries  were  drawn  8,465  times, 
an  average  circulation  for  each  library  of  705.  It  is  a  conserva- 
tive estimate  to  say  that  each  book  was  read,  on  an  average, 
twice  each  time  it  was  drawn,  so  that  the  600  volumes  (each 
library  contains  50  volumes),  were  probably  read  16,930  times 
in  the  three  years. 

The  Commission  keeps  an  accurate  record  of  the  physical  con- 
dition of  these  libraries,  which  sho^vs  their  condition  before 
and  after  each  trip.  Each  library,  when  new,  was  marked  100. 
After  three  years  the  average  was  80 ;  the  best  used  library  be- 
ing marked  92,  and  the  one  which  had  received  the  hardest 
usage,  72.  The  libraries  will  probably  endui^e  from  seven  to 
eight  years^  service,  and  many  of  the*  books  can  then  be  given  to 
small  libraries  for  further  service.  The  Commission  takes  great 
pains  to  teach  people  to  use  the  books  of  the  traveling  libraries 
carefully,  not  so  much  for  the  sake  of  saving  the  books  as  be- 
cause Ihe  training  helps  to  make  people  thoughtful  in  caring 
for  all  public  property  and  public  rights. 

When  one  considers  that  these  libraries  cost  but  $50  each  and 
that  they  go  to  isolated  communities  where  the  books  are  not 
only  read,  but  talked  over,  again  and  again,  and  often  change 
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the  whole  current  of  the  neighborhood  thought  and  talk,  it  is 
apparent  that  few  means  of  education  can  do  so  much  for  better 
citizenship  in  proportion  to  their  cost. 

MAGAZINE    CLEARING    HOUSE. 

The  magazine  clearing  house  has  grown  rapidly  in  the  past 
twenty  months,  both  in  service  to  libraries  of  the  state,  and  in 
distribution  of  current  periodicals  to  farming  communities,  lum- 
ber camps  and  school  districts. 

Complete  files  for  libraries. 

The  Commission  has  received  from  libraries  and  individuals 
236  boxes  and  118  packages  of  periodicals.  To  libraries  1,156 
volumes  and  4,022  numbers  of  magazines  have  been  sent  for 
binding.  Of  these  200  volumes  and  650  numbers  have  been 
given  to  school  and  miscellaneous  libraries.  Since  the  publica- 
tion of  the  abridged  edition  of  Poole's  Index,  wtich  the  small 
libraries  can  afford  to  buy,  greater  effort  has  been  made  to  com- 
pletx}  files  of  the  most  useful  magazines  and  to  bind  them  sub- 
stantially. Many  of  the  libraries  have  collected  sets  that  are 
complete  except  for  the  earlier  volumes.  The  clearing  house 
solicits  gifts  of  these  early  volumes  and  numbers  that  the  small 
libraries  may  be  helped  in  this  praiseworthy  effort. 

Magazines  for  farmers. 

Beside  the  magazines  sent  to  libraries,  noted  above,  172  boxes 
of  miscellaneous  recent  periodicals  have  been  given  to  farming 
districts,  isolated  schools  and  lum1x?r  camps,  and  to  libraries  for 
distribution  to  such  communities.  There  is  a  greater  demand 
for  children's  periodicals  than  can  be  supplied.  The  Commis- 
sion is,  consequently,  especially  anxious  to  receive  the  Youth's 
Companion,  St.  Nicholas,  Harper's  Young  People,  Round  Ta- 
ble, Wide  Awake  and  all  good  magazines  and  papers  for  chil- 
dren. 

The  clearing  house  has  received  a  considerable  numter  of  Ger- 
jnan  magazines  and  papers,  which  have  been  sent  with  the  Ger- 
man traveling  libraries,  and  also  to  oommimities  where  libraries 
c«n  not  be  sent. 
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Bound  8t.  Nicholas. 

Volumes  of  the  St.  Nicholas  have  been  bound  for  use  in  the 
traveling  libraries.  They  are  so  popular  with  young  people^ 
and  so  valuable  for  school  work  that  as  manv  volumes  as  can 
be  completed  have  been  bound  in  attractive,  durable  form'  and 
sold  to  the  libraries  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  volumes.  In  the 
past  two  years,  463  volumes  have  been  bound.  No  help  given 
to  libraries  from  the  clearing  house  has  been  more  greatly  appre- 
ciated than  this. 

PICTURE    EXHIBITS. 

Collections  of  pictures  have  been  loaned  to  the  Commission  by 
the  Century  and  Scribner  publishing  companies  to  be  used  as 
exhibits  in  the  libraries  of  the  state.  The  Century  Company 
sent  two  exhibits,  one  a  collection  of  original  drawings  of  pic- 
tures which  subsequently  appeared  in  the  Century  Magazine  and 
the  St.  Nicholas,  and  the  second  consisting  of  the  original  draw- 
ings made  by  children  living  all  over  the  United  States  who 
belong  to  the  St,  Nicholas  league.  These  drawings  were  ar- 
ranged according  to  the  age  of  the  young  artists,  and  proved 
especially  popular  and  inspiring  in  the  many  towns  where  the 
pictures  were  8ho^vn.  Charles  Scribner's  Sons  sent  an  admira- 
ble collection  of  128  original  drawings,  many  of  them-  simply 
and  suitably  framed,  which  were  exhibited  in  most  of  the  larger 
libraries  in  the  state.  Reports  from  thfe  librarians  show  that  the 
exhibits  have  all  been  much  appreciated. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  STATE  DOCUMENTS. 

Under  chapter  168,  laws  of  1901,  the  Commission  was  di- 
rected (1)  to  make  a  check  list  of  the  public  documents  of  Wis- 
consin ;  (2)  to  prepare  catalog  cards  for  such  documents,  as  pub- 
lished, and  distribute  them  to  public  libraries;  (3)  to  maintain 
a  reference  room  in  the  capitol  for  the  use  of  state  departments, 
legislators  and  public  men;  (4)  to  loan  from  its  working  li- 
brary books  of  permanent  value  to  students  throughout  the 

state. 

Charles  McCarthv,  Ph.  D.,  was  appointed  to  conduct  thifl 
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department  and  began  work  October  1,  1901.  The  preparation 
of  the  check  list  and  the  collecting  of  a  complete  set  of  our  state 
documents  began  at  the  same  time.  With  the  aid  of  the  great 
collection  of  the  State  Historical  Society  an  analytical  list  of 
our  state  publications,  since  the  founding  of  the  state,  has  been 
prepared  and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Miss  Adelaide  R.  Hasse, 
of  the  Document  Division  of  the  Xew  York  Public  Library,  for 
revision. 

The  Commission  has  succeeded  in  gathering  a  nearly  com- 
plete set  of  our  state  publications  in  its  rooms  in  the  capitol. 
Our  state  records  can  now  be  quickly  consulted  by  our  state  offi- 
cials and  members  of  the  legislature.  The  next  work  under- 
taken was  the  preparation  of  an  index  of  all  the  agricultural 
publications  of  the  state.  The  task  of  indexing  every  article  in 
over  275  volumes  and  pamphlets  is  now  nearing  completion. 
When  this  index  is  printed,  it  will  make  useful  thousands  of 
volumes  giving  the  best  results  of  the  experience  of  our  farmers 
and  scientists,  which  are  now  thrown  away  or  left  idly  standing 
upon  dusty  shelves.  It  will  furnish  an  incentive  to  our  libra- 
rians to  keep  and  arrange  such  material  in  the  future  and  miake 
it  readilv  accessible  to  students. 

The  new  rooms  of  the  Commission  give  ample  space  for  a 
legislative  reference  room.  The  law  provides  that  the  Com- 
mission shall  "miaintain  in  the  state  capitol,  for  the  use  and  inr 
formation  of  the  legislature,  the  several  state  departments,  and 
such  citizens  as  may  desire  to  consult  the  same,  a  working  li- 
brary as  complete  as  may  be,  of  the  several  public  documents 
of  this  and  other  states ;  and  to  purchase  for  said  librar^'^  stand- 
ard works  of  use  and  reference."  The  appropriation  is  so  small 
that  it  has  been  practically  impossible  to  purchase  books,  but 
by  carefully  gathering  material  the  Commission  has  acquired  a 
valuable  collection  of  documents.  Three  departments  in  the 
capitol  have  given  the  Commission  their  document  libraries  and 
all  departments  have  freely  given  their  duplicates.  This  ma- 
terial will  be  carefully  cataloged  and  kept  up  to  date,  and  will 
serve  to  show  what  can  be  done  with  this  very  important  refer- 
ence material.     An  effort  has  also  been  made  to  get  bills  and  re- 
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ports  dealing  directly  with  matters  likely  to  be  discussed  in  the 
legislature.  Tljis  collection  probably  includes  the  moat  complete 
collection  of  matter  relating  to  primary  elections  which  can-  be 
found  in  the  state. 

In  this  connection  it  was  thought  best  to  index  the  bills  of 
former  legislatures,  as  questions  are  constantly  asked  about  them. 
Thus  far  alx)ut  3,000  bills  of  the  last  two  sessions  have  been  in- 
dexed and  the  work  of  making  a  card  catalog  of  these  is  now 
in  progi'ess.  The  Commission  desires  to  collect  the  bills  of  the 
last  five  sessions. 

The  Commission  has  also  gathered  thousands  of  duplicates  of 
our  own  state  publications  as  well  as  publications  of  the  U.  S. 
Government.  These  will  be  distributed  through  the  clearing 
house  as  soon  as  the  check  list  and  index  are  completed.  The 
Commission  hopes  to  he  able  to  make  lists  of  these  for  different 
kinds  of  libraries  and  to  aid  in  cataloging  them.  These  volumes 
contain  the  records  of  our  government,  as  well  as  the  results  of 
expert  research  and  investigation  into  nearly  every  field  of  in- 
dustrial life,  and  it  is  most  unfortunate  that  such  valuable  ma- 
terial has  largely  been  wasted  in  the  past. 

This  department  needs  a  larger  appropriation  if  it  is  to  be 
widely  useful  to  the  people  of  the  state. 

CO-OPERATION    OF    LIBRARY    COMMISSIONS. 

The  social  and  educational  conditions  of  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota and  Iowa  ai*e  more  or  less  the  same.  In  consetpience,  the 
work  of  the  commissions  of  the  three  states  has  developed,  in 
the  main,  along  identical  lines.  Each  commission  was  so  over- 
burdened with  work  already  l)egun  that  extension  work  plan- 
ned was  impossible.  It  was  believed  that  a  division  of  labor 
would  effect  an  economy  of  time  and  effort.  Printed  matter, 
of  common  interest  and  value,  issued  by  any  one  commission, 
could  be  utilized  by  the  others,  and  thus  save  a  great  amount  of 
duplication.  In  October,  1901,  officers  of  the  three  commissions 
met  in  Madison  to  discuss  and  plan  for  co-operative  work.  As 
a  result  of  the  conference,  Wisconsin  was  to  contribute  the  Sug- 
gestive list  of  hooks  for  a  small  library  and  the  Buying  list  of  re- 
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cent  books;  Minnesota,  a  Handbook  of  library  organization; 
Iowa,  a  quarterly  bulletin.  The  commissions  also  planned  to 
co-operate  in  printing  catalog  cards  for  the  titles  given  in  the 
Suggestixie  list  and  Buying  list,  but  the  plan  was  abandoned  be- 
cause of  the  work  begun  by  the  American  Library  Association 
Publishing  Board,  and  subsequently  by  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. 

PUBLICATIONS  OF  THE  COMMISSION. 

The  Suggestive  list  issued  under  the  co-operative  system  is  a 
revision  of  the  Suggestive  list  published  by  the  Wisconsin  Com- 
mission in  four  previous  editions.  Much  time  has  been  given 
this  list,  everj"  book  entered  in  it  having  been  carefully  exam- 
ined. The  Buying  list  of  recent  boohs  which  is  supplementary 
to  the  Suggestive  list,  and  appears  frequently,  has  received  the 
same  careful  attention.  The  new  books  are  sent  promptly  by 
the  publishers  for  examination,  and  are  examined  as  promptly 
as  possible.  Invaluable  assistance  is  given  in  this  matter  by 
professors  of  the  TJniversity  of  Wisconsin,  who  review  the  lit- 
erature pertaining  to  their  respective  departments  of  work. 
The  judgment  of  the  specialist  is,  of  course,  requisite  for  a  large 
number  of  books.  The  Commission  has  issued  four  brief  bibli- 
ogi'aphies  prepared  and  annotated  by  specialists,  and  will  pub- 
lish several  more  in  the  near  future.  These  lists  will  aid  li- 
braries in  building  up  the  various  classes.  Two  special  lists 
of  books  for  boys  and  for  girls  have  been  issued. 

The  Handbook  of  lihrary  organization,  the  second  product 
of  co-operation,  is  based  on  the  Wisconsin  Handbook,  but  much 
amplified  as  to  form  and  matter.  All  the  Commissions  con- 
tributed to  its  composition,  but  the  Minnesota.  Commission 
edited  and  bore  the  first  expense  of  this  publication,  which  easily 
ranks  as  the  most  useful  of  it-s  kind.  The  Wisconsin  edition 
contains  the  laws  under  which  libraries  are  founded  and  con- 
ducted in  this  state. 

The  loti^a  Comm/ission  Bulletin,  also  a  result  of  the  co-opera- 
tion, has  contained  notes  on  library  news  and  progress  in  Wis- 
consin, contributed  bv  the  Commission.     Material  for  the  de- 
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partment  of  Library  Notes  has  been  contributed  regularly  to  the 
Municipality  since  1900.  Besides  these  regular  publications, 
the  Commission  has  published  two  addresses  made  by  the  Sec- 
retary :  How  may  the  Federation  and  the  Commission  co-oper- 
ate  to  aid  our  library  interests?,  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Wisr- 
consin  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  at  Madison,  Octo- 
ber 16,  1901 ;  and  The  free  city  library  as  a  department  of  city 
government,  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  League  of  Wisconsin 
Municipalities  at  Grand  Rapids,  June  5,  1902.  A  study  of  the 
Comparative  popularity  of  books  in  Wisconsin  traveling  libror 
ries  sent  to  farmers'  families,  based  upon  the  records  of  li- 
braries in  circulation  five  and  six  years,  was  published  in  pam- 
phlet form.  Many  circulars,  blanks  and  forms,  of  practical 
use  to  librarians,  have  also  been  sent  out. 

LIBRARY  TRAINING   IN   WISCONSIN. 

Nothing  is  more  indicative  of  the  great  progress  made  in  li- 
brary matters  in  Wisconsin  than  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
trained  librarians  employed.  It  has  become  customary  for 
trustees  of  new  libraries  in  small  towns  to  require  their  li- 
brarians to  attend  Summer  Library  School,  and,  in  many  cases, 
to  serve  an  apprenticeship  in  some  well  conducted  library.  Sev- 
eral libraries  have  been  organized  by  trained  librarians  who 
have  given  instruction  to  the  local  librarian  to  be  left  in  charge. 
In  the  best  libraries,  trained,  experienced  librarians  are  em- 
ployed, their  assistants  and  apprentices  receiving  regular  train- 
ing and  having  practice  work  carefully  supervised.  The  in- 
troduction of  trained  librarians  has  given  rise  to  the  apprentice 
system,  now  generally  foimd  in  the  best  libraries.  The  appren- 
tices are  prepared  for  summer  school  and  for  subordinate  posi- 
tions in  the  libraries  in  which  they  receive  their  training.  It 
has  come  to  be  a  recognized  fact  that  trained  service  is  essential 
to  the  proper  conduct  of  a  library,  and  that  the  librarian  must 
be  a  woman  who  combines  with  professional  training  a  broad 
culture  and  excellent  education. 

Each  year  Commission  officers  in  the  field  find-  it  less  neces- 
sary  to  bring  argimients  against  the  employment  of  untrained 
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mnd  uneducated  local  applicants.  In  a  few  conspicuous  cafics 
fine  collections  of  books  are.  almost  \vTithout  value  to  the  locality 
because  of  inferior  service  and  poor  administration. 

Since  the  Summer  Librarv  School  was  started  in  1895,  209 
students  have  been  received  in  the  regular  course.  Of  these, 
93  registered  from  Wisconsin  and  70  are  now  employed  in  U- 
brary  work  in  this  state,  28  being  in  charge  of  public  libraries. 
Of  the  18  students  who  completed  the  work  of  the  supplementr 
ary  course  in  1902,  13  were  from  Wisconsin,  Nineteen  Wis- 
consin librarians  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  the  Doc- 
ument Course  this  vear. 

There  are  ten  trained  librarians  in  public  libraries  in  the 
state;  three  from  the  New  York  State  Library  School;  four 
from  the  Illinois  State  Library  School ;  two  from  Pratt  Insti- 
tute; one  from  Scoville  Institute.  Four  of  the  normal  schools 
employ  trained  librarians,  and  two  have  Summer  Library  School 
students  in  charge. 

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  outlook  for 
libraries  is  very  good,  and  that  the  Commission  may  do  much 
more  effective  w^ork  along  many  lines,  because  it  is  possible  to 
appeal  to  such  a  class  of  librarians. 

dOMMER   SCHOOL    FOR    LIBRARY   TRAINING. 

1901-1902. 

Seventh  session. 

The  seventh  annual  session  of  the  Library  School,  held  in 
1901,  attracted  37  students,  24  of  whom  were  from  Wisconsin. 
The  course  was  of  eight  weeks'  duration,  given  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Librar\'  Instructor  of  the  Commission.  The  ses- 
sion  was  held  in  the  Historical  Library  building,  where  excel- 
lent quarters  were  provided.  The  model  library  collected  by 
the  Commission  for  Summer  Library  School  purposes  was  used 
for  the  first  time.  This  library  contains  books  which  are,  or 
should  be,  found  in  small  public  libraries,  and,  besides  the  op- 
portunity of  becoming  familiar  with  desirable  books,  offers  a 
Tery  considerable  advantage  from  the  fact  that  books  commonly 
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found  diflScult  to  handle  are  cataloged  and  classified  at  the 
school.  The  Commission  has  bought  books  for  the  library  which 
best  illustrate  catalog  points,  thus  making  a  very  decided  im- 
provement in  the  technical  work.  New  books,  currently  re- 
i^ived  from  publishers,  are  added  to  this  model  library  and  used 
in  the  Summer  Librar^^  School,  giving  students  each  year  a 
chance  to  see  the  best  of  the  recent  publications. 

Eighth  session. 

The  eighth  session  was  held  in  IVfadison  from  July  2  to  Au* 
gust  29,  1902,  after  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  but  in- 
cluded in  it  because  it  represents  in  preparation  and  import- 
ance, so  large  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  year.  A  decided  ad- 
vance was  made,  one  which  marks  a  new  era  in  summer  school 
training  and  which  prepares  the  way  for  a  very  exceptional 
class  of  librarians  who  will  have  had  full  training  alternating 
with  experience  in  libraries.  This  first  experiment  in  offering 
a  supplementary  course  was  a  decided  success  and  will  probably 
be  a  feature  in  library  training  in  the  future.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  the  Wisconsin  Commission  to  offer  such  a  course  at  fre- 
quent int-ervals  and  to  encourage  in  every  possible  way  the  pro- 
gressive librarian  who  is  willing  to  train  herself  most  thor- 
oughly for  her  work.  Throe  courses  were  offered:  the  regu- 
lar course  of  eight  weeks ;  a  supplementary  course  of  four  weeks 
open  to  former  students  who  had  done  creditable  work  sin(« 
leaving  the  school;  and  a  three  weeks'  course  in  public  docu- 
ments open  to  trained  and  experienced  librarians.  The  In- 
structor of  the  Commission  was  director  of  the  school,  giving 
the  lectures  on  cataloging,  reference  work,  and  administration 
to  the  elementary  class,  and  all  of  the  regular  work  ^f  the  sup- 
plemontarv'  course.  Miss  Adelaide  Hasse,  Chief  of  the  Docu- 
mients  Department  of  the  Xew  York  Public  Library,  was  en- 
gaged for  the  document  course,  the  extra  expense  of  both  courses 
being  provided  for  by  the  generous  bequest  of  J.  D.  Witter,  of 
Grand  Rapids,  Wis. 

Talks  were  also  given  to  the  classes  by  F.  A.  Hutchins,  L.  E. 
Steams,  Charles  McCarthv,  and  Miss  Katharine  MacDonald, 
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of  the  Library. Commission,  each  of  \vhom  contributed  valuable 
information  along- their  special  lines' of  work;  by  Miss  M.  E. 
Ahem,  Mary  E.  Dousman  and  Miss  Henrietta  St.  B.  Brooks. 

Elementary  course. 

The  elementary  course  of  eight  weeks  followed  the  lines  of 
those  previously  given,  but  with  the  advantage  of  improved  tools 
and  facilities.  An  assistant,  Miss  Julia  E.  Elliott,  of  the  pub- 
lic library  at  Marinette,  was  engaged  for  instruction  in  library 
economv  for  this  course.  The  students  were  admitted  to  some 
of  the  supplementary  course  lectures  on  children's  work  and  on 
state  documents.  There  were  26  students  present,  the  number 
having  been  limited  that  more  attention  might  be  given  to  the 
supplementarj^  class.  Of  these,  21  were  from  Wisconsin,  as 
applicants  from  this  state  were  given  preference.  Over  50  well 
qualified  librarians  from  other  states  were  refused  because  of 
lack  of  room  and  instructors.  The  requirements  were  consid- 
erably raised,  and  only  experienced  people  or  those  under  defi- 
nite appointment  to  positions  were  received. 

Supplementary  course. 

A  survey  of  the  work  done  in  the  supplementary  course,  of- 
fered for  the  first  time  this  year,  will  be  of  interest  to  all  who 
are  concerned  with  library  training.  Eighteen  students  w^ere 
in  attendance.  Preliminary  circulars  were  sent  out  asking  what 
work  was  most  needed,  and  brought  definite  answers  w^hich 
helped  materially  in  planning  the  course.  It  was  decided  to 
devote  the  1902  session  to  the  following  subjects:  1,  Catalog- 
ing; 2,  Editions  and  practical  book  buying;  3,  Subject  bibliog- 
raphy; 4,  Children's  work;  5,  Wisconsin  documents. 

1.  Cataloging :  A  part  of  every  day  was  given  to  instruction 
and  practice  work  in  dictionary  cataloging,  first  making  a  rapid 
review  of  the  elementary  work,  and  later  taking  up  advanced 
work  based,  in  part,  upon  the  lists  of  books  presenting  most  diffi- 
culties sent  in  by  the  students  in  response  to  the  circular.  One 
of  the  best  features  of  this  work  was  the  consideration  given  to 
simplifying  forms  for  small  libraries.  This  was  done  in  a 
definite  and  practical  way  by  indicating  on  the  cards  the  elimi- 
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nations  best  to  make,  and  under  subject  headings  tracing  closer 
and  fuller  analysis  necessary  for  the  small  library  because  of 
the  limited  amount  of  material  on  each  subject  to  be  found  in 
it.  Classification  was  also  taken  up  in  connection  with  the 
study  of  subject  headings,  always  including  books  indicated  by 
ihe  students  as  especially  difficult. 

2.  Editions:  One  week  was  given  to  the  study  of  editions, 
a  knowledge  of  which  is  certainly  most  necessary  in  practical 
book  buying,  but  a  knowledge  in  which  even  many  trained  li- 
brarians seem  singularly  lacking.  Consideration  was  given  to 
the  editions  most  suitable  for  the  small  library  starting  with 
limited  funds  and  the  best  permanent  editions  for  libraries  not 
so  limited.  This  study  included  a  review  of  the  cheap  series 
of  non-copyright  books,  comparing  the  paper,  print,  binding 
and  general  make-up  of  the  book,  as  well  as  the  cost  price,  dis- 
counts and  reliability  of  the  series.  Attention  was  given  to  the 
beet  librarv  editions  of  standard  authors  and  classics,  with  due 
regard  to  the  best  translations  of  foreign  literature ;  also  to  the 
cheap  series  of  children's  books,  and  to  the  finely  illustrated  edi- 
tions. The  actual  examination  of  the  books  considered  added 
much  to  the  advantage  as  well  as  the  interest  and  pleasure  of 
this  subject. 

3.  Subject  bibliography:  Practical  talks  were  given  by  pro- 
fessors of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  on  the  basis  of  selection 
of  books  on  their  respective  subjects,  the  standing  of  the  au- 
thors most  commonly  quoted,  giving  short  lists  with  comments, 
indicating  books  to  be  avoided  as  well  as  those  best  suited  for 
purchase.  The  subjects  covered  were  sociology,  insurance, 
transportation,  political  economy,  political  science,  physics, 
American  history,  the  Bible,  education^  philosophy,  contempo^ 
rary  German  literature.  This  was  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  instructive  features  of  the  course,  because  the  subjects 
treated  were  those  on  which  librarians  need  most  help  and  for 
sections  of  the  library  which  now  need  building  up. 

4.  Children  s  tvork:  In  this  course  no  time  was  given  to  pre- 
liminarj^  arguments  for  or  against  work  with  children,  but  the 
problems  which  librarians  meet  or  attempt  to  meet  were  ap- 
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proached  directly.  In  the  main  the  seminar  method  was  em- 
ployed. The  director  drefw  out  th^  results  of  every  bit  of  ex- 
perience the  students  had  to  combine  with  the  results  gained  not 
only  from  her  own  broader  experience,  but  from  study  of  meth- 
ods in  the  libraries  of  this  country  where  the  most  successful 
work  with  children  has  been  done.  The  subjects  of  this  prac- 
tical study  were :  library  work  with  grades,  outlining  course  for 
pupils,  and  reference  work  in  library;  the  same  for  the  high 
school,  with  more  extensive  reference  work,  and  talks  on  bibli- 
ography ;  school  duplicate  collections,  their  use,  selection,  instal- 
ment and  management;  library  leagues  and  clubs;  the  story 
hour.  Study  was  made  of  such  aids  as  graded  and  annotated 
lists,  outlines  of  the  grade  work  in  Wisconsin  schools  being 
given  to  the  students,  upon  which  were  based  short  lists  made 
for  the  grades,  both  for  general  reading  and  on  special  subjects. 
Modifications  recommended  for  cataloging  and  classifying  chil- 
dren's books  were  discussed  and  attention  was  given  to  reference 
books  for  children,  and  to  the  use  of  pictures  in  connection  with 
reference  work.  Opportunity  was  given  for  the  careful  exami- 
nation of  a  large  number  of  children's  books  collected  by  the 
Commission,  in  connection  with  which  suggestions  were  made 
regarding  the  comparative  value  of  books  on  the  same  subject. 
Of  especial  value  was  a  comparative  study  of  the  books  on  myth- 
ology, folklore  and  legends,  ^vith  notes  made  by  Miss  Genevieve 
Mills,  of  Madison.  Miss  Stearns  gave  a  lecture  on  books  for 
girls,  accompanied  by  a  list  of  books  which  she  recommended. 
Miss  Dousman  gave  five  lectures  on  the  follomng  subjects:  fur- 
niture and  equipment  for  the  children's  room;  administration 
of  the  children's  room ;  government  and  discipline  and  relations 
with  children ;  books  that  are  read  and  some  that  are  not ;  chil- 
dren's rooms  in  American  libraries. 

5.  State  documents:  Four  lectures  on  the  value,  use,  and 
care  of  state,  especially  Wisconsin,  documents,  were  given  by 
Mr.  Charles  McCarthy  of  the  Wisconsin  Commission.  Atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  principal  indexes  and  their  use,  also  the 
necessity  and  value  of  collecting  municipal  documents  was 
urged. 

6.  Administration:  One  hour  per  day  for  a  week  was  devoted 
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to  seminars  on  subjects  found  to  be  of  especial  interest  to  the 
librarians  in  attendance,  such  as  supplies,  loan  system,  re-regis- 
tration, accession  department,  binding,  renting  collections,  se- 
lection of  fiction,  new  reference  books,  and  librarians'  aids. 

Public  documents. 

The  first  class  organized  for  the  study  of  public  documents 
closed  its  three  weeks'  course  on  August  27.  The  members  of 
the  class,  numbering  47,  came  from  13  different  states,  and  rep- 
resented many  different  kinds  of  libraries.  There  were  repre- 
sentatives from  five  state  universitv  libraries,  from  three  col- 
lege  libraries,  from  four  high  school  and  normal  school  libraries, 
from  nineteen  public  libraries,  from  two  library  commissions/ 
from  two  historical  society  libraries,  and  two  students  attended 
who  were  not  in  library  work.  Of  the  libraries  represented  20 
were  depositor}^  libraries,  and  14  non-depository  libraries. 

The  undertaking  being  somewhat  in  the  nature  of  an  experi- 
ment and  the  variety  of  experience  existing  among  so  large  a 
number  of  students,  necessitated  a  more  general  character  of 
work,  than  a  smaller,  more  evenly  experienced  class  would  have 
required.  The  gi^eatest  need  appeared  to  be  for  information 
concerning  the  distribution  and  arrangement  of  United  States 
federal  documents,  and  for  an  opportunity  to  make  a  purposeful 
acquaintance  \\ath  them.  Instruction  was  given  by  lectures  sup- 
plemented with  practice  work,  for  which  the  document  collection 
of  the  Wisconsin  Historical  Society  furnished  ample  opportu- 
nity. One  lecture  was  given  on  document  catalogs  and  indexes^ 
which  was  followed  by  a  series  of  lectures  reviewing  the  various 
publishing  bodies  of  the  federal  government,  taking  up  the  dis- 
tribution, character,  general  form  of  catalog  entry  of  each  serial 
publication  of  each  department  and  bureau  in  turn-  Irregu- 
larities of  publication  were  especially  described,  and  formulas 
for  meeting  them  suggested.  The  practice  or  reference  work 
was  confined  to  the  prepartion  of  selected  lists  on  selected  sub- 
jects, resulting  in  a  practical  acquaintance  both  with  the  docu- 
ments and  with  the  indexes  to  the  documents. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  Summer  Library  School,  the  stu- 
dents attended  the  Western  Library  meeting.

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AMERICAN   LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION   CONFERENCE  AT 

WAUKESHA. 

The  23rd  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association 
was  held  at  Waukesha  during  the  week  July  3-10,  About 
seven  hundred  librarians  and  library  trustees  attended  the  con- 
ference, more  than  three  hundred  of  the  number  being  from 
Wisconsin,  The  total  number  in  attendance  was  probably 
larger  than  at  any  previous  conference.  The  most  striking  fea- 
ture of  the  conference  was  the  unusual  number  of  representa- 
tives of  libraries  in  villages  and  small  cities.  On  the  after- 
noon of  Thursday,  "the  Fourth",  the  Wisconsin  State  Library 
Association  held  a  meeting  which  was  devoted,  in  the  main,  to 
the  problem  of  reaching  the  rural  communities  with  library 
privileges.  The  discussion  on  circulation  of  books  to  the  people 
of  rural  communities  through  the  mails  was  of  unusual  inter- 
est. There  was  an  exhibit  of  traveling  libraries  by  the  State 
Library  Commissions  of  Michigan,  Ohio,  New  York,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  The  Wisconsin  exhibit  in- 
cluded a  traveling  library  for  farmers,  one  of  German  books, 
one  of  bcoks  and  magazines  for  the  study  of  American  history, 
and  one  of  the  Stout  free  traveling  libraries.  On  Monday, 
July  8,  members  of  the  conference  visited  Madison,  on  invita- 
tion of  the  libraries  of  the  citv.  The  Commission  joined  in  the 
general  hospitalities  of  the  day  and  gave  a  reception  in  the 
Commission  rooms  in  the  afternoon.  The  Conference  gave  in- 
spiration to  all  in  attendance,  but  especially  to  the  librarians 
coming  from  small  communities  who  had  not  heretofore  en- 
joyed the  privilege  of  meeting  many  of  their  fellow  workers. 

LIBRARY  REPORTS. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  uniformity  in  the  annual  reports 
of  the  departments  of  a  city's  government  is  of  great  value. 
Also  that  succeeding  reports  from  any  one  department  should, 
in  their  statistical  matter,  be  presented  in  an  established  form, 
that  accurate  comparisons  may  be  possible.  New  features  may 
be  added  from  year  to  year,  but  the  regular  items  in  regard 
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to  growth  and  development,  and  the  financial  statement  con- 
tinue uniform. 

The  Commission  issued  in  May,  1902,  an  annual  report  form 
for  Wisconsin  libraries,  tabulating  statistics  in  regard  to  ex- 
penditures, circulation  and  accessions.  Very  great  care  and 
much  time  was  given  to  the  form  of  this  report  which  was  sub- 
mitted to  many  of  the  best  librarians  for  criticism  and  sug- 
gestions. It  is  an  extension  of  the  report  recommended  by  the 
Committees  on  Uniform  Accounts  and  Statistics  appointed  by 
various  organizations  devoted  to  municipal  affairs  to  report 
to  the  National  Municipal  League,  Three  copies  of  the 
report  blank  were  sent  to  each  library,  one  to  be 
preserved  in  the  library,  one  to  be  sent  to  the  common 
council  and  one  to  the  Commission.  The  reports  made  on  these 
forms  have,  on  the  whole,  been  very  satisfactory.  It  was  not 
expected  that  the  forms  could  be  filled  out  in  full  by  all  li- 
braries, for  som©  statistics  called  for  had  not  been  recorded,  but 
the  reports  for  future  years  will  naturally  be  more  complete;, 
and,  it  is  felt,  will  furnish  invaluable  data  for  the  history  of 
growth  of  individual  libraries,  as  well  as  for  comparative  study 
of  libraries  of  the  same  size,  or  in  towns  of  the  same  size. 

In  1900  the  Commission  very  carefully  prepared  daily  and 
monthly  statistics  sheets,  which  are  now  almost  universally  used 
by  Wisconsin  libraries.  It  is  significant  that  the  most  accu- 
rate and  satisfactory  j)art  of  the  annual  reports  submitted  in 
July  was  the  record  of  circulation  statistics,  based  on  these 
daily  and  monthly  statistics  reports. 
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REPORTS  OF  LIBRARY  PROGRESS. 

Antigo — Miss  Clara  H.  Kunst,  librarian. 

Since  the  last  rei)ort,  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Union  tendered  the  city  its  library^  of  750  volumes  on  condition 
that  the  city  appropriate  at  least  $500  annually  for  the  library's 
support.  The  gift  was  accepted  and  housed  in  three  fine  rooms 
in  the  new  city  hall.  The  library  was  reorganized  with  the  aid 
of  the  Commission,  and  has  proved  surprisingly  popular,  1,796 
books  having  had  a  circulation  of  25,072  during  the  past  year. 
The  library  is  free  to  farmers.  The  reading  room  is  open  on 
Sunday  afternoons.  Systematic  work  with  the  schools  is  a  fea- 
ture  of  the  work  of  this  library.  A  librarian  with  summer 
school  training,  Miss  Jane  Ogilvie,  was  engaged  for  a  year  and 
the  present  librarian  served  an  apprenticeship  under  her,  after- 
ward attending  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1901  and  the 
Supplementary  and  Document  Courses  of  1902. 

Applcion — Miss  Agms  L.  Dicight,  librainan. 

This  library  has  been  the  recipient  of  a  gift  of  $500  from 
Mr.  Hennan  Erb,  in  memory  of  his  son  Herman,  who  was 
Mavor  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  the  library's  erection  and  who 
took  a  leading  part  in  furthering  the  niovement. 

A  renting  collection  of  the  most  popular  books  has  been  in- 
augurated and  has  more  than  paid  for  itself.  The  reference 
use  of  the  library  has  doubled  during  the  past  year  over  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  library  is  free  to  farmers.  The  li- 
brarian received  her  training  at  the  Armour  School  of  Library 
Science.

Arcadia — Miss  Ohve  M.  Greene,  librarian. 

A  librarian  is  employed  who  keeps  the  library  open  two 
afternoons  and  two  evenings  a  week.  N"early  200  cards  have 
been  issued  to  country  people.  The  library  is  a  rtation  for 
both  English  and  German  traveling  libraries  from  the  Com- 
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missioik  The  Polish  books  have  had  a  larger  circulation  pro- 
portionally than  any  others  in  the  library.  Magazines  are  cir^ 
culated. 

Ashland — Mi^s  Tryphena  G,  Mitchell j  librarian, 

^'The  library  has  been  made  free  to  farmers.  Traveling  li- 
braries were  placed  in  school-houses  for  the  convenience  of 
those  who  could  not  come  to  the  librarv  in  winter.  We  shall 
keep  them  in  stores  during  the  summer.  The  Vaughn  Choral 
Club  gave  $50  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  music."  The  li- 
brarian received  her  training  at  Scoville  Institute. 

Jiarahoo — Miss  Kate  M.  Potter,  librarian, 

Andrew  Cam^ie  gave  $12,000  for  a  library  building  on 
condition  that  the  city  furnish  a  suitable  site  and  make  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1,200  a  year  for  the  library's  support.  The 
Unitarian  Society  donated  a  comer  lot,  provided  the  city 
would  pay  an  indebtedness  of  $1,000.  This  proposition  was 
accepted  and  a  numl^er  of  citizens  then  purchased  the  adjoin- 
ing lot.  Claude  &  Starck,  Madison,  Wis.,  have  drawn  the 
plans  for  the  building  and  $200  has  been  given  for  interior 
decoration. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Librarv  School  of  1899 
and  the  Supplementary  Course  of  1902. 

Beloit — Miss  Matiha  \V,  Bell,  librarian. 

The  Beloit  Public  Library  received  a  gift  of  $25,000  from 
Andrew  Carnegie  on  condition  that  the  city  appropriate  not 
letes  than  $2,500  a  year  for  the  library's  support.  The  propo- 
sition has  been  accepted,  $8,800  has  lieen  paid  by  the  city  for 
a  site  and  plans  drawn  by  Patton  &  Miller,  Chicago,  111.,  have 
been  accepted  and  contracts  let.  The  technical  work  of  the  li- 
brary has  been  improved  by  the  introduction  of  a  new  charging 
system  and  by  labelling  the  books. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library^  School  of  1897 
and  the  Supplementarv  Course  of  1902. 
3 
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Black  River  Falls — Miss  Arma  C.  Wylie,  librarian. 

In  November,  1900,  the  public  library  was  moved  to  the 
school  building  and  combined  with  the  school  library,  thus 
strengthening  the  collection  and  making  it  possible  to  have  effi- 
cient service  and  good  quarters.  A  card  catalog  was  made  and 
the  librarian  was  instructed  by  an  employee  of  the  Commission. 

Chippeiva  Falls — Miss  Belle  Walrathj  librarian, 

Andrew  Carnegie  gave  $20,000  for  a  building  on  condition 
that  the  city  appropriate  $2,000  a  year  for  the  library's  main- 
tenance, a  proposition  that  was  willingly  accepted,  the  city 
paying  $2,600  for  a  site.  Plans  have  been  drawn  by  Fre- 
mont D.  Orff,  Minneapolis,  Minn.  The  San  Souci  Club  gave 
the  libray  $115  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  privileges  of  the  library  have  been  made  free  to  four 
adjoining  towns.  Apprentices  have  been  instructed,  a  new 
charging  system  has  been  put  in  and  the  books  have  been  la- 
belled. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1900 
and  the  Supplementary  Course  of  1902.  Two  assistants  took 
the  Elementary  Course  of  1902. 

Columbus — Miss  Henriette  von  Briesen,  librarian. 

The  subscription  library,  which  had  been  in  existence  since 
1877,  was  turned  over  to  the  city  and  opened  as  a  free  library 
in  May,  1901.  The  library  was  given  on  consideration  that 
the  city  maintain  it  and  that  country  life  members  of  the  old 
association  be  granted  the  same  privileges  as  residents  of  the 
city.  During  the  past  year,  the  city  appropriated  $600  for 
the  library's  maintenance,  $500  was  given  by  one  individual 
and  other  gifts  of  money  have  been  received.  For  a  number 
of  years  past  there  has  been  a  free  reading  room  in  the  city 
hall,  supported  by  subscription.  This,  with  its  paid  subscrip- 
tions, was  turned  over  to  the  city  and  is  now  open  in  connec- 
tion with  the  library.     Mrs.  Laura  K.  Grisum  gave  very  effi- 
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dent  service  as  librarian,  until  July,  1902.  Tlie  library  was 
re-organized  and  cataloged  by  an  officer  of  the  Commission. 

The  librarian  received  her  training  at  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois Library  School. 

Cumberland — Mrs.  0.  E.  Carr,  librarian. 

The  library  has  been  moved  into  better  quarters,  having  two 
well  lighted  rooms  upstairs  in  a  business  building.  Interest 
in  the  library  is  increasing.  A  few  periodicals  are  subscribed 
for  and  circulated.  The  library  is  a  station  for  Commission 
traveling  libraries. 

De  Pere — Miss  Helen  Mathews,  librarian. 

^  "We  have  placed  Dutch  and  German  books  on  tJie  shelves, 
and  these  books  have  proven  to  be  very  popular.  We  have 
added  a  long  low  case  for  the  children  and  fitted  up  a  chil- 
dren's comer,  and  have  also  added  a  reading  room  with  $30 
worth  of  periodicals  on  the  tables." 

Eau  Claire — Miss  Ellen  D.  BiscoCj  librarian. 

In  February,  1902,  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  $40,000  to 
the  city  for  a  library  building,  under  the  usual  conditions^ 
which  were  accepted. 

A  children's  room  has  been  opened  in  a  building  across  the 
street  from  the  present  quarters  and  two  library  stations  estab- 
lished in  localities  remote  from  the  library. 

The  librarian  is  a  graduate  of  the  New  York  State  Library 
School  and  attended  the  Document  Courso  of  1902. 

Edgerton — Mrs.  Hannah  Croft,  librarian. 

The  library  has  been  moved  into  an  attractive  room  on  the 
ground  floor  and  the  books  have  been  cataloged  by  a  library 
school  student.     Increasing  interest  is  reported. 
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Elkhom — Mae  I.  FerriSj  librarian. 

The  Charles  E.  Sprague  Free  Library  was  organized,  with 
the  aid  of  the  Commission,  in  September,  1901.  Mr.  Sprague 
gave  to  the  city  the  use  of  rooms  in  a  business  block  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  which  were  accept>ed  by  the  city,  and  has  also 
contributed  moiuey  for  the  purchase  of  books.  E.  B.  Dewing 
and  sister  gave  650  books  from  their  brother's  library.  The 
library  contains  2,319  volumes. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1902. 

Evansville — Mi88  Maggie  Oillies,  librarian. 

The  card  catalog  has  been  completed.  The  circulation  has 
increased  and  excellent  use  is  made  of  the  library  by  the 
schools.  The  librarian  attended  the  Simimer  Library  School 
of  1902. 

Fond  du  Lac — Miss  Emma  E,  Rose,  lihraHan, 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Woman's  Club,  Mr.  Car- 
negie offered  to  give  $30,000  to  erect  a  library  building  on 
condition  that  the  city  furnish  a  site  and  guarantee  $3,000  a 
year  for  its  support.  The  offer  was  accepted  and  the  common 
council  added  $10,000  to  the  building  fund.  The  Woman's 
Club  then  raised  $6,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  which  was 
transferred  to  the  city.  Plans  have  been  drawn  by  Van  Ryn 
&  De  Gellecke,  ililwaukee,  Wis.,  an  especial  feature  being 
made  of  a  room  on  the  main  floor  for  public  documents. 

Two  assistants  attended  the  Summer  Librarv  School  of  1902.

Grand  Rapids — Miss  Edith  Rahlin.,  librarian^ 

This  librarv  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  J.  D.  Wit- 

t. 

ter,  who  had  always  been  its  generous  patron.  Mr.  Witter 
left  $5,000  to  the  library  and  $5,000  as  an  endowment  fund 
for  the  J.  D.  Witter  System  of  Traveling  Libraries  in  Wood 
county.  Mrs.  A.  W.  Evans,  the  former  librarian,  trained  two 
apprentices  who  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1901, 
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one  becoming  librarian  and  the  otheir  catalogor.  The  librarian 
t(X)k  the  Supplementary  Course  of  1902.  Excellent  systematic 
'work  is  dona  for  the  sctools. 

Ch-een  Bay — Miss  Deborah  B,  Martin,  librarian, 

"The  Carnegie  gift  of  $20,000,  given  in  February,  1901, 
was  increased  in  Xovember,  1901,  to  $25,000,  the  city  pledg- 
ing itself  to  give  $2,500  annually  to  the  support  of  the  library. 
A  building  lot  was  donated  by  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop 
S.  G.  Messmer  and  the  city  later  purchased  from  him  the  lot 
adjoining.  The  City  Council  also  voted  $3,200,  outside  of 
the  regular  appropriation,  for  the  furnishing  of  the  building. 
The  plan  of  H.  A.  Foeller,  Green  Bay,  Wis.,  was  accepted. 
It  provides  for  a  one-storv  structure,  with  brick  basement. 
The  library  Avill  contain  an  historical  museum,  soon  to  be  filled 
with  relics  of  earlv  Wisconsin. 

Iloricon — Miss  Clara  Carr,  librari^in. 

The  Horicon  librarv  is  indebted  to  Miss  Mary  Forbes,  Hart- 
ford.  Wis.,  for  classifying  its  collection  without  charge. 

Janesville — Mrs,  Louise  S,  Best,  librai^ian, 

"AndreAv  Carnegie  gave  the  city  $30,000  for  a  library  build- 
ing. The  sifo  was  purchased  for  $20,000,  the  buildings  on  the 
property  netted  $3,585,  making  an  actual  cost  of  $16,415. 
The  Eldred  bequest  of  $10,000  is  being  used  in  connection 
with  the  Carnegie  gift,  but  is  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  chil- 
dren's library,  which  will  occupy  about  one-third  of  the  main 
floor  and  probably  the  same  amount  on  the  upper  floor.  Plans 
have  been  drawn  by  J.  T.  W.  Jennings,  Madison,  Wis.,  and 
the  building  is  now  imder  construction." 

The  superintendent  of  the  children's  room  attended  the 
Summer  Librarv  School  of  1900  and  the  Supplementary 
Course  of  1902.  The  cataloger  also  attended  the  Summer  Li- 
brarv School  of  1900. 
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Kaukauna — Miss  Lillian  Bell,  librarian. 

The  library  and  reading  room  have  been  moved  to  fine  quar- 
ters in  a  business  block.  The  sum  of  $138.46  has  been  given 
by  the  Woman's  Club  and  citizens  of  the  city. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1900 
and  the  Supplementary  Course  of  1902. 

Kenosha — Mrs.  Clara  P.  Barnes,  librarian. 

This  library  has  always  been  open  to  the  fanners  of  the  en- 
tire county.  The  teachers  of  the  country  schools  have  the  use 
of  teachers'  cards,  with  the  privilege  of  ten  books  at  a  time. 
Seventeen  teachers  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity. 
Cards  are  held  by  136  country  people.  Valuable  sets  of  bound 
periodicals  have  been  bought,  and  an  unusually  large  number 
of  books  (3,650)  added.  This  has  been  made  possible  by  Mr. 
Z.  G.  Simmons,  who  has  given  several  thousands  of  dollars  for 
a  book  fimd. 

Two  assistants  attended  the  Simimer  Library  School  of  1901 
and  one  assistant  took  the  Supplementary  and  Document 
Courses  of  1902. 

La  Crosse — Miss  Annie  E.  Hanscome,  librarian, 

"The  library  is  pleased  to  report  the  gift  of  $20,000  from 
the  estate  of  Charles  Colman,  a  former  trustee." 

Lake  Mills — Miss  Eva  L.  StUes,  librarian. 

The  L.  D.  Fargo  Library  Building  was  dedicated  in  August, 
1902.  The  building  is  constructed  of  split  granite  boulders. 
The  first  floor  contains  a  large  book  room  with  shelves  for  sev- 
eral thousand  volumes,  reading  room,  work  room,  and  office. 
Above  is  an  assembly  hall.  The  library,  containing  1,200 
volumes,  was  classified  and  organized  with  the  help  of  the  Com- 
mission. 
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Lancaster — Miss  Bessie  McNair,  librarian. 

The  library  was  organized  by  the  Commission  in  September, 
1901.  The  Woman's  Club  raised  $1,641.45  which  was  sup- 
plemented by  a  city  appropriation  of  $491.95.  The  library 
contains  1,398  volumes  and  is  free  to  farmers.       ' 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1902. 

Madison — Miss  Julia  A.  Hopkins,  librarian. 

Greater  progress  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  than 
in  any  other  year  in  the  library's  history.  Among  the  notable 
improvemients  have  been  a  thorough  overhauling  and  re^ar- 
rangement  of  the  interior,  permitting  freer  access  to  shelves; 
the  opening  of  a  children's  room,  with  gifts  of  $655  in  money 
and  pictures ;  the  inauguration  of  a  school-duplicate  collection ; 
the  lengthening  of  hours  of  opening ;  the  inauguration  of  an 
apprentice  class  and  the  extension  of  library  privileges  to  resi- 
dents of  the  Town  of  Madison  at  a  sum  to  be  fixed  each  year. 

The  library  has  received  a  gift  of  $75,000  from  Andrew 
Carnegie,  on  condition  that  the  city  provide  a  site  and  appro- 
priate $7,500  a  year  for  the  library's  maintenance.  The  prop- 
osition has  been  accepted  and  the  council  has  appropriated 
$25,000  for  a  site. 

Miss  Bertha  Brown  was  librarian  for  one  year  during  the 
re-organization.  Miss  Edna  Lyman,  of  Oak  Park,  111.,  in- 
augurated the  school  work  and  took  charge  of  the  children's 
room.  The  new  librarian  (taking  charge  in  November,  1902) 
received  training  at  the  New  York  State  Library  School.

Manitowoc — Miss  Florence  Hays,  librarian. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Miss  Henriette  von  Briesen,  Miss 
Florence  Hays,  for  some  time  assistant  in  the  Oshkosh  Public 
Library,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Librarv  School  of  1901. 
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Marinette — Miss  Julia  Elliott,  librarian. 

The  Hon.  Isaac  Stephenson  has  given  a  site  and  $30,000 
for  the  construction  of  a  library  building,  the  city  having 
agreed  to  appropriate  $3,000  a  year  for  its  support.  Plans 
have  been  draA\'n  providing  for  a  two-story  stone  structure,  with 
basement. 

Two  library  stations  established  in  outlying  districts  have 
been  well  patronized.  The  library  is  free  to  farmers.  An 
apprentice  class  has  been  established  and  ^vork  with  schools 
improved. 

The  librarian  was  assistant  instructor  in  the  Elementary 
Course  of  the  Summer  Librarv  S<*hool  of  1902.  A  member 
of  the  library  staff  was  one  of  the  students. 

Marsh  field — Mtss  H.  Delia  Ellinicood,  librarian. 

This  library,  opened  in  1901,  is  one  of  the  model  libraries 
of  the  State.  W.  D.  Connor,  president  of  the  board,  has  givwi 
$500  a  year  for  5  years.  Other  citizens  have  given  $655. 
The  city  appropriation  is  $1,132.  The  library  is  free  to 
farmers^  52  coimty  people  availing  themselves  of  its  privileges. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Sunmier  Library  School  of  1901 
and  the  Document  Course  of  1902  ;  two  assistants  came  for  the 

Elementarv  session  of  1902.

Menasha — Miss  Lucy  L,  Pleasants,  librarian^ 

The  E.  D.  Smith  Library  Building  has  been  beautifully 
decorated. 

Menomonie — Miss  Stella  Lvcas,  librariaai. 

The  Mabel  Tainter  Memorial  Free  Library  has  within  the 
past  year  received  the  endowment  of  $20,000  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Captain  Andrew  Tainter. 

This  library  is  free  to  the  people  of  Dunn  County. 
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Merrill — -Miss  Jaiiet  P.  Russell^  librarian. 

The  city  pays  the  librarian,  and  furnishes  rooms,  heated  and 
lighted,  furniture  and  janitor  servdee. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1898 
and  the  Document  Course  of  1902. 

Milwaul-ee — George  TF.  Peckham-,  librarian, 

Mrs.  .Vntoinctte  Keenan  gave  $10,000  for  a  special  collec- 
tion in  literature,  in  memors'  of  her  husband,  formerly  presi- 
dent of  the  library  board. 

Judge  J.  M.  Pereles,  president  of  the  board,  presented  the 
library  with  a  pair  of  bronze  electroliers. 

Mineral  Poitii — Mrs.  March  Chase,  librarian. 

This  public  librarv'  is  located  in  an  attractive  room  on  the 
business  street  and  has  a  large  patronage.  It  was  started  and 
has  been  carried  on  bv  a  few  enthusiastic  women  who  devote 
their  time  to  it.  The  Commission  has  helped  in  classifying 
and  cataloging  the  books.  Library'  privileges  extended  to 
teachers  are  \inusually  liberal. 

Monroe — Miss  Katherine  L.  Smock,  librarian. 

In  March,  1902,  Andrew  Carnegie  offered  the  city  $20,000 
for  a  library  building  on  condition  that  $2,000  a  year  was  ap- 
propriated for  its  support. 

Neenah — Miss  Mary  Williams,  librarian. 

This  library  has  made  great  progress  during  the  past  year. 
Since  July,  1901,  the  library  has  been  entirely  reorganized, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commission.  Three  small  rooms 
in  the  city  hall  have  been  conveniently  and  tastefully  remod- 
eled into  one  large,  beautiful  roonk  The  books  have  been)  re- 
classified and  re-arranged  on  open  shelves,  and  a  new  charging 
system  introduced.  The  library  is  open  every  day  in  the 
week,  instead  of  but  twice,  as  formerly.  A  trained  librarian, 
a.  former   student  of   the   Library^    School    at  Pratt  Institute, 
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Brooklyn,  has  taken  charge.  The  library  has  been  made  free 
to  the  farmers  and  already  forty  or  more  out-of-town  persons 
are  borrowers.  The  Tuesday  Club  pays  for  a  number  of  pe- 
riodicals for  the  reading  tables. 

In  November,  1901,  Andrew  Carnegie  gave  the  city  $10,000 
for  a  library  building.  A  Neenah  Public  Library  Building 
Association  was  promptly  organized,  which  raised  through 
popular  subscription  and  within  two  weeks'  time,  the  sum  of 
$15,000  to  supplement  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  and  $20,000  in 
addition  for  a  much  needed  opera-house.  The  subscriptions 
were  promptly  paid  in,  and  work  was  soon  begun  on  the  new 
library  building  from  plans  of  Van  Ryn  and  De  Gellecke, 
Milwaukee.  The  building  is  of  Bedford  Indiana  limestone 
and  gray  pressed  brick,  and  is  situated  on  a  commanding  site 
on  the  Fox  River. 

The  librarian  has  given  some  training,  to  an  apprentice  class 
and  two  assistants  attended  .the  Summer  Library  School  of 
1902. 

Neilhville — Miss  Mame  Woodward,  librarian. 

The  library  rooms  have  heen  greatly  improved,  work  with 
the  schools  carefully  planned,  and  many  new  books  added. 
The  librarian  was  a  Summer  Library  School  student  in  1901. 

Oconotnoivoc — Miss  Gabriella  Ackley,  librarian-. 

The  building  which  the  library  now  occupies  was  presented 
in  October,  1900,  by  Mrs.  George  BuUen,  Mrs.  P.  A.  Valen- 
tine, and  P.  D.  Armour,  Sr., — each  giving  $1,500  toward  its 
purchase  and  repair. 

In  September,  1901,  the  librars'  extended  its  privileges  to 
all  families  living  within  five  miles  of  the  town.  About  100 
new  names  have  thus  l)een  added  from  the  countrv  districts. 

Oconto — 

George  Famsworth,  of  Chicago,  111.,  a  former  resident  of 
Oconto,  has  given  $15,000  for  a  library  building.     The  city 
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has  pledged  $1,500  a  year  for  its  support.  The  plans  provide 
for  a  one-story  building,  containing  book-room,  reading  aad 
reference  rooms,  children's  room,  and  office,  with  an  assembly 
room  in  the  high  basement. 

Oshkosh — Miss  Emily  Turner,  librarian. 

Two  library  stations  have  been  established  in  outlying  wards 
through  money  contributed  by  The  Twentieth  Century  Club. 

A  beautiful  clock,  costing  $500,  was  presented  by  a  commit- 
tee of  women  on  Christmas  Day,  1901. 

This  library  is  the  headquarters  of  the  Winnebago  County 
System  of  Traveling  Libraries,  which  has  proved  extremely 
popular. 

The  librarian  received  her  training  at  Pratt  Institute. 

Plymouth — Mrs.  E.  C.  Am£S,  librarian, 

« 

This  library  was  organized  by  the  Commission  in  Novem- 
ber, 1901.  Three  organizations  turned  over  their  books  and 
fixtures  to  the  city,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  which  had  pre- 
viously established  a  reading  room,  the  Hub  Club,  and  the  Cen- 
tury Club.  The  library  contains  1,139  volumes,  and  is  free  to 
farmers.     Of  738  borrowers,  105  are  from  the  country. 

Portage — Mrs,  W.  G.  dough,  librarian. 

This  library,  started  and  maintained  by  the  untiring  efforts 
of  the  women  of  Portage,  aided  by  the  Commission,  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  city  and  installed  in  admirable  quarters  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  new  city  hall.  The  city  appropriated  $700, 
and  $490  was  received  in  gifts.  The  library  has  ako  received 
a  bequest  of  $5,000  from  Mrs.  Greorge  Krech.  Miss  Maria 
Austin  gave  500  volumes.  The  Hon.  A.  J.  Turner,  one  of  the 
trustees,  is  gathering  a  very  valuable  local  history  collection. 

The  library  has  1,684  borrowers,  contains  3,047  volumes, 
with  a  total  circulation  during  the  first  year  of  22,743  volumes. 
Eighty-two  farmers  avail  themselves  of  its  free  privileges.  The 
library  has  subscribed  for  two  German  traveling  libraries.     An 
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apprentice  class  has  been  started  and  the  library  has  been  cata- 
loged. 

The  librarian  and  one  assistant  attended  the  Summer  Library 
School  of  11)02. 

Prairie  da  Sac — Miss  Buth  Ilid chins,  librarian. 

This  library  was  organized,  with  the  aid  of  the  Commission^ 
in  October,  1900. 

Racine — Miss.  Mary  J.  Calhins,  librari<m. 

Andrew  Carnegie  gave  the  city  $50,000  upon  the  city's  pledg- 
ing a  suitable  site  and  $5,000  a  year  for  the  library's  mainto- 
nance.  The  citizens  sul>scribed  $14,000  for  a  lot  and  plans 
have  been  drawnx  by  Afauran,  Russell  &  Garden,  St.  Louis,  for  a 
brick  building  with  stone  trimmings.  The  treatment  of  the  in- 
terior is  somewhat  unique  in  library  construction.  The  small 
collection  of  books  to  be  stored — less  than  9,000 — affords  oppor- 
tunity for  departure  from  the  usual  methods.  For  some  yeara 
to  come  there  will  be  no  unsightly  stacks,  save  the  delivery  desk, 
the  library  will  have  the  appearance  of  a  fine,  home  library,  with 
tables,  easy  chairs,  window  seats,  and  recesses.  Fire-places  in 
deep  bays  will  add  to  the  general  cheer  in  wintry  weather,  while 
a  loggia,  overlooking  the  lake,  will  afford  a  cool  spot  for  read- 
"ers  on  the  sultrv  davs  of  summer. 

An  assistant  attended  the  Document  Course  of  1902. 

Khinelander — Miss  Mary  A.  Snviili,  librojrian. 

A  new  librarian,  a  former  teacher,  and  a  Summer  Library 
School  student  of  1901,  took  charge  in  the  fall  of  1901.  She 
has  given  several  talks  in  the  school  rooms,  and  has  done  much 
to  place  the  libra rv  among  those  doing  the  best  work. 

Rice  Lahe — Mrs.  Jam^s  Robbins,  librarian. 

The  library  has  been  transformed  during  the  past  two  years. 
Miss  Charlotte  Xoble,  a  Summer  Library  School  student,  gave 
her  services  for  complete  reorganization,  including  an  excellent 
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^ard  catalog.  The  two  rooms  were  made  into  one,  walls  dec- 
orated, new  shelving  bnilt  and  a  very  attractive  librarj'  is  the  re- 
sult. The  Gremian  traveliner  librarv  sent  bv  the  Commission  is 
very  popular. 

Ripon — Miss  F.   P.  Scrihner,  librarmn. 

Andrew  Carnegie's  offer  of  $10,000  has  been  supplemented 
by  gifts  of  $5,000  each  from  S.  T.  McKnight,  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
and  W.  J.  Starr,  Eau  C^laire,  Wis.,  both  formea*  residents. 

Seymour — Miss  Cora  Lampson,  librarian. 

The  record  of  this  librarv'  is  a  testimony  to  perseverance. 
Under  the  incentive  furnished  by  Geo.  C.  Jonee,  Appleton, 
Wis.,  who  donated  fifty  books,  a  library  project  was  started  in 
the  city.  The  Mayor  appointed  a  library  board;  $150  was 
raised  for  new  books  by  subscription  and  entertainment ;  many 
citizens  gave  books ;  the  Commission  sent  a  German  and  an  Eng- 
lish traveling  librarv  and  aided  in  organizing  the  library. 
Hooms  were  donated  bv  a  local  banker  and  the  librarv  and  read- 
ing  room  opened  in  December,  1901.  Soon  after,  the  collection 
was  threatened  \nth  destniction  bv  fire.  Three  removals  have 
since  ensued,  the  collection  now  being  housed  in  the  original 
quarters  which  have  been  remodeled. 

Forty-six  farmei*s  are  free  patrons  of  the  librarv. 

Shawano — Miss  Alice  M,  Roberts,  librarian. 

The  W^oman's  Club  raised  $201)  for  the  support,  of  the  library 
during  the  past  year.  This  library  has  always  been  free  to 
farmers. 

Sheboygan — Miss  Bertha  Marx,  librarian. 

The  original  gift  of  $25,000  from  Andrew  Carnegie  was  in- 
creased by  him  to  $35,000  upon  the  city's  agreement  to  expend 
annually  $3,500  for  the  librar\''s  maintenance.  The  building, 
of  Bedford  Indiana  limestone,  will  consist  of  two  stories  and  a 
basement.     The  lxx)k  room,  general  reading  room,  small  study 
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room,  children's  room  and  librarian's  office  occupy  the  first  floor, 
with  lecture  room,  museum,  trustees'  room  and  one  unassigned 
on-  the  second  floor.  A  site,  costing  $3,500  was  purchased  by 
the  city. 

Mayor  E.  A.  Dennett,  who  secured  the  Carnegie  gift^  has 
turned  over  his  salary  of  $500  a  year  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  library. 

Sparta — Miss  JenrUe  Scouten,  librarian. 

Mr.  Carnegie  gave  $10,000  for  a  library  building  to-  Sparta, 
imder  the  usual  conditions.  The  plans  of  Shiek  &  Roth,  La 
Crosse,  have  been  accepted,  and  the  building  is  now  under  way. 

The  collection  of  l>ooks  has  been  reorganized  with  the  aid  of 
the  Commission,  and  the  library  board  employed  a  cataloger  to 
finish  the  work.  The  number  of  borrowers  has  been  greatly  in- 
creased owing  to  the  cancellation  of  a  rule  requiring  a  deposit 
before  cards  were  issued. 

Stanley — Miss  Martha  Dunn,  librarian. 

The  beautiful  building  which  was  erected  by  Mrs.  D.  R. 
Moon,  Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  was 
dedicated  in  December,  1901.  Mrs.  Moon  equipped  the  build- 
ing and  placed  a  fine  collection  of  books  upon  its  shelves.  S.  T. 
McKnight,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  presented  the  library  with  $500 
worth  of  fine  editions  of  books  of  permanent  value- 
Miss  Hannah  Ellis,  the  librarian  for  the  first  year,  attended 
the  Summer  Library  School  of  1901  and  the  Supplementary 
Course  of  1902.  The  present  librarian  served  an  apprenticeship 
in  Portage  and  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1902. 

■   Stevens  Point — Miss  Mollie  Catlm,  librarian. 

The  Stevens  Point  Library  was  the  happy  recipient  of 
$20,000  from  Andrew  Carnegie  under  the  usual  conditions. 
The  Woman's  Club  raised  $4,400  for  a  lot  Library  plans  have 
been  prepared  by  H.  A.  Foeller  of  Green  Bay. 
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Sioughton — Mi&s  Hilda  B join,  librarian. 

This  library  was  organized  in  December,  1901,  with  the  aid 
of  the  Commission,  Its  quarters,  in  the  new  city  hall,  were 
especially  designed  for  its  use.  The  Norwegian  books  are  very 
popular  in  this  library.     The  library  is  free  to  farmers. 

The  librarian  attended  the  Summer  Library  School  of  1902. 

Sun  Prairie — Miss  Margaret  Dunphy,  librarian. 

This  library  was  opened  to  the  public  in  August,  1901,  and 
received  English  and  German  traveling  libraries  from  the  Com- 
mission. 

Superior — Miss  Lillian  McCormick,  librarian. 

The  new  building  for  which  Andrew  Carnegie  had  given 
$50,000  was  opened  in  June,  1902.  The  lot  was  donated  by 
the  Hammond  estate  and  by  citizens.  The  building  is  of  classic 
design,  built  of  St.  Louis  gray  brick  and  Lake  Superior  red 
sandstone.  Four  stations  have  been  maintained.  The  circu- 
lation for  the  year  1901-02  was  greatly  increased,  owing  to  the 
central  location  of  the  temporary  quarters. 

Tomah — Miss  Caroline  W.  D,  Yoswmkel,  librarian. 

The  new  librarian  has  begun  the  reorganization  of  the  library 
and  it  will  soon  be  classified  and  cataloged. 

Waterloo — Miss  Ida  H.  Oibson,  libra/ria/n. 

This  subscription  library  was  opened  to  the  public  in  July, 
1902,  with  the  intention  of  making  it  a  public  library  as  soon 
as  possibla  An  employee  of  the  Commission  helped  in  the  or- 
ganization. 

Waukesha — Miss  Fannie  L.  Ells,  librarian. 

Andrew  Cam^e  gave  the  city  $15,000  for  a  library  building 
on  condition  that  the  city  appropriate  $1,500  a  year  for  its 
maintenance.     The  proposition  was  accepted,  a  site  chosen  in 
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the  City  Park,  and  plans  dra^vn  by  C.  C.  Anderson,  a  local  ar- 
chitect)  have  been  accepted.  Over  $1,000  was  realized  for  the 
benefit  of  the  librars^  through  the  sale  of  medals  by  Henry  E. 
Osbom,  a  member  of  the  librarv  board. 

Wavpaca — ifiss  Winifred  Bailey,  librarian. 

The  Woman's  Club,  of  Waupaca,  compiled  and  published  a 
cook-book  for  the  benefit  of  the  library.  A  goodly  sum  was 
realized. 

Waupu7} — Mrs.  Sarah  P.  Doncy,  librartaru 

The  librarv'  was  for  many  years  the  property  of  an  associa- 
tion and  all  its  funds  were  from  subscriptions  or  book  rentals. 
In  November,  1895,  it  became  the  property  of  tlie  city  under 
an  arrangement  by  which  the  city  provided  nothing  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  library  except  a  room  and  lights,  and  the  Board 
appointed  for  its  management  had  no  alternative  but  to  continue 
its  operations  under  the  same  sul>scription  system.  This  was 
done  for  five  years,  the  room  being  opened  on  Saturday  after- 
noon and  evening.  During  this  time  the  niunber  of  books  is- 
sued ranged  from  4,000  to  6,100  a  year,  taken  by  between  250 
to  300  readei-s.  In  the  spring  of  1900,  an  officer  of  the  Com- 
mission addressed  a  gathering  of  women  on  the  subject  of  mak- 
ing the  librarv  free  to  citv  and  countrv  patrcms.  As  an  out- 
come  of  the  meeting,  an  Alliance  was  organized,  composed  of  40 
nvembers  of  the  Study  Club  and  15  members  of  the  Monday 
Club,  who  arranged  for  a  systematic  canvass  of  the  city  after 
having  contributed  what  they  could  from  their  own  resources. 
The  result  of  the  work  was  a  fund  of  $428.50.  The  Board  of 
Managers  thought  that  this  fund,  \vith  the  balance  in  their 
hands  and  the  amounts  that  might  be  raised  by  entertainments, 
would  enable  them  to  make  the  librar]i'  free  for  two  years,  and 
in  November,  1900,  a  beginning  was  made.  The  rooms  were 
opened  on  the  afternoons  and  evenings  of  Tuesday,  Thursday 
and  Saturdav  of  each  week.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  the 
librarian's  record  sliowed  that  about  22,000  volumes  had  been 
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taken  out  by  945  borrowers,  the  surprising  increase  evincing 
the  popularity  of  the  jiew  plan.  Xo  action  has  yet  been  taken 
for  supplying  the  funds  that  wall  be  needed  after  the  expiration 
of  the  current  year ;  bitt  it  is  hoj^ed  that  the  City  Council  will 
make  adequate  appropriation. 

Wausaukee — Mrs.  L.  B.  Broolcs,  libraricn. 

The  Wausaukee  Free  Librarj'  Building  or  "Social  Hall",  the 
gift  of  H.  P.  Bird  to  his  homo  town,  was  opened  in  May,  1902. 
This  structure  is  a  radical  departure  from  the  usual  form  of 
library  building.  On  the  first  floor  are  found  a  lunch  room 
and  dining  room.  The  second  floor  contains  a  large  library 
and  reading  room,  stocked  wdth  1,000  volumes  and  a  plentiful 
supply  of  periodical  literature.  This  floor  also  contains  an 
amusement  room.  In  the  basement,  provision  is  Ix^ing  made 
for  a  bowling-alley  and  billiard  hall. 

IVIr.  Bird's  attempt  at  a  solution  of  the  social  i^roblem  of  a 
small  lumber  town  will  be  watched  with  interest. 

Waiiicatosa — Mrs.  Agn^s  B.  Roddi-s,  librarian. 

Tliis  librarv^  was  one  of  the  fii-st  to  take  advantage  of  the  law 
which  enables  libran'  boards  to  make  contracts  with  town 
boards  entitling  residents  of  towms  to  library  privileges.  The 
town  of  Wauwatosa  appropriated  $200  for  this  purpose. 

West  Bend — Miss  Cora  Wolf  rum,  librarian. 

The  West  Bend  Public  Library  was  opened  by  the  Woman's 
Club  of  the  city,  wdth  the  aid  of  the  Commission,  in  the  fall  of 
1901.  The  club  purchased  840  books  which  were  turned  over 
to  the  city,  with  $130  in  money,  in  January,  1902.  The  library 
is  located  in  a  fine  room  in  the  new  city  hall.  Its  privileges 
are  free  to  farmers. 

Whitehall — 0.  Rogan,  librarian. 

The  library  receives  an  appropriation  of  $200  a  year  from 
the  village  and  $50  from  the  towTi  of  Lincoln  in  which  the  vil- 
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lage  is  situated.  The  library  b9ard  has  renewed. the  contract 
with  a  telephone  company  and  now  receives  $250  a  year  for 
rental  and  operator  service,  and  the  board  hire  a  librarian  to  do 
all  the  work  and  furnish  fuel  at  $325.  The  walls  of  tlie  library 
have  been  tinted  recently  and  the  pictures  rearranged. 

Whitewater — Miss  Ella  Hamilton,  librarian, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  S.  Cook,  of  Whitewater,  have  given  the  li- 
brary a  book  fund  of  $3,000  as  a  memorial  to  their  daughter. 
The  Whitewater  Loan  and  Building  Association  gave  $112  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  A  Lecture  Association  gave  $170  for  a 
like  purpose  and  the  City  Federation  of  Women^s  Clubs  appro- 
priated $50  for  the  binding  fund.  Miss  Flavia  White,  a  former 
resident,  left  a  bequest  of  $17,000  for  a  library  building. 

The  assistant  librarian  was  a  student  at  the  Summer  Library 
School  of  1901. 


SUMMARY  OF   LIBRARY   PROGRESS. 

From  the  above  reports,  and  other  matter  sent  to  the  Commis- 
sion but  not  printed,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  a  few  very 
marked  features  in  the  two  years'  development. 

Library  buildings. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  period  is  the  building  of 
libraries  made  possible  by  gifts  from  Mr.  Carnegie  and  from 
generous  citizens.  Xever  before  has  there  been  such  an  era  of 
library  building,  and  consequently  such  a  strong  interest  in  the 
future  development,  needs,  methods  and  equipment  of  libraries. 
The  Commission  has  given  much  time  to  this  question  of  library 
plans,  and  great  demands  for  assistance  and  advice  have  been 
made  upon  its  officers.  The  lack  of  adequate  literature  on  this 
subject  has  made  personal  attention  necessary. 

Trained  librarians. 

Most  important  for  the  future  is  the  fact  that  it  has  become 
the  genera]  custom  to  send  librarians  to  summer  school  or  to 
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employ  trained  librarians.  FoUomng  this,  and  inaeparably 
connected  with  it,  is  the  introduction  of  the  apprentice  system 
into  public  libraries.  The  results  of  rigid  requirements  in  se- 
lection of  candidates  and  r^ular,  systematized  training  benefit 
both  the  library  and  the  apprentice.  Elsewhere  in  this  report 
a  statement  in  regard  to  the  status  of  training  may  be  found. 

Library  extension. 

Second  only  to  progress  in  the  matter  of  training  is  the  ex- 
tension of  public  library  privileges  to  farmers  and  to  outside 
towns,  and  the  effort  made  to  reach  outlying  districts  of  cities 
by  means  of  stations  and  branches. 

Work  with  schools. 

Next  in  order  of  interest  is  the  attempt  to  connect  the  work 
of  the  public  library  with  the  school.  Librariaas  very  gener- 
ally give  talks  to  pupils  both  in  the  school  room  and  in  the  li- 
brary. Teachers  are  universally  given  special  privileges,  and 
the  number  of  books  allowed  them  varies  from  five  to  twenty, 
or,  as  many  libraries  report,  is  without  limit.  A  few  libraries 
report  school-duplicate  collections  established,  which  means  that 
they  send  cases  of  books  to  the  schools  to  be  distributed  by  the 
teacher,  thus  making  each  school  room  a  branch  library. 

Sunday  openfng. 

In  manufacturing  towns  and  others  where  a  large  number  of 
transients  are  found,  also  w^here  the  need  of  a  counter-attraction 
to  the  low  resorts  is  felt,  the  public  libraries  very  generally  open 
their  reading  rooms  on  Sunday  afternoons.  A  special  attendant 
is  employed  for  this  time  and  no  extra  demand  is  made  upon  the 
librarian.  In  every  case  Sunday  opening  properly  managed  is 
voted  a  success. 

Booi<  selection. 

Monthly  orders  of  new  books  are  now  the  rule,  and  the  few  li- 
braries which  are  supplemented  by  annual  or  serai-annual  pur- 
chases are  numbered  among  the  dead  and  dying.  The  great 
advantages  of  frequent  buying  are  felt  not  only  by  the  public 
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but  by  the  librarian  who  then  receives  the  books  as  she  can  care 
for  thera.  Better  selection  of  current  literature  is  made  possi- 
ble by  the  Buyin<j  lists  issued  at  intervals  by  the  Commission. 
The  bibliographies,  also  published  by  the  Commission,  have 
made  it  possible  to  build  up  the  classes  carefully  and  system- 
atically. A  more  thoughtful  expenditure  of  book  funds  is  an 
improvement  very  generally  noted  and  the  efforts  of  the  Com- 
mission to  aid  in  this  work  are  much  appreciated.  One  of  the 
most  encouraging  things  in  tbe  work  is  the  tendency  to  buy 
only  the  best  books,  those  which  have  stood  the  test  of  time,  and, 
for  children  esi^ecially,  to  buy  many  copies  of  one  good  book 
rather  than  several  fair  books. 

Books  in  foreign  languages. 

The  large  foreign  population,  in  Wisconsin  is  considered  in 
library  administration,  ifany  librarians  report  a  large  use  of 
German,  Xonvegian  and  Polish  books  found  on  their  shelves. 
Trustees  no  longer  debate  the  question  of  buying  foreign  books, 
but  admit  the  l)est  literature  that  will  l^e  read  in  the  languages 
that  are  known-  to  the  lx)rrowers  and  taxpayers.  Thirty-three 
public  libraries  are  stations  for  German  traveling  libraries  sent 
out  by  the  Commission,  21  of  these  have  subscribed  $35  each 
to  the  fund  for  the  purchase  of  these  libraries. 

Annual  reports. 

The  form  for  annual  statistical  reports  sent  out  by  the  Com- 
mission was  productive  of  good  results  in  that  it  brought  many 
librarians  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  business  methods 
of  their  libraries  needed  revising.  Statistics  will  now  he  more 
accurately  kept,  and  it  will  be  possible  to  make  valuable  com- 
parisons and  to  estimate  the  work  of  a  library  as  far  as  it  can 
be  shown  in  figures.  The  report,  called  attention  to  many  defi- 
ciencies in  administration,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  fiscal  year 
should  end  om  June  30.  Better  business  mlethods  are  being  in- 
augurated throughout  the  state,  not  only  as  regards  reports  and 
statistics,  but  also  in  organization  of  the  board,  payment  of  bills 
and  making  budgets  to  present  to  the  council  when  asking  for 
appropriations. 
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Renting  coiiections. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  introduction  of  renting  collections 
into  public  libraries.  As  the  demand  for  current  popular  fic- 
tion has  increased,  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  libraries  to 
keep  pace  with  it.  One  copy  of  a  new  book  is  often  entirely  in- 
sufficient, and  even  if  more  might  be  bought  from  the  general 
fund  it  would  often  not  be  advisable  as  the  ordinary  book  will 
be  mere  "lumber''  in  a  few  months.  To  satisfy  the  public  with- 
out encroaching  unduly  upon  regular  book  funds,  it  is  the  cus- 
tom to  buy  duplicate  copies  of  popular  new  book§  in  the  library 
and  to  rent  them  for  one  or  two  cents  a  day.  This  in  no  way 
interferes  with  the  regular  circulation  and  lessens  the  pressure 
on  library  copies,  so  that  people  who  do  not  "wish  to  pay  have  a 
better  chance  to  get  the  new  books.  On  the  other  hand,  it  makes 
it  possible  for  other  borrowers  to  have  books  promptly.  The 
collection  pays  for  itself  in  a  short  time.  In  every  case  the 
experiment  has  proved  a  success  and  is  very  popular  with  li- 
brary patrons. 

Better  books  being  read. 

From  many  towns  there  are  reports  of  a  greatly  increased  cir- 
culation, due  to  stimulating  interest  through  exhibits,  t^lks, 
newspaper  articles,  etc.  By  far  the  most  encouraging  reports 
are  those  which  have  to  do  with  improvement  in  the  quality  of 
books  read.  There  is  a  steadily  increasing  demand  for  good 
literature  fostered  by  the  wise  librarian  and  catered  to  by 
thoughtful  book  committees. 

Technical  improvementa. 

Decided  improvement  in  technical  librarv  work  may  be  re- 
ported. In  a  few  instances  all  of  the  time  that  could  be  spared 
from  routine  work  has  been  given  to  work  on  a  new  charging 
system  which  may  be  operated  with  accuracy  and  si-)eed.  The 
binding*  is  decidedly  better  and  affects  the  general  appearance 
of  the  library.  Commission  officers  have  given  much  time  and 
thought  to  the  matter  of  book  binding  and  aside  from  helping  the 
libraries  in  specifications  have  worked  Avith  a  few  binders  in 
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the  state  to  raise  the  standard  of  library  binding,  in  respect  both 
to  strength  and  finish. 

Library  supplies. 

An  especial  effoi't  has  been  made  to  obtain  a  better  grade  of 
the  ordinary  supplies  constantly  in  use  in  every  library  great 
or  small,  and  to  obtain  them  at  reasonable  prices.  The  smaller 
libraries  of  the  state  could  not  afford  to  buy  the  supplies  of- 
fered by  the  large  houses  and  still  they  must  have  supplies. 
The  aim  has  been  to  simplify  and  perfect  the  forms  used  and 
to  obtain  durable  inexpensive  stock.  After  a  long  series  of  ex- 
periments local  companies  have  succeeded  in  satisfying  the  de- 
mand i 

Libraries  afTected  by  smallpox  epidemic. 

Many  libraries  have  been  closed  for  weeks  during  the  past  two 
years  on  account  of  the  smallpox  epidemic.  This  accounts  for 
the  decrease  in  circulation  in  a  large  number  of  towns.

The  attitude  of  the  average  librarian  today  toward  documents 
is  that  of  the  paleontologist  toward  structural  zoology  before  the 
study  of  constructive  anatomy  had  been  formulated.  The  pe- 
culiarity of  documents,  as  books,  is  their  relation  one  to  another. 
When  we  lose  sight  of  this,  and  hold  in  one  hand  only  a  minute 
fragment  of  a  complex  whole,  is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  we 
encounter  puzzling  obstacles  ? 

There  are  then  two  alternatives  for  the  librarian  facing  the 
question  of  public  docimients :  either  he  must  become  a  student 
of  the  constructive  anatomy  of  civic  administration,  or  he  must 
be  content  to  confine  his  use  of  documents,  as  fragments,  to  an 
exhibition  of  them,  together  wath  his  other  specimens  of  litera- 
ture on  his  cabinet  shelves.  Perhaps  if,  when  speaking  of  pub- 
lic documents,  we  did  not  lose  sight  so  absolutely  of  the  fact  that 
documents  are  but  an  expression  of  government,  government  in 
the  abstract  (not  only  of  the  United  States  government)  we 
might  be  in  a  position  more  readily  to  appreciate  their  signifi- 
cance. If  we  but  remembered  that  organized  governments  such 
as  ours  is  today  have  existed  since  1789,  and  that  the  history  of 
unorganized  governments  follows  closely  the  inception  of  the 
family  as  a  unit  of  society,  and  that  so  soon  thereafter  as  the 
art  of  preserving  records  by  graphic  means  was  invented  public 
documents  came  into  existence,  we  would  have  an  inkling  of  the 
immensity  of  the  study  of  public  documents.  A  royal  Assyrian 
proclamation,  inscribed  on  a  stone,  is  a  public  document ;  a  Chi-

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nese  ordinance  passed  thousands  of  years  ago,  providing  for  the 
eetablishraent  of  the  vast  system  of  public  roads  of  that  country, 
is  &  public  document ;  a  Phoenician  wax  tablet  containing  a  tarifE 
Bcliiedule  is  a  public  document;  Egyptian  hieroglyphics  decorat- 
ing the  walls  of  a  tomb  and  representing  a  regal  decree,  make  in 
effect  a  public  document. 

Public  documents  exist  wherever  civic  organization  has  taken 
place  in  a  civilization  having  invented  the  art  of  graphic  expree- 
sion.  As  in  the  nomenclature  of  other  social  developments  so 
we  have  in  that  of  public  documents  a  reminder  of  their  evolu- 
tion. Xotable  are  the  Pipe  Rolls  of  Great  Britain,  about  the 
true  origin  of  which  there  is  a  division  of  opinion,  it  being 
maintained  on  tlie  one  hand  that  these  early  finance  reports  were 
so  called  because  the  accounts  on  rolls,  like  a  pipe  or  conduit^ 
encompassed  the  income  and  outgo  of  the  country's  wealth ;  and 
on  the  other  hand  it  is  maintained  that  thev  received  the  name 
because  the  accounts  were  inscribed  on  huge  skins  and  were 
rolled  up  when  not  in  use,  representing  in  contour  a  pipe.  In 
France  the  repository  of  government  pjchives  is  today  called 
Tresor  des  Charts,  which  was  the  name  the  old  kings  who  lived 
in  the  saddle  gave  to  the  name  of  the  coffer  holding  the  royal  seal 
and  official  parchments,  and  which  they  carried  about  vnth  them 
from  battle  to  battle. 

Without  going  beyond  the  era  of  organic  administration  be- 
ginning in  1789,  the  complexity  of  the  construction  of  the  study 
of  public  documents  may  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  tbiere  are 
in  existence  today  35  federal  publishing  l)odies  other  than  that 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  there  are  743  local  publishing 
bodies  (>ther  than  the  half  hundred  ^Vmerican  commonwealths, 
and  that  there  are  153  colonial  publishing  bodies  other  than  the 
three  American  colonies,  and  of  mimieipal  publishing  bodies  the 
name  is  leffion.  The  extent  of  the  studv  mav  be  further  illuft- 
trated  bv  the  statement  that  each  one  of  these  36  federal  bodies, 
and  743  local  bodies  operates  upon  practically  the  same  political 
basis.  They  are  alKagreed  a.s  to  an  organic  act,  which  they  pub- 
lish and  call  a  constitution,  the  result  of  the  study  of  which  is 
called  constitutional  history;  they  all  promulgate  certain  deci- 
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sions  for  the  public  welfare  which  they  call  laws,  the  result  of 
the  study  of  which  is  called  the  study  of  comparative  legislation ; 
they  are  all  conducted  by  a  representative  body,  the  result  of  the 
study  of  whose  delilx?rations  is  called  parliamentary  history ;  to 
administer  the  provisions  of  the  representative  body,  ©ajch  of 
these  36  federal,  703  local  and  156  colonial  governments  has  in- 
stituted a  relative! v  similar  svstem  of  executive  offices,  the  result 
of  the  study  of  which  is  called  comparative  administrative  law. 

A  collection  of  public  documents  may  then  be  either  legal, 
and  contain  only  the  laws  of  one  or  more  governments ;  or  it  may 
be  parliamentary^,  and  contain  only  the  parliamentary  pl'oceed- 
ings  of  one  or  more  governments ;  or  it  may  be  administrative, 
and  contain  only  the  executive  reports  of  the  administrative  de- 
partments of  one  or  more  governments.  An  administrative  collec- 
tion again  may  l>e  further  subdivided,  for  it  may  be  the  purpose 
of  its  promoters  to  collect  particularly  the  literature  on  the  eco- 
nomic interests  of  the  civic  administration,  or  on  the  prudential 
interests,  or  on  the  protective  interests.  So  there  may  be  li- 
braries which  are  strong  in  financial  and  commercial  reports  of 
one  or  more  governments,  libraries  which  are  strong  in  insurance 
reports,  education  reports,  reports  on  penal  institutions  of  one  or 
more  governments,  or  libraries  \vliich  are  strong  in  reports  on 
the  preservation  of  public  health,  the  improvement  of  public 
comfort,  bj'  the  maintenance  of  good  roads,  good  lighting,  perfect 
sanitation,  the  establishment  of  parks,  etc.,  of  one  or  more  gov- 
ernments. Looking  then  at  the  question  of  public  documents 
as  it  is  related  to  the  work  of  the  American  librarian,  I  may  be 
peiinitted  here  to  make  again  the  statement  that  we  will  continue 
to  experience  difficulty  in  the  handling  of  these  documents  so 
long  as  our  conception  of  their  relation  to  government  in  general 
and  the  relation  of  any  one  document  to  the  organization  of  the 
country  publishing  that  document  is  not  clear.  It  is  not  at  all 
necessary,  though  it  would  be  well,  that  we  have  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  intricacies  of  political  administration;  but  a 
general  understanding  of  the  fundamental  principles  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  handle  documents  satisfactorily. 

The  universal  comment  of  librarians  concerning  documents  is, 
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"Here  we  have  all  this  valuable  material  stowed  away  and  no 
one  can  get  at  it.  Every  day  brings  ns  more.  Of  course,  not 
knowing  what  it  is,  we  must  keep  all  that  comes  until  we  do  find 
out  what  it  is."  And  then  the  greatness  and  the  glory  of  the 
country  is  expatiated  upon,  because  it  overwhelms  a  great  and 
glorious  people  with  a  wealth  of  valuable  literature.  Of  course, 
theoretically,  it  is  very  fine  to  know  that  our  country  is  so  gen- 
erous in  the  distribution  of  valuable  literature  that  there  is  not  a 
school  child  in  the  land  that  can  not  h^ve  a  Smithsonian  report 
so  that  it  may  write  a  composition  on  Indian  mounds,  etc.  The 
idea  of  the  provision  for  the  diffusion  of  knowledge  among  its 
people  by  a  government  is  very  beautiful,  but  in  this  particular 
instance,  viz. :  the  means  by  which  this  diffusion  is  brought 
about,  there  is  quite  another  side  to  the  question.  Imagine  a 
storehouse  of  books  at  the  present  moment  more  than  twice  as 
large  as  the  Wisconsin  Historical  Society's  library,  and  being 
augmented  at  the  ratio  of  500  per  cent,  every  six  years,  im- 
agine such  a  collection  broken  up  every  year  among  540  librari^, 
which  have  in  the  first  place  no  voice  whether  to  take  or  leave, 
in  the  second  place.no  choice  whatever  in  what  to  take  or  leave, 
and  which  in  the  third  place  are  left  to  defray  the  entire  expense 
of  the  preparation,  storing  and  care  of  this  unsolicited  gift,  and 
yon  have  a  general  picture  of  a  government  depository.  At  the 
time  of  the  56th  congressional  session,  the  distribution  to  depos- 
itory libraries  equalled  527  volumes  a  year  to  a  library,  eating 
up  on  an  average  96  feet  of  shelving.  The  larger  proportion  of 
depository  libraries  are  libraries  of  between  10,000  and  25,000 
volumes,  a  large  per  cent,  are  libraries  of  under  5,000  volumes, 
sacrificing  96  feet  of  shelving  a  congress.  Has  it  .ever  occurred 
to  a  librarian  of  a  library  of  say  2,000  volumes,  supported  by  the 
town  say  at  $900  or  $1,000  a  year,  to  question  the  propriety  of 
asking  the  town  to  pay  storage  and  service  for  material  practi- 
cally useless  to  that  library  ?  Has  the  solution  never  suggested 
itself  to  you  ?  Have  you  never  thought  that  if  you  were  given 
the  option  of  selection,  the  effect  desired  might  be  attained  with 
far  greater  satisfaction  ?  Have  yon  ever  questioned  the  reason 
of  the  present  system  of  maintaining  federal  warehouses  at  local 
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expense  ?  Is  the  compensation  for  you  adequate  ?  All  these 
are  pertinent  questions  to  the  librarian  and  they  touch  the  very 
heart  and  core  of  the  so-called  "vexed  question." 

To  keep  alive  the  j)resent  system  of  distribution  the  American 
government  maintains  today  the  largest  printing  plant  in  the 
world,  costing  $5,300,000  a  year,  the  salaries  alone  amounting  to 
$3,750,000.  The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
for  1900  alone  cost  $148,000 ;  1,600  people  were  employed  at 
a  total  amount  of  $01,200;  500,000  copies  were  printed,  requir- 
ing 3,700  reams  of  100-lb.  book  paper  24x38  inches ;  590,000 
lbs.  of  48-lb.  machine  finish  paper,  24x38  inches;  20  bbls.  of 
flour,  3,500  lbs.  of  glue,  and  700  pkgs.  of  gold  leaf,  costing 
$4,000.-* 

The  point  is,  does  this  enormous  amount  of  money  expended 
on  the  part  of  the  federal  government,  together  with  the  expend- 
iture for  maintenance  on  the  part  of  the  local  ivarehouses,  rep- 
resent in  all  cases  an  expenditure  wisely  directed?  You  are 
not  interested  in  documents,  you  are  interested  in  a  quantity  of 
material  foisted  upon  you,  which  is  in  your  way,  which  you 
hesitate  to  return  to  its  donor,  about  the  unquenchable  source  of 
which  you  are  very  much  in  the  dark,  and  it  is  your  complacency 
in  permitting  yourself  to  remain  in  the  dark  on  this  subject  that 
has  now  resulted  in  the  "vexed  question  of  public  documents." 
It  is  not  the  large  libraries,  with  facilities,  who  are  perplexed 
by  the  problem,  but  it  is  the  small  library,  with  limited  means, 
to  whom  this  indiscriminate  continuous  donation  is  an  embar- 
rassment. The  incongruity  of  a  system  that  will  give  to  a  li- 
brary of  .300,000  volumes  the  same  service  that  it  gives  to  a  li- 
brary of  3,000  volumes,  is  too  evident  to  be  commented  upon. 
There  is  no  relief  for  you  unless  you  take  the  initiative  step  to 
bring  about  a  change  in  the  law  which  provides  for  uniform  dis- 
tribution based  upon  proportional  representation.  So  long  as 
you  are  content  to  rest  under  the  operation  of  this  law,  so  long 
will  you  continue  to  have  with  you  the  vexed  question  of  public 
documents.     There  is  no  solution  possible  so  long  as  the  law  as

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it  stands  today  oontinues  in  operation.  The  service  to  libraries 
should  be  graded,  suitable  to  the  demands  of  the  library,  and 
should  be  based  upon  geographic  relation.  You  observe  I  do  not 
so  much  advocate  retrenched  distribution  as  rational  distribution. 

Second  only  to  the  method  of  distribution  in  causing  annoy- 
ance to  libraries  is  the  method  of  "make  up."  As  you 
know,  the  government  issues  two  editions  of  it«  publications, 
the  congressional  or  sheep,  and  the  department  or  cloth  edition. 
Both  of  these  editions  are  on  the  list  sent  to  depositories,  and 
tiis  duplication  'embarrasses  you  with  the  question  of  whether 
to  keep  both  editions  intact,  and  so  maintain  a  duplicate  set 
of  little  used  material,  or  whether  to  keep  only  one,  and  if  only 
one,  which  one?  This  is  not  a  question  which  ought  to  come 
to  you  at  all.  In  only  the  rarest  of  cases  are  you  called  upon 
to  readjust  a  set  of  private  publications  to  meet  conveniences 
of  shelving.  Documents,  if  issued  for  use  by  libraries,  should 
be  issued  in  customarv  librarv  editions,  and  should  be  held 
subject  to  the  demand  of  a  library.  I  have  not  decided  in  my 
own  mind  whether  I  would  recommend  the  abstraction  from 
the  sheep  set  of  all  reports  other  than  committee  reports,  me- 
morials, petitions,  etc.,  printing  them  in  a  bureau  edition,  and 
distributing  them  in  this  form  to  depositories,  and  reserving 
the  collected  committee  and  other  reports  from  general  dis- 
tribution, or  whether  it  were  best  to  continue  a  congressional 
edition  as  it  is  made  up  to-day,  and  depositing  this  in  eight  or 
ten  of  the  largest  libraries  over  the  country,  and  distributing 
only  the  department  and  bureau  reports  to  libraries.  As  a 
rule  it  is  not  the  department  and  bureau  reports  that  are  as 
much  in  demand  in  a  librar\'  where  documents  are  used  at  all, 
as  it  is  the  current  committee  reports  upon  questions  being  now 
discussed  in  Congress.  These  it  is  which  the  college  library 
and  the  larger  public  libraries  want  as  isoon  as  they  can  get 
them,  and  these  it  is  which  are  served  to  them  at  the  largest 
possible  interval  of  time. 

It  is  then  the  present  system  of  distribution  and  the  present 
system  of  inakevip  which  are  the  real  causes  of  your  difficulty 
in  handling  public  documents.       If  you  are  seriously  incon- 
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venienced,  and  find  that  von  are  struggling  under  a  burden  un- 
justly imposed  upon  you,  you  have  several  alternatives.  You 
may  ask  to  be  relieved  of  all  depository^  designation.  In  this 
case  you  would  need  to  make  application  to  your  representa- 
tive for  all  documents  of  which  you  want  a  copy,  and  you 
would  stand  a  reasonably  certain  chance  of  getting  as  much  as 
would  be  good  for  you ;  or,  you  might  address  a  remonstrance 
against  the  imposition  to  your  representative,  asking  him  to 
refer  it  to  the  proper  committee.  It  is  possible  that  a  number 
of  such  remonstrances  might  bring  about  a  hearing  on  the 
question  before  the  conmiittee,  and  the  determination  of  the 
distribution  revert  to  the  librarian.  The  Superintendent  of 
Documents  has  at  present  no  authority  to  issue  documents  to 
libraries  generally  on  selection,  and  under  the  code  you  must 
take  all  or  nothing.  The  matter  of  cataloging  public  docu- 
ments, were  the  distribution  and  makeup  simplified,  would  be 
attended  with  no  more  difficulty  than  is  the  cataloging  of  any 
corporation  publication. 

I  do  not  want  to  give  you  the  impression  that  I  undervalue 
or  underappreciate  the  public  documents,  for  I  do  not.  As  a 
class  of  books,  it  is  by  far  the  most  important  in  existence. 
Public  documents  are  the  record  of  the  birt.h  of  history.  All 
over  the  world  for  hundreds  of  vears  countries  have  been  oo- 
cupied  in  keeping  these  birth  records,  and  a  librarj'  of  to-day 
having  the  means  to  collect  a  set  of  these  birth  records,  would 
raise  a  monument  more  magnificent  than  any  ever  erected* 
Bancroft  has  very'  eloquently  expressed  himself  on  this  sub- 
ject Avhen  hei  says:     "It  is  because  Gt)d  is  visible  in  history 

that  its  ofiice  is  the  noblest  except  that  of  the  poet 

To  him  and  to  him  alone  historv'  yields  in  dignity ;  for  she  not 
only  watches  the  great  encounte»rs  of.  life,  but  recalls  what 
had  vanished,  and  partaking  of  a  bliss  like  that  of  creating, 
restores  it  to  animate  being.  .  .  But  history,  as  she  reclines 
in  the  lap  of  fetemity,  sees  the  mind  of  humanity  itself  en- 
gaged in  formative  efforts,  promulgating  laws,  organizing  com- 
monwealths, constructing  sciences.      .      .      .     Of  all  pursuits 
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that  require  analysis,    history  therefore    stands  first"  *     But 
a  public  document  in  general,  as  reflecting  this  conception  of 
history,  and  public  documents  as  seen  only  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  incumbent  of  a  United  States  government  depos- 
itory, are  two  very  different  points  of  view.     The  mere  fact 
that  among  American  librarians  the  term  "public  document^'' 
has  come  to  signify  only  the  publications  of  the  United  States 
federal  government,  is  a  commentarv'  on  the  enormity  of  the 
incubus.     For  if  you  really  regarded  public  documents  as  hav- 
ing the  great  value  which^you  only  assume  they  have,  we  would 
have  a  larger  number  of  perfect  files  of  state  documents  and 
of  city  documents.     A  public  document  does  not  lose  historic 
value  merely  because  it  is  not  a  public  document  of  the  United 
States  federal   government,    and  I  venture    to  say    that  those 
public   libraries,  supported    by  public  taxation,    whit'^h  have  a 
file  of  the  tOAvn  documents,  or  even  an  attempt  at  a  record  of 
what  constitutes  such  a  file,  is  a  verv  small  number  indeed. 

If  you  are  really  interested  in  public  documents,  in  your  li- 
brarj',  and  in  your  community,  there  is  no  one  piece  of  work 
you  could  do  which  would  further  these  interests  more  than 
the  beginning  at  once  of  the  collection  of  a  file  of  your  town 
documents.  There  is  in  a  city  no  more  appropriate  place  than 
its  public  librars'  for  such  a  collection,  and  no  more  worthy 
work  for  a  public  librarian  to  have  accomplished  than  to  he 
able  to  bequeath  to  a  city  a  record  of  its  official  life.  City  offi- 
cers are  as  a  general  thing  veiy^  negligent  about  preserving 
files  of  office  reports,  but  by  constant  inquiry  at  the  city  offices, 
rummaging  in  second-hand  shops,  dunning  newspaper  offices, 
making  friends  with  the  old  inhabitants,  you  will  set  to  work 
mysterious  forces  which  presently  will  materialize  in  the  be- 
ginnings of  a  collection  of  city  documents.  There  are  public 
library  trustees  who  are  prone  to  frown  at  first  upon  such  a 
suggestion,  but  who,  when  the  collection  has  been  enriched  by 
a  gift  or  two,  may  be  detected,  when  touring  a  visiting  trustee 
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over  the  library,  saying  to  him,  "Yes,  and  this  little  book  be- 
longed to  Mr.  Blank,  who  has  lived  here  thirty  y^ars  and  who 
found  it  among  his  father's  books.  No  one  else  here  seems  to 
remember  having  seen  a  copy.  It  is  an  original  print  of  the 
first  town  charter.  You  see  we  have  had  it  specially  bound. 
Our  librarian  is  much  interested  in  developing  this  collection." 
There  is  another  argument  in  favor  of  local  collection.  It 
has  been  said  that  the  study  of  comparative  constitutional  his- 
tory has  been  superseded  by  the  study  of  comparative  admin- 
istration. The  staple  sources,  outside  of  fugitive  pamphlets, 
are  the  ne\vspapers  and  the  documents.  Newspapers  are  now 
being  pretty  generally  preserved,  and  if  a  plea  for  documents 
can  be  made  sufficiently  convincing  and  repeated  with  suffi- 
cient frequency,  it  may  be  that  librarians  will  in  time  come  to 
realize  the  importance  of  collecting  local  material.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOAKD. 


Tlie  following  is  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  as 
re(piircd  by  the  organic  law,  and  is  for  the  biennial  period  end- 
ing Septx>ni,ber  30,  1902.  The  report  consists  of  a  detailed  ac- 
count, by  the  secretiiry,  of  the  work  done  during  the  period, 
togetlier  Avilh  an  interesting  and  valuable  article  by  Prof.  H.  L. 
llussell  of  the  State  University,  and  extracts  from  local  health 
officers'  reports  throughout  the  state. 

The  general  liealth  of  the  people  of  the  st^ti©  has  been  fairly 
good.  With  the  exception  of  smallpox  there  has  been  no  ex- 
tensive epidemic,  but  in  conjunction  with  nearly  all  of  tlic 
states  in  the  Union,  Wisconsin  has  had  its  proportion  of  small- 
pox durng  the  past  two  years.  The  disease  has  been  very  light 
and  the  niortxility  very  low,  and  many  cases  have  not  been  re- 
ported for  the  reason  tliiit  no  i>hysician  has  been  called  to  see 
ihom,  in  fact  the  disease  has  Ix^n  spread  very  materially 
throughout  the  state  on  account  of  its  mild  nature,  enabling  pa- 
tients to  walk  about  and  infect  whole  coiniimnities  before  the 
disease  was  recognized.  This  has  occurred  in  many  instances. 
Tt  was  found  necessary  to  draw  x\]xm  the  ( contingent  Fund  to 
pay  certain  expenses  in  order  to  combat  the  disease,  but  the 
amount  spent  was  comparatively  small,  and  it  is  believed 
to  have  Ix3en  economically  and  wisely  s]x^nt.  A  full  and  de- 
tailed account  of  this  expenditure  will  lie  found  in  tlie  seere- 
taiy's  report.  While  the  disease  still  prevails  in  many  parts 
of  tlio  st^te  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  it  is  believed  that  the 
worst  of  the  epidemic  is  passed 'and  that  the  state  will  gradu- 
ally bo  relieved  of  its  presence.  Tt  has  been  demonstrated 
many  times  during  the  past  two  years  that  vaccination  is  the 
only  efficient  and  positive  prevention  of  smallpox,  and  if  the 
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])roper  virus  is  used,  proper  methods  employed  in  using  it,  and 
tlio  ot^cration  performed  as  often  as  necessary,  individuals  can 
be  made  im|inuno  to  the  disease,  and  in  no  otlier  way.  In  lo 
calitics  where  vaccination  lias  been  thoroughly  carried  out  the 
disease  lias  been  cx)n trolled  early  and  easily.  In  other  local- 
ities the  reverse  has  been  tlie  case,  for  it  cannot  lie  controlled  bv 
quai'antine  as  many  cases  are  not  recognized  by  the  proper  au- 
thorities until  they  have  infected  a  large  proportion  of  the  com- 
munity. The  Board  most  urgently  recommends  a  n>enactment 
of  tlie  law  creating  a  Contingent  Fimd  for  its  use  in  the  future, 
should  other  epidemics  occur. 

The  Board  respectfully  calls  attention  to  the  efficient  organ- 
ization of  local  boards  of  health;  in  the  1,365  towns,  villages, 
and  cities  required  by  law  to  have  a  local  Board  of  Health  tliej^ 
are  at  the  present  time  1,348  boards  organized.  This  is  the 
largest  number  of  local  boards  ever  organized  in  the  state.  In 
mjany  places,  however,  the  health  officer,  who  is  the  executive 
officer  of  the  board  under  the  law,  receives  no  salarv,  or  com- 
pcnsalion  for  his  lalmrs.  We  believe  it  would  be  a  wise  pro- 
vision of  law  for  the  state  legislature  to  msike  it  mandatory  on 
the  part  of  tlie  local  authorities  to  provide  for  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  heal  til  officers.  The  position  of  the  health  officer 
is  one  of  much  importance  in  any  community,  and  he  certainly 
should  be  paid  a  just  and  reasonable  sum  for  his  often  disagree- 
able labors. 

The  Board  desires  to  hereby  reiterate  its  former  recommenda- 
tion concerning  some  provision  of  law  that  will  provide  for  the 
control  of  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal.  The  increase  of 
typhoid  fever  in  the  state,  and  the  small  number  of  sewage  dis- 
l>osal  systeuLs  in  operation,  strongly  indicate  the  importance  of 
careful  supervision  over  all  public  water  supplies  and  sewage 
disposal.  Moreover,  the  Secretary  of  the  Boai'd  is  being  con- 
stantly appealed  to  to  msike  examinations  of  water  supplies, 
and  also  many  other  investigations,  which  work  can  only  be 
done  in  a  bacteriological  and  chemical  laboratory,  and  while  fx 
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certain  annount  of  tliis  work  has  been  done  and  paid  for  out  of 
the  appropriation  of  the  Board,  it  is  impossible  with  the  pres- 
ent appropriation  to  meet  the  demands  as  they  arise  from  year 
to  year.  Ilio  Board  strongly  recommends  that  a  bacteriologi- 
cal and  chemiical  laboratory  be  supplied,  as  in  many  of  the  ad-  . 
joining  states,  in  order  that  tlie  Board  can  meet  the  demands 
and  do  the  work  required  by  local  boards  of  health-  A  small 
increase  in  the  present  appropriation  would  enable  the  Board 
to  establish  such  a  laboratory  and  thus  be  the  mieans  of  saving 
many  lives  each  year.  As  tlie  appropriation  of  the  Board  has 
not  been  increased  for  many  years,  and  the  population  of  the 
state  has  been  gradually  increasing,  it  would  seem  that  such  a 
recommendation  would  be  a  reasonable  one  at  this  time. 

Tlie  I^ard  also  recommends  the  establishment  of  a  state  sana- 
torium for  the  care  and  treatment  of  cases  of  pulmonary  con- 
sumption. The  great  mortality  from  this  disease,  and  tlie  mod- 
em methcnls  of  treatment  which  promise  so  much,  render  it  im- 
perative for  Uio  proper  authorities  to  give  this  unfortimate  class 
tlio  Ix^nefit  of  present  scientific  knowledge,  and  this  can  best 
bo  done  by  the  establishment  of  a  state  sanatorium  for  their 
treatment.  Many  cases  taken  in  the  early  stages  can  imdoubt- 
cdly  bo  cured  in  our  climate  under  modern  treatment,  and  by 
being  cured  here  can  continue  to  live  here,  which  is  of  great 
advantage  to  many ;  while  if  they  were  sent  away  to  some  other 
climate  and  recovereil  there,  they  would  be  obliged  to  remain 
there  after  recovery  in  order  to  prevent  a  relapse  of  tJie  dis- 
ease. Moreover,  the  cases  of  consumption  in  our  coimty  and 
other  institutions  should  be  removed  from  those  institutions  and 
cartn:!  for  in  a  state  sanatorium,  properly  isolated  and  where 
tlio  proper  course  of  treatmen  t  can  l)o  administered.  The 
Board  l>elieve8  that  no  greater  good  can  1x3  provided  to  the  un- 
fortunate sick  in  our  state  than  by  providing  a  state  sanatorium 
for  the  troatmjent  and  care  of  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States,  the 
pame  of  the  Marino  Hospital  Service  was  changed  to  that  of 
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tlio  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service  of  the  United 
States,  and  amon^  otlier  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  func- 
tions of  that  service,  there  appear  under  section  8,  requirements 
for  more  accurate  returns  of  vital  statistics  from  the  differ- 
ont  states.  The  Board  strongly  urges  the  enactment  of  a  law 
creating  a  State  Vital  Statistician,  doing  away  witli  the  pres- 
ent law  which  requires  reports  of  birtlis,  deaths,  and  marriages 
to  1x3  collected  hy  local  authorities  and  filed  with  the  registers 
of  deeds  of  each  county  and  by  them  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  state, — a  cuml)ersomo  and  expensive  syst^em  and  also  a  very 
imperfect  one,  for  our  vitiil  statistics  are  very  imperfect  under 
the  existing  law:  a  law  providing  for  the  collection  of  birtlis 
and  deaths  and  marriaflres  bv  the  local  health  officer  or  toAvn, 
village,  or  citv  clerk,  and  filed  direct  by  him  with  the  state  vital 
statistician,  whose  duty  it  should  be  also  to  enforce  the  law  in 
all  its  provisions,  would  bo  the  ideal  way  and  the  least  expensive 
way  of  obtaining  reliable  vital  statistics.  This  method  has 
Ixxm  tried  in  other  states  and  found^  to  work  satisfactorily. 
]\rore<wer,  reliable  vital  statistics  are  of  the  greatest  import^nex* 
to  any  c/>mmunity  and  our  state  should  not  be  behindhand  in 
this  regard. 

Tlie  aforesaid  suggestions  comprise  only  those  most  urgently 
required  at  the  present  time,  and  by  the  enactment  of  such  laws 
as  would  enable  the  Board  to  meet  the  demands  which  arc 
vearlv  increasinc;  and  such  as  are  mentioned  herein,  a  much 
more  efficient  public  health  sen-ice  could  be  rendered  the  peo- 
ple of  the  s*^ate.

Gea^tlemen  :  I  have  tlie  lienor  to  submit  herewith  the  fol- 
lowing report^  as  your  secretary,  for  the  biennial  pei'iod  end- 
ing September  30,  1002 : 


PERSONNEL  OF  THE  BOARD. 

During  the  past  biennial  period  tlie  Board  has  remained  the 
same,  with  but  one  exception:  the  term  of  Dr.  J.  Henry  McNeel 
of  Fond  du  Lac  liaving  expired  the  first  Monday  in  February, 
1901,  Dr.  L.  JjJ.  Spencer  of  Wausau  was  appointed  by  Governor 
LaFollette  to  fill  tlie  vacancy. 

MEETINGS. 

The  first  meeting  of  tlio  biennial  period  was  held  at  Madi- 
son, January  4th,  1901.  There  w^ere  present:  Dr.  Solon  Marks, 
president,  Milwaukee;  Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Janesville; 
Dr.  F.  0.  Suiter,  La  Crosse;  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  secre- 
tary, Milwaukee;  the  president,  Dr.  Marks,  in  tlie  chair.  A  tel- 
egram w^as  received  from  Dr.  Mcl^eel  of  Fond  du  Lac,  stating 
'  that  he  was  ill  and  unable  to  be  present ;  and  word  was  also  re- 
ceived from  Dr.  G.  W.  Harrison  of  Ashland  that  he  was  ill 
and  out  of  the  state  at  the  time.  Dr.  Whyte  of  Watertown  was 
nnablo  to  be  present.  Dr.  Solon  Marks  of  Milwaukee  was  re- 
elected president  of  the  Board  to  serv^e  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
he  appointed  the  following  coniraittees:

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On  Legialation — Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Dr.  U.  O"  B.  Wingate, 
Dr.  ^Nm\  F.  Wliyte. 

On  Printing— Dr.  IT.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Dr.  J.  H.  McNeel,  Dr. 
F.  C.  Suiter. 

Tihe  Secretary  presented  a  synopsis  of  the  work  done  in  his 
oiBco  during  tlie  past  six  niontlis,  with  special  reference  to 
Smallpox,  which  existed  in  a  number  of  places  in  the  stata 

Prof.  liussell,  tlio  consulting  bacteriologist,  was  present,  and 
in  compliance  witJi  a  vote  taken  at  a  previous  meeting,  he  ^e^- 
portod,  for  the  committee  on  revision  of  the  laws  relating  to 
diseases  among  anim^ls^,  that  a  meeting  had  been  held  by  some 
of  tlioee  interested,  and  that  lie  had  seen  the  Gk)vemor-Elect, 
LaFollette,  and  that  ho  had  promised  favorable  consideration. 
He  was  unable  at  that  time,  however,  tx>  state  just  what  the 
coui'se  of  action  would  l)e. 

After  attending  to  the  general  routine  business,  the  Board 
adjourned. 


The  next  meeting  was  held  June  24th,  1901,  at  Milwaukee. 
There  were  present  Dr.  Solon  Marks,  President;  Dr.  Q.  O. 
Sutherland,  Dr.  ,T.  H.  McJs'eel,  Dr.  Wm.  F.  Whyte,  and  Dr. 
U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary;  the  President,  Dr.  Marks>  in  the 
chair 

The  Seci'ot^iry  presented  a  synopsis  of  tlie  work  done  in  his 
office  for  the  past  six  months.  lie  also  presented  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  the  attorney  general,  the  same  being  an  answer 
to  a  letter  from  the  secretary,  asking  for  an.  opinion  on  the 
question  referred  to  therein : 

Madison,  March  29,  1901. 
F.  O.  B.  Wi^'OATE.  M.  D., 

Secretarv  State  Board  of  Health,  Milwaukee  Wis.^ 
Dear  Sm: — Your  letter  stating  that  among  the  Indians  at 
Perkinsto\\Ti  Smallpox  has  broken  out;  that  these  Indians  not 
being  citizens,  the  local  authorities  are  unable  to  decide  who 
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shall  pay  tho  expense  of  their  care,  medical  treatment,  etc, 
while  they  are  quarantined,  and  requesting  an  opinion  as  to 
tho  proper  course  for  the  local  authorities  to  pursue  under 
such  circumstances,  is  received  and  noted. 

In  reply  will  say,  that  I  think  that  the  local  board  of  health 
is  authorized  to  proceed,  under  section  1416,  Wisconsin  stat- 
utes, and  provide  for  the  care  and  attendance  of  such  Indians. 

This  section  provides,  that  when  any  person  coming  from 
abroad  or  residing  in  any  town,  shall  be  infected  witli  Small- 
ix>x  or  oUier  contagious  disease,  the  proper  board  of  health 
luny  imjnediatcly  cause  such  person  to  be  removed  to  a  sepa 
rate  house,  or  if  this  cannot  bo  done  without  danger,  such  board 
shall  make  provision  for  him  in  the  house  where  he  m^ay  be, 
and  may  in  either  case  provide  for  him  nurses,  and  necessa- 
ries, which  shall  l>e  a  charge  to  the  pei"son  so  taken  care  of, 
or  against  any  other  person  wlio  may  be  liable  for  his  sup 
port.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  statute  it  is  plainly  tlie 
duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  furnish  the  necessary  medical 
treatment,  etc. 

If  the  Indians  mentioned  are  financially  resix>nsible,  this 
is  of  course  a  pro|x?r  charge  against  them  and  could  be  col- 
lected from  them  as  well  as  from  any  other  person.  If  such  In- 
dians are  in  need  of  relief  as  poor  persons,  I  believe  tlie  local 
autliorities  may,  under  the  provisions  of  section  1512,  for  the 
relief  of  transient  poor,  provide  such  assistance  as  is  neces- 
sary, and  by  complyng  with  the  provisions  of  tliis  section  in 
regard  to  notice,  etc.,  make  a  charge  against  the  county  for 
such  relief.  I  would  suggest,  that  in  case  the  Indians  referred 
to  arc  in  need  of  relief  as  poor  persons,  and  the  local  author- 
ities furnish  such  assistance  as  is  proper  and  by  compliance 
witli  tlie  provisions  of  section  1512,  charge  tlie  same  to  the 
county. 

I  do  not  find  tliat  a  case  like  the  one  suggested,  that  is,  where 
relief  has  been  given  by  the  local. autliori ties  to  a  pei-son  quar- 
antined, has  l)een  passed  upon  by  our  supreme  court.  I  un- 
derstand, however,  that  at  least  one  of  the  circuit  courts  has 
held  that  in  a  c^se  wliere  relief  is  furnished  to  a  jxK)r  person 
under  quarantine,  that  it  is  proper  to  proceed  under  section 
1512.

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The  Secretary  also  presoiitc<l  the  following  letter  received 
from  the  Attoriiev  General  in  answer  to  a  letter  askins:  for  an 
opinion  relative  to  the  use  of  tlic  contingent  fund  appropriated 
by  the  last  legislature  for  the  use  of  the  Board  under  certain 
conditions :

Dear  Sir: — 1  have  your  inquiry  of  May  8th,  in  which  you 
ask  if  the  contingent  fund  appropriated  by  the  state  legislature 
is  available  to  pay  for  the  c^aro  of  Smallpox  patients  in  the 
town  of  Washburn  and  city  of  Superior,  such  patients  not  hav- 
ing attained  a  legal  settlement  in  either  place. 

In  reply,  l)eg  to  refer  you  to  my  letter  on  this  subject  to 
you  June  28tli,  1801). 

The  prascnt  legislature,  by  chapter  200,  published  February 
2r)th,  1901,  made  a  new  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  two 
years  ending  February  1st,  1903,  to  be  used  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  tJie  contingent  fund  referred  to  in  my  letter  to  you  of 
Juno  28tli,  1899. 

Tliis  fund  is  to  l>e  used  only  upon  the  advicxi  and  with  tlie 
consent  of  the  Governor,  and  then  to  ho  used  for  the  preven- 
tion of  the  spread  of  Asiatic  Cholera,  Smallpox  and  other 
dangerous  contagious  diseases  in  the  state.  Each  application 
must  rest  upon  its  own  facts,  and  if  the  facts  bring  it  within 
the  provisions  of  the  statute,  and,  judgment  of  tJie  Board  and 
of  the  Governor  concurring,  you  are  authorized  to  make  use 
of  the  fund.  My  opinion  is,  in  the  case  submitter!  by  ^-ou, 
Tliat  the  fund  is  available,  but  tJie  facts  should  be  very  specific, 
and  sliould  l>e  submitlod  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  ho- 
fore  the  Board  obligates  itself  in  any  manner.

The  following  gentlemen  then  appeared  lx?fore  the  Board 
and  argued  their  respective  claims  for  relief  from  the  contin- 
gent fund  appropriated  for  use  by  the  Board,  the  Governor 
concurring:     Mr.  A.  McKay,  city  attorney,  Mr.  Barton,  Mr. 
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Ijortrand,  and  Dr.  L.  B.  Sliehan,  health  comraissioner,  all 
<:f  West  Suix>rior;  Hon.  Bert  Willianifi  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Rine- 
liart,  health  officer,  botli  from  Ashland,  and  Dr.  F.  B.  Hicks, 
health  offi:cer  of  Wasliburn.  The  claimants  from:  the  city  of 
West  Superior  set  forth  in  their  claim  that  since  the  first 
day  of  April,  1900,  to  May  20th,  1901,  the  city  had  cared  for 
and  treated  32-1  cases  of  Smallpox:  that  186  of  tliat  number 
were  non-residents  and  largely  residents  outside  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin.  The  city  of  West  Superior  is  located  on  tlie 
boundary  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  that  there  are  many 
loggii!g  camps  situato-d  along  this  l)oundary,  lK)th  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin  and  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  many  of  the 
cases  of  Smallpox  come  to  Superior  from  these  logging  camps; 
that  the  tot-al  cost  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  324  cases 
from  April  1,  1900,  to  May  20,  1901,  was  $13,367.47;  tliat 
the  cost  in  tlie  care  and  treatment  of  186  non-residents  was 
e$7,072.0O,  an  average  of  $41.25  per  case,  and  they  asked  that 
this  sum  be  allowed  them  from  the  contingent  fund. 

The^claimimts  from  the  city  of  Ashland  set  forth  that  frnm 
Septcml)er,  1900,  to  May  31,  1901,  the  total  cost  for  the  care 
and  treatment  of  cases  of  Smallpox  was  $4,427.26.  That  the 
cost  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  non-residents  was  $3,133.67, 
and  they  asked  that  this  latter  sum  be  allowed  them  from  tlie 
contingent  fund. 

The  town  of  Washburn  claimed  tliat  tlie  cost  for  the  care 
and  vroatment  of  cases  of  Smallpox  in  persons  who  Avere  not 
legal  residents  of  Washburn  was  $3,268.50,  which  sum  they 
asked  to  be  allowed  them  from  the  contingent  fund. 

The  Secretary  also  presented  a  communication  from  the 
authorities  of  the  city  of  Stanley,  in  which  they  put  in  a  claim 
for  $168.96  for  care  and  treatment  of  non-residents  ill  witli 
the  Smallpox,  making  a  total  claim  from  the  four  localities 
of  $14,243.13.  After  the  claims  had  been  presented,  the  Sec- 
retary  received    and   presented   the   following  comnnunication 
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from  the  Governor  aiid  Attorney  General  relative  to  the  sub- 
ject:

Dear  Sir: — ^In  reply  to  your  letter  respecting  tlie  applica- 
tion of  tlie  antliorities  of  Ashland,  Washburn,  and  West  Supe- 
rior for  a  portion  of  the  contingent  fund  appropriated  by  tlie 
le^shituro  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  Asiatic 
T'^holera,  Snia.llpox,  or  other  contagious  diseases,  I  have  tlie 
lionor  to  transmit  lierewith  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General 
given  in  answer  to  the  question  whether  that  fund  can  be  le- 
gallv  expended  for  the  purposes  mentioned. 

It  will  not  1x5  possible  for  me  to  be  present  at  the  meeting 
of  the  State  Board  as  you  suffjrest.  In  view  of  the  opinion 
of  the  legal  de]>artuient  of  the  state,  the  duty  of  the  Board 
s(*onis  plain  with  res|XK?t  to  the  claims  for  compensation  by 
conununities  for  expenses  incurred  in  controlling  the  disease 
of  Smallnox.  Permit  me  in  this  connection  to  trausmit  here- 
witli  a  letter  received  from  the  mayor  of 'Grand  Rapids,  re- 
sfx^cting  the  efforts  of  the  authorities  of  that  city  to  secure  co 
operation  on  iho  part  of  auhorities  of  surrounding  to\viis  in 
the  work  of  suppressing  Smallpox  in  that  vicinity.  I  realize 
that  the  State  Board  of  Health  must  have  an  unusually  larce 
amount  of  work  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease 
in  various  parts  of  the  state.  I  have  advised  Mayor  Wheelan 
to  that  effect  with  the  information  that  his  request  has  been 
referi*e<l  to  vour  Board.  Please  return  Mayor  Wlieelan's 
letter.

Dear  Sir: — You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  whetlier 
the  fund  provided  by  chapter  200,  laws  of  1901,  can  properly 
or  legally  be  expended  to  compensate  municipalities  or  town? 
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for  moneys  which  they  already  have  expended,  where  the  cases 
have  convalesced  and  the  danger  of  introduction  or  spread  from 
such  cases  no  longer  exists. 

In  reply,  will  say  that  chapter  200  is,  as  indicated  by  its  title, 
"An  act  to  provide  a  contingent  fund  for  the  prevention  of 
Asiatic  cholera  and  other  dangerous  contagious  diseases." 
The  act  provides  that  the  appropriation  provided  for  "shall  be 
n  fund  which,  by  and  \Wth  the  advice  arid  consent  of  the  Gov- 
c  rnor,  nuay  be  drawn  upon  by  the  said  Board  (State  Board  of 
lloaltli)  and  used  by  it  in  such  manner  as  may  seem  to  be 
iuK?cssary  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  Asiatic  Chol- 
era, Sinallpox  or  other  dangerous  contagious  disease  in  the 
state.  '' 

While  considerable  discretion  is  given  to  the  State  Board 
of  Hoaltli,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  in  the  disbiu'se- 
niont  of  this  fund,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  introduc- 
tion or  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  it  is  my  opinion  that  it 
cannot  properly  or  legally  be  expended  to  compensate  munici- 
]>a]itios  for  moneys  already  expended,  w-here  the  danger  of  the 
introduction  or  spread  of  such  diseases  no  longer  exists,  and 
especially  where  such  moneys  have  not  been  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Si^te  Board  of  Health.

After  presenting  these  letters,  an  informal  discussion  fol- 
lowed, and  it  was  agreed  that  the  Secretary  communicate  with 
the  Governor  and  arrange  for  a  meeting  of  tlie  Board  with  tlie 
Governor  and  Attorney  General  at  as  early  a  date  as  could 
1k3  fixed,  the  object  being  to  consider  the  w'hole  subject  of  the. 
present  epidemic  of  Smallpox  in  the  state,  and  tlie  best  methods 
to  be  pursued  by  the  Board  relative  thereto. 

The  Secretary  presented  communications  received  from  the 
city  of  ISTeenah,  asking  the  Board  to  revise  the  rules  pertain- 
ing to  the  quarantine  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  especially 
to  provide  for  the  quarantine  of  adults  in  the  families  infected 
with  Scarlet  Fever.     On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  voted 
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to  aiiiiend  the  nile  relating  to  tlie  quarantine  of  Scarlet  Fever 
so  tliat  when  amended  it  should  read  as  followB: 

SCARLET  fever   (sCARLATINA). 

Isolation  of  the  patient,  and  quarantine  of  children  asso- 
ciated witli,  or  in  the  family  witi  the  patient,  for  ten  (10) 
days  after  complete  desquamaton  or  scaling  of  the  skin  of  the 
patient,  and  disinfection  of  the  patient  and  premises. 

Isolation  of  all  adults  living  in  the  family  with  or  in  any 
way  exposed  to  the  patient  while  the  house  remains  quaran- 
tined, unless  said  adults  submit  to  thorough  disinfection  of 
tlieir  clothing  and  take  up  tlieir  residence  in  some  other  house 
during  tJio  time  that  said  quarantine  is  maintained. 

Juno  25,  1001,  the.  Board  convened  at  10:15  A.  M.,  the 
following  members  being  present:  Dr.  Solon  Marks,  Presi- 
dent; Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Dr.  J.  H.  McNeel,  Dr.  G.  W. 
Harrison,  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary ;  the  President 
in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  following  law  amended  at  the 
last  session  of  tlie  legislature  pertaining  to  the  transportation 
of  corpses,  giving  tlie  Board  authority  to  adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations goveniing  the  transportation  of  the  sanoie: 

Chapter  401,  An  Act  to  amend  section  4608ft  of  the  statutes 
of  1898,  relating  to  the  transportation  of  corpses  dead  of  con- 
tagious diseases;  Powers  of  State  Board  of  Health;  Provisions 
as  to  transportation ;  Penalty. 

Section  1.  Section  46080",  statutes  of  1898,  is  hereby 
nmended  by  striking  out  the  following  words  in  line  four, 
^n)iphtheria,'^  "Scarlet  Fever,"  "Leprosy,"  and  inserting  the 
words  "Bulx>nic  Plague,"  and  striking  out  in  line  eight  the 
word  "Antlirax,"  and  inserting  the  word  "Tuberculosis,"  aad 
after  the  word  "provided"  in  the  sixth  line,  insert  the  follow- 
ing: 

"Tlie  State  Board  of  Health  shall  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  in  their  judgment  they  nxay  deem  necessary  for  tlie 
transportation  of  the  bodies   of   persons    dead   of   Diphtheria 
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(MoTiibranous  CroTip),  Scarlet  Fever  (Scarlatina  or  Scarlet 
TlaslO,  Glanders,  Anthrax,  or  Leprosy,  providing,  however, 
Hi  at  such  rules  and  regulations  conform  to  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  force  in  adjoining  states,  and  those  promulgated  by 
the  National  Baggage  Masters'  Association,  so  that  the  section 
'when  so  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

•  Section  4608(1.  Any  person  who  shall  for  himself  or  as  the 
agent  or  servant  of  another  person,  or  corporation,  transport 
or  deliver  for  transjiortation  the  body  of  any  person  dead 
of  Smallpox,  Asiatic  Cholera  (Cholerine),  Typhus  or  Ship 
Fever,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Bulwnic  Plague,  shall  be  punished  as 
Iiereinafter  provided.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  in  their  judgment  they  may 
doom  necessary  for  the  transportation  of  the  l)odies  of  persons 
dead  of  Diphtlieria  (Membranous  Croup \  Scarlet  Fever 
(Scarlatina,  or  Scarlet  Ttash),  Glanders,  Anthrax,  or  Leprosy, 
providing,  however,  that  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  oon- 
fonn  to  the  rules  and  regulations  in  force  in  adjoining  states, 
and  those  promulgated  by  the  National  Baggaeo  Masters' 
Association.  For  all  purposes  of  this  section,  Membranous 
Crou])  shall  Ik)  considered  and  treated  as  Diphtheria.  Any 
person  who  sliall  transport  the  body  of  any  person  dead  of 
Tuberculosis,  Puerperal  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Erysipelas, 
Measles,  or  other  contagious,  infectious,  or  comjnunicable  dis- 
ease, unless  the  same  he  \vrapped  in  a  sheet  thoroughly  satu- 
rated with  a  stroug  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in  the 
proportion  of  one  ounce  thereof  to  a  gallon  of  water,  and  en- 
closed in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper  or  ]ead-line<l  coffin,  or 
in  an  air-tight  iron  caslsct,  hermetically  sealed,  and  all  enclosed 
in  a  strong,  tisrht  wooden  box ;  or  unless  the  body  Ix^  wra^^^x^d 
in  a  sheet  and  disinfected  by  a  solution  of  bichloride  of  mer- 
cury, as  al)ove,  and  placed  in  a  strong  coffin  or  casket  which 
is  encased  in  a  hermetically  sealed  zinc,  copper  or  tin  case, 
an.d  all  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  Avooden  box  of  material 
not  less  than  an  inch  and  a  half  thick;  or  transport  any  such 
lx)dy  if  it  is  accompanied  by  any  article  \vhicli  lias  Ix^en  ex- 
,  posed  to  the  infection  of  any  such  disease,  or  without  a  per- 
mit from  a  lx)ard  of  health,  or  other  competent  health  au- 
thority, and  an  affidavit  of  the  undertaker  in  charge  of  the 
lK)dy  stating  tliat  the  lx)dy  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  this  section  and  that  the  coffin  used  conforms  to  the  re- 
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qniroments  hereof,  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  ($25J  nor  more  than  five  hundred  ($500) 
dollai^s,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than 
thirty  (iJO)  nor  more  than  sixty  ((>0)  daiys,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisomiient. 


On  miotion,  duly  se<*(>nded,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing set  of  nihis,  and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  have  the 
same  publisliod  in  the  state  paper  in  compliance  with  the  law.

TJIE   TRANSPORTATION   OF   CORPSES. 

Kule  i.  The  transportation  of  bodies  dead  of  Smallpox, 
Asiatic  Cholera  (Cholerine),  Typhus  or  Ship  Fever,  Yellow 
Fever,  or  Bubonic  Plague  is  absolutely  forbidden. 

Eulo  2.  The  bodies  of  those  Avho  have  died  of  Diphtheria 
(Membranous  Croup),  Scarlet  Fever  (Scarlatina,  or  Scarlet 
Kash),  Glanders,  Anthrax,  or  Leprosy  shall  not  be  accepted  for 
transportation  unless  prepared  for  shipment  by  being  thor- 
oughly disinfected  with 

(a)  Arterial  and  cavity  injection  with  an  aonroved  disin- 
fectant fluid. 

(b)  Disinfecting  and  stopping  of  all  orifices  with  absorb- 
eut^cotton,  and 

(c)  Washing  the  l)ody  witli  a  disinfectant,  all  of  which 
must  Ik)  done  by  an  embalmer,  holding  a  certificate  as  such, 
approved  by  the  Wisconsin  State  Board  of  Health. 

After  being  disinfected  as  above,  such  body  shall  be  coin- 
j^letc^ly  wrajiped  in  a  sheet  tlioroughly  saturated  with  a  strong 
solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury,  in  the  proportion  of  one 
oiuico  of  bichloride  of  mercury  t/>  a  gallon  of  water,  and  encased 
in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper,  or  lead-lined  coffin  or  iron  casket, 
all  joints  and  seams  hermotically  sealed,  and  all  enclosed  in  a 
strong,,  tight,  wooden  box.  Or,  tlie  body  Ixiing  prepared  for 
sliipinont  by  disinfecting  and  M^rapping,  as  above,  may  be  placed 
in  a  strong  coffin  or  casket,  and  said  coffin  or  casket  encased  in  an 
air-tight  zinc,  copper,  or  tin  case,  all  joints  and  seamfe  hermeti- 
cally sealed,  and  all  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  woode?i  box. 
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Rule  3.  Tho  bodies  of  thoee  who  have  died  of  Tubercu- 
losis, Puonx^ral  Fever,  Tyjihoid  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Measles, 
or  other  dangerous  or  coiamuuicable  diseases,  other  than  those 
specified  in  Rules  1  and  2,  shall  l)e  wrapped  in  a  sheet  thor- 
oii^hly  saturated  with  a  strong  solution  of  bichloride  of  mer- 
cury, in  tho  proportion  of  one  ounce  of  bichloride  of  mercury 
to  a  gallon  of  water,  and  encased  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  cop- 
per or  lead-lined  coffin,  or  in  a  air-tight  iron  casket,  hermet- 
ically sealed,  and  all  enclosed  in  a  strong,  tight  wooden  box; 
or  the  body  shall  bo  placed  in  a  strong  coffin  or  casket,  which 
is  encased  in  a  hennetically  sealed  zinc,  copper,  or  tin-case,  and 
all  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box  of  materials  not 
less  than  an  inch  and  a  half  thick. 

Rule  4.  In  cases  of  contagious,  infectious,  or  communica- 
ble diseases,  tlie  body  must  not  be  accompanied  by  articles 
which,  have  l)een  exposed  to  the  infection  of  any  such  disease. 
And  in  addition  to  a  permit  from  a  board  of  health,  or  proper 
health  authority,  st.ation  agents  will  require  an  affidavit  from 
tho  shipping  undertaker,  stating  how  the  body  had  been  pre- 
pared, and  kind  of  coffin  or  casket  used,  which  must  be  in  con- 
formity Avith  the  foregoing  rules. 

Ride  5.  The  bodies  of  persons  dead  of  diseases  that  are 
not  contagious,  infections,  nor  communicable,  may  be  received 
for  transportation  to  local  points  in  the  same  state,  when  en- 
cased in  a  sound  coffin  or  metallic  case,  and  enclosed  in  a  strong 
w^ooden  lx>x,  securely  fastened  so  it  may  be  safely  handled. 
But  when  it  is  proposed  to  transport  them  out  of  the  state 
(unles  the  time  required  for  transportation  from  tho  initial 
]>oint  to  destination  does  not  exceed  eighteen  hours),  -they  must 
Ix?  encased  in  an  air-tight  zinc,  tin,  copper  or  lead-lined  cof- 
fin^ or  casket  encased  in  a  (soldered)  zinc,  copper,  or  tin  case, 
and  all  enclosed  in  a  strong  outside  wooden  box  of  material  not 
less  than  one  inch  thick.  In  all  cases  tlie  outside  box  nmst 
l>e  provi':Ied  with  four  iron  chest  handles. 

Rule  6.  Every  dead  body  must  1x3  accompanied  by  a  tran- 
sit permit  from  a  board  of  health,  or  pro])cr  health  authoritv, 
giving  permission  for  the  removal,  and  showing  the  name  of 
tho  deceased,  age,  place  of  death,  cause  of  deatli  (whether  of 
a  contagious  or  infectious  nature),  the  point  to  w^hich  it  is  to 
Ix)  shipped,  nuedical  attendant,  and  name  of  undertaker. 

Rule  7,     It  is  intended  that  no  dead  body  shall  be  moved 
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which  may  be  the  means  of  spreading  disease.  Therefore,  all 
disinterred  bodies,  dead  from  any  disease  or  cause,  will  Ix^ 
treatexl  as  infectious  and  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  and 
^'-liall  not  bo  accepted  for  ti'ansportation,  unless  said  removal 
lins  been  approved  by  tho  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  con- 
w«ent  of  tho  health  authority  of  tlie  locality  where  tlie  body 
is  disinterred  has  first  been  obtained,  and  the  disinterred  re- 
mains enclovsed  in  a  hermetically  sealed  (soldered)  zinc,  tin, 
or  copper-lined  coffin,  or  box  enclosed  in  a  hermetically  seale<l 
(soldered)  zinc,  tin,  or  copper  case. 

Rule  8.  Local  boards  of  health  should  refuse  to  grant  a 
ix^rmit  where  the  cause  of  death  is  given  as  ''heart  failure/' 
unless  tho  physician  states  that  it  was  not  the  result  of  Diph- 
tlieria. 

Rule  0.  In  tho  case  of  disinterment,  tho  pennit  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health  must  be  attached  to  the  transit  per- 
mit and  delivered  to  the  person  in  diargo  of  the  corpse.  If 
more  ihan  one  lx)dy  "Is  shipped  at  one  time,  a  separate  permit 
must  1)0  issueil  for  each  Ixnly. 

Rule  10.  Any  person  or  pei'sons,  company  or  corporation, 
wlio  sliall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  tliCvSe  rulers,  shall  lx>  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  u]ion  e<mvicton  thereof  shall  Ik)  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  twenty-fiv^e  ($'25)  dollars  nor  more  tJian  five  hundre^l 
($500)  dollai^s,  or  by  im])risonment  in  tho  county  jail  for  not 
less  than  thirty  (»]0)  days  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days, 
cr  by  l>oth  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  tho  discretion  of  the 
court. 

Rule  11.  All  rules  or  parts  of  rules  inconsistent  with  or 
contravening  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  rules  are  herebv 
repeale<l. 

Rule  12.  Tlu^e  rules  shall, take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  their  pasv^ago  and  publication.

OF   AN   infectious    OR   CONTAGIOUS   DISEASE    FOR   TRANSPOR- 
TATION. 

I.  It  sliall  bo  the  duty  of  every  funeral  director,  under- 
taker or  embaliner  within  this  state,  who  may  desire  recogni- 
tion by  transportation  companies- and  common  carriers,  for  the 
transix)rtation  of  the  Iwdie^s  of  human  beings  dead  from  infec- 
tious or  contagious  diseases,  to  conform  to  regulations  lUiade 
therefor  by  the  State  Board  of  Ilealtli,  to-wit: 

(1)  He  shall  make  application  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health  for  a  certificate.  Such  application  shall  contain  his 
full  name,  age,  place  of  residence,  and  the  certification  of  two 
local  physicians,  in  good  re]>ute,  as  to  his  general  standing. 

(2)  The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five 
dollars  ($5.00),  which  shall  entitle  the  applicant  to  an  exam- 
ination as  to  his  qiialificatious,  and  to  a  certificate,  if  he  pass 
said  examination. 

(3)  He  shall  pass  such  examination  as  shall  bo  prescribed 
bv  the  State  Board  of  Health,  in 

fa)  Visceral  anatomy  and  the  vascular  system  of  the  hu- 
man lx)dy. 

(b)  The  action  aud  comparative  value  of  germicides. 

(c)  The  methods  of  embalming  and  of  pi*eparing  bodies 
for  transportntiou. 

(d)  The  imoaning  of  "contagion"  and  "infection,"  the  dan- 
gers they  l)eget,  and  the  best  methods  of  tlieir  restriction  and 
arrest.  Also,  bactoriologj'  in  relation  to  contagion  and  infec- 
tion. 

(e)  Tlio  signs  of  death  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
determined. 

(f )  Practical  demonstration  on  the  cadaver.  And  in  such 
other  subjects  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  timo  see  fit  to 

namo. 

Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  satisfactory  answers  in  a  scale  of 
one  hundred  shall  1x3  required  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  a  cer- 
tificate. 

II.  The  prescribed  examination  shall  bo  held  under  the 
control  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  shall  l>e  designated  by  the  Board. 
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III.  The  certificate  canteniplated  in  these  regulations  shall 
be  liniit-o<l  to  the  tenn  of  one  yoiir;  shall  be  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  shall  have  the  seal  of  the 
Board  attached. 

IV.  The  certificate  may  be  renewed  annually  by  the  pay- 
nicnt  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  within  thirty  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  term  of  the  certificate. 

V.  Tlie  failure  of  the  holder  of  a  certificate  to  comply 
with  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  be 
deeniinl  sufficient  cause  for  tlie  revocation  of  his  certificate. 

VI.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  keep  a  record  in 
which  shall  bo  registered  the  nanucs  and  residences  of  all  per- 
sons to  whom  certificates  (as  prescribed)  have  been  granted, 
and  the  nunilx^r  and  date  of  the  certificates.  A  copy  of  this 
record  shall  l>o  furnished  to  all  tliose  holding  certificates,  and 
also  to  the  various  transportation  companies  within  the  state. 
Tl\o  Secretary  shall  also  keep,  a  record  of  all  feee  received,  and 
expenses  paid  under  these  regulations,  and  make  a  report 
tliereof  at  each  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board. 

VII.  The  fees  collected  bv  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
Ik?  used  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Board  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  foregoing  rules. 

VIII.  Tliese  rules  and  regulations  shall  take  effect  and  be 
in  force  irom  and  after  their  adoption  and  publication.

The  Seeretary  then  presented  reports  of  inspections  relative 
to  Small]X)x  and  other  matters,  miado  by  himself  and  other 
members  of  the  Board  during  the  past  six  months  at  the  fol- 
lowing places:  Wauwatosa  sewage  disposal;  disinfection  of 
luml>or  camps  in  tlie  northern  part  of  the  state.  Maiden  Rock, 
Ashland,  West  Superior,  the  Menominee  river,  Poysippi,  Me- 
nomonie,  Ashippun,  Milton,  Mendota  Hospital,  Glen  Haven, 
Appleton,  Ridgoway,  Blue  Mound,  Gilmanton,  Abbotsford, 
Chilton,  Westfield,  Waukesha  Industrial  School,  Cadott,  Stan- 
ley, Mineral  Point,  Tomahawk,  Independence, -Sharon,  Madi- 
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son,  Boyd,  Birnamwood,  Wild    Rose,    WatertoAvn,    Edgerton, 
Boscobel,  and  Rudolph. 

The  following  report  on  the  disposal  of  sewage  at  Wauwa- 
tosa  was  presented  by  the  Secretary: 

Milwaukee^  Wis.,  Feb.  9,  1901. 
Hon.  E.  D.  Hoyt,  Mayor, 

Wauwatosa,  Wis. 

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  rocjuest,  we  have  to 
state,  that  on  the  (Jth  day  of  February,  1901,  together  with 
your  engineer,  Mr.  John  W.  Alvord,  we  examined  the  plans 
and  specifications  proposed  for  the  sewage  disposal  plant  of 
Wauwatosa. 

It  appears  on  estimation  that  not  far  from  15,000  gallons 
per  day  of  sewage  is  flowing  into  the  sewers  of  Wauwatosa  to 
Ik?  disposed  of  by  this  plant;  that  tlie  piunpago  at  the  water 
works  statiim  in  tlie  winter  time  is  about  30,000  gallons  per 
day,  and  in  the  summer  time  from  75,000  to  100,000  gallons 
per  day,  about  one-half  of  which  reaches  the  sewers.  It  is  in- 
tended to  establish  a  plant  in  a  proper  location  in  the  city 
of  Wauwatosa  with  a  present  capacity  of  60,000  gallons  per 
flay,  so  arranged  that  its  capacity  can  be  easily  increased  to 
250,000  gallons  per  day,  and  ultimately  to  500,000  gallons 
])er  day.  The  plan  proposed  is  that  of  septic  tanks,  followed 
by  aeration,  and  bacterial  purification  in  a  primary  contact 
l)ed,  followed  by  intermittent  filtration  on  prepared  sand  beds 
at  high  rate  of  flow. 

The  plan  proposed  for  the  city  of  Wauwatosa  is  to  consist 
of  a  septic  tank,  covered  by  a  brick  building  and  galvanized 
iron  roof.  The  tank  is  to  be  constructed  of  concrete,  and  will 
1)0  about  50  feet  long,  17  feet  wide,  at  water  line,  and  8  feet 
deep.  It  is  to  bo  divided  into  five  tanks  by  wooden  partitions, 
and  by  an  arrangement  of  wooden  troughs  and  gates.  The 
sewage  may  be  made  to  pass  through  the  tank  with  any  rest 
]')oriod  desired  from  the  full  capacity,  and  full  flow  of  ten 
hours'  rest  down  to  one-third  of  this  rest  for  full  flow,  or  ten 
hours'  rest  for  one-third  flow.  All  graduations  between  these 
extremes  can  bo  met  by  changing  the  combination  of  troughs 
and  tanks.  It  is  well  known  that  ever}'  sewage  has  its  o^vn 
rest  period  due  to  its  strength,  temperature,  and  quantity. 
This  variation  has  often  reached  the  extremie  limits  of  froni 
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20  minutes  in  the  ease  of  a  very  stale  sewage,  much  diluted, 
to  f36  hours  for  verv  strong  sewage.  The  tanks  proposed  are 
to  be  so  built  tliat  the  shorter  interval  may  be  accomplished 
if  necessary,  and  it  is  hardly  to  bo  expected  that  the  longer 
interval  will  be  required.  The  middle  partitions  are  of 
wood,  and  it  is  expected  they  will  be  changed  when  the  plant 
is  enlarged  at  some  future  time.  The  sewage  is  to  be  brought 
to  the  septic  tank  in  a  submerged  sower,  which  practically 
forms  a  part  of  the  septic  tank  itself.  Just  before  the  sew^a^ 
enters  the  tank  it  passes  through  a  grit  chamber,  from-  which 
the  heavier  miattors  mav  be  flushed  from  time  to  time  onto  the 
sand  filter  bed  No.  1,  where,  after  dryinfif,  it  may  be  removed 
and  buried. 

In  the  septic  tanks,  if  properly  managed,  the  organic  mat- 
ter in  suspension  in  the  sewage  ^vill  be  reduced  to  water  in 
solution,  and  in  part  is  resolved  to  primary  gases.  No  sludge 
is  left.  The  solid  matters  are  disintegrated  by  the  action  of 
anerobic  bacteria.  It  must  be  observed  that  if  the  rest  period 
is  too  great  tliose  bacteria  create  toxins  which  may  injure  their 
vitality,  and  the  rest  period  must  be  shortened;  and  on  tlie 
other  hand,  too  short  a  rest  period  will  not  properly  reduce  the 
suspK?nded  nuatter  and  interfere  with  tlio  working  of  the  pri- 
mary Ixxl.  This  process  requires  intelligence  and  careful  man- 
agement, and  much  of  the  success  of  the  process  depends  upon 
such  intelligent  operation. 

After  passing  through  the  septic  tank  the  reduced  sewage 
passes  into  a  wide  open  carrier,  holding  enough  sewago  when 
full  to  fill  one  primary  contact  bed  adjacent.  This  carrier  is 
filled  Avith  large  lumps  of  cinder,  which  vnM  aerate  after  each 
discharge  and  pass  oxygen  into  the  sewage.  As  the  passage 
through  tlio  septic  tank  removes  all  dissolved  oxygen  from  the 
sewage,  it  is  necessary  to  gi'adually  i-eplace  it,  tlius  transferring 
the  anerobic  action  to  aerobic  without  violence  or  haste.  The 
carrier  also  serves  to  distribute  the  sewage  to  the  different  pri- 
mary Ixxls  by  moans  of  the  regulation  chamljei-s  and  automatic 
distributing  apparatus.  The  primary  contact  beds  are  10  in 
number  for  the  ultimate  capacity,  but  it  is  expected  only  to  in- 
stall 6  of  them  in  the  first  instance,  and  these  6  are  to  be  only 
quarter  of  their  ultimate  length  for  the  first  60,000  gallons, 
thus  making  the  present  dimensions  of  each  Ix^d  25  feet  wide 
by  25  feet  long,  while  the  ultimate  dimensions  will  be  25  feet 
in  width  and  100  feet  long. 
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Tho  priniarj  beds  are  to  be  3  1-2  feet  deep,  fonned  of  con- 
crete sides  aiid  bottom  so  as  to  be  water  tight,  and  filled  with 
slag,  eindor  coko,  or  broken  stone  as  may  be  found  iiDost  eco- 
nomical. The  sewage  is  to  be  rapidly  emptied  upon  the  beda 
by  means  of  a  valve  opened  by  an  autora'atic  device,  and  the 
sewage  distributed  over  tlie  surface  by  half-tile  carriers  until 
the  bed  is  filled.  After  standing  full  for  from  two  to  three 
hours,  tho  bed  will  be  emptied  by  the  automatic  device  slowly, 
riud  then  stand  empty  for  three  or  four  hours  until  it  is  thor- 
oughly aired  out,  whqn  a  fresli  dose  will  be  emptied  into  it  to 
pursue  a  similar  process;  the  maximum  rate  of  passage  will  be 
iibout  two  cubic  feet  of  contact  material  to  each  cubic  foot  of 
sewage  per  24  hours. 

From  the  primary  filters  the  sew^age  will  be  passed  onto  a 
set  of  intermittent  sand  filters,  well  underdrained,  2% 'feet  in 
depth  and  situated  on  a  lower  level.  The  sewage  has  now  had 
its  suspended  matter  aud  the  largest  portion  of  its  organic  mat- 
ter in  solution  removed,  and  the  remaining  filtration  through 
llie  sand  can  1x3  accomplished  at  high  rates  witliout  clogging. 
"J'he  filtrate,  after  passing  through  this  plant,  which  if  the  plant 
is  properly  managed  should  l>e  nearly  pure  and  inoffensive 
water,  will  pass  into  the  Menomonie  river,  thereby  increasing 
the  fiow  of  that  river,  which  will  l)e  an  advantage. 

This  systent  is  undoubtedly  the  best  that  can  be  devised  for 
this  location,  and  is  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  which  has  been 
higlily  recommended  by  sanitary  engineers  and  sanitarians. 
It  has  been  in  successful  operation  in  Europe  for  some  time, 
and  in  a  numlxjr  of  places  also  in  this  country,  and  much  ex- 
peri  mentation  has  been  made  to  perfect  the  systeml  We  rec- 
ommend the  adoption  of  tliis  system  for  Wauwatosa,  and  be- 
lieve tliat  if  it  is  properly  managed  it  will  be  very  successful. 
Tlio  plan  outlaid  could  be  used  jointly  for  the  disposal  of  the 
sewage  of  Wauwatosa  and  the  county  institutions  located,  in 
Wauwatosa,  and  the  Board  suggests  the  advisability  of  joint 
action  in  the  consideration  and  use  of  this  proposed  plan,  be- 
lieving that  it  will  he  of  great  advantage  to  both  the  city  of 
AVauwatosa  and  Milwaukee  county.

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VACCINATION. 

The  quoation  of  snccossfnl  vaccination  after  an  attack  of 
Sniall]>ax  \vijus  discussed,  and  the  Seci-otary  presented  coinanuii- 
icationfl  fn)m  Dr.  John  Phillips  of  Stevens  Point,  Wis.,  Dr. 
n.  il.  Bracken,  Secretan^  of  the  State  Ik^ard  of  Health  of 
Miniiosf>ta,  Dr.  (-.  O.  ProW;,  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
I  leal  til  of  Ohio,  Dr.  J.  K.  McConnack,  Secretary  of  the  State 
Pjoard  of  Health  of  Kentucky,  and  Dr.  J.'N.  Tlurty,  Secretary 
of  th'j  State  Board. of  Health  of  Indiana,  all  of  whom  expressed 
the  Ix^liof  that  a  successful  vaccination  niiay  1x3  obtained  in  some 
cas(¥^  veiy  soon  after  roc^oveiy  of  an  attack  of  Smallpox, 
in  other  wonls  that  the  fact  tliat  a  successful  vaccination  is  ob- 
tained soon  after  tlie  recovery  from  an  attack  of  illness  is  no 
l)r(K)f  that  the  said  attack  of  illness  was  not  Snxallpox. 


A  fipociai  mooting  of  the  Board  was  held  July  20,  1901,  at 
11  o'clm'k,  on  ixxpiest  of  Governor  B.  M.  La  FoUette  at  the 
Exo<:»utive  ('haml>er,  Madiscm.  There  were  present  Dr.  Solon 
^farks,  Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Dr.  F.  C.  Suiter,  Dr.  Wm.  F. 
Whyt(,  and  Dr.  IT.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary  of  the  Boai-d; 
Dr.  J.  H.  IMcXeel  havinti:  l>een  unable  to  reach  Madison  until 
the  meeting  had  ad journed.  There  were  also  present  Col.  J.  0. 
^Iui'])hy,  Private  Secretaiy,  who  represented  the  Governor, 
and"  Assistant  Attorney  General  Hamilttm,  who  represented 
the  Attoi-ney  General ;  the  Governor  l)eing  unable  to  lie  present 
on  account  of  illness  which  confined  him  to  hisjiome.  The 
call  for  the  me^'^ting  stated  that  the  business  for  consideration 
was  the  Smallpox  situation  in  the  state.  The  Secretary  pre- 
s(^nted  a  telegram  fi-om  Dr.  G.  W.  Harrison,  a  member  of  the 
Board,  statino;  that  on  account  of  illness  he  was  unable  to  be 
present.  Col.  Murphy  then  stated  that  he  was  directed  by  the 
Governor  to  express  the  latter's  regrets  that  he  could  not  bo 
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present  at  the  meeting ;  that  he  desired  the  Board  to  fully  un- 
derstand tlie  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  powers  and  du- 
ties of  tlie.  State  Board  of  Health,  and  especially  ia  regard  to 
the  use  of  the  Contingent  Fund  appropriated  by  the  legislature 
at  the  last  session.  He  had  also  requested  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral to  prepare  and  submit  an  opinion  relating  to  the  matter 
at  this  tima  The  Assistant  Attorney  General  Hamilton  then 
presented  the  following  from  the  Attorney  General.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  coimmunication  from  your 
Private  Secretary,  stating  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  will 
hold  a  special  meeting  in  the  Executive  Office  today,  to  con- 
sider its  powei's  and  duties  under  the  law  respecting  the  danger 
of  an  epidemic  of  Smallpox  in  the  state  and  the  proper  use  of 
the  spc-cial  contingent  fimd  appropriated  by  chapter  200,  laws 
of  1001,  to  meet  sucli  emergencies,  and  that  he  is  directed  by 
you  to  I'cquest  this  offi.ce  to  prepare  for  tlie  information  of  the 
nieni]x»rs  of  the  State  Board  of  Healtli,  my  interpretation  of 
the  law  regarding  the  power  of  the  Board  to  umke  use  of  this 
sjK^cial  contingent  fund  in  the  work  of  suppressing  Smallpox 
as  it  is  no^vi  reported  to  exist  within  the  state;  concerning  the 
legality  of  the  payment  of  expenses  of  members  of  the  Board 
in  this  work,  fromi  such  fimd;  concerning  the  power  of  the 
lioard  to  provide  for  and  take  charge  of  the  treatment  of  pa- 
tients suflFering  from  Smallpox  in  any  community,  when  such 
]>atients  are  not  proper  charges  upon  the  commimity  in  which 
they  are  foimd  ill,  or  where  municipalities  are  without  means 
ue(jes.saTy  to  y>rovi(le  proper  treatment  and  care ;  and  also  as  to 
wlietli(vr  tlie  Board  nuiy,  in  the  pi'osecution  of  this  work,  em- 
ploy special  agents  or  representatives  to  assist  tliem  in  the 
work  and  compensate  them  from  the  special  contingent  fund. 

In  reply  will  say  that,  under  the  tenns  of  chapter  200,  tlie 
fund  therein  provided  may,  by  and  with  tlie  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Governor,  be  drawn  upon  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  and  used  by  it  in  such  manner  as  may  seem  tx>  be  nec- 
essaiy  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  Asiatic  Chol- 
era, Smallpox  or  other  dangerous  contagious  diseases  in  the 
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state.  A  largo  discretion  is  necessarily  confided  to  the  Board 
in  the  expenditure  of  this  contingent  fund  for  the  purposes 
named ;  that  i.s,  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  tlie 
diseajses  mentioned ;  and  I  l)elieve  tliat,  if  the  emergency 
is  such  as  t>o  demand  it  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  Avith 
your  advice  and  consent  the  fund  may  properly  bo  used  in  the 
work  of  suppressing  Smiillpox,  as  it  is  now  said  to  exist  in  cer- 
tain portions  of  the  state;  that  tlio  expenses  of  members  of  the 
Board  in  this  work  may  properly  te  paid  out  of  the  contingent 
fund. 

In  reply  to  the  question  as  to  the  power  of  the  Board  to  pro- 
vide for  and  take  charge  of  the  treatment  of  patients  when 
such  patient.s  are  not  properly  charges  upcm  the  coimnunity  in 
which  tliey  are  found  ill,  or  where  municipalities  are  without 
the  means  to  provide  tiK^atment,  will  say  that,  primarily  it  is 
the  duly  of  tlie  local  Board  of  Ifealth  to  proceed  under  section 
141  (),  Wisconsin  statutes,  to  provide  for  the  care  and  attend- 
ance of  such  patients.     This  section  provides  tliat  when  any 
]>erson  coming  from  abroad  or  residing  in  any  town  shall  be 
affected  with  Smallpox  or  other  contagious  disease,  the  proper 
Board  of  Health  may  immediately  cause  such  person  to  be  re- 
moved to  a  separate  house  or,  if  this  cannot  l)o  done  wthout 
danger,  such  Board  shall  make  provision  for  him  in  the  house 
where  he  may  l>e  and,  in  either  case,  provide  for  him  nurses 
and  necf^ssaries  which  shall  l)e  a  charge  to  the  person  so  taken 
care  of,  or  against  any  other  person  who  may  l^  liable  for  his 
support     Under  the  provisions  of  this  statute  it  is  in  all  ordi- 
nary- cases  plainly  the  duty  of  the  local  Board  of  Health  to 
furnish  the  necessary  metlical  treatment,  etc.     If  the  patients 
are  financially  res]ionsible,  this  is  a  proper  charge  against  tliem 
and  should  l)e  collected  from  them.     If  such  patients  are  in 
need  of  relief  as  poor  persons,  \\\q:  local  authorities  may,  under 
the  provisions  of  section  1512  for  the  relief  of  transient  poor, 
ju'ovidc  such  assistance  as  is  necessary  and,  by  complying  wnth 
the  provisions  of  this  section  in  regard  to  notice,  etc,  make  a 
charge  figainst  the  county  for  such  relief.     In  all  ordinary 
cases  the  relief  should  Ix^  furnished  as  indicated,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  local  authorities  to  act  under  these  sections.

As  stated  to  you  in  my  letter  of  June  22nd,  1901,  I  am  of 
ihe  o]>inion  that  the  contingent  fund  cannot  properly  be  ex- 
pende<l  to  com]x^nsate  ntimicipalities  for  moneys  already  ex- 
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peuded,  where  the  danger  of  tlio  introduction  or  spread  of  con- 
tagious diseases  no  longer  exists.  However  section,  1408,  stat- 
ures of  18 J) 8,  ivhiiing  to  the  power  of  tlie  State  Board  of 
Health,  provides  that  said  Board  may  in  emergency  "provide 
those  sick  with  any  such  disease,  witli  necessary  medical  aid 
and  with  temporaiy  liospit^als  for  their  acconunodation  and  also 
for  their  nurses  and  attendants." 

Under  tlie  provision  above  quoted,  there  can  be  little  ques- 
tion that  the  State  Board  may  pay  for  the  expenses  incurred 
thereunder,  out  of  the  contingent  fund  provided  by  chap- 
ter 200,  and,  in  case  the  circumstances  are  such  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  as  to  justify  incurring  expense  thereimder,  it  is 
not  only  tlie  power,  but  the  duty,  of  the  lx)ard  to  act,  taking 
such  mpasures  as  in  its  judgment  is  deemed  necessary  to  pre- 
vent tlie  introduction  and  spread  of  the  disease,  although,  as 
before  stated,  it  is  in  all  ordinary  cases  the  duty  of  the  local 
authorities  to  act  under  section  1416. 

I  am  also  of  Uie  opinion  that  the  Board  may,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment it  deems  it  necessary,  employ  special  agents  or  represen- 
.  tatives  to  assist  tJiem  in  stamping  out  the  present  epidemic  of 
Snialljx>x,  for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  the  interests  of  the 
5tate  and  public,  and  conii)ensate  such  special  agent  from  the 
contingent  fund.  Yours  truly,

The  Secretary  suggested  the  plan  of  holding  a  joint  meeting 
with  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Minnesota  at  Duluth,  Min- 
nesota, together  with  health  officers  located  in  tlie  region  of  the 
lumber  camps  both  in  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  also  with  such 
men  eiigaged  in  the  lumber  business  as  Avould  attend  such  meet- 
ing, the  object  being  to  formulate  some  plan  or  plans  that  all 
could  take  part  in  to  help  eradicate  the  disease  existing  in  both 
states.  Mr.  Murphy,  the  Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor, 
relattxl  the  views  of  the  Governor  to  the  effect  that  he  believed 
the  Board  had  full  powers  under  the  law  to  take  active  meas- 
ures to  eradicate  the  disease;  that  the  Board  should  investigate 
the  matter  thoroughly  and  take  such  measures  as  they  could, 
and  that  he  would,  do  all  in  his  power  to  supi>ort  any  action 
taken  by  tliem  which  was  regulated  by  law. 
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Aiigiist  13,  1901,  a  special  meeting  was  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent io  nio^t  at  Duliith,  Minnesota,  with  the  State  Board  of 
Health  of  Minnesota,  local  health  officers  of  the  regions  of  the 
hiniber  camps  of  lx>th  states,  and  lumbermen,  for  the  pnr- 
pof^  of  taking  joint  action  in  the  two  states  to  prevent  the  in- 
troduction and  spread  of  Smallpox,  and  such  other  business  as 
might  come  before  the  Board.  The  Board  met  the  aforesaid 
in  the  afternoon  at  the  City  Hall,  Duluth.  There  were  pres- 
ent, "Dr.  Solon  Marks,  President,  Dr.  G.  W.  Harrison,  Dr.  Q. 
O.  Sutlierland,  Dr.  P.  C.  Suiter,  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingat©, 
Socretaiy  of  the  Wisconsin  Board,  Dr.  H.  M.  Bracken,  Secre- 
tary, and  one  other  member  of  the  Minnesota  Board,  and  a 
inmibor  of  local  liealth  officers  of  both  states,  and  lumbermen 
to  the  numlx^r  of  from  forty  to  fifty.  A  general  discussion  fol- 
lowed and  as  a  result  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Besolved^  First  tliat  the  State  Board  of  Health  appoint 
medical  inspectors  to  act  as  experts  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state ;  to  visit  suspecte<3  cases  of  contagious  diseases  in  districts 
wliero  there  are  no  medical  health  officers.  That  such  inspect- 
ors su|X?rintend  the  removal  of  all  those  ill  with  a  contagious 
disease  to  a  suitable  quarantine  hospital  or  place  for  quaran- 
tine, giving  such  patients  over  to  the  control  of  ihe  local  Board 
of  Health ;  that  sucli  inspectors  should  receive  a  compensation 
frouii  the  state  at  the  rate  of  $2.  a  visit,  with  mileage  one  way 
at  the  rate  of  $1  per  mile.  Tlio  inspectors  shall  make  note 
of  the  residence  (county  or  state)  of  any  patient  who  inny  come 
under  their  ol>s;er\''ation.  They  must  also  report  tlieir  actions 
at  once  t/)  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Second,  That  the  owner,  manager,  agent,  or  foreman  oi 
other  person  in  charge  of  any  lumlx^r  Ciimp  or  other  industry 
in  wliich  men  are  employed  shall  n^quire  vaccination  as  a  con- 
dition of  employment. 

Tliird,  Tliat  tlie  state  inspectors  shall  be  prepared  to  vac- 
cinate at  any  C4imp  at  the  expense  of  the  men  themf^elves,  tlio 
eni/ployers,  or  county,  for  the  material. 

Fourth,  Tlint  in  connection  with  tlieir  camps,  works,  or 
dwelling's,  or  convenient  group  of  camps,  works,  or  dwellings 
coining  under  these  regulations  there  shall  be  constructed  a 
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building,  or  in  lieu  thereof  a  double  walled  tent  or  tents  which 
shall  bo  kept  on  hand  \vith  floor  or  floors,  and  with  facililies 
for  heating  and  ventilation  for  the  reservation  of  any  employe 
who  may  become  sick ;  and  should  any  disease  of  a  contagious 
nature  as  defined  by  the  public  health  laws,  break  out  the  hos- 
pital building  or  tent  must  be  located  by  the  physician  in 
charge  of  the  patient,  in  a  position  satisfactory  to  any  health 
ofiicer  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of  Healtli  to  inspect  the 
camp  or  works. 

Fiftli,  That  all  disinfection  must  be  conducted  by  a  compe^- 
lent  disinfector. 

Sixth,  That  all  camps  in  which  Smallpox  has  existed  during 
the  past  year  must  be  immediately  disinfected  or  quarantined 
until  they  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  or  burned.  The 
same  regulation  shall  apply  to  th6  contents  of  all  such  camps. 
The  expense  of  disinfection  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  of  the 
camp,  and  the  disinfector  employed  shall  be  subject  to  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Seventli,  That  as  the  state  laws  of  both  Minnesota  and  Wisr 
eonsin  provide  that  tlie  expenses  of  caring  for  persons  infected 
witli  a  contiigious  disease  shall  be  borne  by  the  person  infected, 
if  ho  is  able ;  be  it 

liKb'OLVED,  That  all  employers  of  laborers  withhold  from 
such  employes  who  may  become  infected  with  a  contagious  dis- 
ease, and  to  whom  a  salary  is  due  at  the  time  of  such  infection, 
all  moneys  or  wages  due  him  until  his  discharge  from  the  hosr 
l)ital  or  place  of  detention ;  tliat  moneys  or  wages  bo  withlicld 
from  any  such  employes  with  suspicious  symptomis  until  the 
diagnosis  of  the  disease*  has  been  dctennined  by  a  competent 
physician.  i 


On  August  14,  1001,  the  State  Board  met  at  Wefit  Superior 
at  ten  o'clo<»k  A.  M.  There  were  present  Dr.  Solon  Marks, 
President,  Dr.  G.  W.  Harrison,  Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutlierland,  Dr.  F. 
0.  Suiter,  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary.  Also  tlie 
Health  Comanissionor,  citv  attornov,  mayor,  and  several  otlier 
memljers  of  tlio  city  government  of  West  Superior,  togetlier 
with  several  local  health  oflicers  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
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state.  A  general  informal  discnssion  followed  in  regard  to  tlie 
Smallpox  situation  in  and  alx)ut  West  Superior.  Tlie  Health 
Conuuissioner  of  West  Superior  stiited  that  they  had  cared  for 
some  -i-f)©  C4ises  (vi  Snialljx)x,  many  of  them  liaving  no  legal  res- 
idence anywhere  and  lie  thought  the  state  shoidd  pay  for  tlie 
care  of  these  cases,  lie  stated  that  the  funds  of  lK>th  the  city 
and  county  had  Ix^en  long  since  exliausted  and  they  had  no 
means  witli  which  thev  could  continue  the  work.  Tlie  Secre- 
tary  presented  the  oi)inion  of  the  Attorney  General,  as  given  to 
the  governor,  for  the  Ix^nefit  of  those  present.  After  consider- 
ahle  discussion  the  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution: 

Ilesolve<l,  That  the  State  Board  will  pay  the  expenses  from 
th(?  (contingent  fund,  subject  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
(Joveinor,  for  tlie  care  of  cases  of  Smjill|>ox  where  affidavit 
is  pres<inted  to  the  eifect  that  such  cases  have  no  legal  residence, 
the  payment  to  include  such  cases  as  had  lx>en  cared  for  from 
June  1,  1001,  and  to  apply  t/>  any  lo<*ality  which  had  exhausted 
its  funds  in  caring  for  such  cases. 

It  was  also  agi'eed  to  a}>point  special  medical  inspectoi's  to  l)e 
paid  from  the  contingent  fund  to  visit  camps  in  the  various  coun- 
ties and  superintend  the  disinfection  of  tliose  that  msiy  be  in- 
fected with  Small])ox;  to  urge  the  vaccination  of  men  eml[)loyed 
in  the  cani])s  as  a  c^uidition  of  employment,  and  also  t/>  Urge  die 
erection,  l)y  the  owners  of  luml)er  camps,  of  detention  hospitals  in 
order  that  anv  case  of  sickness  that  mav  occur  in  the  caniips  niav 
l)e  reMi»>vod  to  these  hos]>itals  and  thus  prevent  the  camps  from 
l>fH'oming  infect(Hl,  and  also  to  prevent  the  patient,  if  ho  l)e  suf- 
fencing  from  a  contagious  disease,  from  ex|>osing  the  coninui- 
nity.  niesc*,  iiisjxictors  were  also  to  investigate  any  suspected 
cases  or  outbreaks  of  Smallpox  in  their  respective  cx>un- 
ties,  and  to  see  that  strict  quarantine  is  established  and  tliat 
all  useful  measures  are  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease. It  was  further  agreed  that  when  practicable,  health  offi- 
cers slKUild  l>e  a])pointed  to  fill  tlie  positions  of  sjxx^ial  medical 
inspectol's.     These  inspectors  were  to  make  frequent  and  full

reports  of  all  tlioir  doings  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 


Septoinher  28,  1001,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  was 
called  by  the  President  for  the  purpose  of  considering  tlie  mat- 
ter of  the  examination  of  undertakers  and  issuing  licenses  in 
cimipliance  vnili  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  1901.  There 
were  present  Dr.  Solon  Marks,  President ;  Dr.  Wm.  F.  Whyte, 
Dr.  F.  C.  Suiter,  Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Win- 
gate,  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Confer- 
ence of  State  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health  of  Korth  Amer- 
ica, relative  to  amending  !Rule  two  of  the  rules  governing  the 
preparation  of  bodies  dead  of  contagious  disease,  and  by  a 
vote  of  the  Board  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  strike  out 
that  portion  which  required  the  body  to  be  enveloped  in  a  layer 
of  cotton  not  less  than  an  inch  thick,  and  bandaged,  in  all  cases 
wdierc  arterial  and  cavity  injection  had  been  performed  On 
motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  voted  to  authorize  the  President 
and  Secretaiy  of  the  Board,  as  the  executive  comimittee,  to 
conduct  and  pass  upon  all  examinations  of  undertakers  for 
licenses,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  relative  to  the  rap- 
tor as  canw)  up.  In  connection  with  tlio  issuing  of  licenses  and 
the  transportation  of  the  dead,  on  motion  it  was  duly  seconded 
and  vot-ed  that  it  l)e  the  rule  of  the  Board  that  if  an  appli- 
cant for  license  as  an  embalnier  fail  in  his  first  examination 
lie  bo  allowed  to  come  up  once  again  within  a  year  from  his 
first  examination  without  an  extra  fee,  but  for  all  subsequent 
examinations  a  fee  of  $5  shall  be  charged.  On  motion,  duly 
seconded,  it  was  voted  that  in  case  an  applicant  for  embalmer^s 
license  hold  a  license  from;  anv  other  state  board  that  has  re- 
qniiTments  etpiivalent  to  those  of  this  state,  and  that  he  shows 
evidence  of  good  standing  with  the  board  from  which  he  has 
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receive<l  a  liceiijse,  he  shall  he  granted  a  license  without  an  ex- 
amination on  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  $1.00. 


January  17,  1002,  the  regular  annual  jnoe^Jng  of  the  Board 
was  held  at  the  Park  Hotel,  iladison,  he^ginning  at  one  o'clock 
P.  M.  Tlicro  were  present  Dr.  Solon  Marks,  President;  Dr. 
F.  v.  Suit<>r,  Dr.  \Vm.  F.  Whyte,  l>r.  Q:  O.  Sitliorland,  Dr. 
J.  ir.  McNeel,  and  Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary;  the  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  Marks,  in  the  chair. 

'llio  Socrotiiry  presented  a  synopsis  of  die  work  dono  in  his 
office  during  the  past  six  months,  Avhich  was  road  and  accepted, 
and  ordered  plaanl  on  file.  Keportft  were  presented  from  dif- 
ferent menil)ers  of  the  Board  of  insixx*,tions  made  in  different 
parts  of  the  state,  all  of  w^liich  were  accepted  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

The  Seei-etary  presented  several  letters  received  from  Dr.  W. 
P.  Koljcrts  of  Janesville,  asking  tlie  13oard  to  take  stei>s  hy 
way  of  oxperinients  to  aid  in  settling  the  question  of  the  rela- 
tionship and  the  communicability  of  bovine  and  human  tuber- 
culosis. Dr.  Ilol)erts  was  pres^^nt  and  stated  his  views  concern- 
ing tlie  matto',  and  had  taken  tlio  ground  that  the  Board,  1h?- 
ing  provided  with  a  contingent  fund,  oould  take  up  tliis  work. 
In  reply  to  this  argument,  the  Secretary  presented  the  follow- 
ing le(  tor  from  the  Attoraey  General :

Dkak  Sik: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  11th  inst., 
asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  contingent  fund  appro- 
priated by  chapter  200  of  the  laws  of  1901  can,  with  the  con- 
sent of  tlie  Governor,  be  used  by  your  Board  if  it  shall  be 
deemed  advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  certain  ex- 
periments to  attempt  to  solve  the  question  whether  tuberculo- 
sis in  milch  cows  can  be  transmitted  by  milk  or  otherwise,  to 
the  human  family. 
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In  reply  I  would  say,  that  I  have  given  this  miattej:  careful 
consideration  and  T  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not  the  in- 
tention of  the  legislature  that  this  fund  should  bo  used  for  such 
j)urpose.  I  think  tlie  legislature  intended  that  this  fund 
should  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  such  diseases  as 
Smallpox,  Asiatic  C -holera,  and  other  diseases  of  a  highly  con- 
tagious character.  It  may  l>e  very  important  that  your  Board 
should  cairy  on  tlie  experiments  mentioned,  but  I  think  there 
is  notliing  in  chapter  200  which  would  authorize  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  tlierefor.

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

liosolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  communicate 
with  Prof.  IT.  L.  Russell  of  the  StatiO  Tlnivei'sity,  and  the  cx)n- 
suiting  bactoriolofirist  of  the  Board,  and  ask  him  if  he  has  anv 
plan ;  if  so,  for  him  to  communicate  it,  if  he  \\dll,  to  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  for  the  purpose  of  testing  the  question  of  the 
oommunicability  of  tuberculosis  of  anim.al  to  man,  the  work 
to  be  done  with,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  a  report  concerning  the  license 
of  undertakei-s  in  the  state  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  401,  laws  of  1001,  and  the  rules  of  the  Board 
adopted  June  25,  1901.  iN'umber  of  undertakers  notified  in 
the  entire  state,  about  400.  Number  of  applicants  for  exami- 
nation, 270;  number  appearing  for  and  taking  examination, 
258 ;  mmiJber  passing  examination,  248 ;  number  of  licenses  is- 
sued, 247;  number  of  applicants  failing  to  pass  examination, 
10;  number  of  applicants  holding  licenses  from  other  states, 
11.  It  was  reported  that  applications  were  l)eing  continually 
received,  a  few  at  a  time,  and  that  eventually  all  of  the  under- 
takers in  the  state  would  take  out  licenses. 

The  Secretary  presented  correspondence  between  himself 
and  the  Health  Commissioner  of  the  citv  of  Milwaukee,  in 
which  \hQ  latter  desired  \he  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  rela- 
tive to  the  quarantine  of  Scarlet  Fever  to  be  modified  as  it  was 
claimed  that  tliat  portion  which  related  to  adults  was  believed 
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to  be  too  stringent.  TTie  Secretary  took  the  ground  tliat  the 
rule  was  nooos?iary,  if  any  rules  were  to  bo  enforced.  After 
a  free  discussion  of  the  subject,  on  motion  it  was  voted  by  the 
Board  that  the  rules  should  remain  as  adopted. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  Prentice, 
relative  to  an  opinion  given  by  a  court  commissioner  on  his 
granting  a  liaheas  corpus  writ  and  letting  a  Smallpox  patient 
out  of  quarantine.  The  case  had  been  quarantinecl  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  two  physicians,  of  good  standing,  one  of  them  acting 
as  medical  insixictor  of  this  Board  at  die  time.  The  matter 
liad  be<Mi  referred  to  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  following 
reply  had  been  received:

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  T  have  given  this  matter  careful 
attention,  and  have  also  placed  tlie  matter  Ix^fore  the  Gover- 
nor, as  you  re(]uestcd  in  your  letter.  I  am  of  opinion  that  tliere 
is  nothing  that  can  be  done  in  this  case,  except  to  have  the 
habeas  corpus  proceedings  reviewe<l  l)v  the  circuit  court  of 
Prico  counlv,  under  so<!tion  3043  of  the  statutes  of  1898;  and, 

if  the  decision  of  Judge is  not  satisfactory,  the 

matter  can  tlien  Ix^.  taken  by  writ  of  eiTor  to  the  supreme  court 
of  this  state. 

It  is  possildo  that  you  may  not  l)e  able  to  get  a  hearing  of 

this  matter  before  Judge in  time  to  he  of  verv 

much  service  in  this  particular  case ;  but  you  can  at  least  get 
a  ruling  upon  the  question  and  establish  a  precedent  whicli 
mav  bo  of  fffcat  service  to  vour  Board  and  to  other  boards  in 
the  future.

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This  opinion  was  sent  to  tlie  health  officer  of  Prentice  and 
lie  was  asked  to  follow  the  advice  contained  therein,  but  word 
camo  back  that  the  village  of  Prentice  had  no  funds  to  go  on 
with  the  case,  and  as  this  Board  had  no  funds  upon  which  it 
could  take  hold  of  such  case,  the  matter  was  dropped  for  want 
of  moans  to  carry  it  on.

The   Secretary   presented   the   matter  of  the  refusal  of  the 

authorities  of  the  township  of  to  "  quarantine 

cases  of  Smallpox,  the  health  officer  reporting  that  the  town 
authorities  had  had  a  regular  meeting  and  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  "That  they  would  pay  no  more  bills  for  quar- 
antining people  with  this  so-called  Smallpox."  On  receiving 
this  information  the  Secretary  sent  an  order,  in  duplicate,  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county,  to  be  served  by  him  on  the  chair- 
man of  the  town  board  of ,  directing  the  authori- 
ties to  establish  prompt  and  efficient  quarantine  in  all  cases 
of  Smallpox  occurring  in  their  jurisdiction  under  penalty  of 
law.  In  due  time  the  sheriff  made  his  return.  He  had  served 
the  papers,  and  soon  after  that,  word  was  received  that  the 
board  had  rescinded  their  resolution  not  to  quarantine,  and 
were  acting  promptly  in  all  cases  as  the  law  directed.  In  re- 
gard to  this  action,  the  Attorney  General  was  appealed  to  for 
an  opinion  concerning  cases  of  this  kind  that  might  occur  in 
the  future,  and  the  following  was  received:  ,

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  stating  that  you 
have  received  information  from  the  health  officer  of  the  towni 
Qf ^  county  of ,  that  Smallpox  ex- 
ists in  that  town,  and  that  the  local  authorities  have  -passed 
resolutions,  declining  to  quarantine  any  cases  or  pay  any  ex- 
pense of  the  care  of  any  cases  of  Smallpox  in  their  jurisdic- 
tion; that  you  have  notified  the  local  authorities  that  they  must 
establish  quarantine,  or  your  Board  will  establish  quarantine 
at  the  expense  of  the  town  under  the  provisions  of  section  1408 
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of  the  revised  statutes  of  1898,  and  asking  whether  I  think 
this  is  the  best  and  proper  course  to  pursue  under  the  circum- 
stance; and  also  whether  if  you  are  forced  to  establish  quar- 
antine, what  steps  should  be  taken  to  compel-  the  town  to  pay 
the  expense  of  the  same. 

In  reply  I  would  say,  thai  said  section  1408  among  other 
things,  provides: 

"It  is  the  duty  of  all  city,  county,  town  and  village  of- 
ficers, of  all  local  boards  of  health,  ****** 
to  co-operato  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  in  carrying 
out  these  provisions,  and,  if  such  co-operation  be  refused 
or  witliheld,  said  Board  may  execute  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions by  agents  of  its  own  appointment  and  all  expense 
incurred  in  so  doing  shall  be  paid  by  the  coimty,  city,  town, 
or  village,  the  officers  of  which  have  failed  to  so  co-oner- 
ate  and  in  behalf  of  which  expenses  have  in  consequence 
thereof  been  incurred." 

I  tliink  under  this  section  your  Board  has  full  authority  to 
establish  quarantine  in  the  case  put,  in  which  event  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  town  to  pay  the  expenses  tliereof,  and  that  if  it  neg- 
lects or  refuses  to  do  so  that  it  may  be  compelled  to  do  the 
same  by  a  proper  proceeding  brought  for  that  purpose.

The  Secretary  presented  tlie  following  report  of  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  scAvage  disposal  problem  at  Eva.nsville,  Wis.,  the 
inspection  having  Ix^cn  made  l)y  Dr.  Sutherland  and  himself:

Officer  Officials,  ef  oL,  Evansville,  Wis. 
Gentlemen: — Some  few  weeks  since  the  State  Board  of 
Health  received  a  petition,  consisting  of  a  complaint  of  an  al- 
leged sewage  nuisance,  signed  by  some  twenty  citizens  of  Evans- 
ville.    A  little  later  we  received  a  request  from  your  City  At- 
torney to  visit  the  city  and  give  an  opinion  and  make  recom- 
mendations   concerning    the    sanitary  condition  and  a  system 
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of  sewage  disposal  for  Bvansville.  In  compliance  therewith 
we  visited  Evansvillc  on  September  5,  1901,  with  some  of  the 
city  officials  and  others,  we  made  an  inspection  of  the  loca- 
tion where  the  alleged  niiisance  was  said  to  exist,  and  the  origin 
and  course  of  tlie  creek  that  nins  through  the  city,  together 
with  the  location  for  the  proposed  sewerage  system,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

At  the  time  of  our  visit  we  found  no  perceptible  nuisance 
existing  in  the  creek  as  alleged,  but,  judging  from  its  condi- 
tion, we  doubt  not  there  had  l>een,  some  tiniie  previous,  more 
or  loss  of  a  nuisance.  One  of  the  industries  which  drains  into 
the  creek,  and  which  had  perhaps  caused  some  diffi<5ulty  in 
times  past,  had  made  certain  improvements  in  its  drainage 
process,  to  the  effect  that  we  think  in  the  future  there  will 
1)0  no  perceptible  or  serious  nuisance  resulting  therefrom. 
The  present  season  is  a  very  dry  one  in  the  locality,  and  as 
soon  ss  rain  falls,  wliich  may  be  expected  in  the  near  future, 
the  creek  will  undoubtedly  l>e  very  much  improved.  Wo  learn 
that  this  creek  is  growing. smaller  year  by  year  and  may  event- 
ually be  entirely  dried  up.  The  proposition  of  emptying  the 
jiroposed  sewers  of  tlie  city  into  this  creek  is  one  which  we 
cannot  recoimnend.  We  learn  that  the  city  is  about  to  put  in 
a  public  water  sup])ly,  and  of  course  a  system  of  sersveraxre 
shoulii  follow  in  tliis  connection,  and  if  a  proportion  of  tlie 
citizens  who  would  connect  to  sewer  should  drain  the  sewage 
of  houses  and  business  institutions  into  this  creek  in  its  pres- 
ent condition  it  would  create  a  verv  decided  nuisance  in  a  very 
short  time.  Whatever  system  of  sewerage  is  adopted,  we  rec- 
omjnend  that  the  system  Ix*  a  combined  one,  that  is,  that  tlie 
city  and  tlie  two  industries  that  are  located  therein  be  con- 
nected to  one  system  of  sewerage.  We  believe  that  tlie  main 
sewerage  outlet  should  enter  the  creek  at  about  tho  junction 
where  the  other  creek  eiiters  the  main  one ;  as  the  branch  creek 
originates  from  springs  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  it  is  not 
liable  to  dry  up,  and  with  the  amount  of  sewage  tJiat  would 
go  into  it,  quite  a  perceptible  stream  would  be  created  from  that 
]X)int. 

We  believe  that  the  rains  will  very  soon  wash  out  the  old 
creek  and  remedy  any  unsanitary  conditions  that  may  have 
existed  therein,  and  that  it  would  be  better  that  no  sewage  go 
into  this  creek. 
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Xow,  as  to  the  question  of  allowing  the  sewage. to  go  into 
the  creek  at  the  point  Avhere  the  two  creeks  join,  we  believe 
a  nuisance  will  eventually  l)e  creatdd,  if  not  very  soon,  unless 
this  sewage  is  treated  in  som6  manner.  Looking  to  the  future 
sanitary  conditions,  we  believe  that  permanent  improvements 
should  be  made  at  once,  and  our  opinion  is  given  taking  un- 
der consideration  tlie  future  needs  of  the  city  as  well  as  the 
present.  There  are  two  methods  of  sewage  disposal  which 
are  giving  more  or  less  satisfaction  at  the  present  time,  and 
are  being  adopted  in  different  parts  of  the  world  with  more 
or  less  success.  One  is  what  is  known  as  the  septic  tank 
process,  and  the  other  the  intermittent  filtration  through  land 
system.  The  septic  tank  system  is  of  recent  origin  and  is  well 
adapted  to  a  place  the  size  of  Evansville.  To  give  a  brief  de- 
scription of  this  process,  I  would  state  that  the  sewage  com- 
ing from  the  sewers  enters  first  into  what  is  known  as  a  septic 
tank.  In  this  tank  the  sewaije  is  submitted  to  bacteria  which 
act  upon  and  destroy -pathogenic  bacteria  and  render  them 
harmless.  The  effluent  from  these  tanks  is  discharged  upon 
filter  beds  by  an  automatic  device  having  several  beds  so  that 
while  one  is  filtering  the  otlicr  is  being  prepared  for  the  next 
discharge.  The  filter  lx?ds  are  composed  of  several  layers  of 
sma]l  stones,  gravel  and  sand.  The  effluent  that  comes  through 
this  process  can  go  into  any  stream  without  causing  any  nui- 
sance. We  believe  this  system  would  be  a  very  satisfactory 
one  for  Evansville  and  we  prefer  it  to  any  other. 

The  other  process  is  the  intermittent  filtration  through  land 
and  is  similar  to  the  other  process  without  the  septic  tank. 
Sewage  that  can  be  deposited  on  land  that  will  grow  vegeta- 
tion sufficient  to  use  up  the  solid  materials  of  the  sewage  will 
not  cause  any  nuisance,  but  this  process  requires  more  or  less 
intelligent  management — in  fact,  any  process  must  be  properly 
mana.2:ed  to  be  a  success.  We  believe  either  one  of  these  proc- 
esses well  adapted  to  Evansville,  but  we  favor  the  septic  tank 
process.  We  believe  that  unless  the  sewage  is  treated  in  some 
such  way  as  this  before  it  enters  the  creek,  that  a  nuisance  will 
1)0  created  sooner  or  later,  and  it  is  much  better  to  prevent  the 
pollution  of  the  creek  than  to  attempt  to  remedy  it  after  a 
few  years  of  pollution.  Moreover,  yoii  will  prevent  a  nuisance 
by  adopting  some  such  process  that  you  will  not  have  to  abate 
in  the  future. 
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Tho  Secretary  presented  the  matter  of  building  a  sanato- 
rium for  the  treatment  of  consumption,  the  samo  to  be  erected 
and  managed  after  the  manner  of  other  state  hospitals.  The 
Secretary  very  strongly  favored  tliis  movenient,  and  suggested 
that  there  were  several  good  locations  in  the  state  for  such,  an 
institution.  Some  discussion  followed  this  suggestion,  but  no 
action  was  taken.

June  25,  1902,  the  regular  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
was  held  at  the  Plankinton  Hoiise,  Milwaukee,  beginning  at 
eleven  o'clock  A  M.,  and  tliere  were  present:  Dr.  Solon  Marks, 
President;  Dr.  Q.  O.  Sutherland,  Dr.  L.  E.  Spencer,  Dr.  U. 
O.  B.  Wingate,  Secretary,  the  Presideirt  in  tho  chair.  Dr.  L. 
E.  Spencer  of  Wausau,  having  been  recently  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  by  Governor  LaFollette  in  tho  place  of  Dr. 
J.  IT.  McNeel,  whose  term'  of  office  expired  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  February,  1901,  was  in  attendance  at  this  meeting  of 
tho  Board  for  tho  first  time. 

The  Secretary  reported,  in  compliance  with  the  resolution 
adopted  at  a  former  meeting,  concerning  a  conference  with 
Prof.  IT.  L  .Russell,  relative  to  tho  matter  of  tuberculosis,  by 
'submitting  tlio  following  commnnication :

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
29th  inst,  relative  to  testing  the  communicability  of  bovine 
tuberculosis  to  the  human.  Regarding  the  same,  would  say 
that  I  do  not  see  how  satisfactory  experiments  can  be  made 
directly.  Tho  only  available  means  of  proving  definitely  the 
disputed  question  is  by  the  accumulation  of  data  as  to  acci- 
dental infections  and  also  by  hospital  statistics;  this  is  not 
within  tlie  purview  of  experimental  tests. 

I  have  no  plan  to  propose  that  would  be  of  any  value  in 
the  matter.  I  should,  however,  be  willing  to  be  of  any  serv- 
ice I  could  to  your  Board  in  regard  to  the  matter.

Tho  Secretary  presented  a  synopsis  of  the  work  done  in  the 
office  dwring  tlie  past  six  months.  The  same  was  accepted  and 
ordered  placed  on  file. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  a  report  relative  to  issuing  of 
licenses  to  undertakers,  and  stated  that  since  January  1,  1902, 
there  had  been:  Number  of  applicants  for  examination,  16; 
numlxTr  of  applicants  examined,  10;  number  of  applicants 
holding  license  from  other  states,  6 ;  number  of  licenses  issued, 
15 ;  number  of  applicants  failing  to  pass,  1. 

The  Secretai-y  then  presented  the  matter  of  attending  cases 

of  Smallpox  at ,  where  the  local  board  of  health 

had  failed  to  act  after  being  repeatedly  requested  to,  and  that 
a  medical  inspector  was  sent  to  furnish  aid;  that  he  had  ren- 
dered a  bill  for  the  same;  tliat  tliere  were  twenty-four  patients 

attended.     The  bills  had  been  rendered  to  the  town  of 

and  the  authorities  had  stated  in  reply  that  the  matter  of  pay- 
ment would  be  considered  at  the  meeting  of  the  auditing  com-- 
niittoo  in  December  next.     The  Secretary  had  asked  tbe  opin- 
ion of  tho  Attoniey  General  concerning  the  matter,  and  had 
iHX'iuved  the  following  reply:

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th.  inst, 
iu  relation  to  the  claim  of  your  Board  against  the  town  of 

,  county    of ,  in   this  state,  and 

asking  me  to  write  a  letter  to  the  town  board  demanding  pay- 
ment of  said  claim.  In  reply  I  would  say  that  I  think  if  the 
town  insists  upon  not  paying  this  there  is  no  way  to  compel 
its  pa}?ment  except  by  presenting  the  claim  to  the  board  under 
sections  820  and  -621  of  the  statutes  of  1808,  and  then  if  it 
is  not  audited  and  allowed,  suit  can  be  brought.  But  under 
s-ection  824  it  cannot  he  brought  imtil  after  the  next  annual 
toAvn  meeting  which  will  be  in  April  next.  You  will  see  by 
reading  these  sections  that  the  board  cannot  be  compelled  to  act 
as  a  board  of  audit  except  twice  each  year,  and  that  action  can- 
jiot  be  oonmienced  until  after  the  annual  town  meeting.  I  pre- 
sume this  is  for  the  pui-pose  of  allowing  the  board  to  refer  its 
.  contested  claims  to  the  voters  so  as  to  enable  them  to  act  upon 
it  at  the  annual  meeting.  I  am  sorry  that  there  is  no  way  of 
compelling  payment  of  this  money  sooner  but  there  seems  to  be 
none.  I  would  draw  your  attention  especially  to  sub-division 
2  of  section  821  of  the  statutes  of  1898,  which  provides  the  way 
in  which  tJie  claim  shall  be  made  out  and  filed.

The  Secretary  state<l  that  he  had  filed  tlie  bill  vntli  the  town 

clerk  of ',  properly  sworn  to  as  required  by  law,  ac- 

cordins:  to  the  instructions  of  the  Attomev  General,  and  that  he 
propoeed  to  go  before  the  Board  of  audit  when  it  met  in  Dcr 
cember  next  and  argue  the  claim. 

The  Secretary  then  presented  the  following  findings  concern- 
ing the  proposed  system  of  sewerage  for  the  village  of  Cudaliy, 
in  compliance  with  tlio  request  of  the  local  authorities: 
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Milwaukee,  April  7,  1902.

Dear  Sir  :  In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  5th  inst,  in  which 
you  ask  for  our  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  plans  for  a  sew- 
erage system  as  drawn  by  Mr.  Steinhagen,  for  the  village  of 
Cudaliy,  Wis.,  we  beg  to  state  that  we  can  see  no  objection  to 
the  proposed  system  while  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and  several 
other  cities  along  Lake  Michigan  drain  their  sewage  into  the 
same. 

Wo  therefore  approve  of  the  plans  as  submitted  to  us  by 
Mr.  Steinhagen,  but  we  desire  to  add  the  proviso  that  in  the 
future  there  should  be  provided  a  filtration  plant  whereby  the 
sewage  can  be  filtered  to  the  extent  that  tlie  effluent  which  flows 
into  the  lake  mjiy  be  free  from  pathogenic  and  other  dangerous 
bacteria.  Wo  believe  the  time  is  coming  when  all  the  sewage 
flowing  into  tlie  lake  should  be  treated  by  such  a  process  of  fil- 
tration as  above  named. 

On  motioUj  duly  seconded,  it  was  voted  to  revoke  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Board  August  14-,  1901,  providing  for  pay- 
ing from  the  contingent  fund  "for  the  care  of  cases  of  Small- 
pox where  aflJdavit  was  presented  to  the  effect  that  such  cases 
had  no  legal  residence;  the  payment  to  include  such  cases  as 
had  been  cared  for  from  June  1,  1901,  and  to  apply  to  any  lo- 
cality which  had  exhausted  its  funds  in  caring  for  such  cases.*' 

The  Secretary  presented  report  of  the  committee,  consisting 
of  himself,  delegated  to  attend  a  special  Conference  of  State 
Boards  of  Health  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  March  12,  1902. 
The  same  was  accepted  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 

A  communication  from  Governor  LaFoUetto  was  presented 
to  the  Board  concerning  the  expenditure  of  the  contingent  fund 
and  the  same  was  received  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Secretary  presented  reports  from  several  members  of 
the  Board,  and  others,  who  had  made  certain  investigations  in 
different  localities  in  the  state,  all  of  which  were  accepted  and 
placed  on  file. 
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The  Secretary  then  presented  the  matter  of  Bubonic  Plague 
as  existing  in  San  Francisco,  California,  and  the  following  res- 
olutions having  been  adopted  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  State 
Boards  of  Health  of  Ohio,Kentucky,  and  Indiana,  in  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  on  April  25,  1902,  the  same  on  motion,  duly 
seconded,  were  unanimously  endorsed,  subject  to  their  be- 
ing based  on  facts : 

'*In  view  of  certain  documentary  evidence  before  us  we  re- 
solve as  follows : 

Wo  view  with  sui^^rise  and  alarm  the  acts  of  the  governor 
of  California  and  tho  mayor  of  San  Francisco  in  attempting 
to  suppress  the  facts  relating  to  the  presence  of  Bubonic  Plaguo 
in  that  city.  We  are  surprised  at  such  attempts  because  we  re- 
gard the  facts  as  fully  established  and  beyond  all  question. 

The  Board  of  Healtli  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  composed 
of  honorable  gentlemen,  distinguished  for  their  scientific  at- 
tainments, and  holding  the  entire  confidence  of  their  associates 
and  the  public,  publish  the  facts  in  their  monthly  report  to  the 
city  government,  submitting  therein  all  necessarv  data.'  The 
existence  o±  the  Plague  in  said  city  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  an  expert  sent  there  by  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
Service,  by  an  expert  employed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
and  finally  by  a  commission  of  eminent  bacteriologists  of  in- 
tomational  fame,  whose  sole  interest  in  the  matter  was  scien- 
tific. 

We  view  with  alarm  this  attempt  to  suppress  the  facts  of  the 
presence  of  an  epidemic  disease,  the  most  dreadful  know^n  to 
medical  science,  because  with  Bubonic  Plague  and  Cholera  in 
a  number  of  ports  in  direct  commimication  w-ith  that  of  San 
Francisco,  and  with  the  energies  of  the  governor  of  the  state 
and  the  mayor  of  the  city  directed  to  suppress  all  facts  rather 
than  Plague,  what  guarantee  has  tlie  interior  that  it  will  long 
be  exempt? 

Wo  condenm  the  acts  of  the  Governor  in  said  state  in  at- 
tempting to  discredit  the  competency  and  veracity  of  the  ex- 
])erts  above  mentioned;  for  forcing  tlie  resignation  of  certain 
meml>ers  of  the  said  Board  of  Health  because  thev  concurred  in 
their  verdicts;  for  seeking  to  unduly  influence  the  United 
States  Treasury  Department;  and  for  making  disbelief  in  the 
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existence  of  the  plague  a  condition  of  appointment  to  the  va- 
cancies caused  by  tlie  above  resignations. 

We  condemn  tlie  Rcts  of  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  in  co- 
operating with  the  Governor,  as  above,  and  for  removing  from 
office  tlie  city  Board  of  Health  of  San  Francisco  for  no  other 
reason  than  that  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them  by  law,  and  their  endeavor  to  protect  the  lives 
and  healtli  of  the  citizens  of  that  metropolis,  they  published  the 
presence  of  tlio  Plague  and  maintained  their  honor  against  all 
influence  brought  to  bear. 

We  further  declare  it  beyond  ou-r  comprehension  how  any 
member  of  the  honorable  profession  of  medicine,  conBcioiis  of 
the  dignity  of  his  high  calling,  and  zealous  for  the  maintenance 
of  that  dignity,  could  accept  appointment  to  vacancies  .thus  cre- 
ated under  the  conditions  expressed  or  implied. 

We  call  upon  sanitary  associations,  Boards  of  Health,  niied- 
ical  and  scientific  associations  throughout  the  coimti^^  to  join 
witli  us  in  the  above. 

Wo  ailij'm  that  in  every  State,  Territory,  and  Municipality 
of  the  United  States?,  where  the  representatives  of  the  people 
have  enacted  laws  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  and  health  of 
their  citizens  and  have  appointed  Boards  whose  duty  it  is  to  ex- 
ecute those  laws,  the  citizens  of  said  States,  Territories,  and 
Municipalities  have  a  right  to  hold  said  Boards  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  and  to  tlie  prompt  and  effectual  use 
of  every  means  which  the  law  allows  and  sanitary  science  ap- 
provers for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  and  spread  of 
epidemic  disease,  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 

Wo  further  aflirui  that  in  the  employment  of  such  meaas  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  notify  the  public  of  the  presence  of 
said  epidemic  disease,  point  out  the  locality  in  which  it  has  ap- 
peared, and  indicate  its  progress  in  order  that  the  public,  be- 
ing aware,  may  cooperate  in  its  extinction. 

We  further  afHnri  ihat  the  pureuance  of  these  measures,  and 
in  answer  to  the  rightful  demand  of  citizens  for  protection,  in- 
fected houses  should  be  placarded  conspicuously,  and  if  fo\md 
necessary,  cruards  employed  and  detention  and  isolation  hospi- 
tals erected,  in  the  employment  of  which  measures  publicity 
sliould  l)e  courted  rather  than  avoided. 

We  further  affirm  that  where  the  responsibility  of  protect- 
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ing  the  public  health  rests  solely  upon  said  Boards,  no  other 
authority,  however  high,  should  thrust  itself  between  them  and 
their  duties,  and  %vheTe  individuals  or  corporations  interfere 
to  prevent  the  discharge  of  said  duties  such  should  bo  amenable 
to  tiio  law."

LOCAL  BOA14DS  OF  HEALTH. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  1,365  towns,  villages,  and  cities 
entitled  to  a  local  Board  of  Health  under  the  existing  laws,  and 
of  this  number  repoils  have  been  received  of  the  organization 
of  1,348  Boards  for  the  year  11)02,  this, being  the  largest  num- 
ber of  local  Boards  of  Health  ever  reported  in  the  state. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  names  of  places  in  the  state 
ff^iling  to  report  tlie  organization  of  a  local  Board  of  Health 
for  1002.  To  tliese  different  localities  three  to  four  calls  have 
been  sent  but  no  report  of  organization  has  been  received: 

Eaton  Tp.,  Brown  County ;  Glencoe,  Bumette  County ;  Ab- 
l>otsford  Vil.,  Clark  County;  Pacific  Tp.,  Columbia  County; 
Artliur,  Chippewa  County;  Springdale  Tp.,  Daiie  County;  Ot- 
ter Creek  Tp.,  Dunn  County;  Clear  Creek,  Eau  Claire 
County;  Xew  Glarus,  Green  County;  Bums  Tp.,  La  Crosse 
Countv;  St  Joseph,  St.  Croix  Coimty;  Hammond  Vil.,  St. 
Croix  County;  Ontario  Vil,  Vernon  County;  Webster  Tp., 
Vernon  County;  Saratoga  Tp.,  Wood  County. 

In  1901  there  were  reports  received  of  the  organization  of 
1,308  local  Boards  of  Health,  and  of  this  number  829  made  an- 
nual reports.     Of  the  1,348  organized  local  Boards  in  1902, 
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753  made  annual  reports.  It  is  believed  that  the  larger  places 
make  annual  reports.  Each  Board  of  Health  is  supplied  with, 
a  blank  for  making  a  report  to  the  State  Board. 

SALARIES  OF  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

For  the  year  ending  September  30,  1901,  of  the  829  health 
officers  reporting,  556  report  some  salary;  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1902,  of  the  753  health  officers  reporting,  49G 
report  some  salary.     The  others  report  no  salary. 

Comparing  these  figures  with  fonner  years  it  will  be 
observ^ed  that  there  is  but  little  increase  in  the  number  of  health 
officers  who  receive  any  compensation  for  their  services  Your 
Secretary  would  reiterate  his  former  statement  in  an  earlier 
]'eport  that  some  law  should  be  enacted  by  the  legislature  of 
the  state,  fixing  a  reasonable  compensation  for  local  healtli 
officers,  as  this  service  is  one  of  very  great  importance  to  each 
community,  and  sucli  services  should  be  fairly  recompensed. 
In  some  localities  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  find  competent 
persons  who  would  accept  the  position  and  bear  with.  tKe  un- 
pleasant features  of  the  office,  and  especially  where  no  compen- 
sation is  provided  for  service  rendered. 

SEWERAGE   SYSTEMS. 

From  Xho,  reports  received  from  the  various  health  officers 
throughout  the  state  it  appears  that  not  more  than  60  places 
are  provided  with  a  sewerage  system.  It  is  evident  that  much 
work,  in  the  near  future,  wall  be  required  along  these  lines. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitai-y  condition  of  the  school  buildings  in  the  state, 
iis  showTi  by  the  annual  reports  of  health  officers,  appears  to  be 
i^ood ;  in  some  instances  excellent.  There  is  sonie  complaint, 
however,  in  the  larc^or  places  as  to  the  ventilation  and  heating, 
and  in  the  country  districts  privy  vaults  are  a  source  of  annoy- 
ance in  some  localities. 
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REPOKTS  of  BTRTnS  AND  DEATHS. 

There  seems  to  be  a  marked  improvement,  according  to  the 
reports  received  from  health  officers,  in  respect  to  the  report- 
ing of  births  and  deaths  for  the  year  1902,  especially  the  re- 
ports of  deatlis,  but  the  returns  are  far  from  perfect,  and  until 
some  law  can  be  enacted  providing  for  a  more  strict  enforce- 
ment of  th.0  law  our  statistics  vnW  continue  to  be  of  little  value. 

VACCINATION. 

During  the  year  1902,  from  reports  received,  it  is  believed 
a  great  deal  of  vaccination  has  been  done  throughout  the  state. 
Your  Secretary  is  unable,  however,  to  give  any  specific  figures 
in  regard  to  the^  actual  amount  of  work  of  this  kind  that  has 
been  done  but  can  only  give  it  in  a  general  way.  In  many  lo- 
calities school  children  have  been  vaccinated  without  ajiy  oppo- 
sition on  the  part  of  those  interested,  and  whole  school  districts 
have  been  protected  from  .Smallpox  by  this  means.  Many  cir- 
culars have  been  issued  urging  vaccination  and  in  many  localities 
these  recommendations  have  been  observed. 

A  law  requiring  all  school  children  to  be  vaccinated  as  a  con- 
dition of  attending  school  would  go  far  to  protect  the  people  of 
the  state  from  Smallpox.  Until  general  vaccination  can  be 
performed,  and  repeated  at  intervals  as  necessary  we  must  ex- 
pect to  have  the  disease  from  time  to  time  if  not  continuously. 

SMALLPOX. 

Of  course  the  figures  given  us  are  but  indicative,  as  it  is  well 
known  that  many  hundreds  of  cases  of  Smallpox  have  existed 
in  th(5  state  that  have  not  been  seen  by  a  physician,  and  have 
necessarily  not  been  reported  either  to  the  local  Board  of 
Health  or  the  State  Board,  but  the  following  is  a  tabulated 
statement  of  tlie  cases  and  deaths  reported,  also  the  number  of 
places  and  counties  from  which  they  were  reported  since  the 
present  epidemic  began  in  January,  1900 :

It  will  be  obsen^ed  by  these  figures  tliat  tlie  disease  has  fallen 
off  considerably  in  the .  state  np  to  the  time  of  this  report. 
While  it  is  believed  that  the  number  of  deaths  is  practically 
correct,  the  actual  number  of  cases  existing  can  probably  never 
1)0  known. 

In  August,  1901,  a  meeting  was  held  in  Duluth,  Minnesota, 
with  the  State  Board  of  Healtli  of  Minnesota,  together  with  a 
number  of  local  health  officers  in  that  vicinity,  both  in  the  state 
of  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota:  also  as  manv  lumbermen  inter- 
ested  in  the  Smallpox  question  as  could  be  brought  together. 
It  was  decided  to  appoint  special  medical  inspectors,  to  visit  the 
various  lumber  camps,  and  have  them  thoroughly  disinfected 
in  all  cases  ^v^ere  the  disease  had  prevailed.  A  mooting  was 
also  held  at  West  Superior  by  this  Board,  and  certain  resolu- 
tions passed  relative  to  reimbursing  cities  that  had  exhausted 
their  means  in  caring  for  Smallpox  patients,  the  expense  of 
this  work  to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings  eleven 
medical  inspectors  were  appointed,  who  did  most  admirable 
senMce.  Many  camps  were  visited,  and  under  the  most  diffi- 
cult circumstances  were  disinfected  thoroughly,  so  much  so 
that  no  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  these  camps  during  the 
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following  year.  In  fact  up  to  tliis  present  writing  there  have 
been  no  cases  of  Smallpox  that  have  caused  the  Board  much 
trouble  in  any  of  the  lumber  camps.  Your  Secretary  believes 
that  the  work  done  at  this  time,  and  under  these  circumstances, 
was  the  turning  point  in  the  epidemic  of  Smallpox  in  the  state, 
for  certainly  since  then  there  has  been  much  less  of  the  disease 
reported  or  existing  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained.

All  of  these  appointments  were  revoked  as  soon  as  the  work 
was  completed. 

It  has  been  necessary  also  to  appoint  several  physicians,  nine 
or  ten  in  all,  at  different  times  to  cooperate  with  local  Boards 
of  Health,  settle  points  of  diagnosis,  and  advise  with  local  au- 
thorities in  outbi*eaks  of  the  disease,  all  of  the  expense  of  this 
w^ork  to  bo  paid  from  the  contingent  fund.  There  was  also  an 
outbreak  of  Smallpox  among  the  Indians  in  the  town  of  Brock- 
way,  near  Black  River  Falls,  which  caused  the  Board  consid- 
erable trouble.  Your  Secretary  visited  that  point,  also  the 
place  was  visited  by  Dr.  Suiter  of  this  Board,  and  it  was  foimd 
necassary  to  establish  a  quarantine  by  the  state  to  protect  the 
surrounding   conunimities.     Guards  were   stationed,    and  the 
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disease  was  in  due  time  under  control.  The  expense  of  car- 
ing for  these  Indians,  and  maintaining  this  quarantine  was  all 
paid  from  the  contingent  fund.  It  is  believed  that  the  amount 
of  money  expended  for  the  work  done  shows  commendable  econ- 
omy, for  certainly  the  results  in  all  instances  have  proven  that 
the  work  was  effectually  and  well  done.  While  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  disease  will  remain  in  the  state  until  nearly  all 
of  the  material  is  used  up,  that  is  to  say,  those  who  are  not  im- 
muned  by  vaccination  will  be  liable  to  have  the  disease,  it  is  be- 
lieved the  w^orst  is  passed,  and  that  in  the  future  less  trouble 
will  result  than  formerly.  The  difficulty  of  controlling  out- 
breaks of  Smallpox  in  lumber  camp  districts  can  only  be  ap- 
preciated by  those  who  have  taken  part  in  the  w^ork.  The  long 
distances  to  be  traveled,  the  inconveniences  to  be  met  and  over- 
come in  the  work  of  disinfection  in  order  to  have  it  effectual, 
vaccination  to  bo  performed  and  the  results  watched,  means  a 
great  deal  of  very  difficult  labor,  but  that  the  work  was  well 
done  as  showTi  by  tlie  results  cannot  be  doubted.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  we  can  furnish  no  tabulated  statistics  of  this 
work  but  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  such  statistics  are 
impossible  to  secure  under  such  circumstances.  We  can  only 
give  the  number  of  cases  and  deaths  of  Smallpox  that  are  re- 
ported. We  know  that  there  were  many  himdreds  of  cases  that 
existed  that  were  not  reported,  but  we  do  not  know  of  any 
deaths  that  were  not  reported.

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It  will  be  observed  by  oompariiig  these  figuifes  that  while  the 
disease  appea.rs  to  have  existed  in  a  larger  number  of  places, 
during  the  past  few  years,  the  mortality  has  been  decidedly 
reduced,  and  especially  has  this  been  evident  since  antitoxin 
came  into  usa  The  mortality  for  the  year  1896  was  19% ; 
for  1897  it  was  22%,  while  in  1898  it  was  15^;  1899,  13,^; 
1900,  13%;  1901,  13.7^;  1902,  14.3^. 

Your  Secretary  desires  to  reiterate  what  he  has  said  in  for- 
mer  reports  concerning  the  importance  of  bacteriological  exam- 
inations in  these  cases.  The  necessity  for  a  laboratory  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  State  Eoard  of  Health 
is  almost  daily  made  evident  on  account  of  the  demand  for 
work  along  these  lines.  There  are  many  localities  in  which  the 
physicians  have  no  means  of  availing  themselves  of  a  bacterio- 
logical examination,  and  if  the  State  Board  could  have  a  labor- 
atory where  this  work  could  be  done,  with  the  present  methods 
in  v(^ue,  it  would  be  quite  easy  to  give  them  such  information 
as  they  required  at  a  short  notice,  especially  from  Milwaukee 
as  a  center.-  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  the  attending  physician 
to  bo  provided  with  culture  media  tubes,  which  he  can  inocu- 
late in  the  sick  room,  and  mail  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  at  once.  These  could  be  received  from  any 
part  of  the  state  in  one  day  or  one  night's  time;  an  examina- 
tion could  be  made,  and  a  reply  sent  by  wire  or  telephone 
within  24  hours  from  the  time  the  ease  was  first  seen,  if  neces- 
sary, thus  establishing  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  giving  the 
health  officer  the  support  necessary  to  establish  and  maintain 
an  efficient  quarantine.  Also  these  cases  could  be  examined 
lat>er  bacteriologic^Uy  to  determine  when  quarantine  could 
safely  be  removed.  We  believe  that  many  lives  could  be  saved 
during  the  short  space  of  a  year  if  we  had  means  of  this  kind 
at  hand  that  could  be  put  in  operation,  and  until  we  can  limit 
the  period  of  quarantine  by  bacteriological  examination  we  can- 
not intolHiivntly  haiullo  diphtheria  outbreaks.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  tabulated  statement  of  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,  -which  have  been  reported  during  the  past  eight 
years,  that  the  disease  has  been  gradually  increasing.  During 
the  past  year,  however,  there  were  less  cases  reported  than  the 
year 'before,  but  it  will  be  observed  that  the  disease  has  existed 
in  a  much  larger  number  of  places  than  eight  years  ago.  The 
examination   of    tlie    public   water    supplies   of    the   different 
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cities  and  villages  and  regulating  the  disposal^  of  sewage 
are  two  of  the  most  important  sanitary  subjects  to  be  consid- 
ered. We  are  constantly  being  called  upon  to  examine  public 
water  supplies,  and  a  laboratory  is  very  much  needed  for  this 
^vork.  A  few  lives  saved  each  year  from  typhoid  fever  would 
more  than  pay  for  all  the  expenditure  of  money  appropriated 
for  laboratory  uses.  Certainly  with  our  knowledge  of  typhoid 
fever  at  the  present  day  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  increase  in 
any  civilized  state,  and  vigorous  efforts  should  be  ma(Je  to  pre^ 
vent  its  ravages. 

measi.es. 

As  stated  in  former  repoi-ts,  our  statistics  of  this  disease  are 
verj^  imperfect.  However,  a  sufficient  number  of  cases  have 
l)een  reported  to  show  that  it  is  a  disease  w^hich  should  receive 
carofti]  attention. 

For  the  yeai'  ending  September  30,  1901,  there  Avere  reported 
5,505  cases  with  G7  deatlis,  and  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1902,  there  were  reported  6,210  cases  with.  109  deaths. 
This  shows  an  increase  in  the  disease  over  the  reports  received 
for  the  two  years  prior  to  the  present  report. 

WHOOPTNO  COTJOn. 

This  is  another  disease  which  does  not  receive  the  attention 
at  the  hands  of  local  authorities  and  the  public  generally  that 

it  should. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1901,  there  were  re- 
ported 2,930  cases  with  26  deaths,  and  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1902,  there  w^ere  reported  3,860  cases  with  81 
deaths.  These  figures  do  not  materially  differ  from  those  in 
previous  years. 

PNEUMONIA. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  re- 
ported in  the  state.  .  During  tlie  year  ending  September  30, 
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1901,  there  were  reported  2,290  cases  with  653  deaths  (includ- 
ing the  257  deaths  which  occurred  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee) ; 
and  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1902,  there  were  re- 
ported 2,589  cases  with  832  deaths  (including  the  288  deaths 
which  occurred  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee). 

Considering  the  increase  in  population,  the  mortality  and 
prevalence  of  this  disease  do  not  seem  to  have  changed  very  ma- 
terially during  the  past  few  years.  More  care  should  be  taken 
in  regard  to  pneumonia  as  in  many  cases  it  can  be  prevented 
by  proper  precautions  being  taken  relative  to  the  existence  of 
colds,  dust  in  the  atmosphere,  a  general  debilitated  condition  of 
the  system,  especially  that  condition  resulting  from  an  exces- 
sive use  of  alcoholic  stimulants,  which  is  now  well  recognized 
to  be  one  of  tlie  leading  causes  of  the  disease. 

la  grippe. 

For  the  year  ending  September  30,  1901,  there  were  reported 
7,529  cases  with  164  deaths  (including  74  deaths  which  occur- 
red in  the  city  of  Milwaukee)  ;  and  for  the  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30,  1902,  there  were  reported  4,823  cases  with  76 
deaths.  {ISo  deatlis  reported  from  this  disease  in  the  city  of 
Milwaukee.)  These  figures  show  a  decided  reduction  in  the 
number  of  cases  and  deaths  as  compared  with  those  reported  in 
the  former  report.

MORBUS. 


During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1901,  there  were  re- 
ported 10,861  cases  with  589  deaths  (including  325  deaths 
which  occurred  therefrom  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee)  ;  and  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1902,  there  were  reported  6,814 
cases  with  521  deaths  (including  326  deaths  which  occurred 
therefrom  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee). 
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consumption. 

For  the  year  tending  September  30,  1901,  tliere  were  reported 
1,200  deaths  (including  370  which  occurred  in  the  city  of  Mil- 

■ 

waukee),  and  for  the  year  ending  September  80,  1902,  there 
were  reported  1,136  deaths  (including  407  deatks  which  occur- 
red in  the  city  of  Milwaukee). 

These  figures  of  course  are  approximate,  with  the  exception 
of  the  reports  of  cases  and  deaths  from  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  and  possibly  tlie  deaths  from  typhoid  fever.  The  figures 
given  can  be  only  indicative  but  such  figures  are  better  than 
none,  and  give  us  a  sufficient  amount  of  infornaation  to  lead  us 
to  be  more  diligent  in  regard  to  the  prevention  of  many  of  these 
diseases.  It  also  illustrates  tlie  importance  of  the  amendment 
of  the  law  relative  to  the  collection  of  vital  statistics,  for  until 
our  vital  statistics  are  more  accurate  it  is  impossible  to  base 
any  scientific  information  thereon. 

LEPKOSY. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Board  has  been  called  upon  to 
investigate  three  suspected  cases  of  leprosy,  one  occurring  in 
the  town  of  Trenton,  Pierce  county,  which  proved  to  bo  a  case 
resulting  from  exposure  to  cold,  causing  discoloration  of  the 
skin  of  the  extremities,  etc.  Investigated  by  Dr.  D.  W.  Wood- 
worth,  and  Dr.  E.  E.  Ilolliday. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  the  township  of  Cambridge,  and 
])mved  to  be  a  case  of  Ichthyosis  hystrix.  Investigated  by  Dr. 
]^>uis  F.  Frank. 

Tho  third  case  occurred  in  Cumberland,  and  proved  to  be  a 
onso  of  Lupus  of  the  skin.  Investigated  by  Dr.  Samuel 
C.  Johnson. 

So  far  as  known  lluvrn  are  but  two  or  three  cases  of  leprosy 
existing  in  the  state  at  the  present  time,  and  these  are  being 
j)r(vperly  cared  for  by  fnends  or  in  county  institutions. 

\ 
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KEPORT  OF  inspection  OF  SMALLPOX  AT  WEST  SUPERIOR,  ASH- 
LAND^  AND   BRYANT,    WISCONSIN. 

After  receiving  rejjeated  letters  and  telegrams  to  visit  these 
various  places,  on  Sunday,  January  6,  1901,  I  left  for  West 
Superior,  arriving  there  on  the  morning  of  the  7th.  I  met  the 
health  commissioner  and  learned  that  they  had  quite  a  number 
of  cases  of  Smallpox  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  which  was  full, 
and  several  cases  quarantined  in  their  homes;  that  nearly  all 
of  these  cases  came  from  lumber  camps  in  the  vicinity  in  the 
first  i)lace.  I  visited  one  family  at  their  home  and  found  gen- 
uine Smallpox  affecting  three  members  of  the  family.  An  ar- 
rangoment  was  made  to  hold  a  meeting  with  Dr.  Bracken,  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of  Minnesota,  at  the 
Spalding  hotel,  Uuluth,  Minnesota,  on  the  same  day,  and  at  5 
o'clock  P.  M.,  I  met  Dr.  Bracken,  together  with  the  health  com- 
missioner of  West  Superior  and  the  health  officer  of  Dulutli, 
and  eight  or  ten  gentlemen  who  were  owners  of  lumber  camps 
in  the  vicinity,  who  had  been  asked  to  be  present  at  the  meet- 
ing, to  take  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  if  possi- 
ble. It  was  stated  by  the  owners  of  the  lumber  camps  that  it 
was  their  custom  when  a  man  began  to  be  ill  to  have  him  re- 
moved from  camp  at  once,  liaving  a  team  to  take  him  away 
from  the  camp  as  quickly  as  possible,  regardless  of  what  dis- 
ease lie  might  have.  In  this  way  the  cases  wore  taken  into 
J  )ulutli,  and  West  Superior  and  came  down  with  the  Smallpox, 
exposing  many  by  tliis  means.  We  succeeded  in  requiring  the 
owners  of  hmiber  camps  to  have  as  many  of  their  men  vacci- 
nated as  possible,  and  they  agreed  to  sign  a  paper  drawn  up  by 
Dr.  Bracken  to  make  vaccination  a  condition  of  employment  of 
all  the  men.  They  also  stated  that  about  three-fourths  of  their 
men  in  camp  at  tliat  time  were  vaccinated,  and  that  the.re  was 
less  objection  to  vaccination  than  heretofore,  and  they  thought 
they  would  be  able  to  require  a  general  vaccination  of  all  the 
men  in  camps. 
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The  next  day  I  met  the  health  comniissioner  of  West  Su- 
perior and  the  health  committee  of  the  common  council  of  that 
citr,  and  the  chairman  of  the  township  of  Brule,  in  which 
township  one  of  the  largest  lumber  camps  in  this  state  was  lo- 
cated, and  from  which  several  cases  of  Smallpox  had  been 
brought  into  West  Superior.  It  was  stated  that  many  small 
camps  existed  under  the  management  of  sub-contractors,  who 
employed  but  few  men,  and  that  men  were  constantly  coming 
and  going  to  and  from  these  camps.  It  was  agreed,  however, 
that  the  commissioner  of  health  of  West  Superior  should  fur- 
nish me  with  a  list  of  the  lumber  camps,  and  the  townships  in 
which  they  were  located  that  were  liable  to  contribute  eases  to 
West  Superior,  and  I  was  to  write  to  the  local  health  boards 
in  tlieso  townships  and  request  them  to  have  a  medical  inspec- 
tion made  from  time  to'  time,  and  quite  often,  of  the  men  found 
wandering  about  in  the  lumber  camps,  and  requiring  vaccina- 
tion of  as  many  as  possible.  Also  for  the  local  health  officer  to 
have  an  understanding  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  camps 
to  the  effect  tliat  if  any  case  of  sickness  occurred  they  would 
not  be  carried  out  of  the  camp  until  the  local  health  offi- 
cer could  investigate  the  case,  and  if  it  be  one  of  Smallpox  to 
have  it  quarantined  in  the  township  where^it.was  found.  It 
was  believed  by  this  means,  together  with  the  vaccination  of  the 
inmates  of  the  camps,  tliat  much  could  be  done  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  tlie  disease.  The  disease  was  very  mild  in  all  the 
cases,  no  deaths  having  occurred. 

On  January  8tli,  I  went  in  the  evening  to  Ashland  and  held 
a  conference  with  the  healtli  officer  and  the  T^ayor  and  the  phy- 
sician in  charge  of  the  Isolation  hospital.  They*  assured  me 
that  the  disease  was  under  control  in  that  city,  and  that  they 
were  having  very  much  less  trouble,  and  that  since  more  gen- 
eral vaccination  had  been  performed  the  disease  was  gradually 
disappearing,  altliough  they  Iiad  several  cases  quarantined  at 
tliat  time. 

On  the  morning  of  the  9th  I  went  to  Antigo,  and  drove  out 
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to  Bryant,  ten  miles  distant,  in  the  afternoon.  At  Bryant  the 
disease  had  been  prevalent  for  about  a  month,  and  had  been 
considered  Chickenpox  up  to  within  a  few  days  prior  to  my 
visit  As  a  result  the  disease  had  spread  all  over  the  village. 
The  population  of  the  village  was  perhaps  200,  and  there  were 
eight  houses  infected  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  in  which  some- 
where in  the  neighborhood  of  thirty  cases  existed.  There  were 
several  families  in  the  outskirts  of  the  village  also  infected.  I 
visited  two  of  these  houses  and  found  genuine  Smallpox  in 
both.  TTie  houses  were  quarantined  at  the  time  of  my  visit 
and  the  health  officer,  a  lajTuan,  and  the  local  physician  agreed 
to  take  the  most  rigid  mjeasures  in  the  future  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  Many  cases  were  being  vaccinated  but 
the  population  was  made  up  of  a  class  of  people,  who  were  law- 
less and  ignorant  and  hard  to  manage.  The  health  officer  in- 
formed me  that  he  had  been  obliged  to  keep  men  quarantined 
at  the  point  of  the  musket,  on  several  occasions  having  men 
come  to  the  door  mth  a  gun  in  their  hands  threatening  to  shooL 
him  if  he  attempted  to  quarantine  them.  I  talked  with  these 
men  and  reasoned  with  them,  and  was  impressed  with  the  idea 
that  in  the  future  they  would  take  all  necessary  precautions  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Although  several  severe 
eases  had  prevailed  up  to  the  time  of  my  visit  no  deaths  had 
occurred. 

report   of  investigation   of   an   outbreak   of   SMAI.I-P0X  AT 

MENDOTA  HOSPITAL,  FOR  INSANE. 

On  Monday,  January  14,  1901,  the  Superintendent  of  Men- 
dota  Hospital,  wired  that  he  suspected  a  case  of  Smallpox  in 
that  institution,  and  asked  me  to  come  as  soon  as  possible.  On 
the  evening  of  January  15th  I  airivcd  at  the  hospital, 
and  found  that  one  of  the  attendants  in  one  of  the  male  wards 
had  been  to  Madison  some  two  weeks  before  on  the  train,  and 
it  was  supposed  that  in  some  way  he  contracted    the    disease 
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then.  Five  days  prior  to  my  visit  he  had  complained  of  head- 
ache and  backache,  witli  some  fever,  and  tliree  days  later  an 
eruption  appeared  and  I  found  him  on  the  second  day  of  tlie 
eruption  with  a  mild  varioloid.  He  had  been  vaccinated  suc- 
cessfully about  six  years  l)eforc.  He  was  well  isolated  in  a 
wing  of  the  building  and  a  man  attendant  detailed  \.Q  care 
for  him.  There  had  been  considerable  exposure  to  the  mak 
ward,  and  to  the  help  in  the  institution,  prior  to  the  time  the 
eruption  apj^earcd,  biit  none  since  as  ho  was  immediately  is'> 
lated  on  appearance  of  the  eruption.  Vaccination  had  been 
pretty  generally  performed  in  all  of  those  who  had  been  exposed 
as  saon  as  virus  could  be  obtained. 

It  was  tliought  best  on  considering  the  amount  of  exposure 
tliat  had  taken  place  to  establish  quarantine  of  the  institution 
for  fifteen  days,  not  allowing  any  patients  to  go>out  nor  any 
visitoi-s  of  patients  to  enter  tlie  institution.  The  exposure  ban 
been  entirely  on  the  male  side  and  among  the  employes,  i 
advised  tliat  at  the  end  of  fitcen  days,  if  no  other  cases  appeared, 
that  disinfection  could  be  applied  to  the  rooms  which  he  oc- 
cupied and  the  quarantine  removed.  l^To  otlier  cases  occurred 
in  the  institution  from  this  sinaile  case. 

KErORT  OF  INVESTIGATION  OF  SMALLPOX  AT  GLEN   HAVEN,  ^^S' 

After  repeated  telegrams  and  letters,  and  after  receiving  no- 
tice from  Dr.  Suiter  that  he  was  unable  to  visit  Glen  Haven? 
I  went  there  on  January  18th,  1901,  being  obliged  to  go  ^^ 
Prairie  du  Chien  tlie  night  before,  remaining  there  over  nigbi 
and  taking  a  freight  train"  to  Glen  Haven  the  next  day,  return- 
ino;  to  Milwaukee  on  tljo  10th  inst. 

It  appears  that  on  the  12th  of  December,.  19 00,  a  young  la^" 
from  some  part  of  Tovv'a  came  to  Glen  Haven  broken  out  witu 
Smallpox.  He  went  into  a  local  hotel  and  was  sent  v^^^^ 
diately  to  the  office  of  Dr.  T.  H.  Allin,  who  was  also  thebeato 
officer  of  the  village.     Smallpox  was  recognized,  and  h®  ^^ 
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advised  to  go  homje  and  promised  to  do  so,  but  proved  to  be 
a  man  without  truth,  and  visited  all  of  the  saloons  and  many 
of  the  stores  in  the  place  Ixjforo  going  home.  From  this  ex- 
jx>sure  seven  families  wero  infected,  and  came  down  pretty 
rapidly  one  after  the  other  with  w^ell  marked  cases  of  Small- 
pox. I  visited  one,  a  lady,  who  was  recovering.  She  was  the 
wife  of  a  drygoods  merchant  who  was  exposed  to  this  young 
man  by  his  coming  into  the  store  on  the  day  of  his  arrival 
in  the  \allage.  I^o  cases  had  occurred  except  in  the  seven 
families  infected,  and  they  were  all  recovering  at  the  tim/e  of 
my  visit.  One  new  case  had  appeared  the  day  before  my  visit 
in  one  of  the  families  that  had  been  quarantined,  and  this 
zseemed  to  bo  about  the  last  case  that  would  in  all  probability 
come  down.  The  health  oflBcer  had  been  active  in  vaccination, 
and  the  people  had  co-operated  wdth  him  in  maintaining  quar- 
antine, and  everything  was  being  done  that  oould  be  done  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  the  drygoods  store,  the  question  arose  w^hether  goods  in 
the  store  would  be  liable  to  be  infected  by  the  visit  of  this 
yoimg  man  ^^^^lo  came  into  the  store  and  remained  but  a  short 
time.  I  decided  that  in  all  probability  they  w^ould  not  be  in- 
fected, but  advised  that  the  store  be  disinfected  before  it  was 
opened  again,  as  it  had  been  closed  from  the  tiraje  of  tlie  be- 
ginning of  the  sickness  of  the  wife  of  the  owner,  and  that  for- 
maldehyde be  used  for  this  purpose,  saturating  sheets  hung  up 
in  the  store  after  closing  up  all  cracks  and  crevices,  and  spread- 
ing out  on  lines  any  goods  that  might  be  lying  about  on  the 
counters, 

I  })ave  rarely  visited  a  place  where  such  thorough  quarantine 
and  precautions  had  been  taken  as  were  being  taken  by  the 
health  officer  of  this  village. 

In  order  to  satisfy  public  sentiment  and  any  fear  that  might 
exist  In  the  village,  and  in  justice  to  the  merchant  whoso  store 
was  visited  by  the  person  infected  Avith  Smallpox,  I  prepared 
the  following  certificate  to  be  published  in  the  vicinity : 
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To  Whonjb  It  May  Concern:        ♦ 

This  is  to  certify  that  on  the  18th  day  of  January,  1901, 

I  visited  Glen  Haven,  Wis.,  and  also  the  family  of i 

a  drygoods  merchant  of  tliat  place.  The  wife  of  the  merchant 
had  contracted  Smallpox  from  a  yoimg  man  wjio  had  come 
into  the  store  and  remained  a  short  time  only,  not  purchasing 
any  goods,  nor  handling  any  goods.  At  the  timo  he  came  int*> 
the  store  he  was  broken  out  with  Smallpox.  When  the  mer- 
chant's wife  came  down  with  the  disease,  the  store  was  imme- 
diately closed  and  has  not  lieen  opened  sinca 

The  question  has  been  asked  whether  the  goods  in  said  store 
would  be  liable  to  bo  infected  from  the  visit  of  the  yoimg  man. 
He  purchased  no  goods,  nor  handled  any,  so  far  as  I  can  learn. 
From  the  evidence  presented  to  me,  I  do  not  believe  that  any 
of  tlie  goods  have  become  infected  under  the  circumstances. 
N^evertheless,  to  remove  all  possible  doubt,  I  have  advised  that 
before  the  store  is  opened,  it  be  disinfected  together  with  the 
contents  thereof,  by  fonnaldehyde,  by  saturating  sheets  and 
hanging  them  up  in  the  room  after  closing  all  cracks  and  crev- 
ices, in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgate 
by  this  Board.

l^EPORT    OF   investigation   OF   SMALLPOX   AMONG   THE    INDIANS 

AT  BKOCKWAY. 

At  the  request  of  the  authorities  of  the  to\vn  of  Brocbvay, 
near  Black  River  Falls,  I  visited  that  place  on  September  2d, 
1901,  and  saw  the  town  chairman,  the  health  officer,  and  the 
physician  who  was  in  atendance  on  the  cases.  I  also  visited 
tho  Indians  who  were  sick,  and  found  the  following  to  be  the 
facts  as  near  as  I  could  ascertain: 

There  aro  located  in  this  towmship  between  500  and  600 
Indians.  Some  of  them  remain  there  all  of  the  time.  They 
nre  a  wandering  lot,  coming  and  going  continually.  They  have 
somo  government  land  there  and  receive  from  $18  to  $19  per 
liead  per  inonlli  from  the  govci*nment  They  do  not  belong 
to  any  resci'vation  tliat  T  can  learn.     They  have  a  missionary 
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minister  there  located  permanently,  who  has  fairly  good  con- 
trol over  them.  About  the  30th  of  June  last  a  young  Indian 
oame  from  somewhere  in  Minnesota  and  brought  Smalliwx  into 
this  camp;  at  that  time  twenty-eight  Indians  were  exposed. 
Thev  were  quarantined  at  once  by  the  local  authorities  and 
they  have  remained  quarantined  ever  since.  Since  then  there 
have  been  about  100  cases  of  Smallpox,  with  ten  deaths.  Four 
of  those  died  in  quarantine;  the  other  six  died  in  hiding,  as 
the  Indians  will  hide  their  members  as  soon  as  they  find  them 
very  sick  so  that  it  is  with  extreme  difficulty  that  they  can  be 
found.  The  authorities  are  hunting  for  them  every  day,  and 
frequently  find  a  lot  that  have  recovered;  others  sick.  They 
liide  in  the  bushes  and  anywhere  to  get  away.  At  first  they 
declared  it  was  not  Smallpox.  "N'o  Smallpox.  Smallpox  die. 
This  no  Smallpox."  They  refused  all  medicine,  and  at  first 
refused  vaccination,  but  now  thev  recosmize  that  it  is  Small- 
pox  since  the  deaths  occurred,  and  all  are  being  vaccinated 
as  fast  as  possible  who  have  not  had  the  disease.  Also  all  who 
come  back  from  other  localities  are  vaccinated  as  soon  as  they 
arrive.  I  found  fourteen  or  sixteen  sick  with  the  disease; 
some  of  them  very  sick^  but  they  were  all  properly  quarantined. 
The  town  of  Brockway  is  bankrupt  and  some  of  its  officers 
have  exhausted  all  of  their  private  funds  to  pay  for  keeping 
up  quarantine.  This  quarantine  has  been  very  efficient  and  has 
prevented  the  disease  from  being  spread  over  the  state  by  these 
Indians:  hence  I  believe  that  thev  should  be  reimbursed  for 
the  expense  of  caring  for  tliese  cases  out  of  the  contingent  fund 
by  this  Board.  I  have  written  the  Attornev  General  for  an 
opinion  concerning  whether  or  not  the  amount  received  by  them 
from  the  government  can  Ixj  used  for  their  care  while  quar- 
antined and  sick.  During  my  visit  I  also  saw  the  state  sena- 
tor of  this  district,  who  expressed  his  great  satisfaction  at  my 
visit,  and  assured  me  that  the  local  authorities  had  been  doing 
everything  in  their  power  to  maintain  efficient  quarantine, 
which  I  think  has  been  done. 
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The  following  is  the  reply  of  the  Attorney  General  in  answer 
to  iny  letter  referred  to: 

Madison,  Wis.,  Sept.  6,  1901. 
Dr.  U.  O.  B.  Wingate,. 

Secretary  State  Board  of  Health,  Milwaukee,  Wis. 

Dear.  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  3d  inst, 
relating  to  the  Winnebago  Indians  in  the  township  of  Brock- 
way,  near  Black  Eiver  Falls,  saying  that  there  are  many  cases 
of  Smallpox  among  them;  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  quar- 
antine them,  and  asking  whether  there  is  any  way  that  the 
money  received  by  the  Indians  from  the  government  can  be  used 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  these  sick  Indians  that  are  under  quaran- 
tine by  your  order. 

In  reply,  I  would  say  that  I  am  not  very  familiar  with  the 
status  of  those  Indians,  and  know  very  little  in  reference  to 
\\\Q  money  they  receive  or  when  they  receive  it,  or  Tvhether 
it  could  be  used  for  the  purpose  suggested  in  your  letter.  Upon 
receiving  vour  letter  I  went  down  and  conferred  with  the  As- 
sistant tjnited  States  District  Attorney  in  reference  to  it,  and 
found  that  he  was  not  familiar  with  the  matters  asked  about, 
T  liave  therefore  enchased  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  Hon.  W.  A. 
Jones,  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  have  asked  him  to 

write  mo  fullv  in  reference  to  the  status  of  these  Indians  and 

i' 

whether  the  money  they  receive,  or  any  portion  of  it,  can  be 
used  for  payinc:  the  expenses  of  the  sick  Indians.  As  soon 
ns  I  hoar  from  him  I  wall  write  you  in  reference  to  the  matter.

Dear  Sir: — I  wrote  you  some  time  ago  that  I  had  referred 
yonr  favor  of  the  3d  inst.,  relating  to  the  Indians  near  Black 
Tiiv(^T  Falls,  to  the  Indian  Commissioner.     I  have  recently  re- 
coivod  a  leHer  from  him  in  which  he  savs: 

"In  reply,  yon  are  informed  that  thCvSe  Indians  (about  1,440) 
are  not  un'icr  any  ngent,  yet  they  receive  a  large  cash  annuity 
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each  year.  This  ofl5ce,  nor  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  has  no  authority  under  the  treaty  to  authorize  such 
an  expenditure  of  this  money ;  but,  if  the  Indians  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  wall  meet  in  council  and  give  their  consent  to 
the  expenditure  you  suggest,  this  office  can  then  pay  such  bills 
for  their  care  and  treatment  while  under  your  State  Board  of 
Health." 

I  do  not  know  that  anything  can  be  added  to  the  above.  I 
presume  it  is  the  only  practicable  way  of  reaching  the  money 
which  would  be  paid  to  the  Indians.

Of  course  the  Indians  could  not  be  persuaded  to  give  up  any 
of  the  money  received  from  tlie  government  for  the  nurpose 
named,  and  the  ex])ense  was  paid  by  the  state  from  the  con- 
tingent fund. 

INVESTIGATION   OF  OUTBREAK   OF   SMALI^POX  AT   RIDGEWAY. 

After  receiving  various  urgent  requests  to  visit  Ridgew^ay, 
on  Februarv  11th,  1901,  I  went  there  andj  in  company  with 
Dr.  Evans  of  Mount  Horeb,  Wis.,  and  Dr.  Froggott  of  Cross 
Plains,  Wis.,  and  the  health  officer,  Dr.  D.  B.  Hamilton  of 
Kidgeway,  visited  two  of  the  cases  and  found  themi  botli  typ- 
ical cases  of  Smallpox,  one  of  the  hemorrhagic  type  and  very 
dangerously  ill.  This  ease  was  in  the  hotel.  (This  patient  died 
soon  after  my  visit.) 

It  appears  that  a  young  m.an  came  to  Ridgeway  on  January 
1st  and  brought  the  disease  there.  He  was  suffering  from  a 
light  form  of  the  direase,  and  went  alx)ut  and  exposed  a  great 
many  people.  At  the  time  of  my  visit,  there  were  reported  to 
be  thirteen  cases  in  the  village.  Thoy  were  all  quarantined, 
and  the  health  officer  informed  me  that  the  people  refused  to 
l)e  vaccinated,  or  a  majority  of  them  did,  so  that  little  could 
be  done  by  way  of  vaccination. 
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I  ordered  strict  quarantine  of  all  cases;  to  have  an  oflScer 
stationed  at  the  houses  if  necessary,  and  also  one  stationed  at 
the  railroad  station  to  prevent  people  from  leaving  the  village 
as  much  as  possible.  Also  to  forbid  any  mail  being  taken 
away  from  any  infected  house,  and  that  careful  and  thorough 
disinfection  be  carried  out  after  recovery  of  all  cases.  From 
the  amount  of  exposure,  and  the  disposition  of  the  people  in- 
asmuch as  they  refused  vaccination,  a  large  number  of  cases 
might  be  expected  in  such  a  locality.  There  are  about  400  peo- 
ple in  the  village.  Thus  far  the  dis(^ase  has  been  confined  to 
tlio  village  proper. 

REPORT  OF  inspection  OF  SMAXT.POX  AT  ABBOTSFORD^  WIS. 

After  repeated  letters  and  telegrams  received  from  members 
of  the  local  board  of  health  and  local  physician  at  Abbotsford, 
I  visited  that  place  on  March  2d,  1901.  It  appears  that  a 
man  came  to  the  place  thii'teen  days  prior  to  my  visit^  and 
his  case  was  diagnosed  by  the  local  physician  as  that  of  Small- 
pox. The  health  officer  is  a  la^Tuan  and  the  local  physician 
is  not  connected  with  the  local  board  of  health.  The  case, 
however,  Avas  quarantined,  but  it  being  of  a  somewhat  light 
character,  the  people  did  not  believe  it  was  Smallpox,  and  a 
consultation  was  held  with  Dr.  Phillii>s  of  Stevens  Point,  who 
pronounce<l  it  Smallpox;  but  still  there  was  dissatisfaction 
among  the  people,  and  the  State  Board  was  called  upon  sev- 
eral times  to  investigate  the  matter.  I  found  a  young  man 
quarantined  who  was  recovering  from  a  moderate  attack  of 
Smallpox;  he  had  never  been  vaccinated,  as  far  as  could  be 
learned,  and  he  had  contracted  the  disease  at  Athens,  Wis.  The 
disease  wont  on  to  the  pustular  form,  but  dried  up  quite  rap- 
idly and  tliere  was  probably  no  secondary  fever  in  his  case. 
I  did  not  hesitate  to  pronounce  it  a  case  of  Smallpox,  and  ad- 
vised rigid  quarantine  until  the  local  physician  should  declare 
him  sufficiently  recovered  to  be  released.     Also  advised  the  local 
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antlu^ritit^  to  liave  tlie  premises    disinfected    \inder  the  super- 
vision of  the  local  physician. 

My  visit  and  ins]x*ction  seemed  to  satisfy  the  people  and  re- 
lieve the  doubts  that  had  existed  in  the  minds  of  mtany,  but 
for  farther  satisfaction  I  prepared  the  following  letter  for  use 
of  tlio  health  oiRcer,  should  any  continue  to  doubt  the  true  na- 
lure  of  the  disease: 

Milwaukee^  March  4,  1901. 
Mr.  Titos.  Dixlox, 

Health  Officer,  Abbot sford,  Wis. 
De\r  Sir! — T  desire  to  state  that  I  visited  the  young  man 
who  was  quarantined  at  Abbot-sford,  on  the  2d  inst.,  and  found 
liim  recovering  from  a  mild  case  of  Smallpox.  The  disease  had 
ij::one  on  to  the  pustular  stage,  l)ut  was  drying  up  in  the  early 
part  of  that  stage,  so  that  his  convalescence  will  ho  quite  rapid. 
There  is  no  question  al)out  the  diagnovsis  of  this  case.  It  is 
ii  clear  case  of  Smallpox,  and  should  Ix^  treated  as  such.  I 
advise  that  iho  quarantine  Ix^  continued  in  this  case  until  tlie 
local  ]ihysician,  or  some  physician,  pronounce*"'  it  safe  to  re- 
move the  same;  then  the  patient  should  receive  several  disin- 
fectant baths — two  will  do,  on  separate  days — and  the  house 
and  its  contents  be  thorou^rhly  disinfect^xl  under  the  supen'ision 
of  some  physician  who  is  competent  to  do  such  work.  The  pa- 
tient should  not  ho  released  until  all  scabs  and  scaling  of  the 
skin  have  come  awav  and  he  has  rec*eived  one  or  two  disin- 
f octant  baths.  T  would  also  advis<^  ycm  to  k(><^]>  a  sharp  look- 
out for  any  new  cases  that  may  occur^  and  have  them  examined 
by  a  physician  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  quarantine 
if  found  affected  with  the  disease,  or  any  suspicious  case  should 
\ye  quarantined  until  a  thoi^ough  knowle<lge  of  th(»  character  of 
the  disease  has  been  established. 

REPORT  ox   SrSPECTED   SMALT. POX   AT   CIIILTOX. 

After  repeated  requests  to  visit  (^hilton,  relative  to  suspect.(Hl 
outbreak  of  Smallp(»x,  the  President  of  the  I5oard  and  my8<^df 
went  there  Siiturday,  iiarch  Otli,  1901.  Wc^  leariuHl  tlie  follow- 
ing histors'  fnrm  the  ])hysician  who  had  attended  tlu^  most  of 

the  cases: 
5 
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On  Jaimary  30th,  a  young  man  camo  from  Antigo  who  had 
lH'<^n  ill  several  clays,  and  had  Ixx^n  told  l>y  liis  attending  rhy- 
xsician  that  he  was  ]n'obablv  coming  down  with  an  attack  of 
lung  fever.  Ho  came  home  to  diilton  and  in  a  few  days  broke 
out  with  a  rash,  which  was  diagnosed  by  the  attending  physi- 
cian as  Chickenpox.  From  this  case,  five  families — four  in  the 
towiL^hip  of  (.^hilton  and  (me  in  vSt(H*kbridge,  became  infocte<l, 
and  in  theso  five  families  thirty-two  persons  had  the  disease, 
seven  of  whom  were  adult.s.  They  liad  all  been  diagnosed  as 
C^hickcn}xvx.  The  physician  stated  that  these  cases  had  now 
nearlv  all  rc^coveivd,  and  that  the  last  case  came  do^\Ti  alx>ut 
thrc©  weeks  prior  to  our  visit,  so  that  it  woidd  be  of  no  nsc 
to  sec  any  of  the  cases,  as  tliev  were  so  far  rccovepod  tJiat  noth- 
ing  could  lie  told  concerning  the  disease  from  which  they  had 
suffered.  Wo  learned,  however,  from  the  health  officer,  that' 
there  was  a  case  about  four  and  ono-half  miles  from  the  citv 
of  Chilton,  in  the  township,  that  had  not  so  far  recovered  but 
what  we  could  nmke  a  diagnosis.  We  drove  to  this  house  and 
f(.'uud  there  a  vouno-  man  of  51  or  25  years  of  a^re,  in  the  ad- 
vanced  pustular  stage  of  Smallpox  recovering.  The  case  was 
a  clear  and  well-marked  one  of  Smallpox,  and  he  was  the  last 
in  the  familv  to  have  the  disease;  all  the  others  had  recovered. 

Tn  my  judgment,  T  have  no  doubt  but  what  all  of  the  cases 
that  were  diag'nosed  as  Chickenpox  wei^  cases  of  Smallpox, 
and  we  learned  tliat  there  were  other  crises  coming  down  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  tho  case  that  we  saw.  Xone  of  the 
CiU^es  had  oxisled  in  the  city  of  Chilton ;  all  were  in  the  towni- 
ship  outside  of  the  city.  We  advised  rigid  qnarantine  of  all 
cas<»s,  thorough  disinf((*ti(m,  and  urged  vaccination.  Of  the 
thirty-two  cases  diagnosed  as  Chickenpox  by  the  attending  phy- 
sician, twentv-eiirht  had  never  been  vaccinated. 

For  tho  general  infonnation  of  the  public  and  to  aid  the  loeal 
liealth  auth(U'ities,  we  jn'epared  the  following  letter  for  a  local 
])aper:

MiiAVAirivEE^  March  16,  1901. 
Editor  "Chtltox  Times." 

Dear  Sir: — ^^Ve  desire  to  state  tlirou|?li  the  cohunns  of  your 
paper  that  on  the  9th  inst.  wo  visited  Chilton  for  the  purpose 
of  investigating  an  outbreak  of  suspected  Siriallix>x.  That  we 
found  and  visited  a  well-marked  case  of  Smallpox  in  the  per- 
son of  a  young  mian  who  was  l>eginniiig  to  recover,  he  being 
the  last  in  the  family  to  be  affected ;  all  the  others,  we  were 
told,  had  recovered  from  the  same  disease.  This  young  -man 
resided  in  the  town  of  Chilton  about  four  and  one-half  miles 
fi-om  the  citv. 

Wo  make  this  statement  to  the  public  as  we  have  been  in- 
fonhefl  that  there  exists  in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  citizens 
of  Chilton  and  vicinity  a  doubt  as  to  our  opinion  oonceming 
the  true  natui-e  of  the  disease.  Wo  Avish  to  say  that  tliere  is 
no  question  whatevfn*  as  to  the  true  nature  of  the  disease  wo 
witnessed;  and  as  he  contracted  the  disease  in  Chilton,  there 
is  good  reason  to  suppose  that  the  cases  of  ijlness  that  have 
recentlv  occurred  in  Chilton  and  vicinity  were  cases  of  Small- 
pox.  The  disease  is  very  mild  all  over  the  countiy,  but  now 
and  then  we  observe  the  mo?t  malignant  and  fatal  cases  con- 
tracted from  these  very  mild  ones.  We  would  urge  thorough 
vaccination  of  all  persons  who  have  not  been  successfully  vac- 
cinated during  the  past  five  or  seven  years,  and  that  a  rigid 
cjuarantine  l:)e  m.aintained  in  all  cases  that  may  occur  in  the 
future,  to  be  followed  by  careful  and  thorough  disinfection 
conducted  under  the  supervision  of  tlie  local  health  authorities 
in  order  that  tlie  disease  may  be  stamped  out  as  soon  as  possible.

REPORT    OF    VISIT    TO    WEST    ST^rERTOR    RELATIVE    TO    SMATXPOX 

J^ITUATION. 

Oil  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  TTonorable  Mayor  of  West 
Superior,  and  telegrams  from  the  health  comjnissioner,  to  come 
at  once,  I  visite^l  West  Su];)erior,  leaving  Sunday  night,  March 
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24tli,  and  arriving  there  on  Monday  morning,  March  25th, 
3001.  I  mot  the  Mayor,  health  commissioner,  citv  attornev, 
and  a  oomanSttoo  of  three  or  four  from  the  county  1)03 rd  and 
citv  ci^uncil.  The  situation  was  rather  serious.  The  citv  had 
had,  daring  tho  present  epidemic,  some  250  cases  of  Smallpox, 
and  had  their  city  isolation  hcspital  full  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  and  tlio  lumher  camps  in  that  region  wore  breaking  up 
and  the  luiid>or jacks  were  coming  in  by  tlie  hundreds,  and  al- 
most everj^  day  Smallpox  would  be  found  among  them.  It 
api)ears  that  al)out  three-fourths  of  the  cases  of  Smallpox  that 
have  l)een  carwl  for  by  the  authoritiefi  at  West  Superior  were 
n(m-n^i dents,  and  many  of  them  have  no  residence  that  can 
1k3  obtained  and  ait^'orily  state  cases.  Tlie  city  of  Superior 
had  expended  all  of  its  appro]>riation  for  tlie  healtli  depart- 
ment, and  nmch  more,  in  caring  for  these  cases,  and  called 
upon  the  State  Board  to  aid  them  in  obtaining  funds  from  tlie 
stiite  in  order  to  cany  on  the  work.  The  meeting  was  called 
for  a  consideration  of  this  subjcK^t,  and  I  gave  my  views  con- 
cerning tho  matter. 

I  stated  that  the  law  creating  the  contingent  fund,  amomit- 
ing  to  f$50,000  for  two  years,  had  expired.  That  a  bill  Avas 
aln^ady  liefore  the  present  legislature  asking  for  the  same 
amount,  and  including  Smallpox  among  the  contagious  diseases 
to  1x3  cared  for  bv  this  fund,  should  it  l)ecome  necessan\  and 
that  it  was  onlv  u.s(h1  bv  and  witli  the  consent  of  the  Governor; 
that  I  thouglit  our  Board  would  consider  the  matter  favorably, 
un(l(*r  the  circmu,**tancos,  so  far  as  those  state  cases  were  con- 
cerned, but  that  we  t^hould  liave  to  have  the  consent  of  tlie 
Governor,  and  ]>robab]y  tho  Attorney  General,  conceraing  tlie 
matter.  A  committee  was  appointed  then  and  there  to  go  to 
ifadison  on  tlie  following  Thursday,  and  api)ear  \vitli  me  bo- 
fom  the  hgislative  committee,  urging  that  this  contingent  fund 
1)0  doubled  at  least,  so  that  the  State  Board  woidd  have  means 
1)v  which  it  could  aid  dilTerent  localities  in  tlie  state,  if  it  should 
iKK'ome  nc^^'ssary,   West    Superior    included.     I    stated    that 
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appropriating  money  to  West  Superior  would  establish  a  prece- 
dent that  might  cause  considerable  trouble,  as  otJior  places 
would  imdoubtodly  ask  for  help  if  money  was  appropriated  to 
West  Superior,  but  if  they  only  ask  for  money  to  care  for 
state  cases,  or  those  who  did  not  claim  any  residence,  it  seemed 
to  me  that  that  would  be  a  i"easonablo  recjuest,  and  that  tliere 
would  probably  bo  but  few  places  in  the  state  where  similar 
conditions  existed,  and  none  where  so  large  a  num.ber  wore 
careil  for. 

There  was  situated  in  West  Superior  a  Free  I^abor  Bureau, 
which  furnished  employment  for  tlie  laboring  classes,  and  it 
'was  l(X?ated  in  tlie  Citv  TFalL  These  limilfcnnen  rusheil  to 
this  place,  and  it  was  thought  by  the  local  health  authorities 
to  l)e  a  menace  to  public  liealth  \inder  tlie  circumstanxjesy.  and 
the  means  of  j-pi-eading  the  di^oa^^es  of  smallpox,  as  imdoubt- 
edly  they  brought  it  in  their  clothihng,  and  I  was  appealed 
to  to  issue  an  order  to  prohibit  ihe  conducting  of  tliat  business 
at  all  for  the  present.  I  informed  the  city  authorities  that  I 
liad  no  power  to  issue  such  order,  but  I  would  recommend  tliat 
the  local  authorities  close  the  place  of  business  uutil  such 
time  as  Smallpox  ceased  to  exist  in  the  city,  as  it  seemed  to 
me  a  menace  to  the  public  health  and  a  very  dangerous  one. 
I  also  urged  tliat  all  places  where  these  limiibennen  congregated 
in  largo  numbers  l)o  prohibited,  as  far  as  possible,  and  that 
they  1k>  vaccinated  as  far  as  possible.  I  also  stated  that  their 
clothing  and  oifects  should  ho  disinfectexl ;  but  with  their  hah- 
the  whole  situation  was  one  fraught  with  a  groat  deal  of  dan- 
its,  and  taking  all  under  consideraticm,  it  seemed  to  me  that 
ger,  so  far  as  the  spread  of  the  disease  was  concerned,  at  the 
present  time. 

REI'OKT    OF    INVESTIGATION    OI-    SMALT.r<)X    AT    THE    WAUKESHA 

INDl'STRIAT.  SCHOOL  FOK  BOYS. 

On  March  2r)th,  1001,  T  rcccavc^l  a  telo])hono  message  from 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Boys  at  Wau- 
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kesha,  asking  ino  to  come  thero  iimnediately  and  meet  tlie  local 
pliysiciaiia  and  decide  a  case  of  siLspected  Smallpox.  I  vis- 
ited the  scIlooI  in  the  aftenioen  in  company  with  the  attending 
physician  to  the  school :  saM'  a  vounff  boy  a.lx)iit  sixteen  veari> 
of  age,  who  had  been  isolated  in  the  isolation  liospital,  with 
a  well-marked  case  of  discrete  Smallpox  in  the  pustular  stage. 
The  body  was  pretty  well  covered,  but  the  eruption  was  not  con- 
fluent in  any  part,  and  the  boy  was  not  very  sick.  Tliore 
had  lK?cn  an  iiTcgularity  concerning  the  eruption,  inasmuch  as 
thero  did  not  seem  to  have  been  any  vesicular  stage,  but  tlie 
]>ustnles  appeared  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  day  of  his  sickness. 
Xeverlheless,  they  wore  typical  of  Smallpox.  This  boy  had 
l)een  in  tlio  institution  for  several  months  and  no  exposure  had 
l)een  experienced  §o  far  as  kno^^^l,  but  when  we  take  under  con- 
sideration that  lK>ys  come  to  this  institution  from  all  parts 
of  tlie  state,  it  is  a  very  easy  matter  to  bring  the  disease  into 
the  institution  in  sonie  manner.  The  case  was  well  isolated 
and  thero  did  not  seem  to  be  any  necessity  of  quarantining  tlie 
institution,  unless  the  disease  spread  further.  This  was  also 
the  view  of  the  health  officer  of  Waukesha,  who  met  me  at  the 
institution  before  my  departure. 

I  saw  another  case  that  was  isolated,  from  another  family, 
a  lx>y  al>out  sixtecui  years  of  age,  with  a  very  siispicions  enip- 
ti(m,  and  which  I  believed  to  b(i  a  very  mild  case  of  Smallpox, 
but  Ihe  oniption  was  so  scant  that  there  was  some  doubt  in 
my  nund  c<mcerning  it.  The  case  was  ordered  quarantined 
and  kept  under  observation,  but  not  to  be  exposed  to  the  otlier 

case. 

Vaccination  had  lx.»en  performed  by  the  attending  physician 
some  few  months  before,  but  he  had  l)een  imsuccessful  wnth 
his  virus,  and  it  had  not  taken  satisfactorily.  I,  therefore,  ad- 
vised  a  ii'enoral  vaccination  of  all  of  the  inmat(^  of  the  insti- 
tution,  esppcinlly  in  all  cases  where  the  physician  was  not  jx)si- 
tive  that  a  successful  vaccination  had  been  performed  recently. 
I  also  advised  that  every  lK>y  who  came  to  the  institution  be 
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vaccinated  at  once,  1x3  given  a  tlisinfoctant  bath,  and  have  his 
clothing  disinfected,  especially  while  tJio  Smallpox  epidemic 
existed  in  the  st^ate. 

REPOirr    of    invp:stkjatiox    of    outbreak    c'     smallpox    at 

CADOTT  AI^'D  STANLEY. 

After  ro]>oated  telegrams  and  calls  to  go  to  Oadott,  I  left  for 
that  place  on  Sunday  night,  April  Tth,  1001,  arriving  there 
on  Monday  morning,  April  8th.  I  learned  of  the  health  offi- 
cer, Dr.  It.  B.  (^^nnninghani,  of  the  village  of  (.'adott,  that  thea*e 
were  six  cases  of  Smallpox  existing  in  the  village  at  that  time 
in  five  different  families.  I  saw  one  of  these  cases,  which  was 
a  well-marked  case  of  Sniall]K>x,  and  all  the  otJiers  were  reported 
to  be  the  same.  The  local  board  of  health  was  called  together, 
and  the  situation  presented. 

It  appears  that  the  cases  come  from  a  lumber  camp,  known 
as  Camp  Xo.  6,  in  Grover  to\\mship,  Taylor  county.  This 
camp  has  Ix^en  infected  with  Smallpox  in  times  past,  and  it 
is  said  that  no  precautions  have  Ix^en  taken,  eidier  by  way  of 
quarantine  or  disinfection,  and  that  tlio  w^orkmen,  about  thirty 
in  tho  camp  at  present,  are  re^^idcnts  of  Cadott,  and  are  liable 
to  come  back  there  and  bring  the  disease  at  any  time.  More- 
over, lumtermen  are  coming  in  from  the  camps  all  of  tho  time, 
and  it  seems  impossible  to  prevent  them,  inajsniuch  as  the  local 
boards  of  health  in  the  towns  where  the  camps  exist  do  not 
take  necessary  prei^autions.  It  was  decided  to  notify  the  health 
authorities  in  tho  town  of  Grover  that  if  inunediate  action  was 
not  tiiken  the  State  Board  would  send  an  officer  to  take  charge 
of  matters  at  the  ex|>ensc»  of  the  town.  Tho  authorities  in  the 
village  of  Cadott  were  taking  every  precaution  and  were  alive 
to  tho  imiH>i-ti;nce  (»f  carrying  out  strict  sanitarv  reuulatious 
relative  to  controlling  the  diseai^e.  There  was  not,  however, 
verv  uuich  vaccination  Ix-inir  done,,  but  it  was  believed  that  l>v 
inv  visit  vaccination  would  be  more  general  in  the  future  as 
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the  ixM>ple  had  l>eeii  rather  undocided  in  re|];ard  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  disease,  a  great  many  not  believing  it  to  be  genu- 
ine Smallpox. 

Fiv^n^  (%idot.t  T  went  to  Stanley,  whero  I  found  throo  cases 
of  Sjiiallpox;  two  were  qnarantine<^l  in  an  old  jail,  and  the 
other,  a  child  of  the  landlord  of  the  Stanley  hotel,  was  quar- 
antined with  its  mother  in  a  small  honse  in  the  rear  of  the 
liotel,  away  from  other  dwellings.  I  saw  all  three  of  these 
cases,  and  they  were  all  well-nmrked  cases  of  Sinall}>ox.  In 
Stanley,  much  trouble  had  existetl,  aa  many  of  the  |)eople  did 
not  believe  that  the  disease  was  Smallpox.  After  conferring 
with  the  local  health  officer,  idiysicians,  mayor,  and  the  edi- 
tor of  the  jH'incipal  newspaper,  I  Miovo  that  a  l)etter  feelinf'* 
will  exist  and  that  the  majority  of  the  people  an^IU  rwM>gnizc 
that  they  have  Smallpox  to  deal  with.  Very  little  vaccination 
is  \x}inix  done  at  Sumlev.  I  ur«:ed  vaccination  in  this  local- 
itv  the  same  us  in  Cadott.  I  also  learned  that  there  were  some 
six. or  seven  cases  of  SmalljM^x  in  the  Country,  near  Stanley,  but 
they  were  -dl  well  quarantined  and  all  precautions  were  being 
taken. 

REPORT   OF    IXSPKCTIOX    OF   Pl.'lil.IC    FJI/fER   PLANT  AT   ASllLAXD. 

The  sand  filter  jdant  which  was  put  in  at  Ashland,  a  report 
of  which  will  l)e  found  in  .the  Sixt<vnth  lienor t  of  this  lloard, 
secMuc^d  to  work  satisfactorily  until  the  sunnner  of  1900,  when 
there  bei^an  to  he  easels  of  ty])hoid  fever  in  the  city  of  Ash- 
land, although  but  few  could  Ix'  traced  to  tJie  public  water  sujv 
])ly.  AlM)ut  oiH^third  of  the  water  supply  for  the  city  of 
Ashlrnd  is  from  an  arle.^iau  well,  the  other  two-tJiirds  is  filtereil 
bay  water,  filt^'red  through  a  sand  filtration  plant.  In.  August, 
1900,  there  w(^re  17  cmscs  re]H)rted,  with  1  death;  in  Septeni- 
In^r,  70  ca.^'\s,  with  J]  deaths;  in  OctoWr,  JU  cases,  wath  1  death ; 
in  XoviMnlKH',  S  caso<,  with  no  deaths;  in  Decemboi*,  15  cases, 
with  no  dealhs.     In  January,  1901,  there  were  103  cases,  with 
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9  deaths;  in  Februarv^,  42  cases,  with  8  deaths;  and  in  March, 
22  eas09,  with  6  deaths.  It  was  leanied,  liowever,  that  many 
of  these  cases  eaine  from  outside  of  the  city  and  that  but  a 
small  proportion  were  contract-ed  within  the  city  limits.  More- 
over, a  num'lx*r  of  cases  existed  among  j^ersons  who  did  ;^Lot 
use  f.ho  city  water.  Xevertheless,  bacteriological  examinations 
showed  that  sewage  was  leaching  through  the  plant. 

On  April  11th,  1001,  in  company  with  Professor  Russell, 
(nonsuiting  bactcriologisit  of  the  Boanl,  and  Dr.  Marks,  President 
of  the  Board,  we  left  for  Ashland,  arriving  there  on  the  ralom- 
ing  of  the  12th ;  and,  in  company  with  Dr.  Ilarrison,  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Board,  wc  visited  the  water  plant,  and  proceeded 
to  study  the  problem,  and  the  foregoing  facts  were  obtained. 
Probably  less  than  50  cases  of  the  whole  number  could  Ix?  traced 
in  any  way  to  the  public  water  supply,  although  verv'  exagsjer- 
ated  reports  of  over  500  ctases  at  one  time  were  presented  by 
the  newspapers,  and  much  excitement  among  the  people  had 
prevailed. 

After  a  C4ireful  cx^nsideration  and  examination  I  learned  that 
there  were  three  factors  bearing  upon  the  subject,  which  I  be- 
lieve could  account  for  tlie  inefficient  work  the  plant  was  do- 
ing. Tbe  bacteriological  examination  varied  from  time  to  time, 
but  those  made  by  Professor  Kussell  just  before  our  visit 
showed  a  larger  germ  content  and  with  a  larger  number  of  the 
colon  bacilli  than  in  other  samples  which  he  had  examined. 

It  rfippears  that  late  in  the  fall  the  company  obtained  a  sup- 
pi  v  of  sand  which  was  different  fn)m  what  thev  had  Ix^en  for- 
merly  using.  On  examining  this  sand,  much  of  it  was  found 
to  be  very  fine,  and  on  close  inspection  it  was  found  to  be  round 
or  washed  sand.  This  sand  was  used  late  in  the  season,  after 
the  water  had  lKH»onre  so  cold  that  theiT.  could  scarcely  l)e  anv 
growth  of  bactioria  on  the  t<:)p  of  the  filters.  Then  it  was  thought 
the  plant  was  filteriiig  an  excess  in  (juantity,  namely,  3,000,000 
gallons  per  acre. 

Taking  all  three  of  these  factors  under  consideration,  naiiiely, 
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tlio  quality  of  tJio  sand,  tlie  temperature  (wliicli  was  as  low 
as  32^,  wliich  Avould  not  admit  of  the  growth  of  bacteria  on 
the  surface),  and  tlu^  excessive  amount  of  water  passing  through 
tlie  ])iant^  it  was  btdieved  tliat  these  were  siiilicient  to  accoimt 
for.  the  difficulty. 

It  was  proposed  to  lower  tlie  rate  of  filtration  so  as  to  bring 
it  down  to  preliaps  1,000,000  or  1,500,000  gallons  per  acre, 
and  niako  further  bactorioloirical  examinations  to  see  how 
niueli  this  had  to  do  with  the  matter,  but  in  my  own  judg- 
ment I  believe  that  after  the  proper  sand  is  obtained,  and  the 
temperature  rises  so  that  a  sufficient  growth  of  bacteria  will 
be  obi4?ined,  the  fiUor  will  do  good  work.  However,  the  water 
in  the  bay  is  badly  contaminated  with  sewage  of  the  city  emp- 
tying into  the  l>ay,  and  it  would  undoubtedly  be  bettor  \jo  ex- 
tend the  intake  pipe  farther  out,  if  it  can  be  done.  We  urged 
tliat  ii  more  frcHpient  l)acteriological  examination  of  the  water 
bo  made,  as  many  as  two  per  week  at  least;  also  that  greiit 
cai-o  l)e  exercised  in  securing  the  quality  of  sand  used,  and 
(lie  Ixrds  b^  fonned  in  the  fall  by  proper  sand  in  time  Ixjfore 
the  c<ild  weatlier  came  on,  to  have  a  sufficient  gro\\i:h  of  bac- 
teria on  th(,  surface  to  render  the  plant  more  efficient.  From 
our  investigations,  we  liad  no  doubt  but  wdiat  tlio  cause  of 
typlioid  fever  in  many  cases  was  duo  to  the  inefficient  work 
of  the  filter  plant. 

KKPOIIT     OF     IXVKSTl(;\TIOX     OF     orTlJKKAK     OF     SMALI^OiC     AT 

MADISON. 

On  April  2r>th,  1901,  at  tlie  reipiest  of  the  health  officer  at 
^ladisMU,  I  visited  that  eitv  and  learned  that  they  had  twelve 
cases  of  Small]M>x ;  five  of  tliem  were  in  the  isolation  hospital, 
an<l  Severn  wt^n^  (|iinrantiiied  in  their  llonl(^s.  Tlio  isolation  hos- 
pital was  a  build  inn  nc^ar  th(^  hospital  ]U'o])er.  The  is(»lation 
lios])ilal  projH'r  is  re>erved  for  caring  for  case-s  of  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  F(*ver,  but  I  advised  that  they  iise  certain  wards 
of  this  hospital  which  were  entirely  separate  from  the  utlier 
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parts  of  the  bnilding,  for  cases  of  female  patients  affected  with 
Smallpox,  should  any  exist  Moreover,  I  advised  that  they  iise 
this  hcjspital  for  a  Smallpox  hospital,  if  they  had  more  cases, 
rather  than  attompt  to  care  for  them  in  their  homes,  and  to 
treat  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  should  they  occur, 
in  tlieir  homes  during  the  time  that  Smallpox  exists.  The  cases 
were  well  quai'antinod  in  the  respective  houses  in  which  tliey 
existed,  but  in  some  instances  the  houses  were  quite  close  to 
other  dwellings,  and  it  seemed  advisable  to  remove  all  cases 
to  the  isolation  hospital,  if  possible,  which  course  I  advised. 
I  also  stated  tliat  if  tlie  weather  was  warm,  tents  could  be  erected 
on  the  gi'ounds  of  the  isolation  hospitiil  and  patients  cared  for 
in  tliTit  way  to  tlie  best  advantiige.  The  isolation  hospital  was 
well  located  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city  and  admirably  arranged 
for  the  care  of  cases  of  contagious  disease. 

The  question  was  also  asked  me  concerning  the  appointnuont 
of  health  officer;  whether  the  health  officer  should  at  the  sajne 
time  attend  to  cases  of  Smallpox.  I  advised  that  they  employ 
a  phyj^ician  to  treat  tlie  cases  of  Smallpox  and  leave  the  health 
officx>r  free  from  this  duty  so-  that  he  could  attend  to  his  busi- 
ness of  superintending  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  city  with 
out  bluing  exposed  to  Smallpox.  On  the  plea  of  economy,  the 
authorities  were  inclined  to  employ  a  man  who  had  made  a  very 
liberal  offer  to  fill  the  position  of  healtli  officer  and  treat  all 
cases  of  contagious  diseases. 

The  Smallpox  came  to  !^^adison  from  a  case  that  was  diag- 
nosed in  the  first  place  as  Chickenpox,  and  came  from  Eidge- 
way,  Wisconsin.  i[uch  exposure  existed  from  this  case  l)eforc 
it  was  learned  that  it  was  Smallpox,  her.co  the  spread  of  tlio 
disease.  I  urged  vaccination,  and  especially  of  the  employes  in 
llie  hotels,  l>oarding  houses,  and  restaurants. 
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RKl'ORT   OF    investigation    OF   SMALLPOX   AT   WATERTOWK. 

On  ^lay  10,  1901,  I  received  a  telephone  message  from  Dr. 
Wliyte,  a  nieriil)er  of  this  Board  at  Watertown,  stating  that  lie 
desired  nie  to  visit  Waterto\vii  and  investigate  an  outbreak  of 
Smallpox.  I  went  to  Watei'towii  on  May  11th  and  was  met  at 
the  depot  by  Dr.  ^Vhyte  and  two  other  physicians  aud  taken  to 
llio  Isolation  hospital,  (where  I  iniet  two  more  physicians)  a 
buihling  situare<l  some  two  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city, 
where  1  found  three  oases  of  Smallpox. 

It  was  reported  that  alxnit  the  lOth  of  April  a  tramp  was 
found  infected  with  tlie  disease  in  WatcrtoA\Ti,  and  in  company 
with  two  otliers  who  had  Ijeen  exposeil,  were  quarantined  in  the 
Isolation  hospit-al;  the  other  two  were  allowed  to  depart  after 
))eing  kept  quarantined  the  n!«ual  length  of  time,  according  U^ 
the  history  given.  Two  men  were  engaged  as  nurses  to  take 
caro  (rf  thcve  men  but  wvviy  nut  vaccinated.  The  health  officer 
stated  that  they  had  informed  him  that  they  were  protected  by 
a  previous  attack  of  the  disease  which  they  had  liad  when  yoiuig. 
In  due  course^  of  time  tliese  two  men  c^ime  down  witii  the  dis- 
ease and  tli(*so  were  tlie  cases  that  I  saw  together  with  the  first 
cas(?  on  mv  visit.  The  healUi  officer,  Mayor  and  President  of 
the  C\>uncil  were  seen,  ami  the  health  officer  stated  that 
li(^  thought  they  were  protected  by  a  previous  attack  of  the  dis- 
case  ;ind  hence  it  was  unnecessarv  to  vaccinate  them.  We  had 
also  failed  to  reec^ive  re]>orts  of  these  cases,  except  the  fii"st  c-a-se, 
althougli  tlie  healtli  officer  stated  that  ho  had  sent  them  to  us. 

There  was  eonsiderablo  complaint  made  by  local  physicians 
concerning  the  healtli  officer  to  the  effect  that  he  was  visiting  the 
cases  oftener  than  was  necessary'  in  order  to  have  a  big  charge 
ai>aiust  the  citv,  and  that  lie  neiiiected  to  vaccinate  the  attend- 
nuts  with  a  view  that  thev  mie:ht  come  do\\ni  witli  the  disease 
jiiid  that  his  son'ices  would  be  re(]uired  for  a  longer  period  of 
time. 

I  saw  tit  (o  ceu'iure  the  health  officer  for  not  vaccinating  these 
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iiiCTi,  and  stated  that  the  rnatter  of  making  unneeossary  visits 
would  have  to  lx>  settled  by  the  local  aiithoritit^.  The  cas<\s 
were  well  quara.ntine<l  and  the  public  protected  as  far  as  I  could 
s(»o.  T  could  not  learn,  however,  that  much  (►£  any  vacx*ination 
liad  k'on  done. 

REPORT  OF  INSPECTION    OF  THE   AIKNOMOXEE   RIVER  AT   WAUWA- 

TOSA. 

On  May  23rd,  1901,  by  request  of  tho  town  ofiiKu-s  of  Wau- 
watosa,  Dr.  Solon  IMarks,  tho  President  of  this  Board,  and  ycuir 
Secretary  in<*t  two  of  the  town  officials  of  Wauwatosa,  and  in- 
sjKX'ted  the  river  at  the  openin<j:  of  one  of  tho  city  sewers,  and 
also  tho  opening  of  a  sewer  \o  the  ililler  Brewing  Co.'s  ])lant. 
Both  of  these  sewers  empty  into  the  river  near  the  Wells  Street 
Railway  viaduct.  The  sewer  from  tho  Brewing  Co.'s  plant  has 
Ix^en  a  bad  imisance  for  years  and  still  continues,  a.  largo 
iuuount  of  sowage  from  the  plant  running  into  the  river  at  this 
point.  Tho  city  sewer  is  a  large  cme,  running  from  tho  noi*th- 
orn  part  of  tho  city  and  emptying  into  the  river  at  this  point. 
Originally  it  was  only  intc^nded  that  surface  drainage  should 
empty  into  this  sewer.  Lat-er,  a  citizen  connecte<l  the  sewage 
of  his  home  to  it;  a  suit  followed  instituted  bv  the  citv,  Imt  the 
courts  decided  tliat  the  sower  .was  for  tho  purpose  of  drainage, 
and  that  the  citizen  did  not  violato  the  statuU^f^  in  ccmnectinu: 
his  liouse  to  tho  same,  hence  the  city  lost  its  suit,  and  since  that 
time  many  citizens  have  connected  their  houses  with  this  sewer, 
and  as  a  result  a  large  amount  of  sewage  is  now  flowing  into 
and  through  this  sewer;  all  of  which  empties  into  tlio  river  at 
this  ])oint,  constituting  a  very  serious  nuisan(»e.  The  State* 
Board  was  called  upon  to  advise  with  tho  local  authorities  at 
Wauwat^)sa  as  to  what  measures  could  lx>  taken.  We  advisc^l 
that  we  would  consult  with  tho  Citv  Engineer  at  the  earliest 
]>ossiblo  convenience,  and  learn  from  him,  if  possil)le,  what 
course  could  bo  pursued.     It  is  evich^it  that  a  continuation  of 
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tlio  sower  to  the  lake  will  prol)ably  be  the  only  reiiiedy  for  the 
evil.  We  shall  urge  the  city  to  take  immediate  action  in  rc- 
irard  to  tlie  matter  as  the  nuisance,  at  the  present  time,  is  not 
only  offensive  but  dangerous  to  many  of  tlie  inhalwtants  that 
live  along  the  course  of  the  river. 

Later  consultation  with  the  city  engineer  revealed  the  fact 
that  nieajis  were  not  at  hand  to  make  any  improvements  at  pres- 
ent, l>ut  tliat  our  recommendations  would  be  dulv  considered. 

REPORT  OF  INVESTIGATION   OF   OUTBREAK  OF  SMALLPOX  AT  BOS- 

COBEL. 

On  May  29,  1001, 1  received  an  urgent  letter  from  the  health 
officer  of  BoscoM,  to  visit  that  place,  or  send  an  expert  to  make 
a  diagnosis  of  some  skin  disease  which  they  thought  was  ''Trn- 
pjtigo  Contagiosa,"  that  tliere  were  some  twenty  cases,  and  that 
■it  was  very  contagious  and  spreading. 

On  May  fjOth  I  visited  Boscobel,  and  learaed  that  about  four- 
teen days  prior  to  my  visit  a  man  came  down  with  the  dis- 
ease; he  had  not  l)een  exposed  so  far  as  he  knew,  and  had  not 
been  out  of  tlie  place,  with  tlio  exception  of  one  trip  to  some 
adjoining  town  during  the  month  previous.  From  this  case, 
all  of  tlie  otliers  were  taken,  the  families  infected  being  friends 
wlio  visited  back  and  forth  veiy  frequently.  I  found  in  the 
liuuse  of  this  first  case  five  members,  including  tlie  man  who 
was  first  taken,  ill  witli  typical  Smallpox.  The  man  was  re- 
covering, l>ut  he  liad  been  pretty  thoroughly  covered  with  pus1> 
ulos.  One  boy  was  quite  ill  and  in  Ixxi ;  also  the  mother  and 
grandmother,  and  there  w%as  one  grown-up  daughter  who  was 
just  Cfmiing  dowTi  with  the  disease.  These  cases  wore  the  worst 
of  the  lot.  There  were  five  families  infeeted,  and  thirteen  per- 
sons. Some  of  the  cases  were  exceedingly  light^  only  hav- 
ing a  very  few  vesicles  or  papules  to  be  found  on  the  skin.  They 
were  all  under  the  care  of  tlie  son  of  the  health  officer,  who 
was  a  physician,  with  the  exception  of  one  case  which  I  did 
not  see,  but  it  Avas  reported  that  he  was  the  same  as  the  others. 
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I  advised  strict  quarantine;  in  fact,  they  had  established 
quarantine;  tlie  placards  were  np  on  all  of  tlie  houses,  stating 
that  contagious  disease  existed  within,  and  warning  the  people 
not  to  bo  admitted  to  tlie  houses.  Very  little  vaccinating  had 
been  done.  I  urged  vaccination  and  thorough  disinfection 
nfter  I'ecovei^'  in  all  cases,  and  fii-st  advised  that  the  quaran- 
tine 1x^  maintained  under  strict  police  regulations  in  order  that 
the  cases  tliat  were  infected,  and  were  not  sick  enough  to  be 
in  bod,  could  bo  kept  strictly  witliin  quarantine.  I  met  the 
board  of  health,  and  the  mayor,  and  all  agreed  to  take  active 
measuroR  to  prevent  tlie  spread  of  the  disease. 

im:i'oi;t  of  investigation  of  suspected  scarlet  fever  at 

PORT    W a S  III  XGTON. 

On  July  14th,  1001,  I  received  a  telephone  message  from 
the  ifayor  of  Port  Washington,  requesting  me  to  come  there 
as  soon  as  possible  and  settle  the  matter  of  diagnosis  of  Scar- 
lot  Fever,  as  the  health  officer  and  the  local  pliysicians  were 
unable  to  do  so  satisfactorily  among  themselves. 

On  the  i5th  inst.,  I  visited  Port  Waslxington  in  the  after- 
noon, and  met  the  health  officer  and  another  physician,  and  the 
]^^av<^r.  I  first  visited  a  familv  in  which  there  were  five  chil- 
tiren  that  were  reported  to  Ix^  suffering  from  the  disease  and 
]iad  not  heen  quarantined,  and  much  complaint  had  been  made 
to  the  Mayor  concerning  the  alleged  negligence  of  the  health 
officer.  Tliere  was  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  another  tenement 
in  the  same  block,  which  was  quarantined.  I  examined  the 
five  children  referred  to  verv  carefullv,  and  could  find  no-  evi- 
deuce  of  any  Scarlet  Fever  in  any  of  them,  and  on  question- 
ing them  I  could  not  learn  that  any  of  them  had  been  sick  at 
any  time.  It  appears  that  one  of  the  boys  had  been  seen 
on  the  front  steps  wi\]\  his  hands  peeling  from  sunburn,  and 
thev  r,ssiime<l  that  he  had  Scarlet  Fever.  I  then  visited  an- 
other  Iiouse  in  which  there  was  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the 
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tonoiiiont  up  stairs,  attended  l>y  a  physician.  This  young  lady 
was  reeovorinp^  from  the  disease,  hut  the  skin  was  desquamating 
A'erv  thoroui2:hIv.  In  the  tenement  down  stairs,  there  had  heen 
^<everal  ehiMren  reported  to  have  \yo(m  sick,  hut  they  had  no 
physician  at  any  time.  I  visited  tliat  family  but  could  not 
find  any  evidence  of  Scarlet  Fe^'^er  at  the  timo  of  my  visit. 
Xevertheless,  tlie  adults  of  the  family  informed  me  that  the 
chihln^n  were  all  sick,  taken  M'ith  the  fever  and  vomiting,  sore 
throat,  and  had  a  rash  for  a  day  or  two,  but  were  not  sick 
enouffh  to  have  a  physician,  they  thought,  hence  haxl  not  sent 
for  anv.  I  iiiformeil  them  that  1  l)elie\'e<l  that  thev  had  had 
a  mild  form  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  that  imdoubtedly  tlie  per- 
Sfni  up  stairs  contracted  the  disease  from  them.  I  ad\ased  a 
thorough  disinfection  of  this  house.  I  also  visited  a  familv 
in  tlie  house  adjoining  this  one,  in  which  it  had  been  reported 
that  Scarlet  Fever  existed,  and  that  the  health  officer  had  not 
quarantined.  I  found  that  the  health  officer  had  been  called 
a  w<H*k  l)eforo  my  visit  to  see  a  lx>y,  and  paid  him  only  one 
visit,  he  being  ill  with  some  trifling  complaint,  and  had  seen 
him  no  more.  There  were  several  smaller  children  in  the  fam- 
ily. T  (*xamine<l  this  Ijny  very  carefully  but  could,  find  no  evi- 
di'i\cf\  id  Scarl(»t  Fever;  neither  had  tliere  been  any  sickness 
iimong  the  other  children  in  the  familv,  and  tliev  were  all  con- 
?-tantIy  ex{K>s<>d  to  him.  There  were  several  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fev(»r  in  the  city,  svhich  were  quarantined,  and  concerning 
whick  there  was  no  questicm  aluMit  their  existence,  and  which 
T  did  not  visit. 

This  constitut'.^  the  nvults  of  my  inspec*tion,  and  the  ]>eo- 
]>le  s(^(Mne(l  satisiicnl  nitov  mv  decision  in  roficard  to  the  two  fani- 
ilies  which  I  visited,  in  which  the  disease  was  alleged  to  exist 
an<l  (»vi(l(»nt]y  did  not,  and  it  a])poars  that  the  health  officer  was 
doing  his  (Inly  under  the  circumstances  as  well  as  he  could. 
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QUARANTINK  MEASURES  T>r  SAfALLPOX  CASES. 

The  following  is  an  opinion  ccivon  l\y  the  Attorney  General 
in  roj)ly  to  a.  letter  I  sent  l)ini  concerning  the  quarantine  meas- 
ures to  1)0  t^iken  in  Smallpox  eases: 

JIvDisox,  Wis.,  August  8,  1001. 
Dr.  1'.  O.  E.  Wix(jATE, 

Milwaukee,  Wis. 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  yesterday,  in 
which  you  say  that  it  has  come  to  your  notice  that  quarantine 
is  not  l)eing  et^tahlisluNl  in  a  legal  manner  in  many  places; 
that  in  some  inst^iuces  all  that  is  done  is  to  tack  up  some  sort 
(>{  ])lacard ;  that  it  (X'curs  to  you,  in  order  to  have  a  quarantine 
established  tliat  will  stand  the  tests  of  the  courts,  some  form 
of  notice  nxiist  be  served  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  house,  and 
ijskina'  me  to  draw  up  a  form  of  no,tice  to  bo  sei"ved  upon  the 
inhabitants,  and  also  a  form  of  notice  to  l)e  given  to  the  hejilth 
officers,  l(K*al  l)oards  of  health,  sheriffs,  constables,  policemen, 
etc.,  HMiuiring  them  to  enforce  tJi(*  rules  and  regulations  of  your 
Boa'rrl. 

In  reply  would  say,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  may 
Ix^  as  many  rules  and  regulations  in  reference  to  this  matter 
{is  tliere  are  health  officers  or  bcnirds  in  the  state,  T  think  it 
would  le  very  difficult,  and  probably  impossible,  to  franijO  a 
notice  which  would  met^t  each  particular  case. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Smallpox  is  (»pidenxic  in  the  state 
p.nd  it  is  necessary  that  rules  for  quarantining  Smallpox  pa- 
tients should  be  enforced  in  all  communities,  would  it  not  be 
well  for  vour  Board  of  Health  to  exercise  the  authoritv  con- 
f erred  upon  it  by  section  1408  of  the  statutes  of  1898  and^adopt 
soni.e  general  ruk\s  or  regulations  in  reference  to  this  matter  ? 
This  secticm  would  seem  to  give  you  authority  to  adopt  gen- 
eral rules  applicable  to  the  wh(d(*  state  or  special  rules  for  a 
2:iven  localitv.  If  this  were  done,  it  would  not  l)e  difficult  to 
frame  a  noticx?  to  be  given  to  the  CK*cupants  of  a  quarantined 
liouse  or  district  and  also  to  the  officers  menti<med  in  vour  let- 

c 

ter,  and  I  should  onlv  ]\o  too  rfad  to  1k>  of  assistance  to  vou 
in  framing  such  a  notice. 

I  do  not  see,  however,  how  T  could  frame  a  general  notice 
which  would  bo  applic-able  to  all  cases  without  knowing  exactly 
C 
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v.'liat  regulations  tlierc  are  in  tlie  (Uffereiit  parts  of  the  stiUo 

for  quarantining  ]>reuiises  infe^^ted  by  Smallpox.

RrPORT  OF  IXVESTIGATfON  OF  OUTBREAK. OF  SMALLPOX  AT  WEST 

•   BEXD. 

At  tlie  request  of  tlie  health  offieer,  I  visited  West  Bend  on 
tlie  morning  of  Oetolx^r  21st,  1901,  to  see  a  young  nuin  wlio 
liad  eonie  from  (^liieago  alx>ut  a  we<*k  pre\'ious,  who  had  Ix^en 
taken  ^vitll  pain  in  the  l>aek  and  headaehe,  vomiting,  and  after 
two  or  tliree  days  l>roke  out  Anth  an  eruptiou  comancneing  on 
tlie  head  and  face,  and  extendinii:  over  the  entire  lx)dv.  After 
tli(^  eruption  had  aj)|>oared  ho  was  apparently  well,  and  w(^nt 
out  and  ex|x>sed  many  ]>eople. 

The  ease  was  diairnoscd  hv  mvself  as  one  of  undoubticxl  Small- 
]X)x.  The  ])ati(^it  liad  never  lK»en  vaeeinated.  He  wa*s  inime- 
<Iiatx:dy  ])laeed  uiuler  (juarantine,  and  all  necessaxy  preeautions 
tak(»n,  as  far  as  pjssihh*,  to  ]>revent  the  spn^-ad  of  the  disease. 

IWESTH'rATFOX    OF    SMALLPOX    AT    RACINE. 

I  visited  Tfacine  on  Deeemlicr  2d,  1901,  to  assist  the  loe^l 
authorities  of  that  place  in  settling  the  question,  of  diagnosis 
of  Smallj)ox.     Two  AV(01-marked  eases  were  foimd. 

1XVKST?(;.\TI<JN    OF   SMALLPOX  AT   KLKHORX. 

T  visited  Elkhoni  on  ])eeend)er  4th,  1901,  in  regard  to  Small- 
lK>x,  a.nd  found  one  ease;  also  a  case  at  Peck's  Station,  situated 
about  five  miles  from  Elkliorn,  Walworth  countv.  There  wa.s 
grcMit  exposure.  Printed  matter  relative  to  disinfection  was 
F(Mit  t'»  the  health  officer  of  Elkhorn.

report  of  investigation  of  smallpox  at  west  bend. 

On  Deconiber  18th,  1001,  in  company  witli  tJie  President  of 
f ho  Board,  I  visited  West.  Bend  at  the  request  of  the  local  health 
r>fficer  to  see  a  case  of  suspected  Smallpox  that  had  recently 
been  vaccinated.  We  found  a  young  girl,  some  18  jenrs  of 
age,  Avlio  had  l)oen  vaccinate<l  on  the  thigli  with  glycerinated 
virus,  Octf>l)er  21st,  1001.  There  was  still  a  large  scab  in  the 
place  of  vaccination  and  the  appearance  was  not  that  of  a  typ- 
ical vaccination.  Tlie  patient  broke  out  with  mild  varioloid 
on  December  12th,  from  which  she  was  suffering  at  the  time 
of  our  visit,  having  had  a  verv  few  prodromal  symptoms,  but 
there  was  vsome  headache,  nausea,  sore  throat,  with  a  temper- 
ature of.  101  reported  by  tlie  doctor.  The  eruption  was  evi- 
dently alx)rted  in  the  papular  st^ge.  There  were  numerous  pap- 
ules in  an  aborted  condition  on  the  face  and  head,  and  on  the 
hairy  scalp,  few  on  tho  arms,  and  more  on  the  back,  and  some 
on  the  lower  extremities.  The  case  presented  that  of  a  per- 
son who  has  been  partially  protected  by  vaceination,  as  this  was 
tho  first  vaccination,  but  had  not  Ix^en  fully  protected,  and  evi- 
dently tho  virus  used  was  not  of  first  class  quality.  Other 
members  of  the  familv  had  been  vaccinated  bv  the  same  virus, 
which  presented  typical  scars.  They  were  vaccinated  at  the 
sanio  lime;  scabs  had  come  away  leaving  typical  scars.  All  of 
them  had  been  vaccinated  on  the  outside  of  the  thigli. 

We  also  A-isited  another  liouse  in  which  there  was  a  vounff 
lady  with  modified  Smallpox  of  alx>ut  the  duration  of  the  first 
]>atient.  She  was  up  and  nlmit  the  house,  not  ill,  but  presented 
typical  Smallpox  pustules  in  moderate  numl)er  ov(t  the  face, 
neck,  head,  back  of  the  arms,  l>ody  and  limbs. 

Cases  were  both  quarantined.  We  had  no  hesitancy  in  pro- 
prouncing  l)oth  cases  true  Smallpox. 
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REPORT     of     investigation     OF     OUTBREAK     OF     SMAI.LPOX     AT 

PALMYRA. 

At  Ike  urgent  roqiiest  of  tlio  health  officer,  I  visited  Pahiiyra 
on  Deceialx>r  27th,  1901,  and  found  in  a  well-to-do  family  a 
little  boy  who  had  presented  an  eruption  Ix^nning  a  week 
l)eforo  I  saw  him.  There  were  less  than  a  dozen  dried-up 
papules  on  the  face,  head,  body,  and  limbs.  The  father  showed 
evidence  of  having  had  the  same  disease  prior  to  the  boy's  sick- 
ness. Tlie  lx>y  was  taken  with  headache,  but  slight  fever,  if 
*  anv,  with  sickness  at  the  stoni.ach,  and  vondtinflr.  The  doctor 
had  diagnosed  it  as  a  modified  form  of  Smallpox,  and  tlie  house 
was  quarantincii.  There  were  several  children  in  the  family, 
none  of  whom  had  l)een  vaccina t(Hl.  The  servant  girl  had  also 
had  the  samie  disease  but  had  re<*overed,  not  having  any  physi- 
cian to  see  the  ease.  A  few  marks  Avere  left  on  her  annp  and 
hands,  which  I  saw. 

I  deluded  this  was  a  very  modified  form  of  Smallpox,  and 
advised  quarantine  being  maintaine<l,  and  vaccination  urged. 
The  familv  was  very  unwilline:  to  acce])t  my  opinion  or  the 
opinion  of  anyone  that  it  was  Smallpox.  The  other  children  in 
the  faiuilv  were  iK^ffinnina:  to  show  evidence  of  ct^mina:  down, 
as  they  were  complaining  of  sickness  at  the  stomach  and  feel- 
ing ill. 

REPORT  OF  THE  IXSPEPTroN   OF  OUTBREAK  OF  8MAT.T.POX  AT 

COTi:^[Bi:S,  WIS. 

On  the  22d  day  of  January,  1902,  by  the  earnest  roqiiost  of 
tho  iMavor  and  authorities  of  Cohmibus,  1  visited  tliat  citv  to 
s(  ttle  the  qiu^tion  of  diagnosis  of  cases  of  Smallpox.  Several 
physicians  had  seen  the  cases,  which  were  in  one  family.  A 
child  had  r(XH)vere<l  fron^l  an  eruptive  disease,  and  an  older 
l)r()ther,  10  years  of  age,  and  a  sister  18  years  of  age,  Lotli 
high  s('h<w>l  students,  were  ill  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  and  had 
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been  sick  alxnit  five  days.  The  lx>y  had  not  been  vaccinated, 
und  \^'as  pretty  tliorouglily  covoi"e<l  with  the  eniption  of  Small- 
]K>x  tJiat  had  roaclHNl  tlie  vesicular  stage;  the  girl  had  been  vac- 
cinated in  inl'ancy,  tind  lier  eniption  was  lees  but  of  a  similar 
nature.  From  the  history  given,  and  the  appearance  of  the 
disease,  1  could  not  hesitiate  in  pronouncing  it  Smallpox,  and 
urgexl  a  c/>ntinuance  of  the  methods  that  had  already  been  taken, 
namely,  strict  quarantine  of  the  family,  and  vaccination  of  i>eo- 
l)le  gi>nerally.  The  board  of  health  and  school  board  were  seen 
together,  and  ihey  were  all  anxious  to  follow  directions  and  do 
what  was  necessary  to  prevent  the  spreiid  of  the  disease. 

REPOUT  of  INSPECTIOX  OF  OUTBREAK  OF  SMALLPOX  AT  ST.  FRAN- 
CIS, towx  of  lake,  WLS. 

• 

On  January  28th,  1002,  by  recjuest  of  the  attending  physi- 
cian, I  visited  St.  Francis,  in  the  U>\\i\  of  Lake,  and  A'eriiied 
the  do^'tor's  diagno^^is  in  two  cases  of  Snuillpox  among  the  stu- 
dents. It  appears  that  the  student.s  of  this  institution  had  lx>en 
homo  at  Ohristmas,  and  had  n^turned  lx?tween  two  and  three 
weeks  prior  to  their  coming  down  with  tho  disease,  and  prob- 
ably contracted  it  at  their  liomes  as  sou'Je  of  them  went  to  pla(*es 
where  the  disease  existed.  There  were  a.l>out  250  students  in 
tlie  scliool  at  the  time  the  disease  appeared  two  days  before, 
oH  sisters,  and  some  12  or  15  professors.  There  was  not  much 
exposure,  except  in  the  room  where  the  lK>ys  were  taken  sick. 
There  were  some  four  or  five  roommat<>s  that  were  exposed,  and 
they  were  immediat(  Iv  vaccinated.  TIu^  other  l)ovs  in  the  in- 
stitution,  learning  that  Sniallpox  had  broken  out,  l)ef()re  tho 
qiuirantino  officers  coukl  ])ut  in  an  a})pearance,  left  the  insti- 
tution and  went  to  their  homos  scattered  all  over  the  state  and 
in  SOUK?  other  states.  T  advised  that  their  address<:*s  l)e  l<K>k(Hl 
uy)  and  the  local  authorities  n<jtitl(Ml  in  the  res|K'ctive  localities 
where  they  had  gone,  and  \\\V!.  two  siek  patients  were  removed 
to  a  separate  building,  and  tlie  room  in  which  they  were,  dis- 
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infected,  and  tliey  "were  placed  under  the  care  of  a  nurse  and 
strictly  quarantined.  The  professors,  sisters,  and  others  that 
were  left,  were  all  ordered  to  Ijc  vaccinated. 


S.MAT.l-rOX  at  RACINE COMMrXICATION  TO  THE  HEALTH 

OFFICER.

Sir  : — On  visitini^  Kaciiie  today,  and  ni/aking  an  inspection  of 
certain  cases  of  Smallpox,  I  am  convinced  tliat  you  have  had 
the  disea^se  in  the  citv  since  mv  former  visit  there  on  December 
2d,  1901,  and  I  Avas  able  to  trace  the  present  cases  to  those  I 
saw  Avlien  there  then.  J  also  learned  that  several  cases*  have 
existed  tliat  have  been  ci^illod  bv  some  other  name,  and  there  is 
not  much  doiil^t  that  there  have  been  several  families  infected 
with  Smallpox  and  n©  efforts  made  to  prevent  tlie  spread  of 
the  disease.  From  what  I  was  able  to  learn,  I  am  convinced 
that  there  are  ca.ses  still  existing  in  the  city  that  are  not  quar- 
antined, and  that  tliere  has  been  much  exnosure  to  the  infec- 
tion, and  that  tliere  is  great  danger  of  the  disease  assuming 
a  serious  and  extendi vo  epidemic^  Under  these  conditions  I 
consider  it  my  dutv  to  advi^^e  vou  to  take  active  measures  at  once 
to  combat  the  disease,  as  follows : 

First — It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  city  estab- 
Isli  an  isolation  hospital,  to  wliidi  all  cases  that  may  be  foimd 
in  hotels,  boarding  and  tenement  houses,  should  be  at  once  taken 
and  caix3<l  for,  and  tliose  found  in  their  own  homes,  if  thev 
object  to  l)eing  taken  to  the  hospital,  should  be  promptly  and 
Focurely  (juarantined,  with  guards  statione<i  in  all  cases  to  pre- 
vent any  from  going  in  or  coming  out  of  such  liouses,  except 
attending  physicians  and  necessars^  attendants.  If  the  city 
jyrovides  no  ilios])ita]  for  su(*h  cases,  you  will  be  obliged  to  es- 
ta1)lish  quarantine  over  hotels  and  lK)arding  houses,  should  casCvS 
(»f  the  disease  occur  tliereiu,  and  under  such  circiunstances  the 
owners  can  dc^nand  damagc^s,  and  the  courts  will  sustain  reason- 
al)le  claims  in  such  cases. 

tSrcond—1  advise  that  a  sufficic^nt  numl^er  of  physicians  be 
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apiK)iiitcd  whoso  duty  it  shall  he  to  look  up  all  cases  of  eruptive 
cliscas(?s  tliey  can  find  in  the  city ;  only  hy  such  ni)>ans  can.  you 
find  casc^  of  Sniallpox  in  hiding  and  that  have  not  been,  recoff- 
iiized,  or  have  been  existing  under  some  other  namje,  or  have 
not  l>een  seen  l>y  any  physician,  but  which-  are  continuing  as 
great  dangei*s  to  the  city.  Also,  I  advise  that  these  physicians 
urge  and  practice  vaccination  of  all  persons  who  will  submit 
to  the  operation;  and  especially  should  this  be  done  in  the 
schools,  shops,  factories,  and  all  places  where  large  numbers  of 
persoiLS  congregate  together. 

TJiird — I  advise  that  these  or  other  physicians  meet  all  out- 
g-oiyg  railroad  trains  and  allow  no  one  to  leave  the  city  Avho 
presents  any  suspicions  symptoms,  or  who  comes  from  an  in- 
fected locality,  known  to  be  such  by  the  inspector.  I  consider 
ihis  course  of  very  great  imi>ortance  to  prevent  Chicago  and 
.^lilwaukee  from  insisting  that  all  trains  run  through  without 
stoi>i>ing. 

Fourth — I  Avill  have  to  ask  you  to  re]X)rt  to  me  every  few 
davs,  or  dailv  if  nocessarv,  in  order  that  I  mav  be  fully  in- 
formed  as  to  what  is  Ix^iuii:  done  from!  dav  to  dav,  and  to  en- 
able  niio  to  assui'e  the  aulhoriticr:  of  Chicago  that  all  needful 
ste}xs  are  l)eing  taken  to  prevent  tlie  spread  of  the  disease  from 
the  limits  of  tlie  citv.  I  have  no  desire  or  intention  to  assume 
the  ])ositiori  of  an  alannist.,  but  you  have  a  condition  and  not 
a  tlieorv  to  c/>nt.end  with,  and  1  am.  c«mvinc('d  tliat  the  situa- 
tion  deiiitands  the  most  prompt  and  active  measures,  and  that 
nothing  less  tlian  what  I  have  advise<1  will  ineet  tlie  situation 
in  a  sucC'Cssful  manner.  The  disease  has  Ix^en  allowed  to  gain 
a  foothold  and  there  has  Ix^en  much  exjK)sure;  nothing  less  than 
the  most  vigorous  quarantine,  vaccination,  and  thorough  disin- 
fection after  the  disease  ceases  to  exist,  will  control  it  and 
i:.tain})  it  out,

I  have  the  followinir 
numlxT  of  C4ises — all  told,  eight  in  iiundKa*,  two  of  wdiich  you 
have  seen — and  have  quarantined  them  to  the  best  of  our  abil- 
ity at.  the  present  time,  and  have  recommende<r  vaccination 
to  all  th(^e  that  have  been  exposed  in  any  way. 

Have  also  mailed  to  each  physician  in  the  city  one  of  tlio 
enclosed  circular  letters.

Micli  ])n>]>erty,  so  taken,  a  just  com])ensation. 

S(vti<.ii  l>.'5.  It  ^liall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  o^'ery  pral^ 
ticin^•  ])liysician  in  tlu^  citv  of  Racine:     Firsts — ^Whenever  re- 
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qiiinnl  by  tlio  lx>ard  of  health  of  said  city  to  report  to  said 
board,  at  such  times  and  in  snch  forms  as  they  may  prescribe, 
the  mini'l>er  of  persons  attiicked  with  any  pestilential,  conta- 
gious or  infectious  disease  attended  by  such  physician  for  tlie 
twenty-four  hours  next  pi*eceding  such  report,  of  any  sucli 
p(\stilontial,  contagious  or  infectious  disease.  Second — To 
report  in  writing  to  said  board  of  health  every  patient  he  shall 
have,  lalx>ring;  under  any  pesrilential,  cont-agioiLS  or  infectious 
disease  within  twenty-four  hours  after  ho  shall  ascertain  or 
susjjei't  the  nature  of  such  disease.  Third — To  report  in  writ- 
ing to  the  lx)ard  of  liealth,  when  by  thoui  required,  the  death 
of  an^'  ]>atient  who  shall  have  died  of  any  disease  within  twenty-  , 
four,  hours  thereafter,  .and  to  state  in  such  report  tlie  specific 
nature  and  tyjx)  of  such  diseai^e. 

Section  1)4.  Any  practicing  phvsician  who  shall  neglecjt  or 
re-fuse  to  perform  tlie  duties  recpiired  of  him  by  or  in  any  sec- 
tion of  this  title,  shall  l)e  considered  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  l)e  pimished  by  a  fine  of  not 
inoro  than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  each  offence."

report    of    meeting    WITir    IIEAT/nt    OFFICERS    OF    MANITOWOC 

COUNTY. 

On  February  :^(>th,  U)02,  at  the  request  of  the  health  autlior- 
ities  of  the  city  of  ^lanitowoc,  T  visited  that  city  to  ir.ret  witli 
\hv  liealth  officers  (^f  the  different  to^^^lshi])s  in  the  county, 
thev  ha\nn":  l>een  cnHed  toirc'tluH*  bv  tlie  authorities  at  ^lani- 
towoc  for  tlie  pui*]iose  (>f  ecmsidering*  unifonii  action  in  the  ])re- 
venticm  of  ihe  si)r(*ad  of  Smal]{)ox  in  that  eouiitv. 

There  w(*re  re])re<eiitatives  from,  fourtecni  different  town- 
shij)tf.     The  matter  was  discuss(*d  very  fully  by   all  jyresent, 
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and  1  was  askcxl  to  submit  a  plan  for  the  best  course  of  ac- 
tion to  Ix^  taken,  Avliich  I  did  to  tJie  best  of  my  ability,  set- 
ting forth  tliat  strict  and  early  quarantine  of  ^xqvj  case,  with 
vaccination  of  all  who  could  he  |K*rsuaded  to  be  vaccinated, 
and  efficient  disinfection,  were  tlie  principal  means  to  bo  ciir- 
ried  out  to  prevent  the  spredd  of  the  disease.  I  suggeste<l 
a  hous(*-to-liouse  inspection  in  villages  and  cities  to  look  up  any 
cases  of  eruptive  disease  that  might  exist,  as  cases  of  Sniall- 
2K)X  were  walking  ahout  unbeknown  to  the  health  authorities, 
and  tiiese  were  the  most  dangerous  casses  as  tliey  infected  a 
communitv  lieforo  the  authorities  were  aware  of  it.  The  vac- 
cination  of  sc^uxd  childn»n,  and  those  employed  in  factories, 
sh{>p>s,  etc.,  was  reconnnbnded  as  far  as  persuasion  oould  be 
carried. 

The  different  healtli  officers  seemed  to  lx>  alive  to  the  ini- 
Ix)rtanco  of  the  work,  and  so  far  as  could  be?  learned  were  gen- 
erally maintaining  efficient  quarantine  in  all  the  to^^^lS,  and 
were  anxious  to  do  anything  that  could  l)e  done  to  co-operate 
Avitli  otliers  to  the  Ix^sst  interests  of  tlie  commjunitv. 

The  following  townships  were  represented:  Cato,  Frank- 
lin, Kossuth,  ilanitowoc  City,  ^lanitowoc  Eapids,  Maple 
Grove,  Mishicott,  Kockland,  Eaton,  Liberty,  Reedsville,  Cooi>- 
erstown,  Sehleswig,  and  Two  "Rivers.

KEPOUT     OF     INVKSTKJATIOX     OF     OUTBREAK     OF     SMALLPOX     AT 

BELOIT. 

I 

On  Felu'uary  28tli,  1002,  at  tJie  request  of  the  authorities, 
I  visited  Hcdoit,  and,  witli  tlie  health  officer  investigated,  five 
families,  in  all  of  wliicli  I  found  cases  of  Smallpox.  The  dis- 
ease liad  ])een  thouglit  at  first  to  l)e  Chickenpox,  aud  there  had 
been  a  great  d(*al  of  ex]H)sure.  The  cases  were  all  very  light, 
and  sf/m<»  of  the  faiuilic^s  \vere  rery  indignant  at  being  quar- 
antiiie<l.  Qnarantiiu%  liowev^'r,  .was  l)eing  maint^uned  in  the 
liouses,  tlie  city  haviin»'  no  hospital. 
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I  niet  in  tbo  evening  the  local  board  of  health,  the  city  offi- 
cials, and  the  school  board,  and  a  number  of  influential  citi- 
zens, and  discussed  tlie  matter  of  the  best  procedure  to  con- 
trol this  epidemlic.  I  advised  that  they  urge  tlio  vaccination 
of  all  school  children,  and  of  all  people  employed  in  large  shops 
and  factories,  etc.,  and  that  they  quarantine  each  case  as  soon 
as  they  could  find  it,  and  urge  a  general  vaccination.  Also, 
to  be  careful  and  iustituto  efficient  disinfection  after  the  re- 
covery of  the  crises  in  the  various  houses.  I  also  urged  the 
physicians,  a  numl)er  of  them  being  present,  to  niiake  an  effort 
to  find  any  walking  ca»*es  of  Smallp'^.x  that  might  exist  in  the 
city,  and  to  irivestigate  every  case  of  skin  eruption  that  tliey 
could  find. 

The  autJiorities  were  very  anxious  to  do  tlieir  duty,  and 
there  seenijed  to  be  hannonv  between  tlie  phvsicians  and  citi- 
zons  so  far  as  I  could  see,  although  there  had  been  great  ex- 
]x>sure.  I  Mieve  if  the  matter  is  handled  properly  there  may 
not  be  a  gi*eat  spread  of  the  disease.

A  conference  of  State*  Boards  of  Health  and  quarantine  offi- 
cers was  called  to  meet  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  March  11th 
and  12th,  to  consider  tJie  matter  of  legislation  l)eforo  congress 
relative  to  creating  a  National  Bureau  of  Public  Health,  and 
your  delegate  was  appointed  by  the  President  to  attend  this 
meeting,  as  it  was  considered  of  very  great  lmix)rt.anoo  to  all 
state  lx)arcis  of  health. 

There  were  re[)r(^entatives  present  from  Xew  York,  Massa- 
chusetts, Vennont,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  South  Carolina,  Xortli 
(^arolina,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Xew  Jersey,  [Minnesotii, 
Delaware,  Wisconsin,  and  the  ^farine  Hospital  Service. 

For  a  numl>er  of  years,  as  is  well  kncnxTi,  there  have  Unni 
two  measures  Ix^fore  Tongress  to  create  a  national  bureau  of

[>iiblic  lioalth ;  one  ineasiiro  lias  been  known  as  tho  "Spooner 
bill/'  intnKluexMl  by  Senator  Sp<x)ner  of  this  statei,  and  drafted 
a  niniil)er  of  vears  aero  bv  Senator  Spooner,  Dr.  Doty  of  the 
(Quarantine  Station  of  ]^^e^y  York,  Surgeon  General  Sternberg

of  tlie  Anuy,  and  your  dele^rate.  The  features  of  this  bill  are 
v.ell  known.  There  has  l)een  a  great  deal  of  ^vork  done  to  iu- 
Huenof*  niembors  of  Congress  to  pass  this  bill,  bnt  it  appears 
iJiat  tlie  ^larine  TTospital  Serviee  has  strenuously  oppose<l  it 
from  the  start.  During  this  present  Congress  that  Service  had 
a  bill  intnxluc^MJ  to  eliange  the  name  of  tlie  Marine  llospit^il 
Scn^iee  to  that  of  tlie  United  St^ites  Healtli  Service.  This  bill 
did  not  pn)vide  for  much  niore  than  a  change  of  name  and  in- 
crease in  the  salary  of  the  Sui>eryising  Surgeon  Greneral,  but 
as  that  Sen-ice  now  has  control  of  several  innportant  quaran- 
tine stations  in  the  country,  and  as  the  last  Congress  passed  a 
bill  jiroviding  for  a  lalK>ratory  for  investigations  and  experi- 
mental pui7>(>s(*s  relating  to  the  public  healtli,  and  as  Congress 
lias  from  tinije  to  time  added  to  the  duties  of  this  Sen'ice  cer- 
tain ]>ublic  h(*alth  functions  it  has  been  practically,  for  a  nura- 
Ix^r  of  years,  and  is  more  m  now,  a  National  public  health  ser- 
vice. 

An  attciuipt  was  made  at  tJiis  meeting  to  comjpromiso  between 
tluM^o  two  elements  upon  some  measure  that  woidd  be  agreeable 
to  l>oth.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting  a  compromiso  was  entered 
iuto  l)y  the  majority  present  to  reconuuend  tlie  passage  of  this 
measure  U)  chaiigo  the  name  of  tlie  JMaiine  Hospitiil  Service  to 
that  of  the  Unitx.Ml  States  Health  Service,  providing  one  sec- 
tion would  read  as  follows: 

''Se<*tiou  7.  That  wlu^n  in  the  opinion  of  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral of  the  TnitcMl  States  Health  Service  or  in  the  opinion  of 
the  h(^alth  a.utlioriti(\s  of  five  states  the  interests  of  the  public 
healtli  would  be  prcvun^ted  by  a  conference  A\dth  tlie  state  or  ter- 
ritorial Hoards  of  llealth,  tlui  District  of  ColumP.na  include*!, 
(»r  on  tli(^  ap])lieatioi!  of  five  State  boards  of  Health  or  qiiar- 
antin.'^.  oIlietM's,  th(^  Surgeon  (Tcneral  of  the  Unit<Mi  State?^ 
Health  Sen-ice  shall  invite  representatives  of  State  Boards  of 
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Health  and  quarantine  officers  to  send  delegates,  not  more  than 
one  from  each  State  or  territory  and  District  of  Cohmihia  to 
said  conference." 

Tlio  ohject  of  this  provision  was  to  tlie  effect  tliat  the  States 
shouhl  l)e  reco«:nize<l  whenever  tlie^  puhlic  health  interests  of 
a  certain  part  of  the  countrv  shoidd  demand  it,  and  it  would 
place  the  N^ational  puhlic  health  service  in  a  position  where 
their  acts  would  not  l)e  whollv  under  the  control  of  "one  man 
power."  The  hill  did  not  satisfy  your  delegate,  however,  it 
was  adopted  hy  a  majority  of  those  present 

A  conference  was  held  with  Senator  Spooner  concerning  the 
matter,  and  the  situation  seemed  to  he  that  tlu*  "Spooner  hill" 
could  l)e  passed  hy  the  Senate,  hut  that  the  chainn'an  of  the 
Ponrinittee  on  Interstate  and  Foreign  C^)uuuerce  in  the  House, 
i>efore  which  co-mmittee  all  hills  of  this  nature  comie,  w^ould  not 
allow  it  to  pavSft  the  House,  and  Senat^)r  Spooner  would  not  al- 
low fcho  Marine  Hospital  Service  hill  to  pass  the  Senate  unless 
some  compromise  could  l)e  agreed  upcm.  Shortly  after  this 
meeting  a  veiy  vigorous  oppositirm  to  the  Marine  Hf>spit*il 
Serv^ice  hill  was  started  hv  the  medical  officers  of  that  scMnice, 
and  your  delegate  was  informed  that  fully  sixty  per  cent  of  the 
me<lical  officers  of  that  Service  were  hitterly  op]X)sed  to  chang- 
ing the  name  of  the  ^farine  Hospital  Sen-ice  to  that  of  the 
T^nit*xl  States  Health  Service,  and  also  to  the  passage  of  the 
])ill  in  any  form.  It  is  ven-  dcmhtful  if  any  hill  will  pass  the 
present  Congress. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that*  the  most,  influential  national  or- 
ganizations, namHy  the  American  ;Me<lical  Association,  The 
American  Puhlic  Health  Association,  and  the  National  Ccm- 
f(*rence  of  State  and  T^rovincial  Boards  of  Health  of  Xorth 
America,  have  all  rep<»atetlly  endorsed  the  "Sj>ooner  hill"  dur- 
ing the  }>ast  fe^v  years  and,  thus  far,  no  national  lx>dy  has  fa- 
vored increaning  the  powers  of  the  IMarine  Hospital  Sei^vice  or 
of  converting  that  Sen^ice  into  a  National  Health  Service. 
What  the  actions   of  these   diff(^rent   organizations    may  he  at 
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their  next  meotings  is  unknown  but  no  doubt  tlie  subject  will 
be  biy.)Uglit  l>efore  them  for  consideration. 

On  tlio  whole  wo  can  claim  some  slight  advancement  along 
the  lines  of  creating  a  National  public  liealth  service  inasmuch 
as  more  attention  has  been  given  to  tlie  subject  during  the  past 
year  than  during  the  years  previous.  The  subject  is  iDCCom- 
ing  Ix^tter  undcrstowl,  and  a  more  lively  interest  is  being  taken, 
and  moreover  by  the  amendment  proposed  to  the  Marine  Hos- 
pital Sendee  moiisure  considerable  advancement  wall  be  made 
and  advantage  gained  for  the  different  State  Boai'ds  of  Health 
throughout  the  country.  A  difference  of  opinion  in  the  med- 
ical profession  has  prevented  the  passage  of  such  a  measure  up 
to  tlii?  time.  It  is  a  most  imfortunate  tiling  that  the  Marine 
Hospital  Sendee  should  stand  out  against  the  most  positive  as- 
seHions  of  the  different  national  public  health  organizations 
and  prevent  Congi'ees  from  passing  a  m^^asure  wliich  is  of  such 
vit^l  iniportanco  to  the  people  of  our  countiy.  This  sen^ioe 
located  as  it  is  in  Washington,  a  service  tJiat  has  been  in  ex- 
istence over  100  years,  has  and  wields  an  intmjenso  influence, 
and  it  is  a  very  difficult  thing  t/>  overcome  its  influence  and 
gain  anything  Avhich  it  opposes..  Thus  far  it  has  been  success- 
ful in  pre\'entiilg  legislation  w^hich  has  been  demanded  for  sev- 
eral years  by  all  of  the  national  medical  and  public  health  or- 
ganizations, and  physicians,  and  mx^dical  societies  throughout 
the  states  and  country.

Xear  the  close  of  the  first  session  of  the  Fifty-seventh  Con- 
gress, largely  through  the  efforts  of  Senator  Spooner,  a  bill  was 
])as.sod  and  l)ecamc  a  law  changing  the  name  of  tlie  Marino 
Hospital  Service  to  that  of  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hos- 
pital SeiTice  of  the  United  States.  This  law-  establishes  a  Xa- 
lional  public  health  service.  It  provides  that  hereafter  its  offi- 
cers shall  l)o  known  as  the  Surgeon  General,  Surgeons,  Passed 
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Assistant  Surgeorif?,    and   Assistant   Surgeons   of   the  Public 

Health  and  Marino  Hospital   Serv^iee  of  the  United  States. 

Tlie  most  importiint  seetion  to  State  Boards  of  Health  is  that 
of  section  7  wliich  provides  as  follows: 

'*That  wlien  in  the  opinion  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  Hie 
Public  Health  and  Marino  Hospital  Service  of  the  United 
Statx's  the  interests  of  the  pu])lic  health  would  bo  promoted  by 
a  conference  of  said  sei-vice  with  state  or  tendtorial  lx)ards  of 
health,  quarantine  aiithoritie?,  or  st.ate  health  officers,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Cohnnbia  included,  lie  ihaj  invite  as  many  of  said 
health  and  quarantine  authorities  as  he  deems  necessary  or 
])roper  to  send  delegates,  not  more  than  one  from  each  state  or 
territory  and  District  of  Colum<bia  to  said  conference;  provided 
ihat  an  annual  conference  of  the  health  authorities  of  all  of 
ihe  stiites  and  fen'itories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be 
called,  each  of  said  states,  territories,  and  District  of  Columbia 
to  Iw  entitle<l  to  one  delegate;  and  provided  further,  that  it 
shall  1x5  the  duty  of  tlie  said  Surgeon  General  to  call  a  confer- 
ence upon  the  application  of  not  less  tlian  five  state  or  territo- 
rial lK>ards  of  health,  quarantine  authorities,  or  state  health 
officers,  each  of  said  states  and  territories  joinings  in  such  re- 
quest to  l>e  represented  by  one  delegate." 

Section  vS  provides,  "That  to  secure  unifonnity  in  the  regis- 
tration of  mortality,  morbidity,  and  vital  statistics  it  shall  Ix? 
the  duty  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Public  Health  and  Ma- 
rine Hospital  SeiTice,  after  the  annual  conference  required  by 
section  7  to  be  called  to  prepare  and  distribute  suitable  and 
necessarv'  forms  for  the  collection  and  compilation  of  such  sta- 
tistics and  said  statistics  w^hen  transmitted  to  the  Public  Health 
and  Marino  Hospital  Bureau  on  said  forms  shall  l)e  compiled 
and  publishe<:l  by  the  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Ser^^- 
iee  as  a  part  of  the  health  reports  published  by  said  sei'vice.'" 

This  section  implies  that  a  more  accurate  and  complete  col- 
lection of  vital  statistics  wnll  Ix^  required,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  our  stati3  legislature  will  so  amend  the  present  leiw  that  the 
statistics  of  our  state  may  Ix^  complete  and  satisfacory  to  the 
National  health  sendee. 
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REPORT   OF    INVESTIGATIOX   OF   OUTBREAK   OF   SMALLPOX   AT  KE- 
NOSHA. 

On  Sunday,  March  IG,  1902,  I  was  calleil  bv  the  anthoritics 
of  Kenoslia  to  settle  tlie  matter  of  Sinallix>x.  On  arriving  I 
fonnd  the  situation  as  follows:  A  young  inian,  a  barkeeper  in 
a  saloon,  had  l)een  taken  sick  a  week  before  my  visit;  he  had 
all  the  syniptoms  of  Smallpox,  and  the  disease  had  been  diag- 
noscnl  ais  such  by  four  of  the  leading  physicians  of  Kenosha. 
One  physiciau,  however,  of  Kacine  had  l)eeai  called  and  pro- 
n(nineed  it  Chicken  pox,  and  had  given  a  certificate  to  that  ef- 
fect^ which  liad  creatcil  a  great  deal  of  dissatisfaction  and  doubt 
in  the  comniunity,  and  nothing  but  the  presence  of  the  Seerc- 
tary  of  the  State  Board  of  TIealtli  would  satisfy  the  people  as 
to  the  true  nature  of  the  disease.  I  visited  the  young  man, 
found  his  face  and  l>ody  pretty  well  covered  with  Smallpox  in 
ihe  ]>ustular  stage.  lie  was  25  or  6  years  of  age,  and  the  dis- 
ease had  cxunmencx^^l  in  the  usual  wav,  with  severe  headache 
and  bac^.kache  and  high  temperature,  and  was  obliged  to  l)e  in 
l>ed  for  two  days.  On  thc-i  latter  part  of  the  third  or  fourth 
day  of  his  sickness  the  eruption  Ix^gan  to  appear,  which  occur- 
red a  wcvk  prior  to  the  day  I  saw  liinit.  At  that  time  lie  was 
sitting  up,  and  said  he  felt  as  well  as  usual,  and  the  pustules 
w(To  gradually  drying  up,  but  it  was  a  clear  case  of  Small}>ox 
without  any  question,  and  it  would  seem  strange  that  any  one 
with  any  exjx^rienco  with  the  disease  could  considt^r  it  anything 
cl8(\  I  advised  a  strict  quarantine  of  all  cases,  and  urgeil  vac- 
cination to  l>e  followed,  with  efficient  disinfection.  There 
\Kv\\\  s(weral  other  cases  in  the  citv  of  the  same  nature  as  the

(•no  herein  stated  but  there  was  no  question  al>out  the  diagnosis 
in  tlioso  cases  so  I  did  not  visit  theniu  The  authorities  were 
anxious  to  do  their  duty  and  to  establish  a  rigid  quarantine  in 

all  ca>(^. 
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OPINION   OE*TIIE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  RELATING  TO   HOLDING 
THE   OFFICE   OF  MAYOR   AND   COMMISSIONER  OF   HEALTH.

Dear  Sir:  Replying  to  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  a  person  who  is  acting  as  Comimissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  has  so  acted  for  one  year  under  appointment  by 
iho  mayor  in  a  citv  of  the  fourth  class  and  who  has  subse- 
queiitly  been  elected  mayor  of  the  city,  may  hold  both  positions, 
I  have  to  say  that  I  have  given  the  matter  my  careful  atten- 
tion :ind  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  offices  of  mayor 
and  comoTftissioner  of  public  health  in  a  city  of  the  fourth  class 
are  incompatible.  The  position  of  commissioner  of  public 
healtli  is  clearly  subordinate  to  the  position  of  mayor.  It  is 
within  the  power  of  the  mayor  to  remove  such  commissioner 
and  appoint  another  in  his  place.  This  being  so,  imder  well 
established  principles  of  law  the  two  offices  imist  be  held  to  be 
incompatible,  and  a  person  who  is  acting  as  commissioner  of 
public  health,  if  elected  and  he  qualified  as  mayor,  vacates  the 
office  of  commissioner  of  public  health.

KPJPORT  OF  INVESTIGATION  OF  SMALLPOX  AT  RA'NDOM  LAKE, 

WIS. 

■ 

At  the  request  of  the  authorities  at  Random*  Lake,  I  visited 
that  place  on  May  7,  1002,  and  found  the  follo^ring,  conditions. 
It  appears  that  a  saloon  keeper,  living  three  miles  from  the  vil- 
lage of  Random  Lake,  had  been  taken  witli  Smallpox  sixteen 
days  before  my  visit.  He  had  had  a  verv'  light  attack  of  the 
disease  and  the  local  physician  and  health  officer  had  diagnosed 
the  disease  and  properly  quarantined  the  patient.  It  appears 
that  an  irregular  practitioner  was  called  in  and  declared  it  was 

nothing  but  some  slight  skin  trouble  and  that  he  need  not  re- 
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main  in  quarantine.  As  a  result  of  this  tlie  placard  was  torn 
down,  and  the  patient's  saloon  was  opened,  and  many  were  ex- 
posed, and  on  the  fourth  or  fifty  day  prior  to  my  visit  he  had 
driven  himself  to  Sheboyg-an  and  exposed  people  on  the  way. 
T  found  Biim  recovering  from  a  light  attack  of  Smallpox,  but 
there  was  no  question  but  what  he  was  suffering  from  tliat  dis- 
ease. The  day  of  miy  visit  he  was  in  his  saloon,  but  the  doors 
were  closed  and  the  curtains  drawn.  After  I  informed  him 
of  the  nature  of  the  disease,  he  promised  to  submit  to  quaran- 
tine for  a  sufficient  length  of  time,  and  said  that  he  was  willing 
to  abide  by  the  law  if  I  said  he  was  suffering  from  Smallpox, 
but  that  he  had  not  l)eHeved  that  it  was  Sm.allpox  because  of 
the  slight  sickness  fromj  which  he  had  l^een  suffering.  Some 
vaccination  had  been  done.  I  advised  this  house  to  be  strictly 
quarantined  from  the  time  on  and  until  he  fully  recovered  and 
to  vaccinate  every  one  who  would  submit  to  the  operation,  al- 
though there  had  been  much  exposure  and  the  time  had  been 
so  long  that  not  much  good  could  result  from  vaccination  at 
that  late  day. 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTION  AT  BEAVER  DAM. 

On  June  10,  1902,  at  the  request  of  the  authorities  of 
Beaver  Dam,  T  visited  that  citv  to  consult  with  the  authorities 
concerning  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria,  which  had  been  prevail- 
ing for  some  time,  and  to  advise  them  concerning  the  disposal 
of  sewage  of  the  city.  Beaver  Dam  has  a  population  of  about 
r;,000  inhabitants,  and  about  50  per  cent  are  connected  to 
sewer,  and  the  sewer  empties  into  a  small  river  which  l)as  its 
origin  in  Beaver  Lake,  which  really  is  a  made  laks  inasmuch 
as  if  it  were  not  for  the  dams,  three  in  number,  on  the  river  the 
lake  would  not  exist.  This  lake  has  its  origin  from  Fox  Lake 
a  few  miles  north.  As  it  is.  Beaver  Lake  is  about  8  miles  long 
and  al)out  2  miles  wide,  and  the  sewage  of  the  city  of  Beaver 
Daui  empties  into  the  river  just  below  the  lake  l)etween  two 
of  the  dams.     As  these  dams  ai'e  closed,  the  water  in  w^hich  the 
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sewage  empties  has  become  foul  and  during  the  summer 
months  emits  a  bad  odor  and  is  highly  objectiopable  to  the  in- 
habitants. It  appears  that  diphtheria  has  existed  in  the  place 
for  somio  mfonths  of  a  very  light  type,  so  much  so  that  many 
cases  are  not  discovered  until  after  they  have  recovered,  not 
employing  any  physician  imtil  a  case  of  post-diphtheritic  pa- 
ralysis occurs.  I  saw  one  of  the  cases  in  the  country  and  had 
no  hesitancy  in  pronouncing  it  diphtheria.  There  are  school 
buildings  which  are  undoubtedly  infected,  and  one  parochial 
school  especially  from  which  several  cases  have  arisen  that  is 
not  connected  to  se\ver,  and  it  would  seem  that  this  school 
building  must  be  a  source  of  infection.  I  advised  that  a  thor- 
ough system  of  disinfection  be  established  by  the  city,  -which 
up  to  this  time  has  never  been  done,  and  that  tliese  school  build- 
ings be  thoroughly  disinfected  as  well  as  all  other  buildings 
or  houses  in  which  a  case  of  the  disease  occurs.  I  also  advised 
this  school  building  to  be  connected  to  sewer  and  aboHsli  the 
privy  vaults  that  are  now  being  used.  The  authorities  were 
also  advised  to  put  in  a  sewage  disposal  plant,  consisting  of  a  sop- 
tic  tank  and  filter  beds,  which  I  am  led  to  believe  they  contem- 
plate doing  in  the  near  future.  I  believe  that  the  sources  of 
infection  of  diphtheria  exist  in  certain  school  buildings  and  in 
certain  houses  which  have  not  been  properly  disinfected,  and 
that  after  they  establish  a  thorough  disinfecting  system  we  m)ay 
reasonably  expect  to  see  an  end  of  their  outbreak. 

HYDROPHOBIA. 

During  the  months  of  April,  May,  June,  and  July  of  1902 
several  cases  of  hydrophobia  have  been  reported  to  your  Secre- 
tary, and  much  anxiety  has  been  felt  by  certain  conmiimities 
where  the  disease  has  prevailed.  Advice  has  been  sought  and 
given  concerning  the  best  methods  to  pursue  in  regard  to  thia 
dreaded  disease.  In  all  cases  your  Secretary  has  advised  that 
these  cases  be  referred  at  once  to  the  State  Veterinarian,  and 
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that  any  persons  who  have  been  bitten  by  rabid  dogs  be  placed 
under  treatment  by  the  Pasteur  method.  I  also  advised  that 
dogs  be  muzzled  as  the  safest  way  to  prevent  the  ravages  of  the 
disease. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  get  any  accurate  statistics  as  to  the 
number  of  cases  that  have  occurred  or  deaths  that  have  fol- 
lowed, but  evidence  has  been  produced  to  show  that  it  has  ex- 
isted in  a  number  of  places  in  quite  a  severe  form. 

ANTHRAX. 

A  number  of  cases  of  Anthrax  have  also  been  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  to  your  Secretary  from'  different  local- 
ities, and  this  matter  has  been  in  all  cases  referred  to  the 
State  Veterinarian,  as  it  comes  within  his  jurisdiction  to  in- 
vestigate the  matter.  In  one  locality  a  law  suit  resulted,  which 
is  of  interest^  and  is  still  in  the  courts.  Your  Secretary  has 
been  consulted  concerning  the  case  and  has  referred  the  mttter 
to  the  Attorney  General,  who  has  rendered  an  opinion  which, 
for  the  reason  that  as  the  matter  is  in  the  court,  its  is  not  ad- 
visable to  consider  it  further  at  this  time. 

These  cases  of  Antlirax  are,  so  far  as  known,  contracted  from 
hides  thai  are  imported  to  this  country  from  foreign  parts. 
In  one  instance  drainage  from  a  tannery  into  a  river,  polluted 
the  water,  which  with  a  rise  in  the  river  also  infected  the  grass 
consiuTied  bv  cattle  and  thev  became  thus  infected  and  in  some 
instances  a  number  died  from  tlie  results.  The  matter  has  been 
investicrated  thorouchlv  by  the  State  Veterinarian,  and  so  far 
as  your  Secretai*y  knows,  every  tiling  has  been  done  that  is  pos- 
sible under  the  circumstances  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  dis- 
ease.

It  was  impossible 
to  miike  anything  mioro  than  a  quantitative  test  for  ptomaines 
owing  to  the  small  quantity  but  nothing  abnormal  was  found.

Rcwey:  Specimen  of  suspected  Diphtheria  sent  August  8, 
1902.  .Examination  sliowed  the  presence  of  Klebs-Lpeffler 
bacilli.

Examination  failed  to  reveal  the  presence 
of  the  Klebs-Loeffler  bacilli. 

LAFAYETTE   COUNTY. 

Belmont:  Specimen  of  suspected  Diphtheria  sent  Oct.  30^ 
!I901.  An  examination  failed  to  reveal  the  presence  of  the 
Klebs-Loofller  bacilli. 

PRICE   COUNTY. 

Prentice:  Specimen  of  Diphtheria  sent  October  3,  1900. 
An  examjination  failed  to  reveal  the  presence  of  the  lOebs- 
Loeffler  bacilli. 

Prentice:  Specimen  of  Diphtheria  sent  October  30,  1900. 
Examination  failed  to  reveal  the  presence  of  the  Klebs-I^offler 
bacilli ;  nothing  but  streptococci. 

POLK  COUNTY. 

Osceola:  Sample  of  pork,  taJ^en  from  the  neck  of  a  hog, 
was  sent  for  examination.  Results  of  examination  showed  the 
s]^>ecinien  badly  decompose<lj  but  so  far  as  could  be  made  out 
the  only  abnormal  condition  was  an  abscess  which  might  have 
rCvSulted  from  some  injury  to  the  animal.

Uni(m  Grove:  Diphtheria  spocimfen  sent  December  3, 
1900.  An  examination  revealed  the  presence  of  tlie  Klebs-

In  one  case  tlie  Klehs-Leoffler  were  found  but  in  the  other  case 
plenty  of  streptococci  Tv^ere  found  but  not  the  Klebs-Leoffller 
bacilli. 

Milton:  Specimen  of  pus,  suspected  to  be  tuberculous, 
taken  from  broken  down  kidney  of  a  cow  slaughtered  for  beef, 
Avas  sent  for  examination  April  12,  1901.  An  examination 
failed  to  find  the  presence  of  tubercular  bacilli. 

Milton:  Sample  of  milk  sent  February  1,  1901,  suspected 
of  being  infected  with  tuberculosis.  Examination  did  not  re- 
veal tlie  presence  of  the  tubercular  bacilli.

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HISTOKY  OF  THE  EPIDEMIC  OF  TYPHOID 
FEVER  AT  BARABOO,  WIS.

During  the  smnmeir  of  1001,  a  severe  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever  occun-ed  in  Baraboo,  Wis.,  a  to^vn  of  about  6,000  popu- 
lation, situated  37  miles  northwest  of  Madison  on  the  Chicago 
&  Northwestern  Railway.  Sporadic  cases  of  the  disease  oc- 
curred in  the  spring  of  the  year,  but  the  outbreak  did  not 
assume  the  proportions  of  an  epidemic  imtil  about  the  20th 
of  June.  The  widespread  distribution  of  the  disease  which 
then  occurred  indicated  a  general  rather  than  a  localized  infec- 
tion, and  in  tlie  earlier  course  of  the  outbreak,  attention,  both  . 
from  an  analytical  as  well  as  an  epidemiological  point  of  view, 
was  directed  toward  the  cause  of  the  trouble. 

The  evidence  which  was  secured  pointed  unquestionably  to 
an  infection  of  the  water  supply  and  led  to  the  discovery  of 
a  series  of  leaks  by  which  polluted  water  was  pumped  into 
the  city  mains.  As  soon  as  these  were  stopped,  the  epidemic 
began  to  abate,  and  normal  conditions  wore  soon  restored. 

The  special  conditions  which  obtained  at  the  time  are  some- 
Avhat  unusual,  and  render  a  more  complete  description  of  the 
epidemic  a  matter  of  practical  a  well  as  of  scientific  interest. 
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SOUKCES   OF   THE   SUPPLY. 

Earaboo  is  situated  in  the  valley  of  the  Bamboo  river,  a 
tributaiy  of  the  Wisconsin  river.  It  lies  between  two-  ranges 
of  qnartzite  (Baraboo  Bluffs)  on  the  western  edge  of  tire  mam 
moraines  of  the  last  glacial  epoch.  The  valley  is  copiously 
supplied  with  springs,  and  it  is  from  such  a  source  that  the 
city  derives  its  supply.  The  area  from  which  the  supply  is 
secured  is  situated  below  the  town  on.  the  left  bank  of  the  Bara- 
Ikx)  river  and  is  somowhat  low,  so  that  during  periods  of  high 
water,  it  is  apt  to  be  submerged.  As  at  present  constituted,  the 
immediate  sources  of  supply  consist  of  (1)  an  iron  reservoir, 
20  feet  in  diameter  and  30  feet  deep,  placed  over  springs  and 
within  a  few^  feet  of  a  small  creek  that  flows  throxigh  the  water 
company's  land;  (2)  a  similar  stone  well,  30  feet  in  diame- 
ter and  2S  foot  deep,  into  which  is  discharged;  (3)  an  8-incli 
artesian  well,  flowing  about  110  gallons  per  minute;  and  (4) 
the  water  from,  a  number  of  otlier  springs  collected  in  a  covered 
gallery,  20  by  110  feet. 

PUMPING  STATION  EQUIPMENT. 

Tn  order  to  show  the  origin  of  the  infection,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  describe  somewhat  in  detail  the  pumping  station  and 
its  connection  vnth  the  wells  and  the  discharge  mains. 

The  power  house  stands  on  the  river  bank  below  the  town, 
and,  so  far  as  possible,  uses  for  power  purposes  the  river  water, 
which  is  naturally  highly  polluted  with  seNvage,  since  the  sewer 
outfalls  are  immediately  alK)ve  and  below  the  bridge  (See  Pig. 

1). 

The  dry  weather  flow  of  the  river  is  generally  quite  low 

and  was  especially  so  this  season,  so  that  often  nearly  all  of 

the  stream  flow  was  diverted  from  tlie  normal  channel  into  the 

race  for  power  purposes.     The  river  water  is  brought  to  the 

turbines  through  two  flumes,  as  shown  in  Fig.  2, 
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Tlie  numps  at  the  station  consist  of  two  1,000,000-gallon 
waber-power  pumps,  one  of  which  (A)  is  used  for  the  pump- 
ing of  river  water  (from!  the  race)  for  railroad  nses,  and  the 
other  (A')  for  city  pumping  purposes.     In  addition  to  these,

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a  steam  pump  (B),  of  approximately  the  same  capacity,  is 
installed  as  a  res^ervo,  mainly  for  city  use.  The  suction  pipe 
from  the  avoHs  (Xo.  1)  conncicts  directly  vn.\h  both  tho  steam 
pump  and  the  city  -water  piuup.  There  is  also  a  suction  pipe 
direct  froni  the  race  (river  water ^  with  a  valve  shutting  off 
this  connection  from  the  regular  water  supply.  It  is  to  be 
noted  that  the  main  suction  pipe  fronn  the  wells  to  the  pumps 
passes  directly  through  the  covered  flume  which  supplies  ]>ower 
to  the  turbine  wheels.  This  suction  piT)e  was  laid  with 
ordinary  bell  and  spigot  joints  caulked  with  lead.  It  should 
\)e  kept  in  mind. that  this  pipe  was  for  suction, and  that  it 
passed  directly  through  polluted  water  in  the  flume  as  well 
as  til  rough  soil  which  of  necessity  must  have  been  saturated 
witli  polluted  water.  The  pressure  on  these  pipes  was  of  coursg 
continually  inward,  while  the  discharge  pipes  were  under  a 
heavy  outward  pressure  (100  pounds). 

All  tho  water  was  first  collected  into  well  Ko.  1  and  from 
there  pumj^d  into  the  city  mains.

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DEVELOrMENT  OF  THE  OUTBREAK. 

The  fii*st  case  of  typhoid  fever  for  the  year  appeared  in 
IMarch,  1901.  No  other  case  was  reported  iinlil  a  number  of 
Avoeks  later  (May  1)  when  a  plumber  who  had  been  engaged 
in  relaying  a  sewer  w.as  taken  sick.  Only  two  more  cases  de- 
veloped in  May.  In  June,  fifteen  cases  were  reported  in  the 
last  half  of  the  m.onth.  In  July,  the  epidemic  became  very 
severe  and  continued  throughout  tlie  first  three  weeks  in  Au- 
gust. In  Soptemiber  and  October,  a  few  scattering  cases  were 
reported.  In  all,  fifteen  deaths  occun^ed.  The  following  sum- 
maiy  by  months  shows  the  distribution  of  the  cases  of  the 
disease :

The  ^\ddespre^d  distribution  of  the  epidemic  is  attested  by 
the  high  case-rate,  being  about  330  pei^  10,000  population.  The 
ratio  of  deaths  to  the  total  uuhiIkm'  of  easels  rei^rted  was  seven 
per  cent,  which  is  not  far  from  the  usual  mortalitv. 
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relation  to  age.

DISTRIEirnON    OF   EPIDEMIC   IN    CITY. 

In  order  to  study  the  geographical  distribution  of  the  re- 
ported cases,  a  map  of  the  city  has  been  prepared  from  tJic 
records  in.  tlie  health  office  by  tho  ^city  engineer,  Mr.  W.  G. 
Kirchoffer,  which  shows  the  location  of  tlie  cases  with  refer- 
ence to  the  water  mains  of  the  city.  (See  Fig.  1.)  The  marked 
localization  of  the  disease  bears  a  direct  relation,  to  the  w-ater 
mains,  as  is  strikingly  shown  in  this  figure.  The  development 
of  relatively  few  cases  ontside  the  populated  portion  of  tlie  city 
plat  and  beyond  the  city -mains  is  also  very  evident  from  this 
chart.  Attempts  have  been  made  to  collect  data  from  the  cases 
reported  as  to  wliether  city  water  was  used  or  not  In  alx>ut 
thirtv-flve  cas(^s,  it  was  claimed  that  rain  or  well  water  was 
used,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  any  very  satisfactory  data  on 
this  point.  ]Members  of  many  families  that  were  not  water- 
takers,  drank  cit v  water  from  time  to  time  while  at  their  work 
or  elsewhere. 
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results  of  analyticai.  examination  of  water. 

The  widespread  and  rapid  distribution  of  tlie  disease  and 
the  apparently  clof^c  relation  which  the  location  of  the  cases 
bore  to  the  general  water  $upply  would  bo  sufficient  to  call 
in  question  the  purity  of  the  supply.  Sanitary  examinations 
were  begun  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  shipments  of 
water  being  made  to  Madison  for  analysis.  On  July  18,  one 
of  us  (R.)  visited  Earaboo  at  the  request  of  the  health  officer, 
in  order  to  study  the  outbreak  as  to  its  origin  and  from  this 
date,  for  a  considerable  period,  the  water  was  subjected  to  sani- 
tarj"  examination  not  only  by  us  in  the  interests  of  the  city, 
but  by  Professor  E.  G.  Smith  for  the  water  company. 

A  thorough  inspection  of  existing  conditions  that  surrounded 
the  sources  of  supply  (wells  and  springs)  revealed  no  evident 
source  of  pollution,  at  least  no  source,  the  effect  of  which  could 
be  considei-ed  as  persistent.  Analysis  of  the  water  from  tlie 
different  wells  showed  the  artesian  supply  and  that  from  tlie 
stone  well  (Is'o.  2)  to  be  satisfactory  aside  fr6m|  its  high  iron 
content,  although  it  was  admitted  that  this  well  was  polluted 
with  river  water  during  the  spring  freshets  when  tlie  whole 
area  of  supply  Avas  under  water  for  some  days  owing  to  the 
breaking  of  the  dam.  It  was  difficult  to  see  how  such  a  source 
of  polluticm  could  persist  for  several  months  (March  to  June) 
without  producing  typhoid  in  the  interim.  The  analysis 
of  the  water  from  the  **lon2:  "'allorv"  had  never  been  whollv  sat- 
isfactory.  It  was  often  quite  high  in  bacteria  (several  hun- 
dred per  cc)  and  always  contained  fermentative  bacteria,  often 
of  the  colon  type.  Proteus  fonns  were  also  more  or  less  abun- 
dant. There  was  no  probal)]e  source  of  sewnge  infection,  and 
it  was  concluded  that  those  analytical  results  were  attributable 

• 

to  the  contact  (^f  the  large  shallow  reservoir  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  surface  soil,  which  in  itself  was  rich  in  humus  and 
decaying  planfe  matt(;r. 

The  water  in  the  mains  taken  from  various  portions  of  tlie 
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city  gave  conflicting  results  v/hen  analyzed  bacteriologically. 
At  times  the  citv  supply  would  reveal  the  presence  of  colon  and 
protons  forms  and  sliow  relatively  an  increase  in  numbers,  but 
this  condition  was  by  no  means  constant  and  was  not  obsei'vabie 
throughout  tlie  entire  city. 

The  presence,  in  the  long  gallery,  of  bacteria  associated  with 
organic  decomposition  changes  and  the  relative  innocuousness 
of  the  same,  led  to  a  misinterpretation  of  the  results  obtained 
from  the  up-town  supplies  for  a  time.  It  was  true  that  there 
was  a  direct  connection  in  tlie  pump  house  with  the  river  sup- 
ply, but  the  water  company  asserted  that  this  had  not  been  used, 
and  a  test  of  tho  integrity  of  the  river  suction  pipe  and  valve, 
with  fluoi*escein  showed  tliat  no  direct  lejik  existed. 

WAVE-TJKE  DISTKIBUTION  OF  THE  OUTBREAK. 

While  the  analytical  data  seemed  to  show  the  sources  of  sup- 
ply to  be  free  from  sewage  pollution,  the  epidemic  continued  to 
increase  in  severity,  and  it  was  not  until  the  i"eported  cases  "were 
classified  from  an  epidemiological  point  of  view  that  the  first- 
clow  as  to  the  exact  source  of  trouble  w-as  discovered.  Wheji 
this  A\'as  done  it  was  noted  that  tlio  progressive  development  of 
tlio  disease  w^as  not  uniform,  but  that  there  was  a  tendency  for 
it  to  appear  in  weaves.  Around  certain  dates  woidd  cluster  a 
number  of  cases,  and  then  new  cases  ^vould  be  less  frequently 
reported. 

The  daily  reports  of  the  local  physicians  as  to  when  the  in- 
dividual cases  were  faken  sick  are  grouped  in  tabular  form  in 
Table  III.  From  those  data  the  periodicity  of  the  disease  is 
quite  apparent.

*Tho  period  diirlnir  which  the  stciim  pump  wa.s  used  i.s  indicated  by  the  lenijth 
of  the  heavy  black  lines. 

In  June  there  are  two  periods  of  develoi^ment,  on  the  20th 
and  from  the  24th  to  the  28th.  But  few  cases  were  then  re- 
ported until  July  5th  when  another  outbreak  occun-ed,  seventeen 
l)eing  reporte<l  from  tlie  nth  to  the  10th  inclusive.  On  the  15th 
five  more  cases  were  reported,  and  again  another  wave  of  fifteen 
cases  from  the  15th  to  the  25tli.  On  July  27th,  the  epidemic 
l)egan  to  reach  its  maximum  force  and  within  the  next  ten  days, 
63  cases  developed.    This  condition  continued  with  scarcely 
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any  abatement  until  August  12th  during  which  interim  (17 
days)  nearly  100  cases  occurred.  After  this  date  the  epidemic 
quickly  subsided  in  intensity  altliough  scattering  cases  were  re- 
ported frequently  tlirough  the  month  of  September. 

Tha  periodicity  of  the  outbreak,  coming  in  more  or  less  rec- 
og'uized  waves  is  evident  from  the  above  table  and  it  should 
also  be  noted  that  the  intensity  of  these  recurrent  outbreaks 
continued  to  increase  in  a  general  way.  It  was  evident  that 
this  variation  in  intensity  had  some  relation  to  the  origin  of  the 
outbreak.  Allowing  for  the  ordinary  period  of  incubation 
which  must  elapse  from  time  of  infection  to  appearance  of  the 
disease,  these  recurring  waves  might  be  explained  on  the  theory 
that  the  cause  of  the  trouble  oi>erated  at  irregular  intcn'als,  or 
at  least  was  intensified  in  its  action  at  these  periods.  If  the 
water  supply  was  polluted  with  matter  from  sewage  sources, 
and  the  only  probable  origin  of  such  pollution  was  from  the 
river,  it  was  at  first  difficult  to  see  why  such  contamination 
should  be  gi-eater  at  one  time  than  another. 

The  water  company  was  quite  as  much  at  a  loss  as  any  one 
to  understand  how  such  variations  in  the  condition  of  the  serv- 
ice could  occur,  but  an  inspection  of  their  pumping  records 
gave  the  clue  which  explained  the  periodicity  of  infection. 

VAmATION  IN  INTENSITY  OF  EPIDEMIC  IN  RELATION  TO  TTSE  OF 

STEAM  PUMP. 

In  the  description  of  the  pumping  station  it  was  stated  that 
the  city  supply  was  pumped  by  water  power,  and  also  at  times,  by 
means  of  a  steam  pump.  The  steam  pump  was  used  when  the 
water  power  w^as  insufficient  for  pumping  purposes,  or  in  case 
of  fire.  Purine:  this  vear,  the  season  had  been  excessi^'dy  diy* 
and  therefore  the  steam  pump  liad  been  placed  in  requisition 
more  frequently  than  usual.  A  study  of  the  pumping  records 
showed  that  there  was  a  strikino:  similarity  between  the  nnnioer 
of  times  the  steam  pump  had  been  used  and  the  increased  C4ise- 
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rate  of  the  disease.  Moreover,  the  dates  on  whidi  the  disease 
was  rciwrted  most  frequently,  bore  a  certain  relation  to  these 
pumping  records,  the  interval  in  most  cases  being  approxir 
m|ately  that  which  is  usually  considered  as  the  necessary  period 
for  the  incubation  of  the  disease,  viz.,  about  14  days. 

The  following  comparison  of  pumping  records  and  report  of 
cases  wdll  illustrate  this  relation :

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  a  probable  error  in 
reporting  tho  first  symptoms  of  the  disease  After  the  evident 
symptoms  are  apparent  some  time  elapses  l)efore  the  physician 
is  called  and  ho  is  obliged  to  rely  upon  data  furnished  by  the 
patient.  With  such  a  disease  as  typhoid,  it  is  probable  that  a 
variadon  of  several  days  might  occur  in  tlie  reporting  of  cases. 
Then  again,  tliere  is  a  natural  variation  in  the  period  of  incu- 
bation ranging  through  an  interv%al  of  several  days,  also  tlic 
pumping  of  polluted  water  at  any  given  date  would  not  infect 
the  whole  water  system  at  once,  but  would  require  a  consider- 
able period  l^efore  such  polluted  water  readied  many  consumers. 
In  spite  of  tho  effect  whicli  these  jK>ssib1e  conditions  might  pro- 
duce, it  is  nevertheless,    a    sinking   fact   that   the    successive 
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Avaves  of  devclopin;ent,  as  detenndned  by  the  report  of  cases, 
hear  a  striking  relation  to  the  periods  when  the  steam 
pump  was  in  use.  With  the  exception  of  the  first  instance  they 
all  fall  within  the  interval  which  might  measure  the  period  of  . 
incubation  of  the  disease.  The  most  striking  relation  is  that 
noted  between  the  longest  pumping  period  of  14  days  (»Tuly  13- 
27)  and  the  maximum  development  of  the  disease  which  began 
just  fourteen  days  and  continued  with  almost  unabated  severity 
until  ihe  middle  of  August. 

Having  shown  tliis  marked  relationship  between  the  periods 
when  the  steam  pump  was  in  use  and  the  increased  number  of 
cases  of  the  disease,  it  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  water  com- 
])any  to  uncover  their  pipe  system  to  see  if  any  Ieaks_could  be 
fomid. 

DISCOVEIIY  OF  LEAKS  IN  INTAKE  PIPE. 

Previous  to  tliis  tinio  it  had  been  noted  that  a  considerable 
quantity  of  air  gained  access  to  the  mains  when  the  steam  piunp 
was  in  use  and  that  the  pump  often  pounded  to  an  unusual  de- 
gree. This  had  occurred  to  sucli  an.  extent  that  the  foundation 
of  tlio  steam  pump  was  somewhat  broken.  Upon  examination 
of  the  f(x>t  valve  in  well  ISTo.  1,  it  was  found  that  this  part  of 
tlie  main  suction  pipe  was  rusted  very  badly.  This  valve  was 
of  the  ordinarj'  disc  patteiTi,  having  eleven  5-incli  openings  and 
two  3-inch  openings.  When  the  foot  valve  was  removed  all  but 
two  of  the  larger  and  one  of  the  smaller  valves  were  found  to  be 
I'usted  so  eomlplotely  that  they  would  not  operate.  Tbe  physical 
iinpos.^ibility  of  pumping  1,300,000  gallons  of  water  through 
iheso  0]>enijig3  was  self  evident  and  indicated  beyond  question  a 
lt\^k  some  where. 

Upon  laying  bare  the  suction  pipe  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
pumping  station  and  examining  the  section  that  passed  through 
tlie  flume  which  carried  river  water,  five  small  leaks  were  dis- 
covered by  tlio  Superintendent  on  August  12tli.     Three  of  these 
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leaks  were  in  the  joints  of  the  suction  pipe  in  the  flume,  the  re- 
maining two  were  ontside  the  flume  but  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  same  and  in  soil  constantly  saturated  \Ndth  polluted  water. 
(See  yig.  2.)  These  joints  had  been  caulked  with  lead  and  in 
Ihe  pounding  of  the  engine  had  undoubtedly  become  broken 
.sometime  during  this  season,  as  they  were  well  laid  a  year  or 
so  previous. 

With  this  condition  of  afi^aii^s  known,  it  is  easy  to  explain  the 
marked  variation  in  intensity  of  the  outbreak  and  its  relation 
to  the  use  of  tlie  steam  punip,  and  inasmuch  as  the  foot  valve 
in  the  suction  pipe  in  the  supply  well  was  rusted  so  as  to  ren- 
der, it  impossible  for  the  water  to  pass  through  in  adequate 
quantities,  a  proportionately  larger  amoimt  of  polluted  river 
water  found  its  way  into  the  intake  pipe  through  these  leaks  and 
so  tlie  extent  of  pollution  was  greater  at  those  periods  than  when 
the  water  power  pimip  was  used.  Naturally,  the  larger  the 
amount  of  polluted  water  carrying,  as- it  undoubtedly  did,  the 
typhoid  organisms  from  other  cases,  the  greater  the  amount  of 
infection. 

These  leaks  were  discovered  on  August  12th  and  were  im- 
mediately repaired.  Tests  (salt  and  colorimetric)  were  made 
by  the  analysts  in  charge,  (Smitli  and  Russell),  in  order  to  de- 
termine the  tightness  of  the  repaired  pipe  system  which  it  was 
necessary  to  continue  to  use  imtil  a  new  single  piece  of  pipe 
could  be  installed. 

Official  public  warning  had  been  m-ade  on  July  25th  and  it 
is  noteworthy  after  August  15th,  which  would  amply  allow  for 
the  ordinary  incubation  period,  the  numl>er  of  cases  reported  fell 
from  an  average  of  thirty-three  per  week  for  the  three  preceding 
weeks,  to  an  average  of  seven  for  the  next  throe  weeks. 

After  the  closure  of  the  leaks  which  was  done  on  August  12th 
and  allowing  fifteen  days  for  developm;ent  of  cases  in  Avhich  in- 
fection occurred  previous  to  stopping  further  pollution,  twenty 
three  other  cases  dovelo|x^d  in  the  interim  from  August  27th  to 
9 
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October  26tli,  the  last  recorde<l  case  of  tlie  epidemic.  Thirteen 
of  these  cases  or  more  than  one-half  developed  in  the  first  ten 
days,  a  fact  which  indicates  that  the  infective  agent  undoubtedly 
retained  its  vitality  in  tlie  already  polluted  mains  for  some  time 
aftor  further  pollution  had  been  rendered  impossible. 
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SANITARY  ANALYSIS  OF  WATER. 


During  the  past  two  years  the  Board  has  furnished  sanitary 
analyses  of  water,  used  for  drinking  purposes,  from  the  follow- 
ing places,  arranged  alphabetically  according  to  counties,  with

Dear  Sir: — In  pursuance  with  the  request  made  in  your 
favor  of  the  10th  inst.,  I  visited  the  city  of  Merrill,  Wis.,  on 
Dec.  18  th,  iij  order  to  make  a  personal  examination  of  the 
water  supply  of  that  town  and  secure  samples  of  water  for  an- 
alytical pui'poses. 

Herewith  are  given  the  observations  made  on  the  occasion  of 
said  visit,  together  with  tlie  results  of  the  biological  analysis 
that  have  l)een  made  by  myself.  Samples  were  also  collected 
for  Prof.  IMitchell  for  chemical  analysis,  the  report  of  which 
will  doubtless  be  made  to  you  in  the  usual  way. 

An  examination  of  the  Water  Works  Company's  plant  shows 
that  tiiey  have  a  w^ell  equipped  system  (Jewell)  for  mechanical

filtration.  According  to  the  informiation  given  me  by  the 
Supt.,  they  are  in  tlie  habit  of  using  alum  sulphate  as  a  coagu- 
lent,  followed  by  subsequent  filtration  through  crushed  quartz. 
At  times  it  becomes  necessary  to  introduce  lime  to  give  suffi- 
cient alkalinity  to  the  water  to  combine  properly  with  the  co- 
agulent.  The  record  of  the  amount  of  alum  sulphate  used  is 
kept  in  pounds  and  not  in  grains  per  gallon,  but  from  the  data 
given  as  to  the  amount  of  coagulent  used  during  December  in 
connection  with  the  amount  of  water  filtered,  I  estimate  that 
there  is  about  2-2^4  grains  per  gallon  .of  the  sulphate  employed 
in  the  filtering  process. 

The  Supt.  informs  me  that  it  is  customjary  to  run  the  filter 
only  in  the  spring  until  the  water  becomes  clear  and  again  in 
the  fall  during  the  seasons  of  high  or  turbid  water. 

This  method  indicates  that  the  process  of  filtration  is  used 
largely  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  water  rather  than  to 
treat  it  so  as  to  insure  its  being  purified  under  all  conditions 
from  any  possible  disease  elements.  As  a  chain  is  no  stronger 
than  its  weakest  link,  so  a  water  supply  must  be  judged  from 
those  conditions  that  present  its  worst  and  most  dangerous  as- 
I)ect.  From  these  conditions  it  is  evident  that  if  the  source  of 
supply  should  by  any  means  become  polluted  with  typhoid 
fever  emanations  there  is  nothing  that  would  protect  the  con- 
sumers of  such  supply  for  that  portion  of  the  year  in  which 
the  filter  was  not  employed. 

Moreover,  the  direct  introduction  of  raw  river  water  into  the 
mains  carries  into  the  distributing  system  more  or  less  of  sus- 
pended matter  that  is  deposited  in  the  pipe  lines  and  so  may 
affect  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  the  quality  of  even  the  filtered 
water.  It  is  only  on  such  a  basis  that  the  variation  in  condi- 
tion of  the  filtered  water  can  be  explained  in  the  analysis  made 
in  connection  w4th  tliis  visit.  Thus  organisms,  of  the  bacil- 
lus coli  type  were  found  in  the  water  from  service  pipe 
in  Water  Company's  yard,  while  the  water  direct  from  the  fil- 
ters showed  a  lower  ;2:orm  content,  freedom  from  acid  and  indol 
forming  bacteria,  and  relatively  few  gas-producing  bacteria.  A 
single  set  of  analyses  can  only  be  sugiicstive  at  most  but  from 
an  examination  of  surrounding  ooiwlitions,  I  should  consider 
this  the  most  plausible  explanation  of  tlie  presence  of  bacteria 
associated  with  the  decomposition  of  organic  matter. 
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As  to  the  efficiency  of  the  filtration  metbods  in  the  reduction 
of  germ  life  in  the  river  water,  and  the  prevention  of  the  pas- 
sage cf  disease  bacteria  (should  they  happen  to  be  present)  one 
yet  of  analyses  does  not  afford  sufficient  data  to  draw  safe  con- 
clusions. The  data  collected  show  following  conditions  to  ob- 
tain : 

Number  of  bacteria  per  cc  in  river  water  at  intake,  660  with 
about  150  of  these  liquefying  fonns.  After  the  addition  of 
the  alum,  and  just  before  filtration,  the  number  found  was  275 
per  cc  with  45  liquefiers.  Immediately  subsequent  to  filtra- 
tion tlio  number  was  reduced  to  95  with  17  liquefiers,  showing 
a  percentage  reduction  of  about  85%. 

It  should  be  noted  in  connection  with  the  above  that  the  pre- 
dominating liquefying  organism  in  the  raw  water  (Bacil- 
lus fluorescens  liquefaciens)  was  also  found  quite  commonly  in 
the  filtered  water  showing  undoubtedly  that  this  type  of  water 
organism  was  able  to  pass  through  the  filter,  although  in  much 
diminished  numbers. 

About  %  of  the  color  is  now  being  removed  by  filtration,  the 
raw  water  ranging  about  0.5  on  Hazen's  platinum  standard, 
while  the  erfflucnt  contains  from  0.12-0.15.  This  improvement 
in  appearance  is  considerable  and  makes  a  satisfactory  effluent. 

SOURCE  OF  SUPPLr. 

The  Avater  supply  is  taken  from  Prairie  River,  a  snuall 
stream  tliat  flows  through  the  city  and  joins  the  Wisconsin  at 
this  ])lacc.  At  tlio  time  of  visit  tliis  stream  was  frozen  over, 
l)ut  from  observations  made  it  was  evident  that  the  stream 
drains  peaty  and  swamp  areas  to  some  extent  as  it  carries  even 
in  tho  winter  considerable  coloring  matter  in  solution  which 
imparls  to  the  water  a  decided  tint. 

Lack  of  time  did  not  pennit  of  study  of  watershed  for  any 
considerable  distance  above  the  town,  but  an  examination  of 
tlio  conditions  that  were  found  within  the  city  limits  showed 
sonro  surroundinir?^  that  could  1)0  bettered. 

ViYV  iiistnnco,  iliere  were  founrl  on  the  edge  of  tho  city,  barn- 
viirds  draining'  directlv  into  tho  stream  as  at  tho  home  of  Mr. 
Whit^'onib.  At  tiino  of  visit,  which  was  inade  in  company  w'itli 
T)v.  L.  E.  Collier,  lloalth  Officer,  several  cows  were  foimd  in  a 
small  enclosure  placed  in  rear  of  bam  and  on  one  side  of  hill 
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draining  directly  into  stream.  This  padlock  was  well  filled 
with  accumulation  of  manure  that  was  constantly  leaching  into 
the  stream.  Whije  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  excre- 
mentilious  matter  from  animals  is  provocative  of  disease  in  the 
humian,  yet  no  one  willingly  cares  to  see  such  material  added 
to  their  drinking  water  supply.  If  it  is  undesirable  in  an  in- 
dividual supply,  it  is  equally  reprehensible  to  permit  such  pol- 
lution in  a  municipal  supply. 

While  outhouses  are  in  some  cases  located  not  far  from  the 
river  banks,  I  did  not  note  any  that  seemed  to  drain  immedi- 
ately into  the  drainage  sti-eam,  although  the  percolating  dis 
tance  in  some  cases  was  not  by  any  means  sufficient  to  ensure 
safety. 

It  should  be  noted  in  regard  to  the  danger  of  pollution  from 
typhoid,  that  generally  speaking  this  danger  is  consider- 
ably greater  in  towns  that  have  considerable  intercourse  with 
the  lumber  and  mining  camps.  This  disease  is  prevalent  to 
such  an  extent  in  camps  and  cities  of  this  character  that  the 
danger  of  pollution  of  surface  waters  (shallow  unprotected 
wells  and  running  stream^)  is  thereby  considerably  increased 
and  calls  for  the  most  careful  protection  of  watersheds  that 
furnish  municipal  supplies.  While  no  such  outbreak  has  oc- 
curred in  the  case  of  the  city  in  question,  the  possibility  of  pol- 
luting this  relatively  small  and  shallow  stream  as  it  flows 
ihrough  an  inhabited  portion  of  the  town  is  liable  to  occur  at 
almost  any  time,  and  under  such  conditions  a  wide  spread  epi- 
demic of  typhoid  would  only  be  i)revcnted,  if  the  process  of  fil- 
tration was  adequate  to  remove,  such  seeds  of  disease. 

I  am  unable  to  find  any  evidence  of  fecal  impurities  in  the 
river  water  at  the  present  time,  but  when  the  river  is  frozen 
and  surface  drainage  reduced  to  a  minimum,  conditions  do  not 
favor  the  detection  of  such  pollution,  although  such  might  oc- 
cur in  the  summer.  I  think  it  is  desirable,  however,  to  call 
attention  to  the  partially  unprotected  condition  of  the  city,  and 
suggest  that  steps  bo  taken  to  insure  against  possible  outbreaks 
in  tlie  future. 

Tlio  diaractor  of  tlie  water  now  supplied  the  city  shows  an 
improvement  over  that  furnished  during  the  suniiiier  at  tlie  two 
periods:  when  previously  analyzed.  This  may  be  due  to  the  im- 
proved conditions  in  the  source  of  supply  as  they  exist  under 
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winter  conditions  in  comparison  with  what  obtains  during  the 
summer.

they  would  respond  promptly.  Vaccination  has  been  general 
the  past  five  years.  Fully  9/10  of  all  school  children  are  vac- 
cinated before  arriving  at  school  age.  General  result  of  efforts 
to  restrict  the  spread  of  contagious  disease  is  encouraging. 
Births  are  not  reported  as  promptly  as  requested,  but  as  a  gen- 
eral thing  at  the  end  of  the  year  physicians  send  in  all  reports 
at  one  time.  Burial  permit^s  obsorved  and  law  strictly  enforced. 
Examined  all  public,  and  parochial  schools  and  universities  and 
found  ventilation  and  supply  of  drinking  water  good  in  public 
schools;  also  in  some  of  the  other  schools,  but  advised  better 
ventilation  in, some  of  the  schools,  and  condemned  drinking 
water  in  one  case.

Honorable  Robert  M.  La  Follette, 

Governor  of  Wisconsin, 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  Dr. 
E.  A.  Birge,  the  Director  and  Superintendent  of  the  Geological 
and  Natural  History  Survey,  for  the  past  two  years,  and  earn- 
estly invite  your  attention  to  the  same  and  to  the  recommen- 
dations therein. 

The  legislature  of  1901  reduced  the  annual  appropriation  for 
the  Survey  to  $5,000,  which  is  inadequate  to  the  needs  of  the 
State  in  carrying  on  even  the  most  important  lines  of  investi- 
gation. Through  tlie  able  direction  of  Dr.  Birge,  and  the  assis- 
tance of  the  eminent  geologists,  Professors  Van  Hise  and 
Chamberlin,  and  the  efficient  associates  employed  in  the  work, 
as  much  has  been  accomplished  as  practicable,  and  the  bulle- 
tins published  during  the  biennial  period  and  the  reports  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  printer  contain  much  valuable  information. 
The  report  of  Dr.  Buckley  on  road  materials,  and  the  prelimin- 
ary report  of  Professor  Grant  upon  the  survey  of  the  lead  and 
zinc  region,  are  of  vital  interest  to  the  State. 

The  Commissioners  are  united  in  urging  the  necessity  of  a 
permanent  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $10,000  per  annum  to 
enable  the  investigations  committed  to  their  charge  to  be  car- 
ried on.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE  SURVEY. 


To  the  Commissioners  of  the  Geological  and  Natural  History 
Survey. 

Gentlemen:  I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of 
the  Survey  under  your  charge,  from  October  1,  1900,  to  June 
30,  1902.  I  include  also  a  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Survey 
during  the  summer  of  1902;  thus  carrying  the  report  up  to  the 
time  when  it  goes  to  press.  At  the  date  with  w^hich  the  report 
begins  the  income  of  the  Survey  was  $10,000  annually;  the  leg- 
slature  of  1899  having  granted  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  an- 
nually for  two  years  in  place  of  the  former  appropriation  of 
$5,000  annually  for  the  same  period  of  time.  The  legislature 
of  1901  reduced  the  appropriation  to  $5,000  annually,  but  made 
it  permanent.  During  the  first  part  of  the  period  covered  by 
this  report,  therefore,  the  Survey  had  a  larger  income  than  it 
has  received  since,  and  this  fact  accounts  for  various  matters 
to  which  I  shall  refer  later. 

I.    Personnel  of  the  Survey. 

The  following  persons  have  been  employed  by  the  Survey 
during  the  past  two  years,  with  the  compensation  stated  in 
each  case.  All  persons  paid  by  the  year  or  month  have  been 
allowed  their  actual  expenses  while  in  the  field,  in  addition  to 
the  compensation  stated. 

E.  A.  Birge,  Director  and  Superintendent  of  the  Survey.  At 
the  date  when  this  report  begins,  the  Director  was  receiving  a 
salary  of  $500  per  annum.  After  the  reduction  in  the  income 
of  the  Survey,  the  compensation  was  reduced  to  $250  annually. 
No  money  has  hitherto  been  paid  to  him  on  account  of  services 
rendered  during  the  biennial  term. 

C.  R.  Van  Hise,  Consulting  Geologist,  without  compensation, 
except  field  expenses. 
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T.  C.  Charaberlin,  Consulting  Geologist,  without  <ioinpensa- 
tion,  except  field  expenses. 

E.  R.  Buckley,  in  charge  of  economic  geology;  salary  $1400 
per  annum.  Dr.  Buckley  acted  as  Assistant  Superintendent, 
October  30,  1900-May  1,  1901,  receiving  for  the  six  months' 
Service  an  additional  compensation  of  $200.  In  September,  1901, 
he  resigned  to  accept  the  position  of  State  Geologist  of  Missouri. 

After  his  resignation  he  continued  in  charge  of  the  report  on 
road  material,  which  has  been  completed  and  is  now  (Decem- 
ber, 1902)  in  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

Samuel  Weidman,  Assistant  Geologist,  in  charge  of  areal 
geology;  $120D  per  annum  to  May  1,  1901;  $1400  per  annum 
thereafter. 

U.  S.  Grant,  Assistant  Geologist;  $125  per  month  while 
actually  employed.  Professor  Grant  was  engaged  in  the  sur- 
vey of  the  lead  and  zinc  region  during  the  summer  and  autumn 
of  1902.  He  has  presented  a  preliminary  report  on  the  geol- 
ogy of  the  region,  with  reference  to  the  mining  industry. 

Chancey  Juday,  Assistant  Biologist;  $800  per  annum,  July 
1,  1900 — July  1,  1901.  Employed  on  biological  survey  of  lakes. 

N.  M.  Fenneman,  Assistant  Geologist,  physical  geography  of 
the  lakes  of  Eastern  Wisconsin;  $100  per  month  while  em- 
ployed; engaged  during  part  of  the  summer  and  autumn  of 
1901  and  1902. 

L.  S.  Smith,  in  charge  of  hydrography;  $5  per  day  while 
actually  employed. 

C.  Dwight  Marsh,  Biologist;  no  compensation  beyond  ex- 
penses. 

W.  D.  Smith,  Field  Assistant  to  Df.  Weidman  during  the 
summer  of  1902;  $40  per  month  while  actually  employed. 

Besides  the  persons  named  above  others  have  been  employed 
for  special  services  and  for  short  periods.  Chemical  analyses 
have  been  made  by  W.  W.  Daniells  and  Victor  Lenher;  Miss 
Florence  Denniston  has  prepared  illustrations  for  Professor 
Cheney's  report  on  forest  trees;  and  other  persons  have  been 
employed  in  various  temporary  capacities.  The  names  of  all 
persons  who  have  received  money  from  the  Survey,  with  the 
amount  paid  in  each  case,  appear  in  the  statement  of  expenses 
from  the  Secretary  of  State,  which  is  appended  to  this  report. 
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II.    Financial  Statement. 


Appended  to  this  report  is  a  statement  from  the  Secretary  of 
State,  giving  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have  received 
money  from  the  Survey,  with  the  amounts  received  .by  each. 
In  the  case  of  those  persons  employed  by  the  year  or  the 
month  the  sums  paid  include  not  only  salaries  but  also  ex- 
penses while  in  the  field.  In  the  following  table  I  have  sum- 
marized the  expenditures  of  the  Survey,  not  according  to  the 
persons  to  whom  tlie  money  was  paid,  but  by  department^.

Under  the  expenditures  for  clays  is  included  a  considerable 
number  of  items  which  more  proi)erly  belong  to  road  materials. 
Both  of  these  subject  were  in  charge  of  Dr.  Buckley  and,  until 
the  clay  })ulletin  was  issued,  all  of  his  salary  was  charged  to 
clays  and  the  same  was  done  with  all  exi)enses  which  were  not 
directly  chargeable  to  road  material.  In  this  way,  the  cost  of 
the  report  on  clays  ai)pears  larger  and  that  on  road  materials 
smaller  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  it  l)een  possible 
more  accurately  to  sei)arate  the  items  of  expenditure.  The 
largest  items  in  the  exiK^nditures  for  administration  include 
$325,  paid  for  salaries  to  the  director  and  to  Dr.  Buckley;  clerk 
and  janitor  services  $231.85;  express  and  freight  (mainly  for 
sending  out  bulletins),  $247.73;  furniture  and  fittings,  $107.55. 
The  balance  on  [hand  October  1,1900,  was  $4,374.88.  The  re- 
ceipts from  appropriations  for  two  years  were  $10,000;  and  the 
balance  July  1, 1902,  $3,809.55.  These  sums  do  not  agree  exactly 
with  the  totals  derived  from  the  tables  furnished  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.  The  figures  here  given  refer  to  claims  audited 
at  my  office  during  the  period  covered  by  the  report  and  since 
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several,  days  may  pass  before  claims  sent  to  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  are  there  audited,  it  always  happens  that  hi  s 
report  includes  certain  bills  which  are  not  included  in  mine 
and  excludes  others  which  are  reported  by  me.  The  Secretary 
of  State  also  includes  in  his  account,  items  paid  from  the  gen- 
eral fund  for  printing  and  engraving. 

The  balance  on  hand  July  1  will  be  expended,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  small  amount,  before  Jan.  1.  The  largest  items  of  ex- 
pense from  July  1  to  Dec-  1  are  as  follows:  Areal  Geology, 
$1,472.94;  Geology  of  Lead  and  Zinc  Region,  $649.79;  Road 
Materials,  $500.00. 

III.    Work  of  the  Survey. 

The  reduction  in  the  income  of  the  Survey  by  the  legislature 
of  1901  necessarily  affected  its  work  during  the  period  covered 
by  this  report.  Its  investigations  had  been  planned  for  an  in- 
come of  $10,000  and  were  being  conducted  on  that  basis.  The 
reduction  of  the  income  to  half  that  sum  made  it  imperatively 
necessary  suddenly  to  [break  off  lines  of  investigation  which 
were  in  full  i)rogress  but  from  which  no  complete  results  had 
been  realized.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  work  in  biology. 
Mr.  Juday  had  but  fairly  begun  his  studies  on  the  lakes  when 
his  work  was  stopped  and  the  results  from  his  very  faithful 
and  skilful  service  of  a  year  are  comparatively  small.  His  ma- 
terial, however,  remains,  and  the  work  can  be  resumed  in  the 
future  if  it  appears  advisable  to  do  so. 

The  Survey  has  been  unable  to  undertake  much  in  the  way 
of  new  investigations  during  this  period.  Its  work  has  been 
mainly  concentrated  on  the  completion  of  Dr.  Weidman's  work 
on  the  geology  of  Central  Wisconsin;  on  Professor  Fenneman's 
report  on  the  f)hysical  geography  of  the  lakes;  and  on  Dr. 
Buckley's  report  on  road  materials.  The  only  important  in- 
vestigation which  the  Survey  has  commenced  is  the  study  of 
the  lead  and  zinc  region  of  Southwestern  Wisconsin,  of  which 
a  reconnaissance  was  made  by  Professor  Grant  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1902. 

The  work  in  detail  may  be  reported  as  follows: 

A.  Professor  Van  Hise  has  continued  to  render,  without 
compensation,  the  same  careful  superintendence  of  the  geologi- 
cal work  of  the  Survey  as  in  past  years.  He  has  given  much 
time  to  supervising  the  investigations  of  Dr..Weidman  and 
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Professor  Grant,  making  several  trips  into  the  field  with  each 
of  them.  Besides  these  services,  he  has  always  been  ready  to 
advise  with  the  Director  on  all  questions  relating  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Survey  and  to  advance  its  interests  in  all  possible 
ways. 

The  Survey  is  under  similar  obligations  to  Professor  T.  C. 
Chamberlin,  Director  of  the  former  Geological  Survey  and  now 
Professor  of  Geology  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  for  superin- 
tendence of  the  work  in  Pleistocene  Geology.  He  has  given 
much  time  and  attention  to  advising  with  Dr.  Weidman  on  the 
investigation  of  the  glacial  area  of  Central  Wisconsin,  and  has 
more  than  once  visited  this  field  in  company  with  Dr.  Weid- 
man. His  services  have  also  been  given  without  compensation 
beyond  the  repayment  of  actual  expenses  while  in  the  field. 

B.  Economic  Geology,  The  work  of  this  department  was 
in  charge  of  Dr.  E.  R.  Buckley  until  he  assumed  the  duties  of 
State  Geologist  of  Missouri  in  the  fall  of  1901.  Since  that  time 
he  has  completed  his  report  on  road  materials. 

The  Clays  of  Wisconsin,  During  the  winter  of  1901  the 
first  part  of  the  report  on  the  clays  and  clay  industries  of  the 
state  was  published  in  a  volume  of  304  pages,  illustrated  by  55 
plates.  This  report  contains  a  full  account  of  the  clay  deposits 
of  Wisconsin,  with  many  analyses  and  complete  information 
regarding  the  manufacture  of  clay  products  as  at  present  car- 
ried on  in  the  state.  A  large  number  of  chemical  analyses 
were  made  for  this  report  by  Mr.  S.  V.  Peppel,  whose  work 
was  completed  in  October,  1900.  The  reduction  of  the  income 
of  the  Survey  made  it  impossible  to  carry  on  investigations  on 
the  physical  nature  of  the  clays,  including  the  study  of  their 
fusibility,  shrinkage,  etc.  Nor  has  it  been  possible  to  make  any 
study  of  possible  materials  for  the  manufacture  of  Portland 
cement.  A  large  amount  of  careful  scientific  investigation  will 
be  require<l  if  this  work  is  to  be  completed  and  tlie  second  part 
of  the  report  published.  Dr.  Buckley^s  report  has  been  re- 
ceived with  much  favor,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe. 

Road  Materials  and  Road  Construction,  During  the  sum- 
mer of  1901  Dr.  Buckley  completed  the  field  work  necessary  to 
the  preparation  of  his  report  on  road  materials.  Data  have 
been  collected  on  the  materials  used  in  street  and  road  con- 
struction and  the  methods  of  construction  in  all  parts  of  the 
state,  including  the  cost  of  construction,  maintenance,  and 
cleaning.    Maps  of  each  of  the  cities  of  the  state  have  been  pre- 
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pared,  showing  the  kinds  and  amount  of  paving,  or  other  im- 
proved road  construction  at  the  time  of  the  date  of  the  report. 
Careful  tests  have  been  made  on  the  road  materials  used  in 
the  state  for  paving  and  macadam  by  means  of  an  abrading 
machine,  and  an  impact  testing  machine  has  been  used  with 
which  to  make  tests  of  the  cementing  qualities  of  different 
stones  used  for  the  construction  of  macadam  streets.  The  re- 
sults of  all  this  investigation  will  soon  be  published  in  a  vol- 
ume of  about  300  pages,  illustrated  with  105  plates.  This  re- 
port is  now  in  type  and  should  appear  early  in  the  year  1903. 

The  illustrations  in  this  volume  have  nearly  all  been  collected 
in  Wisconsin.  The  cross  sections  and  other  drawings  of  pave- 
ments have  mainly  been  copied  from  blue  prints  of  drawings 
actually  used  in  the  construction  of  pavements  in  Wisconsin. 

In  the  introduction  Dr.  Buckley  says,  **  Up  to  the  present 
time,  highways  in  Wisconsin  have  meant  simply  narrow  tracts 
of  land  connecting  different  parts  of  the  country.  The  highest 
conception  of  the  public  thoroughfare  in  many  parts  of  the  state 
has  been  its  maintenance  in  a  passable  condition.  Any  econ- 
omy which  might  be  involved  in  the  construction  of  perma- 
nent pavements  has  been  given  very  little  attention  by  the 
I)eople  and  much  less  by  the  state,  legislature.  Up  to  within  a 
few  years  ago,  little  or  no  attempt  had  been  made  to  educate 
the  people  in  the  principles  of  road  construction  and  mainten- 
ance." *  *  *  *  **The  one  idea  in  road  construction,  as 
exemplified  l)y  the  work  of  the  roadmaster,  has  been  to  fill  the 
gullies  and  level  off  the  roadway  with  suck  material  as  might 
be  closest  at  hand." 

**The  cities,  towns  and  villages  are  the  places  to  w^hich  the 
country  must  look  for  practical  demonstrations  in  the  science 
of  road  construction."  *****  **The  improvement  of 
the  city  and  town  streets  naturally  precedes  that  of  the  coun- 
try highway  and  it  may  l)e  some  years  before  the  country 
roads  are  to  any  extent  permanently  improved." 

Chapter  I  takes  up  a  discussion  of  the  various  parts  to  the 
highway  and  makes  two  classifications  of  highways  based 
upon  ownership  and  traffic  conditions.  The  agents  which  de- 
stroy the  pavement  are  also  considered.  Natural  and  artificial 
causes  both  contribute  to  the  ultimate  decay  of  all  pavements. 

Chapter  II  is  a  discussion  of  the  materials  used  in  improv- 
ing highways.     The   materials  entering  into  street  construe- 
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tions  are  considered  as  natural  and  artificial,  and  include  sand 
clay,  gravel,  wooden  blocks,  stone,  cement,  coal  tar,  asphalt, 
gumbo,  brick,  oil,  cinders,  slag,  iron  pipe,  vitrified  sewer  pipe, 
cement  pipe,  drain  tile,  glass,  charcoal  and  asphalt  blocks. 
The  author  says,  **Each  of  these  has  its  own  peculiar  charac- 
teristics w^hich  best  fits  it  for  use  in  different  parts  of  the  vari- 
ous pavements."  Each  of  these  materials  is  then  taken  up  in 
alphabetical  order  and  considered  with  reference  to  its  suita- 
bility for  use  in  street  constructions. 

In  Chapter  III  the  methods  of  constructing  different  kinds 
of  pavements  are  considered. 

Chapter  IV  is  a  discussion  of  drainage.  .  Underground  and 
surface  drainage  are  both  discussed  in  detail  with  reference  to 
the  different  kinds  of  pavements. 

Chapter  V  considers  primarily  the  different  pavements 
which  have  been  constructed  in  Wisconsin  cities.  The  differ- 
ent counties  in  the  state  are  corisidered  separately  and  in  al- 
phabetical order  with  reference  primarily  to  the  road 
metals  available  in  the  county.  The  cities,  and  towns  in  which 
permanent  road  improvements  have  been  made  are  then  con- 
sidered. The  method  of  constructing  the  pavement,  the  kind  of 
materials  used,  and  the  subsoil  conditions  are  all  considered 
and  recommendations  as  to  improvements  are  frequently 
made.  This  portion  of  the  report  ought  to  be  especially  valu- 
able to  cities,  towns  and  villages  that  expect  to  pave  their 
streets  and  desire  to  make  inspection  tours  before  settling  on 
the  kind  of  pavement  to  construct. 

Chapter  VI  is  a  discussion  on  the  tests  on  road  metal  made 
in  the  Survey  laboratory. 

In  Chapter  VII  the  author  discusses  the  subject  of  street 
pavements  and  their  maintenance  in  general,  making  recom- 
mendations as  to  methods  of  caring  for  macadam,  asphalt  and 
other  kinds  of  pavements, 

C.  Areal  Geology,  The  geological  report  and  map  of  north- 
central  Wisconsin  which  was  begun  when  the  Survey  was  first 
organized  is  now"  nearly  ready  as  a  whole  for  the  press.  A  part 
of  the  report,  that  relating  to  the  soils  and  agricultural  condi- 
tions, is  now  in  press,  being  printed  as  a  bulletin  of  the  Sur- 
vey and  also  as  a  part  of  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture  for  1902. 

Area  Surveyed,  The  area  surveyed  includes  Portage,  Wood, 
Clark,  Marathon,  Lincoln,  and  Taylor  counties,  w4th  adjoining 
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parts  of  Langlade,  Price,  and  Gates  counties.  The  surveyed 
area  is  the  shaded  portion  shown  on  the  accompanying  sketch 
map  of  Wisconsin.  The  area  comprises  199  townships,  with 
an  approximate  extent  of  7,200  square  miles,  which  is  about 
one-eighth  the  area  of  the  state.  The  area  is  considerably 
larger  than  that  of  Connecticut  and  a  little  less  than  that  of 
New  Jersey. 


It  was  originally  planned  to  survey  and  report  upon  a  much 
smaller  area  than  this,  about  3,000  square  miles  in  the  vicinity 
of  Wausau,  but  on  account  of  the  complex  character  of  the  crys- 
talline geology  it  was  necessary  to  cover  a  larger  area  and  ex- 
amine a  larger  number  of  rock  exposures  in  order  to  work  out 
the  true  relations  of  the  various  formations.  It  was  originally 
planned  also  to  report  only  upon  the  crystalline  rocks  of  the 
area,  but  this  plan  has  been  enlarged  and  made  to  include  a  re- 
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port  of  all  the  goological  formations  of  the  area,  which  are,  be- 
sides the  crystalline  rocks,  the  formation  of  Potsdam  sandstone 
and  the  various  glacial  drifts.  The  soil  map  and  soil  report, 
which  it  is  believed  will  be  of  great  practical  value  to  those  in- 
terested in  tlie  agriculture  of  this  part  of  the  state,  is  also  a  di- 
rect outcome  of  the  enlarged  plan  and  is  based  upon  informa- 
tion collected  in  connection  with  the  survey  of  the  glacial  drifts 
and  other  surface  formations  of  the  area. 

It  may  be  noted  by  referring  to  the  former  biennial  reports 
of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Survey,  that  during  the  first  two 
years,  1897  and  1898,  about  2,500  square  miles  in  the  vicinity 
of  Wausau  and  Marathon  were  surveyed,  and  that  during  the 
second  two  years,  1899  and  1900,  an  additional  area  of  1,500 
square  miles  were  surveyed  in  the  vicinity  of  Medford,  Marsh- 
field,  and  Grand  Rapids.  During  tlie  past  two  years,  1901  and 
1902,  3,000  square  miles  additional  were  covered  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Stevens  Point  in  Portage  county  and  in  western  Clark, 
western  Taylor,  and  southern  Price  counties.  The  larger  area 
covered  during  the  past  two  years,  as  compared  with  the  former 
two-year  periods,  is  principally  due  to  threecauses:  thelargerac- 
quaintance  and  fuller  knowledge  of  the  geology  of  the  area;  the 
more  simple  character  of  the  formations  prevailing  in  Portage 
and  Clark  counties;  and  the  help  of  a  field  assistant,  Mr.  W. 
D.  Smith,  during  the  present  season  of  1902. 

Nature  of  the  Report,  The  report  of  the  area  of  7,200  square 
miles  in  north-central  Wisconsin  will  contain  a  description  of 
the  geology,  economic  geology,  physical  geology,  the  soils,  and 
colored  geological  and  soil  maps. 

Geology.     The  description  of  the  geology  will  constitute  about 
one-half  the  report,  and  is  necessarily  written  from  the  scien- 
tific standpoint.     The  geological  formations  of  the  area  range 
from  the  most  ancient  crystalline  formations  known  in  geology 
to  the  newest  glacial  deposits.     The  crystalline  formations  in- 
clude all  the  groups  of  igneous  and  also  such  metamorphic  sed- 
imentary rocks  as  quartzite,  slate,  and  conglomerate.    In  car- 
rying on  the  work  of  the  survey  every  ledge  of  rock  was  exam- 
ined, located  on  the  section  map,  and  specimens  collected  for 
study    under  the  microscope  or  by  chemical   analysis.     It  is 
among  the  metamorphic   sedimentary  rocks  that  iron  ores  are 
likely  to  occur.     In  mapping  the  geological  formations  a  num- 
ber of  occurrences  of  banded  slate,  the  formation  closely  asso- 
ciated with  the  iron   ores  of  the  Lake  Superior  region,  were 
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ouni;   While  th3S3  033arraii333  of  ban  iai  slate  led  to  no  disoov 
ery  of  iron  ore  in  this  area,  their  presence  here  is  at  least   en. 
couraging  and  seem  to  indicate  the  probability  of  other  areas  of 
of  slate  and  possibly  of  some  iron  ore  in  the  unmapped  portion 
of  the  State  farther  north. 

The  glacial  drift  of  the  area  includes  the  deposits  of  drift  of 
several  distinct  and  widely  separated  glacial  periods.  In  all, 
four  drift  formations,  and  possibly  five,  have  been  distin- 
guished' and  mapped.  While  the  mapping  of  the  various  drifts 
may  at  first  sight  appear  to  be  of  scientific  interest  only,  it 
really  has  a  great  practical  value,  for  the  age  and  character  of 
the  drift  directly  controls  the  soil  and  agricultural  conditions 
of  the  area. 

Economic  Geolojy,  The  economic  geology  includes  the  de- 
scription and  location  of  the  various  rock  products  of  the  area 
which  have,  or  may  have,  an  economic  value.  This  includes 
granite  rock  used  for  cemetery  and  building  purposes,  the  sand- 
stones used  for  building  purposes,  the  deposits  of  quartz  rock 
used  as  an  abrasive  and  for  other  purposes,  the  various  crys- 
talline rocks  suited  for  road  material,  the  brick  clays,  the  marl 
and  peat  deposits,  and  the  water  supply. 

Physical  Geography.  The  physical  geography  of  the  area  in- 
cludes the  description  of  the  various  land  forms  of  the  area  and 
the  history  of  their  development-  The  relative  ages  of  the  vari- 
ous topographical  features,  sucli  as  the  plains,  valleys,  and 
hills,  are  discussed;  and  the  changes  in  the  river  courses  and 
their  causes  are  described.  The  description  of  physical  geogra- 
phy of  the  area,  it  is  believed,  will  be  of  great  value  to  tlie 
schools  of  the  area. 

Soils.  The  general  report  and  map  of  the  soils  describes  the 
various  soils  of  the  area,  and  the  area  occupied  by  each  is 
shown  on  a  colored  map.  The  soils  of  the  area  are  described 
with  respect  to  their  area,  surface  features,  character  and  ori- 
gin, ground  water,  forest  growth,  and  crops.  A  brief  discus- 
sion of  the  climate  and  rainfall,  and  conditions  of  agriculture 
in  the  area  is  also  presented. 

D.  Investigations  of  the  Lakes.  Only  a  small  amount  of 
work  has  been  done  during  the  past  two  years  on  the  inland 
lakes  of  the  state,  but  a  report  on  their'physical  geography  has 
been  completed.  As  stated  in  tlie  last  biennial  report,  the  work 
falls  under  three  heads: 
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Hydrographic  Survey,  Very  little  work  has  been  done  in 
this  department  during  the  biennial  period.  Maps  of  Big  Cedar 
Lake  and  Lake  Monontirhave  been  published,  the  field  work  for 
which  was  completed  at  an  earlier  date.  The  survey  of  Lakes 
Waubesa  and  Kegonsa  has  been  finished  and  the  maps  have 
been  drawn,  but  have  not  been  printed.  A  portion  of  the  maps 
which  have  been  published  hitherto  have  been  l)ound  in  ma- 
nilla  covers  and  issued  in  separate  form.  It  is  proposed  to  ar- 
range tlie  entire  series,  including  Lakes  Waubesa  and  Kegonsa, 
in  an  atlas  which  will  be  published  to  accompany  the  report  of 
Professor  Fenneman. 

Physical  Geography,  Professor  N.  M.  Fenneman  has  com- 
pleted his  study  of  the  physical  geography  of  the  lakes  and  his 
reix)rt  is  now  (Dec.  1)  in  the  hands  of  the  binder.  It  is  con- 
tained in  a  volume  of  178  pages,  illustrated  by  36  plates.  The 
report  is  intended  to  assist  students  of  physiography,  and  es- 
pecially the  teachers  of  Wisconsin,  in  using  the  natural  features 
of  the  state  as  an  aid  to  understanding  the  principles  of  physi- 
cal geography  and  geology.  This  bulletin  belongs  to  the  edu- 
cational series  and  continues  in  another  field  the  kind  of  work 
done  by  Professor  Salisl)ury  and  Mr.  Atwood  for  the  region  of 
Dev^iFs  Lake  and  the  Dalles.  In  that  rei)ort  were  discussed  the 
forces  which  have  produced  the  scenery  of  the  district.  In  Pro- 
fessor Fenneman's  l)ulletin  attention  is  directed  to  the  origin 
and  history  of  the  -small  lakes  so  abundant  in  Southeastern 
W^isconsin,  and  the  work  done  by  them  on  their  shores  is  dis- 
cussed in  detail.  It  is  expected  that  the  report  will  be  used  as 
a  guide  to  students  and  teachers  who  visit  the  lakes,  either  to 
study  their  physiography  or  to  demonstrate  to  others  the  part 
which  lakes  ])lay  in  the  forceps  which  modify  the  landscape. 
The  report  consists  of  10  chapters,  of  which  the  first  two  are 
devoted  to  general  description,  dealing  with  the  geology  of  the 
area,  the  origin  and  extinction  of  the  lakes,  and  to  the  work  of 
lakes  on  their  shores.  The  remaining  chapters  take  up  in  de- 
tail the  physical  ge()grai>hy  of  the  several  groups  of  lakes,  in- 
cluding the  Madison  lakes,  Lakes  (xeneva,  Delavan,  Lauderdale 
and  Beulah,  the  Occmomowoc  lake  district,  the  lakes  of  Wash- 
ington county,  Elkhart  Lake,  (xreen  Lake,  and  Waupaca  Chain 
of  Lakes. 

Lake  Biology.  As  already  indicated,  comparatively  little  has 
been  accomplislied  in  this  department.  It  has  been  i)ractically 
i^mpossible  for  the  director  to  complete  any  of   his   scientific 
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studies,  owing  to  the  pressure  of  duties  as  Acting  President  of 
the  University.  Mr.  Juday's  work  was,  in  great  part,  left  in- 
complete when  he  resigned  in  July,  1901,  but  he  has  since  sub- 
mitted a  brief  report  on  the  night  and  day  movements  of  the 
smaller  Crustacea  of  the  lakes.  The  Survey  was  able  to  grant 
only  small  sums  of  money  to  Professor  Marsh  during  the  past 
two  summers,  but  he  has  in  progress  and  nearly  completed  a  re- 
port on  certain  features  of  the  animal  and  vegetable  life  of  the 
open  water  of  some  of  the  lakes  of  central  Wisconsin,  especially 
Lake  Winnebago  and  Green  Lake.  Most  of  the  field  work  for 
this  report  was  completed  in  the  summers  of  1899  and  1900. 
This  paper  with  Mr.  Juday's  report  mentioned  above  will  prob- 
ably be  issued  together  as  a  bulletin. 

E.  Copper-bearing  rocks  of  North  Wisconsin,  In  my  last 
biennial  report  an  account  was  given  of  Professor  Grant's  field 
work  in  this  region.  As  there  indicated,  he  prepared  an  addi- 
tional chapter  for  the  second  edition  of  his  report,  dealing 
w-ith  these  formations  in  Washburn  and  Bayfield  counties.  This 
edition  was  issued  in  the  spring  of  1901  and  has  been  distrib- 
uted. The  report  in  its  final  form  contains  83  pages  and  is  il- 
lustrated by  seven  plates  and  six  maps.  The  jidditional  inves- 
tigation revealed  the  same  state  of  facts  with  regard  to  copper 
as  that  shown  l^y  the  earlier  work,  namely:  the  presence  of 
copper  in  small  quantites  over  a  wide  area  and  its  presence  in 
a  few  locaUties  in  quantities  which  warranted  commercial  ex- 
ploration. So  far  as  reported,  however,  no  valuable  deposits 
of  copper  have  yet  been  found  in  this  region. 

F.  Investigation  of  the  Lead  and  Zinc  Region,  During 
the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  revival  in  mining  lead  and 
zinc  in  Grant,  Lafayette,  and  Iowa  counties  in  the  southwest- 
ern portion  of  the  state,  Professor  Grant  most  of  July,  Aug- 
ust, and  September,  1902;  in  this  district,  examining  the  dif- 
ferent mines  and  the  general  geological  features.  The  object  of 
his  work  was  the  preparation  of  a  preliminary  report  on  the 
tead  and  zinc  deposits  of  the  state.  The  results  of  the  work 
Ihave  been  very  encouraging  and  there  is  good  reason  to  believe 
that  this  district  will  continue  to  produce  increasing  quantities 
of  lead  and  zinc.  The  mines  thus  far  opened  have  been  located 
on  some  of  the  earlier  workings  from  w^hich  large  quantities  of 
lead  had  been  obtained.  These  mines  have  demonstrated  that, 
at  least  in  many  cases,  below  these  older  lead  w^or kings  there 
•exist  important  deposits  of  both  lead  and  zinc.    A  preliminary 
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rej)ort  on  this  district  has  been  prepared  and  is  in  the  printer's 
hands.  It  will  contain  an  account  of  the  mining  industry  and 
general  geology  of  the  district,  with  some  statements  concern- 
ing the  future  prospects  of  mining  and  the  needs  of  the  district. 
During  part  of  the  field  season  Mr.  Edwin  E.  Ellis,  of  North- 
western University,  acted  as  assistant  ta  Professor  Grant.

Both  of  these  bulletins  w^ere  issued  in  the  spring  of  1901.  An 
account  of  these  bulletins  has  been  given  under  the  appropri- 
ate head  in  the  preceding  section  of  the  report. 

In  May,  1902,  there  was  published  a  five  page  circular,  with 
a  map,  relating  to  certain  large  deposits  of  feldspar  near  Wau- 
sau.  These  deposits  were  sufficiently  promising  to  warrant 
commercial  investigation  and  an  edition  of  200  copies  was 
printed  of  this  report.  It  w\as  distributed  mainly  in  the  locality 
concerned  and  to  the  newspapers  of  the  state. 

Two  hydrographic  maps  have  been  issued: 

No.  9.  Big  Cedar  Lake,  Washington  County.  Scale  three 
inches  to  the  mile. 

No.  10.     Lake  Monona.     Scale  four  inches  to  the  mile. 

These  maps  are  issued  in  the  same  style  as  those  pubhshed 
earlier  and  described  in  the  report  for  1898-1900. 

The  interruption  of  the  investigations  of  the  Survey  conse- 
quent on  the  reduction  of  its  appropriation  two  years  ago 
greatly  delayed  the  preparation  of  further  publications,  and  no 
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further  bulletins  were  printed  before  June  30,  1902.  Work  was 
continued  on  several  publications  and  four  are  now  (Dec, 
1902)  in  process  of  publication.    These  are  as  follows: 

Bulletin  No.  VIII,  Educational  Series  No.  2.  The  Lakes 
of  Southeastern  Wisconsin.  N.  M.  Fenneman,  Profes- 
sor of  Geology,  University  of  Colorado.

This  bulletin  is  already 
printed  and  will  be  distributed  before  the  appearance  of 
this  report. 

Bulletin  No.  IX.  Economic  Series  No.  5.  Preliminary  R-e- 
port  on  the  Geology  of  the  Lead  and  Zinc  Region  of 
Southwestern  Wisconsin.  U.  S.  Grant,  Professor  of  Ge- 
ology, Northwestern  University.  This  bulletin  is  now 
ready  for  the  printer  and  the  map  is  in  process  of  en- 
graving. It  will  contain  about  80  pages  of  text.  Its  con- 
tents are  summarized  on  page  20  of  this  report. 

Bulletin  No.  X.  Economic  Series  No.  6.  The  Roads  and 
Road  Materials  of  Wisconsin.  E.  R.  Buckley,  state  geol- 
ogist of  Missouri.  The  engravings  and  maps  for  this  bul- 
letin are  already  printed  and  the  manuscript  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  stateprinter.  The  rejwrt  will  make  a  vol- 
ume of  al)out  300  pages,  with  106  plates  and  maps.  An 
account  of  its  contents  is  given  on  pages  13  to  15.

V.    Plans  for  Future  Work. 

This  Survey  was  established  by  chapter  297  of  the  laws  of 
1897,  and  the  first  duty  assigned  to  it  by  that  statute  was  the 
completion  of  the  geological  survey  of  the  state,  in  both  its  sci- 
entific and  economic  aspects.  To  this  work  the  Survey  has  de 
voted  by  far  the  larger  portion  of  the  appropriations  hitherto 
made  by  the  legislature.  In  comi)letiiig  the  geological  map  of 
the  state,  the  Survey  committed  to  Dr.  Weidman  the  working, 
out  of  the  difficult  i)roblems  offered  by  the  great  area  of  Crys- 
talline rocks  in  the  center  of  the  state.  The  investigation  be- 
gan in  Marathon  County  and  has  extended  into  parts  of  the  ad- 
jacent counties.  An  area  of  about  7,200  square  miles  has  been 
carefully  examined.  Upon  this  area  Dr.  Weidman  is  now  ready 
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to  report;  the  geological  map  is  in  process  of  engraving;  and 
the  reports  will  soon  be  ready.    The  Survey  ought  to  continue 
and  extend  this  work  until  the  entire  area  of  crystalline  rocks 
found  in  the   state,  including  some  25,0C0  square  miles,  has 
been  adequately  studied.    This,  however,  will  be  a  task  cover- 
ing a  considerable  number  of  years.  The  poUcy  which  the  Sur- 
vey has  followed,  of  carrying  on  the  work  with  one  geologist, 
aided  perhaps  by  an  assistant,  rather  than  putting  a  large  party 
into  the  field,  seems  to  be  the  wisest  course  to  pursue,  in  view 
of  the  size  of  the  appropriations  which  we  are  likely  to  receive 
and  the  other  claims  upon  the  resources  of  the  Survey. 

Some  of  the  most  important  problems  in  economic  geology 
which  are  now  presented  by  the  state  and  those  most  in  need 
of  prompt  investigation,  are  tliose  connected  with  the  lead  and 
zinc  region  of  Southwestern  Wisconsin.  The  survey  of  this  re- 
gion made  twenty-five  years  ago  by  the  last  Geological  Survey 
is  not  at  all  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  miners  at  tlie  present 
day.  A  new  survey  should  be  made  and  must  be  pushed  rap- 
idly if  practical  results  are  to  be  reached,  either  proportional  to 
the  cost  of  the  investigation  or  to  tlie  naeds  of  the  state.  There 
should  be  published  an  accurate  map  of  the  entire  southwest- 
ern part  of  the  state,  including  Grant,  Lafayette,  and  Iowa 
counties,  and,  if  possible,  some  of  the  adjacent  region.  This 
map  should  be  on  a  scale  at  least  as  large  as  one  inch  to  the 
mile,  and  should  show  the  cultural  features,  such  as  roads, 
railroads,  buildings,  etc.;  water  features;  topography  by  con- 
tour lines,  contour  interval,  twenty  or  ten  feet;  geological  for- 
mations; elevation  of  the  bottom  of  the  Galena  limestone,  by 
contour  lines.  The  maps  prepared  by  the  U.  S.  Geological 
Survey  of  a  part  of  this  district  are  on  too  small  a  scale  to 
serve  as  a  basis  for  the  map  here  proposed,  and  the  work,  ex- 
cept for  triangulation  and  some  leveling,  must  be  done  again. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  large  scale  maps  of  the  important 
mining  centers  should  be  prepared.  The  character  of  such 
maps  is  described  below.  After  the  mapping  is  practically  com- 
pleted, a  monographic  account  of  the  district  should  be  printed, 

The  work  above  outlined  could  not  be  conveniently,  nor 
economically,  done  in  one  year.  A  good  start  could  be  made 
on  it,  however.  It  seems  advisable  that  the  work  should  be 
begun  by  mapping  on  a  large  scale  a  few  of  the  important  dis- 
tricts, which  are  important  not  only  from  the  mining  stand- 
point, but  also  from  the  fact  that  in  them  could  probably  be 
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worked  out  some  of  the  geological  problems  intimate!)'  con- 
nected with  the  genesis  of  the  ore  deposits.  These  maps  should 
be  made  in  the  field  on  a  scale  of  at  least  four  inches  to  the 
mile  and  published  on  a  scale  not  less  than  half  of  this.  In 
addition  to  the  features  shown  on  the  large  map,  these  large 
scale  maps  should  show  the  following:  contour  level,  ten  feet, 
allowing  great  detail  of  topography;  all  outcrops;  mines,  con- 
centrating mills  and  old  workings,  the  altitudes  of  the  dividing 
lines  between  different  formations  in  many  places,  by  figures 
obtained  by  leveling,  possibly  the-limits  of  other  formations, 
in  addition  to  the  Galena  limestone,  by  contour  lines. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  following  areas  be  mapped  first: 
vicinity  of  Platteville,  about  25  square  miles;  vicinity  of  Po- 
tosi,  about  15  square  miles;  Hazel  Green  to  Shullsburg,  includ- 
ing Benton,  New  Diggings,  etc.,  about  60,  'or  more,  square 
miles.  During  the  coming  summer  the  first  two  of  these  areas 
could  be  mapped  and  the  maps  published  in  the  winter  of 
1903-4.  A  large  part  of  the  work  on  the  third  area  could  lie 
done  during  the  coming  summer,  and  possibly  the  whole  could 
be  completed,  in  which  case  this  map  could  be  published  with 
the  others. 

The  work  here  outlined  is  of  the  same  general  character  as 
that  undertaken  by  the  former  Survey  of  Wisconsin,  and  will 
complete  that  work  with  the  greater  detail  and  accuracy  de- 
manded by  present  conditions.  This  report  is  greatly  needed 
in  the  lead  and  zinc  district  and  will,  I  think,  be  of  more  value 
to  the  people  of  that  district  than  any  other  line  of  work  the 
Survey  could  do  there.  The  detail  and  accuracy  of  the  work 
is  in  advance  of  that  undertaken  elsewliere  in  the  state.  But 
such  accuracy  is  needed  there  and  it  will  be  useless  to  do  more 
work  in  the  district  unless  it  is  carried  out  in  detail. 

A  third  subject  in  which  work  sliould  be  carried  on  by  the 
Survey  is  the  completion  of  the  investigation  of  the  clays  and 
clay  industries.  Dr.  Buckley's  report  gives  a  sufficiently  com- 
plete account  of  the  geological  and  chemical  relations  of  the 
clays.  An  equally  important  subject  of  investigation  is  their 
physical  relations,  and  also  the  investigation  of  the  question  of 
the  suitability  of  clays  for  the  manufacture  of  Portland  cement, 
paving  brick,  and  other  clay  products  of  higher  value. 
These  investigations,  if  carried  on,  will  necessarily  be 
extensive  and  somewhat  slow,  since  a  great  number 
of  tests  must  be  made.  Unquestionably  the  clay  products  of  the 
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state  are  certain  to  become  more  and  more  important  econom- 
ically, as  the  supply  of  timber  decreases,  and  the  investigation 
of  the  clays  is  a  subject  whose  importance  is  great  at  the  pres- 
ent time  and  increases  from  year  to  year. 

Much  the  same  statement  can  be  made  regarding  the  inves- 
tigation of  the  road  materials  of  the  state.  The  report  now  in 
press  gives  a  fairly  complete  account  of  the  present  condition 
of  road  construction  in  Wisconsin,  with  general  advice  and  di- 
rections for  the  building  of  improved  liighways.  The  Survey, 
however,  has  not  finished  its  duty  toward  roads  bj^  the  publi- 
cation of  this  report.  It  already  possesses  testing  apparatus  and 
should  be  able  to  maintain  an  investigator  who  should  make 
t-ests  of  the  road  materials  from  all  parts  of  the  state,  as  these 
are  brought  into  use,  so  that  there  may  be  accumulated  com- 
plete information  regarding  all  possible  materials  used  in  the 
state  for  the  improvement  of  highways.  These  tests  cannot  be 
made  at  one  time  and  published  in  a  single  report.  The  de- 
mand for  information  on  such  matters  does  not  come  in  any 
one  year,  but  requests  for  such  information  are  received  con- 
tinually. There  is  abundance  of  work  in  this  and  allied  direc- 
tions to  occupy  the  full  time  of  an  investigator,  and  the  econ- 
omic results  to  the  State  would  far  more  than  repay  the  cost  of 
such  a  department  of  the  Survey. 

The  Survey  has  been  unable  to  carry  on  any  investigations 
of  the  forests  since  the  publication  of  the  first  bulletin  of  Mr. 
Roth,  whose  studies  were  made  at  the  *  joint  expense  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  of  this  Sur- 
vey. No  argument  is  needed  to  show  that  careful  investiga- 
tion of  the  regions  of  the  state  formerly  occupied  by  forests  is 
necessary,  and  that  the  economic  results  of  a  wisely  directed 
investigation  will  be  far  greater  than  any  possible  cost  of  such 
a  study.  Unless  the  funds  of  the  Survey,  however,  are  greatly 
increased,  it  will  not  be  practicable  [for  us  to  extend  the  work 
in  this  direction. 

There  is  still  another  line  of  investigation,  not  ,of  the  great- 
est [importance,  yet  one  which  demands  a  certain  amount  of 
attention.  This  is  the  subject  of  peat.  Wisconsin  possesses 
very  large  areas  of  peat  and  the  question  of  the  utilization  of 
tliis  material  for  fuel  is  one  which  calls  for  careful  study. 
There  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  successful  use  of 
peat,  yet  these  will  be  overcome  in  the  future  and  these  de- 
posits will  be  utilized.  The  Survey  has  already  received  numer- 
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ous  requests  for  the  investigation  of  marshes  —  requests  which 
it  has  been  unable  to  meet  with  the  funds  at  its  disposal.  A 
general  investigation  of  the  more  irajxjrtant  deposits  of  i^eat  in 
the  state,  together  with  analyses  of  the  material,  could  be  made 
at  no  very  great  cost.  Such  a  report  would  furnish  the  kind 
of  information  which  exi)erimenters  and  those  interested  in  the 
commercial  utilization  of  peat  would  find  necessary  as  the  first 
condition  of  success  in  their  undertakings. 

I  have  always  considered  that  the  first  claim  on  the  funds 
of  the  Survey  was  for  work  in  geology  and  that  the  other  de- 
partments included  in  the  Survey  must  be  secondary  to  those 
of  geology.  I  am  unwilling,  however,  to  devote  all  of  the  work 
of  the  Survey  to  geological  investigations  only,  since  in  other  di- 
rections work  can  be  done  of  great  use  to  the  state.  This  is  es« 
pecially  true  with  regard  to  the  investigation  of  the  inland 
lakes.  No  equal  area  of  the  State  is  a  more  valuable  asset  than 
that  which  is  included  in  our  inland  lakes.  The  study  of  these 
bodies  of  water,  both  from  the  scientific  and  economic  stand- 
point, is  fully  warranted  by  their  pecuniary  value  to  the  com- 
munity. As  in  all  departments,  scientific  study  must  to  a  large 
extent  precede  the  economic  work,  since  the  latter  is  necessar- 
ily based  upon  more  purely  scientific  investigations.  When 
the  appropriation  for  the  Survey  was  reduced,  the  work  on  the 
lakes  was  stopped,  with  the  exception  of  the  studies 
of  Professor  Fenneman  which  were  already  on  their  way 
toward  completion.  The  Survey,  however,  should  plan  to  de- 
vote small  sums  of  money  annually  to  this  investigation,  with 
the  design  of  gradually  bringing  together  a  body  of  knowledge 
regarding  these  lakes  which  will  enable  the  State,  both  in  its 
public  capacity,  as  represented  in  the  Commissioners  of  Fish- 
eries, and  through  private  individuals,  to  treat  these  lakes  in 
such  a  way  as  to  secure  the  greatest  results  from  them.  There 
should  ultimately  be  made  a  complete  report  on  the  lakes  of 
the  state  in  regard  to  their  hydrography,  physical  geography, 
the  chemistry  of  their  waters,  and  their  life.  The  Survey  has 
made  a  beginning  with  regard  to  the  first  two  steps  named,  in 
the  publication  of  the  hydrographic  maps  and  Professor  Fen- 
neman's  bulletin.  The  other  subjects  have  as  yet  hardly  been 
touched. 

The  account  given  of  the  work  done  by  the  Survey  during 
the  past  and  the  list  of  its  publications  show  that  there  is  a 
large    amount    of    investigation  needed  by  the  State,   which 
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this  Survey  has  already  accomplished.  I  do  not  hesitate 
to  invite  a  comparison  of  the  work  done  by  this  Survey  during 
the  past  five  years  with  that  accomplished  by  any  other  state 
survey,  considering  the  amount  of  funds  at  its  disposal.  The 
publications  of  the  Survey  will  be  found  to  hold  their  own  in 
comparison  with  others,  both  in  scientific  value  and  in  practi- 
cal value  to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  no  survey  is  worthy  of 
support  whose  publications  fall  short  in  either  of  these  particu- 
lars. An  investigation  of  the  expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the 
Survey  will,  I  am  confident,  show  that  they  have  been  admin- 
istered economically  and  with  the  view  of  securing  the  best 
possible  results  for  the  state,  scientific  and  practical. 

It  is  obvious  also  from  the  statement  of  investigations  not  yet 
entered  ui)on  that  the  work  to  be  done  is  far  greater  than  that 
already  accomplished,  and  that  there  is  need  of  a  permanent 
department  of  investigation  along  the  lines  covered  by  this 
Survey.  It  is  plain  also  that  no  amount  of  work  adequate  to 
the  needs  of  the  state  can  be  done  on  an  annual  appropriation 
of  $5,000.  In  order  to  prosecute  even  the  most  important  of 
the  lines  of  investigation  now  carried  on  and  needed  by  the 
state,  an  annual  appropriation  of  at  least  $10,000  is  necessary. 
I  should  request  the  Commissioners  to  ask  from  the  legisla- 
ture, if  possible,  an  increase  of  the  i)ermanent  appropriation  to 
$10,000  annually,  so  that  the  work  of  the  Survey  may  be  planned 
with  a  view  to  distributing  the  work  over  such  time  as  is  nec- 
essary to  secure  the  best  results  in  each  of  the  lines  of  investi- 
gation pursued.

CHAPTER  297,  LAWS  OF  1897. 

Ad  Act  to  provide  for  the  ioveytigation  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  state 
of  Wisconsin,  and  providing  an  appropriation  therefor. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.    There  is  hereby  constituted  a  geological  and  natural  his- 
tory survey  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin. 
Skction  2.    This  survey  shall  have  for  its  object: 

(1)  The  completion  of  the  geological  survey  of  the  state,  and  especially 
the  examination  of  the  rocks,  with  reference  to  the  occurrence  of  iron  ores, 
building  stones,  and  other  valuable  mineral  products,  and  in  reference  to 
their  value  as  material  for  road  construction. 

(2)  A  study  of  the  soils  of  the  state. 

(3)  A  study  of  the  plants  of  the  state,  and  especially  of  the  forests,  with 
reference  to  iheir  cultivation  and  preservation. 

(4)  A  study  of  the  animal  life  of  the  state,  and  especially  the  occurrence, 
distribution,  and  production  of  fish  in  the  lakes  and  streams  of  the  state, 
and  a  study  of  foods  and  enemies  of  fish. 

(5)  The  preparation  of  an  account  of  the  physical  geography  and  nat- 
ural history  of  the  state,  in  such  form  as  to  serve  as  manuals  for  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  of  special  reports  on  subjects  of  economic  importance,  in 
such  form  as  to  be  of  direct  service  to  the  people. 

(6)  The  completion  of  the  topographic  map  of  the  state  begun  by  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey;  but  no  money  shall  be  expended  for 
topography  unless  an  equivalent  amount  be  expended  for  this  purpose  in 
the  state  by  the  United  States  government. 

Secfion  3.  This  survey  shall  be  governed  by  a  board  of  commissioners, 
consisting  of  the  governor  of  the  state,  the  state  superintendent  of  public 
instruction,  the  president  of  the  state  university,  the  president  of  the  com- 
missioners of  fisheries,  and  the  president  of  the  Wisconsin  Academy  of 
Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters.  The  commissioners  shall  meet  within  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  organize  as  a  commission  and  adopt 
bylaws  for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  places  as  they  may  prescribe.  A  majority  shall  be  a  quo- 
rum. They  shall  receive  no  compensation,  but  each  shall  be  reimbursed 
his  expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties,  out  of  such  appropriation  as  may  be  made  by  the  legisla- 
lature.  They  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  president,  secretary,  and 
such  other  officers  as  their  by-laws  may  prescribe;  but  no  officer  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation,  except  such  as  is  herein  provided  for.  The  com- 
missioners shall  have  general  charge  of  the  survey,  and  shail  appoint  a 
superintendent  of  the  survey,  and,  on  his  nomination,  such  assistants  and 
employes  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  They  shall  fix  the  compensation 
of  all  persons  employed  in  the  survey,  and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  prepare  a  re- 
port before  the  meeting  of  each  legislature,  showing  the  progress  and 
condition  of  the  survey,  giving  an  account  of  money  spent,  together  with 
such  other  information  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  useful.  The 
superintendent  shall  transmit  to  the  commissioners,  from  time  to  time, 
special   reports,   with  necessary  illustrations  and  maps,  as  these  are  com- 
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pleted.  If  approved  by  the  commissioners,  they  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  commissioners  of  public  printing,  who  are  authorized  to  have  the  re- 
ports published  in  a  suitable  manner,  as  independent  reports,  as  bulletins 
of  the  state  university,  or  in  the  transactions  of  the  Wisconsin  academy  of 
sciences,  arts,  and  letters,  as  the  commissioners  of  the  survey  deem  best. 
If  published  as  independent  reports,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioners 'of  public  printing  to  decide  as  to  the  number  of  copies  in  the 
edition  of  each  particular  report.  Five  copies  of  t  ach  report  shall  be  de- 
livered to  each  of  the  state  officers,  and  to  each  member  of  the  legislature. 
The  number  of  copies  provided  by  law  for  other  public  documents  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  state  historical  society,  the  library  of  the  state  uni- 
versity, and  other  state  institutions.  The  remainder  of  the  independent 
reports  shall  bo  distributed,  used  in  exchange,  or  sold  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  survey,  as  the  interest  of  the  state  and  of  science  demands. 
All  moneys  obtained  by  the  sale  of  the  report  shall  revert  to  the  state 
treasury,  as  a  part  of  the  general  fund.  Volumes  obtained  in  exchange 
for  the  reports  shall  be  added  to  the  library  of  the  Wisconsin  academy  of 
sciences,  arts,  and  letters.  The  superintendent  of  public  property  shall 
furnish,  upon  the  requisition  of  the  president  of  the  commissioners  of  the 
survey,  such' stationery  and  postage  stamps  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  commissioners  and  the  superintendent  of  the  survey  in  official 
business. 

Section  5.  After  material  collected  shall  have  served  for  the  purposes 
of  the  survey,  it  shall  be  distributed  to  the  state  university,  the  colleges  of 
state,  the  state  normal  schools,  and  the  free  high  schools  of  the  state, 
under  the  approval  of  the  commissioners  of  the  survey,  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  to  education  in  the  state. 

Section  6.  There  is  hereby  aonually  appropriated  for  two  years  to  the 
commissioners  of  the  geological  and  natural  history  survey,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  trejisury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ^,000,  the 
first  appropriation  to  be  paid  in  the  current  fi?cal  year. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication.

CHAPTER  163,  LVWS  OF  1899. 

'  An  Act  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  further  prosecution  of  the 
geological  and  natural  history  survey  of  the  state. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senate  and  assembly, 
.    do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  further  prosecution  of 
the  geological  and  natural  history  survey,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  annually 
for  the  term  of  two  years.  This  money  shall  be  expended  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  said  survey  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the  duties  assigned  to 
them  by  chapter  297  of  the  laws  of  1897. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force,  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication 

Approved  April  12,  1899. 
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CHAPTER  375,  LAWS  OF  1901. 

Ad  Act  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  further  prosecution  of  tho 
geological  and  natural  history  survey  of  the  state. 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  sens^te  and  assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  further  prosecution  of  the 
geological  and  natural  history  survey,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  annually.  This 
money  shall  be  expended  by  the  commissioners  of  said  survey  for  the  pur- 
pose of  executing  the  duties  assigned  to  them  by  chapter  297  of  the  laws 
of  1897,  and  any  other  duties  which  may  be  assigned  to  them  bythe  legis- 
lature. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication.

REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency,  Robert  M.  La  Follette, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin, 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  statute  prescrilnng  my  duties, 
T  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  State  Super- 
visor of  Inspectors  of  Illuminating  Oils,  for  the  period  from  the 
first  day  of  June,  1901,  the  day  of  my  appointment,  to  the  first 
day  of  Octol)er,  1901.  During  the  time  embraced  in  this  report 
the  department  has  been  thoroughly  r(?organized  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  relating  to  inspection  of  illuminating  oils,  as 
amended  by  chapter  466  of  the  laws  of  1901,  and  is  now  in  sat- 
isfactory operation  under  its  provision. 

The  \visdom  of  the  ^*Xew  Law"  has  been  abundantly  dem- 
onstrated during  the  short  time  it  has  been  in  operation ;  under 
its  provision  a  more  intelligent  and  accurate  record  of  inspec- 
tions can  be  made  in  this  office,  and  a  more  certain  inspection  of 
all  oil  sold  to  the  consumer  assured. 

By  it*  rei]uirement6  all  moaey  derived  from  the  inspection  of 
oils  is  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  directly,  and  all  disburse- 
ments of  the  special  fund  thus  created,  to  cover  salaries  of  the 
Supervisor  and  Deputy  Inspectors  and  general  expenses  of  this 
ofiice,  are  made  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  by 
whom  all  claims  against  said  fund  are  duly  aiulited,  thus  insur- 
ing careful  and  economical  expenditures.  While  it  is  yet  too 
•early  to  make  an  intelligent  estimate,  I  am  fully  satisfied  that 
there  will  be  a  substantial  amoiuit  covered  into  the  general  funds 
of  the  state,  as  a  balance  over  and  above  the  expenses  of  this 
department;  to  that  end  the  affairs  of  the  office  are  being  ad- 
"ministere<l  as  carefullv  and  economicallv  as  an  efficient  conduct 
of  its  affairs  will  warrant. 
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General  Report, 


Section  Xo.  9  of  chapter  466  of  the  laws  of  1901,  relating  to 
the  painting  and  branding  of  receptacles  containing  gasoline,  is 
a  wise  and  salutary  measure;  it  has  met  with  the  entire  appro- 
bation of  the  public  and  is  being  fully  complied  with  throughout 
the  state,  as  I  am  informed  by  reports  from  the  Deputy  Inspec- 
tors upon  that  subject.  Since  the  law  w^ent  into  effect  no  acci- 
dents have  been  reported  to  this  office  arising  out  of  the  use  of 
this  most  dangerous  commodity,  while  I  understand  that  pre- 
viously serious  accidents  were  frequent. 

By  the  aid  of  this  law  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens 
of  our  state  are,  so  far  as  any  law  can  be  effectual  in  that  direc- 
tion, safe  guarded  and  protected. 

The  commission  appointed  by  your  excellency,  to  decide  upon 
a  practical  test  by  which  to  determine  the  illuminating  qualities 
of  oil,  has  not,  at  the  time  of  this  report,  completed  its  work, 
but  I  am  assured  that  a  report  will  be  made  very  soon.  I  have 
had  several  conferences  with  the  commission  and  have  rendered 
such  assistance  as  required.  I  am  impressed  with  the  high  de- 
gree of  intelligence  and  expert  knowledge  possessed  by  the  sev- 
eral members  of  the  commission  upon  the  subject  referred  to 
them,  and  the  earnestness  with  which  they  have  entered  upon 
their  difficult  and  important  work. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  the  names  of  the 
Deputy  Inspectors  on  October  1,  1901,  w^ith  their  districts,  their 
postoffice  address,  the  number  of  barrels  inspected  in  each  dis- 
trict for  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  a  circular  letter 
containing  directions  to  the  Deputy  Inspectors  pertaining  to 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  a  copy  of  the  law  govern- 
ing the  inspection  of  illuminating  oils.

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DIRECTIONS   FOR   TESTIXG   AXD   BRAXDIXG 

ILLUMIXATTXG  OIL. 

To  the  Deputy  Inspectors: 

The  legal  tost  for  oils  used  for  illuminating  or  heating  pur- 
poses in  Wisconsin  is  now  fixed  by  law  at  100  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, flawsh  test,  and  120  degrees  Fahrenheit,  burning  test;  this 
requires  a  double  test,  and  the  oil  must  meet  both  requirements. 

In  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  results,  all  deputies  are  re- 
quired to  carefully  comply  with  the  following  directions  in 
making  the  test. 

All  tests  should  be  made  in  a  closed  room,  well  away  from 
drafts.  Smoking  or  blowing  in  the  direction  of  the  oil  under 
test  must  be  carefully  avoided. 

Fill  the  water  bath  of  your  Tagliabue  tester*  about  three- 
fourths  full  of  water,  leaving  a  small  space  for  expansian  of  the 
heated  water.  This  water  should  be  of  a  temperature  not  ex- 
ceeding TO  degrees.  Fill  the  glass  cup  with  the  oil  about  to  be 
tested  to  about  one-fourth  inch  from  the  top.  Wipe  the  edges 
of  the  oil  cup  dry,  removing  any  air  bubbles  from  the  surface 
of  the  oil  with  a  small  piece  of  blotting  paper.  The  brass  lamp 
should  be  filled  with  alcohol.  After  lighting  the  same  place  it 
under  the  water  bath.  Suspend  the  thennometer  over  the  center 
of  the  cup  with  the  bulb  well  immersed  in  the  oil ;  observe  the 
temperature  as  it  begins  to  rise.  Uo  not  allow  the  oil  in  the 
cup  to  heat  faster  than  three  degrees  per  minute  up  to  100  de- 
grees, nor  faster  than  two  degre<^  per  minute  over  100  degrees. 
AVhen  the  temperature  of  the  oil  has  reached  100  degrees,  regu- 
late the  flame  of  the  lamp  with  the  utmost  nicety  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  the  temperature  of  the  oil  rises  as  nearly  as  practicable 
two  degrees  a  minute  by  actual  observation,  with  the  watch  in 
hand  as  a  guide.  When  the  oil  has  reached  90  degrees  apply 
your  taper  (this  should  consist  of  ordinary  druggist's  twine,  and 
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should  be  sufficiently  stiffened  with  paraffine  wax  to  bum  with 
a  small  clear  flame  of  unifonn  size),  watching  carefully  for  the 
first  flash,  and  repeat  the  same  every  two  degrees  until  the  burn- 
ing point  is  reached. 

Pass  the  lighted  taper  over  the  oil  in  the  cup  as  near  to  the 
surface  of  the  oil  as  is  pra.cticable  without  touching  it;  this 
flame  should  not  be  thnist  against  the  surface  of  the  oil,  as  it 
might  by  heating  the  oil  cause  it  to  flash  a  number  of  degrees 
below  the  proper  j^oint.  This  taper  should  be  passed  over  the 
surface  of  the  oil  with  a  moderately  quick  but  steady  movement 
of  the  hand  every  two  degrees  until  the  burning  point  has  been 
reached. 

The  first  blue  glimmer  you  get  is  the  flashing  |3oint,  and  is 
usually  about  20  degrees  below  the  burning  point.  The  burning 
point  is  reached  when  on  applying  the  taper  the  oil  in  the  cup 
bums  all  over  its  surface  so  that  you  have  to  blow  it  out.  Keep 
a  careful  record  of  the  flashing  point  and  the  burning  point,  and 
carry  this  record  from  your  receipt  book  to  your  monthly  re- 
port. Oil  flashing  below  100  degrees  must  ba  rejected.  Oil 
burning  below  120  degrees  should  be  rejected.  Sufficient  time 
should  l^e  given  every  test  to  insure  accuracy,  usually  from  forty 
to  sixty  minutes  to  each  test.  When  making  several  successive 
tests  alwavs  renew  the  water  in  the  water  bath,  and  see  that  the 
tester  is  well  cooled  off  and  perfectly  clean  before  proceeding 
with  a  second  test.  If  the  oil  burns  within  a  degree  or  so  of  the 
legal  test,  or  you  have  the  least  doubt  about  the  exactness  of  your 
test,  repeat  the  same  to  verify  your  result. 

Oil  that  is  used  for  illuminating  cars  on  railroads  and  steam- 
boats must  bear  a  burning  test  of  300  degrees.  In  testing  300 
degrees  Mineral  Seal  oil  the  water  bath  should  be  filled  with 
sand  in  place  of  water,  and  the  glass  cup  replaced  by  a  brass  one. 

In  all  tank  car  inspections  a  record  must  be  kept  of  the  name 
of  the  tank  car  line,  the  number  of  the  tank  car  and  the  number 
of  gallons  contained  in  the  car.    Enter  all  of  this  in  the  stub  of 
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the  receipt  and  certificate  book  in  addition  to  the  other  memo- 
randa therein  required.  In  case  you  wish  to  estimate  gallons 
by  weight,  figure  six  and  four-tenths  pounds  per  gallon. 

Always  obtain  a  sample  of  the  oil  from  the  tank  car  before  it 
is  unloaded.  Deputy  Inspectors  are  required  to  inspect  oils 
standing  upon  track  in  railroad  tank  cars,  within  24  hours 
after  being  no'tified  of  the  arrival  of  such  railroad  tank  cars  at 
their  destination,  and  upon  failure  to  inspect  within  said  time 
sdall,  when  such  oil  should  have  been  unloaded  after  the  expira- 
tion of  such  time,  inspect  the  same  without  charge. 

Fill  out  and  deliver  to  the  consignee  a  "certificate  of  oil  in- 
spection" for  every  grade  of  oil  tested ;  also  fill  out  and  give  to 
the  party  who  pays  you  a  receipt  for  the  money  paid.  All  dep- 
uties are  required  to  send  in  a  report  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  on  blanks  furnished,  whether  any  oil  has  been  inspected 
during  the  month  or  not. 

All  necessarj^  paraphernalia,  printed  matter,  etc.,  will  be  fur^ 
nished  from  the  office  of  the  State  Supervisor. 
.  You  are  required  by  law  to  immediately  furnish  this  office 
with  full  information  regarding  any  accident  or  explosion  that 
may  come  to  your  knowledge  in  your  district  from  the  use  of 
illuminating  or  heating  oils ;  proper  blanks  will  be  furnished 
upon  which  to  make  any  such  report. 

The  fees  allowed  by  law  are  collectable  upon  approval  or  re- 
jection of  each  consignment  of  oil  inspected.  Ten  cents  per 
barrel  is  to  be  collected  for  every  cask,  package  or  barrel  esti- 
mated at  not  to  exceed  fifty  gallons  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  State  Supervisor  enjoins  upon  each  inspector  a  personal 
supervision  of  all  the  work  relative  to  his  office,  and  expects  all 
violations  of  the  law  will  be  promptly  reported  to  the  district  at- 
torney of  the  county  in  which  it  takes  place,  and  the  facts  re- 
ported to  this  office. 

The  card  will  ordinarily  be  placed  on  the  gauge  end  of  the 
barrel;  but  when  otlier  marks  interfere,  then  wherever  prac- 
ticable. 
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Deputy  Inspectors  will,  under  no  circumstances,  allow  their 
cards  to  be  used  by  others,  but  will  securely  fasten  them  upon  the 
barrels  themselves,  or  have  the  same  dono  under  their  personal 
supervision. 

The  sale  or  disposal  of  in  any  manner  of  any  empty  casks  or 
barrels  without  first  thoroughly  cancelling,  defacing  or  remov- 
ing the  Wisconsin  inspector's  card  will,  on  conviction,  subject 
the  owner  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00,  or  to  imprisonment 
in  the  coimty  jail  not  exceeding  six  months  or  to  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Everv  barrel  of  oil  sold  or  used  in  this  state  must  be  tested 
and  branded  by  a  Wisconsin  deputy  inspector.  Inspection  in 
other  states  counts  for  nothing. 

SPECIAL   INSTRUCTIOXS. 

1.  Ilereaftcr  records  of  inspections  must  l)e  made  upon  re- 
ceipts, certificates  and  cards,  at  th^  actual  flashing  and  burnin-g 
point,  instead  of  the  method  formerly  employed. 

2.  Tinder  the  **Xew  Law''  the  stencil  is  alwlished  and  a  card, 
which  will  be  supplied  by  this  office,  should  be  used,  to  be  se- 
curely fastened  upon  all  barrels,  etc.,  containing  oil,  with  the 
proper  information  written  thereon,  over  the  signature  of  the 
inspector.  If  the  oil  is  approved  you  will  write  ^'Approved/' 
if  rejected,  ''Rejected  for  iJluminating  purposes,"  in  the  place 
designated  upon  the  card. 

3.  At  the  end  of  tlie  receipt  now  in  u^e  should  be  written  thi 
words  "a^  amended/' 

4.  Each  inspector  must  1x*  particular  in  designating  his  dis- 
trict by  inserting  his  proper  distinct  number  upon  all  receipts^ 
certificates  and  the  stubs  of  the  same;  also  upon  all  reports^ 
cards,  etc.,  issued  by  him.    Do  not  fail  to  follow  this  practice. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  information  fonnerly  required  to  be 
entered  upon  your  monthly  report,  you  should  make  report  of 
the  consecutive  numbers  of  cards  issued  during  the  month  for 
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which  report  is  made.     //  no  cards  have  been  used,  your  report 
should  so  state.     Be  certain  to  use  cards  in  consecutive  order. 

6.  The  several  columns  of  figures  upon  your  report  must,  in 
-every  case,  be  properly  footed,  and  all  blanks  filled. 

7.  In  order  that  the  work  of  the  oflfice  of  the  State  Treasurer, 
as  well  as  that  of  this  office,  may  be  facilitated  and  the  inspect- 
ors' salaries  promptly  paid,  the  necessity  of  filing  monthly  re- 
ports promptly  on  the  first  of  the  succeeding  month  is  called  to 
your  attention.  Hereafter  salaries  will  he  withheld  until  the . 
following  month,  in  cases  when  reports  are  not  filed  in  the  proper 
office  prior  to  the  10th  day  of  the  month. 

8.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  law,  concern- 
ing gasoline.  You  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
in  that  particular,  throughout  your  district.  Any  willful  vio- 
lation should  be  reported  to  this  office  at  once. 

A  duplicate  of  the  monthly  report  must  be  filed  with  the  state 
treasurer,  and  a  remittance  of  vour  entire  collections  for  the 

month  made  to  that  office. 

The  careful  observance  of  the  above  regulations  is  urgently 
requested.  The  law  concerning  inspections  should  be  thor- 
oughly understood  by  those  having  it^  enforcement  in  charge, 
and  a  careful  study  of  its  provisions  by  the  deputy  should  be 
made. 

For  all  points  not  mentioned  in  these  instructions  the  deputy 
inspectors  will  carefully  examine  and  strictly  construe  the  law, 
ieeping  in  mind  the  rule  to  be  prompt  in  answering  calls  and 
<Jourteous  in  dealing  with  the  public.  Also  you  are  directed  to 
positively  abstain  from  making  any  remarks  about  the  quality  of 
the  oil  inspected  for  the  various  competing  oil  companies.  The 
<iuty  of  an  inspector  ends  in  this  respect  when  he  has  ascertained 
that  the  oil  stands  the  required  legal  test. 
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-LAWS  RELATING  TO  OIL.  INSPECTION. 
Chapter  57a,  Statutes  of  1898,  as  Amended. 

Section  1421a.  The  governor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  a  suitable  person,  who  shall  not  be  pecuni- 
arily Interested,  either  directly  or  Indirectly,  in  the  manufacture,  re- 
fining, sale  or  vending  of  illuminating  oils  from  petroleum  or  other 
sources  or  material,  as  state  supervisor  of  inspectors  of  illuminating 
oils,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  from  the  first  day  of  April 
in  the  year  of  his  appointment  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  qualified. 
The  governor  may  remove  such  person  from  office  and  fill  any  vacancy 
arising  from  such  removal  or  other  cause  for  the  unexpired  portion  of 
the  term. 

Section  1421b.  The  person  appointed  such  supervisor  shall,  before 
he  enters  upon  his  duties,  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and 
execute  a  bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with 
such  sureties  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond,  so 
approved,  shall  be  filed  in  the-  office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Section  1421c.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  supervisor  to  devote  his 
entire  time  to  the  duties  of  said  office  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
governor  to  oversee  all  deputy  inspectors  of  illuminating  oils,  instruct 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  see  that  they  faithfully  per- 
form the  duties  of  their  office,  keep  a  record  of  their  reports  to  him, 
and  to  make  a  report  to  the  governor  on  the  first  day  of  October  in 
each  year.  He  shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  their  guidance  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  The  said  supervisor 
may  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  governor  appoint  a  sufficient 
number  of  deputy  inspectors  to  properly  inspect  all  oils  sold  in  this 
state  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes.  The  Inspection  districts 
shall  be  defined  by  the  supervisor,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor, 
and  all  oils  shall  be  inspected  in  the  inspection  district  where  sold  for 
consumption;  provided  that  said  supervisor  may,  in  case  oil  is  sold  for 
consumption  at  a  point  removed  from  the  railroad,  permit  said  oil  to 
be  inspected  outside  of  said  district  if  in  his  judgment  it  is  imprac- 
ticable to  have  such  oil  inspected  in  said  district.  The  state  treasurer 
shall  prepare  suitable  stamps,  seals,  marks  or  brands  or  any  combina- 
tion of  the  same  or  any  thereof,  to  be  securely  fastened  upon  all  pack- 
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ages  or  enclosures  Inspected  containing  oil.  SaifL  stamps,  seals,  marks 
or  brands  or  a  combination  of  the  same  or  any  ttiereof  shall  be  of 
the  design  designated  by  said  treasurer  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  used 
only  once,  and  to  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  to  indicate  the  num- 
ber of  district  to  which  issued.  All  districts  shall  be  numbered  by  the 
state  treasurer.  The  state  treasurer  shall  malte  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  issuing,  affixing  and  cancelling  said  stamps,  seals,  marks  and 
brands  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  their  being  used  'more  than  once 
and  to  compel  the  deputy  inspectors  to  inspect  all  oils  used  in  this 
state  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes,  and  to  malte  prompt  monthly 
remittances  of  all  fees  collected  and  complete  reports  of  all  doings  jis 
said  deputies. 

Six:Tiox  1421d.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  before  entering  upon 
his  duties  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  same  and  execute  a 
bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousai^i  dollars  nor 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars  as  may  be  fixed  in  each  case  by  the  said 
supervisor  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  conditioned  as  aforesaid, 
such  bond  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state  treasurer  and  a  certified 
copy  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  the  deputy 
inspector  executing  the  same  shall  reside.  All  hands  executed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  and 
of  any  person  aggrieved  by  any  act  or  neglect  of  the  supervisor  or  his 
deputy  respectively  executing  the  same.  The  sureties  on  the  bond  of 
each  dtputy  shall  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in 
which  the  deputy  executing  the  same  shall  reside  and  the  bond  of  the 
supervisor  and  of  each  deputy  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor. 
Every  deputy  inspector  shall  examine  and  test  all  oils  offered  for  sale  or 
used  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes  by  any  person  in  the  district 
assigned  to  him  and  not  having  been  previously  tested  and  stamped, 
sealed  or  branded  by  a  deputy  inspector  of  this  state.  He  shall  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month  make  in  writing  to  the  state  supervisor  and  the 
state  treasurer  a  full  statement  of  the  number  of  barrels  of  oil  in- 
spected, for  whom  inspected,  the  date  and  place  of  such  inspection,  the 
number  of  the  stamp  or  stamps,  seal  or  seals,  mark  or  marks,  brand  or 
brands,  or  any  combination  thereof  used,  and  an  account  of  the  actual 
receipts  of  his  office,  and  at  the  same  time  remit  to  the  state  treasurer 
all  fees  received  for  oil  inspected  by  him  during  the  preceding  month,, 
which  fees  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  state  treasurer  arid  constitute  a 
separate  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  su- 
pervisor and  his  deputies.  Said  supervisor  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  each  deputy  inspector  a  salary  of  not 
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to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  said  salaries  to  be  fixed 
by  the  governor,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  salary  of  a  deputy  inspector 
and  his  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duty  exceed  together  with  his  said  salary  the  sum  total  of 
eight  cents  per  barrel  for  the  number  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected  during 
the  month  within  his  inspection  district.  The  supervisor  and  his  depu- 
ties shall  have  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses  paid  out  of  said 
special  fund  upon  being  approved  by  the  governor  and  audited  by  the 
secretary  of  state,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every  deputy 
shall  comply  with  all  instructions  issued  by  the  supervisor  and  the 
state  treasurer  and  furnish  to  the  supervisor  full  information  regard- 
ing any  accident  or  explosion  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge  from 
the  use  of  illuminating  or  heating  oils.  The  deputy  inspector  shall  be 
liable  to  all  the  penalties  provided  for  in  this  chapter  for  any  neglect, 
wilful  misconduct  or  misfeasance  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  The 
governor  may  at  any  time  remove  said  supervisor  or  any  deputy  upon 
reasonable  notice. 

Section  1421e.  All  mineral  or  petroleum  oil  or  any  oil  or  fluid  sub- 
stance which  is  the  product  of  petroleum,  or  into  which  any  product  of 
petroleum  enters  or  Is  found  as  a  constituent  element,  whether  manu- 
factured within  this  state  or  not  shall  be  inspected  as  provided  In  this 
chapter  before  being  offered  for  sale  or  sold  for  consumption  or  used 
for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes  within  this  state;  provided,  that 
the  gas  or  vapor  from  said  oils  may  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes 
without  inspection  when  the  oils  from  which  gas  or  vapor  is  generated 
are  contained  in  closed  reservoirs  outside  the  building  lighted  by  said 
gas,  and  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
use  in  street  or  other  open-air  lamps  or  in  stores,  for  heating  purposes, 
of  the  lighter  products  of  petroleum,  such  as  gasoline,  benozle  or  naph- 
tha. Any  person  who  shall  personally,  or  by  clerk  or  agent,  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  or  for  use,  or  who  shall,  in  any  manner  dispose  of  or  at- 
tempt to  dispose  of  any  oil  for  Illuminating  or  heating  purposes  w^hich 
shall  not  have  been  examined  or  tested  under  the  provision  of  this 
chapter,  or  which,  having  been  so  tested,  shall  have  been  marked  as 
rejected,  or  who  shall  knowingly  use  or  furnish  for  use  of  illuminating 
purposes  any  oil  which  shall  not  have  been  properly  examined  or  test- 
ed, and  stamped,  sealed  or  marked  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  any  person  so  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  responsible  in  damages  to  the  party  Injured,  in  the  event  of 
injury  arising  or  growing  out  of  the  use  of  any  oil  so  offered  or  pro- 
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vided  for  sale  or  use.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  adulterate  any 
illuminating  or  heating  oil  by  adding  thereto  beninze,  naphtha  or  paraf- 
fine  oil  or  any  substance  or  thing  whatever,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months.  Any 
person  who  shall  falsely  stamp,  seal,  brand  or  mark  any  cask,  barrel 
or  other  package  of  oil,  or  who  shall  personally  or  by  agent  or  servant, 
cause  the  changing,  altering  or  defacing  in  any  manner  any  stamp, 
seal,  brand  or  device  affixed  to  any  cask  or  barrel  or  other  package  of  oil 
by  any  deputy  inspector,  or  who  shall  refill  or  use  any  cask,  barrel  or 
other  package  having  a  deputy  Inspector's  seal,  mark,  stamp  or  brand 
thereon  without  canceling  or  defacing  said  seal,  mark,  stamp  or  brand, 
and  having  the  oil  in  such  a  cask,  barrel  or  other  package  properly  ex< 
amined  or  tested  and  stamped  or  marked  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  or  who  shall  offer  for  sale  or  shall  sell  any  such  oil  represent- 
ing it  to  be  In  any  respect  other  and  different  in  quality  or  kind  than 
as  represented  to  the  person  so  purchasing  the  same,  or  without  pro- 
viding and  exhibiting  in  a  conspicuous  place  where  such  oil  is  sold,  a 
sign  or  placard,  announcing  and  plainly  prdcTaimlng  to  all  intending 
purchasers  the  tests,  both  as  to  explosive  and  illuminating  quality,  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  shall  be  liab],e  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  in -the  county 
jail  for  not  more  than  six  months  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment; and  any  person  who  shall  sell  or  in  any  way  dispose  of  any 
empty  cask,  barrel  or  other  package  bearing  the  deputy  Inspector's  seal, 
brand  or  stamp  without  first  thoroughly  canceling,  defacing  or  remov- 
ing such  seal,  brand,  stamp,  mark  or  any  combination  thereof,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months 
or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  1421f.  No  person  shall  knowingly  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or 
knowingly  use  any  coal  or  kerosene  oil  or  any  product  of  petroleum  for 
illuminating  or  heating  purposes  which  by  reason  of  being  adulterated 
or  for  any  other  reason  will  emit  a  combustible  vapor  at  a  temperature 
less  than  one  hundred  degrees  above  the  zero  point  of  Fahrenheit's 
thermometer,  open  test,  where  tested  as  provided  in  section  14211,  or 
will  burn  freely  at  a  temperature  less  than  one  hunflredand  twenty  de- 
grees above  the  zero  point  of  such  thermometer,  open  test,  where  tested 
as  therein  provided.  No  kerosene  oil  or  fluid,  whether  composed  wholly 
or  in  part  of  petroleum  or  its  products,  which  will  ignite  and  burn  at  a 
temperature  of  less  than  three  hundred  degrees  of  Fahrenheit's  ther- 
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mometer,  open  test,  shall  be  burned  in  any  lamp  or  vessel  or  used  for  il- 
luminating purposes  In  any  passenger,  baggage,  mail  or  express  car  on 
any  railroad  or  steamboat  in  which  passengers  are  carried,  nor  shall  the 
same  be  carried  as  freight  in  any  passenger,  baggage,  mail  or  express 
car  on  any  railroad.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  and  be  liable  for  all  damages  resulting  therefrom. 
Any  oil  which  shall  fail  to  stand  the  test  above  described  shall  be 
deemed  unfit  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes,  and  the  barrel,  cask, 
tank  or  other  package  containing  the  same  shall  be  marked  "rejected," 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  1421g.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
property  to  provide  said  supervisor  and  every  deputy  inspector  all  the 
necessary  instruments  and  apparatus  for  examining  and  testing  illum- 
inating oils,  together  with  the  necessary  stamps,  seals,  marks,  brands, 
blank  reports  and  record  books  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
which  said  Instruments,  apparatus,  stamps,  seals,  marks,  brands,  blank 
reports  and  record  books  shall,  in  case  the  special  fund  provided  for 
in  section  1421d  be  insufficient  therefor,  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general 
fund,  said  general  fund  to  be  reimbursed  from  said  special  fund  as  soon 
as  said  special  fund  shall  contain  sufficient  funds  therefor,  and  each  dep- 
uty inspector  shall  use  such  instruments  and  apparatus  in  performing 
his  duties  and  Siiall  promptly  examine  and  test,  when  called  upon,  any 
oil  offered  as  to  the  temperature  at  which  it  will  emit  a  combustible 
vapor  and  burn  freely  and  also  as  to  the  illuminating  qualities  of  said 
oil,  and  if  upon  examination  or  test  any  such  oil  shall  be  found  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  this  chapter  he  shall  affix  to  the  package,  cask  or 
barrel  containing  the  same  a  brand,  stamp,  seal  or  mark  or  any  required 
combination  of  the  same,  containing  the  word  "approved,"  with  the 
name  of  the  district  and  day  of  testing  over  his  official  signature  upoi\ 
such  package,  cask  or  barrel  and  issue  to  the  person  for  whom  in- 
spected a  certificate  of  inspection  and  approval,  reciting  the  number  of 
barrels,  or  in  case  of  tank  car,  the  name  of  the  tanK  car  line  with  the 
number  of  said  car,  with  the  number  of  barrels  contained,  the  commer- 
cial name  of  the  oil.  with  the  test  found,  both  as  to  explosive  quality  and 
as  to  illuminating  power  and  date  of  inspection,  and  any  person  may 
sell  the  same  as  an  illuminating  or  heating  oil.  But  if  the  oil  so  tested 
shall  not  meet  the  requirements  specified  in  this  chapter,  he  shall  mark 
in  plain  letters,  by  stencil,  brand,  stamp  or  seal  as  required,  the  words 
"rejected  for  illuminating  purposes."  with  the  date  of  testing,  name  of 
the  district  and  his  official  signature,  and  issue  a  certificate  to  that 
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effect;  and  it  shalLbe  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  such  oil  for  il- 
luminating or  heating  purposes.  Said  brand  and  stamp  for  the  approval 
of  oils  shall  further  contain  such  numerals  indicating  the  degree  of 
such  oils  test,  together  with  the  illuminat.ng  qualities  of  said  oils,  said 
illuminating  qualities  to  be  designated  "excellent/'  "good,"  "fair,"  or 
"poor,"  as  the  same  may  be  found  upon  being  tested  under  the  tests 
prescribed  by  the  commission  provided  for  by  section  seven  of  this  act, 
and  if  any  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  such  rejected  oils  he 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  1421h.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  supervisor  or  any  deputy 
inspector  to  enter  into  or  upon  the  premises  of  any  manufacturer,  re- 
finer or  vendor  of  such  illuminating  oils,  and  if  he  shall  find  or  dis- 
cover upon  said  premises  any  oil  which  shall  not  have  been  examined 
or  tested  and  properly  marked,  stamped,  sealed  or  branded  he  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  test  and  thereafter  properly  mark,  stamp,  seal  or  brand 
the  same. 

Section  14211.  In  all  tests  of  illuminating  oils  made  under  this  chap- 
ter the  tester  known  as  the  Tagilabue  open  cup  or  commercial  tester 
shall  be  used;  tlie  oil-cup  shall  be  filled  to  within  one-fourth  of  an  Inch 
of  the  top  thereof,  or  as  nearly  full  as  is  practicable  to  fill  it  without 
causing  the  oil  to  overflow  in  making  the  test,  and  in  using  the  tester 
the  oil  shall  not  be  heated  faster  than  three  degrees  Fahrenheit  per 
minute  up  to  one  hundred  degrees,  nor  more  than  two  degrees  Fahren- 
heit per  minute  above  one  hundred  degrees.  The  taper  used  in  making 
the  test  shall  be  such  as  shall  give  a  clear  flame  as  nearly  uniform  in 
size  as  is  practicable.  The  state  supervisor  shall  give  such  instructions 
to  the  deputy  inspectors  as  in  his  Judgment  shall  be  necessary  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  methods  of  making  the  test. 

Section  1421j.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  demand  and  receive 
from  the  owner  or  other  person  for  whom  or  at  whose  request  he  shall 
examine  or  test  any  oil  or  sample,  ten  cents  for  every  single  cask, 
barrel  or  package  or  sample  he  shall  test,  and  the  said  fee  shall  con- 
stitute a  lien  on  the  oil  so  inspected.  Each  deputy  may  inspect  and 
test  illuminating  or  heating  oil  in  a  tank  or  railroad  tank  car,  so  called, 
when  standing  upon  a  railroad  track,  and  such  oil  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferred into  warehouses  or  storage  tanks  or  otherwise  unloaded  until  so 
inspected;  provided,  if  any  such  oils  are  not  inspected  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  arriving  at  their  destination  they  may  be  unloaded 
and  the  deputy  inspector  shall  make  his  inspection  after  they  are  so 
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unloaded,  and  when  such  oil  has  been  inspected  no  other  inspection 
shall  be  necessary,  but  the  deputy  shall,  when  such  oil  is  put  in  sta- 
tionary tanks,  barrels,  mark,  stamp,  seal  or  brand  them  without 
charge.  When  the  amount  contained  in  any  such  tank  or  tank  cars 
shall  exceed  fifty  gallons,  each  fifty  gallons  shall  constitute  a  barrel 
within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  and  the  fees  for  inspecting  the 
same  and  marking,  stamping,  sealing  or  branding  the  barrels  shall  for 
each  fifty  gallons  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  each  barrel,  cask  or 
package.  The  term  cask,  barrel,  package  or  sample  of  oil,  as  used 
herein,  means  a  quantity  not  exceeding  that  contained  in  an  ordinary 
commercial  barrel,  estimated  at  fifty  gallons.  The  governor  may  ap- 
point three  competent,  disinterested  persons,  a  commission  to  serve 
without  compensation,  to  decide  upon  some  practicable  test  or  tests  by 
which  to  determine  the  illuminating  quaHties  of  oils  as  provided  in 
section  1421g  of  the  statutes  of  1898  as  amended  by  section  four  of  this 
act,  and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  applying  said  test  or  tests 
and  determining  the  result  thereof,  and  all  deputy  inspectors  of  oils 
shall,  in  testing  oils  for  illuminating  purposes,  use  the  tests  prescribed 
by  such  commission  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  by 
said  commission  prescribed. 

All  moneys  remaining  in  the  state  treasury  in  the  special  fund  pro- 
vided for  in  section  142 Id  shall  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  be  covered 
into  the  general  fund. 

Every  person  dealing  at  retail  in  gasoline  in  this  state  shall  after  the 
first  day  of  June,  1901,  deliver  the  same  to  the  purchaser  only  in  barrels, 
casks,  packages  or  cans  painted  Vermillion  red  and  having  the  word 
"Gasoline"  plainly  stenciled  thereon.  No  such  dealer  shall  deliver  kero- 
sene in  a  barrel,  cask,  package  or  can  painted  or  stenciled  as  above. 
Every  person  purchasing  gasoline  for  use  shail  procure  and  keep  the 
same  only  in  barrels,  casks,  packages  or  cans  paitted  and  steficiled  as 
above.  No  person  keeping  for  use,  or  using,  kerosene  shall  put  or  keep  the 
same  in  any  barrel,  cask,  package  or  can  painted  or  stenciled  as  above. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,"  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  three  months  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  1421k.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  keep  a  true  record  of 
all  casks,  barrels,  tanks  or  other  packages  of  oil  tested  by  him,  which 
record  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  inspection,  the  number  of  casks, 
barrels  or  other  packages  then  and  there  examined,  the  name  of  the 
person  for  whom  or  at  whose  request  such  examination  was  made,  the 
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mark  or  brand  af&x^d  to  the  casks,  barrels  or  other  packages,  tog^her 
with  any  further  facts  that  may  seem  to  him  worthy  of  record  or  shall 
be  required  by  the  state  supervisor;  such  Account  shall  be  open  to  ex- 
amination by  any  person.  No  inspector  shall,  during  his  term  of  office, 
traffic,  directly  or  indirectly,  In  any  oil  used  for  illuminating  or  heating 
purposes  or  be  interested  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  manufacture, 
refining  or  sale  of  such  oil,  and  any  inspector  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions  of  this  section  shall  be  removed  from  office  immediately  upon 
proof  of  such  violation,  and  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars;  provided-,  that  these 
provisions  in  regard  to  dealing  in  oil  shall  not  apply  to  deputies  whose 
Inspections  during  the  term  of  one  year  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred 
barrels. 

Section  14211.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  inspector  who  shall  know 
of  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this. chapter  to  notify  the  district 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  same  shall  occur  and  to  make  com- 
plaint before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  district  attorneys  to  prosecute  within  their  respective  coun- 
ties all  cases  of  offense  arising  under  this  chapter.  And  any  inspector 
who  shall  have  knowledge  of  any  such  violation  and  fail  to  enter  com- 
plaint against  the*  person  so  offending,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  fifty  aollars  and  shall  be  removed  from  his  office;  and  in  case 
the  death  of  any  person  shall  result  from  the  explosion  of  a  lamp  or 
other  vessel  containing  illuminating  oil  sold,  used  or  furnished  for  use 
in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  the  person  selling 
or  furnishing  said  oil  for  use  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  manslaughter 
in  the  third  degree.  All  illuminating  oil  manufactured  or  refined  in  this 
state  shall  be  inspected,  examined  and  tested  as  herein  provided  before 
being  removed  from  the  premises  of  the  manufacturer  or  refiner. 

Section  1421m.  Nothing  contained  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  manufacturers,  refiners  or  dealers  in  this  state  from  keeping 
in  their  warehouses  or  tanks  for  transhipment  to  other  states  Illuminat- 
ing oil  of  a  grade  below  the  test  prescribed,  nor  shall  this  chapter  be 
construed  to  apply  to  crude  petroleum.  It  is  the  true  intent  and  mean- 
ing of  this  chapter  that  the  term  oils,  illuminating  oils,  oils  used  for 
illuminating  and  heating  purposes  and  all  similar  words,  terms  and  ex- 
pressions shall  be  held  to  mean  any  mineral  or  petroleum  oil  or  any 
fluid  or  substance  which  is  the  product  of  such  oil  or  of  petroleum,  or 
In  which  oil  or  fluid  or  other  substance  so  obtained,  mineral  or  pe- 
troleum, shall  be  a  constituent  part  by  whatsosever  name  or  title  such 
oil,  fluid  or  other  substance  may  be  known  or  called.

DIRECTIONS  FOR  TESTING  AND  BRANDING  ILLUMI 

NATING  OILS. 


To  the  Deputy  Inspectors: 

The  legal  test  for  oils  used  for  illuminatiog  or  heating  pur- 
poses in  Wisconsin  is  now  fixed  by  law  at  100  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, flash  test,  and  120  degrees  Fahrenheit,  burning  test;  this 
requires  a  double  test,  and  the  oil  must  meet  both  requirements. 

In  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  results,  all  deputies  are  re- 
quired to  carefully  comply  with  the  following  directions  in  mak- 
ing the  test. 

All  tests  should  be  made  in  a  closed  room,  well  away  from 
drafts.  Smoking  or  blowing  in  the  direction  of  the  oil  under 
test  must  be  carefully  avoided. 

Fill  the  water  bath  of  your  Tagliabue  tester  about  three- 
fourths  full  of  water,  leaving  a  small  space  for  expansion  of  the 
heated  water.  This  water  should  be  of  a  temperature  not  ex- 
ceeding 70  degrees.  Fill  .the  glass  cup  with  the  oil  about  to  be 
tested  to  about  one- fourth  inch  from  the  top.  Wipe  the  edges 
of  the  oil  cup  dry,  removing  any  air  bubbles  from  the  surface  of 
the  oil  wi:h  a  small  piece  of  blotting  paper.  The  brass  lamp* 
should  be  filled  with  alcohol.  After  lighting  the  same  place  it 
under  the  water  bath.  Suspend  the  thermometer  over  the  cen- 
ter of  the  cup  with  the  bulb  well  immersed  in  the  oil ;  observe 
the  temperature  as  it  begins  to  rise.  Do  not  allow  the  oil  in 
the  cup  to  heat  faster  than  three  degrees  per  minute  up  to  100 
degrees,  nor  faster  than  two  degrees  per  minute  over  100  de- 
greeSi.  When  the  temperature  of  the  oil  has  reached  100  de- 
grees, regulate  the  flame  of  the  lamp  with  the  utmost  nicety  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  temperature  of  the  oil  rises  as  nearly  as 
practicable  two  degrees  a  minute  by  actual  observation,  with 
the  watch  in  hand  as  a  guide.     When  the  oil  has  reached  90  de- 
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grees  apply  your  taper  (this  should  consist  of  brdinary  druggist's 
twine,  and  should  be  sufficiently  stiffened  with  paraffine  wax  to 
bum  with  a  small  clear  flame  of  uniform  size),  watching  care- 
fully for  the  first  flash,  and  repeat  the  same  every  two  degrees 
until  the  burning  point  is  reached. 

Pass  the  lighted  taper  over  the  oil  in  the  cup  as  near  to  the 
surface  of  the  oil  as  is  practicable  without  touching  it;  this 
flame  should  not  be  thrust  against  the  surface  of  the  oil,  as  it 
might  by  beating  the  oil  cause  it  to  flash  a  number  of  degrees 
below  the  proper  point.  This  taper  should  be  passed  over  the 
surface  of  the  oil  with  a  moderately  quick  but  steady  movement 
of  the  hand  every  two  degrees  until  the  burning  point  has  been 
reached. 

The  first  blue  glimmer  you  get  is  the  flashing  point,  and  is 
usually  about  20  degrees  below  the  burning  point.  The  burn- 
ing point  is  reached  when  on  applying  the  taper  the  oil  in  the 
cup  burns  all  over  its  surface  so  that  you  have  to  blow  it  out. 
Keep  a  careful  record  of  -the  flashing  point  and  the  burning 
point,  and  carry  this  record  from  your  receipt  book  to  your 
monthly  report.  Oil  flashing  below  100  degrees  must  be  re- 
jected. Oil  burning  below  120  degrees  should  be  rejected.  Suf- 
ficient time  should  be  given  every  test  to  insure  accuracy, 
usually  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  to  each  test.  When  making 
several  successive  tests  always  renew  the  water  in  the 
water  bath,  and  see  that  the  tester  is  well  cooled  off  and 
perfectly  clean  before  proceeding  with  a  second  test.  If  the  oil 
burns  within  a  degree  or  so  of  the  legal  test,  or  you  have  the 
least  doubt  about  the  exactness  of  your  test,  repeat  the  same  to 
verify  your  result. 

Oil  that  is  used  for  illuminating  cars  on  railroads  ^v\d  steam- 
boats must  bear  a  burning  test  of  300  degrees.  In  testing  300 
degrees  Mineral  Seal  oil  the  water  bath  should  be  filled  with 
sand  in  place  of  water,  and  the  glass  cup  replaced  by  a  brass 
one. 

In  all  tank  car  inspections  a  record  must  be  kept  of  the  name 
of  the  tank  car  line,  the  number  of  the  tank  car  and  the  number 
of  gallons  contained  in  the  car.  Enter  all  of  this  in  the  stub 
of  the  receipt  and  certificate  book  in  addition  to  the  other  mem-

oranda  therein  required.     In  case  you  wish  to  estimate  gallons 
by  weight,  figure  six  and  four-tenths  pounds  per  gallon. 

Always  obtain  a  sample  of  the  oil  from  the  tank  car  before  it 
is  unloaded.  Deputy  inspectors  are  required  to  inspect  oils 
standing  upon  track  in  railroad  tank  cars  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  being  notified  of  the  arrival  of  such  railroad  tank 
cars  at  their  destination,  and  upon  failure  to  inspect  within 
said  time  shall,  when  such  oil  shall  have  been  unloaded  after 
the  expiration  of  such  time,  inspect  the  same  without  charge. 

Fill  out  and  deliver  to  the  consignee  a  "certificate  of  oil  in- 
spection" for  everv  grade  of  oil  tested;  also  fill  out  and  give  to 
the  party  who  pays  you  a  receipt  for  the  money  paid  All 
deputies  are  required  to  send  in  a  report  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  on  blanks  furnished ,  ^r/z-e/A'fr  (my  oil  has  been  in  sped  ea 
during  the  month  or  not. 

All  necessary  paraphernalia,  printed  matter,  etc.,  will  be  fur- 
nished from  the  office  of  the  state  supervisor. 

You  are  required  by  law  to  imrtiediately  furnish  this  office 
with  full  information  regarding  any  accident  or  explosion  that 
may  come  to  your  knowledge  in  your  district  from  the  use  of 
illuminating  or  heating  oils;  proper  blanks  will  be  furnished 
upon  which  to  make  any  such  report. 

The  fets  alloired  by  hnc  are  collectible  upon  approval  or  rejec- 
tion of  each  consignment  of  oil  insjtected.  Ten  cents  per  barrel 
is  to  be  collected  for  every  cask,  package  or  barrel  estimated  at 
not  to  exceed  fifty  gallons  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

The  state  supervisor  enjoins  upon  each  inspector  a  personal 
supervision  of  all  the  work  relative  to  his  office,  and  expects  all 
violations  of  the  law  will  be  promply  reported  to  the  district 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  it  takes  place,  and  the  facts  re- 
ported to  this  office. 

The  card  will  ordinarily  be  placed  on  the  gauge  end  of  the 
barrel;  but  when  other  marks  interfere,  then  wherever  prac- 
ticable. 

Deputy  inspectors  will,  under  no  circumstances,  allow  their 
cards  to  be  used  by  others,  but  will  securely  fasten  them  upon 
the  barrels  themselves,  or  have  the  same  done  under  their  per- 
sonal supervision, 
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The  sale  or  disposal  in  any  manner  of  any  empty  casks  or 
barrels  without  first  thoroughly  cancelling,  defacing  or  remov- 
ing the  Wisconsiii*s  iuspector's  card  will,  on  conviction,  subject 
■  the  owner  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $500.00,  or  to  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  to  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Every  barrel  of  oii  sold  or  used  in  this  state  must  be  tested 
and  branded  by  a  Wisconsin  deputy  inspector.  Inspection  in 
other  states  counts  for  nothing. 

SPECIAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

1.  Hereafter  records  of  inspection  must  be  made  upon  re- 
ceipts^ certificates  and  cards,  at  the  actual  flashing  and  burning 
jwint,  instead  of  the  method  formerly  employed. 

2.  Under  the  "new  law"  the  stencil  is  abolished  and  a  card, 
which  will  be  supplied  by  this  office,  should  be  used,  to  be  se- 
curely fastened  uoon  all  barrels,  etc.,  containing  oil,  with  the 
proper  information  written  thereon,  over  the  signature  of  the 
inspector.  If  the  oil  is  approved  you  will  write  *' Apjyroved '\  if 
rejected,  "Rejected  for  ithuninating  purpoees, "  In  the  place  desig- 
nated upon  the  card. 

3.  At  the  end  of  the  receipt  n^w  in  use  should  be  written 
the  words  "as  amended. " 

4.  Each  inspector  must  be  particular  in  designating  his  dis- 
trict by  inserting  his  jyroper  district  number  upon  all  receipts, 
certificates^  and  the  stubs  of  the  same;  also  upon  all  reports^ 
cards,  etc.,  issued  by  him.     Do  not  fail  to  follow  this  practice. 

5.  In  addition  to  the  information  formerly  required  to  be  en- 
tered upon  your  monthly  report,  you  should  make  report  of  the 
consecutive  numbers  of  cards  issued  during  the  month  for  which 
report  is  made.  //  7io  cards  have  beeyi  used  your  report  shmdd 
so  state.     Be  certain  to  use  cards  in  consecutive  order. 

6.  The  several  columns  of  figures  upon  your  report  must,  in 
every  case,  be  properly  footed,  and  all  blanks  filled. 

7.  In  order  that  the  work  of  the  office  of  the  "tate  Treasurer 
as  well  as  that  of  this  office,  may  be  facilitated  and  the  in- 
spectors' salaries  promptly  paid,  the  necessity- of  filing  monthly 
reports  promptly  on  the  first  of  the  succeeding  month  is   called 
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to  your  attention.  Ilerenfter  salaries  will  be  withheld  until  the 
folloxoing  months  in  cases  tnhen  reports  are  not  filed  in  the  proper 
office  prior  to  the  10th  day  of  the  month, 

8.  Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  law  concern- 
ing gasoline.  You  are  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  law 
in  that  particular,  throughout  your  district.  Any  wilful  viola- 
tion should  be  reported  to  this  office  at  once. 

A.  duplicate  of  the  monthly  report  must  be  filed  with  the  state 
treasurer,  and  a  remittance  of  your  entire  collections  for  the 
month  made  to  that  office. 

The  careful  observance  of  the  above  regulations  is  urgently 
requested*  The  law  concerning  inspections  should  be  thor- 
oughly understood  by  those  having  its  enforcement  in  charge, 
and  a  careful  study  of  its  provisions  by  the  deputy  should  be 
made. 

For  all  points  not  mentioned  in  these  instructions,  the  deputy 
inspectors  will  carefully  examine  and  strictly  construe  the  law, 
keeping  in  mind  the  rule  to  be  prompt  in  answering  calls  and 
■courteous  in  dealing  with  the  public.  Also  you  are  directed  to 
positively  abstain  from  making  any  remarks  about  the  quality 
of  the  oil  inspected  for  the  various  competing  oil  companies. 
Tne  duty  of  an  inspector  ends  in  this  respect  when  he  has  ascer- 
tained that  the  oil  stands  the  required  legal  test. 
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LAWS  RELATING  TO  OIL  INSPECTION. 
Chapter  57a,  Statutes  of  1898,  as  Amended. 

Section  1421a.  The  goveroor  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  coDsent 
of  the  senate,  appoint  a  suitable  person,  who  shall  not  be  pecuniarily  in- 
terested, either  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  manufacture,  refining,  sale  or 
vending  of  illuminating  oils  from  petroleum  or  other  sources  or  material, 
as  state  supervisor  of  inspectors  of  illuminating  oils,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  two  years  from  the  first  day  or  April  in  the  year  of  his  appoint- 
ment or  until  his  successor  shair  be  qualified.  The  governor  may  remove 
such  person  from  office  and  fill  any  vacancy  arising  from  such  removal  or 
x)ther  cause  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term.       ' 

SscnoN  142 Lb.  The  person  appointed  such  supervisor  shall,  before  he 
enters  u^on  his  duties,  take  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  execute  a 
bond  to  the  state  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  with  such  sureties 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  secretary  of  state,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond,  so  approved,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  state. 

Section  1421c.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  supervisor  to  devote  his  en- 
tire time  to  the  duties  of  said  office  and  under  the  direction  of  the  gover- 
nor to  oversee  all  deputy  inspectors  of  illuminating  oils,  instruct  them  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  see  that  they  faithfully  perform  the  duties 
of  their  office,  keep  a  record  of  their  reports  to  him,  and  to  make  a  report 
to  the  governor  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year.  He  shall  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  their  guidance  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter.  The  said  supervisor  may  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  governor  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  deputy  inspectors  to 
properly  inspect  all  oils  sold  in  this  state  for  illuminating  or  heating  pur- 
poses. The  inspection  districts  shall  be  defined  by  the  supervisor,  with 
the  approval  of  the  governor,  and  all  oils  shall  be  inspected  in  the  inspec- 
tion district  where  sold  for  consumption;  provided,  that  said  supervisor 
may,  in  case  oil  is  sold  for  consumption  at  a  point  removed  from  the  rail- 
road, permit  said  oil  to  be  inspected  outside  of  said  district  if  in  his  judg- 
ment it  is  impracticable  to  have  such  oil  inspected  in  said  district.  The 
state  treasurer  shall  prepare  suitable  stamps,  seals,  marks  or  brands  or 
any  combination  of  the  same  or  any  thereof,  to  be  securely  fastened  upon 
all  packages  or  enclosures  inspected  containing  oil.  Said  stamps,  seals, 
marks  or  brands  or  a  combination  of  the  same  or  any  thereof  shall  be  of  the 
design  designated  by  said  treasurer  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  used  only  once, 
and  to  be  numbered  consecutively,  and  to  indicate  the  number  of  district 
to  which  issued.  All  districts  shall  be  numbered  by  the  state  treasurer. 
The  state  treasurer  shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  issuing, 
affixing  and  cancelling  said  stamps,  seals,  marks  and  brands  as  may  be 
necessary  to  prevent  their  being  used  more  than  once  and  to  compel  the 
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deputy  inspectors  to  inspect  all  oils  used  in  this  state  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes,  and  to  make  prompt  monthly  remittances  of  all  fees  col- 
lected and  complete  reports  of  all  doings  as  said  deputies. 

Section  1421d.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  before  entering  upon  his 
duties  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  same  and  execute  a  bond 
to  the  state  in  the  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  as  may  be  fixed  in  each  case  by  the  said  supervisor 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  conditioned  as  aforesaid,  such  bond  to 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state  treasurer  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  wherein  the  deputy  inspector  execut- 
ing the  same  shall  reside.  All  bonds  executed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shaU  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  and  of  any  person  ag- 
grieved by  any  act  or  neglect  of  the  supervisor  or  his  deputy  respective- 
ly executing  the  same.  The  sureties  on  the  bond  of  each  deputy  shall  be 
approved  by  thecjunty  judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  deputy  executing 
the  saine  shall  reside  and  the  bond  of  the  supervisor  and  of  each,  deputy 
shall  be  approved  by  the  governor.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  examine 
and  test  all  oils  offered  for  sale  or  used  for  illuminating  or  heating  pur- 
poses by  any  person  in  the  district  assigned  tp  him  and  not  having  been 
previously  tested  and  stamped,  sealed  or  branded  by  a  deputy  inspector  of 
this  state.  He  shall  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  make  in  writing  to 
the  state  supervisor  and  the  state  treasurer  a  full  statement  of  the  num- 
ber of  barrels  of  oil  inspected,  for  whom  inspected,  the  date  and  place  of 
such  inspection,  the  number  of  the  stamp  or  stamps,  seal  ordeals,  mark 
ot"  marks,  brand  or  brands,  or  any  combination  thereof  used,  and  an  ac- 
count of  the  actual  receipts  of  his  office,  and  at  the  same  time  remit  to 
the  state  treasurer  all  fees  received  for  oil  inspected  by  him  during  the 
preceding  month,  which  fee  shall  be  set  a^ide  by  the  state  treasurer  and 
constitute  a  separate  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  expenses  of 
the  supervisor  and  his  deputies.  Said  supervisor  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  and  each  deputy  inspector  a  salary  of  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month,  said  salaries  to  be  fixed  by  the 
governor  but  in  no  case  shall  the  salary  of  a  deputy  inspector  and  his  ac- 
tual and  necessary  traveling  expenses  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duty 
exceed  together  with  his  said  salary  the  sum  total  of  eight  cents  per  bar- 
rel for  the  number  of  barrels  of  oil  inspected  during  the  month  within  his 
inspection  district.  The  supervisor  and  his  deputies  shall  have  their  ac- 
tual and  necessary  expenses  paid  out  of  said  special  fund  upon  being  ap- 
proved by  the  governor  and  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  Every  deputy  shall  comply  with  all  instructions 
issued  by  the  supervisor  and  the  state  treasurer  and  furnish  to  the  super- 
visor full  information  regarding  any  accident  or  explosion  that  may  come 
to  his  knowledge  from  the  use  of  illuminating  or  heating  oils'.  The  deputy 
inspectors  shall  be  liable  to  all-  the  penalties  provided  for  in  this  chapter 
for  any  neglect,  wilful  misconduct  or  misfeasance  in  the  discharge  of  their 
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duties.     The  governor  may  at  any  time  remove  said  supervisor  or 
any  deputy  upon  reasonable  notice, 

Sectiok  1121e.  All  mineral  or  petroleum  oil  or  any  oil  or  fluid  substance 
which  is  the  product  of  petroleum,  or  into  which  any  product  of  petrol- 
eum enters  or  is  found  as  a  constituent  element,  whether  manufactured 
within  this  state  or  not  shall  be  inspected  as  provided  in  this  chapter  be- 
fore being  offered  for  sale  or  sold  for  consumption  or  used  for  illuminating 
or  heating  purposes  within  this  state;  provided;  that  the  gas  or  vapor  from 
said  oils  may  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes  without  inspection  when 
the  oils  from  which  gas  or  vapor  is  generated  are  contained  in  closed  reser- 
voirs outside  the  building  lighted  by  said  gas,  and  that  nothing  in  this 
chapter  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  use  in  street  or  other  open-air 
lamps  or  in  stores,  for  heating  purposes,  of  the  lighter  products  of  petrol- 
eum, such  as  gasoline,  benzole  or  naphtha.  Any  person  who  shall  person- 
ally, or  by  clerk  or  agent,  sell  or  offer  for  pale  or  for  use,  or  who  shall,  in 
any  manner  dispose  of  or  attempt  to  dispose  of  any  oil  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes  which  shall  not  have  been  examined  or  tested  under  the 
provision  of  this  chapter,  or  which,  having  been  so  tested,  shall  have  been 
marked  as  rejected,  or  who  shall  knowingly  use  or  furnish  for  use  of  illum- 
inating purposes  any  oil  which  shall  not  have  been  properly  examined  or 
tested,  and  stamped,  sealed  or  marked  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  any  person  so  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be 
responsible  in  damages  to  the  party  injured,  in  the  event  of  injury  Arising 
or  growing  out  of  the  use  of  any  oil  so  offered  or  provided  for  sale  or  use. 
Any  person  who  shall  willfully  adulterate  any  illuminating  or  heating  oil 
by  adding  thereto  benzine,  naphtha  or  paraffine  oil  or  any  substance  or 
thing  whatever,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  le  s  t  han  fifty  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  not  more  than  six  months.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  stamp,  seal, 
brand  or  mark  any  cask,  barrel  or  other  package  of  oil,  or  who  shall  per- 
sonally or  by  agent  or  servant,  cause  the  changing,  altering  or  defacing  in 
any  manner  any  stamp,  seal,  brand  or  device  affixed  to  any  cask  or  barrel 
or  other  package  of  oil  by  any  deputy  inspector,  or  who  shall  refill  or  use 
any  cask,  barrel  or  other  package  having  a  deputy  ins  pector's  seal:  mark, 
stamp  or  brand  thereon  without  canceling  or  defacing  said  peal,  mark, 
stamp  or  brand,  and  having  the  oil  in  such  a  cask,  barrel  or  other  package 
properly  examined  or  tested  and  stamped  or  marked  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  or  who  shall  offer  for  sale  or  shall  sell  any  such  oil  repre- 
senting it  to  be  in  any  respect  other  and  different  i  n  quality  or  kind  than 
as  represented  to  the  person  so  purchasing  the  same,  or  without  providing 
and  exhibiting  in  a  conspicuous  place  where  such  oil  is  sold,  a  sign  or  pla- 
card, announcing  and  plainly  proclaiming  to  all  intending  purchasers  the 
tests,  both  as  to  explosive  and  illuminating  quality  provided  for  in  this 
act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  five

hundred  dollars,  or  to  imprisoDtneDt  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than 
six  months  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  any  person  who 
shall  sell  or  in  any  way  dispose  of  any  empty  cask,  barrel  or  other  package 
hearing  the  deputy  inspector's  seal,  brand  or  stamp  without  first  thor- 
oughly canceling,  defacing  or  remQving  such  seal,  brand,  stamp,  mark  or 
any  combination  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  exceeding  six  months  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  1421  f.  No  person  shall  knowingly  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  know- 
ingly use  any  coal  or  kerosene  oil  or  any  product  of  petroleum  for  illumin- 
ating or  heating  purposes  which  by  reason  of  being  adulterated  or  for  any 
other  reason  will  emit  a  combustible  vapor  at  a  temperature  less  than  one 
hundred  degrees  above  the  zero  point  of  Fahrenheit's  thermometer,  open 
test,  where  tested  as  provided  in  section  1421i,  or  will  burn  freely  at  a  tem- 
perature less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  degrees  above  the  zero  point 
of  such  thermometer,  open  test,  where  tested  as  therein  provided.  No 
kerosene  oil  or  fluid,  whether  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  petroleum  or 
itf  products  which  will  ignite  and  burn  at  a  temperature  of  less  than  three 
hundred  degrees  of  Fahrenheit's  thermometer,  open  test,  shall  be  burned 
in  any  lamp  or  vessel  or  used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  any  passenger, 
baggage,  mail  or  express  car  on  any  railroad  or  steamboat  in  which  pas- 
sengers are  carried,  nor  shall  the  same  be  carried  as  freight  in  any  passen- 
ger, baggage,  mail  or  express  car  on  any  railroad.  Any  person  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  nor  more  Ihan  oije  thousand  dollers  and  be  liable  for  all  dam- 
ages resulting  therefrom.  Any  oil  which  shall  fail  to  stand  the  test  above 
described  shall  be  deemed  unfit  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes,  and 
the  barrel,  cask,  tank  or  other  package  containing  the  same  shall  be  marked 
♦'rejected,"  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  i421g.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
property  to  provide  said  supervisor  and  every  deputy  inspector  all  the  nec- 
essary instruments  and  apparatus  for  examining  and  testing  illuminating 
oils,  together  with  the  necessary  stamps,  seals,  marks,  brands,  blank  re- 
ports and  record  books  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  said  in- 
struments, <  pparatus,  stamps,  seals,  marks,  brands,  blank  reports  and 
record  books  shall,  in  case  the  special  fund  provided  for  in  section  1421d 
be  insufficient  therefor,  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund,  said  general 
fund  to  be  reimbursed  from  said  special  fund  as  soon  as  said  special  fund 
shall  contain  sufficient  funds  therefor,  and  each  deputy  inspector  shall  use 
such  instruments  and  apparatus  in  performing  his  duties  and  shall 
promptly  examine  and  test,  when  called  upon,  any  oil  offered  as  to  the 
temperature  at  which  it  will  emit  a  combustible  vapor  and  burn  freely  and 
also  as  to  the  illuminating  qualities  of  said  oil,  and  if  upon  examination 
or  test  any  such  oil  shall  be  found  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  chapter 
he  shall  affix  to  the  package,  cask  or  barrel  containing  the  same  a  brand, 
stamp,  seal  or  mark  or  any  required  combination  of  the  same,    containins^ 
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the  word  **approved,*'  with  the  name  of  the  district  and  day  of  testing  over 
bis  official  signature  upon  such  package,  cask  or  barrel  and  issue  to  the 
person  for  whom  inspected  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  approval,  recit- 
ing the  number  of  barrels,  or  in  case  of  tank  car,  the  name  of  the  t^nk  car 
line  with  the  number  of  said  car,  with  the  number  of  barrels  contained, 
the  commercial  name  of  the  oil,  with  the  test  found,  both  as  to  explosive 
quality  and  as  to  illnminating  power  and  date  of  inspection,  and  any  per- 
son may  sell  the  same  as  an  illuminating  or  heating  oil.  But  if  the  oil  so 
tested  shall  not  meet  the  requirement  specified  in  this  chapter,  he  shall 
mark  in  plain  letters,  by  stencil,  brand,  stamp  or  seal  as  required,  the 
words  ^'rejected  for  illuminating  purposes, "  with  the  date  cf  testing,  name 
of  the  di<^trict  and  his  official  signature,  and  issue  a  certificate  to  that 
effect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  such  oil  for  il- 
luminating or  heating  purposes.  Said  brand  and  stamp  for  the  approval 
of  oils  shall  further  contain  such  numerals  indicating  the  degree  of 
such  oils  test,  together  with  the  illuminating  qualities  of  said  oils,  said 
illuminating  qualities  to  be  designated  "excellent,"  "good,"  "fair,"  or 
"poor,"  as  the  same  may  be  found  upon  being  tested  under  the  tests  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission  provided  for  by  section  seven  of  this  act,  and  if 
any  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  such  rejected  oils  he  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  leas  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  bne 
thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  1421h.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  supervisor  or  any 'deputy  in- 
spector to  enter  into  or  upon  the  premises  of  any  manufacturer,  refiner,  or 
vendor  of  such  illuminatiag  oils,  and  if  he  shall  find  or  discover  upon  said 
premises  any  oil  which  shall  not  have  been  examined  or  testeri  and  properly 
marked,  stamped,  sealed  or  branded  he  shall  at  once  proceed  to  test  and 
thereafter  properly  mark,  stamp,  seal  or  brand  the  same. 

Section  142li.  In  all  tests  of  illuminating  oils  made  uuder  this  chapter 
the  tester  known  as  the  Tagilabue  open  cup  or  commercial  tester  shall  be 
used;  the  oil  cup  shall  be  filled  to  within  one-fourth  of  an  inch  of  the  top 
thereof,  or  as  nearly  full  as  is  practicable  to  fill  it  without  causing  the  oil 
to  overfiow  in  making  the  test,  and  in  using  the  tester  the  oil  shall  not  be 
heated  faster  than  three  degrees  Fahrenheit  per  minute  up  to  one  hundred 
degrees,  nor  more  than  two  degrees  Fahrenheit  per  minute  above  one- 
hundred  degrees.  The  taper  used  in  making  the  test  shall  be  such  as  shall 
give  a  clear  fiame  as  nearly  uniform  in  size  as  is  practicable.  The  state 
supervisor  shall  give  such  instructions  to  the  deputy  inspectors  as  in  his 
judgment  shall  be  necessary  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  methods  of  mak- 
ing the  test. 

Section  1421j.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  demand  and  receive  from 
the  owner  or  other  person  for  whom  or  at  whose  request  he  shall  examine 
or  test  any  oil  or  sample,  ten  cents  for  every  single  cask,  barrel  or  package- 
or  sample  he  shall  test,  and  the  said  fee  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  oil 
so  inspected.    Each  deputy  may  inspect  and  test  illuminating  or  heating: 
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oil  Id  a  tank  or  railroad  tank  car,  so  called,  when  standing  upon  a  railroad 
track,  and  such  oil  shall  not  be  transferred  into  warehouses  or  storage 
tanks  or  otherwise  unloaded  until  so  inspected;  provided,  if  any  such  oils 
are  not  inspected  within  twenty-four  hours  after  arriving  at  their  destina- 
tion they  may  be  unloaded  .and  the  deputy  inspector  shall  make  his  in- 
spection after  they  are  so  unloaded,  and  when  such  oil  has  bden  inspected 
no  other  inspection  shall  be  necessary,  but  the  deputy  shall,  when  such  oil 
is  put  in  stationary  tanks,  barrels,  mark,  stamp,  seal  or  brand  them  with- 
out charge.  When  the'amount  contained  in  any  such  tank  or  tank  cars 
shall  exceed  fifty  gallonst  each  fifty  gallons  shall  constitute  a  barrel  within 
the  meaning  of  this  chaper,  and  the  fees  for  inspecting  the  same  and 
marking,  stamping,  sealing  or  branding  the  barrels  shall  for  each  fifty  gal- 
lons be  the  aatne  as  prescribed  for  each  barrel,  cask  or  package.  The  term 
cask,  barrel,  package  or  sample  of  oil,  as  used  herein,  mea-  s  a  quantity  not 
exceeding  that  contained  in  an  ordinary  commercial  barrel,  estimated  at 
fifty  gallons.  The  governor  may  appoint  three  competent,  disinterested 
persons,  a  commission  to  serve  without  compensation,  to  decide  upon 
some  practicable  test  or  tests  by  which  to  determine  the  illuminating 
qualities  of  oils  as  provided  in  section  142 Ig  of  the  statutes  of  \%^  as 
amended  by  section  four  of  this  act,  and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations 
for  applying  said  test  or  tests  and  determining  the  result  thereof,  and  all 
deputy  inspectors  of  oil  shall,  in  testing  oils  for  illuminating  purposes,  use 
the  tests  prescribed  by  such  commission  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
'  regulations  by  said  commission  prescribed. 

All  moneys  remaining  in  the  state  ti'easury  in  the  special  fund  provided 
for  in  section  1421d  shall  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  be  covered  into  the 
general  fund. 

Every  person  dealing  at  jfetail  in  gasoline  in  this  state  shall  after  the 
first  day  of  June,  1901,  deliver  the  same  to  the  purchaser  only  in  barrels, 
casks,  packages  or  cans  painted  ver  mil  lion  red  and  having  the  word 
"Gasoline"  plainly  stenciled  thereon.  No  such  dealer  shall  deliver  kero- 
sene in  a  barrel,  cask,  package  or  can  painted  or  stenciled  as  above. 
Every  person  purchasing  gasoline  for  use  shall  procure  and  keep  the  same 
only  in  barrels,  casks,  packages  or  cans  painted  and  stenciled  as  above. 
No  person  keeping  for  use,  or  using,  kerosene  shall  put  or  keep  the  same 
in  any  barrel,  cask,  package  or  can  painted  or  stenciled  as  above.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  three  months  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

Secttion  H21k.  Every  deputy  inspector  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  all 
casks,  barrels,  tanks  or  other  packages  of  oil  tested  by  him,  which  record 
shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  inspection,  the  number  of  casks,  barrels 
or  other  packages  then  and  there  examined,  the  name  of  the  person  for 
whom  or  at  whose  request  such  examination  was  made,  the  mark  or  brand 
affixed  to  the  casks,  barrels  or  other  packages,  -together  with  any  farther 
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facts  that  may  seem  to  him  worthy  of  record  or  shall  be  required  by  the 
state  supervisor;  such  accouDt  shall  be  open  to  examiDation  by  any  per- 
son. No  inspector  shall,  during  his  term  of  office,  traffic,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  any  oil  used  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes  or  be  inter- 
ested in  any  manner  whatever  in  the  manufacture,  refining  or  sale  of  such 
oil,  and  any  inspector  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  removed  from  office  immediately  upon  proof  of  such  violation,  and  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars;  provided,  that  these  provisions  in  regard  to  dealing  in  oil 
shall  not  apply  to  deputies  whpse  inspections  during  the  term  of  one  year 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  hundred  barrels. 

Section  14211.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  inspector  who  shall  know 
of  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter  to  notify  the  district  at- 
torney of  the  county  in  which  the  same  sball  occur  and  to  make  complaint 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
district  attorneys  to  prosecute  within  their  respective  counties  all  cases  of 
offense  arising  under  this  chapter.  And  any  inspector  who  shall  have 
knowledge  of  any  such  violation  and  fail  to  enter  complaint  against  the 
person  so  offending,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and 
shall  be  removed  from  his  office;  and  in  case  the  death  of  any  person  shall 
result  from  the  <  xplosion  of  a  lamp  or  other  vessel  containing  illumi- 
nating oil  sold,  used  or  furnished  for  use  in  violation  of  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  the  person  selling  or  furnishing  said  oil  for  use  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  manslaughter  in  the  third  degree.  All  illuminating 
oil  manufactured  or  refined  in  this  state  shall  be  inspected,  examined  and 
tested  as  herein  provided  before  being  removed  from  the  premises  of  the 
manufacturer  or  refiner. 

SEcriON  1421m.  Nothing  contained  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
to  prevent  manufacturers,  refiners  or  dealers  in  this  state  from  keeping  in 
their  warehouses  or  tanks  for  transhipment  to  other  states  illuminating 
oil  of  a  grade  below  the  test  prescribed,  nor  shall  this  chapter  be  construed 
to  apply  to  crude  petroleum.  It  is  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
chapter  that  the  term  oils,  illuminating  oils,  oils  used  for  illuminating  and 
heating  purposes  and  all  similar  words,  terms  and  expressions  shall  be  held 
to  mean  any  mineral  or  petroleum  oil  or  any  fluid  or  substance  which  is 
the  product  of  such  oil  or  of  petroleum,  or  in  which  oil  or  fluid  or  other 
substance  so  obtained,  mineral  or  petroleum,  shall  be  a  constituent  part 
by  whatsoever  name, or  title  such  oil,  fluid  or  other  substance  may  be 
known  or  called.
